The  following  Constitution  and  By-Laws  were  then  pre- 
sented; which  were,  on  motion  to  that  effect,  read  and  adopted, 
for  the  government  of  the  State  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters,  of  Michigan  :

GRAND    COUNCIL 

OF  ROYAL  AND  SELECT  MASTERS. 


ARTICLE  I. 

MKMBERo. 

Sectiok  1.    The  Grand  Coancil  of  Royal  and  Select  Mas- 
ters of  the  State  of  Michigan  shall  consist  of 

Thrice  Illastrioas  Grand  Puissant, 

niustrious  Deputy  Grand  Puissant, 

Grand  Thrice  Illustrious, 

Grand  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work, 

Grand  Captain  of  the  Guard, 

Grand  Treasurer, 

Grand  Recorder, 

Grand  Chaplain, 

Grand  Steward,  and 

Grand  Sentinel. 

AND  ALL 

Past  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Puissants, 

Past  Thrice  Illustrious  Deputy  Grand  Puissants, 

Past  Grands  Thrice  Illustrious,  and 

Paiit  Grand  Principal  Conductors  of  the  Work. 

TOGETHER  WITH  THE 

Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Masters, 
Deputy  Illustrious  Grand  Masters,  and 
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Principal  Conductors  of  the  Work, 

For  the  time  being,  of  the  several  Subordi- 
nate Councils  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
this  Grand  Council; 

OR 

Their  Proxies,  duly  empowered; 

AND 

All  Past  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Masters,  who 
are  members  of  Subordinate  Councils,  and 
who  have  presided  one  year  over  a  Council 
in  this  State. 

OF   REPRESENTATION    NECESSARY. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  not  be  a  Grand  Council  opened  for 
business,  unless  there  shall  be  present  a  representation  from  at 
least  two  subordinate  working  Councils. 

POWER  OF  GRAND  COUNCIL. 

Sec.  3.  The  Grand  Council  shall  have  sole  government 
and  superintenden(;e  of  the  several  Subordinate  Councils  in 
this  State — shall  assign  their  limits,  and  establish  tlie  fees  for 
admission.  In  all  cases  of  controversy,  an  appeal  shall  lie 
from  an  aggrieved  Council,  or  any  member  of  a  Council,  to 
this  Grand  Council.  It  shall  also  have  power  to  grant  char- 
ters, constituting  new  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters, 
within  the  State  of  Michigan. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  4.  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Grand  Council  shall 
be  held  at  the  City  of  Detroit,  on  the  Tuesday  next  preceding 
the  second  Wednesday  in  January,  in  each  and  every  year,  at 
12  o'clock  M.;  but  a  special  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council 
may  be  called  whenever  the  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Puissant, 
Illustrious  Deputy  Grand  Puissant,  Grand  Thrice  Illustrious, 
and  Grand  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work,  or  any  three 
of  them,  shall  deem  it  necessary. 
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DUTIES  OF  PRINCIPAL  OEFICERS. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand 
Puissant,  Illustrious  Deputy  Grand  Puissant  Grand  Thrice 
Illustrious,  and  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work,  severally, 
to  inform  and  perfect  themselves  in  the  Sublime  Arts  and 
Work  of  Roval  and  Select  Masters — to  make  themselves 
acquainted  with  the  Lectures  and  Ancient  Chai-ges,  and  to 
consult  with  each  other;  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  suitable 
measures  for  diffusing  the  knowledge  of  the  Work  and  Lec- 
tures, and  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  several  Subordinate 
Councils  under  this  jurisdiction. 

OF  DISPENSATIONS  AND  CHARTERS. 

Sec.  6.  The  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Puissant  and  the 
Illustrious  Deputy  Grand  Puissant  shall  have  authority,  dur- 
ing the  recess  of  the  Gmnd  Council,  to  grant  Letters  of  Dis- 
pensation, under  their  respective  signatures  ;yid  private  seals, 
to  a  competent  number  of  duly  qualified  petitioners,  empower- 
ing them  to  open  and  hold  a  Council  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters,  for  a  specific  term  of  time,  not  extending  beyond  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council,  Provided^  That  the  same 
fees  as  are  required  for  a  cliarter  shall  be  first  deposited  in  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Recorder.  And  in  all  cases  where  such 
Dispensation  is  granted,  the  officer  granting  the  same  shall 
make  report  thereof  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council; 
and  the  Grand  Council  may  continue  or  recall  such  Dispensa- 
tion, or  may,  upon  application  for  the  same,  grant  the  petition- 
ers a  charter ;  and  in  case  a  charter  be  so  granted,  the  fees 
first  deposited  with  the  Grand  Recorder  shall  be  credited  in 
payment  for  the  same;  but  if  the  Dispensation  is  not  contin- 
ued, or  ehaiter  gmnted,  the  money  to  be  returned,  except  nec- 
essary expenses. 

Sec.  7.  No  'dispensation  or  charter  shall  be  issued,  for 
instituting  a  Council  of  Royal  Masters  independent  of  Select 
Masters. 
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Sec.  8.  No  dispensation  or  charter,  for  the  institution  of  a 
new  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,,  shall  be  granted, 
except  upon  the  petition  of  nine  Royal  and  Select  Masters; 
which  petition  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the 
Council  nearest  to  the  place  where  the  new  Council  is  to  be 
formed,  vouching  for  the  moral  character  and  Masonic  ability 
of  the  petitioners,  and  recommending  to  the  Grand  Council 
to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  same. 

CHARTER  FEE. 

Sec.  9.  No  charter  shall  be  granted  for  establishing  a 
Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  for  a  less  sum  than  fif- 
teen dollars. 

LIMIT  OF  NUMBER  OF  COINCILS. 

Sec.  10.  There  shall  not  be  a  greater  number  of  Councils 
established  in  this  State  than  there  are  Royal  Arch  Chapters, 
nor  more  than  one  Council  within  the  jurisdiction  of  each 
Chapter. 

AMENDMENTS,  ETC. 

Sec.  11.  The  Grand  Council  shall  be  competent,  on  con- 
currence of  two-thirds  of  its  members  present,  to  revise, 
amend,  or  alter  this  Constitution,  provided  a  motion  to  that 
effect  is  duly  made  and  seconded,  at  one  annual  meeting  of 
said  Grand  Council,  and  laid  over  until  the  next  for  consider- 
ation. 
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OP  SUBORDINATE  COUNCILS. 


ARTICLE  11. 

OF  OFFICERS  AND  MEMBERS. 

Sbc.  1.      A  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  shall  con- 
sist of  a 

Tbrice  Illustrioas  Grand  Master, 

Deputy  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Master, 

Principal  Conductor  of  the  work, 

Captain  of  the  Guard, 

Treasurer, 

Sentinel, 

AND 

As  many  Members  as  may  be  found  convenient 
for  working  to  advantage. 

And   ought  to  assemble  for  work  at  least  once  in  three 
months. 

AS  TO  STANDING  OF  COUNCILS. 

Sbc.  2.     No  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  this 
State  shall  be  considered  legal  unless  they  have  a  charter  from 
the  Grand  Council,  or  a  Dispensation  from  one  of  the  Grand 
Officers  ;  and  Masonic  communication,  either  public  or  private, 
is  hereby  interdicted  and  forbidden  between  any  Council  un- 
der this  jurisdiction,  or  any  member  thereof,  and  any  Council 
or  assemblage  that  may  be  so  illegally  established  without 
sach  charter  or  dispensation,  or  any  person  admitted  in  such 
illegal  Council  ;  but  nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  effect  any  Council,  or  members  of  any  Coun- 
cil, which  may  be  established  by  proper  authority  in  other 
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APPLICATIONS  FOR  THE  DEGREE. 

Sec.  8.  All  applications  for  the  degree  of  Royal  and  Select 
Master,  or  membership  in  any  Subordinate  Council  under  this 
jurisdiction,  shall  be  by  petition  in  writing  to  the  nearest 
Council,  from  a  member  of  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter  regularly 
constituted  in  accordance  with  the  rules  an^  regulations  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  and  subordi- 
nate to  the  same,  and  also  of  the  State  Grand  Chapter  from 
which  he  hails,  and  shall  lie  over  one  lunar  month  after  the 
same  shall  have  been  received  and  referred  to  a  Committee  for 
inquiry,  unless  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Companions 
present,  in  which  case  the  application  may  be  acted  upon 
instanter,  and  an  unanimous  ballot  shall  be  necessary  in  all 
cases. 

ELEC^nON  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  4.  The  officers  of  the  several  Subordinate  Councils 
shall  be  chosen  annually  by  ballot.  A  majority  of  the  whole 
number  present  shall  be  necessary  to  elect ;  and  the  persons  so 
chosen  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  duly 
elected  and  installed  ;  which  election  shall  take  place  on  the 
regular  meeting  next  preceding  the  Festival  of  St.  John  the 
Evangelist. 

DUTIES  OF  THRICE  ILLUSTRIOUS  GRAND  MASTER. 

Sec.  6.  The  Thrice  Illustrious  Gi*and  Master  of  every  Sub- 
ordinate  Council  has  it  in  special  charge,  as  appertaining  to 
his  office,  duty  and  dignity,  to  see  that  the  By-Laws  of  his 
Council,  as  well  as  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Council,  and 
general  regulations  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  are  duly  ob- 
served and  obeyed;  that  all  the  officers  of  his  Council  perform 
the  duties  of  their  respective  stations,  and  are  examples  of  dil- 
igence and  industry  to  their  Companions  ;  that  true  and  accu- 
rate records  of  the  proceedings  of  his  Council  be  kept  by  the 
Recorder;  that  the  Treasurer  render  just  and  accurate  accounts 
of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Council  ;  and  that  the  annual 
dues  to  the  Grand  Council  be  regularly  and  punctually  paid. 
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He  has  the  special  charge  and  care  of  the  chailer  or  dispensa- 
tion of  his  Council ;  he  has  a  right  to  call  his  Council,  at  pleas- 
are,  apon  any  emergency.  It  is  likewise  his  duty,  together 
with  the  Deputy  Illustrious  and  Principal  Conductor  of  the 
Work,  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Council,  either  in 
person  or  proxy,  when  duly  summoned  by  the  Grand  Re- 
corder. 

DEGREE  PEE. 

Skc.  6.  No  Council  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  confer  the 
decrees  of  Koyal  and  Select  Master  for  a  less  sum  than  Five 
Dollars. 

OF  DUES. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Subordinate  Councils  to 
provide  by  By-Laws  for  the  assessment  of  such  dues  (a?  well  as 
the-time  o£  their  payment)  as  they  may  think  proper  ;  which 
By-Liavrs  shall  be  considered  sufficient  notice  to  the  members. 
And  it  shall  be  the  imperative  duty  of  the  Thrice  Illustrious 
Grand  Master  to  order  the  Recorder  to  enter  suspended  all 
members  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  for  two  years  to  pay  their 
dues. 

PEKCENTAGE  TO  GR.\ND  COUNCIL. 

S£c.  8.  Each  Subordinate  Council  shall  pay  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  at  each 'stated  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council,  the 
sum  of  One  Dollar  for  every  Companion  receiving  the  degree 
of  Koyal  and  Select  Master. 
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BY-LAWS. 


PRECRDENCB  OF  COUNCILS. 

The  sevei'al  CoaiiciU  in  this  State  shall  be  numbered  accord- 
ing to  the  date  of  their  respective  charters. 

77. 

RETURNS  TO  URAND  COUNCIL. 

£ach  Council  in  this  State  shall  make  returns  to  the  Grand 
Council,  at  their  annual  assembly,  of  the  names  of  its  officers 
and  members,  and  of  all  Companions  received  and  acknowl- 
edged the  preceding  year. 
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COMPENSATION  OF  GRAND  RSCORDEB. 

The  Grand  Recorder  shall  receive  an  annual  compensation 
of  ten  dollars  for  his  services,  and  five  dollars  for  each  charter 
issued.

DUTY  OF  GRAND  TREASURER. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
moneys  ;  and  at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council  he 
shall  exhibit  an  accurate  account  of  all  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments ;  and  no  moneys  shall  be  paid  out  by  him  without  the 
consent  of  the  Grand  Council  and  the  written  order  of  the 
Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Puissant  or  officer  presiding.

DUTY  OF  GRAND  RECORDER. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Recorder  to  keep  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Council.

DELINQUENT    COtTNCILS. 

If  any  Coancil  under  this  Jurisdiction  shall  fail  to  assemble 
and  work,  for  the  space  of  twelve  months  ;  or  shall  fail  to  be 
represented  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Grand  Council,  for 
th^erm  of  two  stated  meetings  in  succession  ;  or  shall  fail,  for 
the  same  length  of  time,  to  discharge  their  dues — every  such 
delinqaent  Coancil  shall  forfeit  its  charter,  together  with  all 
its  jewels,  furniture  and  effects  of  every  kind,  subject  to  the 
disposal  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  shall  be  notified  thereof  by 
the  Grand  Recorder.

The   G-rand  Recorder  would  represent  that,  since   the   last 
session  of  this  Body,  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January, 
A.  D.   1859,    he    has,    under    the  instructions  of    the  T.   I 
Grand     Puissant,  issued    dispensations    to  form   Councils   at 
Monroe,  to  D.  B.  Tracy,  T.  I.   G.   M.;  John  Tyrrell,  D.  I.  G. 
M.,  and  S.  Blan chard,  P.  C.  W.;  at  Jones ville,  to  L.  H.  Carson 
as  T.  L  G.  M.,  Eutychus  Charaplin  as  D.  I.  G.  M.,  and  B.  F. 
Doughty  as  P.  C.  W.;  at  Coldwater  to  Seaman   L.  Dart,  T.  I. 
G.  M.,  Ricliard  H.  Drake,  D.  I.  G.  M.,  and  Abram  McCrea,  P. 
C.  W.,  which  dispensations  are  herewith   annexed  and  made 
part  of  this  Report,  receiving  for  each  the  sura  of  ($15)  Fif- 
teen Dollars,  in  accordance  with  the  constitution;  and  that  sat- 
isfactory information  has  been  rendered  to  him  as  to  the  work 
performed,  and  future  prospects  of  these  Councils;  and  would 
therefore  recommend  that  charters  be  granted  to  them.    Other 
charters  or  dispensations  will   doubtless  soon   be  asked  for  by 
our  Brethren,  in  different  sections  of  the  State,  making  good 
the  statement  of  your  Grand  Recorder,  at  the  last  meeting  of 
this  Body,  that  a  brighter  day  was  about  dawning  on  Cryptic 
Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction. 
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A  petition  is  now  in  his  hands,  from  certain  Brethren  who 
were  desirous  to  establish  a  Council  at  Three  Rivers.  For  rea- 
sons, satisfactory  to  the  Grand  Puissant,  the  dispensation  was 
not  granted.

Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Councils  of  Alabama,  Connect- 
icut, Georgia,  Indiana,  Kentucky,  Maine,  Mississippi,  "  New 
York,  Texas,"  and  Vermont  for  1859,  and  of  Illinois  for  1858, 
have  been  received  by  him.  These  proceedings,  without  an 
exception,  evince  the  flourishing  condition  of  the  Order,  and  a 
degree  of  prosperity  highly  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masonry. 

Encouraging  as  is  the  aspect  of  the  past,  that  of  the  future 
is  still  more  so.  The  rapid  increase  of  subordinate  and  State 
Grand  Councils  indicates,  at  no  distant  day,  their  organization 
in  every  State  and  Territory  of  the  Union.  And  if  the  diffu- 
sion of  the  sublime  principles  of  the  Order  is  attended  with 
that  moral  effect  which  reasonably  should  be  anticipated,  great 
and  beneficial  must  the  result  be  upon  the  peace  and  happiness 
of  our  country. 

For  the  information  of  the  Fraternity  in  this  State,  as  to  the 
condition  of  the  Craft  under  the  jurisdiction  of  our  sister 
Grand  Councils,  annexed  is  a  digest  of  the  proceedings  of 
these  several  Bodies. 

ALABAMA. 

This  Graud  Council  held  its  Tweuty-tirHt  Annual  Convocatiou, 
December  9th,  A.  D.  1858,  in  the  city  of  Montgomery.  Sixteen  Coun- 
cils represented. 

This  Grand  Body  returns  543. 

Companion  Henry  A.  Shelton  was  re- elected  Grand  Puissant  and 
Daniel  Say  re  Grand  Recorder. 

CX)NNECTICUT. 

The  Grand  Council  of  this  State  convened  at  Hartford  on  the  10th  of 
May,  A.  D.,  1850. 
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Fourteen  CoudcUs  represented.  G  T.  Daekam,  M.  P.  G.  M.,  E.  G. 
Slorer,  Grand  Recorder.  The  Grand  Master  made  no  address,  but  the 
report  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  embracing  full  and  concise  returns  of 
the  Grand  Councils  of  the  several  dtat«8,  is  valuable  not  only  for  the 
information  therein  contiiined,  but  also  for  the  Masonic  soundness  of 
the  principles  enunciated  by  him  iu  the*  remarks  called  forth  by  the 
registration  and  proceedings  of  the  several  State  Grnnd  Councils.  Con- 
necticut has  now  fifteen  Subordinate  Councils  within  its  Jurisdiction, 
which  return  769  members.  T.  I.  George  Stancliff  was  elected  M.  P. 
6.  M.,  Eliphabet  G.  Storer,  Grand  Recorder. 

FLORIDA. 

w 

The  Grand  Council  of  Florida  met  in  the  City  of  Tallahassee,  Janu- 
ary 12lh,  1859.  Four  Councils  represented.  T.  I.  Comp.  D.  P.  Hol- 
land was  elected  G.  P.,  and  111.  Comp.  John  B.  Taylor,  of  Tallahassee, 
re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

GEORGIA. 

The  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Council  of  this  State,  the  old- 
est it  is  believed  in  the  Union,  was  held  at  Masonic  Hall,  in  the  City  of 
Augusta,  on  the  27th  of  April,  A.  D.,  1859.  Present,  T.  I.  Phillip  T. 
Schley  with  the  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  from  sixteen  Sub- 
ordinate'Councils.  The  T.  I.  G.  M.  read  his  annual  address  which, 
though  contined  mostly  to  the  affairs  of  the  Councils  within  its  Juris- 
diction, and  of  great  brevity,  is  yet  of  general  importance,  being  the 
only  avenue  of  communication  which  the  Grand  Council  of  Georgia 
has  with  her  Sister  Grand  Councils.  We  reciprocate  most  cordially 
the  kind  greeting  extended  by  him  on  behalf  of  his  Grand  Council  to 
the  Grand  Council  of  Michigan. 

Seventeen  subordinate,  returning  510  members,  acknowledge  the 
supremacy  of  this  Grand  Body.  T.  I.  Phillip  T.  Schley  was  re-elected 
G.  M.,  and  Benjamm  G.  Russell,  Grand  Recorder. 

ILLINOIS. 

The  Grand  Council  of  this  Statt^  assembled  in  the  City  of  Springfield, 
September  30th,  1868.  Five  Councils  reprcBented.  Seven  Subordinate 
Councils  with  222  members  are  embraced  in  her  Jurisdiction.  T.  I. 
Comp.  Sylvester  Stephens  was  elected  G.  P.,  and  111.  Comp.  Harmon 
O  Reynolds,  of  Springfield,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

INDIANA. 

The  Annual  Communication  of  ^he  Grand  Council  of  this  State  was 
held  at  Richmond  on  the  17th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1859.     Comp.  Wm. 
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Hacker,  Grand  Puissant.  Comp.  Francis  King,  Grand  Recorder. 
Eleven  Councils  represented.  An  instructive  and  touching  address  was 
delivered  by  the  Venerable  Grand  Puissant. 

Twelve  Councils  with  377  members  are  subordinate  to  the  Grand 
Council.  Comps.  Hacker  and  King  were  re  elected  Grand  Puissant  and 
Grund  Recorder. 

KENTUrKY. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Kentucky  met  at  the  Masonic  Temple  in  Lou- 
isville, Wednesday,  October  19th,  A.  D.  1859.  Representatives  from 
fifteen  Subordinate  Councils  present.  The  Grand  Puissant,  in  announc- 
ing that  there  were  a  suitable  number  of  Councils  represented  to  form 
a  Grand  Council,  remarked,  *'that  so  far  as  he  was  informed,  great 
harmony  prevailed  in  the  Councils  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Council, 
and  recommended  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  claims  of  all  who 
presented  themselves  ut  the  portals  of  the  Subordinate  Councils  for  the 
rie^hts  and  privileges  of  this  branch  of  Masonry."  This  Grand  Coun- 
cil appears  to  be  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition,  embracing  within 
its  Jurisdiction  thirty-four  Subordinate  Councils  and  459  members. 
Three  Companions  have  been  suspended,  one  expelled,  one  re-instated, 
and  six  died  during  the  preceding  year.  Comp.  Phillip  Swigest  was 
re-elected  Grand  Puissant,  and  Comp.  A.  G.  Hodges,  of  Frankfort, 
Grand  Recorder. 

MAINE. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  for  this  State  assem- 
bled in  the  City  of  Portland  on  the  4th  day  of  May,  A.  D.,  1859.  Seven 
Councils  with  123  members  represented. 

An  admirable  though  brief  address  was  delivered  by  the  Grand 
Puissant  J.  C.  Stevens.  Comp.  Abner  B.  Thomson  was  elected  Grand 
Puissant,  and  Ira  Berry,  Grand  Recorder.  For  the  last  time  the  vener- 
able M.  I.  P.  G.  Puissant  Dunlap  was  called  to  the  East  and  in- 
stalled the  Grand  Puissant  elect  in  ample  form. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Fourth  Annual  Convocation  of  this  State  was  held  in  the  City  of 
Vicksburg  on  the4ih  and  5th  of  May,  A.  D.  1859.  Five  Councils  rep- 
resented. A  short  but  pertinent  address  was  delivered  by  the  Grand 
Master  on  the  second  day  of  the  session. 

Your  Recorder  would  present  to  your  favoi-able  considera- 
tion the  installation  ceremony  adopted  bylhis  Grand  Council; 
we  have  experienced  and  do  now  the  want  of  such  a  service.  It 
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18  certainly  adapted  to  the  purpose  reqnired.  Although  but 
five  Councils  appear  to  have  been  represented  at  the  Annual 
Convocation,  returns  are  published  from  fifteen  of  the  twenty- 
three  Councils,  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Council,  showing  409 
members.  Companion  Daniel  Rosser  was  elected  M.  P. 
Grand  Master,  and  R.  W.  T.  Daniels,  of  Jackson,  Grand  Re- 
corder. 

NEW  YORK. 

This  Grand  Council  of  Royal  aod  Select  Masters  convened  in  the 
City  of  New  York.  June  8th,  A.  D.  1859.  Present,  the  Grand  Officers 
nod  Representatives  of  three  Councils.  The  well-written  address  of 
the  Grand  Master  has  reference  entirely  to  the  position  and  prospects 
of  the  three  Subordinate  CiOuncils  represented  in  the  Grand  Body, 
which  seem  to  be  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition.  With  ttie  vast  ar- 
my of  Chapters  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  the 
immense  hosts  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  gathered  therein  ;  there  is  cer- 
tainly something  unaccountable  in  the  limited  number  of  Councils,  and 
it  is  to  be  presumed  of  R.  and  S.  Masters  in  this  State.  Your  Re- 
corder most  decidedly  agrees  with  the  recommendation  heretofore 
mAde  by  this  Grand  Council,  that  the  possession  of  the  Degrees  of 
Royal  and  Select  Masters  should  be  indispensable  to  a  candidate  ap- 
plying for  the  orders  of  Kuighihood  ;  in  a  great  majority  of  the  States 
it  13  dif&cnlt  to  find  a  Knight  Templar  who  has  not  taken  these  De- 
grees, and  in  these 'States  it  is  a  tactic  rule  that  this  should  be  the  case, 
and  the  confusion  which  sometimes  arises  from  the  non-observance  of 
this  rule  is  indiscribable. 

Companions  Nathan  O.  Benjamin  and  Josiah  Shove  were  severally 
re  elected  i^rrand  Master  and  Grand  Recorder. 

OHTO. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Ohio  assembled  at  Columbus,  Thursday,  Oc- 
tober 14th,  1859.  Twenty -eight  Councils  represented.  Companions 
John  M.  Parks  and  John  Day  Caldwell  were  severally  re-elected. 

Thirty-three  Councils  ciiartered  and  under  dispensation,  returning 
7^  members,  are  embraced  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Body. 

TEXAS. 

The  M.  P.  Grand  Council  held  its  Fourth  annual  convocation  at 
Hnnlsville,  Wednesdajr,  June  22d,  A.  D.  1859.  M.  P.  G.  M.  Patrick, 
0.  M.,  and  Companion  Andrew  Neill,  Recorder.  Eight  Councils  repre- 
Kuted.     The  M.  P.  G.  M.  delivered  an  appropriate  address,  represent- 
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iug  the  Subordinate  Councils  as  in  a  very  flourishing  condition  ;  nine- 
teen of  which  return  542  members.  The  Committee  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence make  an  able  and  elaborate  report  by  the  hands  of  their 
Grand  Recorder,  that  war-worn  veteran  in  Masonry.  Andrew  Neill, 
whom  from  the  midst  of  the  snow  and  ice  of  thetiow  frozen  north  we 
salute.  In  this  report  our  friend  objects  to  the  mode  in  which  the 
Grand  Council  of  Michigan  organized. 

Receiving  our  charters  from  Connecticut,  it  was  deemed 
but  in  accordance  with  Masonic  courtesy,  to  ask  consent  of 
our  Masonic  Mother  to  organize  as  a  Gi-and  Council,  and  be- 
lieving in  Apostolic  succession,  Masonically  at  least,  we  pre- 
ferred to  have  our  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Puissant  regularly 
installed  by  a  Companion  duly  empowered,  rather  than  by  the 
hands  of  a  Past  or  Present  Master  merely  of  a  Subordinate 
Council. 

VERMONT. 

This  Grand  Council  convened  in  Bennington  on  Friday,  August  12th, 
A.  D.  1869, 

Present,  the  Grand  Officers,  and  the  Representatives  of  ten — all  the 
Councils  in  the  State.  The  Grand  M.aster,  Companion  Gamaliel  Wash- 
burn, delivered  an  able  and  affecting  address,  in  which  he  thanks  the 
Grand  Body  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  him  by  being  called  to  pre- 
side four  years  over  their  deliberations,  and  declines  a  re-election.  The 
ten  Councils  subordinate  return  394  members.  Companion  Stephen 
H.  Pierce,  of  Royalton,  was  elected  M.  R.  Grand  Master,  and  John  B. 
Hollenbeck,  G»-and  Recorder.  ' 

WISCONSIN. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Wisconsin  was  organized  on  the  28th  of  Octo- 
ber, A.  D.  1859,  at  Tanesville.  Their  Second  Convocation  was  held 
in  the  city  of  Beloit,  Thursday,  October  28th,  1858.  Three  Councils 
represented. 

M.  P.,  C.  Lofters  Martin  was  elected  ©rand  Master,  and  Comp.  John 
W.  Hunt,  Grand  Recorder. 

Your  Recorder  would  suggest  to  this  Grand  Body  the  policy 
of  changing  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  thereof,  by  an  al- 
teration of    the   Constitution  to  the  Wednesday  following  the 
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session  of  the  Grand  Commandery  in  Jnne  ;  the  necessity  of 
some  change  is  apparent  to  all.

The  Grand  Council  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  assembled  at 
Masonic  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Detroit,  on  the  8th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, A.  r>.  1861,  at  12  P.  M.

The  Grand  Recorder  then  submitted  the  following  report 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  which  on  motion  of  Comp. 
Noble  was  adopted  and  ordered  printed  with  the  proceedings: 

To   the    Orand   Council  of   Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  tlie  State  of 
Michigan : 


The  Grand  Recorder  respectfully  reports,  that  since  the  last 
session  of  this  Grand  Body,  he  has,  under  the  instructions  of 
the  Gi-.md  Puissant,  issued  Dispensations  establishing  Councils 
at  Battle  Creek,  Romeo,  and  Grand  Rapids.     From  informa- 
tion communicated  to  him,  he  understands  that  these  Councils 
have  organized  under  favorable  auspices  and  are  now  in  suc- 
cessful operation.     Besides  these,  no  changes  of  moment  have 
occurred  in  this  jurisdiction.     The  several  Councils  are  steadily 
progressing  in  the  work,  and  new  laborers  are  constantly  being 
gathered  into  the  fold.     Our   protecting   Grand   Master   has 
graciously  preserved  us  with  fatherly  care,  since  our  last  meet- 
ing under  the  mystic  arches  and  our  secret   number  is   still 
complete. 
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A  perusal  of  the  proceedings  of  our  sister  Grand  Councils 
reveals  nothing  of  general  interest  or  importance — like  our- 
selves, they  appear  to  be  harmonious,  and  therefore  prosperous 
at  home,  and  rapidly  increasing  the  number  of  their  subordi- 
nate Councils  and  members.  I  have  to  note  the  recent  organ- 
ization of  Grand  Councils  in  Rhode  Island  and  New  Jersey, 
and  with  each  wo  are  now  in  official  communication.  ■  Most 
cordially  should  we  greet  their  accession  to  the  roll. 

For  the  past  year,  I  have  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  Alabama,  Connecticut,  Georgia,  Illinois,  Indiana, 
Iowa,  Kentucky,  Maine,  Mississippi,  New  Jersey,  New  York, 
Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode  Island,  Texas,  Vermont  and  Wis- 
consin. 

Those  of  Florida,  Louisiana,  Tennessee,  and  South  Carolina, 
are  either  as  yet  unpublished  or  have  not  been  forwarded. 

In  accordance  with  established  usage,  herewith  is  submitted 
a  digest  of  the  present  standing  and  condition  of  the  several 
Grand  Councils  compiled  from  the  above  mentioned  proceed- 
ings : 

ALABAMA. 

This  Grand  Body  held  its  twentv-second  annuHl  session  in 
Montgomery,  December  8th,  1859,  H.  8.  Shelton,  G.  P.,  presiding 
over  the  eighteen  Councils  represented.  A  short  but  admirable  address, 
in  which  allusion  was  made  to  the  death  of  P.  G.  P.,  Wm.  A.  Farrell, 
in  the  most  touching  manner,  was  delivered  by  the  Grand  Puissant. 
Twenty-three  Subordinate  Councils  with  081  members,  an^  uuder  the 
jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Body.  Comp.  R.  C.  Torrey,  was  elected  G. 
P.,  and  Comp.  Daniel  Gayle,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

CONNECTICUT. 

Tiie  Grand  Council  of  Connecticut  assembled  in  New  Haven, 
on  the  9th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1860.  The  Representatlxes  of 
eighteen  chartered  Councils,  Jind  of  three  under  dispensation  were 
present.  Grand  Recorder  Slorer,  as  usual,  presented  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence.  The  returns  of  the  several 
Councils  show  912  members,  105  promotions.  12  deaths.  Dues  paid 
Grand  Council  $105,39.  Comp.  H.  B.  Ensign,  was  elected  G.  P.,  and 
Comp.  E.  G.  Storer,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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OEOR6IA. 
The  Annual  Convention  of  this  Grand  Council  was  held  in  Augusta, 
April  aotb,  1860,  twelve  subordinate  Councils  represented,  T.  I.  Phil- 
lip T.  Schley,  G.  M.,  presided;  and  in  his  address  reviews  the  pro- 
ceedings of  ten  Grand  Councils.  Seventeen  Couucilsi  returning  490 
members — CO  promoted  the  past  year — are  subordinate  to  this  Graud 

Council. 

ILLINOIS. 

This  Grand  Council  assembled  at  Springfield,  September  27th,  A.  D. 
1860,  present  the  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  from  four  subor- 
dinate Councils.  Comp.  Reynolds,  the  Grand  Recorder,  review^s 
briedy  the  proceedings  of  fourteen  Grand  Councils,  and  at  length 
those  of  New  York,  and  with  some  little  asperity.  Comp.  Geo.  W. 
Deeriug,  of  Chicago,  was  elected  Grand  Puissant,  and  H.  G.  Reynolds 
Recorder.  Five  Councils  returning  174  members,  47  promotions,  the 
past  year,  are  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Body. 

IOWA. 

The  proceedings  received  of  this  State  embraces  the  years  1859  and 
1860.  The  Grand  Council  for  1860  assembled  at  Independence, 
August  15th,  1860;  present  the  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives 
from  five  subordinate  Councils.  Comp.  S.  S.  Parvin  was  elected  M. 
P.  Grand  Master,  and  Comp.  W.  B.  Langridge,  Grand  Recorder.  Five 
Councils,  with  156  members,  are  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Council. 

INDIANA. 

The  Annual  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Council  was  held  at  Indian- 
apolis. May  22d,  1860.  Thirteen  Councils  represented.  The  Grand 
Master  delivered  a  very  lengthy  and  able  address,  reviewing  the  pro- 
ceedings of  eleven  Grand  Councils.  This  Body  returns  twelve  subor- 
dinate Councils,  with  336  members.  Comp.  Wm.  Hacker  was  re- 
flected Grand  Puissant,  and  Comp.  Francis  King  Grand  Recorder. 

KENTUCKY. 

TUU  Grand  Council  assembled  at  Louisville,  October  17th,  1860. 
Fourteen  Councils  represented.  Comp.  Trvon  reviews,  at  length  and 
with  great  ability,  the  proceedings  of  the  different  Grand  Councils. 
His  reproof,  however,  of  the  action  of  our  own  Grand  Council,  in  ref- 
erence to  the  granting  of  a  charter  to  a  Council  at  Three  Rivers,  when 
the  Grand  Puissant  had  refused  a  Dispensation,  was  uncalled  for.  The 
ground  of  objection  raised  by  the  Grand  Puissant  to  the  Dispensation 
no  longer  existed  when  the  Grand  Council  convened;  and  the  Compan- 
ions being  amply  qualified  received  a  charter.  The  list  of  subordi- 
nates embraces  23  chartered  Councils,  with  three  under  Dispensation. 
Comp.  Phillip  Swigert  was  re-elected  Grand  Puissant,  and  Comp.  A. 
G.  Hodges,  Grand  Recorder^

MAINE. 
This  Grand  CouBcil  assembled  at  Portland,  May  2d,  1850,  present 
the  Grand  Puissant  and  Representatives  from  all  the  Councils  in  the 
State.  The  short  but  pertinent  address  of  the  G.  P.,  in  suitable  lan- 
guage, announces  the  death  of  that  most  exemplary  man  and  Mason, 
Robt.  P.  Dunlap,  and  of  the  Rev.  Cyrus  Cummings,  another  of  the 
first  Grand  Officers  of  that  Body.  The  committee  on  returns  report 
seven  Councils  with  153  members,  as  subordinate  to  the  Grand 
Council. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Fifth  Annual  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Council  was  held  in 
Vicksburgh,  January  13th,  I860;  present  the  Grand  Officers  and  Rep- 
resentatives of  eleven  subordinate  Councils.  Comp,  Wm.  Cochran 
was  elected  M.  P.  G  M.,  and  Comp.  Daniel,  Grand  Recorder.  Twenty- 
eight  subordinate  Councils,  with  722  members,  acknowledge  the  juris- 
diction of  this  Grand  Body. 

NEW  JERSEY. 
The  proceedings  of  this  State  embrace  those  of  the  convention 
organizing  the  Grand  Council,  and  of  the  Council  after  such  organiza- 
tion. The  convention  met  in  New  Brunswick,  on  the  26th  November, 
1860,  Nathan  O,  Benjamin,  G.  M.,  of  the  Grand  Council  of  New 
York,  presiding.  Delegates  from  three  chartered  Councils  bemg  pres- 
ent, the  customary  resolutions  forming  a  Grand  Council  were  adopted, 
and  the  convention  dissolved.  The  Grand  Council  was  then  opened, 
and  T.  I.  Comp.  William  Mead,  chosen  Grand  Master,  and  Comp. 
Joseph  H.  Hough,  Grand  Recerder.  During  the  session,  a  charter  was 
granted  to  James  N.  Piper  and  others,  under  the  name  of  Delta  Coun- 
cil No.  4,  to  be  held  at  such  place  or  places  in  the  cities  of  Iloboken, 
Jersey  City,  and  Hudson  City,  as  might  be  deemed  expedient. 

NEW  YORK. 
The  Grand  Council  of  the  Empire  State,  having  harmonized  the  dis- 
sensions heretofore  existing  between  them,  met  as  a  United  Grand 
Council  on  the  6th  day  of  June,  1860,  M.  P..  N.  O.  Benjamin,  Grand 
Master  presiding,  with  eleven  subordinate  Councils  represented.  We 
congratulate  the  Brethren  of  our  native  State  on  their  union,  and  fer- 
vently hope  that  nothing  may  again  occur  to  divide  those  whom  the 
Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  himself  has  joined  together.  A  glori- 
ous future  is  now  in  store  for  them.  The  time  cannot  be  far  distant 
when  the  Councils  subordinate  to  the  M.  P.  Grand  Council  will  equal 
the  number  of  Chapters  subordinate  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State; 
for  not  till  the  R.  A.  Mason  has  passed  under  the  arches  of  the  secret 
vault  is  he  capable  of  appreciating  in  full  perfection  the  sublime  beau- 
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tics  of  the  Royal  Arch  degree.  We  cordially  reciprocate  the  good 
wishes  extended  to  our  own  Grand  Council  by  the  Committee  on  For- 
eign Correspondence. 

•     OHIO. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Ohio  met  at  Columbus,  October  11th,  A.  D. 
186(>;  Comp.  Parks,  the  T.  I.  G.  P.  presiding  over  the  Representatives 
of  24  subordinate  Councils  then  present.  The  Grand  Puissant  deliv- 
ered a  most  admirable  address,  "for  the  purpose  of  directing  the 
attention  of  this  Grand  Council  to  a  subject  of  very  great  importance 
to  the  fraternity,  i  copy  a  resolution  presented  by  Comp.  Horace  M. 
Stokes,  in  reference  to  the  non-affiliation  of  R.  and  8.  Masters  and 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Council  of  Ohio: 

Resolved^  That  any  Select  Master,  withdrawing  from  a  Council, 
shall,  within  twelve  months  thereafter,  present  his  petition  to  that  or 
some  other  Council,  and  join  the  same,  unless  excluded  by  the  ballot; 
that  each  Select  Master  in  a  state  of  non-affiliation  shall,  within  twelve 
months  from  the  passage  of,  this  resolution,  present  his  petition  to  the 
proper  Council  for  membership,  and  become  a  member  thereof,  unless 
excluded  by  the  ballot.  And  a  failure  so  to  do  in  either  case,  shall  be 
held  to  place  such  person  thereafter  in  a  state  of  voluntary  suspension 
from  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  which  disability 
can  only  be  removed  by  re-affiliation.  Provided,  however,  that  Sub- 
ordinate Councils  shall  have  power  by  special  resolution  in  each  case, 
to  dimit  a  member  who,  from  age,  long  services,  or  inability  to  pay 
does,  shall  be  deemed  a  proper  subject  thereof,  and  extend  to  him  the 
privilege  of  visit,  and  of  recognition  as  a  regular  Select  Mason.  Such 
diuiit,  when  issued,  to  state  the  special  reason  for  granting  the  same. 

It  will  eventually  become  the  necessary  duty  of  every  Grand  Masonic 
Body  to  take  similar  action.  Comp.  Chas.  C.  Kiefer,  was  elected 
Grand  Puissant,  and  Comp.  Jno.  D.  Caldwell,  Grand  Recorder. 

TEXAS. 

This  Grand  Council  assembled  at  Huntsville,  June  2d,  1860.  Five 
Subordinate  Councils  represented:  *'In  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  we  notice  a  reply  to  the  address  of  the  Grand 
•Puissant  of  Ohio,  in  relation  to  the  power  assumed  by  the  Grand  Mhs- 
ter  of  Texas,  in  making  R.  and  S.  Masters  at  sight.  The  reply  is  full. 
cogent  and  conclusive,  and  in  our  friend  Neills  best  style.  How  it 
may  be  in  other  jurisdictions  we  know  not,  but  in  this,  the  ))ower  has 
Invariably  been  exercised  by  Subordinate  Councils  of  making  R.  and 
S.  Masons  at  sight.  The  practice  is  to  receive,  ballot  and  if  favorable 
confer  the  degrees  the  same  night.  The  exception  is  to  lay  over  till  the 
next  regular.     This  we  take,  it  is  all  that  is  meant  by  making  Masons 
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at  sight,  and  unless  restricted  by  tlie  organic  law,  there  can  be  no  ob- 
jection in  Subordinate  Councils  suspending  their  By-Laws  for  that  pur- 
pose. Twenty-one  Councils,  returning  #flve  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
members,  are  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Council.  M.  P.,  Ed.  Clark, 
was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  Andrew  Neill,  Recorder. 

RHODE  ISLAND. 

Annexed  is  copy  of  a  communication  recently  received  from 
the  Grand  Recorder,  John  8.  DriscoU,  notifying  us  of  the  formation 
of  a  Grand  Council  in  Rhode  Island.  Fully  do  we  accede  to  their 
request,  and  at  once  extend  to  them  the  right  hand  of  Fellowship, 
recognizing  her  as  a  new  star  in  the  constellation  of  Grand  Councils.

The  Grand  Council  of  Vermont  convened  in  Poultney,  August  10th, 
1860 — present,  the  M.  P.,  Stephen  H.  Pierce,  Grand  Master,  and  the 
Representative  of  ten  Subordinate  Councils,  returning  456  members.  I 
quote  from  the  report  of  the  committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence,  on 
introducing  their  report  which  most  happily  states  the  condition  of  the 
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Fraternity,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several  Grand  Councils,  und  is 
equally  true  of  their  own  : 

''Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  would  respectfully 
report,  that  they  have  received  the  proceedings  of  eleven  Grand  Coun- 
cils, and  are  pleased  to  notice  the  high  degree  of  prosperity  prevalent 
in  all.  Harmony  and  peace  so  prevail,  that  your  committee  can  tiud 
in  the  proceedings  received,  but  little  other  than  the  usual  statistical 
information." 

Cotnp.  Henry  Ruggles,  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  Comp.  John 
B.  Hollenbeck,  was  reelected  Grand  Recorder. 

WISCONSIN.  ^ 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  Madison,  October  27th.  1859. 
Three  Subordinate  Councils  represented.  A  lengthy  report  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  was  submitted,  emanating  from  that  amiable  Brother 
and  Christian  gentleman,  the  late  John  W.  Hunt,  written  whilst  labor- 
ing under  the  painful  attacks  of  that  disease  tp  which  shortly  after  the 
close  of  the  Grand  Council,  he  fell  a  victim.  He  has  gone  to  his  long 
borne  in  the  Supreme  Grand  Council  of  the  blest.  In  the  report  are 
reviewed  the  proceedings  of  eighteen  Grand  Councils,  with  the  delicacy 
and  consideration  characteristic  of  the  man.  Comp.  A.  Sidney  Wood, 
was  elected  Grand  Master,  who  has  since  appointed  Comp.  S.  G.  Bene- 
dict, Grand  Recorder. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  Grand  Council  of  R.  and  S.  Masters  of  this  State,  held  its  14th 
Annual  As.semb1y  in  the  city  of  Reading,  June22d,  a.  d.  1860.  Present, 
the  Grand  Officers  and  the  Representatives  of  nine  Subordinate  Coun- 
cil**, M.  P.  G.  M.  Alfred  Creigh,  delivered  an  address  lengthy  and  com- 
prehensive, embracing  a  i*ecord  of  cori*espc»n deuce,  dispensations  grant- 
ed, decisions  rendered,  visitations  made  and  labor  generally  performed 
for  the  good  of  the  craft,  showing  his  office  at  least  to  be  no  sinecure. 
More  of  such  energetic  and  faithful  laborers  in  the  cause  are  needed. 
The  Kej'stone  State  must  he  well  advanced  in  Masonic  perfection  with 
snch  a  Grand  Master.  The  following  extract  from  his  address  will  be 
interesting  and  at  the  same  time  instructive  to  R.  and  S.  Masons  in  our 
own  State: 

"  To  preserve,  therefore,  our  institution,  and  transmit  our  principles 
to  those  wlio  shall  succeed  us,  when  the  hour  of  low  twelve  shall  sum- 
mons us  from  time  to  eternity,  is  a  duty  we  owe  to  Cryptic  Masonry. 
Thus  believing,  we  should  often  revert  to  the  origin  of  our  institution, 
nod  from  thence  deduce  lessons  of  wisdom  and  virtue.  It  is  only  by 
digging  to  the  foundations,  and  examining  each  stone  minutely,  that 
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we  cau  rightly  estimate  tlie  superstructure  which  has  been  erected 
thereou.  It  is  so  with  Masonry.  The  first  Grand  Council  which  as- 
sembled at  Jerusalem,  (Masonic  tradition  informs  us)  was  composed  of 
Solomon,  King  of  Israel;  Hiram,  King  of  Tyre,  and  Hiram  Abiff. 
These  three  Grand  Masters,  unobserved  by  '^  prying  e^/es"  devised  the 
whole  and  entire  plan  by  .which  the  Temple  should  be  erected — how  the 
workmen  should  be  divided  into  various  classes  or  degrees,  each  class 
consisting  of  an  independent  body  in  itself,  whereby  its  members 
might  be  recognized  by  the  pecAdiar  sign  of  that  degree.  They  happily, 
too,  combined  within  the  power  of  the  Council,  the  Alpha  and  Omega 
of  Freemasonry,  thereby  denominating  Cryptic  Masonry,  by  way  of 
pre-eminence  the  summit  and  perfection  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 
The  powers,  the  duties,  the  responsibilities  of  a  Council,  embrace  the 
whole  range  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry,  from  the  conception  of  the  idea 
in  the  heart,  until  the  candidate  is  in  the  full  possession  of  our  myster- 
ies, or  in  our  own  peculiar  language,  until  he  has  passed  the  Circle  of 
Perfection.  It  is  in  the  Secret  Vault,  securely  guarded,  that  the  Illus- 
trious Companions  are  required  not  only  to  search  out  the  truth,  but  to 
determine,  resolve,  plan  and  design  measures  and  objects  for  the  private 
as  well  as  the  general  good  of  the  craft.  We  are  constrained  o  offer  a 
sentiment  upon  this  subject,  for  which  we  shall  make  no  apology,  with 
the  hope  that  our  remark  may  be  effective,  and  accomplish  much  good. 
It  is  this  :  If  Illustrious  Companions  who  constitute  this  class  and  who 
have  passed  the  circle  of  perfection — who  have  witnessed  the  wisdom, 
strength  and  beauty  of  our  principles,  will  be  but  true  to  their  obliga- 
tions and  faithful  to  their  requirements — what  immense  good  could  be 
accomplished.  No  bickerings,  no  strife,  uo  rivalry,  no  out-break,  no 
feuds,  and  no  conflicts  could  ever  exist  in  the  Masonic  institution-,  but 
peace,  amity,  concord  and  tranquility  would  prevail,  and  the  only  con- 
tention in  the  whole  Masonic  family  on  earth  would  be  *'  who  can  best 
work  and  who  can  best  agree.'*  Brotherly  love  and  charity  would  be 
happily  blended  together,  and  the  life  and  character  of  a  perfect  gentle- 
man, of  a  devoted  and  faithful  brother  and  companion  would  be 
merged  in  the  life  and  character  of  a  consistent  Mason.  With  you, 
and  not  you  only,  but  with  all  Illustrious  Companions  who  have  en- 
tered the  Secret  Vault,  rests  the  responsibility,  if  confusion  ever  pre- 
vail in  a  Lodge,  Chapter  or  Council.  Hence,  you  perceive,  that  the 
charge  to  a  Select  Master  is  literally  true  when  it  says  to  each  of  you 
"that  your  obligations  are  increased  in  proportion  to  your  privileges, 
and  also  let  it  be  your  constant  care  to  prove  yourself  worthy  of  the 
confidence  reposed  in  you  and  of  the  high  honor  conferred  on  you,  in 
admitting  you  among  Select  Masters.*' 
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I  will  not  be  charged  with  traveling  beyond  my  duty,  if  I  briefly 
state  what  originally  constituted  Ancient  Craft  Masonry.  The  degrees 
of  £.  A.,  F.  C,  and  W.  M.,  were  originally  Ancient  Craft  Masonry; 
while  the  old  constitutions  gave  the  Master  the  right  and  authority  to 
congregate  his  members  into  a  Chapter  for  the  purpose  of  conferring 
the  Royal  Arch,  which  originally  constituted  a  part  of  the  third  de- 
gree. 

In  elucidating  the  Royal  Arch,  it  becomes  necessary  that  other  de- 
grees should  be  incorporated  into  the  Chapter,  for  the  purpose  of 
explaining  aud  expounding  the  various  parts  and  miautise  of  the  Tem- 
ple. Hence,  the  Mark  and  Most  Excellent  Master's  degrees  were  added 
and  conferred  before  the  Royal  Arch. 

In  process  of  time,  it  became  necessary  to  establish  a  Council, 
whose  province  it  should  be  to  ''account  for  the  concealment  and 
preservation  of  those  Essentials  of  the  Craft,  which  were  brought  to 
light  at  the  erection  of  the  Second  Temple,  and  which  lay  concealed 
from  the  mystic  eye  four  hundred  and  seventy  years.'*  Hence  Cryptic 
Masonry  was  inaugurated — the  term  being  derived  from  a  Greek  word 
— meaning  a  vatUt  or  cave. 

It  is  both  right  and  proper  that  I  should  state  that  in  different  coun- 
tries, different  systems  prevail  to  inculcate,  enforce  and  teach  Ancient 
Graft  Masonry  ;  but  in  America  it  is  confined  to  the  degrees  of  the 
Lodge,  Chapter  and  Council. 

Cryptic  Masonry,  therefore,  is  contained  within  the  degrees  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters,  and  are  numbered  eight  and  nine  in  the  York  Rite, 
although  in  a  chronological  point  of  view,  they  are  the  first  and  last 
degrees — hence  called  the  Alpha  and  Omega  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 
They  illustrate  the  mysteries  of  Masonry,  and  without  a  full,  perfect 
and  complete  knowledge  of  these  degrees,  our  Masonic  edifice  is  incom- 
plete and  unfinished;  or,  in  the  language  of  another,  *'the  degrees  of 
Royal  and  Select  Masters  are  polished  and  perfect  ashlers,  marked  and 
numbered  for  the  building.** 

M.  P.,  Alfred  Creig,  and  R.  P.,  T.  W.  Wright,  were  severally  re- 
elected, G.  M.  and  G.  R. 

Thusendeth  the  report  of  your  Recorder  ou  Foreign  Correspondence. 
In  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  the  different  Masonic  Bodies,  he  has  at 
times  been  most  disagreeably  impressed  with  the  keensightedness  of 
some  of  our  Brethren  in  discovering  errors  which  may  possibly  have 
been  committed  in  other  jurisdiction,  and  the  alacrity  with  which  the 
same  are  dragged  forward  and  exposed  to  the  gaze  of  the  Masonic 
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world.  In  'few  of  our  Grand  Bodies,  in  none  which  your  Recorder  is 
acquainted  with,  are  there  wanting  old  and  experienced  members,  well 
skilled' in  the  traditions  and  landmarks  of  the  craft  and  capable  of  guid- 
ing and  instructing  the  young  and  inexperienced  Mason — innovations 
are  not  countenanced  by  such  men,  and  for  all  that  they  do,  good  and 
sufficient  ireasons  can  be  rendered. 

The  circumstances  attendant  upon  the  transactions  of  a  Masonic 
Body  are,  and  to  a  great  extent  must  remain  unknown  io  all  outside 
thereof.  The  published  proceedings  are  but  an  epitome,  rather  the 
result  of  what  does  occur,  and  in  these  even  errors,  both  clerical  and 
typographical  may  happen,  giving  to  them  an  entire  different  phase 
from  that  which  they  shall  really  possess.  No  one,  then,  unless  perfectly 
cognizant  of  the  subject  complained  of,  has  any  right  of  interference  or 
censure.  Each  Grand  Body  may  safely  be  considered  competent  to  # 
masonically  manage  and  control  its  subordinates  and  their  members. 

The  amendment  proposed  at  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Body, 
changing  the  time  of  the  Annual  Convocation  to  the  2d  Tuesday  of 
June,  will  now  be  brought  up  for  disposal.  That  proposition  must 
commend  itself  to  your  favorable  consideration.  The  impossibility  of 
giving  the  necessary  attention  to  the  wants  and  wot  king  of  Subordinate 
Councils  in  the  limited  time  left  us  between  the  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  and  Grand  Lodge  will  be  apparent  to  you  all — some  remedy 
for  this  must  be  devised,  and  1  know  of  none  better  adapted  to  our 
wants  than  the  one  proposed. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Past  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Puissants, 

Past  Thrice  Illustrious  Deputy  Grand  Puissant, 

Past  Grand  Thrice  lUutrious,  and 

Past  Grand  Principal  Conductors  of  the  Work. 

TOGETHER  WITH  THE 

Thrice  Illnstrions  Grand  Masters, 
Deputy  Illustrious  Grand  Masters,  and 
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Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work, 

For  the  time  being,  of  the  several  Subordi- 
nate Councils  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Grand  Council.

The  Grand  Council  shall  have  sole  government  and 
superintendence  of  the  several  Subordinate  Councils  in  this 
State,  shall  assign  their  limits,  and  establish  the  fees  for  ad- 
mission. In  all  cases  of  controversy,  an  appeal  shall  lie  from 
an  aggrieved  Council,  or  any  member  of  a  Council,  to  this 
Grand  Council.  It  shall  also  have  power  to  grant  Chailiers 
constituting  new  Councils  of  lioyal  and  Select  Masters,  with- 
in the  State  of  Michigan. 

MEETINGS. 

Sec.  4*  The  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Grand  Council  shall 
be  held  at  the  city  of  Detroit,  on  the  Wednesday  following 
the  first  Tuesday  of  June,  in  each  and  every  year  at  12  o'clock 
M, ;  but  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Grand  Council  may  be  called 
whenever  the  Thrice  Illustnous  Grand  Puissant,  Illustrious 
Deputy  Grand  Puissant,  Grand  Thrice  Illustrious,  and  Grand 
Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall 
deem  it  necessary.

OF  DISPESATIONS  AND  CHARTERS. 

Sec,  6.     The  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Puissant  shall   have 
authority,  during  the  recefts  of  the  Grand  Council,  to  e:i*ant 
Lictters  of  Dispensation,  under  their  respective  signatures  and 
private  sealn,  to  a  competent   number  of  duly  qunlified    peti- 
tioners, empowering  them  to  open  and  hold  a  Council  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  for  a  specific  term  of  time,  not  extending 
beyond   the   next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council  :  Proxuded^ 
That  the  same  fees  as  are  required  for  a  Charter  shall     be 
firpt  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Gmnd  Recorder.     And  in 
all  ca^es  where  such  Dispensation  is  granted,  the  officer  grant- 
ing the  same  shall  make  report  thereof  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Grand  Council;  and  the  Grand   Council   may   continue  or 
recall  such  Dispensation,  or   may,    upon    application    for  the 
Fame,  erant  the  petitioners  a  Charter  ;  and  in  case  a  Charter 
be  so  granted,  the  fees  first  deposited  with  the  Grand  Recorder 
shall  be  credited  in  payment  for  the  same,  but  if  the  Dispensa- 
tion is  not  continued,  or  Charter  ijranted,  the  money  to  be  re- 
turned, except  necessary  expenses. 

Sep.  7.  No  Dispensation  or  Charter  shall  be  issued  for  in- 
stituting a  Council  of  Royal  Masters  independent  of  Select 
Masters. 

Skc.  8.     No  Dispensation  or  Charter  for  the  institution  of  a 
new  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters    shall  be   granted. 
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except  upon  the  petition  of  nine  Royal  and  Select  Masters  ; 
which  petition  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the 
Council  nearest  to  the  place  where  the  new  Council  is  to  be 
formed,  vouching  for  the  moral  character  and  Masonic  ability 
of  the  petitioners,  and  recommending  the  Grand  Council  to 
grant  the  prayer  of  the  same. 

CHARTER  FEE. 

Sec.  9.  No  Charter  shall  be  granted  for  establishing  a 
Council  of  Royal  and  select  Masters  for  a  less  sum  than  Fif- 
teen Dollars, 

LIMIT  OF  NUMBER  OF  COUNCILS. 

Sec.  10.  There  shall  not  be  a  greater  number  of  Councils 
established  in  this  Stat«  than  there  are  Royal  Arch  Chapters, 
nor  more  than  one  Council  within  the  jurisdiction  of  each 
Chapter. 

AMENDMENTS.  Ac. 

Sec.  1 1.  The  Grand  Council  shall  be  competent,  on  concur- 
rence of  two-thirds  of  its  members  present,  to  revise,  amend, 
or  alter  this  Constitution,  provided  a  motion  to  that  effect  is 
duly  made  and  seconded  at  one  Annual  Meeting  of  said  Grand 
Council,  and  laid  over  until  the  next  for  consideration.

No  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  this 
State  shall  be  considered  legal  unless  they  have  a  Charter  from 
the  Grand  Council,  or  a  Dispensation  from  one  of  the  Grand 
Officers  ;  and  Masonic  communication,  either  public  or  private, 
is  hereby  interdicted  and  forbidden  between  any  Councril  un- 
der this  jurisdiction,  or  any  member  thereof,  and  any  Council 
or  assemblage  that  may  be  so  illegally  established  without 
such  Charter  or  Dispensation,  or  any  person  admitted  in  such 
illegal  Council  ;  but  nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  so  con- 
strued IIS  to  affect  any  Council,  or  the  members  of  any  Coun- 
cil, whioh  may  be  established  by  proper  authority  in  other 
States. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  THE  DEGREE. 

Se<:.  3.  All  applications  for  the  <legree  of  Royal  and  Select 
Ma»iter,  or  membership  in  any  Subordinate  Council  under  this 
jurisdiction,  shnll  be  by  petition  in  writing  to  the  nearest 
Council,  from  a  member  of  a  Royal  Arch  Clinpter  regul.irly 
constituted  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
General  Gi-and  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  and  subordinate 
to  the  same,  and  also  of  the  State  Grand  Chapter  from  which 
he  hails,  and  shull  lie  over  one  lunar  month  after  the  same  shall 
have  been  received  and  referred  to  a  committee  for  inquiry 
unless  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Companions  present,  in 
which  case  the  application  may  bo  acted  upon  instanter,  and 
an  unanimous  ballot  shall  be  necessary  in  all  cases. 

BLE(^TI0N  OF  OFFU^ERS. 

Sec.  4.     The  officers  of   the  several   Subordinate  Councils 
shall  be  chosen  annually  by  ballot.

tlje  Evangelist. 

DUTIES  OF  THRICE  ILLUSTRIOLS"  GRAND  MASTER. 

Sec.  5.  The  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Master  of  every  Sub- 
ordinate Council  has  it  in  special  charge,  as  appertaining  to  his 
office,  duty,  and  dignity,  to  see  that  the  By-La^vs  of  his  Coun- 
cil, as  \rell  as  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  gen- 
al  regulations  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  are  duly  observed 
and  obeyed  ;  that  all  the  officers  of  his  Council  perform  the 
duties  of  their  respective  stations,  and  are  examples  of  dili- 
gence and  industry  to  their  Companions  ;  that  true  and  accu- 
rate  records  of  the  proceedings  of  his  Council  be  kept  by  the 
Recoixler  ;  that  the  Treasurer  render  just  and  accurate  accounts 
of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Council  ;  and  that  the  annual 
dues  to  the  Grand  Council  be  regularly  and  punctually  paid. 
He  has  the  special  charge  and  care  of  the  Charter  or  Dispen- 
sation of  his  Council  ;  he  has  a  right  to  call  his  Council  at 
pleasure,  upon  any  emergency.  It  is  likewise  his  duty,  togeth- 
er with  the  Deputy  Illustrious  and  Principal  Conductor  of  the 
Work,  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  Council,  either  in 
person  or  proxy  when  duly  summoned  by  the  Grand  Recorder. 

DEGREE  FEE. 

Sec.  6.  No  Council  under  this  jurisdiction  shall  confer  the 
degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  for  a  less  sum  than  Five 
Dollars. 

OF  DUES. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Subordinate  Councils  to 
provide  by  By-Laws  for  theassesment  of  such  dues  (as  well  as 
the  time  of  their  payment),  as  they  may  think  proper  ;  which 
By-Laws  shall  be  considered  sufficient  notice  to  the  members. 
And  it  shall  be  the  imperative  duty  of  the  Thrice  Illustrious 
Grand  Master  to  order  the  Recorder  to  enter  suspended  all 
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members  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  for  two  years  to  pay  their 
daes. 

PERCENTAGE  TO  GRAND  COUNCIL. 

Skc.  8.  Cach  Subordinate  Council  shall  pay  to  the  Grand 
Treasurer,  at  each  slated  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council,  the 
saoa  of  One  Dollar  for  every  Companion  receiving  the  degree 
of   Royal  and  Select  Master.

Your  Recorder,  since  his  Report  in  January  last,  has  but  to 
note  the  granting  of  Dispensations,  to  form  Councils  at  Ypsi- 
lanti,  Ionia  and  Sturgis,  which  Councils  having  been  organ- 
ized, are  in  successful  operation,  and  now  return  their  Dispen- 
sations and  apply  for  charters.  The  proceedings  of  but  three 
Grand  Councils  have  been  recorded  by  him;  and  no  changes 
masonically  have  occurred  within  those  Jurisdictions,  nor 
within  those  of  any  other  of  our  sister  States,  worthy  of  com- 
memoration.  In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  he  has 
procured  the  printing  of  300  copies  of  the  proceedings  for 
1861,  which  are  now  before  you.  He  has  also  procured  a  plain 
and  sabstantial  seal,  which  he  trusts  will  meet  your  approval. 
Excepting  in  some  few  localities,  the  progress  of  Cryptic 
Masonry  is  onward  and  satisfactory.  No  dissensions  exist  in 
ottr  midst;  but  everywhere  within  the  bounds  of  our  Peninsula 
harmony  prevails.  It  remains  for  your  Recorder  only  to  con- 
gratulate this  Council  thereon.

In  surveying  the  field  of  our  labors,  it  is  a  matter  of  con- 
gratulation that  no  elements  of  discord  or  division  exist.  All 
is  harmony  and  peace. 

Since  our  last  communication,  I  have  granted  Dispensations 
to  form  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  at  Ypsilanti, 
Ionia  and  Sturgis. 

We  have  now  under  our  jurisdiction  ten  chartered  Councils 
and  three  under  dispensation,  living  in  peace  and  harmony 
and  doing  good  work. 

By  the  kind  assistance  of  ray  friend  and  most  excellent 
Companion,  D.  B.  Tracy,  G.  T.  I.,  of  this  Grand  Council,  to 
whom  I  gave  my  proxy  for  the  purpose,  I  have  installed  the 
officers  of  the  several  Councils  under  this  Jurisdiction,  .located 
at  Ypsilanti,  Ionia  and  Sturgis;  and  from  his  report  of  their 
condition  we  feel  greatly  encouraged  in  the  prosecution  of  our 
noble  enterprise.

For  the  fifth  time  since  our  organization  as  a  State  Grand 
Body,  are  we  permitted  by  our  Divine  Grand  Master  to  assem- 
ble in  this  retired  and  consecrated  hall,  to  review  the  past,  and 
legislate  for  the  future  good  of  our  order.  Would  to  high 
heaven  we  could  say,  as  on  former  jinniversaries,  that  peace 
and  harmony  prevailed  through  our  once  happy  land,  and  that 
Cryptic  M:isonrv  stood  forth  in  nil  hc»r  former  beauty  and  love- 
liness. But,  alas,  a  dark  cloud  has  come  over  our  beloved 
Union  ;  it  is  to  be  feared  that  in  this  lamentable  struggle,  that 
Companions  have  been  arrayed  asrainst  each  other  in  deadly 
strife.  Let  us,  my  beloved  Companions,  look  up  to  Him,  who 
holds  the  destinies  of  nations  in  His  hands,  with  one  heart,  and 
earnestly  implore  his  interpositions  to  stay  this  fearful  strife, 
and  once  more  send  the  blessings  of  peace  to  this  unhappy 
conntr}'.

And  when  the  hour  of  twelve  at  night  shall  be  sounded,  may 
we  be  ready,  with  our  lamps  trimmed  and  burning. 

On  motion  of  Companion  Wilson,  the  T.  I.  G.  P.  address 
was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  as  follows  :  Companions 
C.  JoNKS,  Darbow  and  Bovee. 

On  motion  of  Companion  Tracy,  the  resolution  on  page  5  of 
printed  proceedings  for  1861,  for  amendment  to  constitution, 
was  taken  from  the  table  and  discussed,  and  on  motion  for  its 
adoption  it  was  lost. 

The  Report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  was  then  presented  and 
re*d,  as  follows : 

To  the  Qrand  Council  of  the  BtcUe  of  Michigan: 

Your  Recorder,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  respectfully  i-eportSj  that  since  the  meeting  of 
this  Body,  in  June  last,  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Councils  of 
Connecticat,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Massachusetts  and  New  York  only, 
have  to  this  date  been  received  by  him,  an  abstract  of  which  is 
herewith  presented. 
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CONNECTICUT. 

At  the  annual  assembly  of  this  Grand  Body,  held  in  the  city  of 
Hartford,  May  8th,  1861,  twelve  subordinate  Councils  were  represented. 
T.  I.  Willis  I.  Goodsell  was  elected  M.  P.  G.  M. ;  and  Companion 
Lucius  E.  Hunt,  Grand  Recorder — the  Illustrious  Companion  E.  G. 
Storer  having  completed  thirty  years  of  labor  as  Grand  Recorder, 
refusing  a  re-election.  The  Grand  Council,  in  reference  thereto, 
adopted  the  following  resolution  : 

Hesolved,  That  this  Grand  Council  hereby  extend  the  thanks  of  this 
Body  to  our  P.  G.  Recorder,  E.  G.  Storer,  for  his  able,  careful,  and 
valuable  services  in  behalf  of  this  Grand  Council  for  a  period  of 
thirty  years. 

Commendation  well  earned  by  that  old  and  faithful  laborer  in 
Masonry. 

The  amende  is  due  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  for  confounding  him  with  the  esteemed  Companion 
above  mentioned.  The  only  apology  which  can  be  offered  is,  that  the 
report  referred  to  was  well  worthy  the  pen  of  even  the  Grand  Recorder 
himself. 

The  Committee  of  Foreign  Correspondence  ably  review  the  proceed- 
ings of  fifteen  Grand  Councils,  our  own  included,  and  appropriately 
quote,  from  the  transactions  of  each,  matters  of  interest  to  the  frater- 
nity at  large. 

Sixteen  Councils  are  subordinate  to  this  Grand  Body. 

INDIANA. 

The  annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Council  of  R.  &  8.  Mas- 
ters of  this  State  was  held  in  the  city  of  Lafayette,  on  the  2l8t  of 
May,  1861.  The  Grand  officers  and  representatives  of  fourteen  Coun- 
cils— two  under  Dispensation — being  present. 

The  Grand  Master,  Companion  Wm.  Hacker,  for  the  sixth  time  ren- 
ders an  account  of  his  stewardship,  reporting  his  official  acts  for  th« 
past  year,  in  an  interesting  and  instructive  address — interesting  as  to 
the  progress  and  condition  of  the  craft  within  that  Jurisdiction,  and 
instructive  in  the  views  expressed  as  to  the  working  of  the  craft 
abroad,  especially  as  to  the  order  of  conferring  the  degrees  of  Royal 
and  Select  Master.  With  Indiana,  and,  as  we  supposed,  in  accordance 
with  almost  universal  custom,  the  degree  of  Royal  Master  in  this  State 
is  conferred  first. 

Companion  Wm.  Hacker  was  re-elected  M.  P.  G.  M.,  and  Compan- 
ion Francis  King,  Grand  Recorder. 
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IOWA. 

The  Grand  Officers  and  Representatives  of  four  subordinate  Coun- 
cils of  this  State  met  in  Grand  Council  at  Davenport,  July  10th,  1861. 

Companion  Parvin,  the  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  in  chaste  and  elegant 
language,  greets  his  assembled  brethren,  congratulates  them  upon  the 
prosperity  of  the  Craft  at  home  and  abroad,  and  respectfully  declines 
a  reelection  to  the  responsible  post,  which,  since  the  organization  of 
the  Grand  Council  of  Iowa,  he  has  so  ably  filled.  From  the  report  of 
Companion  Jennings,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence, we  quote  the  following  : 

^*  Let  us  remember  that  our  national  skies  are  dark  and  lowering — 
that  civil  discord  disturbs  the  4)eace  of  the  laud — that  Brothers  are 
engaged  in  deadly  fratricidal  strife — that  every  breeze  brings  to  our 
ears  the  presages  of  a  horrid  civil  war — that  the  clash  of  resounding 
arms  is  listened  for  with  everv  breath — but  that  our  mission  is  one  of 
Iwe^  of  brotherhood^  and  of  peace. 

And  while  we  should  shrink  from  no  responsibility,  and  remember 
to  discharge  the  duties  we,  as  Masons  and  as  loyal  citizens,  owe  to  our 
country  and  our  government,  let  us  not  forget  that  those  who  are 
arrayed  against  us  in  this  unnatural  strife  are  our  brethren,  both  by 
ties  of  blood  and  by  the  sacred  obligations  of  our  order  ;  that  while 
our  prayers  go  up  to  the  Mason's  God  for  the  success  of  our  cause, 
they  are  praying  to  the  same  God  (and  we  dare  not  say  less  devoutly) 
for  the  success  of  theirs.  Let  us  therefore  use  our  efforts  with  our 
brethren  to  put  an  end  to  this  unhallowed  contest,  —discharging  faith- 
folly  our  duty  as  citizens,  but  ever  remembering  to  extend  to  an  enemy 
the  excellent  gift  of  charity,  and  to  a  fallen  foe  the  noble  attribute  of 
mercy,  looking  for  our  reward  in  Heaven." 

Sentiments  that  but  reflect  our  own  and,  we  doubt  not,  those  of  any 
R.  &  8.  Master  throughout  the  land. 

Companion  L.  8.  Swafford  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  Compan- 
ion W.  B.  Langridge  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

NEW  YORK. 

This  M.  P.  Grand  Council  convened  in  annual  assembly  in  the  city 
of  Xew  York,  June  4th,  1861.  The  Grand  Oflacers  and  Representa- 
tives, from  ten  subordinate  Councils  being  present.  Grand  Master 
Natli.-in  O.  Benjamin,  in  u  comprehensive  address,  details  at  length  the 
local  transactions  of  the  Craft,  and  in  closing  refers  to  the  many  and 
cheering  circumstances  which  now  surround  them.  The  Companions 
of  the  Empire  State  owe  their  present  union  and  prosperity  to  the  wise 
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couDcils  and  indefatigable  exertions  of  their  Grand  Master,  whom  they 
have  done  themselves  the  honor  to  retain  as  such  for  the  present  year. 

A  communication  from  Vincent  W.  Bate,  collating  the  history  of  the 
Grand  Council,  was  submitted,  and  is  printed  with  tlie  proceedings.  It 
embraces  information  of  great  interest  to  the  Craft,  and  most  of  which 
will  doubtless  be  as  new  to  you  as  it  is  to  your  committee.  Th?  Grand 
Council  of  Connecticut,  it  is  stated,  had  always  been  treated  as  spuri- 
ous and  clandestine  by  the  old  Grand  Council  of  New  York.  It  closes 
by  saying  that  the  Grand  Council  of  the  State  of  New  York,  as  united, 
Is  therefore  the  oldest  in  the  Union,  and  one  of  the  most  prosperous  in 
numbers  and  respectability.  The  paper  evinces  great  research,  and  is 
the  result  of  much  labor, — of  too  great  length  to  quote  entire.  It  is 
well  worthy  of  being  read  to  the 'members  of  the  Council,  when 
present. 

In  closing  this  report,  the  last  which  in  all  human  probability  the 
chairman  of  your  committee  will  have  the  pleasure  of  making  to  your 
Grand  Body,  I  can  but  congratulate  you  on  the  progress  which,  since 
its  organization  four  years  ago,  the  Craft  has  made  in  this  State.  For 
years,  Monroe  Council  of  Detroit  was  the  only  organized  body  of 
Royal  and  Select  Masters,  her  jurisdiction  being  co-extensive  with  the 
boundaries  of  the  State  itself.  From  her  loins  sprung  St.  Clair  and 
Pontiac  Councils,  the  Representatives  of  which,  together  with  her  own, 
met  in  the  ante-chamber  of  the  chapter-room,  in  Masonic  Hall,  and 
organized  the  Grand  Council  of  Michigan.  Gathered  to  our  assembly 
in  June  last,  we  saw  the  delegates  of  twelve  Councils,  still  further  to  be 
increased  when  you  again  meet.  Surely,  peace  and  prosperity  have 
been  within  our  borders.  Whilst  upon  each  breeze  from  the  South 
comes  the  sound  of  strife,  from  her  blood-stained  hills  and  plains, 
where  the  hand  of  man  is  lifted  against  his  brother,  and  the  maddened 
passions  and  hatred  of  years,  long  treasured  up,  burst  forth  in  un- 
checked ferocity,  carrying  with  them  slaughter  and  devastation:  here 
our  Heavenly  Father  has  blessed  us  with  abundant  harvests;  and  each 
can  repose  under  his  own  vine  and  under  his  own  fig-tree  in  quietness 
and  peace,  and  with  none  to  molest  or  make  him  afraid. 

Midst  this  unseemly  and  unnecessary  strife,  it  is  pleasant  to  know 
that  the  principles  and  teachings  of  Masonry  are  neither  forgotten  nor 
held  in  abeyance.  From  the  lips  of  those  returned  to  us  from  the  pris- 
ons of  the  South,  I  learn  that  our  brethren  there  still  recognize  the 
obligations  of  universal  brotherhood,  and,  though  closely  watched  by 
malignant  eyes,  have  yet  repeatedly  relieved  the  distressed  and  com- 
forted the  weary  and  war-worn  stranger  in  their  midst . 

In  bidding  you,  as  Companions,  farewell,  I  can  but  hope  that  the 
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blesftiDgs,  so  abundantly  poured  forth  upon  you  heretofore,  may  stili 
be  continued.  From  the  midst  of  my  duties  in  the  n^vf  field  of  labor 
destined  to  me  upon  the  opposite  side  of  the  globe,  in  spirit  I  shall  still 
be  with  you,  and  my  prayers  and  supplications  will  still  ascend  to  the 
great  Architect  of  the  Universe  for  your  future  prosperity  and  happi- 
ness.

Tuesday,  7  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Grand   Conncil  was  called   from  refreshment  to  labor. 
The  T.  T.  G.  P.,  then  read  the  following  address  : 

Companioyifi  : 

Throii.uh  the  goodness  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Architect  of 
Heaven  and  Earth,  we  are  again  permitted  to  meet  under  our 
coni^titution,  upon  this  our  sixth  annual  convocation,  to  take 
into  consideration  the  condition  of  Cryptic  Masonry  within 
our  jurisdiction.  We  have  every  reason  to  be  thankful  to  the 
Great  I.  AM,  for  the  continued  increase  and   prosperity  of  our 
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On^er ;  there  has  been  no  occurrence  within  this  jurisdiction, 
(hither  in  the  affairs  of  the  Grand  Council,  or  of  the  several 
subordinates,  to  detract  from  our  feelings  of  gratitude  and 
thankfulness.  Let  us  not  forget  to  return  to  the  Giver  of  all 
good — the  Author  of  all  our  mercies  and  comforts,  our  un- 
feigned and  heartfelt  thanks  for  all  the  blessings  which  He 
has  so  richly  bestowed  upon  us  ;  and  let  our  future  suplica- 
tions  be  for  a  continuance  of  His  favors  and  loving  kindness, 
[minediately  after  the  adjournment  of  our  last  annual  commu- 
nication, I  authorized  our  worthy  Grand  Recorder  to  continue 
the  dispensation  whiirh  has  been  granted  to  our  worthy  com- 
panions at  Marshall,  until  the  present  session.  I  doubt  not 
their  representatives  will  be  present  at  this  meeting,  and  re- 
quest a  charter  from  this  Body.  A  subject  of  deep  interest  to 
the  prosperity  of  our  beloved  Order  is  to  secure  a  uniformity 
of  work  and  lectures  in  our  subordinate  Councils.  This  should 
not  be  lost  sight  of,  and  I  know  of  no  way  the  object  can  be 
obtained  with  so  niuoh  certainty  as  by  appointing  a  competent 
committee,  with  instructions  to  examine  thoroughly  the  various 
works  of  our  sister  Grand  Councils,  and  report  at  the  next  an- 
nual meeting  of  this  Body.  Within  the  past  year  no  dispen- 
sations have  been  granted  for  the  establishment  of  new  Coun- 
cils. This  Grand  Council  is  as  yet  in  its  infancy.  We  have 
much  to  learn  by  caution  and  experience.     Of  the  latter  I  had 

hoped  to  have  supplied  myself  in  part  by  the  perusal  of  the 
proceedings  of  our  lister  Grand  Councils  through  the  United 
States,  who  have  had  so  much  more  experience  than  we,  and 
from  which  much  valuable  information  might  be  derived  ;  but 
of  this  I  have  been  disappointed,  owing  to  the  unhappy  rebell- 
ion which  now  prevails  to  such  an  alarming  extent  throughout 
a  large  portion  of  our  once  happy  but  now  distracted  and 
bleeding  country.  While  we  are  in  the  enjoyment  of  peace 
and  comfort,  the  temples  of  our  companions  in  many  of  our 
sister  Councils  have  been  desecrated,  their  altars  overthrown, 
their  homes  made  desolate,  and  their  fair  lands  laid  waste  bv 
the  horrors  of  civil  war.     It  is  our  duty  to  do  all  in  our  power 
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to  assaage  the  horrors  of  this  aDnatui*al  war,  and  make  use  of 
all  honorable  and  legitimate  means  to  aid  in  bringing  it  to  a 
happy  termination. 

Companions,  I  can  never  be  insensible  of  the  honor  con- 
ferred upon  me  by  your  suffrages  in  placing  me  at  the  head  of 
this  Body,  over  which  I  have  presided  for  the  past  year. 
Whether  I  have  discharged  the  duties  of  that  office  to  your  sat- 
isfaction it  does  not  become  me  to  inquire.  Of  one  thing  I  can- 
not be  deprived — that  is,  the  reflection  of  having,  according  to 
the  best  of  my  ability,  impartially  discharged  my  duty  to  the 
Craft. 

Companions,  you  will  be  called  upon  dnnng  this  present 
session  to  go  into  the  annual  election  of  officers  for  the  ensu- 
ing year.  Your  wisdom  will  guide  you  in  this  matter.  I  take 
occasion  simply  to  remark  that  I  deem  it  to  be  an  impera- 
tive duty  to  decline  re-election  to  my  present  office  or  any 
other  in  the  gift  of  this  Grand  Council.  Believing  that  your 
deliberations  will  prove  the  means  of  advancing  the  great 
objects  of  our  beloved  Order,  I  shall  cheerfully  co-operate 
with  you  in  any  measures  tending  to  so  desirable  an  end. 

On  motioo,  the  address  of  the  T.  I.  G.  P.,  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee,  consisting  of  Companions  Darrow,  Clurk^  and  Morse. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  T.  I.  G.  P.*8  address,  pre- 
sented the  following  report : 

Your  committee  to  whom  the  address  of  the  T.  I.  G.  P.,  was  referred, 
woald  recommend  that  the  portion  of  the  address  which  relates  to  the 
work,  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  three. 

On  motion  the  report  was  accepted  and  adopted,  and  Companions 
D.  B.  Tracy,  E.  A.  Elliott,  and  G.  B.  Noble,  were  appointed  as  such 
committeee. 

The  Grand  Recorder  presented  the  foUlowing  report,  which,  on 
motion,  was  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  printed  with  the  procedings  : 

To  the  Grand  Council  R.  and  8.  M.  of  the  State  of  Michigan  : 

Your  Recorder,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence, respectfully  reports  :    That  since  the  meeting  of  this  Body,  in 
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June,  1862,  DO  proceedings  from  sister  Grand  Councils  of  nny  State  bnve 
been  received  by  liini  ;  that  in  obedience  to  resolution  on  printed  pro- 
ceedings for  1862,  page  14,  he  caused  2CK)  copies  to  be  printed  and 
mailed  them  to  every  Grand  Council  in  the  United  States,  also  to  each 
subordinate  Council  in  this  State,  that  having  received  no  documents 
whereby  to  address  the  G.  Recorders  of  other  States  by  name,  he  had 
no  alternative  except  to  direct  to  those  offlcers  in  their  official  capacity, 
and  whether  received  by  them  or  not  he  has  no  means  to  determine. 
However,  no  reply  or  return  of  similiar  courtesy  has,  up  to  this  wri- 
ting, reached  his  hands. 

Having  no  data  whereupon  to  found  an  opinion  of  the  proi-ress  of 
Cryptic  Masonry,  outside  of  this  jurisdiction,  he  cannot  speak  with 
knowledge  on  that  point,  but  thinks  he  is  safe  in  presuming  that  the 
great  and  unprecedented  degree  of  prosperity  attending  the  various  Mason- 
ic Bodies,  has  been  fully  participated  in  by  thi<)  portion  of  the  universal 
Masonic  family  ;  that  while  our  highly  favored  and  once  happy  land  is 
deluged  with  blood  shed  by  fratricidal  hands,  and  every  interest  and 
Industry  soiely  feel  the  eflfects  of  a  cruel  and  devastating  strife,  one 
.secure  haven  invites  the  weried  and  care-worn  to  forget  surround- 
ing worldly  scenes,  and  within  the  sanctuary  of  Masonry  all  can  meet 
upon  the  level  and  part  upon  the  square.     So  mote  it  be  ! 

During  the  past  year  I  have,  in  obedience  to  orders  from  the  T.  1. 
G.  P.,  issued  a  renewal  letter  of  dispensation  to  Hiram  Council,  at 
Marshall,  to  continue  in  force  until  the  present  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Body.

The  T.  I.  G.  P.,  then  read  the  following  address  : 

Companions  of  the  Grand  Council : 

Agreeable  to  the  Constitution,  by  permission  of  Divine 
Providence,  we  are  again  assembled  in  this  consecrated  hall,  to 
review  the  past,  and  draw  our  designs  for  the  future.  While 
war  and  tumult  are  without,  peace  reigns  within  the  sacred 
retreat  of  the  Select,  throughout  our  "Jurisdiction. 

Since  our  last  annual  Convocation,  I  have  not  been  called 
upon  to  perform  any  official  duty,  and  know  of  no  special  leg- 
islation to  recommend  for  your  deliberations,  but  as.  Compan- 
ions are  present  representmg  the  different  Councils  in  this 
Jurisdiction,  they  will,  I  trust,  bring  forward  any  matter  that 
may  seem  best  to  promote  the  interest  of  Cryptic  Masonry. 

So  far  as  my  knowledge  extends,  the  Subordinate  Councils 
are  generally  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 

From  the  records,  it  appears  that  Jonesville  Council,  No.  6, 
chartered  at  our  regular  Annual  Convocation,  in  January, 
1860,  has  made  but  one  return  since,  to-wit:  in  January  1861. 
Should  no  returns  be  made  at  this  session,  I  think  it  the  duty 
of  the  Grand  Council  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  by-law  No. 
6. 

I  am  convinced  that  there  is  not  that  uniformity  of  work  in 
the  Councils  under  this  Jurisdiction  that  there  should  be  :  it 
is  therefore  hoped  that  your  Committee  on  work,  appointed  at 
our  last  Convocation,  will,  through  their  Chairman,  our  worthy 
P.  T.  I.  G.  Puissant,  Companion  Tracy,  make  their  Report, 
and  the  Grand  Council  take  such  action  as  they  deem  best. 

The  proceedings  of  but  five  Grand  Councils  have  been  re- 
ceived during  the  past  year — Maine,  Vermont,  Connecticut, 
Indiana  and  Iowa.  It  is  to  be  hoped  our  sister  Grand  Coun- 
cils will  cherish  a  more  friendly  intercourse  for  the  future.  In 
conclusion,  permit  me  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have 
Ivtqnferred  upon  me,  in  electing  me  as  your  presiding  officer.     I 
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trust  yoar  deliberations  may  be  conducted  in  the  true  spirit  of 
Masonry,  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Ci*aft. 

Which,  on  motion,  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  to 
apportion.  Said  committee  to  consist  of  Companions  Clark, 
Xoble  and  Palmer. 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  address  of  the 
T.  I.  G.  P.,  beg  leave  to  recommend  that  the  portion  of  it  re- 
lating to  Jonesville  Council  be  referred  to  a  special  committee. 
Report  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

Tlie  Secretary  and  Treasurer  then  presented  their  annual 
Reports,  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  then  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

Your  Recorder,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence, reports,  since  our  last  annual  meeting,  the  following 
proceedings  have  come  to  hand,  viz:  Maine,  New  Jersey,  Ver- 
mont, Indiana,  Iowa,  and  Connecticut.  We  regret  that  no 
more  proceedings  are  received,  and  trust  that  our  sister  Grand 
Councils  will  be  more  prompt  in  future.  The  Recorder  has 
mailed  three  copies  of  our  proceedings  to  every  Grand  Coun- 
cil in  the  United  States.  While  the  calamity  of  war  prevents 
friendly  intercourse  with  many  States,  yet  very  many  others 
have  neglected  the  courtesy  we  had  a  right  to  expect. 

In  perusing  the  above-named  documents,  we  cannot  but 
admire  the  high,  patriotic  feeling  pervading  the  address, 
coupled  with  the  hope  that  a  merciful  Providence  will,  in  his 
good  time,  remove  the  death-pall  which  overhangs  our  dearly 
beloved  country,  and  restore  Peace,  Harmony  and  Concord  all 
over  the  land. 

IOWA. 

Most  Puissant  Grand  Master  Z.  C.  Luse  writes  :  "While  we, 
in  our  Jurisdiction,  have  been  permitted,  through  the  bless- 
injrs  of  Divine  Providence,  to  continue   our  labors  unmolested 
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upon  the  sacred  vault,  our  Companions,  in  many  of  our  sis- 
ter States,  have  been  compelled  to  suspend  their  labors  on  ac- 
count of  the  bloody  strife  now  being  waged  in  our  once  happy 
land  and  flee  to  the  hills  and  mountains,  there  to  seek  that  secur- 
ity which  the  American  flag  should  vouchsafe  to  all  true  and  loy- 
al citizens.  Others,  heretofore  honorable  members  of  our  frater- 
nity, h:ive  forsaken  our  common  country  in  the  hour  of 
peril  and  taken  up  arms  to  destroy^  the  best  government  the 
world  ever  produced  ;  and  while  we  so  much  deprecate  their 
actions,  we  still  incline  to  extend  to  them  a  Mason's  char- 
ity, with  the  hope  that,  ere  another  year  shall  have  passed, 
they  will  all  have  returned  to  their  allegiance  to  their  God 
and  their  countrv,  so  that  when  the  watchman  shall  crv  hiHi 
twelve,  we  will  all  have  our  sacred  treasures  safely  depos- 
ited in  the  secret  vault  of  Heaven,  and  guarded  by  one  who 
is  more  vigilant  than  Ahisha.''

D.  Baylkss,  after,  in 
beautiful  and  appropritate  language,  adverting  to  the  absence 
of  many  well  known  and  tried  workmen,  "who  have  departed 
from  our  terrestrial  Council  to  that  country  from  whose  bourne 
no  traveler  returns,"  calls  the  attention  of  the  Companions  to  an 
object  which  has  occupied  the  attention  of  many  zealous  Ma- 
sons in  this  jurisdiction.  A  portion  of  the  object  we  have  in 
view  is  well  expressed,  as  follows  :  "  T  would  recommend 
that  arrangements  be  made  to  set  apart  a  per  cent-ige  of  our 
gross  receipts,  that  we  may  act  in  concert  with  other  Masonic 
Bodies  in  raising  a  fund  to  be  expressly  used  for  erecting  a 
monument  in  honor  of  the  Masons  of  Indiana,  who  have  lost 
their  lives  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States  Government,  in 
suppressing  the  Rebellion  which  is  now  throwing  a  gloom  over 
this  once  prosperous  country,  and  bringing  sadness  and  sorrow  to 
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many  homes  and  hearts.  By  such  legislative  provisions  we 
evince  our  respect  for  our  deceased  Companions,  and  thereby 
encourage  and  animate  the  living  to  noble  and  valiant  deeds."

sary' for  me  at  this  time  to  refer  particularly  to  the  alarming  con- 
dition of  our  national  affairs,  or  to  point  out  the  duty  of  Ma- 
sons in  this  fearful  crisis.  My  illustrious  predecessor,  in  his  ad- 
dress at  our  last  Annual  Assembly,  spoke  out  plainly  and  unmis- 
takably upon  this  point.  It,  therefore,  only  remains  for  me 
to  'stir  up  your  pure  minds  by  way  of  remembrance,'  and  to 
arge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  '  remembering  in  all  your  applica- 
tions to  Deity,'  those  of  our  Brethren  and  Companions  who 
have  gone  forth  to  fight  the  battles  of  their  country.  Let  us 
implore  Him  to  have  them  in  His  special  care  and  keeping — 
to  gi-ant  them  success,  and  to  hasten  the  time  when  our  beloved 
country  shall  be  restored  to  peace  and  prosperity,  and  when 
oar  friends  and  Companions  shall  return  to  their  happy  and 
peaceful  homes."

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return  to  an  allegiance  which  had  so  long  afforded  them  pro- 
tection, and  which  had  rendered  them  nothing  but  prosperity 
and  happiness.  It  is  a  cheering  consolation,  at  least,  to  know 
that  the  courtesy  and  sympathy,  which  springs  from  the  mys- 
tic tie,  have  done  much  to  ameliorate  the  barbarism  of  the 
conflict,  and  have  brought  kindness  and  protection  where  cru- 
elty and  death  have  ruled  the  hour."

Companions  of  the  Grand  Council : 

By  permission  of  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe, 
we  are  again  permitted  to  assemble  in  Annual  Convocation,  as 
required  by  our  Constitution,  to  deliberate  upon  the  welfare  of 
Cryptic  Masonry,  and  to  devise  measures  for  its  continued 
prosperity  and  usefulness. 

May  He,  who  doeth  all  things  well,  so  enlighten  our  minds 
that  the  results  of  our  labors  may  be  acceptable  in  His  sight, 
conductive  to  our  enjoyment  and  promotive  of  the  greatness 
and  prosperity  of  our  Order. 

I  Congratulate  you  my  Companions,  on  the  return  of  the 
Annual  gathering,  and  I  rejoice  with  you  that,  through  the 
goodness  and  mercy  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  the  dark  cloud 
of  war  which  hung  over  our  beloved  land  at  our  last  assembly, 
has  cleared  away,  and  the  herald  of  peace  proclaims  all  clear 
in  the  South.  During  the  past  year  I  have  been  called  npon 
to  perform  but  few  official  acts.  I  have,  during  the  past 
year,  issued  letters  of  dispensation  for  the  establishment  of 
Councils  of  R.  and  S.  Masters  at  the  following  places  :  One 
at  Hillsdale,  Hillsdale  county,  October  6,  1864  ;  one  at  Hud- 
son, Lenawee  county,  January  7, 1865  ;  one  at  Fentonville,  Oak- 
land county,  January  28,  1865 ;  all  of  which  will  doubtless, 
present  their  proceedings  to  the  Grand  Council  for  approval 
and  Chaiters.  In  December  last,  the  hall  of  Jonesville  Coun- 
cil was  destroyed  by  fire,  and  their  Charter  burned.  Upon  the 
applicHtiou  of  Comp.  Carbons,  T.  T.  G.  M.  of  said  Council,  I 

granted  a   dispensation   to   them,   free  of  charge,  to  continue 
the  work.     They  will,  without  doubt,  apply  for  a  Charter  at 

this  session;  which  I  recommend  be  granted  without  fee. 
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The  committee  appointed  to  examine  and  compile  a  uniform 
for  our  jarisdiction,  will  make  their  report.  I  trust  the  Grand 
Coancil  will  take  such  action  as  to  insure  a  uniformity  of  work 
^thin  oar  jurisdiction. 

From  the  records  it  appears  that  River  Raisin  Council,  No. 
4,  Three  Rivers  Council,  No.  7,  and  Ionia  Council  No.  12,  have 
made  no  returns  the  past  two  years.  Should  no  returns  be  made 
by  the  above  Councils  at  this  sessiouyit  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
Grand  Council  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  by-law  No.  6. 

The  proceedings  of  eleven  Grand  Councils  have  been 
received  the  past  year,  viz:  Maine,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Ohio,  Ver- 
mont, Connecticut,  Wisconsin,  New  York,  Rhode  Island,  Ken- 
tucky and  Missouri.  On  the  2 1st  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1864,  a 
General  Council  of  R.  and  S.  Masters  was  formed  in  the  State 

of  Missouri,  by  a  convention  of  delegates  assembled  in   St. 
Louis,  representing  three  subordinate  Councils.     Let  us  extend 

the  fraternal  hand  and  welcome  our  sister  among  the  Grand 

Coancils  of  Cryptic  Masonry. 

So  far  as  my  knowledge  extends,  the  subordinate  Councils 
are  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 

And  now  Companions,  let  us  address  ourselves  to  our  labors 
with  that  fervency  and  zeal  that  should  actuate  all  good  Com- 
panions, and  perform  our  mission  faithfully  and  well,  that  when 
we  go  from  this  sacred  retreat,  we  may  return  to  our  homes 
with  the  proud  satisfaction  of  having  performed  our  whole 
daty  to  the  Craft. 

Companions,  permit  me  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  con- 
ferred upon  me  by  electing  me  Presiding  Officer  the  past  year. 
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Which  address  was,  on  motiou,  ordered  printed  with  the 
proceedings. 

The  Annual  reports  of  the  Grand  Recorder  and  Grand 
Treasurer  were  then  made,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance.

Rf^Uced,  That  five  dollars  be  paid  the  Grand  Sentinel  for  his  serv- 
ices, and  five  dollars  to  Grand  Recorder  for  postage  and  stationery.

Retolced,  That  the  Grand  Recorder  notify  delinquent  Councils 
withi.i  tliis  Jurisdiction,  who  have  failed  to  make  returns  under  Arti- 
cle 1  of  the  By-Laws,  that  tliey  have  forfeited  their  charters,  and  they 
are  required  to  transmit  the  same  to  the  Grand  Recorder,  subject  to 
the  disposition  of  the  Grand  Council.

Resolved,  That  a  special  convocation  of  this  Grand  Council  be 
culled  to  assemble  on  the  Monday  evening  preceding  the  second 
Wednesday  in  January  next,  for  the  special  purpose  of  receiving  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Work.

Resolved,  that  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Work  be  laid  over 
until  the  special  session  of  the  Grand   Council,  in  January,  1866. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  the  following 
Report : 

Your  Recorder,  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence, begs  leave  to  report  that,  since  the  last  meeting,  he 
has  received  proceedings  from  the  following  Grand  Councils  : 
Connecticut,  Iowa,  Illinois,  Kentucky,  Maine,  Missouri,  New 
York,  Ohio,  Rhode  Island,  Vermont,  and  Wisconsin,  being 
nearly  double  the  number  received  last  year,  to  which  he  ad- 
verts with  much  pleasure.  Undoubtedly,  friendly  intercourse 
being  now  opened,  we  may  expect  to  hear  from  every  State  in 
the  Union  before  our  next  Report. 

I  shall  present  short  extracts  from  the  above  list,  taking 
them  in  alphabetical  order. 

CONNECTICrT. 

Grand  Master  W.  R.  Higby,  in  his  annual  address,  adverts 
to  a  subject  uppermost  in  our  own  minds,  that  of  "  uniformity 
of  work,"  which  he  earnestly  recomniends  to  his  Council.  lie 
thus  feelingly  adverts  to  the  state  of  the  country: 

"  Another  year  has  rolled  away,  and  still  our  beloved  coun- 
try is  engaged  in  strife,  and  fighting  for  the  peace  and  pres- 
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ervalion  of  our  Governmeut.  Our  cherished  rights  and  lib- 
erties are  still  menaced,  and  our  existence,  as  a  nation,  still 
in  peril.  When  will  the  time  be,  when  peace  ajid  happiness 
shall  a^ain  reign  in  our  land  ?  God  grant  the  time  may 
speedily  come.  Very  many  of  our  Companions  have  gone 
forth,  and  are  fighting  manfully  for  the  liberty  bequeathed  to 
us  by  our  forefathers.  May  they  be  endowed  with  true  cour- 
asre  during  the  deadlv  strife  of  battle.  Mav  their  lives  be 
spai"ed;  and  may  they  return  to  their  homes,  full  of  honors, 
with  the  satisfaction  of  havino^  faithfully  discharijed  their 
duty  to  their  country.  God  speed  the  time  when  peace  and 
union  shall  be  restored,  and  we  again  be  one  people — one 
nation,  forever  inseperable !" 

This  Grand  Council  convened  at  New  Haven,  May  10th, 
1864.  Sixteen,  out  of  twenty -seven  subordinate  Councils, 
were  represented  for  the  ensuing  year.  T.  I.  James  L.  Gould 
of  Bridgeport,  was  elected  M.  P.  G.  M.,  and  Lucius  E.  Hunt, 
of  Hartford,  Grand  Recorder. 

IOWA. 

Grand  Master,  William  Lepfingwell  has,  during  the  past 
year,  had  nothing  of  importance  officially  brought  to  his 
notice,  which  would  demand  the  consideration  of  the  Grand 
Council.  I  present  the  following  extracts  from  his  able  and 
truly  Masonic  address  : 

"The  sad  condition  of  our  country;  made  so  unavoidably 
by  the  horrors  attendant  upon  civil  war  now  raging  within  her 
borders,  has  seriously  impeded  the  progress  of  our  labors,  and 
has  divided  the  attention  of  many  of  our  Select  Companions 
from  the  instructions  they  have  received.  War  of  any  de- 
scription is,  and  always  has  been,  detrimental  to  the  progress 
and  hostile  to  the  spirit  and  interests  of  Masonry,  as  much  so 
as  it  has  been  to  the  sublime  teachings  of  Him  who  '  spake 
as  never  man  spake,^  and  whose  solemn  injunction  to  all  was 
*  Love  one  another.' 
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"Let  us,  therefore,  stretch  forth  our  hands,  and  raise  our  feeble 
voices,  as  Cryptic  Masons,  in  humble  intercession  with  our 
Most  Puissant  Grand  Master  above,  and  pray  Him  to  consider 
for  a  moment  the  unhappy  condition  into  which  we,  by  our 
fervency  and  zeal  (whether  mistaken  or  not)  have  involved 
ourselves  ;  and  that  he  will  mercifully  stay  the  hand  of  the 
fell  destroyer,  and  restore  our  country,  and  especially  our 
beloved  Institution,  to  her  true  spirit,  privilege  and  calling, 
viz  :  *  Peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  all  mankind.'  Then, 
and*  then  only,  will  the  true  spirit  of  Masonry  shine  with  suf- 
ficient brilliancy  to  induce  the  weary  sojourner  to  inquire  at 
her  portals  after  truth,  and  to  exclaim  with  one  of  old,  *  See 
how  tiiese  Brethren  love  one  another.'" 

Convention  held  at  Des  Moines  June  4th,  1864.  Four  out 
of  six  subordinate  Councils  represented.  Most  Illustrious 
Companion  L.  P.  Frost,  of  Iowa  City,  was  elected  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  W.  B.  Langridge,  of   Muscatine,  Grand  Recorder. 

ILLINOIS. 

Grand  Puissant  Orlin  H.  Miner,  in  his  annual  address, 
thus  speaks  of  the  entire  harmony  within  the  borders  of  his 
Jurisdiction  : 

"  I  have  not,  in  the  year  that  has  just  passed,  been  called 
upon  to  decide  any  point  of  Masonic  law,  or  to  investigate  any 
matter  of  difference  between  Companions  or  Councils.  I  con- 
gratulate the  Select  Craft  on  this  flattering  indication  of  the 
]>erfect  harmony  which  prevails  throughout  our  borders. 
WJiilst  the  outside  world  has  been  torn  by  dissensions  and 
ravaged  by  war,  all  within  the  poi-tals  of  our  secret  chamber 
has  been  peaceful  and  harmonious.  Thankful  to  the  Most 
Puissant  of  the  Grand  Council  above,  for  this  evidence  of  His 
benign  favor,  let  us  earnestly  and  humbly  invoke  His  blessing 
on  our  present  convocation  and  on  our  future  career.  And 
finally,  my  Companions,  when  we  have  wrought  our  regular 
hours  as  Select    Masters,  and  have    completed  our    tasks    on 
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earth,    may  we  find  the  portals  of  the  Grand  Council  above 
left  open  for  our  reception." 

Convention  held  at  Springfield,  October  7th,  1864.  Twelve 
out  of  sixteen  subordinate  Councils  represented.  T.  M.  J.  L. 
Ra^msat,  of  Rock  Island,  was  elected  Grand  Puissant,  and 
HERMAN  C.  Reynolds,  of  Springfield,  Grand  Recorder,  for 
the  ensuing  year. 

KENTUCKY. 

T.  Illustrious  Companion  P.  Swygert,  a  veteran  worker  in 
the  Ninth  Arch,  regrets  the  unhappy  strife  which  desolates 
the  country,  thus : 

**  We  can,  but  for  a  time,  grieve  in  silence  at  the  unhappy 
>tate  of  affairs,  not  doubting  the  time  will  come  when  all  will 
be  aorain  peace  and  prosperity." 

Convention  of  this  State  met  at  Louisville,  October  19th, 
1 864.  Only  eleven  out  of  thirty -five  Councils  were  represented. 
Companion  P.  Swygebt,  of  Frankfort,  was  re-elected  G.  P., 
and  Companion  A.  G.  Hodge«j,  of  F  rankfoit.  Grand  Recorder, 
for  tlie  next  year. 

MAINE. 

This  Grand  Council  met  in  the  city  of  Portland,  May  4th, 
1864.  Seven  Councils  represented.  M.  I.  Timothy  I.  Mur- 
ray presented  a  very  Iweid  and  able  address  on  the  state  of 
his  jurisdiction,  etc.     I  append  brief  quotations: 

**^Another  year  of  labor  is  passed,  and  again,  through  the  mer- 
cy or  the  Supreme  Grand  Master,  are  we  met  in  Annual  Convo- 
cation, to  render  and  receive  an  account  of  the  manner  in 
which  our  various  duties  have  been  discharged,  and  to  trans- 
act such  business  as  the  interest  of  the  Craft  demand 
at  this  time.  During  the  past  year,  much  has  been  accom- 
plished for  the  permanent  welfare  of  the  Royal  Art ;  the  labors 
ID  the  S.  V.  have  been  renewed  with  zeal  and  fervor ;  Councils 
that  weri'  dormant,  or  nearly  so,  have  engaged,  with  renewed 
activity,  in  the  good    work  and    among   all    the   subordinate 
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Councils  in  our  jurisdictions,  anew  interest  has  been  manifested 
in  Cryptic  Masonry.  While  in  other  sections  of  our  once 
happy  and  prosperous  country,  our  Companions  are  either 
denied  these  pleasures,  or  are  engaged  in  the  most  awful  frat- 
ricidal war  that  ever  disgraced  a  free  and  enlightened  nation; 
in  this  jurisdiction,  peace,  prosperity  and  happiness  have  been 
our  lot. 

"For  these  and  all  other  mercies,  it  becomes  us  most  devout- 
ly to  render  thanksgiving  and  praise  to  our  Heavenly  Father. 
And  while  we  render  thanks  to  Him  for  His  mercies  to  us,  let 
us  remember  all  our  worthy  Companions  in  distress,  wherever 
their  lot  may  be  cast,  and  let  us  pray  if  any  of  them  are  in  the 
wrong,  that  they  may  see  the  error  of  their  ways,  and  turn 
therefrom." 

Timothy  J.  Mubray,  of  Portland,  was  re-elected  M.  P.  G. 
Master,  and  Ira.  Berry,  of  Portland,  Grand  Recorder. 

MISSOURI. 

The  Grand  Council  of  this  State  convened  in  St.  Louis,  May 
21  St,  A.  D.  1864.  Three  Councils  represented.  The  Grand 
Council  of  this  State,  was  duly  organized,  and  elected  the  fol- 
lowing :  Grand  Puissant,  Companion  A.  O.  Sullivan  and 
Companion  Joseph  Foster,  Grand  Recorder.  We  hail  the 
accession  of  this  co-laborer  in  our  noble  work,  and  wish  them 
every  possible  prosperity. 

NEW  YORK. 

The  Empire  State  forwards,  in  a  very  neat  and  beautiful 
fonn,  their  proceedings  from  June,  1862,  to  February,  1865. 
The  compass  of  these  proceedings  will  not  admit  as  copious 
extracts  as  we  should  be  pleased  to  make.  We  rejoice  in  the 
prosperous  condition  of  this  Grand  Council,  and  hope,  in 
future,  to  welcome  them  every  year.  In  1865,  thirteen  out  of 
twenty-two  subordinate  Councils  were  represented.  M.  P. 
Grand  Master  Charles  H.  Platt  presented  a  very  able  addre^ss. 
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replete  with  true  Masonic  admonition  and  advice.     We  present 
extracts  : 

"No  justly  balanced  mind  can  entertain,  without  emotion, 
the  facts  of  convulsion  and  discord  which  stare  upon  us  from 
the  furious  features  of  our  shattered  and  phrenzied  country. 
Battles  that  bristle  with  grim  horror,  and  revolution  that  wren- 
ches the  virtues  of  community,  and  agitations  that  dislocate  the 
relations  of  Brotherhood — these  are  tjhe  porpentous  evils  which 
are  infesting  the  society  where  our  actions  lie,  and  are  throw- 
ing their  baleful  shadow  even  over  our  sequestered  retreats. 
Grand  Councils  of  jurisdictions  like  our  own,  in  whose  fellow- 
ship we  found,  in  former  years,  the  source  of  refreshment,  and 
with  whose  brilliant  examples  of  ardent  zeal  we  re-kindled  our 
own  flickering  energies,  are  exscinded  from  the  associations  of 
fraternal  concord,  and  silenced  to  us,  as  if  separated  by  a  wall 
of  death.  The  demands  of  war  snatch  from  our  assemblies 
many  a  Companion,  who  sounded  the  silver  trump,  or  guarded 
well  his  post,  or  wrought  his  regular  hours  in  the  kind  utilities 
of  social  peace.  Conscription  tasks  the  energies,  or  public 
eraergehcies  engross  the  attention  of  those  who  would,  in 
other  times,  be  wielding  the  trowel  of  unity,  and  multiplying 
oar  depositories  of  light,  and  our  laboratories  for  the  chief 
skill  of  the  ancient  Craft." 

M.  P.  Charles  H.  Platt,  of  Binghamton,  was  again  elected 
Grand  Master,  and  Josiab  Shore,  of  New  York  City,  Grand 
Recorder.  The  convention  was  held  in  the  city  of  Albany, 
Feb.  7th  1865. 

OHIO. 

The  thirty-fifth  Annual  communication  of  the  Grand  Council 
of  this  State  was  held  at  Cleveland,  on  tlie  thirteenth  of  Octo- 
ber, 1864.  Twenty-eight  of  the  thirty-four  Councils  repre- 
sented. The  T.  M.  G.  Puissant's  address  was  read  by  Com- 
panion Cunningham,  D.  T.  Illustrious.  The  principal  topic 
of  j^ejioral  interest  is  that  of  merging  the  Royal  and  Select 
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Degress,  in  the  Chapel  Degrees,  which  subject  is  discussed  at 
considerable  length. 

Companion  W.  M.  Cunningham  of  Newark,  was  elected 
Puissant  G.  M.,  and  our  able  and  Illustrious  Companion  John 
D.  Caldwell,  Grand  Recoixier,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

RHODB  island. 

From  this  State  we  only  received  a  letter  sheet,  with  list  of 
officers  elected  for  ensuing  year,  of  which  Companion  James 
Salsbury,  of  Providence,  is  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  and  Henry 
M.  Rawson,  of  same  place.  Grand  Recorder.  Convention  held 
at  Providence,  March  21,  1864. 

VERMONT. 

The  convention  of  this  State  was  held  at  St.  Albans,  October 
5,  1864.  Ten  out  of  eleven  Councils  represented.  M.  P.  Grand 
Master  Edward  S.  Dana  delivered  an  exceedingly  appropri- 
ate and  fraternal  address.     We  make  room  for  one  extract : 

^'  I  deem  it  befitting  that  we  should  offer  here  our  thanks- 
giving and  praise  in  gratitude  to  our  kind  and  Heavenly  Father, 
that  He  has  thus  far  preserved  us,  and  that  while  the  Angel  of 
Death  has  strewn  thickly  in  oiir  midst  his  barbed  arrows,  but 
few  members  of  this  Grand  Body  have  been  stricken  down 
since  our  last  convocation.  Others,  valued  members  of  our 
subordinates,  have  been  taken  from  us,  have  given  up  every 
earthly  object  of  love,  or  pride,  or  joy,  and  have  gone  to  give 
an  account  of  their  workmanship,  and,  if  due,  to  claim  their 
just  reward  ;  while  we,  who  linger  yet  a  little,  are  pressing  on 

'  To  join 
The  innumerable  caravan  that  moves 
To  that  mysterious  realm,  where  each  shall  take 
His  chamber  in  the  silent  halls  of  death.' 

"  Let  us,  therefore,  gird  up  our  loins,  and  work  earnestly 
while  yet  the  day  lasteth,  while  our  prayer  may  be  that  of  the 
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inspired  Psalmist : 

*  Preserve  me,  O  God,  for  in  Thee  do  I  put  my  trust  !* " 

Companion  Edwabd  S.  Dana,  of  New  Haven,  was  re-elected 
T.  M.  Grand  Master;  and  Companion  J.  B.  Hollenbbck,  of 
Burlington,  Grand  Recorder  for  ensuing  year. 

WISCONSIN. 

We  received  in  neat  pamphlet  form,  the  proceedings  of  this 
State,  for  1861  to  1864,  inclusive.  In  the  last  named  year, 
convention  assembled  at  Milwaukee,  Feb.  2, 1864.  Four  Coun- 
cils represented  and  one  received  U.  D.  The  address  of  M.  P. 
Grand  Master  L.  Palmer  is  very  brief,  comprising  too  points 
of  purely  local  interest.  M.  P.  H.  L.  Palmer,  of  Milwaukee, 
was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  R.  M.  W.  T.  Palmer,  of  same 
place.  Grand  Recorder. 

Your  committee  with  this  bnef  compilation  from  other 
Grand  Coancils,  are  pleased  to  welcome  so  many  new  corres- 
pondents, and  congratulate  them,  one  and  all,  on  the  highly 
and  increasing  prosperity  of  their  several  jurisdictions.  We 
hope,  during  the  coming  year,  (with  the  return  of  peace),  to 
hial  many  others — temporarily  estranged  by  the  calamity  of 
war. 

While  all  other  social  ties  were  severed,  we  have  abundant 
evidence  that  Masonry  was  true  to  its  mission,  and  smoothed 
many  a  rnti*fh  road^  alleviated  sorrow  and  sickness,  fed  the 
hnngry,  clothed  the  naked,  and  visited  those  sick  in  prison. 
Many  a  valuable  life  has  been  spared  throughjthe instrumental- 
ity of  our  beloved  Order,  and  we  know  and  feel  that,  under 
Providence,  Masonry  will  do  more  to  bring  together  the  rela- 
tions between  the  two  sections  of  the  country,  than  all  other 
influences  combined.  Let  us  do  our  part  in  this  good  work  of 
reconstruction.  Masonry  is  univereal,  not  sectional.  Its  field 
is  the  world.  Its  sphere  is  limited  from  east  to  west,  between 
north  and  south — from  the  earth  to  the  heavens,  and  from  the 
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surface  to  the  centre.  To  our  Southern  Brethren  we  owe  manv, 
very  many  obligations,  which,  they  are  assured,  shall  be  held 
in  grateful  remembrance  and  duly  appreciated.  We  hold  out 
to  them  the  hand  of  fraternal  brotherly  love  and  friendship, 
and  shall  always  welcome  them  as  co-laborers  in  our  exalted 
and  sublime  mission  of  "Peace  on  earth, and  good  will  towards 
men."

The  T.  I.  G.  P.  then  read  his  annual  address,  as  follows: 
Companiont  of  the  Grand  Council  : 

The  labors  of  another  year  are  past ;  and  by  permission  of 
the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe — "  He  who  rules  the 
destinies  of  all  nations,  and  compassionately  folds  the  arms  of 
His  love  and  protection  around  His  select  and  chosen  ones  " — 
we  have  again  assembled  in  annual  convocation,  to  render  and 
to  receive  an  account  of  the  manner  in  which  we  have  dis- 
charged our  various  duties,  and  to  deliberate  and  devise  meas- 
ures for  the  future  advancement,  prosperity,  interest,  harmony 
of  Cryptic  Masonry  within  our  borders. 
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With  gratitude  may  we  render  devout  praise  and  thanksgiv- 
ing to  the  Grand  Paissant  above  for  all  the  blessings  and  com- 
forts we  continually  enjoy,  and  that  he  has  permitted  us  once 
more  to  congregate  in  this  hall. 

Let  us  unitedly,  earnestly  and  humbly  invoke  His  blessing 
on  the  deliberations  of  our  present  convocation,  and  on  our 
futare  career. 

Companions  !  it  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  be  able  to  con- 
gratulate yon  on  this  return  of  our  annual  meeting,  and  to 
recognize  so  many  familiar  friends  and  faces,  with  whom  I 
have  had  the  honor,  *^from  time  to  time,"  to  meet  in  this 
place. 

We  have  come  up  hither,  **  as  you  are  aware,"  to  transact 
business  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  Craft;  and  while  thus 
engaged  in  the  discharge  of  our  respective  duties,  let  us 
endeavor  to  maintain  that  same  spirit  of  union  and  harmony 
that  has  heretofore  characterized  our  annual  deliberations,  and 
which  is  so  essentially  necessary  for  the  prosperity  of  our 
noble  institution. 

During  the  past  year,  "  as  far  as  my  knowledge  extends," 
harmonious  intercourse  has  been  maintained  among  the  Com- 
panions of  the  Select ;  and  it  is  pleasing  to  say  that  peace  and 
harmony  evidently  prevail  throughout  our  Jurisdiction. 

I  regret  only  to  say  that  there  is  not  that  uniformity  in  our 
Ritual  that  is  to  be  desired,  or  which  should  exist  for  the  ad- 
vancement and  welfare  of  the  Royal  and  Select  fraternity. 

Therefore,  to  take  such  action  as  will  have  a  tendency  to 
remedy  this  evil  ought  to  be  our  first  object,  and  command  our 
andivided  attention. 

I  confidently  hope  and  trust  that  the  committee  to  whom 
this  matter  was  referred  will  be  able  to  present  a  correct  and 
uniform  work — one  that  will  be  approved  and  adopted  by  this 
Orand  Body  ere  the  close  of  its  present  session. 
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In  conformity  to  the  requirements  of  our  constitution,  I 
herewith  submit  "  for  your  consideration,''  the  report  of  my 
official  acts  since  our  last  annual  convocation.  On  the  30th 
day  of  June,  I  visited  the  village  of  Hudson,  and  constituted 
and  installed  the  officers  of  Hudson  Council,  No.  16.  On  the 
8th  day  of  July,  with  the  assistance  of  Illustrious  Deputy 
Grand  Puissant  S.  L.  Dabt,  I  constituted  Mt.  Ararat  Council, 
No.  15,  located  at  Hillsdale,  and  installed  its  officers. 

These  Councils  are  supported  by  true,  noble  and  intelligent 
Companions,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  work  which 
they  will  do,  and  have  already  done,  will  stand  the  teet  of  the 
overseer's  square,  and  that  caution  and  vigilance  will  ever  be 
their  motto. 

On  the  12th  day  of  December,  I  appointed  Past  Thrice  Illus- 
trious Grand  Puissant  G.  B.  Noble  as  my  proxy  to  constitute 
Genessee    Council,   No.  17,  and  install  its  officers. 

Companion  Noble  reported  to  me  that  on  the  18th  of  the 
safne    month,  he   perfomed  those   duties,   and   gave   a   good 
report  ©f  said  (/ouncil,  saying  that  it  was  supported  by  excel- 
lent Companions,  doing  good  work,  and  who  will  ever  be  an 
honor  to  our  institution. 

On  the  15th  day  of  August,  I  received  a  petition  from  Com- 
panion W.  F.  King  and  others,  praying  that  a  dispensation  be 
granted  them  to  form  and  open  a  Council  in  the  city  of  Adrian. 
Said  petitioners  having  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the 
constitution,  I  issued  a  dispensation  for  that  purpose,  granting 
their  prayer. 

On  the  24th  day  of  August,  I  visited  the  city  of  Adrian  and 
set  their  Council  at  work. 

On  the  10th  of  January,  I  received  a  petition  from  Companion 
Doughty  and  others,  to  form  and  open  a  Council  at  Niles. 
They  also  having  complied  with  the  constitution,  and  being 
properly  recommended,  I  issued  a  dispensation  granting  the 
prayer  of  said  Companions. 
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These  Coaucils  under  dispensation  will  probably  apply  for 
charters  at  this  session,  and  I  would  recommend  that  char- 
ters be  granted  them  on  application. 

On  the  4th  day  of  December,  in  compliance  with  a  resolu- 
tions adopted  at  our  last  Annual  Convocation,  I  called  a  special 
session  of  the  Grand  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
the  i-eport  of  the  committee  who  were  appointed  in  tho  year 
1803,  to  examine  and  compile  the  work. 

All  who  have  received  the  proceedings  of  our  last  Annual 
meeting,  have  undoubtedly  learned  the  result  of  our  delibera- 
tions, as  the  proceedings  of  the  special  was  published  with  the 
annual. 

And  now,  my  worthy  Companions,  let  us  dilligently  apply 
ourselves  to  our  l&bors.  Let  fervency  and  zeal  stimulate  us  in 
the  discharge  of  the  various  duties  incumbent  upon  us,  ever 
bearing  in  remembrance  that  to  preserve  the  reputation  of  our 
innitution,  and  to  transmit  unimpaired  the  principles  of  our 
Order  to  those  who  shall  succeed  us,  is  a  duty  we  owe  to  our- 
selves, as  well  as  Cryptic  Masonry. 

Finally,  Companions,  when  we  shall  have  finished  our  labors 
here,  may  we  return  to  our  respective  homes  with  the  proud  sat- 
isfaction of  having  faithfully  discharged  our  duties  to  the 
Craft,  and  at  last,  when  we  shall  have  finished  our  labors  on 
earth,  when  the  hour  of  low  twelve  shall  summon  us  from 
time  to  eternity,  may  the  iressel-board  of  our  whole  lives 
pass  such  inspection  as  will  enable  us  to  gain  a  ready 
admission  within  the  portals  of  the  Grand  Council  above,  and 
find  our  names  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Life  Eternal. 

Companions  !  you  will  please  to  accept  my  sincere  thanks  for 
the  honors  which  you  have  conferred  upon  me  by  electing  me 
to  this  honorable  yet  responsible  office. 

On  motion  of  Companion  Babdwrll,  the  address  was  re- 
ferred to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Companions 
BoGARDUS,  Dkajsjs  and  Bardwbll,  to  apportion.

The  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  proposed  by 
Companion  Edwards,  at  the  Convention  in  1866,  and  reported 
01^  page  9  in  the  Proceedings  of  that  year,  was  taken  up,  dis- 
cussed and  adopted,  and  Detroit  was  designated  as  the  place  of 
meeting  in  1868  : 
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Section  4.  Art.  1.  The  Annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council 
shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January  in  each  and  evei'y 
year,  at  12  o^clock  m.,  at  such  place  as  shall  he  designated  by  the  Grand 
CouDcil  ;  but  a  special  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council  may  be  called 
whenever  the  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Puissant,  Illustrious  Deputy 
Grand  Puissant,  Grand  Thrice  Illustrious  and  Grand  Principal  Con- 
ductor of  the  W^rk,  or  any  three  of  them,  shall  deem  it  necessary. 

The  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  Section  4, 
Ailifle  1,  was  proposed  and  laid  over  to  the  next  Convocation, 
under  the  rules  : 

'*  The  hour  of  meeting  for  the  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  shall  be  0  a.  h.,  instead  of  12 
M.,  tis  heretofore.*' 

The  Grand  Recorder  was  directed  to  examine  the  returns  of 
the  Subordinate  Councils  and  make  all  necessary  corrections,  if 
any  appear. 

The  Recorder  was  also  requested  to  notify  all  delinquent 
Councils,  that  it  will  be  his  duty  at  the  next  Annual  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Council,  to  make  a  return  of  such  delinquents, 
witli  the  view  of  forfeiting  the  Charters  of  those  who  do  not 
make  proper  and  satisfactory  excuses  or  pay  deficiencies  and 
make  due  returns. 

The  Grand  Council  of  the  State  of  Michisran  was  closed  in 
due  and  ample  form,  prayer  being  offered  by  the  Grand  Chap- 
lain to  the  Great  1  AM,  the  Supreme  Ruler  and  Governor  of 
the  UniverFc.

OP  THE 

COMMIHEEON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 


Your  Committee  have  very  great  pleasure  in  acknowledging 
the  proceedings  of  no  less  than  seventeen  corresponding  Grand 
Councils  during  the  current  year,  many  of  whom  have  been  to 
us  silent  for  several  yea)*s.  This  large  accession  to  our  stock 
of  Masonic  literature  places  before  us  ample  material  for  a 
much  more  elaborate  and  extensive  review  of  the  doings  of 
the  Royal  Craft  than  the  limits  of  our  necessarily  brief  com- 
pendium will  admit.  It  affords  great  satisfaction  to  your  Com- 
mittee to  notice  the  evident  healthy  increase  of  the  numbers 
who  are  unfurling  the  sacred  emblem  of  the  Order,  and  the 
enthusiasm  animating  their  ranks  ooints  to  victory  and  triumph 
in  the  name  of  the  Great  Ruler  of  the  Univerae.  The  several 
Grand  Councils  met  at  the  times  and  places  following  : 

Alabama,  at  Montgomery,  on  5th  December,  1866. 
Arkansas,  at  Little  Rock,  on  8d  November,  1866. 
Connecticut,  at  New  Haven,  on  8th  May,  1866.

Massachusetts,  at  Boston,  on  12th  December,  1866. 
Mississippi,  at  Jackson,  on  18th  January,  1867. 
Maine,  at  Portland,  on  2nd  May,  1866. 
Missouri,  at  St.  Louis,  on  24th  May,  1866. 
New  York,  at  Albany,  on  5th  February,  1867. 
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Xew  Jersey,  at  Trenton,  on  1 1th  September,  1866. 
Rhode  Island,  at  Providence,  on  12th  March,  1866.

We  shall  briefly  notice  all  the  above  mentioned  esteemed 
correspondents  in  order. 

ALABAMA. 

Held  its  twenty-sixth  annual  assembly,  as  before  mentioned.  Four- 
teen Ck>ancils  only,  out  of  a  list  of  forty -five,  represented.  The  ad- 
dress of  tbe  Grand  Puissant,  apart  from  matters  of  local  interest,  con- 
tains only  one  topic  of  general  interest,  viz.,  tbe  movement  to  incor- 
porate the  Council  with  the  Chapter  degrees.  This  proposition  the 
G.  P.  most  pointedly  calls  an  innovation,  and  rejects  tbe  assumption 
that  the  Crand  Council,  embodying  twenty-six  active  Councils  and  a 
membership  of  eight  hundred  and  eleven,  is  unfit  to  manage  its  own 
affairs,  and  truly  says  that,  being  one  of  a  fraternity  of  twenty -five 
Grand  Councils,  all  linked  together  as  one  community,  that  a  majority 
alone  should  determine  the  question.  The  sble  and  learned  Chairman 
on  Correspondence  adverts  to  the  same  subject,  and  intimates  the 
absurdity  of  incorporation  with  Royal  Arch  organizations. 

We  regret  the  proceedings  of  our  own  Council  did  not  reach  their 
destination.  We  have  endeavored,  even  through  the  bloody  time  of 
war,  to  get  them  to  every  Jurisdiction,  and  have  succeeded  in  reach- 
ing many  of  our  Southern  sisters,  even  during  those  eventful  timss. 
Rev.  £.  V.  LeVert  was  elected  Grand  Puissant,  and  Daniel  Sayre  Grand 
Hecorder. 

ARKANSAS. 

The  convention  of  this  Grand  Council  was  held  at  Little  Rock,  on 
3d  November.  186G.  Nine  Subordinates  were  represented.  Thsre 
being  no  address  from  the  Grand  Master,  or  report  on  correspondence, 
your  committee  has  no  material  to  extract  from.  The  Council  adopted 
a  Work  given  by  Companion  Mackey  to  Companion  Albert  Pike, 
which,  coming  from  such  high  Masonic  authority,  we  trust  possesses 
correct  exemplification  of  those  degrees.  Elbert  H.  English  was  re 
elected  Grand  Master,  and  W.  D.  Blocher  Grand  Recorder  for  the  ensu- 
ing year. 

CX)NNECTICUT. 

Assembled  in  New  Haven  on  8th  May,  1866.    Nineteen  subordinates 
represented.     The  address  of  the  M.  P.  G.  Master,  James  L.  Gould,  is 
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a  sound  pnictical  paper,  of  local  interest  principally.  He  finds  perfect 
harmony,  and  a  deeper  interest  felt  in  the  degrees  than  before  ex- 
hibited. Reference  is  made  to  an  illustrious  presiding  officer  of  Clinton 
Council  No.  15,  Companion  Joshua  R.  Jewett,  who  has  nearly  attained 
the  age  of  one  hundred  years,  and  yet  retains  his  faculties  healthy  and 
vigorous.  It  is  true  that  such  another  instance  of  longevity  and  activ- 
ity cannot  be  found,  probably  in  the  world.  We  send  our  congratula- 
tions to  this  aged  co-laborer  in  the  Lord's  vineyard.  May  the  remainder 
of  his  da3's  be  cloudless,  and  the  evening  of  his  life  pass  serenely  and 
calmly,  and,  after  this  fitful  dream  is  over,  may  he  wake  to  the  joys  of 
a  blessed  immortality. 

The  report  on  correspondence,  from  the  pen  of  Illustrious  Compan- 
ion William  Storer,  presents  a  well-selected  review  of  such  correspond- 
ents as  favored  him  with  proceedings,  our  own  included.  The  calen- 
dar, etc.,  embodied  therein  is  very  useful  and  interesting,  and  we 
return  thanks  for  so  useful  a  compilation.  T.  I.  Eltas  Quintard  w^as 
elected  M.  P.  G.  Master,  and  Illustrious  John  W.  Paull,  Grand  Re- 
corder, for  the  ensuing  year. 

ILLINOIS. 

Assembled  in  Chicwgo  on  the  4th  October,  1886.  Seventeen  Coun- 
cils represented.  The  T.  1.  G.  Puissant,  .Tames  H.  Miles,  reviews  at 
considerable  length  the  working  of  the  Order  in  his  Jurisdiction. 
Peace  and  harmony  prevail  all  over  the  Royal  Craft  in  Illinois.  The 
committee  on  correspondence  review  the  proceedings  of  sixteen  Grand 
Councils,  our  own  among  the  number.  We  congratulate  the  Com- 
panions in  Illinois  on  the  evident  prosperity  and  large  increase  in  the 
Craft,  and  hope  they  may  proceed  rapidly,  prospering,  and  difiusing 
light  throughout  their  widely-extended  field.  James  A.  Hawley  was 
elected  Grand  Puissant,  and  Uarman  G.  Reynolds  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

INDIANA, 

This  Grand  Body  convened  at  Indianapolis  on  the  22d  May,  1866. 
Sixteen  Councils  were  represented.  M.  P.  Grand  Master  Eden  H. 
Davis,  in  his  address,  intimates  that  "  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
peace,  prosperity  and  victory  to  us  Masonically.  Universal  peace  has 
prevailed  within  our  Jurisdiction.  No  feelings  of  hatred,  envy  or 
malice  have  been  permitted  to  find  a  resting  place  among  our  Select 
number.  We  have  been  prosperous  beyond  our  most  sanguine  expec- 
tations. Our  numbers  have  been  gradually  increased.  We  have 
adhered  strictly  to  the  landmarks  established  by  our  fathers.  We  have 
been  more  thau  victorious  in  keeping  innovations  and  innovators  from 
destroying  the  harmony  of  the  sounds  of  our  working  tools."     A  nov- 
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elty  in  the  appointment  of  committees  "was  tbat  of  the  Qrnnd  Muster 
appointing  himself  a  Committee  on  Correspondence.  His  labors,  how- 
CTer,  in  that  capacity  were  exceedingly  light,  mereh'  acknowledging 
having  received  the  proceedings  of  ten  States,  including  our  own.  and 
that  they  are  all  in  a  healthy  condition.  The  remainder  of  his  address 
abounds  in  many  beautiful  pitssages,  and  fully  comfiensates  for  the 
cursory  touch  to  correspondents.  M.  P.  Thomas  Newby  was  elected 
Grand  Ma-oter,  and  Illustrious  William  Hacker  Grand  Recorder  for  the 
next  Masonic  year. 

IOWA 

Pre«ent?  us  with  a  neiit  and  well- arranged  pamphlet,  embodying  pro- 
ceedings for  1865  and  1866,  the  former  held  at  Marshalltown,  on  2d 
June,  1865,  and  the  latter  at  Davenport,  on  Ist  June,  1866.  The  Grand 
Master  presents  a  lucid  exposition  of  the  affairs  of  his  Jurisdiction.  He 
reiterate.^  the  pleasing  words  of  every  State  Grand  Council,  that  the 
Royal  Craft  are  rapidlv  building  the  secret  vault,  and  workmen  numer' 
ously  apply  for  the  privilege  of  aiding  in  the  work. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  acknowledge  ten  proceedings 
rereived,  ours  included,  and  present  an  elaborate  discussion  on  the 
uitiquity  and  usefulness  of  the  Super-excellent  degree,  and  an  essay  on 
the  different  nomenclatures  assumed  for  the  officers  in  the  different 
States.  We  confess  that  uniformity  would  be  preferable,  and  should 
be  pleased  to  extend  this  principle  to  the  Work  of  the  Royal  and  Select 
Masters' degrees,  which  is  at  present  sadly  out  of  uniformity.  A  con- 
vention for  the  purpose  above  mentioned  would  tend  to  strengthen  and 
utilize  the  beautiful  degrees  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  and  probably  aid  in 
preventing  its  absorption  by  the  Royal  Arch  Order,  which  process  ap- 
pears consummated  in  some  States,  in  others  far  advanced  toward 
^hatend.  and  in  only  a  very  few  is  the  "'  faith  held  steadfast."  M.  P.

^-  B  L-mgridgf  Grand  Recorder,  at  the  co vocation  in  1866.

™ake  copious  and    well  selected   extracts  from  their  correspondents. 
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We  feel  highly  coraplimeuted  for  the  notice  taken  of  our  humble  selves. 
We  earnestly  hope  this  once  pre-eminently  flourishing  Council  may  ex- 
hibit soon  full  ranks  in  its  several  Subordinates.  Companion  Philip 
Swygert  was  reelected  G.  P.,  and  N.  G.  Hodges  Grand  Recorder. 

LOUISIANA. 

Held  its  eleventh  Annual  Assembly  at  New  Orleans,  on  the  15th  Feb- 
ruary, 1800,  three  Councils  only  having  delegates  present.  M.  P. 
Grand  Master  Samuel  M.  Todd  delivered  a  brief  address,  opening  with 
a  fervent  prayer  that  harmony  and  cone&rd  may  prevail  throughout 
the  length  and  breadth  of  the  land,  and  that  our  whole  people  will  be 
hereafter  content  to  dwell  together  in  unity.  He  exhorts  his  compan- 
ions, Select  Masters  in  Masonry,  to  labor  to  accomplish  this  great  end, 
and  prove  to  the  world  by  example  that  Brother. y  Love  is  indeed  the 
principle,  as  it  is  the  most  iiupcu'taut  tenet,  of  Freemasonry. 

Companion  Swasey,  for  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspoudeuce, 
reports  receipt  of  only  six  exchanges,  Michigan  not  included,  which 
we  regret,  because  copies  have  been  regularly  mailed  every  year  to  the 
last  Recorder  and  Grand  Master  on  record.  With  rciard  to  the  work 
of  the  R.  and  S.  degrees,  the  Committee  say  "  there  is  no  denying 
there  is  a  very  great  diversity,  and  so  it  will  always  be  until  those  who 
are  the  custodians  thereof  will  come  together  and  agree  among  them- 
selves to  put  aside  all  new  and  unsuitable  matter,  and  do  the  work  as 
it  was  done  fifty  years  ago.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  the  original 
work  was  ever  departed  frouK"  He  concludes  by  saying,  in  a  fit  Ian- 
gunge  :  *'  The  bright  wings  of  Peace  are  flutteiing  over  us.  Cryp- 
tic Masonry,  in  all  our  jurisdictions,  is  exceedingly  prosperous.  Thus 
it  is  placed  in  our  charge  ;  let  us  cherish  this  treasure  as  the  apple  of 
our  eye,  and  let  us  so  perform  our  labor  that  we  can  pass  the  trust  to 
our  successors  pure  and  unsullied,  as  we  have  received  it." 

Companion  Samuel  M  Todd  was  reelected  M.  P.  Grand  Master, 
and  Gustavus  Sontag  Grand  Recorder  for  the  ensuing  year. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Boston,  12th  December,  1800  ;  three 
Councils  represented.  We  are  much  pleased  to  receive  the  proceedings 
of  this  State  (so  long  absent  from  eur  intellectual  feast),  in  a  very  neat, 
well  compiled  pamphlet.  Companion  E.  B.  Moon  presented  his  sixth 
Annual  Report  on  correspondence,  remarking  that  forty -one  years  have 
now  elapsed  since  the  organization  of  the  Grand  Council.  Looking 
over  the  roll  of  its  founders,  he  finds  but  a  few  left  to  participate  in 
the  duties  of  the  S.  V.  The  great  majority  have  been  "  gathered  to 
their   fathers,"  and   now   "rest  from   their  labors"  in   the   Celestial 
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Ar^h  **  where  tbe  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe  presides."  Soon  we 
too  shall  have  passed  away  to  join  the  innumerable  train  of  worthies  who 
have  gone  before  us.  Let  us  see  to  it  that  our  record  is  untarnished,  our 
work  well  done,  and  our  secrets  safely  depo«*jted  in  "the  repository  of 
faithful  breasts,"  that  we  may  receive  the  welcome  plaudit,  '*  enter  ye 
into  the  joys  of  our  Lord." 

William  P.  Anderson  was  re- elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  and  Solon 
Thornton  Grand  Recorder. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Ninth  Annual  Grand  Convocation  was  held  at  Jackson,  the  18th 
•Uuuury  1867;  twenty  one  Subordinates  represented,  M.  P.  Grand 
Master  J.  M.  Howry  congratulates  the  Grand  Council  on  the  harmony 
which  prevadcs  the  jurisdiction.  The  Committee  on  Correspondence 
do  not  enlighten  outside  barbarians,  having  made  no  report.  M.  P.  1. 
0.  Luslrer  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  Oscar  T.  Keeler  Grand 
Recorder  for  the  next  year. 

MAINE. 

Met  in  Annual  Convocation  at  Portland,  on  the  2Dd  of  May,  1866  ;  sev- 
en Councils  represented.  Grand  Master  John  H.  Fillerbrown  presented 
a  lucid  address,  couched  in  beatiful  passages,  of  which  we  give  one 
quotation:  "May  the  Jsublime  teachings  of  Symbolic  Masonry, 
illu.slratiDg  Labor,  Knowledge  and  Fidelity  —the  august  principles  of 
Capitular,  enforcing  honor,  reverenc«5  and  industry — blend  with  the 
bright  and  glorious  truths  of  the  Cryptic,  in  showing  that  Mercy, 
Affection  and  Integrity  combine  to  make  us  what  the  principles  of  our 
beloved  institutions  demand  of  its  votaries." 

The  Committee  on  Fereign  Correspondence  have  received  proceed- 
ings from  eleven  Grand  Councils,  our  own  amongst  them.  Campan- 
ion  Druramond,  or  the  sadly  abused  printer,  murders  the  uame  of  the 
writer,  giving  him  down  the  '*  banks."  He,  however,  having  pleasing 
reminiscences  of  his  old  Norman  ancestors,  prefers  to  be  "  Bourked' 
in  future.  Our  very  worthy  and  undoubtedly  Super-excellent  Compan- 
ion exhorts  the  Craft :  '*  Let  not  our  Trowel  grow  dim  for  want  of  use  ; 
let  not  the  rubbish  fill  our  uuvisited  Arches;  let  not  our  Sentinels  sleep 
opon  their  posts,  but  let  us  all,  each  in  his  own  sphere,  bring  forth 
specimens  of  our  handiwork,  to  strengthen  and  adorn  our  noble  insti- 
tution." Companion  Oliver  Gerrish  was  elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master, 
and  Ira  Berry  Grand  Recorder. 

MISSOURI. 

The  Annual  Convention  was  held  at  St.  Louis,  on  24th  May,   1866  ; 
four  Councils  represented.    Grand  Puissant  A.  O.  Sullivan  delivered  an 
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able  address  oq  the  origin  aad  working  uf  the  R.  and  S.  degrees.  lie 
regrets  his  feeble  health  prevented  him  visiting  the  Companions 
throughout  the  State.  He  hopes,  if  his  health  continues  to  improve, 
he  may  yet  be  able  to  visit  his  Companions.  Alas  !  the  ruthless  de- 
stayer  intervened,  and  this  intelligent  and  zealous  Mason,  having  ceased 
from  his  labors  on  earth,  has,  we  confidently  trust,  received  his  wages 
and  sublime  greetings,  ''  Well  done  good  and  faithful  servant,  enter 
thou  into  the  joys  of  thy  Lord."  There  is  no  report  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence. The  omission  was,  of  course,  necessary,  or,  perhaps, 
unintentional,  for  we  assure  our  worthy  co-laborer  that  such  docu- 
ments are  very  acceptable  and,  indeed,  should  not  (however  brief)  be 
dispensed  with.  Companion  O'SuUivan  was  re-elected  Grand  Puissant, 
and  George  F.  Gonlcy  Grand  Recorder. 

NEW  YORK. 

Convened  in  Annual  Assembly  at  Albany,  on  5th  February,  1867  ;  nine- 
teen Subordinates  in  Council.  M.  P.  Charles  H.  Piatt,  Grand  Master, 
read  a  very  lucid  address.  He  congratulates  his  Companions  that 
genuine  prosperity  has  attended  their  efforts;  tranquility  and  harmony 
have  been  signally  allotted  to  the  select  few.  We  pursue  our  work  in 
the  methods  of  unobtrusive  quietude,  and  at  the  seasons  of  unobserved 
dilligence,  which  are  so  impressively  symbolized  by  the  ceremonies  of 
our  Royal  and  Select  Art.  The  Committee  on  Correspondence  review 
the  proceedings  of  eleven  States,  including  Michigan,  and  make  copious 
extracts  from  some  of  the  number,  touching  all,  however  lightly.  M. 
P.  C.  H.  Piatt  WHS  reelected  Grand  Master,  and  Josiah  Shove  Grand 
Recorder. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

The  Eighth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  at  Trenton,  on  11th  Sep- 
tember, 1866;  five  Councils  represented.  M.  P.  Grand  Master  John  R. 
Terry  is  evidently  a  hard-working  craftsman,  and  like  all  genuine  ones 
personally  averse  to  sounding  his  own  praises  or  having  public  proc- 
lamations thereof  made  by  others.  His  address  contains  many  beau- 
tiful symbolic  passages.  We  make  room  for  one.  After  giving  a 
clear  and  concise  statement  of  the  amount  of  labor  performed  by  him, 
having  visited  aU  the  Councils  in  the  State ,  a  practice  which  should 
be  followed  by  all  supervising  officers,  closes  by  saying  :  ''  And  this, 
my  Companions,  I  conceive  to  be  fulfilling  the  great  mission  we  have 
in  view — dispensing  light  and  knowledge,  opening  up  new  avenues  of 
usefulness,  and  adding  strength,  beauty  and  perpetuity  to  the  great  Pil- 
lars of  our  Mystic  Temple.  It  is  but  fulfilling  the  great  end  of  our 
being,  and  obeying  the  injunction  of  Him  who  has  placed  us  in  a 
world  of  beuuly,  carpeted  with  green,  and  quilted  with  silvery  streams 
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and  running  rills,  Hnd  scattered  ten  million  flowers  on  the^  verdftnt 
banks,  to  shed  their  fragrance  along  the  path  of  life,  o'er  which  we 
travel    home." 

Illoscrious  Companion  T.  I.  Corson,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  reviews  the  proceedings  of  fourteen 
Grand  Coancils,  Michigan  included,  and  culls  many  gems  of  thought 
from  tbe  able  luldresses  presented.  The  writer  feels  highly  compli- 
mented at  the  favorable  mention  made  of  his  remarks,  not  only  by 
this  committee  but  many  others.  Our  worthy  Companion,  Recorder 
Corson,  claims  to  be  thirty- first  eovMn  to  his  namesake.  Grand  Chap- 
lain Corson  of  our  Council.  Now,  although  our  Jersey  Corson  is  evi- 
dently very  modest,  but  asserting  no  especial  sanctity  of  character,  he 
need  not  be  ashamed  of  his  Companion  of  Michigan,  who  is  not  only 
a  *"  just  and  upright  Mason,"  but  a  sincere,  honest,  Christian  gentle- 
man, of  whom  his  Companions  in  Michigan  are  justly  proud,  and 
delight  to  honor  him,  but  a  man  whose  acquaintance  even  our  esteemed 
new  Jersey  frater  might  cultivate  with  pleasure  and  much  profit.  The 
hint  ipven  ourselves  about  compiling  lists  may  be  followed.  This 
year  "we  publish  fifuU  list  of  the  officers  and  members  of  all  Councils 
which  have  reported.  M.  P.  Charles  Bichtell  was  elected  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  the  aforesaid  Illustrious  Companion,  Thomas  I.  Corson,  Grand 
Recorder,  whose  happy,  smiling  pen  we  shall  with  pleasure  greet  (we 
hope)  for  many  successive  cycles, 

RHODB  ISLAND. 

We  acknowledge  receipt  of  a  pamphlet  containing  organization  and 
proceed! ngs  of  the  Grand  Council  of  that  State  from  1860  to  1866, 
inclusive.  The  progress  of  our  little  sister  has  been  very  slow  indeed. 
Only  three  Councils  in  1860,  and  only  three  in  1866.  Not  a  word  of 
address  from  the  presiding  officer;  and  similar  taciturnity  overshad' 
ows  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  (if  one  exists.)  They  are  indeed 
excellent  secret-keepers,  we  trust  not  slumbering  at  their  posts.  Wake 
up.  Companions,  a  noble  work  lies  before  you.  Occupy  so  inviting  a 
field.  Work  diligently,  and  your  reward  is  certain.  Companion  James 
H.  Armington  was  elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  on  12th  March,  1866, 
and  Henry  M.  Rawson,  Grand  Recorder. 

TENNESSBB. 

The  stated  annual  meeting  of  this  Grand  Council  was  held  at  Nash- 
ville, on  7th  December,  1866.  Twenty  subordinates  were  represented. 
The  address  of  M.  P.  Grand  Master  William  Maxwell  is  a  brief,  prac 
tical  paper,  exhibiting  his  work  during  his  incumbency.  He  writes: 
**  3Iaaonry,  that  institution  we  love,  has  from  its  teachings  enkindled 
and  sofitained  in  us  that  laudable  ambition  to  do  right  and  to  prosecute 
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the  work  so  happily  begun,  of  erecting  a  moral  temple  ihat  will  shine 
throughout  the  limits  of  the  Masonic  circle — by  this  means  encourHg- 
ing  those  who  may  came  after  us  to  build  a  moral  edifice  for  them- 
selves which  may  outstrip  the  model  we  leave,  and  from  the  topmost 
pinnacle  of  which  they  may  be  enabled  to  view  us  in  that  temple  not 
made  with  hands." 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  notice  the  proceedings  of  sixteen 
Grand  Councils,  our  own  included.  Companion  Grand  Recorder  Ful- 
ler presents  a  very  comprehensive  and  well  selected  compendium  of 
the  proceedings  in  other  States.  Companiop  John  McClelland  was 
elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  and  Charles  A.  Fuller  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

VERMONT, 

The  last  in  alphabetical  order,  but  not  by  any  means  the  least,  held  its 
annual  convocation  in  Burlington,  on  3d  October  1866.  Grand  Master 
Dana,  an  experienced  and  skillful  overseer,  rings  in  clarion  tones  the 
glad  tidings  that  his  '*  tried  and  trusty  craftsmen  have  come  up  with 
their  implements  bright  from  constant  and  uninterrupted  labor,  and 
have  preserved  from  curiosity  or  unwarranted  invasion  those  treasures 
which  they  have  ever  cherished  like  household  idols."  Companion 
Grand  Master  Dana  discusses  the  origin  of  the  Cryptic  degrees  at  con- 
siderable length  and  much  able  research.  He  closes  an  exceedingly 
interesting  and  able  address  as  follows  :  "As  we  cluster  again  about 
our  familiar  altar,  let  the  remembrance  of  our  common  vows  linger 
like  the  sweet  incense  of  oriental  gardens  perpetually  with  us.  Let 
their  memory  banish  from  us  every  beguiling  passion,  and  disarm  us 
of  the  malarious  influence  of  every  petty  feud,  religious,  political  or 
social.  Let  nothing  but  unfailing  brotherly  love  and  tenderness  enter 
the  calm  hush  of  this  sacred  retreat,  while  with  true  nobility  of  soul 
and  purpose  we  shall  toil  only  for  the  subllmest  object  of  dignifying 
and  ameliorating  our  own  condition,  that  of  our  brethren  and  of  man- 
kind." 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  review  the  proceedings  of  six- 
teen Grand  Councils,  Michigan  among  the  number,  giving  brief  extracts 
and  notices  of  each.  The  committee,  in  conclusion,  congratulate  the 
Grand  Council  of  Vermont  on  the  apparent  prosperity  of  its  sister 
Grand  Councils.  The  Great  Author  of  Peace  has  vouchsafed  unto  us 
this  inestimable  blessing,  during  the  year,  in  all  our  borders.  It  there- 
fore becomes  our  duty,  in  humility,  to  render  thanks  and  praise  and 
blessing  to  Him  who  liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  and  who,  from  the  glo- 
ries of  the  perfect  arch,  is  ever  ready  to  accept  a  tribute  of  praise  from 
the  grateful,  loving  heart. 
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This  Slate  had  a  roll  of  eleven  Subordinates  duly  represented,  and 
elected  CompaDion  Squire  Marcey  Grand  Master,  and  John  B.  Hollen- 
beck  Grand  Recorder. 

Having  thus  called  our  Roll  of  Honor,  and  found  our  select 
uambei*s  nearly  all  present,  we  congratulate  them  most  sincerely 
and  affectionately  on  their  dilligence  and  perseverance  in  the 
good  work.  Masonry  brings  North  and  South  under  one  fold. 
The  true,  fraternal  hand  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love  is  cordi- 
ally extended.  Heart  meets  heait,  pulsating  with  one  universal 
throb.  "Peace  on  earth  good  will  toward  men."  Here 
we  can  "  meet  upon  the  level  and  part  upon  the  square."  Let 
us  then  press  forward  to  gain  the  prize.  Our  mission  is  divine; 
aplield  by  His  right  hand  we  cannot  fail.  What  care  we  for 
the  sneers  and  scoffs  of  the  ignorant,  vicious  and  profane. 
The  Great  Searcher  of  the  hearts  of  men  w^ll  always  approve 
good,  and  time  and  centuries  of  experience  have  irresistibly 
proved  the    stability  of  oar  foundation  on  the  Hock  of  Ages. 

My  beloved  Companions,  accept  now  our  parting  farewell. 
May  the  All  Merciful  Supreme  Ruler  direct  all  your  doings  for 
the  next  year,  and  during  all  time,  and  when  again  (if  again) 
we  have  the  happiness  to  welcome  you,  may  it  be  bearing  evi- 
dence  of  increased  diligence,  having  full  numbers,  and  all 
rejoicing  in  the  kind  Providence  which  we  pray  may  direct 
oar  steps  in  the  way  of  holiness — the  performance  of  our  duty 
toward  God  and  toward  our  neighbor.  "Be  thou  faithful  unto 
death  and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of  life."

The  Thrice  Illustrious  Grand  Puissant  then  read  his  Annual 
Address,  as  follows,  which  on  motion  was  referred  to  Compan- 
ions Tracy,  Beaver  and  Sawyer,  for  apportionment : 

Companions  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Michigan: 

By  permission  of  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe, 
we  are  again  permitted  to  assemble  at  the  Eleventh  Convocar 
tion  of  this  Grand  Body,  to  review  the  past  and  consult  to- 
gether in  regard  to  the  future  interests  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
within  our  Jurisdiction.  It  is  truly  becoming  that  we  should 
express  our  acknowledgments  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  for  His 
kind  and  tender  mercy  in  permitting  us  again  to  assemble 
around  our  sacred  Altar;  and  let  us  invoke  his  blessing  to  rest 
apon  and  guide  us  in  our  deliberations  to-day. 

Since  our  last  annual  convocation,  so  far  as  I  have  been 
enabled  to  learn,  the  greatest  harmony  has  prevailed  throughout 
this  Jurisdiction. 

At  our  annual  convocation  in  June  last,  an  important  amend- 
ment to  our  Constitution  was  adopted,  providing  for  the  an- 
Doal  meeting  of  this  Grand  Body  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  January  in  each  year,  instead  of  June,  as  heretofore.  Some 
of  our  Companions  have  supposed  that  this  movement  would 
oei'essitate  a  change  in  our  Constitution,  in  regard  to  the  time 
of  election  of  officers.  No  change  can  be  made,  as  the 
ancient  Constitutional  Rules  of  the  Order  require  the  election 
to  transpire  at  the  stated  Convocation  next  preceding  the  Fes- 
tival of  St.  John  the  Evangelist.  This  amendment  has  met 
with  general  approval,  in  consequence  of  the  intimate  associa- 
tions of  Cryptic  Masonry  with  the  Capitular  Degrees.  The 
Grand  Chapter  holds  its  Annual  Convocation  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  at  6  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  our  meeting   should 
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immediately  succeed  the  institution  to  which  it  is  so  closely 
allied. 

As  my  term  of  office  has  been  somewhat  brief,  it  can 
scarcely  be  expected  that  I  shall  submit  for  your  consideration 
an  extensive  report  of  official  acts.  As  an  evidence  of  our 
prosperity,  I  will  simply  ask  a  comparison  of  our  present  rep- 
resentation of  subordinate  Councils,  in  point  of  numbers  as 
well  as  intelligence,  with  those  of  preceding  years.  Can  we 
not  safely  congratulate  ourselves  with  having  a  larger  number 
of  the  Select  present  than  has  ever  before  assembled  in  this 
hall  ?  During  the  last  year,  many  Councils  have  been  inspired 
with  new  zeal;  and  much  credit  is  due  to  some  of  our  Com- 
panions for  the  interest  manifested  in  response  to  the  requests 
of  our  Grand  Recorder.  For  the  first  time  in  several  year** 
every  Council  in  the  State  is  represented,  and  has  properly 
made  returns.  I  am  happy  to  notice  that  River  Raisin  Coun- 
cil of  Monroe  has  been  re-instated.  For  this  we  are  indebted 
to  the  industry  and  perseverance  of  one  of  our  brightest  Com- 
panions, Dr.  A.  J.  Sawyer.      % 

In  accordance  with  the  usual  requirement,  I  shall  now  pro- 
ceed to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  report  of  my  official 
acts  : 

In  July  last,  I  received  a  petition  from  Companion  D.  B. 
Tracy  and  the  requisite  number  of  Companions,  for  a  Dispen- 
sation to  constitute  a  Council  at  Petersburg,  to  be  c^ed 
Mosaic  Council,  U.  D.  A  Dispensation  was  duly  forwarded 
to  them  as  desired,  accompanied  with  my  proxy  to  Past  T.  I. 
G.  P.  D.  B.  Tracy  to  duly  constitute  and  install  its  officers. 
Companion  Tracy  reported  to  me  that  on  the  12th  of  the  same 
month  he  performed  those  duties,  and  I  have  received  satis- 
factory information  to  warrant  me  in  recommending  the  Coun- 
cil to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition;  and  should  you  deem  it 
expedient  to  grant  them  a  charter,  I  have  every  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  their  work  to  be  presented  for  inspection  will  bring 
credit  to  our  Institution. 
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A  charter  was  granted,  at  the  last  annual  session  of  this 
body,  to  St.  Johns  Council,  No.  21;  and  on  the  17th  day  of 
September  it  was  duly  constituted  by  Dep.  T.  I.  G.  P.  Wm. 
Walker,  assisted  by  Companions  Ebenezer  Sprague,  of  St. 
Johns,  and  P.  H.  Taylor  of  Ionia.  The  Companions  of  this 
Council  have  shown  that  their  implements  have  not  corroded 
through  want  of  use,  and  their  work  will  stand  the  closest 
scrutiny. 

An  application  for  a  charter  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
Grand  Recorder,  and  will  be  presented  at  this  session,  to 
establish  a  Council  at  Portland,  Ionia  county.  Judging  from 
the  recommendations  these  Companions  have  furnished  from 
our  worthy  Companions  who  reside  near  that  place,  there  can 
be  no  doubt  of  the  expediency  of  establishing  a  Council  in 
accordance  with  the  request  of  the  petitioners. 

Since  our  last  convocation,  no  question  of  Masonic  jurispru- 
dence, deemed  worthy  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  embraced 
Iq  a  report,  has  been  submitted  to  me  for  consideration.  Upon 
examination  of  proceedings  of  Grand  Councils  held  in 
other  States,  I  find  that  there  is  not  that  unifoi*mity  existing 
that  we  could  desire,  in  regard  to  what  constitutes  Cryptic 
Masonry.  The  States  of  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  Maine, 
New  Hampshire,  Rhode  Island,  and  Pennsylvania,  recognize 
the  Saperexcellent  Mastcr^s  Degree,  as  legitimately  belonging 
to  and  explanatory  of  those  of  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters, 
lam  not  prepared  to  recommend  to  your  consideration  any 
changes  from  our  view  of  the  ancient  and  established  evi- 
dences of  Cryptic  Masonry,  as  it  now  exists  in  this  Jurisdic- 
tion. The  Degree  has  been  rejected  in  Ohio  and  Vermont, 
and,  as  far  as  I  am  informed,  has  been  treated  with  indiffer- 
ence in  a  majority  of  States.  No  case  has  arisen  within  our 
knowledge  where  a  Companion  of  this  Jurisdiction  has  been 
excluded  from  Councils  in  the  foi-mer  States,  in  consequence 
of  not  having  acquired  that  Degree.  We  cannot  be  too  forci- 
bly impressed  with  the  importance  of  clinging  to  the  ancient 
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and  established  landmarks  of  our  Institution.  Whatever  is 
n^w  or  modern  in  Masonry  is  dangerous.  It  is  to  be  regretted 
that  many  intelligent  members  of  our  Order  frequently  ignore 
the  ancient  tenets  so  sacredly  transmitted  to  us,  and  allow 
their  brilliant  faculties  to  pursue  a.  course  tending  strongly 
towards  innovations.  Such  proceedings  have  a  pernicious 
tendency,  and  if  sanctioned  would  soon  undermine  the  foun- 
dations of  the  most  permanent  institution.  Our  Companions 
of  other  States  may  be  correct  in  their  views  ;  but  from  an 
examination  of  Masonic  history  I  cannot  find  that  the  Super- 
excellent  Degree  was  established  in  Pennsylvania  and  other 
States  at  the  time  of  instituting  those  of  the  Royal  and  Select 
Master.  If  that  Degree  is  an  essential  requirement,  from 
whence  does  this  requirement  emanate  ? 

I  have  found  upon  examination  of  the  proceedings  of  Grand 
Councils  a  great  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  arrangement  of 
names  and  titles  of  different  officers.  This  subject  has  attracted 
the  attention  of  many  Grand  Councils,  and  should  at  no  dis- 
tant period  be  considered  by  us.  In  order  that  the  Grand 
Council  may  perfectly  know  the  numerous  titles  now  in  gen- 
eral use,  I  will  herewith  produce  a  tabular  statement  from 
Companion  J.  H.  Drummond,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Correspondence  in  the  Grand  Council  of  Maine  : 
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In  this  statement  oar  worthy  ConipanioD  has  erroneously 
substituted  Master  instead  of  Puissant  as  the  title  of  our  prin- 
cipal Grand  Officer. 

We  have  long  felt  the  need  in  this  jurisdiction,  of  a  suitable 
Manual  for  general  use  in  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Bodies. 
Such  a  work  has  recently  been  prepared  and  published  by  that 
indefatigable  Masonic  student  and  profound  scholar,  Dr.  Ai.- 
BKBT  G.  Mackey,  and  from  his  known  ability  to  prepare  such  a 
work,  and  a  general  examination  of  its  contents,  have  no  hesi- 
tation in  cheerfully  recommending  it  to  your  favorable  consid- 
eration. It  not  only  contains  all  the  essential  monitorial  work 
of  the  Council,  but  such  other  information  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
as  should  be  studied  by  every  Council  member. 

Companions  :  In  closing  my  official  acts,  permit  me  to 
tender  my  sincere  acknowledgments  for  the  honor  you  have 
conferred  upon  me  in  elevating  me  to  the  position  of  your  pre- 
siding officer.  Unexpected  as  it  was  to  me  to  assume  charge 
of  the  honorable  and  responsible  duties  of  the  office  to  which 
by  your  kind  partiality  I  was  called,  the  kindness  will  ever  be 
held  in  grateful  remembrance.  In  retiring  from  the  station,  I 
regret  to  stale  that  circumstances  have  not  enabled  me  to  do 
more  for  the  good  of  the  fraternity  and  the  advancement  of 
Cryptic  Masonry  within  our  borders.  With  the  hope  that  a 
true  fraternal  spirit  may  ever  prevail  in  your  deliberations,  and 
the  Supreme  and  Grand  Puissant  bless  your  efforts  in  diffusing 
that  light  which  is  so  essential  to  the  interests  of  Masonry,  I 
will  return  to  the  ranks,  and  I  assure  you  that  I  shall  ever  be 
ready  and  willing  to  exert  myself  for  the  interests  of  our  noble 
Order.

The  amend inent  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Council, 
adopted  at  the  last  Annual  Convocation,  changini^  the  time  of 
meetiug  from  June  to  January  of  each  year,  will  necessarily 
derange  our  usual  number  of  proceedings  from  corresponding 
Grand  Councils  ;  and  this  year  especially,  we  can  only  expect  a 
very  limited  supply  of  material  whereon  to  found  a  report. 
We  shall,  however,  glean  iteihs  of  general  interest  from  such 
proceedings  as  may  reach  us  before  going  to  press.  Others 
will  receive  due  acknowledgment  in  the  Rej)ort  for  1869. 

CONNECTICUT. 

The  Annual  Assembly  of  iLis  Grantl  Council  was  held  at  Majioiiic 
Hall.  Hartford,  on  the  7ili  of  May,  18G7.  Ii^eventccn  Sulordiuatea 
represented,  showint?  a  full  list  of  members.  M,  P.  Grand  Master  E. 
S.  Quiutard,  in  a  brief  practical  address,  reviewed  the  condition  of  his 
jurisdiction,  lie  with  pleasure  announces  the  continued  prosperity  of 
the  Craft,  and  the  interest  taken  by  the  Subordinate  Councils  for  the 
success  of  Crxptic  Masonry  among  them. 

Companion  Wm.  Storer  reviews  the  proceedings  of  six  corresi»on- 
dents  only.  He  remarks  that  he  would,  if  he  ihought  it  would  do  any 
good,  indulge  in  a  little  jrrumblinsr  on  account  of  receiving  returns 
from  so  few  sisier  (Jrand  Councils.  The  Grand  Recorders  of  most  of 
ihe  Cryptic  jurisdiciions,  or  Uie  mail  carriers,  or  the  postmasters,  or 
homebody  eNt*.  seem  to  be  beyond  the  hope  of  reformation,  etc.  Com- 
panion Storer,  we  think  that  your  correspondents  arc  not  generally  to 
blame.  For  ourselves,  we  can  coufidenily  «SJ^ert  that  every  year  we  have 
mailed  to  the  last  Recorder  on  record  copie^of  '.;ur  proceedings,  and  are 
equally  confident  Uncle  Sam  bus  performed  his  duly.  But  even  in 
Subordinate  jurisdictions,  Past  Recorders  have  frequently  thrown  aside 
hot  only  ijre)ceediugs  but  blank  returna,  careless  of  the  effect  of  their 
culpaWle  negligence,  and  subversive  of  the  best  interests  of  Masonry, 
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Just  see  if  we  are  not  right,  and  you  may  uu^rth  many  hidden  treas- 
ures. 

INDIANA. 

T.  111.  Companion  W.  W.  Lee,  of  Meriden,  was  elected  M.  P.  Grand 
Master,  and  111.  Companion,  J.  K.  Wheeler,  of  Hartford,  Grand  Re- 
corder, for  the  ensuing  year. 

This  Grand  Council  assembled  in  Annual  Communication  at  Indian- 
apolis, on  21st  May,  1867.  Seventeen  Councils  under  Charter  and 
four  Councils  U.  D.,  were  duly  represented.  M.  P.  Grand  Master 
Thomas  Newby  granted  dispensations  for  seven  new  Councils,  which 
fact  demonstrates  the  great  increase  and  interest  felt  for  the  advance- 
ment of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  State.  He  notices  that  '*  Pennsylva- 
nia recognizes  the  Super-Excellent  Master's  Degree*  as  legitimately 
belonging  to  and  explanatory  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  and  requires  all 
their  Subordinates  to  incorporate  it  as  the  Second  Degree  conferred 
therein.  The  States  of  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  Maine,  N«w  Hamp- 
shire, and  Rhode  Island,  huVe  adopted  that  Degree,  and  work  it  under 
the  jurisdiclion  of  their  Grand  Council.  In  Vermont  and  Ohio  it  has 
been  rejected."  From  the  disposition  manifested  by  so  many  GrandCoun- 
cils  to  incorporate  it  in  their  work,  he  recommends  that  a  Committee 
be  appointed  to  exemplify  the  same  at  the  next  communication.  He 
congratulates  his  Companions  on  the  peaceful  prosperity  that  reigns 
througout  his  Jurisdiction,  the  encouraging  pro:>pects  of  the  healthy 
continuance  of  the  Subordinates,  and  the  assurance  that  their  zeal 
is  unabated  in  the  work  on  hand. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  review  the  proceedings  of  thir- 
teen Grand  Councils,  including  our  own,  being  about  one-half  of  all 
the  Grand  Councils,  and  lament  not  having  received  more.  We  reit- 
erate that  Grand  Recorders  are  not  to  blame.  Your  own  officials  and 
past  officials  are  more  likely  derelict  in  their  duty.

M.  P.  Grand  Master  Thomas  Pattisou  was  elected  for  the  next  year, 
and  our  Worthy  Companion  William  Hacker  re-elected  Grand  Recor- 
der. 

LOUISIANA. 

Assembled  at  New  Orleans,  on  I4th  February,  1867.  Opened  in 
ample  form  by  M.  P.  Grand  Master  Samuel  Manning  Todd.  Four 
Chartered  Councils  and  two  U.  D.,  were  represented.  The  Grand  Mas- 
ter considers  it  a  plain  matter  of  duty  to  refuse  to  acknowledge  any 
Royal  and  Select  Masters,  who  may  have  taken  these  Degrees  in  a  Chap- 
ter of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  or  who  give  their  adherence  to  such  irreg- 
ular and  illegal  work.     Duriag  the  current  year  he  granted  three  new 
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DispensiitiouB,  and  speaks  well  of  their  prosperity.  Tlie  Gotiiinittee 
acknowledge  Dine  Correspondents,  Mictiigan  absent.  No  fault  of  ours. 
The  Recorder  has  mailed  every  year's  proceedings  regularly,  and 
regrets  their  non  receipt.  Should  Companion  Sontag  advise  us  what 
years  lie  wants,  we  will  endeavor  to  supply  them. 

M.  P.  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Recorder  Sontag  were  re-elected  for 
the  next  year.  We  wish  them  abundant  increase,  and  every  pos^sible 
prosperity  in  the  work. 

OHIO. 

Thirty-eighth  Grand  Communication,  held  at  Cincinnati,  10th  Octo- 
ber, 1867.  Forty-one  Chartered  Councils  and  ten  U.  D.,  represented* 
Cryptic  Masonry  is  in  a  flourishing  condition  in  this  State.  Indeed,  no 
other  jurisdiction  presents  such  a  record  of  prosperity  and  steady  ad- 
vancement. Grand  Master  Companion  W.  L.  Cunningham  very  fully 
and  clearly  recapitulates  the  operations  of  the  Grand  Councils.  Issued 
nine  new  Di8|)en8ation8,  and  rejected  two  applications.  A  copy  of  an 
uucieot  Charter  granted  to  Adoniram  Council  at  Granville,  Ohio,  in  the 
year  1828,  by  John  Barker,  K.  II.  S.  P.  R.  S.,  Sov.  Grand  Inspector- 
General  38d.  aqid  Agent  for  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  possesses  some  interest  from  its  antiquity  and 'authority. 
He  calls  the  attention  of  his  Companions  to  the  necessity  of  a  more 
perfect  Ritual .  The  so-called  revised  work  used  within  the  jurisdiction , 
aside  from  the  uphiasonic  manner  in  which-  it  has  in  most  instances 
been  disseminated,  is  in  many  particulars  erroneous.  Mongrel  Latin 
derivatives  have  been  substituted  to  such  an  extent  fof  pui'e  Anglo- 
Saxon  words  and  phrases,  as  in  some  cases  to  destroy  the  sense  and  mar 
the  beauty  of  the  work. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  review  the  proceedings  of  four- 
teen Grand  Councils,  including  ours.  Many  gems  culled  therefrom 
presented  a  rare  intellectual  feast  to  the  reader. 

T.  III.  Companion  Charles  Brown  was  elected  P.  G.  Master,  and 
Jobu  r>.  Caldwell  Grand  Recorder. 

MAINE. 

Assembled  at  Portland,  8th  May,  1867.  Nine  Subordinates  represented 
The  address  of  M.  P.  Grand  Master  Oliver  Gerrish  is  very  brief,  and 
is  of  no  interest  to  the  Craft  in  general.  The  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence present  an  array  of  twenty-three  jurisdictions  heard  from, 
Michigan  included.  The  calendar  and  other  Masonic  rules  for  ascer- 
taining dates,  etc.,  published  by  the  Grand  Recorder,  are  very  useful 
and  interesting.  We  heartily  indorse  the  resolutions  adopted  with  the 
view  of  assembling  representatives  to  agree  on  a  Ritual  and  other  mat- 
ters of  vital  interest.     We  know  that  at  present  a  wide  disagreement 
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exists,  and  if  persisted  in,  soon  a  member  of  one  jurisdiction  will  find 

it  almost  impossible  to  visit  beyond  his  own  jurisdiction.     Uniformity 

in  w^ork  is  essential  to  the  perpetuity  of  Masonry  under  any  name. 

M.  P.  Edward  D.  Burnham  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  Ira  Berry 
re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 
We  have  a  pamphlet  conttiinini:  a  compilation,  by  M.  P.  Grand  Mas- 
ter Alfred  Crcigh,  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Council  of  this 
State,  since  its  organization  in  1847.  aUo  proceedings  of  June  15th, 
1867,  in  Pittsburg. .  Eighteen  Councils  represented.  The  address  of 
•this  hard-working  and  zealous  man  notices  the  want  of  uniformity  not 
only  in  the  number  of  the  Degrees  conferred,  but  in  their  arrange- 
ment as  well  as  in  the  names  and  titles  of  their  principal  officers,  and 
suggests  a  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  a  remedy. 

He  announces  that  during  the  year,  besides  a  large  amount  of  busi- 
ness incident  to  his  olHce,  he  has  visited  all  the  Subordinate  Councils 
of  the  State,  and  found  them  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 
In  his  official  visits  he  conferred  theR.  M.  <ni  125  candidates,  the  S.  E. 
M.  on  180,  and  the  S.  M.  on  123  candidates.  This  Illustrious  Mason, 
now^  Presiding  O^cer  fourteen  years,  is  a  host  in  himself,  and  with  the 
Committee  on  the  Address  we  say,  "  May  Heaven's  choicest  blessings 
rest  upon  him." 

Thc^same  Eminent  Grand  Master  Alfred  Creigh  was  re-elected,,  and 
Charles  Stolz  was  elected  Recorder  for  the  ensuing  year.  No  repori 
on  Correspondence,  though  the  proceedings  of  Michigan  are  acknowl- 
edged, amongst  others. 

VERMONT. 

The  Annual  meeting  of  this  Grand  Council  was  held  at  Vergennes, 
2nd  October,  1867.  Thirteen  Councils  represented,  with  a  member- 
ship of  nearly  seven  hundred.  We  congratulate  the  brethren  on  the 
high  prosperity  attained.  Grand  Master  Squire  Marcy  read  an  exceed- 
ingly interesting  address.  He  says:  *'  No  discordant  note  has  come  to 
my  ear  from  any  of  our  Councils.  Ali  are  working  with  a  will,  and 
their  implements  are  bright,  indicating  constant  u>e."  He  refers  to  the 
introduction  of  the  S.  E.  Degree  in  several  States,  and  sugsrcsl>  some 
action   should   be   taken    concerning   it,    as   in    several    juri»?dicti(»ns 

"Companions  cannot  be  admitted  into  their  Councils,  if  found  defi- 
cient in  this  degree,  without  violating  their  rules  and  reguiation>.*' 
While  we  know  nothing  of  the  merits  or  demerits  of  this  S.  VI.  De- 
gree, and  consequently  cannoi  either  praise  or  condemn  it,  we  regret 
very  much  that  our  jurisdiction  would,  under  such  a  rule,  be  excludetl 
from  the  association  of  so  many  sister  Councils.  "  Harmony  "  imper- 
atively demands  a  settlement  of  this  vexed  question,  and  nothing  short 
of  a  general  Conference  can  produce  so  desiraf)le  result. 
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The  Committee  on  Correspondence  review  the  proceedings  of  four- 
teen States,  our  Michigan  included,  and  administer  a  castigation  to  your 
Committee  for  too  brief  a  review  in  1866.  Probably  they  will  find 
fault  for  too  lengthy  remarks  in  1867.  In  each  cj\se  we  tried  to  keep 
the  Grand  Council  out  of  debt,  and  measured  our  means  before  print- 
ing. We  assure  our  Vermont  friends  that  we  derive  great  pleasure 
and  .profit  from  the  perusal  of  so  many  able  addresses  and  reports,  and 
shall  try  to  contribute  our  mite  to  so  rich  a  fund,  provided  the  Grand 
Couucil  sanction  such  a  course,  and  no  other  impediment  prevents. 

-This  Grand  Council  re-elected  M.  P.  Squire  Marcy,  of  Hartland, 
Gr«&nd  Mattel,  and  Illustrious  Companion  John  B.  Llollenbeck,  of  Bur- 
liDgton,  Grand  Recorder  for  the  ensuing  year. 

TENNESSEE. 

The  proceedings  of  the  annual  convocation  of  this  State,  held  in 
Xaithville,  on  the  14th  of  October  1867,  have  just  been  received.  Only 
iweoty  out  of  a  list  of  thirty-nine  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 
The  T.  I  G.  >I.  John  McCiclhind  finds  no  cause  for  special  legislation 
in  this  department  of  Masonry,  lie  iippears,  in  his  address,  to  favor 
the  idea  of  havitig  the  several  Chapters  confer  the  Council  Degrees  af- 
ter the  Ro3'al  Arch,  and  abolish  the  Councils  as  separate  organizations. 
Yijur  Committee  do  not  think  that  this  Grand  Couucil  will  coincide  in 

his  opinion,  either  on  the  score  of  economy  or  utility,  and  are  pleased 
to  see  the  Grand  Council  took  no  action  on  the  suggestion.  Here  in 
Michigan,  the  steady  iucrease  of  the  Cryptic  Order  is  very  flattering, 
nnd  its  condition  highly  prosperous  and  flourishing. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  review  proceedings  of  fifteen 
Gmnd  Councils,  ours  included.  The  report  presents  extracts  and  opin- 
ions ua  many  subjects  of  much  interest  to  the  Royal  Craft. 

Companion  William  H.  McLesky,  of  Newbern,  was  elected  Grand 
Master,  and  Companion  Charles  A.  Fuller,  of  Nashville,  was  re-elected 
Grand  Recorder  for  the  ensuing  year. 

NEW  BRUNSWICK. 

We  sincerely  and  cordially  welcome  the  proceedings  of  this  new  or- 
gaoizatiun.  It  starts  into  life  under  excellent  discipline  and  well-di- 
gested regulations.  The  first  meeting  was  held  at  St.  Johns,  for  "  the 
purpo««j  of  forming  a  Grand  Council  of  Rayal  and  Select  Masters,"  on 
the  15th  August  1867.     The  charters  are  derived  from  the  State  of 

Maine,  and  three  Councils  so  chartered  from  the  nucleus  for  this  new 
liodj'.  We  have  reciprocated  their  courtesy  in  sending  us  proceedings, 
and  entered  their  name  among  our  list  of  correspondents,  wishing  them 
rDHoy  years  of  uninterrupted  prosperitj'.  Several  tables  and  other 
data,  compiled  in  the  appendix  to  their  pamphlet,  are  very  useful  for 
reference  and  exhibit  much  research.

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Puissant  Grand  Muster,  and  R.  111.  Companion  D.  R.   Munrc),  Grand 
Recorder.

By  permission  of  our  Supreme  Grand  Master,  we  are  again 
permitted  to  meet  in  the  S.  V.,  to  offer  up  to  Him  our  thanks- 
gi^ngs  for  the  blessings  we  enjoy,  and  to  draw  designs  upon 
the  Trestle  Board  for  the  government  of  the  Craft. 

AH  is  in  security.  Let  us  therefore  enter  upon  our  work  with 
the  determination  to  discharge  our  duty  to  the  Craft,  leaving  the 
'^wlts  with  Him  who  doeth  all  things  well. 

I  have  been  unable  to  visit  all  the  Councils  in  this  Jurisdic- 
wn  dnrin^  the  year.    It  has  been  my  privilege  to  visit  some 
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of  them,  and  from  what  I  have  seen,  and  from  the  reports  of 
Illustrious  Companions  in  various  parts  of  the  State,  I  am 
happy  to  report  that  Cryptic  Masonry  is  in  a  healthy  and  pros- 
perous condition.  Not  a  discordant  note  has  reached  me. 
AH  are  at  peace  and  practicing  cliarity.  From  all  parts  of  the 
quarries  can  be  heard  the  stroke  of  the  hammer  and  the  sound 
of  the  chisel.     All  are  working  with  a  will. 

In  March  last  I  received  a  i)etition  from  Companions  J.  1). 
VanDuyn,  J.  W.  Scott,  Petkr  F.  Blossek,  H.  C.  Calhoun, 
L.  IIolating,  Autuur  Case,  M.  C.  Dawes,  Ira  C.  Haight 
and  E.  R.  Crafts,  accompanied  by  a  recommendation  from 
Adrian  Council,  No.  18,  for  a  Council  to  be  located  at  Man- 
chester, Washtenaw  county,  to  be  called  Adoniram  Council, 
No.  24.  I  granted  a  Dispensation,  and  issued  my  proxy  to" 
Illustrious  Companion  W.  F.  King  to  constitute  them  in  due 
form,  its  officers  to  consist  of  Illustrious  Comj)anions  J.  D. 
YanDuyn  as  T.  I.  G.  xM.;  J.  W.  Scott,  D.  I.  G.  M.;  and  P.  F. 
Blosser,  p.  C.  of  W. 

In  June  last  I  received  a  petition  from  Companions  C.  C 
Fuller,  C.  Gay,  W.  J.  Lattimer,  F.  E.  Nelson,  J.  F.  Gan- 
WEiLEN,  G.  F.  Sterns,  J.  15igelo\v,  B.  K.  Hutchison,  and  E. 
O.  Rose,  accompanied  by  recommendation  from  Tyre  Council, 
No.  10,  for  a  Council  to  be  located  at  Big  Ra|)ids,  MecosUi 
county,  to  be  called  King  Solomon  Council,  No.  25.  I  granted 
a  Dispensation,  and  issued  my  proxy  to  G.  T.  I.  J.  W.  Ciiamp- 
LIN,  who  constitued  them  in  due  form.  ^ 

On  the  1 4th  of  July,  1808,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
Adrian  Council,  No.  18,1  issued  a  Dis[)ensation  to  VV.  G.  Tut- 
tle,  T.  I.  G.  M.;  Andrew  Robinson,  D.  I.  G.  M.,  and  John 
Tyrell,  p.  C.  of  \V.,  and  a  requisite  number  of  Companions, 
to  form  and  open  a  Council  of  R.  and  S.  Maslers  at  Clinton, 
Lenawee  county,  to  be  called  Clinton  Council,  No.  26.  Illus- 
trious Companion  King  constituted  this  Council  in  due  form. 

From  reports  received,  all    these   Councils    are  doing  good 
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work,  and  I  have  no  doubt  they  will  give  a  good  account  of 
their  stewardship. 

At  the  last  Annual  session   of  this  Body  a  Charter  was 
granted  to  Portland  Council,  No.  23,  and  on  the  day  of 

it  was  duly  constituted,  and  its  officers  installed, 
by  Dep.  T.  I.  G.  P.  O.  L.  Spaulding. 

A  Charter  was  also  granted  to  Mosaic  Council,  No.  22,  and 
on  the        day  of  its  officers  were  duly  installed  by 

Illastrious  Companion 

In  many  of  our  sister  Grand  Councils  the  subject  of  the 

degree  of  Super-Excellent  Master  has  been  taken  up  and  thor- 

oaghly  discussed.     Thirteen  of  our  sister  Grand  Councils  have 

adopted  it,  viz:  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut,  Rhode 

Island,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  Kansas,  Tennessee, 

New  York,  Massachusetts,  Iowa  and  Louisiana.     It  has  made 

rapid  progress  the  last  year,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  day 

is  not  far  distant  when  this  degree  will  be  conferred  in  every 

Grand  Council  Jurisdiction   in   the  United  States.     I  would 

therefore  earnestly  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed, 

whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  obtain  the  Degree  and  Ritual,  and 

that  they  be  requested  to  exemplify  the  work  on  this  Degree 

before  the  Grand  Council  at  our  next  Annual  session. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  after  this  session  of  this  Grand 
Body,  no  Charter  for  a  Council  be  granted  for  a  less  sum  than 
twenty-five  dollars,  fifteen  dollars  of  this  to  be  paid  when  a 
Dispensation  is  granted. 

At  the  Annual  Grand  Council  of  Maine,  held  in  May,  1867, 
a  resolation  was  adopted  calling  for  a  convention  of  R.  and  S. 
Masters,  to  be  held  at  St.  Louis  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  Sep- 
tember, 1868,  to  devise  measures  to  effect  a  uniformity  of 
Work,  Ritual,  etc.  Tliis  Grand  Council,  at  its  last  Annual 
aeMioD,  having  unintentionally  omittdd  to  appoint  a  represent- 
sttve,  and  having  a  desire  to  promote  the  interest  of  the  Craft, 
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I  appointed  Illustrious  Companion  T.  A.  Flo  web  as  the  repre- 
sentative from  this  Grand  Council;  but,  for  reasons  unknown 
to  him,  there  was  no  session  of  this  convention. 

And  now,  Companions,  allow* me  to  express  the  hope  that  we 
may  all  be  enabled  to  perform  our  whole  duty  to  the  Craft  and 
the  Brotherhood  of  Man.  May  we  be  always  vigilant;  never 
sleeping  at  our  post;  guarding  every  thought,  word  and  action; 
deaf  to  every  insin nation  that  tends  to  lessen  our  respect  for  a 
Companion;  dumb  to  the  world  without  of  his  faults  and  foibles, 
yet  never  forgetting  to  give  them  good  council  and  aid  them 
in  reformation.  Then,  when  we  have  wrought  our  regular 
hours  here  below,  and  the  grim  intruder,  Death,  shall  invade 
our  most  retired  apartments,  with  joy  shall  we  obey  the  sum- 
mons of  the  Grand  Warden  of  Heaven,  and  go  from  our  labors 
on  earth  to  everlasting  rest  in  the  Paradise  of  God.

KEPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 


Your  Committee  on  Correspondence  would  respectfully 
report : 

Since  last  addressing  your  Grand  Body,  we  have  with  pleas- 
ure perused  the  proceedings  of  fourteen  other  State  Grand 
Councils,  affording  ample  resources  from  which  to  elaborate  a 
report;  but  a  work  of  this  kind  must  necessarily  be  circ-um- 
scribed,  and  although  as  a  choice  we  should  cull  liberally  from 
the  labors  of  our  fi-aters,  we  do  not  think  such  a  course  would 
liC  either  useful  or  acceptable.  Therefore,  we  touch  on  points 
of  prominent  interest  only,  endeavoring  to  make  our  extracts 
readable,  and  suited  to  the  object  of  such  a  report.  We  pur- 
sue our  accustomed  order  of  alphabetical  arrangement  regard- 
ing priority.     First  is 

ALABAMA. 

Annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Montgomery  on  4th 
December,  1867.  Nineteen  Councils  represented.  We  find 
on  the  roll  of  Subordinates  fifty-two  numbers.  Many  doubtless 
have  long  since  passed  away,  nnd  sad*  havoc  must  have  swept 
the  n&nks  of  an  army  onco  so  numerous.  Grand  Puissant 
EuGKNK  V.  LeVert  issues  a  very  brief  address.  He  reports 
but  little  of  an  official  character  or  duties  performed  by  him. 
The  following  allusions  to  a  very  afflictive  accurrence,  and  his 
christian  resignation  admonitions  to  his  Companions,  are 
worthy  of  reproduction  and  imitation  : 
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'*  During  the  year  which  has  elapsed  since  our  last  assembly,  we 
have  witnessed  many  scenes  calculated  to  depress  and  afflict  us ;  the  un- 
settled political  state  of  the  country,  the  blighted  harvest,  the  great 
scarcity  of  provisions,  the  depreciated  currency  of  the  country,  and 
impoverished  condition  of  our  citizens,  together  with  the  ravages  of 
death-7-alI,  all  conspire  to  fill  us  with  gloom.  Among  the  victims  of 
death  we  have  to  lament  the  untimely  loss  of  our  respected  and  vener- 
ated P.  G.  P.  James  B.  Harrison,  who  was  murdered  on  the  highway 
while  returning  home  from  his  place  of  business  to  his  residence. 
T^iis  mysterious  dispensation  of  a  wise  Providence  we  shall  not  attempt 
to  scrutinize;  but,  assured  that  the  Judge  of  the  earth  will  do  right, 
while  we  feel  most  keenly  this  sad  bereavement,  we  bow  without  a  mur- 
mur to  the  stroke.  Our  hearts  should  glow  with  gratitude,  that  through 
all  the  scenes  of  afflictions  and  privations  which  have  fallen  to  our  lot, 
and  in  the  midst  of  danger,  disease  and  death,  we  have  been  preserved, 
and  are  premitted  to  assemble  again  in  this  sacred  retreat,  consecrated  • 
to  Freedom,  Harmony  and  Love.  Here,  withdrawn  from  the  scrutiny 
of  vulgar  curiosity,  we  may  throw  off  all  unnecessary  restraint,  and 
indulge  that  free  interchange  of  thought  and  cordial  kindness,  to  which 
the  outer  world  is  a  strarger,  and  which,  indeed,  is  to  be  found  no- 
where but  in  this  sacred  retirement." 

The  report  on  correspondence,  froiu  the  pen  of  the  Grand 
Recorder  Daniel  Saybe,  reviews  the  proceedings  of  twelve 
Grand  Councils,  ours  included.  We  hardly  can  spare  the  time 
to  translate  terms  or  names  for  the  edification  of  our  quizzical 
companion.  Companion  Drummoxd,  of  Maine,  can  probably 
furnish  a  key,  having  passed  the  probationary  stages  of  the 
same  disease,  but  in  worse  form.  We  really  -do  not  attach 
great  consequence  as  to  whether  a  congregation  of  persons 
shall  be  called  a  meeting,  an  assembly,  or  a  convocation. 
Grand  Puissant  Eugene  LeVert  and  Grand  Recorder  Dan- 
iel Sayre  were  severally  re-elected. 

ARKANSAS. 

The  ninth  annual  assembly  was  held  at  Little  Rock  on  the 
14th  of  November,  1868.  Sixteen  Subordinates  represented. 
The  proceedings  are  exceedingly  brief,  and  possess  scarcely 
an  item  of  general  interest.  No  address  from  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  no  report  on  correspondence.  We  don't  know  but  it 
is  just  as  well.  M.  P.  H.  Flanagan  was  re-elected  Grand  Mas- 
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ter,  and  W.  D.  Blociier  Grand  Recorder.  Here  is  a  flagi-ant 
violation  against  the  sensitiveness  of  Alabama  on  nomencla- 
tures. We  follow  the  names  they  choose,  acceding  their  right 
to  select. 

NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  annual  meeting  waa  held  at  Wilmington,  5th  June,  1868. 
Five  Councils,  including  one  under  Dispensation,  were  repre- 
sented. The  Order  in  this  State  appears  rather  weak,  and  the 
work  done  very  limited.  No  address  from  the  presiding  offi- 
cer, nor  report  by  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 
We  trust  next  year  to  have  a  much  enlarged  field  to  select 
from. 

Companion  Thos.  B.  Carr  was  elected  M.  P.  G.  M.,  and 
Companion  H.  H.  Munson  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

ILLINOIS. 

Grand  annual  assembly  at  Springfield  on  the  8th  of  October 
1868.  The  address  of  T.  I.  G.  P.  Danjel  G.  Burr,  is  almost 
entirely  of  local  interest,  referring  to  operations  witliin  their 
own  jurisdiction.  Reference  is  made  to  the  proposed  Conven- 
tion at  St.  Louis  to  revise  the  work,  which,  however,  never 
was  held,  and  that  much  discussed  and  vexed  question  is  still 
nndipposed  of,  and  jirobably  will  remain  so  till  future  genera- 
tions shall  find  out  the  right.  We  think  that  in  Michigan  our 
work  is  pretfy  pei-fect,  and  are  opposed  to  innovations  or  so- 
called  improvements  in  this  as  in  all  otherbranchcs  of  Masonry. 
Thev  engender  confusion,  and  rob  the  institution  of  one  of  its 
principal  attr:ioti()ns — antinnifjj.  Masonry  cannot  be  improved 
W  outside  tinsel  or  gilded  ornament;  the  internals,  not  the  ex- 
ternals*, are  its  vital  principles.  Only  twenty-three  out  of  a 
list  of  thirty-five  Councils  are  reported  represented,  with  a  toUil 
membership  of  1,319.  The  report  on  correspondence,  from  the 
very  able  pen  of  Illustrious  Companion  J.  C.  Reynolds,  re- 
views tlie  proceedings  of  sixteen  States,  Michigan  included. 
Onr  worthy  Companion  ])roposes  a  new  tabular  nomenclature 
for  officers  of  Grand  and  Subordinate  bodies.      Perhaps   thoy 
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will  be  adopted.  They  certainly  possess  the  merit  of  simplicity. 
Thrice  Illustrious  Companion  John  M.  Pikrson  was  elected 
Grand  Puissant,  and  Illusti'ious  Companion  John  C.  Reynolds 
re-elected  Grand  Recorder  for  the  ensuing  year. 

\  INDIANA. 

Thirteenth  annual  comnidnication  was  held  at  Fort  Wayne, 
20th  October,  1868.  We  can  find  no  report  from  the  Commit- 
tee on  Credentials,  therefore  are  unable  to  say  how  many  Sub- 
ordinates were  represented.  We  fine  a  tabular  statement  of 
the  work  of  the  several  Councils,  from  which  the  total  number 
of  active  Subordinates  is  27,  with  a  membership  of  1,003,  and 
showing  an  increase  since  last  report  of  286. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  contains  a  very  brief  reference, 
in  lieu  of  a  Report  on  Correspondence,  to  the  proceedings  of 
eighteen  Grand  Councils,  including  our  own.  He  finds  Cryp- 
tic Masonry  eveiy where  harmonious  and  prosperous.  In  some 
quarters  the  Super-excel lents  are  agitating  and  creating  some 
discord.  He  does  not  recommend  its  adoption,  leaving  the 
question  to  the  Grand  Council.  This  excellent  officer  repub- 
lishes Companion  Drummond's  titular  list,  which  ceitainly 
looks  more  curious  the  oftener  we  see  it,  and  while  the  use  of 
those  zodaical  synonysms  may  be  perfectly  innocuous,  they 
are  positively  too  cabalistic  for  the  advanced  civilization  of 
our  republican  institutions,  and  may  by  jaundiced  eyes  be  con- 
strued to  belong  to  the  Ku  Klux,  woman's  rights,  or  some  other 
dark  lantern  organization.  We  most  sincerely  hope  the  sensi- 
tiveness of  our  valued  correspondents  will  soon  be  spared  the 
infliction  of  translating  those  discordant  affixes,  which  should 
be  abolished  at  one  fell  swoop. 

Companion  Thomas  Paiwison  was  re-elected  Grand  Master, 
and  Comp.  John  M.  Bramwobth  Grand  Recorder  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

IOWA. 

Our  "Western"  (?)  neighbor  and  much  esteemed  corres- 
pondent is  welcome  to  our  mental  board.      We  can    clasp  the 
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fraternal  hand  of  a  kindred  spint  with  charity  and  benevolence 
as  MTide  as  his  extensive  and  fertile  prairies.     In  such  company 
it  is  glorious  and  pleasant  to  dwell  in  unity.       But  pardon  our 
ferveDt  digression  from  dry  statistics  and  foimal  courtesies. 
To  resume  the  stcrotyped  form,  we  announce  to  all  inquiring 
minds   that  the  '^  Most  Puissant  Grand  Council  of  the  State  of 
Iowa"  convened   in  Des  Moines  on   the   19th  October,   1868. 
Eight  subordinates,  including  one  IT.  D.,  were  represented.  We 
find,  by  adding  up  the  number  of  members  of  the  Order,  270. 
Grand  Master  Woodward  presents  an  epitome  of  his  doings 
within  the  past  year,  and  makes  some  happy  and  appropriate 
remarks  suited  to  the  occasion.       We  make  an  extract,  which 
well  expresses  a  thought  frequently  presented  in  experience  to 
the  eye  of  the  writer.     The  subject  deserves  careful  reflection. 
The  result  anticipated  is  undoubted,  and  whoever  desires  to  per- 
petuate Cryptic  Masonry  as  a  distinct  and  component  part  of 
oar  Masonic  fabric,  must  take  heed  to  preserve  its  place  in  the 
regular  order  of  degrees,  and  not  use  it  as  an  appendix,  which 
may  or  may  not  be  received,  at  the  whim  of  each  person  pro- 
gressing : 

The  history  of  Cryptic  Masonry  In  our  Jurisdiction  for  the  past 
year  is  aneventfnl  and  of  little  importance,  save   as  it  suggests  the 
necessity  of  prompt  and  radical  legislation,  in  order  to  infuse  new  life 
into  our  Councils.     The  retired  situation  in  which  they  grow   hides 
them  from  the  eye  of  the  Masonic  traveler,  whose  aim,  in  these  days, 
appears  to  be  to  pass  as  rapidly  as  possible  through  the  avenues  of  our 
Mystic  Temple,  rather  than  to  explore  its  hidden  recesses  and  searc^i 
out  its  beauties.     As  long  as  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master 
are  conferred  in  independent  Councils,  and  are  not  made  a  requisite 
cualification  for  the  reception  of  either  the  Royal  Arch  or  the  Red 
CnM9.  there  will  be  sleeping  guards  among  the  arches,  and  labor  in  the 
secret  rault  can  not  progress.     That  this  is  not  the  fault  of  our  Juris- 
dictioD  is  shown  by  the  position  they  hold  in  other  Btates,  in  many  of 
which  they  are  under  the  protection  of  the  Chapters,  or  made  an  item 
of  suitable  proficiency  in  the  Commanderies.     The  hot  haste  of  our 
neophytes  of  the  present  day  to  climb  the  Masonic  ladder  will  invari- 
ably lead  them  to  neglect  such  degrees  as  are  considered  of  secondary 
InportaDce,  or  placed  In  secondary  positions.    It  is  beyond  doubt  that 
^  Cryptic  degrees  must  be  placed  in  the  regular  line  of  Masonic  pro- 
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motion,  or  sooner  or  later  expire.  Their  present  status  is  anomalous, 
and  is  not  sustained  by  their  history  or  their  symbolism  and  the  Grand 
Councils,  in  ^'hich  their  organization  is  preserved,  are  little  more  than 
nurseries  of  empty  honors. 

**  In  this  view  of  their  condition,  and  with  an  earnest  desire  to 
achieve  the  greatest  possible  good  from  the  Cryptic  degrees,  by  secur- 
ing for  them  the  largest  possible  prosperity,  I  recommend  that,  if  they 
cannot  be  placed  in  the  regular  line  of  Masonic  promotion,  |.hnt  we 
take  the  necessary  steps  to  surrender  our  State  organizations,  and  re- 
store the  degrees  to  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Chapters,  or  the  A. 
and  A.  rite,  to  which  they  originally  belonged,  and  which  still  has 
jurisdiction  over  them." 

The  report  on  correspondence,  from  the  accomplished  and 
facile  pen  of  our  esteemed  fratcr,  VV.  B.  Langridge,  is  a  doc- 
ument of  more  than  ordinary  merit.  He  warns  Masons  to 
prepare  for  a  second  Morgan  raid,  ai>d  forsees  evil  brooding 
among  the  "  aggressive  religionists,"  who  are  nevier  satisfied 
unless  others  look  through  their  jaundiced  eyes.  Companion 
Recorder,  we  owe  you  one  for  the  handsome  and  undeserved 
compliment  paid  our  hurried  and  feeble  efforts.  We  are  not 
egotistic,  but  always  speak  candidly  as  we  feel,  and  respon- 
sive breast«  beating  in  unison  with  ours  will  inspire  new  ener- 
gy into  our  Masonic  labors  of  love,  and  incite  perseverence 
in  the  beautiful  motto,  "  Peace  on  earth,  and  good  will 
towards  men." 

Illustrious  Companion  Joseph  A.  Heorsch  w^as  elected  Most 
Puissant  Grand  Master,  and,  of  couree.  Illustrious  Companion 
W.  B.  Langbidgb  was  re-elected  Grand  Recorder  for  the  ensu- 
ing year.     Until  our  next  meeting,  vale! 

KANSAS. 

We  sincerely  greet  this  acquisition  to  our  band  of  brother- 
hood. A  convention  of  delegates  from  the  several  Councils 
of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  met  in  the  City  of  Leavenworth 
on  the  11th  December,  1867,  for  the  purpose  of  organiziug- 
Thrice  Illustrious  Richard  K.  Kebs  was  chosen  chairman,  and 
Thrice  Illustrious  Owen  A.  Bassbtt  secretary. 
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On  the  12th,  three  Councils  being  represented,  a  Grand 
Coancil  was  opened  in  ample  form.  A  constitution  and  code 
of  bylaws  were  adopted,  and  the  following  elected:  As  M.  P. 
Grand  Master,  Companion  Richard  K.  Kees,  and  for  Recor- 
der, Companion  Otto  C.  Bkeler. 

We  have  cursorily  looked  over  the  foundation  of  this  new 
Coancil,  and  have  much  pleasure  in  noticing  a  close  adher- 
ence to  the  ancient  landmarks.  We  .wish  them  every  possible 
prosperity,  and  every  successive  cycle  shall  watch  with  gratifi- 
cation a  healthy,  rapid  and  piosi)erous  growth,  but  admonish 
care  in  selecting  good  materials.  Employ  none  but  good  work- 
men— well-tried,  true  and  trusty  men. 

KENTUCKY. 

Grand  annual  communication  was  held  at  Louisville  on  the 
23d  October,  1867.  Sixteen  Subordinates  were  represented, 
with  a  large  list  of  members,  showing  a  rapid  and  prosperous 
advance  in  this  branch  of  Masonry  since  the  war.  We  are  in- 
formed the  Grand  Puissant  gave  a  neat  and  concise  address, 
but  the  text  is  not  printed,  preventing  us  from  gleaning  from 
its  pa^es.  We  have,  however,  a  report  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence, compiled  with  considerable  care  from  the  proceedings  of 
thirteen  correspondents,  and  quoting  liberally  from  their  re- 
cords, our  own  included. 

Companion  Philip  Swigert  was  elected  Grand  Puissant, 
and  Companion  A.  G.  Hodges  Grand  Recorder  for  the  ensuing 
year.  The  Grand  Council  of  this  State,  once  so  prosperous, 
and  numbering  over  forty  Subordinates,  bears  evidence  of 
again  ere  long  resuming  its  superiority,  and  occupying  one  of 
the  highest  positions  among  the  constellation  of  the  Grand 
Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters. 

LOUISIANA, 

The  thirteenth  assembly  of  this  Grand  Council  assembled  in 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  on  the  13th  of  February,  1868.  Six 
Councils  represented,  numbering  four  hundred  and  thirty-six 
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members.  The  address  of  Grand  Master  Samuel  M.  Toi>i> 
refers  principally  to  matters  relating  to  his  jurisdiction.  He 
does  not  view  favorably  the  effort  to  introdacethe  Super-excel- 
lent degree,  which  he  says  there  is  hardly  a  doubt  was  manu- 
factured at  a  comparatively  recent  date  in  Massachusetts. 
Corap.  H.  R.  SwASEY,  for  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
acknowledges  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of  fourteen  Grand 
Councils,  including  Michigan,  and  leaving  the  beaten  track  of 
alluding  to  each  separately,  has  selected  under  three 
headings  subjects  of  interest  to  that  jurisdiction,  namely, 
"  Uniformity  of  Work,"  "  Change  of  Jurisdiction,"  and  the 
"S.  E.  Master's  Degree,"  the  latter  of  which  is  recommended, 
but  the  Grand  Council  did  not  adopt  the  accompanying  reso- 
lution until  the  report  of  the  committee  on  that  subject  was 
read,  when  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  it  be  accepted  as 
a  legitimate  Council  degree,  and  Illustnous  Companion  Joskph 
P.  HoBNER  then  and  there,  by  request,  conferred  it  on  thirty- 
three  Companions  of  the  Grand  Council.  Quick  work.  Bein^ 
as  yet  in  the  dark,  we  know  nothing  about  it,  and  consequent- 
ly cannot  approve  or  disapprove.  Companion  J.  Q.  A.  Fel- 
lows was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  Companion  Gustavxjs 
SoNTAG  re-elected  Grand  Recorder  for  the  ensuing  year. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  annual  convocation  was  held  in  the  city  of  Boston  on 
the  11th  December,  1867.  Nine  Subordinates  represented, 
two  of  which  were  U.  D.  Total  list  of  members  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-one,  of  which  Boston  Council  has  three  hundred 
and  seventy-four,  probably  the  largest  in  the  United  States. 
The  address  of  Grand  Master  William  P.  Anderson  refers 
entirely  to  the  various  Subordinates,  the  work  and  position  of 
each,  and  other  subjects  of  purely  local  interest.  He  announ- 
ces the  Order  in  that  jurisdiction  as  prosperous,  and  antici- 
pates a  very  brilliant  future,  which  no  doubt  will  be  fully 
realized.  The  report  on  correspondence,  from  the  pen  of 
Companion  E.  B.  Moon,  M.  D.,  reviews  the  proceedings  of 
twelve  correspondents,  our  own  included.       His  work  is  well 
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*nd  elaborately  done.  Had  our  friend  received  the  deserved 
number,  twenty-eight,  he  would  fill  a  very  big  book,  but  his  re- 
port 18  an  ably  ooe,  and  amply  compensates  for  the  brevity  of 
the  transactions. 

M.  P.  Chaele8  Edward  Powers  was  elected  Grand  Master, 
and  Companion  Solok  Thornton  Grand  Recorder.  The  con- 
stitution and  other  appendices  are  well  ari*anged  and  compiled, 
*na  furnish  all  necessary  forms;  and  finally,  the  arrangement 
<>i  the  work  is  exceedingly  creditable,  and  worthy  of  the  ac- 
^^omplished  Grand  Recorder.  We  extend  our  hearty  good 
^1^1  to  this  Grand  Council,  and  hope  on  again  opening  its  fair 
pages  to  see  a  largely  increased  membership,  and  full  ranks 
0^  all  the  Subordinates. 

MAINE. 

This  Grand  Council  assembled  in  Portland  on  the  6th  of 
May,  1868.  Eleven  Councils  represented,  with  a  membership 
of  400.  The  Order  appears  to  be  highly  prosperous  in  this 
State. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  Edward  P.  Burnham  reviews 
the  condition  of  the  several  Subordinates.  His  suggestion 
relative  to  ttiking  the  Council  degrees  in  regular  order,  before 

*    •     • 

joining  a  Commaudery,  are  apropos^  and  we  think  would  have 
a  good  effect.  The  report  on  correspondence,  from  the  fertile 
brain  of  our  esteemed  Companion  Josiah  H.  Drummond, 
^iisp/ays  his  usual  ability,  and,  like  all  his  productions,  is  one 
of  the  most  exhaustive  and  best  we  peruse.  He  reviews  the 
proceedings  of  twenty-four  correspondents,  a  very  large  num- 
ber, Michigan  among  them,  and  we  thank  Companion  Drum- 
MOND  for  his  handsome  compliment.  We  n\ake  an  extract  or 
two: 

"  SuPBRExcELLEKT  Deokbe. — This  has  made  rapid  progress  during 
the  year.  The  two  new  Grand  Councils — one  in  the  East  and  the 
olher  m  the  West — have  adopted  it.  Louisiana,  after  full  investigation 
nod  pxemplification,  has  adopted  it  by  an  unanimous  vote.  Ohio  last 
▼ear  decided  against  it,  but  this  year  reversed  her  action  so  far  as  to 
^cognize  the  degree,  to  be  conferred  as  an  honorary  degree.     Iowa 
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and  Vermonl  have  it  under  consideraiion,  to  report  next  year.  Indiaua, 
not  being  able  to  exemplify  the  work,  declines  to  express  an  opinioo. 
Illinois,  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  confess  tbat  tl^ey  know  nothing 
about  it  ;  and  the  latter,  in  accordance  with  the  old  niaxini,  holds  that 
anything  unknown  must  be  horrible,  and  therefore  inclines  against  it. 
It  is  recognized  by  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Khodu 
Island,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Louisiuua 
Ohio,  Kansas,  and  New  Brunswick.  Missouri  and  others  favor  au 
investigation.  And  it  is  a  most  significant  fact  that  those  who  oppose 
or  question  it,  while  they  admit  their  ignorance  of  it,  base  their  oppo- 
sition on  the  supposition  that  it  will  cause  a  change  in  the  ritual  of  tlic 
other  degrees,  or  that  it  has  no  connection  with  them  ;  but  tbat  those 
who  become  acquainted  with  it  almost  unanimously  recognize  it  as  a 
constituent  part  of  Cryptic  Masonry. 

"  In  this  connection,  we  desire  to  refer  to  our  extract  from  the  ad- 
dress of  the  Grand  Puissant  of  Michigan.  He  assumes  that  it  is  a 
modern  degree,  recognized  in  only  six  States,  treated  with  indifference 
by  the  majority,  and  not  essential  to  Cryptic  Masonry.  If  he  wiU 
become  acquainted  with  the  degree,  he  will  find  the  answer  himself. 
We  are  glad  to  see  great  caution  exercised  in  this  matter,  but  we  do 
ask  that  it  shall  not  be  condemned  unheard.  It  is  more  than  ever 
apparent  that  this  degree  is  to  be  universally  adopted,  as  one  of  the 
series  in  the  Crpytic  Rite. 

"Dr.  Mackey,  during  the  last  year,  has  published  a  *  Maqual  of  the 
Council.'  He  gives  a  manual  of  this  degree,  but  rejects  it  from  the 
Rite — not  because  it  is  modern;  for  he  says  it  is  as  old  as  the  others, 
but  because  neither  Webb  or  any  other  Ritualist  has  recognized  it  us 
constituting  any  part  of  the  rite,  and  because  it  hivs  been  conferred  as 
an  honorary  degree.  But  he  says,  also,  that  none  of  the  earlier  Ritu- 
alists noticed  any  of  the  Council  degrees  ;  and  all  that  has  been  con- 
tained in  any  of  the  Manuals  is  of  but  little  assistance,  and  most  of  it 
entirely  inapplicable  ;  moreover,  the  other  Council  degrees  were  orig- 
inally and  for  a  long  time  conferred  as  honorary  degrees.  lie  show^  it 
had  the  same  origin  in  this  country  as  the,  other  degrees, 

"  He  hopes  it  will  not  be  made  a  part  of  the  system,  because  it  will 
mar  the  symmetry  of  the  Rite.  But  we  consider  that  Comp.  Creigrh, 
in  the  letter  before  cited  (which  was  written  before  Comp.  Mackey's 
book  was  published),  has  completely  answered  this  objection.  Indeed 
Comp.  Mackey  considers  it  an  extension  of  a  portion  of  the  Royal 
Arch  degree." 

We  also  steal  the  following  table,  the  best  exhibit  we  have 
aoen  of  the  number  and  strength  of  the  Order.      Illustrious* 
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Companion  Drummond  was  elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  and 
Companion  Iea  Berry  Grand  Recorder  for  the  ensuing  year. 

We  have  great  profit  and  much  pleasure  in  perusing  the 
transactions  of  this  Suite,  especially  the  lucid  address  of  Com- 
panion  Drummond.  His  history  of  the  Super-excellent  De- 
gree would  be  more  intelligible  to  us  were  we  in  the  secret. 
We  think  at  its  next  session  the  Grand  Council  will  act  de- 
finitely on  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  on  this  sub- 
ject, and  if  adopted  it  is  likely  the  subscriber  will  be  an  appli- 
cant for  the  mystenesof  this,  we  suppose,  Tenth  Arch,  although 
it  will  look  like  a  retrogressive  movement,  having  many  years 
fixed  our  limit,  without  aspiring  to  or  aiming  at  a  Grand  Lodge 
of  Perfection,  or  its  benefits; 
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MISSOURI. 

We  have  the  proceedings  of  the  third  aunual  convocation  of 
this  Grand  Council  before  us,  held  at  St.  Louis  on  the  11th  of 
October,  1867. 

Four  Councils  represented,  with  a  raemberehip  of  about  two 
hundred  and  fifty.  The  address  of  Comp.  Jambs  A.  H.  Lamp- 
ton,  acting  Grand  Puissant,  opens  sincerely  regretting  the 
lamentable  death  of  Comp.  A.  O'Sullivan,  which  placed  him 
in  his  present  position,  paying  a  well  merited  tribute  to  his 
many  virtues  and  Masonic  worth.  He  gives  a  summary  of  his 
own  official  acts  within  the  past  year,  and  announces  that  har- 
mony prevails  in  all  the  Councils  in  his  jurisdiction,  and  all 
are  reported  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condition.  He  admonishes 
his  Companions  to  stand  by  the  landmarks,  as  the  only  true 
safeguard  to  their  labor,  with  Silence  and  Secrecy  as  the  watch- 
word, and  have  nothing  to  fear  for  the  future  progress  of  the 
Secret  Work  so  happily  begun.  Referring  to  Comp.  O'Sulli- 
van, he  says: 

**  It  is  almost  oeedless  for  me  to  say  a  word  in  reference  to  the 
manly  virtues  and  true  Masonic  zeal  of  Comp.  O'Sullivan.  He  was 
too  well  known  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  throughout  the  country,  as  a 
learned  and  exemplary  Mason,  to  require  at  our  hands  a  rehearsal  of 
his  good  works  that  his  memory  may  live.  Those  of  us  who  knew 
him  can  never  forget  him. 

"  We  are  justly  proud  of  him  as  a  Missouri  Mason,  made  and  cher- 
ished in  our  IState;  and  his  name  will  go  down  to  the  latest  posterity 
linked  to  the  Order  which  he  loved  and  to  the  interests  of  which  he 
devoted  his  life.  He  is  gone  from  amongst  us  ;  and  as  we  can  neither 
see  nor  hear  him  more,  let  us  forever  revere  his  memory,  and  transmit 
unimpaired  to  our  successors  the  lessons  he  taught  us,  and  the  noble 
principles  of  which  he  was  so  long  the  expounder  and  defender." 

Illustrious  Comp.  George  Frank  Sontag  presented  a  well 
written  review  on  correspondence.  We  regret  ours  is  not  no- 
ticed. We  have  always  mailed  three  copies  to  Comp.  Sontag 
and  wonder  who  got  them  each  year.  Perhaps  they  are  not 
worth  looking  at,  and  are  thrown  away  among  the  rubbish. 
Still,  we  are  proud  of  our    Michigan,  and  although  not  yet 
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Super-excellent,  we  think  oar  twelve  hundred  members  attest 
that  we  have  not  been  idle.  The  notice  to  Grand  Recorders 
flball  have  our  attention.  "We  have  heretofore  practically  fol- 
lowed his  rule,  and  with  much  pleasure  perused  his  proceed- 
ings, and  hope  Missouri  will  go  on  prospering  and  to  prosper. 

Comp.  Thomas  E.  Garrett  was  elected  Grand  P^iissant, 
and  Comp.  Sontag  re-elected  Grand  Recorder  for  the  ensuing 
year.  We  append  an  extract  from  Comp.  Sontag's  closing  re- 
marks: 

"  Id  conclusion  we  have  to  say  that  we  find  the  beautiful  Cryptic 
Rite  of  Masonry  meetiog  with  that  substantial  appreciation  which  its 
merit  demands.  Intelligent  Royal  Arch  Masons  are  beginning  to  real- 
ize that  there  is  a  connecting  link  between  the  degree  of  Royal  Arch 
iQd  its  unwritten  history,  and  that  link  can  only  be  found  in  the  Coun- 
cil, since  the  Royal  and  Select  Master's  degrees  are  no  longer  conferred 
in  Chapters.  We  tind  Masonic  harmony  prevailing  throughout  the 
land,  and  a  peaceable  and  prosperous  future  before  us.'* 

NEW  YORK. 

We  next  look  at  the  proceedings  of  the  Empire  State.  The 
anDual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Albany  on  the  4th  of 
February,  1808.  Twenty  Subordinates  represented,  returning 
1,405  members.  Grand  Master  Charles  H.  Platt  presents 
in  ample  and  able  address,  adverting  to  two  leading  matters 
which  require  the  thoughtful  consideration  of  his  Companions. 
First,  the  discrepancies  in  the  Ritual  as  now  used  in  that  juris- 
dictioD,  and  secondly,  the  subject  of  the  order  of  conferring 
degrees,  both  of  which  he  recommends  to  the  serious  consider- 
ation of  the  Council.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  such  discrep- 
ancies are  almost  in  every  jurisdiction  a  prevalent  topic  of 
complaint,  and  we  do  sincerely  trust  some  remedy  may  be 
speedily  devised  to  introduce  uniformity.  The  opening  pas- 
sages of  this  address  breathe  the  time  spirit  of  Masonry,  and 

ue  well  worth  commending  to  all  our  readers  : 

"  We  enter  again  the  sanctuary  of  our  annual  resort  under  circum- 
*^ces  of  eminent  favor.  Better  auspices  than  for  the  past  seven 
yeais  we  hailed  by  the  Cryptic  Fraternity  throughout  our  national 
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domain,  and  for  our  own  Grand  Jurisdiction  the  era  of  greatest  har- 
mony and  of  most  assured  stability  is  inaugurated. 

**  If  we  have  any  persuasion  that  the  Most  Holy  One,  in  His  supreme 
wisdom,  has  cherished  the  ancient  Craft  for  the  sake  of 'the  traditions 
faithfully  preserved  therein,  we  shall  need  no  argument  to  convince  us 
that  the  result  in  which  we  now  rejoice  is  due  -to  His  sovereign  com-* 
mand,  and  tends  to  promote  His  providential  purposes.  As  reverential 
hearers  of  His  Word,  and  as  earnest  worshipers  of  his  adorable  per- 
fections, who  seurcheth  the  heart  and  looks  for  the  ark  of  His  cove- 
nant m  the  secret  vault  of  our  inmost  affections,  let  us  treasure  here 
the  memory  of  the  great  things  he  has  done  for  us  already.  He  de- 
lights in  order.  He  compels  everything  to  fall  into  the  arrangements 
of  a  system.  He  brings  even  wandering  comets  back  to  the  governing 
focus  of  their  orbits.  He  subjects  every  production  of  His  wonderful 
hand  to  '  a  law  which  shall  not  be  broken.' 

'*  We  therefore  recognize  the  sovereignty  of  His  order- loving  will  in 
the  conciliation,  symmetry,  subordination,  fraternal  concord  and  un- 
forced assimilation  which  by  degrees  have  been  more  and  more  char- 
acterizing the  one  once  sundered,  inharmonious  and  disunited  elements 
of  Cryptic  Masonry." 

The  committee  on  correspondence  review  the  proceedings  of  four- 
teen Grand  Councils,  ours  included.  They  make  a  report  and  supple- 
mentary report,  the  latter,  like  a  postscript  to  a  lady's  letter,  being 
incomparably  the  longest,  and  containing  the  spice,  or  rather  the  suiir- 
ical  snap.  While  we  acknowledge  our  own  imperfectness  and  vast 
inferiority,  we  positively  cannot  find  much  material  or  new  thoughts 
in  this  extra-refined  production  to  enable  us  to  make  amends  for  for- 
mer shortcomings,  or  on  w^hich  to  lavish  "rivers  of  words"  or  "tor- 
rents of  sentences."  We  notice,  by  the  names,  the  thistle  element  pre- 
dominates, the  one  Welsh  member  not  sufiiciently  counterbalancing. 
**  Ilinc  tiles  lachrymcB^''  but  at  heart  the  kernel  is  sound;  and  the  fol- 
lowing extract  has  the  proper  ring.  M.  P.  and  Rev.  Charles  H.  Piatt 
was  elected  Grand  Master,  P..  P.  Josiah  Shove  Grand  Recorder. 

"  In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  say  that,  from  the  general 
tone  of  such  transactions  as  they  have  had  the  privilege  of  perusing, 
Cryptic  Masonry  is  gradually  fulfilling  its  high  mission  in  a  most  satis- 
factory manner,  and  is  gradually  and  noiselessly  closing  up  tbe  gup 
that  has  so  long  existed  between  Capitular  and  Chivalric  Masonry;  and 
we  trust  that  the  time  is  not  very  remote  when  all  vestiges  of  thai  gap 
shall  have  entirely  disappeared.  Then  will  the  beautiful  syetein  of 
symbolism  emanating  from  and  connected  with  the  Ancient  York  Kite 
be  perfect  and  complete.     Then  will  he  who  travels  from  afar  be  in 
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possession  of  the  tohen^  the  why  and  the  wherefore  of  the  contents  of 
(he  Royal  Arch,  which  lay  buried  in  darkness  such  s  long  period  of 
ywirs,  and  which  were  eventually  brought  to  light  by  three  of  our 
Worthy  ancients,  to  be  and  remain  the  admiration  of  long  succeeding 
*^i  and  which  are  treasured  with  such  scrupulous  integrity  by  the 
*  Worthy,  the  faithful  and  the  select — a  knowledge  of  which  the  best 
^^^  in  all  ages  have  not  deemed  it  derogatory  to  themselves  to  be  pos- 
*8sed  of.    We  can  only  add,  Esto  perpetual 

TENNESSEE. 

The  last  on  our  roll  is  Tennessee,  whose  stated  annual  meet- 
ing was  held  at  Nashville  on  the  30th  September,  1868. 
Twenty-six  only,  from  a  list  of  forty-six  Councils,  were  repre- 
sented. The  total  membership  of  all  will  number  about  1,700. 
In  a  year  or  two  we  sincerely  hope  to  see  their  broken  ranks 
full,  and  their  batallions  all  marshalled  in  line. 

The  address  of  Grand  Master  William  H.  McLeskey  is 
a  model  brevity.  He  granted  dispensations  for  three  new 
Coancils  during  the  year.  Alludes  in  feeling  language  to  tie 
great  lost  Masonry  in  general,  and  especially  their  State  juris- 
dictioD,  has  suffered  in  the  death  of  our  old  and  highly  es- 
teemed Companion,  Grand  Recorder  Fuller. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  review  the  proceedings 
of  fifteen  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  included,  and  is  a  well- 
written,  sensible  and  charitable  document — a  relief,  after 
leaving  our  last  fault-finding  and  querulous  Manhattan  associ- 
ates. 

The  aathor  still  adheres  to  his  opinions  respecting  the  rela- 
tive and  distinct  positions  of  Capitular  and  Cryptic  Masonry, 
and  does  not  see  how  a  blending  would  increase  the  prosperity 
of  either.  Our  child  is  big  enough  to  take  care  of  itself. 
Our  worthy  reviewer,  we  think,  agrees  with  us.  We  quote  his 
concluding  remarks,  and  heartily  endorse  the  prayer  contained 
therein :

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may  be,  io  the  American  Rite  they  are  now  a  fixed  fact,  aad  should 
be  studied  by  all  with  aa  aim  to  perpetuating  their  instructions  with  as 
much  uniformity  as  possible. 

"  And  now,  Companions,  fare  ye  well !  May  an  All-wise  Supreme 
Ruler  guide  and  direct  your  doings,  and  lead  you  in  the  paths  of  true 
holiness,  and  a  strict  compliance  with  the  last  and  great  comniaud- 
ment,  **Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord,  thy  God,  with  all  thy  soul,  and 
with  all  thy  mind,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and  thy  neighbor  as 
thy3elf." 

And  now,  having  finished  our  hurried  sketches  in  intervals 
snatched  from  the  cares  and  pressing  calls  and  anxieties  of  a 
busy,  bustling  life,  we  loiter  a  moment  before  saying  Vale/ 
If  there  is  a  green  spot  under  the  canopy  of  heaven  where  the 
weary  pilgrim  may  rest,  Masonry  is  our  choice.  However 
the  storms  of  life  may  buffet  us,  and  our  bark  be  tossed  about 
and  rent  in  the  troubled  voyage  of  life,  we  never  fail  to  find  a 
sympathetic  friend  within  the  hallowed  walls  of  the  craft.  A 
gleam  of  sunshine  dispels  the  gloom,  and  points  to  that  final 
resting  place  where  the  "  wicked  cease  from  troubling  and  the 
weary  are  at  rest."  God  bless  you  all,  esteemed  friends  and 
correspondents.  May  your  pathway  through  life  be  serene, 
and  your  reward  that  of  the  just.  Our  cause  is  righteous,  and, 
if  faithful,  our  reward  will  be  eternal.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  CORRESPONDENCE. 


The  very  pleasant  duty  again  becomes  ours  -of  reviewing  the 
transactions  of  our  fcUow- guardians  of  the  beautiful  and  ennobling 
principles  presented  to  our  view  in  the  progressive  and  culminative 
stages  of  the  mysteries  of  Mason ry,  taught  by  Royal  and  Select 
Masters;  and  although,  as  distinctive  degrees,  those  arc  partially  iso- 
lated, being  in  some  State  jurisdictions  prerequisites  to  advancemeut 
to  the  position  of  '*  Templarism,"  in  others  (and  very  many,  we 
regret  to  say),,  ignored  altogether  in  their  natural  consecutive  order; 
by  some  absorbed  and  blended  with  Capitular  Masonry;  yet  suffer- 
ing from  all  those  unfavorable  circumstances,  they  are  possessed  of 
wonderful  vitality,  and  show  a  rapid  increase  of  numbers  and  ex- 
tent of  domain,  constantly  adding  new  Councils,  and  making  their 
influence  for  good  felt  in  new  channels  heretofore-  in  darkness,  in- 
culcating the  sublime  virtues  and  principles  in  this  phase  of  our 
beloved  Order,  which  everywhere  pervades  Masonic  teaching. 

Since  our  last  review  we  received  the  following,  in  the  order  in 
which  we  notice  them.

We  will  look  at  each  in  the  order  presented,  and  necessa 
rily  with  as  much  brevity  as  admissible,  glean  thoughts  of  use  and 
interest  to  our  readers. 

MISSOUBI. 

The  Grand  Council  was  opened  in  solemn  and  ancient  form, 
Thomas  E.  Garrett,  M.  P.  Grand  Master.  Only  four.  Councils  rep- 
resented. The  Grand  Master  reports  that  they  are  prosperous,  and 
well  cemented  together.  He  regrets  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Council,  over  the  Cryptic  Degrees  is  not  universal.  He  understands 
there  have  been  movements,  in  some  quarters  to  regulate  and  possi- 
bly dispose  of  the  Council  Degrees  to  the  highest  bidder.  In  some 
Jurisdictions,  the  Royal  Arch  Chapters  claim  the  guardianship  of 
both  Capitular  and  Cryptic  Masonry;  in  others,  the  Councils  are 
desirous  of  relinquishing  their  rights  to  the  control  of  the  Chapters. 
There  is  also  an  awkward  discrepancy  in  the  number  of  degrees 
conferred.  They  have  two  only;  and  he  characterizes  the  third  or 
Super-excellent  as  playing  the  old  school  game  of  *^  Pussy  wants  a  cor- 
ner."   One  charter  was  granted,  and  one  dispensation. 

The  report  on  correspondence  is  very  brief,  merely  looking  at 
each,  and  dropping  the  smallest  quota  of  sweetness.  En  passant 
our  friend  Gouley  ea^  do  much  better  than  this,  and  if  he  don't 
improve  will  deserve  and  get  scolded.  Aggregate  members  of  this 
Jurisdiction,  321,  besides  91  lost  by  formation  of  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil of  Kansas. 
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Qeorge  W.  Bell,  of  Platte  City,    was   elected  Grand  Master,    aod 
George  Frank  Gouley,  of  St.  Louis,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder 

MASSACHUSETTS* 

Companion  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  Charles  E.  Powers,  delivered 
an  address,  reciting  in  detail  his  official  acts  for  the  year,  no  topic 
of  general  interest  being  alluded  to.  111.  Companion  E.  B.  Moon 
reviews  with  great  ability  the  transactions  of  seventeen  Jurbdic- 
tions,  including  Michigan.  He  differs  materially  with  our  late  Thrice 
niustrious  Edwards  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  celebrated  Super- 
excellent  Degree,  and  affirms  that  it  has  been  adopted  by  fifteen 
instead  of  six  Grand  Councils,  and  proves  it  perfectly  innocuous, 
from  the  fact  that  it  has  been  conferred  and  recognized  in  Massa- 
chusetts since  1818,  and  no  injury  has  resulted;  but,  in  his  opinion, 
some  good.  Tet  Michigan  handles  her  tenderly,  and  with  evident 
distrust.  There  are  many  beautiful  features  in  this  degree,  and  we 
rather  imagine  a  connecting  historical  link  exists.  We  with  pleasure 
find  Companion  Moon  favors  the  idea  presented  in  our  last,  that  the 
Council  Degrees  should  be  pre-requisites  to  the  advancement  to  Tem- 
plar Masonry.  Such  a  course  would  place  the  Council  on  firm, 
strong  ground,  and  insure  not  only  their  permanence,  but  we  think 
their  non-liability  to  change  in  number  or  character  of  degrees.  Mas- 
sachusetts enumerates  1,056  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  and  pros- 
perity and  harmony  prevail.  The  same  Grand  Master  was  elected 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  Companion  Solon  Thornton  reappointed 
Grand  Recorder. 

VERMONT. 

Squire  Marcy,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  also  recommends  a  commit- 
tee to  confer  with  the  Grand  Commandery,  tending  to  their  making 
the  Council  prerequisites  to  the  Templar  degrees.  This  is  right. 
Companion  T.  F.  Stuart,  for  the  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
carefully  and  with  ability  reviews  all  received,  and  we  return  our 
grateful  acknowledgments  for  the  flattering  notice  taken  of  our 
own  humble  efforts.  The  Committee  on  the  Super-excellent  Degree 
presented  an  able  report.  They  cannot  see  that  its  symbolism,  or 
even  its  history,  can  have  the  least  possible  affinity  or  connection 
with  the  Royal  and  Select  Master,  as  received  from  the  Fathers. 
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M.  P.  Companion    Squire    Marcy,    and    III.   Companion  John  B. 
HoUenbeck,  Grand  Recorder,  were  re-elected  for  the  following  year. 

OONNKCnCUT. 

M.  P.  Qrand  Master  W.  W.  Lee  presents  a  summary  of  his  offi- 
cial acts,  and  shows  that  Cryptic  Masonry,  in  his  Jurisdiction, 
is  planted  oo  a  firm  basis,  numbering  1,645  members.  HI.  Com- 
psoioa  WiUiam  Storer  preaeotod  an  exhaustive  and  lengthy  report 
00  oorrespoDdence.  We  bow  gratefully  for  his  kind  notice  of  our- 
lelres.  Emanating  from  so  refined  a  Masonic  brain,  we  value  his 
flaUeriog  remarks  more  highly,  and  regret  space  will  not  suffer  us 
to  quote  or  make  comments  ineastenso. 

Companion  Stephen  A.  Bartlett  was  elected  Qrand  Master,  and 
Companion  Jos.  E.  Wheeler  Grand  Recorder. 

NEW  YORK. 

The  address  of  Qrand  Master  Charles  H.  Piatt,  is  a  document  of 

singular  beauty   of   phraseology.      Alluding   to   the  much-regretted 

death  of   Companion  Charles  A.  Fuller,  of  Nashville,  he  bestows  a 

glowing   eulogium  on    his    Masonic   knowledge    and   virtues;    and 

while  he  cannot  claim  that  they    witnessed    his  Masonic  usefulness, 

thej  recoflect  that  he    sprung    from  their  own  soil,  and  earned  the 

atfection  and  esteem  of  our  universal  brotherhood. 

"  Time  canoot  teach  forgetf alDese, 
While  GrieTt  fall  heart  is  fed  by  fame  .*' 

Tlie  dread  catastrophe  that  hovers  in  the  atmosphere  of  Masonry 
is  Death;  but  the  light  that  beams  through  the  same  atmosphere  is 
life^Life  at  the  command  of  the  Master — Life  rising  out  of  the 
ashes  of  the  dead. 

To  die  is  landing  on  aome  silent  shore. 
Where  billows  never  beat,  nor  tempests  roar ; 
Bre  well  we  feel  the  kindly  stroke  His  o^er.*^ 

One  of  the  ever-honored  patrons  of  Masonry  has  condensed  its 
ULHtraction  into  these  few  golden  syllables  :  '*  We  know  that  we 
have  passed  from  death  unto  life;  because  we  love  t&e  brethren." 

My  Companions,  I  must  startle  you  by  opening  to  your  sympa- 
th«ic  visions,  a  picture  grand  but  awful.  The  soul  from  which 
emanated  those  bright  effulgences,  the  hand  and  heart  from  whose 
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portals  dreams  of  prophetic  realities  floated  to  guide  our  paths  and 
illume  the  dark  valley  of  life,  are  stilled  forever.  Death,  the  real- 
ity of  those  hlissfiil  thoughts,  has  cut  the  slender  thread  of  life, 
aud  launched  our  beloved  and  Illustrious  Companion  on  the  sea  of 
eternity.  *'  Eternity,  that  pleasing,  dreadful  thought  !"  The  soul 
lives — returns  to  God  who  gave  it — but  the  instruments  and  agents 
of  that  pure  mind  will  no  longer  point  out  to  us  the  way  we 
should  go.  Let  us  live  the  life  of  the  righteous,  that  our  last  end 
may  be  like  his.       Farewell,  beloved  brother  and  Companion. 

ALABAMA. 

The  Order  in  this  State  is  in  a  flourishing  condition,  recovering 
rapidly  from  the  prostration  caused  by  the  late  war,  and  it  must 
soon  occupy  its  former  proud  position  among  its  sisters.  D.  G.  P. 
George  D.  Norris,  in  the  absence  of  the  Thrice  Illustrious,  delivered 
the  annual  address,  prepared  at  a  few  hours'  notice,  and  while  it 
gives  no  details  of  the  working  of  the  Order  within  the  State, 
many  instructive  lessons  are  taught  therein,  and  the  mind  is  direct- 
ed, in  very  pletisiug  language,  to  (he  beauties  of  Masonry,  of  which 
Cryptic  Is  the  apex.  It  is  not  until  we  arrive  here  that  we  can 
look  abroad  over  the  whole  field  and  view  its  hight  and  depth,  its 
length  and  breadth. 

The  report  on  correspondence,  from  the  pen  of  Companion  Daniel 
Sayre,  is  a  document  worthy  of  commendation,  reviewing  in  detail 
and  quite  lengthily  the  proceedings  of  over  twenty  States,  ours  in- 
cluded. 

Companion  Joseph  H.  Johnson  was  elected  Grand  Puissant,  and 
Daniel  Sayre  III.  Grand  Recorder,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  Order  appears  to  prosper  in  this  State.  Some  27  Councils 
represented,  with  a  large  membership — ^^912.  No  address  from  the 
Grand  Puissant.  The  report  on  correspondence  looks  at  th«  pro- 
ceedings of  only  seven  States,  and  includes  Michigan  for  1866.  It 
is  well  written,  and  our  Companion  Patton  should  have  more  ma- 
terial to  cull  from. 

Companion  Morris  Cook  was  elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  and 
Oscar  T.  Keeler  Grand  Recorder,  for  next  year. 
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LOUISIANA. 


This  Grand  Couocil,  parading  the  Super-excellent  aftix  or  embel- 
lishment,  held  its  fourteenth  assembly.  Only  six  subordinates  rep- 
resented. Grand  Puissant  J.  Q.  A.  Felloes  recounts  only  two  offi- 
cial acts  during  the  year,  and  announces  harmony  and  prosperity 
in  his  jurisdiction.  Equally  brief  is  the  correspondent's  report.  He 
disposes  of  thirteen  of  them  in  about  as  many  lines,  and  pleads 
overburdening  business  for  its  brevity.  Just  as  well.  The  same 
Grand  Master  was  re-elected. 

GEORGIA. 

Grand  Master  Stephen  D.  Heard  condemns  the  adopting  the  Super- 
excellent  Degree  by  some  of  the  Northern  States.  Some  of  the 
&%uthern  States  are  equally  culpable,  if  any  offense  applies.  We 
really  think  this  degree,  in  some  respects,  beautiful  in  imagery, 
and  while  it  is  difficult  to  locate  its  exact  Masonic  position,  yet 
should  not  condemn  it. 

Xo  report  on  correspondence.     The  same  T.  I.  Grand  Master  and 
III.   Grand  Recorder  were  re-elected. 

NEW  JERSEY. 

1867    and   1868 — The  former  year  only  six    Councils   represented. 
T.    III.    Companion   Charles  Bechtel  gives   a  good    account   of   this 
jarlsdictioD,    and  details  his  visits  and  official  acts,  and  views    with 
some  apprehension  the  status  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  that  jurisdiction. 
No    report  on  correspondence   in    1868.      M.    P.  Ludlow   Allen    is 
proud   to  say  that  a  true  spirit  prevades  the  body    of   Cryptic   Ma- 
sonry in  this  jurisdiction,  and  the    prosperity  of  this  branch  of  our 
ancient  Order  is  such  as  to  give  great  hope  of  future  increase    and 
asefalness.      He  leaves  untouched  the  impression  which  the   sugges- 
tions  of   his  predecessors  made  upon  the  mind    of  every   reflecting 
craftsman. 

The  report  on  correspondence,  from  the  able  mind  of  III.  Comp. 
Thomas  I.  Corson,  reviews  nineteen  Grand  exchanges,  including 
oars;  and  we  make  our  most  graceful  bow  for  the  flattering  com- 
pliment paid  the  writer  of  this. 
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M.   P.   Marcus  Higginbotham  was  elected  Grand  Master,    and   R. 
P.  Thos.  I.  Corson  re-elected. 

NBW  HAMPSHIRE 

Sends  us  two  sheets,  containing  the  printed  proceedings  of  this 
State.  No  address  or  correspondence  published.  Five  Councils 
were  represented,  and  the  receipt  of  our  publication  for  1868  ack- 
nowledged. A  committee  of  three  was  appointed  to  revise  the 
Grand  Constitution,  collect  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  CouDcil 
from  its  institution  for  publication,  and  report  at  the  next  meeting. 
We  wish  them  prosperity. 

Companion   Thomas  I.  Sanborn  was  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master, 
and  Luther  B.  Nichols  re-elected  Grand  Recorder,  for  next  year. 

KENTUCKY. 

The  published  proceedings  are  very  brief,  although  seyenteen 
chartered  Councils  and  two  under  dispensation  were  represented, 
some  returning  very  full  ranks.  Not  a  word  from  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter, and  no  correspondence;  not  even  an  item  of  interest  can  be 
gleaned. 

The  same  Grand  Puissant,  Companion  Philip  Swigert,  was  re- 
elected, and  111.  Companion  A.  G.  Hodges,  Grand  Recorder. 

VERMONT. 

Fourteen  Councils  represented,  with  a  large  membership.  Grand 
Master  Edward  A.  Dana  delivered  a  long  and  very  instructive  address 
much  of  which  is  devoted  in  eulogizing  the  memory  of  eight  promi- 
nent men  who  have  fallen  since  last  meeting.  The  tear  of  affection 
dropped  on  each  beloved  tomb  is  timely  and  well  expressed,  and  we 
sincerely  but  modestly   tender  our  smypalhies  to  mingle  with  theirs. 

A  committee  was  appointed  at  the  previous  meeting  to  confer  with  the 
Grand  Commandery,  asking  that  Body  to  insist  that  candidates  for  tlie 
Orders  of  Knighthood  should  be  in  possession  of  the  Council  Degrees. 
We  hope  to  hear  a  favorable  report.  The  Committee  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence have  reviewed  the  proceedings  of  only  twelve  Jurisdictions, 
ours  not  included,  which  we  much  regret,  because  we  have  faithfully' 
and  regularly  mailed  them.  We  can  discern  no  subject  of  impor- 
tance, and  find  it  difficult  as  our  cotemporaries   to   present  a  living 
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thought  on  the  history,  traditioDis,  etc.,  of  the  Order,  which  is  not  stero- 
tjped. 

The  same  Grand  Master  and  our  veteran  friend,  John  B.  Hollenbeck, 
Grand  Recorder,  was  again  chosen. 

MAINE. 

Eleven  Councils  assembled;  about  550  members.     Grand  Master 

Josiah  H.  Drummond  repoi-ts  the  Order  in  a  languishing  condition,  the 

energies  of  the  Companions  being  expended  chiefly  in  other  directions . 

There  needs  only  an  impulse  to  be  given  to  it  to  place  Cryptic  Masonry 

ia  as  flourishing  a  condition  as  the  other  branches.    The  report  on  corrcs- 

poodence,  from  the   same  able  Companion  Drummond,  with  much 

ability  reviews  al\  correspondence  received,  and  in  closing;  hopes  a 

convention  may  be  successfully  held  at  an  early  day,  for  the  purpose 

of  prodocing  uniformity  of  work  and  generally  devising  measures  for 
the  good  of  the  Royal  Craft.  Companion  Drummond  states  that  fifteen 
from  twenty-nine  jurisdictions  have  adopted  the  Superexcellent  Degree. 

Gordon  McGarden  was  elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  and  Companion 
Ira  Berry  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

INDIANA. 

This  State  holds  Cryptic  Masonry  in  a  highly  prosperous  condition. 
Thirty  chartered  Councils  and  five  under  dispensation.  Grand  Master 
Pattison  says  nothing  of  importance  has  transpired  in  his  oflQcial  duties 
during  the  past  year.  Peace,  harmony  and  prosperity  reign  triumph- 
ant throughout  this  jurisdiction.  He,  acting  as  a  Committee  on  Cor- 
respondence, acknowledges  the  receipt  of  proceedings  of  eighteen 
Grand  Councils,  and  regrets  his  inability  to  review  them  in  proper 
inanner. 

Companion  W.  W.  Austin  was  elected  Grand  Master,  and  Companion 
John  M.  Branwell  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

TENNESSEE. 
111.  Deputy  Grand  Master  Wilbur  F.  Foster,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Grand  Master,  says,  in  many  respects  the  past  has  been  a  year  of  pros- 
Parity  in  Cryptic  Masonry  in  Tennessee,  and  by  this  does  not  refer  espe- 
^lly  to  inceased  numbers,  but  interest^manifested  by  those  who  labor 

"»  fte  Secret  Vault.  About  forty-two  Councils  represented  1,687 
members— 214  received  the  past  year.  The  report  on  correspondence 
stttts  up  by  regretting  want  of  uniformity  and  concert  of  action,  and 
nopes  a  remedy  may  be  devised. 
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Companion  Wilbur  F.  Foster  was  elected  T.  I.  Grand  Master,  and 
Companion  John  Frizzell  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

IOWA. 

The  last  on  our  list  is  Iowa,  and  here  confusion  worse  confounded 
exists.  A  dissolution  of  the  Grand  Council  is  permanently  advocated. 
At  present,  however,  no  final  action  is  taken,  but  if  no  vigorous  action 
prevents  this  suicidal  course,  the  downfall  is  not  far  distant.  An 
election  of  officers  was  duly  held,  and  111.  Companion  Benjamin  Crabb 
was  elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  and  W.  B.  Langridge  111.  Grand  Re- 
corder.    There  are  ten  subordinate  Councils,  with  a  membership  of  832. 

And  now.  Companions,  we  have  looked  in  at  the  intellectual  congrega- 
tion presented  to  us,  and  presented  a  summary  sufflcieilt,  we  hope,  to  show 
how  the  general  family  are  laboring.  We  confess  that  in  this  branch  of 
the  order,  interest  flags  very  much,  and  we  see  only  one  tangible  and  prob- 
ably effective  plan  to  solidify  our  structure;  that  is  a  combined  effort  to 
make  the  Council  Degrees  prerequisite  to  the  receiving  the  Templar  order. 
Knight  Templarism  is  eminently  prosperous  and  popular,  and  the  com- 
bination would  at  once  place  Cryptic  Masonry  in  a  sure  position.  Not 
that  we  would  admit  any  Inherent  weakness  or  want  of  beauty  and 
symmetry  in  the  Council  Degrees;  but  while  in  the  regular  order,  they 
may  be  adopted  or  dispensed  with,  at  the  pleasure  of  each  individual. 
The  position  is  wrong  and  unusual.     We  hope  for  speedy  remedy. 

Now  Companions,  I  must  apologize  for  the  lateness  of  publishing 
these  proceedings.  I  could  not  help  it.  My  time  is  so  constantly  and 
unceasingly  occupied  that  only  the  utmost  urgency  compels  me  to 
snatch  a  moments  recreation,  and  while  I  would  fain  read  and  write  of 
my  old  love  and  favorite  theme.  Masonry,  the  busy  world  constantly 
interrupts  and  claims  almost  my  every  moment.  Therefore  I  ask  your 
indulgence;  lightly  weigh  my  shortcomi ngs.  I  have  in  my  younger 
and  less  busy  days  faithfully  and  diligently  worked  my  full  hours,  and 
while  the  disposition  is  young  as  ever,  the  ability  to  peform  is  not  equal. 
May  God  grant  you  all,  my  Companions,  every  prosperity  and  happi- 
ness for  time  and  through  eternity.     Farewell!

In  the  absence  of  T.  I.  O.  Puissant,  O.  L.  Spaulding,  the 
Grand  Recorder,  by  his  request,  read  his  annual  address  to  the 
Grand  Council,  as  follows: 

Companions — Pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  our  constitu- 
tion, we  are  again  met  in  annual  Convocation,  to  take  counsel 
together  in  the  cause  of  Cryptic  Masonry.  In  beginning  your 
deliberations,  it  is  becoming  to  return  thanks  to  an  All-wise 
Providence  for  His  protecting  care  during  the  past,  and  to  ask 
that  wisdom  that  cometh  from  on  high,  and  without  which  all 
our  ooQDsels  will  come  to  naught. 
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In  reporting  to  yoa  the  ccndition  of  the  Order  in  this  juris- 
diotion,  I  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  harmony  prevails  in  all 
Qur  Subordinate  Councils,  and  that  Cryptic  Masonry  is  assuming 
^the  position  to  which  it  is  entitled.  Masons  are  beginning  to 
recognize  its  importance  and  its  merits,  and  it  will  not  be  long, 
it  is  confidently  believed,  before  a  Council  will  exist  wherever 
there  is  a  Chapter. 

I  have  been  unable  to  visit  Subordinate  Councils  as  I  wished 
and  had  intended.  I  regret  it  the  more,  as  I  am  convinced  that 
much  good  would  flow  from  freguent  visits  of  the  Grand  Officers 
to  the  Subordinate  Councils.  Were  the  Grand  Council  in  pos- 
session of  the  means  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  a  Grand 
Lecturer,  or  could  the  Subordinate  Councils  receive  the  services 
of  such  an  officer  by  defraying  his  expenses,  very  marked 
benefit  would  result.  I  commend  the  subject  to  you  as  worthy 
of  attention. 

At  the  last  annual  Convocation,  charters  were  granted  to 
Dpwagiac  Council,  No.  28;  to  Lansing  Council,  No.  29;  te 
Northville  Council,  No.  30;  and  to  Beading  Council,  No.  81. 

On  the  24th  of  January,  I  constituted  and  installed  the  offi- 
cers of  Lansing  Council,  No.  29.  The  zeal  and  proficiency 
mapifested  by  the  Companions  of  this  Council  give  assurance 
that  the  interests  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  the  young  and  enter- 
prising capital  of  our  State  ar«f  in  safe  hands. 

April  20th,  assisted  by  Comp.  R.  McFarlane,  of  St.  Johns 
Council,  No.  21,1  constituted  and  installed  the  officers  of  North- 
ville Council,  No.  30.  In  committing  the  interests  of  the  Order 
to  the  Companions  of  this  Council,  I  felt  assured  they  would 
fall  into  no  unworthy  hands. 

January  21,  I  granted  my  proxy  to  Comp.  J.  B.  Fitzgerald, 
of  Niles  Council,  No.  19,  to  constitute  and  install  the  officers  of 
Dowagiac  Council,  No.  26.  I  have  his  report  that  this  was  done 
in  due  and  ancient  form,  February  8th.  The  following  extract 
from  his  report  assures  us  that  a  charter  was  worthily  bestowed 
upon  the  Companions  of  Dowagiac:  ^'Immediately  after  the 
installation  the  new  Council  was  called  to  labor,  and  I  had  an

but  positively,  declining  a  re-election;  therefore, 

Buolvtd,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Council  are  hereby  given  to 
Comp.  Bourke  for  his  long  and  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of 
Grand  Recorder,  and  that  he  has  the  acknowledgment  of  this  Grand  Body 
for  the  services  rendered  during  his  administration. 

On  motion  y 

Besohed,  That  Councils  receiving  charters  at  this  session  of  the  Grand 
Council  may  hold  an  election  for  officers  at  any  regular  Convocation  after 
receiving  their  charters. 

Re$oked,  That  the  next  annual  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Body  be  held 
in  Masonic  Hall,  Detroit. 

The  Grand  Recorder  was,  on  motion,  directed  to  publish  and 
distribute  the  proceedings  as  usual,  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence  to  form  a  part  of  such  publication. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  of  the  State  of  Michigan  was  closed  in  ample 
form,  the  Grand  Chaplain  invoking  in  solemn  prayer  the  Divine 
protection  on  the  assembly,  on  the  whole  Masonic  fraternity,  and 
that  all  men  would  flee  to  Him  for  succor  who  is  the  Light  of 
Life — the  Author  and  Finisher  of  our  Faith — and  through  whose 
love  we  finally  hope  to  inhabit  that  Heavenly  Temple  "  not  made 
with  hands«  eternal  in  the  Heavens."

The  annual  Convocation  of  1869  convened  at  Providence, 
March  8,  Comp.  J.  H.  Armington,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presid- 
ing. Four  Councils  were  represented,  and  returned  a  member^ 
ship  of  514.  Advanced  during  the  year,  61.  The  M.  P.  Grand 
Master  in  bis  address  congratulates  the  Companions  upon  their 
continued  prosperity.  Comp.  A.  C.  Robbins,  for  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Correspondence,  reviews  the  proceedings  of  21  Grand 
Councils — ours  for  1865,  1866  and  1868 — saying  for  1867  they 
were  not  favored  with.  We  can  assure  our  Companions  they 
were  duly  mailed  to  them.  In  concluding  his  report,  Comp.

to  warrant  the  conclusion  that  the  standards  of  our  beautiful 
rite  arc  now  permanently  planted  in  this  Dominion.*'  Three 
Conncils  represented;  membership,  62. 

D.  R.  Munroe, 
Grand  Recorder,  were  each  re-elected.

Comp.  Thos.  B.  Carr,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Four 
Councils  were  represented.  Grand  Master  Carr,  in  his  address, 
says:  *^ There  are  some  questions  of  interest  to  our  body  which 
cannot  well  be  settled  except  in  general  convention,  one  of 
which  we  conclude  to  be  that  of  titles  for  officers  of  the  Coun- 
cils." He  also  says  that,  finding  the  degree  of  Super-Excellent 
Master  attracting  considerable  interest,  he  received  it  while  on 
a  visit  to  New  York,  and  recommends  that,  if  deemed  advisable, 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  its  merits,  and  report 
thereon.  The  only  advantage,  however,  in  his  estimation,  to  be 
derived  in  its  adoption,  would  be  that  the  members  of  that 
jurisdiction  would  not  be  excluded  from  those  Grand  Councils 
where  thia  degree  is  made  a  pre-requisite  to  admission  to  those 
Councils. 

No  Report  on  correspondence.  Comp.  Thos.  B.  Carr  was 
re-elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  and  Comp.  M.  M.  Eatz,  Grand 
Recorder. 

OHIO. 

The  thirty-ninth  annual  Communication  was  held  at  Cleve- 
land, October  15,  1869,  Comp.

Grand  Master 
Heard  in  his  address  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  proceed- 
iDgs  of  fourteen  Grand  Councils,  oars  included — all  representing 
their  Sohordinate  Councils  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition.  But 
he  says:  "There  seems,  however,  to  be  a  want  of  harmony 
among  some  of  them,  owing  to  the  Grand  Councils  of  some  of 
the  States  having  incorporated  in  the  ritual  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
the  degree  of  Super-Excellent  Master,  an  innovation  to  which 
your  attention  was  called  in  my  annual  address  of  1867. 
According  to  all  the  authorities  that  we  have,  the  Royal  and 
Selept  were  the  only  degrees  taught  in  Council  Masonry  until 
the  recent  innovation.  And  deeming  it  the  duty  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  Georgia  to  guard  and  preserve  the  purity  of  the 
Cryptic  Degrees,  as  handed  down  to  us,  I  would  suggest  for  the 
consideration  of  this  Grand  Council  the  propriety  of  ignoring 
all  Grand  Councils  that  have,  or  that  may  hereafter,  incorporate 
in  the  ritual  of  Cryptic  Masonry  the  Super-Excellent  or  any 
other  side  degree." 

Declining  a  re-election,  Comp.  Joseph  E.  Nells  was  elected 
T.  I.  G.  M.,  and  Comp.  Chas.  R.  Armstrong,  111.  Grand 
Recorder. 

ILLINOIS. 

Convened  at  Springfield,  October  7,  1869,  T.  111.  Comp.  John 
M.  Pearson,  Grand  Puissant,  presiding.  Twenty-eight  Councils 
were  represented.  The  Grand  Puissant  in  his  address,  speaking 
of  the  degree  of  Super-Excellent  Master,  says:  *' Nothing  is 
officially  known  of  it  in  the  jurisdiction,  but  I  recommend  that 
steps  be  taken  to  obtain  such  informatrion  as  will  enable  tiiis 
Grand  Council  to  act  understandingly  at  its  next  Convocation." 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reviewed  the  proceedings 
of  twenty-three  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  not  included,  sayiij^ 
the  Grand  Recorder  informs  them  that  he  has  been  unable  to 
obtain  any  information  in  regard  to  our  Grand  Council.     We

Six  Councils 
were  represented.  Grand  Master  Sanborn's  address  is  short 
relating  to  local  matters.  He  says  during  the  year  '^  harmony 
has  prevailed  throughout  our  jurisdiction."  No  report  on  cor- 
respondence. 

Comp.  Thomas  J.  Sanborn  was  re-elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master, 
and  Comp.  Abel  Hutchings  elected  Grand  Recorder — ^both  of 
Concord. 

MAINE. 

The  annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Portland,  May  4,  1870^ 
Comp.  ^ordon  R.  Garden,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Eleven  Councils  were  represented;  membership,  562;  received, 
54;  died,  2.  The  Grand  Master  delivered  an  address  devoted 
to  local  matters  exclusively. 

The  report  on  correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  Comp.  J.  H. 
Drummond,  and  is,  as  usual,  a  very  able  and  instructive  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  twenty-five  Grand  Councils,  including 
Michigan  for  1869.  He  touches  our  Past  Grand  Recorder, 
Comp.  O.  Bourke,  rather  lightly  though,  for  some  few  errors 
in  names,  and  says:  ^^ Lay  it  to  the  printer  j  everybody  -will 
clear  you  who  ever  read  your  writing."  We  will  do  so.  Com- 
panion, for  we  know  it  to  be  printers.  He  closes  his  report  in  a 
very  interesting  summary  of  historical  facts,  gathered  from 
proceedings  of  Grand  Councils  and  Grand  Chapters,  and  other 
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sonrceB  he  has  been  able  to  examine,  that  we  should  like  to  pub- 
lish in  full,  but  time  and  space  will  not  allow.

Grand  Master 
Austin  delivered  a  very  interesting  address,  and  also  an  excel- 
lent and  instructive  report  on  foreign  correspondence,  reviewing 
the  proceedings  of  twenty-one  Grand  Councils,  ours  included. 

Comp.  Wra.  W.  Austin,  of  Richmond,  M.  P.  Grand  Master, 
uid  Comp.  John  M.  Bramwell,  Grand  Recorder,  of  Indianapolis, 
were  each  re-elected. 

VERMONT. 

The  Grand  Council  convened  in  Burlington,  June  16,  1870, 
Comp.  £.  S.  Dana,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Fourteen 
Councils  were  represented;  678  members.  A  short  address  from 
Grand  Master  Dana,  and  a  good  report  from  Comp.  T.  F.  Stuart, 
reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-two  Grand  Councils. 
Michigan  receives  a  fraternal  notice. 

Comp.  Edward  S.  Dana,  of  Cornwall,  M.  P.  Grand  Master, 
and  Comp.  John  B.  Hollenbeck,  of  Burlington,  Grand  Recorder, 
were  each  re-elected. 

CONCLUSION. 

Companions,  in  closing  this  report,  we  congratulate  you  on 
the  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  the 
several  jurisdictions  from  which  we  have  received  proceedings. 
There  are,  however,  some  three  subjects  that  seem  to  agitate  the 
whole  body  of  Cryptic  Masonry.  The  first  of  these  is  uni- 
formity in  work,  titles  and  degrees.  The  want  of  uniformity 
iu  titles  seems  to  be  in  a  deplorable  condition,  hardly  any  one 
Grand  Council  agreeing  with  another.  The  second  is  the  deter- 
mining whether  the  Super-Excellent  degree  belongs  to  the  Council 
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or  not;  and  the  third  is  obtainiDg  the  consent  of  the  ComniMi* 
denes  to  make  the  Council  degrees  pre-reqaisite  to  obtaining  the 
Orders  of  Knighthood,  From  our  former  proceedings  in  regard 
to  the  first  and  second  propositions,  and  our  present  in  reference 
to  the  third,  the  views  of  our  Companions  and  action  of  oar 
Grand  Council  are  fully  expressed. 

And  now,  Companions,  imperfect  as  it  is,  we  submit  this,  our 
first  effort  in  reporting,  to  the  charity  of  the  Companions,  hoping 
that  the  sentiments  expressed  may  meet  your  approval,  and 
trust  that  in  the  future  we  may  be  better  prepared  to  do  justice 
to  the  important  trust  confided  to  us.

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported  a  very  able  re- 
view of  the  proceedings  of  nineteen  Grand  Councils,  our  own 
for  1869  included. 

Comp,  Rufus  L.  Bruce  was  elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  and 
Comp.  Gustavus  Sontag  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

NORTH    CAROLINA. 

The  Grand  Council  met  at  Wilmington,  December  2,  1869, 
Comp.  Thos.  B.  Carr,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Four 
Councils  were  represented.  Grand  Master  Carr,  in  his  address, 
says:  '^ There  are  some  questions  of  interest  to  our  body  which 
cannot  well  be  settled  except  in  general  convention,  one  of 
which  we  conclude  to  be  that  of  titles  for  officers  of  the  Coun- 
cils." He  also  says  that,  finding  the  degree  of  Super-Exce)lent 
Master  attracting  considerable  interest,  he  received  it  while  on 
a  visit  to  New  York,  and  recommends  that,  if  deemed  advisable, 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  its  merits,  and  report 
thereon.  The  only  advantage,  however,  in  his  estimation,  to  be 
derived  in  its  adoption,  would  be  that  the  members  of  that 
jurisdiction  would  not  be  excluded  from  those  Grand  Councils 
where  this,  degree  is  made  a  pre-requisite  to  admission  to  those 
Councils. 

No  Report  on  correspondence.  Comp.  Thos.  B.  Carr  was 
re-elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  and  Comp.  M.  M.  Eatz,  Grand 
Recorder. 

OHIO. 

The  thirty-ninth  annual  Communication  was  held  at  Cleve- 
land, October  15,  1869,  Comp.  Charles  Brown,  Puissant  Grand 
Master,  presiding.  Forty-eight  Councils  were  represented. 
The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  brief  address,  relating  to  local 
matters. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  reviews  the 
proceedings  of  nine  Grand  Couuciln,  Michigan  not  included. 

Comp.  Joseph  R.  Conrad  was  elected  Puissant  Grand  Master, 
and  Comp.  J.  D.  Caldwell  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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GEORGIA. 

The  Grand  Council  convened  at  Angasta,  April  28,  1869,  T. 
I.  Stephen  D.  Heard,  Grand  Master,  prec^iding.  Grand  Master 
Heard  in  his  address  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  fourteen  Grand  Councils,  ours  included — all  representing 
their  Subordinate  Councils  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition.  But 
he  says:  ''There  seems,  however,  to  be  a  want  of  harmony 
among  some  of  them,  owing  to  the  Grand  Councils  of  some  of 
the  States  having  incorporated  in  the  ritual  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
the  degree  of  Super-Excellent  Master,  an  innovation  to  which 
yonr  attention  was  called  in  my  annual  address  of  1867. 
According  to  all  the  authorities  that  we  have,  the  Royal  and 
Select  were  the  only  degrees  taught  in  Council  Masonry  until 
the  recent  innovation.  And  deeming  it  the  duty  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  Georgia  to  guard  and  preserve  the  purity  of  the 
Cryptic  Degrees,  as  handed  down  to  us,  I  would  suggest  for  the 
consideration  of  this  Grand  Council  the  propriety  of  ignoring 
all  Grand  Councils  that  have,  or  that  may  hereafter,  incorporate 
in  the  ritual  of  Cryptic  Masonry  the  Super-Excellent  or  any 
other  side  degree." 

Declining  a  re-election,  Comp.  Joseph  E.  Nells  was  elected 
T.  I.  G.  M.,  and  Comp.  Chas.  R.  Aimstrong,  111.  Grand 
Recorder. 

ILLINOIS. 

Convened  at  Springfield,  October  7,  1869,  T.  111.  Comp.  John 
M.  Pearson,  Grand  Puissant,  presiding.  Twenty-eight  Councils 
were  represented.  The  Grand  Puissant  in  his  address,  speaking 
of  the  degree  of  Super-Excellent  Master,  says:  *' Nothing  is 
officially  known  of  it  in  the  jurisdiction,  but  I  recommend  that 
steps  be  taken  to  obtain  such  information  as  will  enable  tliis 
Grand  Council  to  act  understandingly  at  its  next  Convocation.'' 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reviewed  the  proceedings 
of  twenty-three  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  not  included,  sayii|^ 
the  Grand  Recorder  informs  them  that  he  has  been  unable  to 
obtain  any  information  in  regard  to  our  Grand  Council.     We

ADDRESS. 

I1XU8TR10US  Companions — Since  we  last  met|  another  year 

in  the  annals  of  Cryptic  Masonry  has  passed,  and  by  permission 

of  the  Grand  Puissant  and  Creator  of  all  things,  we  are  again 

permitted  to  assemble,  as  Select  Masters,  around  our  Saored 

jj  Altar  in  Annual  Convocation,  to  review  the  proceedings  of  the 

past  and  to  provide  for  the  future  welfare  and  prosperity  of  our 
beloved  Order;  and  in  performing  that  duty  let  us  ask  assistance 
of  Him  who  doeth  all  things  well,  to  aid  us  in  providing  for  its 
future  welfare,  and  to  assist  in  our  legislation  for  its  prosperity. 

And  as  Select  Masters  let  us  pause  and  review  our  own  pro- 
ceedings of  the  past,  and  see  if,  by  our  labor,  we  have  proved 
that  Brotherly  love  has  reigned  within  us,  and  that  we  have 
labored  in  the  Grand  call  of  relief,  because  of  its  own  sake.  If 
so,  then  have  we  been  true  Masons,  and  our  deeds  have  made  us 
.  ij  Select,  and  we  may  unhesitatingly  claim  the  reward  due  us  by 

being  admitted  to  the  Ninth  Arch  in  the  Paradise  of  God. 

In  relation  to  my  official  duties  I  have  but  little  to  report. 
At  our  Grand  Convocation,  in  January  last,  there  were  four 
charters  granted  ;  one  at  Jackson,  to  be  called  Jackson  Council, 
No.  32,  one  at  Ithaca,  Gratiot  County,  to  be  called  Ithaca  Coun- 
cil, No.  33,  one  at  Tecumseh,  to  be  called  Blanchard  Council, 
No.  34,  and  one  at  Union  City,  to  be  called  Union  City  Coun- 
cil, No.  36.  On  the  29th  of  January  I  appointed  P.  T.  I.  G.  P. 
Boden,  of  Coldwater,  to  meet  the  Companions  of  Union  City  to 
institute  their  Council  and  install  its  Officers,  which,  he  informs 
me,  was  performed  on  the  9th  of  February  in  due  and  ample 
'^  form.     On  the  2d  of  Februai:y  I  appointed  Illustrious  Compan- 

ion Wm.  G.  Tuttle,  of  Clinton  Council,  No.  26,  to  meet  the 
Companions  of  Jackson  Council,  No.  32,  institute  their  Council 
and  install  its  Officers,  which  duty.  Companion  Tuttle  informs 
me,  was  done  in  ample  form.  After  the  installation  he  assisted 
them  in  conferring  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  on 
one  candidate.  On  the  14th  of  February  I  met  the  Companions 
at  Ithaca,  opened  a  Grand  Council,  instituted   their  Council 
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lod  insfeaUed  ibeir  ofBoiers.  After  the  installation  I  omif erfed  the 
degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  on  one  candidate  and 
instructed  the  officers  in  the  ritual.  I  found  their  numbers 
imall  bat  their  zeal  for  the  advancement  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
large,  and  I  have  no  doubt  the  work  they  bring  up  to  be  depos- 
ited will  be  approved  and  accepted.  On  the  27th  of  May  1 
appointed  Illustrious  Companion  W.  G.  Tuttle,  of  Clinton 
Coancil,  No.  26,  to  meet  the  Companions  of  Blanohard  Council, 
No.  34,  at  Tecumseh,  institute  their  Council  and  install  its  offi- 
cers, which  he  complied  with  on  the  5th  of  June  in  ample  form. 
After  installation,  witnessed  the  conferring  of  the  degrees  of 
Royal  and  Select  Master  on  two  candidates,  which  was  perform- 
ed with  great  zeal  and  skill. 

lu  consequence  of  a  great  misfortune,  entirely  beyond  my 
eoDtrol^  I  have  not  been  able  to  visit  any  of  the  Subordinate 
Councils,  which  I  very  much  regret;  but  from  the  information 
received,  through  inquiry  from  the  different  sections  of  our  jur- 
isdiction, I  am  happy  to  state,  that  no  disturbing  element  has 
been  allowed  to  enter  the  Secret  Vault  to  disturb  the  peace  and 
harmony  of  the  workmen;  and  the  sentiment  of  Brotherly  love 
appears  to  be  unsparingly  spread  throughout  our  jurisdiction. 

In  July  last,  through  the  handa  of  our  Grrand  Recorder,  I 
received  a  circular  notice  calling  a  convention  of  representa- 
tives of  the  Grand  Councils  of  the  several  States.  For  your 
better  information  I  give  you  its  contents,  which  is  as  follows: 

Portland,  Me.,  May  10,  1871. 

H  P.  Coscp ANION — At  the  session  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Maine, 
hdd  00  the  3d  instant,  after  a  conference  with  Companions  from  Massa- 
chosetts,  I  was  directed  to  call  a  convention  of  representatives  from  the 
•erenl  Qrand  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  to  meet  in  New  York, 
In  Jiue,  1872,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  uniformity  in  the  ritual,  etc.,  of 
tbe  Gryptic.Rite. 

Accordingly,  1  have  fixed  upon  the  second  Wednesday  in  June  of  that 
year,  and  your  Grand  Council  is  hereby  invited  to.be  represented  on  that 
occasion;  or  if  your«  Grand  Council  declines  or  neglects  to  act  in  the 
premiaes,  we  shall  be  happy  to  meet  there  any  of  the  Companions  of 
your  State. 
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MasaachuBetU  and  Maine  will  be  there  prepared  to  exemplify  tbeir 

ritual,  even  if  they  have  only  themselves  to  witness  it. 

Due  notice  of  the  place  of  meeting  will  be  given.

Uniformity  in  the  ritaal,  etc.,  I  sappose  to  include  uniformity 
in  the  official  titles  of  the  Grand  Officers  and  the  officers  of  the 
Subordinate  Conncils,  and  in  arranging  the  priority  of  conferring 
the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master,  and  also  the  adopting  of 
the  degree  of  Super-Excellent  Master  in  the  Counoild  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  in  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Most  P.  G.  Master  Garden,  of  Maine,  in  his  address  in  May 
last,  recommends  the  alteration  of  their  constitution  and  by-laws, 
changing  the  title  of  Grand  and  Subordinate  Councils  from  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  to  Select  and  Royal  Masters,  so  their  title  will 
conform  to  the  order  of  conferring  the  degrees.  By  which  I  am 
led  to  infer  there  is  a  discrepancy  in  Maine  and  Michigan,  in  the 
order  of  conferring  the  Cryptic  degrees.  The  titles  of  the 
Grand  and  Subordinate  Councils  of  Maine  and  Michigan  are  the 
same;  our  titles  conform  to  the  order  of  conferring  the  degrees, 
which  chronologically,  I  believe  to  be  correct.  Any  alteration 
in  our  jurisdiction,  therefore,  would  greatly  impair  their  beauti- 
ful connection,  and  dim  the  luster  of  their  progressive  light. 

Companions,  I  would  recommend  that  you  take  the  subject 
of  this  call  for  a  convention  under  your  advisement,  and  give  to 
it  such  thought  and  consideration  as  its  merits  appear  to 
demand,  and  dispose  of  it  as  you  in  your  good  judgment  may 
deem  proper  for  the  future  welfare  of  the  Grand  Cryptic  Rite. 

Cryptic  Masonry  for  the  past  year  has  been  the  subject  of 
much  discussion.  In  all  our  sister  Grand  Councils,  the  Masonic 
mind  is  becoming  fully  awakened  to  its  beauty  and  utility,  and 
the  students  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  throughout  our  borders  are  anx- 
ious to  see  it  placed  on  a  basis  that  its  importance  demands. 
The  most  popular  way,  at  the  present  time,  of  obtaining  that 
result,  appears  to  be  to  make  the  degrees  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
pre-requisite  to  the  Order  of  Knighthood,  and  I  am  informed 
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tbii  in  several  of  their  grand  jurisdictions  the  Sir  Knights  have 
80  ordered,  and  I  have  no  doabt  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
it  will  be  approved  by  the  Grand  Enoampraent  of  the  United 
Sutes,  and  be  adopted  by  all  the  Grand  Commanderies  nnder  its 
jurisdiction  ;  not  that  Cryptic  Masonry  lacks  self-sustaining 
merits  of  its  own,  for  it  will  surely  flourish  in  the  future  as  it 
hat  in  the  past,  whether  adopted  or  not,  for  every  Royal  Arch 
Mason  is  wandering  in  the  dark  without  the  knowledge  these 
dej^rees  impart,  and  no  cautions  Sir  Knight  will  deprive  himself 
of  the  valuable  lessons  they  teach. 

In  October  last  I  received  notice  of  the  forming  and  organ- 
ization of  a  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  the 
eity  of  Toronto,  Canada.  I  also  received  a  copy  of  their  pro- 
eeedings,  embracing  their  Constitution  and  by-laws.  The  notice 
reads  as  follows:

1  am  also  instructed  by  the  Most  Puissant  Grand  Master  of  Ontario  to 
express  his  fraternal  regard  to  yourself  and  the  Grand  Council,  over  which 
you  have  the  honor  to  preside,  and  his  desire  that  by  a  friendly  exchange 
of  Bepresentatives  we  may  draw  the  ties  of  Cryptic  Masonry  still  closer.

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The  second  seotion  of  their  oonstitation  reads  u  follows: 
This  drand  Connoil  olaims  exolasire  jnrisdiotion,  and  shall  have 
sole  government  and  anperintendenee  of  Connoils  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters,  and  appendant  orders  within  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

SeotioD  five,  for  the  regnUtion  of  Sabordinate  Councils,  reads 
tbas:  Every  Council  shall  have  power  to  confer  the  degrees  of 
Royal,  Select  and  Snper-Bzc client  Master,  and  Red  Cross  of 
Babylon.  It  appears  our  Companions  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
have  asBunied  jurisdiction  over  another  order.  It  is  well  known 
that  the  American  syBtem  of  Knighthood  embraces  the  order  of 
the  Red  Cross.  The  English  system,  which  prevails  in  Canada, 
does  not,  and  I  am  informed  tbe  order  bas  been  conferred  there 
as  a  kind  of  side  degree  by  certain  offieers  whose  authority  was 
recognized  by  the  proper  authority  in  the  United  States,  it  being 
under  no  fixed  authority  in  Canada.  Recognizing  the  poHsession 
of  it  as  necessary  to  gain  admission  into  assembliea  of  Knights 
in  this  country,  they  saw  the  necessity  of  placing  it  under  some 
oi^anized  Masonic  authority;  therefore,  our  Companions  of  On- 
tario have  attached  the  Order  of  the  Red  Cross  to  theirCouncils 
of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  where  it  is  conferred  as  an  appen- 
dant order.  I  understand  that  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  United  States  has  decided  their  authority 
as  legitimate,  and  those  that  receive  the  order  under  that  author- 
ity are  entitled  to  admission  in  all  conclaves  of  Knights  of  the 
Red  Cross  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of. 
tbe  United  States,  and  I  have  no  doubt  this  action  will  have 
mach  influence  in  favor  of  making  tbe  degrees  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
pre-reqnisite  to  the  Order  of  Knighthood,  and  thus  make  the 
American  system  of  Masonry  complete,  progressive  and  har- 
monious. 

Companions,  tbe  adoption  of  the  Super-Excellent  Master's 
degree,  by  the  several  Grand  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Mas- 
ters, has  for  the  past  few  years  been  the  subject  of  much  discns- 
eion.  Many  of  our  sister  Grand  Coancils  have  adopted  it,  and 
from  information  received,  I  think  quite  a  number  of  others  are 
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maoh  in  favor  of  its  adoption.  I  wonld  therefore  recommend 
to  your  eonsideration  the  propriety  of  adopting  it  in  this  juris- 
diction, to  be  conferred  in  the  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  as  an  appendant  degree,  not  that  it  has  any  connection 
vith  those  degrees,  but,  by  so  doing,  place  our  Companions  of 
this  jurisdiction  on  an  equality  with  the  Companions  of  other 
jurisdictions  where  it  has  been  adopted,  and  whether  you  think 
it  would  not  strengthen  the  bonds  of  union,  and  contribute  to 
the  happiness  of  our  Companions. 

In  conclusion,  my  Companions,  permit  me  to  tender  you  my 
grateful  acknowledgment  for  the  honors  your  suffrages  bestowed 
upon  me,  in  placing  me  in  this  honorable  position,  and  for  the 
many  other  kind  offices  I  have  received  at  your  hands,  and  I 
hope  my  successor  will  be  much  more  competent  to  discharge 
the  various   duties  of   this  high  and  honorable   station   than

Recorder. 

KENTUCKY. 

The  annual  Commnnioation  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held 
in  the  city  of  Louisville,  October  19,  1870,  Comp.  Philip  Swi- 
gert,  G.  P.,  presiding.    Seventeen  Councils  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Puieaant,  in  his  address,  says:  "  Several  of  our 
Subordinates,  I  am  informed,  have  ceased  to  hold  their  meetings, 
and  to  which  I  b^  leave  to  call  your  attention.  The  Grand 
Recorder  will  designate  them.  The  others  are  in  a  healthy  and 
prosperous  condition,  and  nothing  has  occurred  daring  the  pant 
year  to  disturb  our  harmony."  He  does  not  favor  the  adoption 
of  the  Snper-Eiccellent  Degree,  and  quotes  Comp.  Maokey's 
address  to  the  Grand  Council  of  Sonth  Carolina  upon  the  sub- 
ject.

MAINE. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  the  city  of  Portland,  May 
8, 1871,  Comp.  Gordon  R.  Garden,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presid- 
ing. Twelve  Councils  were  represented.  The  Grand  Master's 
address  is  short,  and  relates  to  local  doings  only.  He  says: 
*^From  my  own  observations,  and  from  conversing  with  Com- 
panioos  of  various  Councils,  I  have  reason  to  suppose  that  the 
Rite  in  this  jurisdiction  is  in  a  much  more  flourishing  condition 
than  it  has  been  for  some  time  past." 

Comp.  J.  H.  Drummond  reviews  the  proceedings  of  twenty- 
three  Grand  Councilsj  from  which  we  should  like  to  quote. 
We  mast  forego  the  pleasure,  for  if  we  should  commence,  we 
shoald  not  know  how  or  when  to  stop,  and  time  and  space  will 
oot  permit.     Michigan  for  1870  and  1871  is  included. 

Gooip.  Gordon  R.  Garden,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  and  Comp. 
Ira  Berry,  Grand  Recorder,  of  Portland,  were  each  re-elected. 

MISSOURI. 

The  sixth  annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Council  was 
held  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  October  7,  1870,  Comp.  Martin 
Collins,  M«  P.  Grand  Master  presiding.  Six  Councils  were  rep- 
resented. The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short  and  concise. 
He  says  the  Councils  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  the 
membership  continually  increasing;  but  that  there  is  something 
wanting  to  insure  the  continued  prosperity — the  want  is  propa- 
gation and  extension — and  appeals  to  the  Grand  Council  to 
immediately  provide  the  means  for  the  purpose,  and  suggests  the 
propriety  of  amending  the  regulations  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
invest  the  Grand  Puissant,  or  his  duly  authorized  deputy,  with 
the  power  to  open  Councils  and  confer  degrees  when  needed. 
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In  aooordance  with  the  suggestions  of  the  Grand  Master,  the 
committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  address,  reported  the  fol- 
lowing resolation: 

Beiolved,  That  a  petition  for  a  dispensation  may  be  signed  by  nine  or 
more  Royal  and  Select  Masters  and  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  are  desirous  of 
forming  a  Council,  and  if  the  Grand  Master  shall  decide  that  such  a 
Council  will  be  a  benefit  to  Cryptic  Masonry,  that  he  be  and  is  hereby 
empowered  to  deputize  any  competent  Present  or  Past  Thrice  Illustrious 
Grand  Master  to  proceed  to  the  place  designated  with  a  legal  number  of 
Royal  and  Select  Masters,  there  open  a  Council,  and  confer  the  degrees 
upon  all  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  may  be  unanimously  acceptable  to 
the  Royal  and  Select  Masters  who  are  to  be  members  of  the  new  Council, 
and  when  the  degrees  are  conferred,  to  then  and  there  institute  the  new 
Council  under  its  dispensation,  with  the  proper  officers  properly  instructed. 

Comp.  6.  F.  Goaley  reviews,  in  his  asaal  elaborate  and 
instructive  manner,  the  proceedings  of  twenty  Grand  Conncils, 
Michigan  not  of  the  number. 

MINNESOTA. 

We  have  the  proceedings  of  a  Convention  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  held  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  December  12,  1870, 
and  the  formation  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  adoption  of  a  con- 
stitution and  regulations.  Comp.  J.  C.  Perry  was  elected  M.  P. 
G.  M.,  and  Comp.  Wm.  S.  Combs,  Grand  Recorder. 

The  Second  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in 
the  city  of  St.  Paul,  January  11,  1871,  Comp.  J.  C.  Perry,  M. 
P.  G.  Master,  presiding.  Three  Subordinate  Councils  were  rep- 
resented. 

Comp.  A.  E.  Ames  was  elected  M.  P.  G.  Master,  and  Comp. 
B.  F.  Wright,  Grand  Recorder. 

Welcome,  thrice  welcome,  Minnesota! 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

The  annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Select  and 
Royal  Masters  was  held  at  Masonic  Temple  in  the  city  of 
Boston,  December  14,  1870,  Comp.  Charles  Edward  Powers,  M.- 
P.  G.  Master,  presiding.  Eleven  Subordinate  Councils  were 
represented. 
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The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  very  interesting  address, 
giying  an  account  of  his  stewardship  during  the  past  year,  from 
which  we  make  the  following  quotation:  "  I  have  the  pleasure 
of  reporting,  as'  I  have  in  previous  years,  that  th^  Council 
Masonry  was  never  in  a  more  flourishing  condition,  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, than  at  the  present  time. 

Comp.  Edward  B.  Moore  gives  us  a  very  excellent  report  on 
Foreign  Correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  eighteen 
Grand  Councils,  ours  not  of  the  number,  from  which,  if  time 
and  space  permitted,  we  should  like  to  make  many  quotations. 
We  can  only  quote  from  his  conclasion.  He  says:  '^  Cryptic 
Masonry  is  evidently  in  a  prosperous  condition  throughout  its 
vast  domain,  and  destined  at  no  distant  day  to  rival  all  other 
Masonic  institutions.  The  idea  of  a  convention  of  all  the  Grand 
Coancils  for  the  purpose  of  harmonizing  the  work  and  degrees 
is  a  good  one,  and  we  favor  the  meeting."*

ter's address  is  short,  and  relating  to  local  Councils  only. 

Grand  Recorder  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  proceedings 
of  nineteen  Grand  Councils,  Michigan,  for  January,  1871,  of  the 
number.     No  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence. 

Comp.  Geo.  H.  True,  of  Manchester,  was  elected  M.  P.  Grand 
Master,  and  Comp.  Abel  Hutchins,  of  Concord,  Grand  Recorder. 

NEW    YORK. 

The  annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Council  convened  in 
the  City  of  Albany,  February  7,  1871,  M.  P.  James  McCredie* 
Grand  Master,  presiding.  Twenty-eight  Councils  were  repre- 
sented.    The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  says:  ''The  past 
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jear  hss  been  one  of  general  prosperity  to  the  fraternity,  and 
partioalarly  to  our  own  especial  branch  of  the  Order,  and  should 
its  growth  continue,  but  a  few  years  will  be  necessary  to  settle 
in  a  great  and  peaceful  way  the  question  of  where  our  position 
is  in  the  Masonic  family." 

There  were  ten  dispensations  granted  to  form  New  Councils 
the  last  year. 

Oomp.  C.  Craig,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence, reported  the  proceedings  of  fourteen  Grand  Coun- 
cils during  the  last  year,  Michigan,  for  1870,  of  the  number,  also 
a  supplemental  report  for  the  previous  year.  We  have  only 
space  to  quote  from  his  closing  remarks.  He  says:  "The  ques- 
tion of  making  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  a  pre- 
requisite to  the  Order  of  Knighthood  is  gaining  friends,  and 
hardly  a  Companion  opposes  it,  for  we  know  not  of  one.  So, 
Companions,  let  us  labor  on  until  our  mission  is  accomplished, 
for  everything  nOw  looks  bright  for  Cryptic  Masons,  and  already 
the  bright  lights  of  our  arches  are  showing  forth  to  the  world 
that,  although  the  work  is  secret,  yet  our  acts  and  deeds  plainly 
tell  that  they  bring  forth  good  fruit."

Josiah  Shove,  Ifew  York  City,  Grand  Recorder,  l^ere  each  re- 
elected. 

New  York  has  89  Subordinate  Councils,  and  2,072  members.

presiding.  Also  of  the  special  Assembly,  called  the  22d  of 
November,  1870,  to  receive  and  act  upon  an  application  .for  a 
Council  in  the  village  of  Orilla,  Province  of  Ontario,  Canada. 
That  was  granted.  Also  of  the  special  Assembly  on  the  ISth 
of  January,  1871^  called  to  receive  and  act  upon  an  application 
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for  a  Oonnoil  in  the  City  of  Toronto,  Province  of  Ontario; 
Canada.    That'was  also  granted. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short,  relating  to  the  business 
of  the  Grand  Council  onlj. 

Gomp.  D.  B.  Mnnro,  for  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence, reviews  the  proceedings  of  twenty-one  Grand  Councils, 
oars,  for  1870,  included. 

Gomp.  Dr.  J.  C.  Hathaway,  M.  P.  G.  M.,  and  Comp.  D. 
Ransom  Munro,  Grand  Recorder,  were  each  re-elected. 

NORTH   CAROLINA. 

The  Ghrand  Council  convened  at  Wilmington,  December  1, 
1870,  Comp.  Thos.  B.  Carr,  M.  P.  G.  M.,  presiding.  Three 
Councils  were  represented.  The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short 
and  devoted  to  local  matters  only.    No  report  on  Correspondence. 

Gomp.  Thos.  B.  Carr,  M.  P.  G.  M.,  and  Comp.  M.  M.  Eatz« 
Grand  Recorder,  were  each  re-elected. 

We  have  also  received  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Council 
held  June  7, 1871,  Comp.  Thos.  B.  Carr,  presiding.  Three  Coun- 
cils were  represented.  The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  says: 
'^  I  have  received  and  perused  with  much  pleasure  the  proceedings 
of  most  cf  our  sister  Grand  Councils.  With  scarcely  an  excep- 
tion, they  all  look  with  favor  upon  the  proposition  to  hold  a  con- 
vention of  Grand  Councils  for  the  purpose  of  agreeing  upon  a 
common  nomenclature  and  system  of  work,"  and  recommends 
the  Grand  Council  to  make  suitable  provision  for  representation 
to  the  convention,  called  by  Comp.  J.  H.  Drummond,  of  Maine, 
to  meet  in  New  York  City,  in  June,  1872..  Comp.  Thos.  B.  Carr 
was  requested  to  represent  the  Grand  Council  at  that  convention. 
No  report  on  Correspondence. 

Comps.  Carr  and  Eatz  were  each  re-elected. 

OHIO. 

The  Forty-first  annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Council  was 
held  in  Sandusky  City,  Septeinber  26,  1871,  .Comp.  Joseph  R. 
Conrad,  P.  G.  M.,  presiding.  Fifty-two  Councils  were  repre* 
•onted.    The  Grand  Master,  in  hia  address,  says:  ''I  am  pleased 
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to  say  that  Cryptic  Masonry  is  taking  no  backward  steps  in  ou^ 
jurisdiction."  He  issaed  dispensations  for  the*  institution  of 
new  Councils  at  Warren  and  Urbana. 

Comp.  David  R.  Austin,  for  the  Committee  on  Correspond, 
ence,  submitted  a  brief  report  of  the  proceedings  of  twenty 
j  Grand  Councils,  ours,  for  1870,  of  the  number. 

Comp.  J.  R.  Conrad,  of  Atwater,  was  re-elected  P.  O.  M., 
and  Comp.  J.  D.  Caldwell,  of  Cincinnati,  Grand  Recorder. 
£*ifty  Councils  reported  2,^60  members. 

TENNESSEE. 

3  The  annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in 

the  city  of  Nashville,  November  7,  1870,  Grand  Master  W.  F. 
Foster  presiding.  Thirty-three  Subofdinate  Councils  were  rep- 
resented. The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief  and  con- 
fined to  local  matters.  He  reports  the  appointment  of  represen- 
tatives to  fifteen  Grand  Councils,  and  the  granting  of  dispen- 
sations for  four  new  Councils. 

Comp.  Geo.  S.  Blackie,  Assistant  Grand  Recorder,  submitted 
a  very  excellent  report  on  Correspondence,  reviewing  the  pro- 
ceedings of  twenty-three  Grand  Councils,  Michigan,  for  1869, 
included.  Returns  from  fifty-nine  Councils  give  a  total  mem- 
bership of  1,988. 

Comp.  A.  V.  Ware,  M.  D.,  of  Rossville,  T.  I.  G.  M.,  and 
Comp.  John  Frizelle,  of  Nashville,  Grand  Recorder,  were  each 
re-elected. 

The  annual  Convocation  was  held  in  the  city  of  Nashville, 
November  6,  1871,  Comp.  A.  V.  Ware,  T.  I.  G.  Master, 
presiding.  Forty -four  Councils  were  represented.  The  Grand 
Master's  address  is  brief,  mostly  a  recapitulation  of  his  official 
acts  during  the  year.  He  says:  "From  many  of  the  Councils, 
and  from  nearly  all  the  old  R.  and  S.  Masters  with  whom  I  have 
i  communicated,  a  decided  dissatisfaction  is  expressed  at  the  addi- 
tion of  the  S.  E.  Degree.  Being  myself  unable  to  find  either 
place  or  use  for  said  degree,  and  believing  the  circle  complete 
without  it,  I  earnestly  recommend  that  said  degree  be  discon- 
tinued as  one  of  the  necessary  Council  degrees  of  this  juris- 
diction." 
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l*he  committee  to  whom  the  address  of  the  Qrand  Master 

was  referred,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

"In  regard  to  the  incorporation  of  the  Degree  of  Saper-Excel- 

lent  Master,  the  committee  respectf  ally  refer  to  the  language  of 

the  resolution,  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Grand  Council  in 

1868,  that  is  to  say: 

"  Ruohed,  That  in  order  to  place  Cryptic  Masonry  in  Tennessee  more 
in  hannony  with  sister  Grand  Councils,  that  there  be  incorporated  into  the 
s)rstem  of  degrees  now  conferred  in  Councils  the  degree  of  Super-Excellent 
Master,  to  be  conferred  after  the  Select  Master's  degree,  and  without  addi- 
tio&d  charge." 

''This  we  construe  to  mean,  that  the  degree  is  officially 
aothorized  in  this  jurisdiction  to  be  conferred  upon  such  Royal 
and  Select  Masters,  as  wish  to  receive  it,  without  additional 
expense  to  the  candidate,  or  additional  dues  to  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil.   We  therefore  consider  no  action  necessary  or  advisable." 

Comp.  Greo.  S.  Blackie  submitted  the  report  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence, reviewing  briefly  the  proceedings  of  twenty-one 
Grand  Councils,  Michigan,  for  1870  and  1871,  included. 

Comp.  James  McCallum,  of  Pulaski,  was  elected  Illustrious 
Grand  Master;  Oomp.  John  Frizelle,  Nashville,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder.

Masonry,  and  place  her  on  our  list  of  correspondence.

I  from  Him  that  all  blessings  flow,  and  that  His  All-Seeing  eye  is 

I  constantly  upon  our  every  thought,  word  and  action. 

i  In  your  deliberations,  then,  let  that  spirit  of  harmony  pre- 

vail which  has  always  actuated  you  in  the  past  to  deeds  of  wis- 
-  dom.     That  we  may  all  return  to  our  respective  Councils  with 

j  the  pleasing  satisfaction  of  haying  faithfully  performed  our  duty 

J  to  the  Craft. 

In  presenting  to  you  my  report  for  the  past  year,  I  have 
but  little  of  importance  to  communicate. 

In  an  official  capacity,  there  have  been  but  few  matters 
claiming  my  attention,  and  most  of  these  so  plainly  provided 
for  in  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Council  as  to  leave  no  doubt 
as  to  the  manner  in  which  to  dispose  of  them. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  peace  reigns 
throughout  our  Subordinate  Councils,  and  that  although  there 
has  not  been  that  rapid  increase  in  numbers,  which  has  charac- 
terized some  of  the  other  branches  of  our  noble  order,  yet  the 
growth  has  been  steady,  and  the  work  brought  up  for  inspection 
has  passed  the  overseer's  square  with  good  work,  square  work, 
such  work  as  we  are  authorized  to  receive,  pronounced  upon  it, 
with  more  than  the  usual  confidence  that  the  reward  prepared 
for  the  faithful  will  be  well  merited.  Where  all  is  good  it  is 
impossible  to  give  special  mention  to  any.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
never,  from  all  reports,  has  the  work  brought  up  for  inspection 
been  of  such  good  material. 

On  the  19th  of  March  last  I  received  a  petition  in  due  form 
from  eleven  Companions  of  the  city  of  Charlotte,  recommended 
by  Lansing  Council,  No.  29,  asking  for  a  dispensation  to  form 
and  open  a  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  the  city  of 
Charlotte,  to  be  called  ^'Charlotte  Council,  No.  —  *^  which  I  im- 
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iiiediately  grantedy  and  the  following  Companions  were  named 
as  the  three  first  officers,  viz:  Comp.  B.  F.  Doughty,  T.  L  6. 
M.,  Comp.  Thomas  Q.  Green,  D.  I.  G.  M.,  Comp.  Edward  E. 
Edwards,  P.  C.  W.  And  I  haye  no  doabt  bat  that  they  will 
bring  np  work  for  your  inspection  that  will  be  found  of  the 
tnie  metal. 

On  the  14th  of  May  last,  I  receiyed  a  petition  in  due  form 
from  ten  Companions  at  Constantino,  recommended  by  Three 
Riyers  Council,  No.  7,  asking  for  a  dispensation  to  form  and 
open  a  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  at  Constantino,  to 
be  called  '^Nebuzaraden  Council,  No.  — ,''  whibh  I  granted,  and 
named  therein  the  following  as  the  first  three  officers,  viz: 
Comp.  S.  C.  Coffinberry,  T.  I.  G.  M.,  Comp.  S.  B.  Bickford,  D. 
L  G.  M.,  Comp.  A.  B.  Gage,  P.  C.  W. 

It  needs  but  a  glance  at  the  names  here  presented  to  be 
Msured  that  the  interests  of  the  Royal  Craft  will  be  well  pre- 
served in  the  hands  of  our  illustrious  companions.  And  I  do 
most  cheerfully  recommend  that  charters  be  granted  in  both 
the  above  cases. 

The  Grand  Commandery  of  the  State  of  Michigan  saw  fit, 
in  what  was  by  them  considered  great  wisdom,  not  to  take  any 
iotion  in  regard  to  making  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters'  De- 
grees a  pre-requisite  to  the  Orders  of  the  Temple. 

The  Grand  Commandery  having  decided  that  Templar  Jnr- 
ispmdence  did  not  give  them  the  right  to  place  these  degrees 
in  the  regular  order,  we  are  left  as  heretofore,  ''to  paddle  our 
own  canoe,"  and  it  behooves  us  to  stand  by  and  see  that  the 
degrees  are  not  tampered  with,  but  be  placed  in  that  exalted 
position  in  the  front  rank  which  they  so  much  deserve,  and  I 
have  no  doubt,  from  the  spirit  manifested  by  all  the  companions 
that  we  shall  still  flourish  like  the  green  bay  tree,  and  that  the 
cirele  of  perfection  will  remain  complete  and  without  a  single 
itar  having  its  lustre  in  the  least  obscured. 

I  received  a  request  from  St.  John's  Codncil  for  instruction 
in  regard  to  style  of  aprons  and  collars,  and  their  trimmings. 
In  the  absence  of  any  regulation  on  the  subject  by  this  Grand 
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Coancil,  I  replied  in  aocordaooe  vith  the  rale  laid  dowi 
Hackey,  aa  follows: 

The  apron  and  collar  mast  be  black,  lined  and  edged  < 
red.  The  aprOD  sbonld  be  of  a  triangalar  form,  in  allasic 
the  tacred  Delta.  The  Jewel  of  a  Select  Master  is  a  a 
trowel  within  a  Triangle  of  the  same  metal. 

I  wonld  BQggest  the  propriety  of  taking  some  actio 
regard  to  the  adoption  of  soma  style  of  apron  and  oollar  t 
i»«d  by  the  sabordinate  Coancils  in  this  Grand  jarisdiction 

Companions,  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  money  is  abso 
ly  neceesary  to  the  suooeas  of  any  bosinesa,  institation  or  a> 
ty,  and  it  is  equally  weil  known  by  yon  that  the  finaDOes  of 
Grand  Coancil  are  not  adequate  for  its  reqairemente.  Ti 
fore  to  make  this  Grand  Council  independent  and  self  busi 
ing,  I  recommend  that  the  Conetitation  be  so  amended  s 
increase  the  income  from  the  subordinate  Councils. 

In  my  inrestigation  of  the  subject,  I  find  nothing  that  1 
me  to  the  oonolUBion  that  the  Saper-Bioellent  degree  shoal 
inolnded,  and  made  a  part  of  the  degrees  conferred  in  this  G-i 
jarisdiction.  On  the  other  hand  I  find  that  it  certainly  hai 
ooDoeotion,  in  its  history  or  symbolism,  with  the  Royal  and  Si 
Masters'  d^rees,  nor  was  it  ever,  (aotil  it  was  within  the 
few  years  introduced  in  some  of  the  western  Conncils)  ooi 
ered  as  forming  any  part  of  the  work  of  a  Connoil;  and  c 
they  differ  as  to  the  proper  place  for  it;  and  in  one  State 
Grand  Master  recommends  that "  said  degree  be  disoontina 

I  agree  with  Companion  Maokey,  when  he  says,  "  its  io 
dnotion  into  the  Council  destroys  the  symmetry  of  the  rite,  w 
very  properly  closes  with  the  ninth  degree,"  and  with  the  re 
of  the  committee  at  the  late  convention  of  Royal  and  S< 
Masters,  held  at  the  city  of  New  York  in  June  last,  who  aay  i 
"can  see  do  good  reason  why  it  shoald  be  retained  in  the  A 
ican  rite,  as  it  inculcates  no  lessons  not  better  taught  elsewhi 

The  U.  P.  Grand  Master  of  Mississippi  says  of  the  deg 
".after  getting  all  the  information  in  my  power,  I  would  gi' 
M  my  o[Hnion  that  it  stands  in  the  same  relation  to   Crj 
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Maionry  that  the  Gh>od  Samaritan  does  to  the  Royal  Aroh,  or 
the  degrees  of  CoUatrayer  to  Knighthood." 

In  the  State  of  Tennessee^  where  this  degree  has  been  worked 
is  the  subordinate  Councils,  and  they  had  been  able  to  form  an 
opinion  in  regard  to  its  relative  merits,  the  M.  P.  Grand  Master 
says:  "  bein<;  myself  unable  to  find  either  place  or  use  for  said 
degree,  and  believing  the  circle  complete  without  it,  I  earnestly 
recommend  that  said  degree  be  discontinued." 

The  M.  P.  Grand  Master  of  Vermont,  in  referring  to  this 
degree,  speaks  of  our  action  last  year  thus:  '^  Sympathizing 
Bomewhat  deeply  with  this  view  of  the  case,  we  suggest  that 
the  important  degrees  of  Knights  of  Three  Kings  and  Knights 
of  Birmingham  be  added  to  the  category,  and  for  the  same 
reason." 

The  Grand  Master  of  South  Carolina,  one  of  our  most  emi- 
nent writeis,  says  in  his  address  in  1871:  '*  The  Super-Excellent 
degree  continues  to  be  used  in  many  of  our  sister  jurisdictions, 
but  my  more  enlarged  experience  on  the  subject  only  leads  me 
to  a  stronfi^er  conviction  of  the  correctness  of  the  opinion  I  have 
fonnerly  expressed,  and  which  you  have  unanimously  endorsed, 
that  it  would  be  both  improper  and  inexpedient  to  adopt  it  as  a 
part  of  our  system." 

Again,  we  find  Comp.  A.  G.  Mackey  speaking  as  follows: 
**  Certain  that  there  is  nothing  in  the  degree  (Super-Excellent) 
which  throws  any  light  on  the  symbolism  of  Freemasonry,  as  a 
speculative  science,  or  which  is  at  all  necessary  to  the  more  com- 
plete understanding  of  its  philosophy.  Nothing  is  more  unde- 
niable than  that  Freemasonry  has  in  tbe'present  day  assumed  an 
elevated  position  as  a  system  of  Philosophy,  engaged  in  the 
investigation  of  the  Lost  and  the  Recoyered  Word,  not  in  itself 
of  as  great  importance  but  as  the  ground  work  of  a  symbolism 
which  teaches  the  ineffable  truth  of  the  Lost  and  Recovered 
Life.  There  is  everywhere  about  it  a  dualism,  which  has  refer- 
ence to  this  change  of  condition.  Borrowing  the  idea  from  the 
ancient  mysteries,  where  this  symbolic  resurrection  was  brought, 
it  has  iis  aphanism  or  loss,  euresis  or  its  discovery — its  darkness 
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d  its  light — iu  ignoranoe  and  its  knowledge — ii 
life — its  murtality  and  its  immortality. 
"All  this  is  clearly  indicated  in  the  Lodge,  is  fol 
the  Chapter,  and  the  necessary  commentary  or  e 
reo  in  the  Council.  But  the  degree  of  Super-Exoi 
da  nothing  to  this  beantifal  and  consistent  sya 
yelopment  of  a  principle  of  fondness  for  oeren 
ceremony,  without  any  reference  to  its  applica 
ren  healthy  purpose,  which  if  enoonraged  ma; 
ist,  end  in  a  total  destruction  of  the  identity 
uonry  with  that  of  other  oonntries,  and  with  th 
aotioed  by  our  fathers." 

I  have  thas  placed  before  yon  the  opinions  of 
st  informed  Masonic  writers,  that  in  your  action 
s  yoD  may  be  guided  somewhat  by  their  judgi 
bjeot,  wbiob,  with  one  exception,  has  agitated  t 
yptic  Masous  more  than  any  other  dnring  the  la 
d  hope  that  yon  will  take  anoh  action  on  the  snl 
finitely  settle  all  oontroTersy  thereon.

Owing  to  Other  businesB  arrangementSi  I  v

This  Grand  Council  was  not  represented. 

The  President  of  that  convention  was  directed 
[lowing  circular  to  the  Grand  Councils,  and  as  i 
bittance  all  the  proceedings  of  that  convention 
bmii  it  for  your  consideration; 
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"To  tiie  Most  mostriouf  Orand  tfastere,  Oflioera  and  Uembera  of  the  sereral  Grand 
OraBeflfl  of  Boyal  and  Select  liasten: 

"OoxpAinoHS: — The  Conyention  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  held  in 
New  Tork,  June  12, 1872,  directed  me  as  their  presiding  officer,  to  issue  a 
ditolar  to  you  in  reference  to  another  session  of  that  Convention,  to  be 
hdd  by  adjournment  in  New  York  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  June,  1878. 

*'Fn>m  the  foregoing  official  report  of  its  transactions  you  will  per- 
odvethat  fourteen  Grand  Councils,  and  the  Council  in  the  District  of 
Oolnmbia,  where  no  Grand  Council  exists,  were  represented  by  duly 
•ooedited  delegates,  and  members  of  two  other  Grand  Couhcils  were  pr^ 
ent  and  participated  in  the  proceedings. 

"  Sereral  of  the  Grand  Councils  not  represented,  had  elected  delegates, 
who  from  accident  or  other  causes  failed  to  attend;  indeed,  I  find  that  ten 
other  Qnuid  Councils  acted  favorably  upon  the  proposition  for  the  Con- 
vention, and  expected  to  be  represented  in  it. 

"  Of  the  few  others,  my  circular  failed  to  reach  some,  and  only  two 
acted  adversely  upon  the  proposition.  The  foregoing  report  of  the  trans- 
ictions  shows  only  what  was  actually  done  and  omits  all  the  discussions. 
*  "The  first  question  presented  was  in  reference  to  the  expediency  of 
cultivating  the  degrees  at  all;  that  was  unanimously  settled  in  the  affirma- 
tire,  and  such  was  the  decided  sentiment  of  the  Convention. 

'*  Upon  the  question  of  remitting  the  degrees  to  the  Grand  Chapter, 
which  was  fully  and  freely  discussed,  the  Convention  was  unanimous 
•gainst  the  proposition,  and  in  most  decided  terms  favored  the  system  of 
Giand  Councils.  In  connection  with  this  it  was  announced  that  the  Chap- 
ten  in  the  District  of  Columbia  had  ceased  to  confer  the  Council  degrees, 
and  that  the  Companions  in  Maryland  and  West  Virginia  are  taking  active 
neasures  to  separate  these  degrees  from  the  Chapters,  and  place  them  under 
the  exclusive  Jurisdiction  of  Grand  Councils.  This  would  leave  the  Chapter 
■jntem  prevailing  only  in  Virginia  and  Texas.  It  was  also  announced  that 
OooDcils  had  been  formed  in  England  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  New  York,  and  that  a  Grand  Council  would  be  formed  there  at 
10  early  day. 

"  Upon  the  exemplification  of  the  work,  it  was  found  that  a  serious 
diflensnce  of  opinion  existed  in  reference  to  the  number  and  order  of  the 
degrees,  and  that  there  are  substantial  differences  between  the  rituals  of 
diffeient  Jurisdictions.  To  settle  these  required  more  time  than  the  con- 
vention could  command,  and  it  was  determined  to  remit  these  matters  to  a 
committee,  upon  which  Companions  from  Grand  Councils  not  represented 
iboqld  be  appointed.    This  necessarily  involved  an  adjourned  session  of 
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^  Oonrention,  uid  it  vbs  dedded  to  kdjourn  for  a  year,  to  give  ttie  com- 
mittee full  time  to  agree  upon  a  report,  to  a9ord  the  Grand  Councils  an 
opportunity  to  act  upon  the  measurea  recommeDded,  and  sspeciiklly  to 
secure  a  more  full  representation. 

"  If  the  Council  system  is  to  be  continued  it  should  be  made  uniform; 
It  can  ba  made  uniform  only  by  united  action;  we  can  t«cure  united  action 
only  by  means  of  sucii  a  convention. 

"  I  therefore,  in  behalf  of  the  Convention,  most  earnestly  commend  lo 
your  early  and  favorable  consideration  the  recommendadona  it  makes  W 
you,  and  ask,  in  order  to  make  its  future  action  us<^fu1,  and  to  accomplish 
tlte  purpose  foi  wliich  It  was  created,  that  you  be  represented  at  its 
adjourned  session  At  that  time  it  is  expected  that  tUere  will  be  presented 
the  question  of  making  the  Council  degrees  pre-rcquisite  to  tbe  order  of 
Enightliood,  in  order  to  make  the  American  system  continuous  and 
uniform.

I  think  it  important  that  this  Grand 
Coanoil  be  represented  in  that  oonveation  and  every  facility 
afforded  to  remove  the  obstacles  which  now  impede  the  growth 
and  prosperity  of  Cryptic  Masonry;  and  would  recommend  thai 
a  suitable  appropriation  be  made  to  defray  the  erpeoaes  of  some 
Companion,  whom  you  shall  consider  best  qualified  to  represent 
the  interests  of  this  Grand  Council  in  that  Cnnventioo. 

I  woald  alao  recommend  to  your  favorable  notice  the  report 
of  the  oommittee  on  nomenclature,  and  recommend  tliat  such 
amendments  be  made  to  our  Constitution  and  By-Laws  as  to 
make  them  oorreapond  therewith.

"We  cannot  but  look  upon  the  introduction  of  Cryptic  Hasonry  iD 
England  by  an  American  Grand  Council  as  one  of  tbe  most  important 
events  in  the  .Masonic  history  of  tbis  country,  and  we  may  contem]^le 
with  a  natural  Feeling  of  pride  that  tlic  Grand  Council  of  New  York  has 
that  disiinguisiied  honor,  tvndiug  as  it  must,  to  not  only  draw  still  closer 
the  fraternal  bunds  that  now  happily  unite  the  fraternity  of  the  Uoited 
States  with  that  of  our  mother  country.

"On  arriving  in  London,  I  reported  to  Companions  Rev.  George  Ray- 
mond Portal,  Capt.  Nath'l  George  Phillips,  and  the  other  petitioners,  by 
whom  I  was  most  cordially  welcomed  and  fraternally  greeted. 

"I  was  accompanied  by  Comp.  Charles  H.  Thompson,  of  Corning,  N. 
T.,  and  John  J.  Martin,  of  Albany,  both  of  whom  kindly  volunteered  to 
go  with  me. 

"On  the  27th  of  July,  Comp.  Albert  G.  €k>odall,  who  had  forwarded 
to  you  the  petitions  and  made  the  preliminary  arrangements  for  introducing 
the  degrees,  arrived  from  the  Continent,  accompanied  by  Comp.  Daniel 
Sickels,  when  the  arrangements  for  conferring  the  degrees  and  organizing 
Ooundls  were  soon  perfected. 

"The  first  meeting  was  held  Monday  evening.  July  81,  at  Freemasons' 
Tavern,  when  the  degrees  of  Royal,  Select,  and  Super-Excellent  Masters 
were  conferred  on  the  following  named  Royal  Arch  Masons: 

**Rev.  George  Raymond  Portal,  Capt.  Nath'l  George  Phillips,  J.  M.  P. 
Montague,  Frederick  Davison,  William  Roebuck,  W.  Hyde  Pullen,  Thos.

"When  the  ceremonies  were  completed,  the  Companions  proceeded  to 
organize  Grand  Masters'  Council.  Rev.  and  Comp.  Geo.  Raymond  Portal, 
was  selected  as  T.  I.  M.,  Capt.  and  Comp.  Nath'l  Geo.  Phillips  as  R.  I.  D. 
M.,  and  Comp.  J.  M.  P.  Montague,  as  I.  P.  C.  of  W.  Petitions  were 
received  and  necessary  business  transacted.  The  Council  was  then  closed 
until  Friday  evening,  August  4,  when  it  met  at  the  same  place,  and 
Oompe.

SOUTH    CAROLINA. 

The  annual  Conclave  held  at  Charleston,  February  16,  1871, 
Oomp.  B.  Bush  Campbell,  as  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Eight  Councils  represented. 

Comp.  Albert  G.  Maokey,  who  has  been  Grand  Master  since 
the  organization  of  the  Grand  Council,  declined  a  re-election. 

His  address  being  of  unusual  interest  we  give  it  in  full: 

■ 

"I  had,  until  within  a  very  recent  period,  indulged  the  hope  that  I 
aliould  have  ^en  able  to  be  present  at  your  annual  Convocation,  and  in 
ptrson  to  bid  you  farewell.  But  unforeseen  and  uncontrollable  circum* 
stances  wUl  prevent  my  leaving  Washington  at  this  time,  and  I  am,  there- 
fore, compelled  to  content  myself  with  the  less  pleasant  method  of 
addressing  you  by  letter. 

"Since  your  last  Convocation,  nothing  of  such  importance  has 
occnrred  in  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  country  as  to  require  your  special 
notice.  The  Super-Excellent  degree  continues  to  be  used  in  many  of  our 
sister  jurisdictions,  but  my  more  enlarged  experience  on  the  subject  only 
leads  me  to  a  stronger  conviction  of  the  correctness  of  the  opinion  I  have 
formerly  expressed,  and  which  you  have  unanimously  endorsed,  that  it 
would  be  both  improper  and  inexpedient  to  adopt  it  as  a  part  of  our 
system. 

"  The  sugfjcestion  made  by  some  of  the  Grand  Councils,  that  the  Royal 
and  Select  degrees  should  be  merged  in  the  Chapter,  is  one  which  I  am 
sure  yon  wiU  not  think  worthy  of  your  attention,  unless  it  be  emphatically 
to  repudiate.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Carolina,  long  ago,  expressed 
its  opinion  on  this  subject — ^adversely  to  a  similar  proposition  made  in  the 
year  1896,  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland.  You  have  no  right  to  aban- 
don your  Jurisdiction  over  degrees  which  you  received  from  your  predeces- 
sors; nor  if  you  had,  would  the  Grand  Chapter,  I  am  certain,  receive  the 
unwelcome  gift.  The  obligation  of  allegiance  which  you  have  all  taken  to 
tlie  Grand  Council  is  one  which  cannot  be  conscientiously  set  aside;  and 
any  act  tending  to  destroy  its  existence  would  be  a  violation  of  that  obUga- 
f  ion.    It  will  be  necessary  that  you  should  repeal  that  clause  of  your  Con- 
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ititutioQ  which  glTSB  certain  prerogaUres  to  Inspectors  Oe 
remftins,  it  must  be  as  s  dead  letter;  for  the  Supreme  Council 
third  degree,  at  its  last  meeting  In  Uaj,  1870,  formally  rel 
control  over  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master.

New  Orleans,  in  December  1874.  The  distinguished  Masonic 
ability  of  the  Illustrious  Companions  composing  that  committee, 
will  be  a  sufficient  guarantee  that  the  subject  will  receive  such 
attention  as  its  importance  demands.  I  trust  their  efforts  will 
be  crowned  with  success,  and  the  object  so  justly  sought  be 
aecomplished.  I  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  following 
resolntion,  which  was  adopted: 

Booked,  That  when  this  Convention  adjourns,  it  adjourn  to  meet  at 
Mew  Orleans,  on  the  Monday  befpre  the  first  Tuesday  of  December,  1874, 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  General  Grand  Council  for  the  United  States, 
and  that  the  Representatives  be  requested  to  bring  this  subject  before  their 
lereral  Grand  Councils  for  their  action. 

The  propriety  of  taking  any  decided  action  in  favor  of  the 
question  of  forming  a  General  Grand  Council  for  the  United 
States  at  the  present  time,  would,  to  my  mind,  be  susceptible 
of  grave  doubts.  The  subordinate  Councils  throughout  this 
jarisdiction,  I  consider,  are  justly  entitled  to  a  reasonable  length 
of  time  for  the  consideration  of  all  questions  which  may  be 
presented  touching  their  interests,  and  particularly  one  of  such 
DMgnitade,  in  order  to  arrive  at  correct  conclusions.  But  by 
reference  to  the  call  for  a  convention,  it  will  be  observed  that 
this  question  was  not  mentioned.  It  might  therefore  be  reason- 
ably supposed,  that  the  subordinates  are  not  prepared  for  any 
definite  action  at  this  time.  I  would,  however^  recommend  such 
aeUoo  in  the  premises  as  your  superior  wisdom  may  dictate. 

Oa  the  25 tb  of  January  last,  I  received  an  official  letter  from 
the  Grand  Recorder  of  the  Grand  Ooancil  of  Nebraslca,  convey- 
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iog  the  happy  intelliftflnoe  that  this  aew  Qnnd  Coancil  wu 
organized  on  the  20tb  of  November,  1872, — John  Blake,  H.  P. 
G.  M.,  and  E.  F.  Warren,  Grand  Recorder.  They  also  reapeirt- 
folly  Bolioit  fraternal  reoogaition,  and  the  establishment  of 
fraternal  correspondence  and  oommnnication  between  this  Grand 
Council  and  that  of  Nebr^ka.  I  would  therefore  most  cordialW 
Tecommend  that  suitable  resolutions  of  welcome  be  passed  hy 
this  Grand  Council,  and  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Conncil  of  the 
State  of  Nebraska. 

The  moamful  subject  to  which  I  shall  next  allude,  is  one 
that  will  bring  deep  sorrow  to  the  hearts  of  all.  In  casting  your 
eyes  over  the  select  numbers  now  present,  what  do  you  see? 
The  solemn  response  cornea  up  *  *  *  Alas!  the  great 
"  Leveler  "  has  been  among  us.  Illustrious  Companion,  Frank 
Darrow,  was  stricken  down  by  the  strong  "Arm  of  Death," 
April  II,  1673.  We  have  all  known  him  as  Past  Grand  Master, 
Past  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  and  Past  Thrioe  IlInstrioDS 
Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Council.  He  was  present  and 
assisted  in  the  organlEalion  of  this  Grand  Body,  and  was  among 
the  iirst  Grand  Offioers  elected  by  the  Grand  Council  of  Mich- 
igan. He  has  labored  long  and  faithfully;  his  work  is  com- 
pleted; and  while  we  mourn  his  departure  from  among  us,  let  ua 
emulate  bis  many  virtues,  and  rejoice  in  the  hope  that  he  is  in 
the  Higher  Lodge,  to  which  I  trust  we  are  all  advancing.  I 
would  recommend  that  a  memorial  page  be  inserted  in  our  pub- 
lished proceedings,  and  a  oommittee  appointed  to  draft  resolu- 
tions eipresaive  of  our  deep  sorrow.

>een  safely  led  through  the  dangers  and  vicisBitudes  ' 
'ear,  and  are  again  permitted  to  assemble  in  Grand  ' 
«Tiew  the  history  of  the  past  and  take  action  for  1 
^e  have  gathered  around  our  saored  Altar  and  offei 
idoratione  to  Diety  that  He  would  be  pleased  to  va 
IB,  aa  heretofore,  His  kind  protecting  care  and  favor, 
ill  be  thankful  that  we  have  thus  far  been  spared  to  n 
o  exchange  the  fraternal  greeting,  to  grasp  the  hand  o 
)anion8,  and  thos  to  strengthen  each  other  in  every  goo 
vork.  While  we  are  thus  assembled,  I  tmst  that  hai 
rood  feeling  will  prevail,  that  our  deliberations  and  ai 
Dch  aa  may  tend  to  the  advancement  and  prosperity  of 
id  Order,  that  the  bonds  of  brotherly  love  and  friends! 
trengthened,  so  that  at  the  close  of  this  Assembly  \ 
urn  to  our  homes  with  the  pronij  satisfaction  of  hai 
uUy  discharged  onr  whole  duty  to  the  craft.  In 
Cryptic  Masonry,  I  congratulate  you  upon  the  peao 
Qony  existing  throughout  this  jurisdiction.  No  vexed 
lave  been  presented  to  me,  and  I  have  not  been  calle 
nake  any  decisions  during  the  past  year,  with  the  eX' 
nch  aa  are  plainly  provided  for  in  the  Constitution  ax 
itegntations  of  the  Grand  Council. 

From  the  best  information  at  my  command,  I 
lelieve  that  a  reasonable  amount  of  work  has  been  d< 
obordinate  Councils,  and  although  our  numbers  per 
lOt  increased  with  the  rapidity  of  some  former  years, ; 
he  material  selected  has  been  such  as  should  ever  be  < 
he  protection  of  our  pacred  institution. 

Would  that  I  could  report  to  you  that  oar  "Select 
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were  all  present;"  that  oar  Mystio  Oirole  had  remained  unbroken; 
and  that  we  had  been  spared  the  sad  duty  of  draping  our  Arches 
in  Bombre  mourning  for  a  kindred  spirit,  who  mingled  with  us 
it  our  last  Annual  Grand  Assembly.  But  not  so,  my  GoiApan- 
ions;  and  the  saddest  duty  devolving  upon  one  occupying  the 
poeition  I  do,  is  to  recount  to  his  Companions  the  work  of  relent- 
less death.  He  spares  neither  the  hoary-headed  nor  yet  the 
yoang  and  vigorous.  His  cruel  aim  is  fixed  and  certain.  The 
helpless  victim  cannot  elude  his  iron  grasp.  Illustrious  Com- 
panion Spencer  B.  Raynale,  Deputy  Master  of  Corunna  Council, 
U.  D.,  died  Sept.  26th  last,  at  the  residence  of  his  father.  Dr.  E. 
Baynale,  in  Birmingham,  Oakland  County,  Michigan,  where  he 
had  gone  for  the  purpose  of  medical  treatment.  Knowing  him, 
as  I  have  from  boyhood,  sad  indeed  is  the  task  for  me  to  record 
raeh  facts.     ''But  Thy  will,  not  mine,  be  done." 

An  active,  zealous  Mason  in  Lodge,  Chapter  and  Council, 
well  may  we  envy  his  attainments,  and  faithfully  should  we  en- 
deavor to  imitate  his  zeal  and  laborious  energy  in  the  cause  of 
Masonry.  Stricken  down  in  the  prime  of  life,  as  it  were,  upon 
the  very  threshold  of  his  usefulness,  how  appropriately  may  we 
erect  to  his  memory  the  "Broken  Column,"  incribe  thereon  the 
''Weeping  Virgin,"  and  mourn  him  as  those  who  have  lost  a 
true  friend  and  loving  brother.  I  would  recommend  such  action 
by  this  Grand  Body  as  will  evidence  our  regard  for  the  illustri- 
ous Companion  while  living,  and  our  respect  for  his  memory. 

In  accordance  with  our  laws  and  ancient  custom,  I  herewith 
render  an  account  of  my  labors  for  the  past  year,  and  trust  they 
will  meet  your  approval.  February  18th  last  I  received  a  peti- 
tion in  due  form,  signed  by  twelve  Companions  of  the  city  of 
Corunna,  and  recommended  by  St.'  Johns  Council,  No.  2 1,  ask- 
ing for  a  dispensation  to  form  and  open  a  Council  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  in  the  city  of  Corunna,  to  be  called  Corunna 
Council,  No.  — ,  which  I  immediately  granted,  and  the  follow- 
ing Companions  were  named  as  the  first  three  officers:  Compan- 
ion Hugh  McCurdy  as  T.  1.  M.;  Companion  Spencer  .B.  Raynale 
uD.  M.;  und  Companion  Jefferson  D.  Leland  as  P.  C  of  W. 
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As  any  remarks  by  me  would  add  nothing  to  tbe  merit  of  the 
petitioners,  I  merely  recommend,  as  a  slight  revard  for  their 
Sdelity,  industry  and  skill,  that  a  charter  be  granted  them. 

As  the  Companions  of  Northville  Connoil,  No.  30,  at  North- 
ville,  were  without  an  Installing  officer,  at  their  request  I  visited 
them  February  2Tth  last,  installed  their  officers,  and  assisted  in 
Donferring  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  on  four  can- 
iidates.  The  Companions  are  in  pouseesion  of  the  correct  rit.iiol 
and  the  zeal  manifested  by  them  in  the  cause  was  such 
icarrant  theit-  work  hereafter  perfect. 

Union  City  Council,  No.  3fi,  at  Union  City,  having  ne^ 
to  hold  an  election  for  officers  at  the  time  prescribed  I 
Constitution,  I  granted  a  dispensation  for  that  purpose

Council.

alection  for  officers,  was  present  at  tbe  election,  installi

But,  as  Companions  are 
present  representing  the  different  subordinate  Councils,  I  will 
gladly  join  them  in  any  measures  they  see  fit  to  introduce,  hav- 
ing in  view  the  interests  of  Cryptic  Masonry. 

Companions — In  retiring  fi*ora  this  highly  honorable  position 
to  which  your  partiality  has  twice  elevated  me,  I  should  be 
insensible  to  all  feelings  of  gratitude  did  I  not  again  acknowl- 
edge your  uniform  kindness,  and  the  aid  so  liberally  extended 
me  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties.  My  labor  as  your 
Grand  Master  is  nearly  completed.  I  have  endeavored  to  dis* 
charge  my  duty  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  in  so  doing,  if  I 
have  succeeded  in  gaining  your  approval,  it  is  well.  If  in  aught 
1  have  erred,  or  come  short  of  my  duty,  I  trust  you  will  cover  it 
with  the  "  broad  mantle  of  Masonic  charity."  I  now  return  to 
yon  the  emblem  of  authority  you  so  often  and  so  kindly  have 
bestowed  upon  me,  with  the  hope  that  you  will  elect  some  one 
more  skilled  than  myself  to  perform  the  duty  required. 

Again  thanking  you  for  the  high  honors  conferred  upon  me, 
praying  for  the  future  prosperity  of  our  Sacred  Order,  and  bid- 
ding God-speed  to  my  successor  in  office,  I  desire  to  resume  my 
labors  among  the  workmen  in  the  Arches  of  the  Sacred  Vault, 
maintain  secrecy,  and  reflect  in  silence.

He  received  n  liberal  education,  studied  law,  and  establiahed  him 
In  his  profession,  at  Corunna,  in  1859. 

Companion  Raynale  was  made  a  Mason  in  Birmingham  Lodge.  No. 
was  iniliated  and  passed  March  37th,  1860,  and  raised  April  3Sth,  18SS. 
toolc  an  active  pari  in  eslablisliing  Corunna  Lodge,  No,  115.  On  tbe  1 
of  February,  1864,  was  made  a  Royal  Arch  Hason  at  Flint,  in  Wsabing 
Chapter,  No.  33;  and  May  16th,  1868,  was  knighted  in  Corunna  Ck 
mandery.  No.  'n.  The  Council  degrees  he  received  In  St.  Johns  Coun 
February  13lh,  1874,  and  subsequently  aided  in  forming  Corunna  Coun 
^e  was  Worshipful  Master  of  Corunna  Lodge  for  four  successive  ter 
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and,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  High  Priest  of  Corunna  Chapter,  to 
which  position  he  had  also  been  elected  for  four  continuous  terms. 

Companion  Raynale  was  never  idle  in  the  Masonic  Vineyard — never 
bringing  np  other  men's  work  for  inspection,  and  never  found  aslbep  at 
H(B  POST,  but  always  prompt  and  on  band  in  attendance,  whether  in  Lodge, 
Chapter.  Council  or  Commandery—doing  what  his  hands  found  to  do  with 
all  his  might,  yet  so  silently  and  smoothly  that  he  infused  into  those  around 
him  his  own  spirit.  Pure  in  heart  and  life,  genial  and  dignified,  he  gov- 
erned those  over  whom  he  presided  with  such  care  that  to  obey  his  orders 
seemed  only  a  pleasure.  He  lived  a  life  in  accordance  with  the  pure  teach - 
initB  of  our  Fratbrnitt — honest  in  all  his  -dealings  with  his  fellow-man — 
the  friend  of  humanity.  As  a  husband,  he  was  devoted  and  generous  to  a 
wife  who  reciprocated  her  adoration  for  his  manly  worth.  As  a  father,  he 
was  kind  and  indulgent  to  his  children  he  so  fondly  loved. 

Iq  his  loss  a  home  has  been  deprived  of  its  sunlight  of  faith,  and  hope, 
ud  happiness,  and  our  order  of  an  esteemed  and  valued  member. 

Truly,  in  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death;  ;.nd.  bowing  with  sub- 
mission to  the  fiat  of  the  Great  I  Am.  humbly  hope  to  rejoin  him  in  the 
Grand  Council  above.

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The  M.  I.  Grand  Master  then  delivered  the  following 

ADDRESS : 

Illnstrioiis  Clompanlonn  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Mastere, 
of  the  State  of  Michlfi^an : 

The  Supreme  Grand  Master  of  the  Universe,  in  His 
infinite  love  and  mercy,  has  vouchsafed  to  us  the  blessed  pri- 
vilege of  once  more  greeting  each  other  on  this  Twenty-first 
annual  Assembly  of  our  beloved  institution.  Let  us  humbly 
acknowledge  the  divine  protection  of  Him  who  ruleth  over 
the  destinies  of  all  human  undertakings,  and  return  thanks 
to  Him  for  His  gentle  dealings  towards  us  during  the  year 
"gone  forever":  in  permitting  us  to  dwell  together  in  unity, 
and  for  the  peace  and  brotherly  love  that  prevails  in  the  S.  V. 
throughout  our  own  beloved  Peninsular  State,  and  that  so 
many  of  us  arc  permitted  to  participate  in  these  fraternal 
congratulations. 

These  are  some  of  the  things  for  which  we  should  rever- 
ently give  thanks  to  Almighty  God.  We  should  also  offer 
ascription  of  praise  to  the  Most  High  for  the  peace  and  pros- 
perity of  this  beloved  country  of  ours, — that  no  national 
calamity  has  been  suffered  to  visit  our  sisterhood  of  States. 
That  our  civil,  religious  and  social  rights  have  not  been  des- 
troyed nor  invaded  ;  that  the  financial  cloud  that  has  dark- 
ened our  commercial  sky,  and  at  one  time  seemed  to  imperil 
our  national  prosperity  and  to  threaten  our  destruction,  has 
not  discouraged  us  nor  seriously  impeded  the  advance  of  our 
commercial  enterprises. 

Although,  as  a  society,  we  may  not  have  added  to  our 
numerical  8ti*ength  as  rapidly  as  might  have  been  desired,  we 
have  great  reason  to  rejoice  for  what  we  have  and  are  to-day. 
If  we  have  not  built  up  as  many  new  Councils  as  might  have 
been  wibhed,  we  have  the  satisfaction  of  believing  that  the 
Btmctures  we  have  erected  stand  upon  firm  foundations,  and 
that  the  individual  blocks  composing  these  structures  were 
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all  hewed  and  squared  in  the  quarrieB,  and  were  all  bronght 
up  for  inspection  and  found  to  be  good  work  and  square 
work,  and  euch  work  as  we  are  authorized  to  receive ;  and 
also  the  satisfaction  of  feeling  that  nothing  has  occurred  to 
mar  our  harmony,  or  bring  reproach  upon  or  dim  the  lostre 
of  our  honored  Order. 

For  the  general  prosperity  of  our  Rite  we  ought  to  take 
courage.  Perhaps  there  never  was  a  time  in  the  histoiy  of 
our  gloriouB  institution  when  the  intelligence,  refinement,  cul- 
ture and  dignity  of  our  Order  was  so  manifest,  and  its  sigual 
influences  so  obvious  as  to-day  ;  commanding  as  it  does  the 
respect  of  all  good  people. 

Let  us,  therefore,  be  jealous  of  our  well  acquired  honors, 
taking  special  care  that  our  Vaults  and  Temples  are  not  sul- 
lied, no  evil  harbored  or  wrong  doing  tolerated  ;  purging  our 
8.  V.  and  Temples  of  all  vice  and  immorality,  so  that  the 
caviler  will  search  through  our  numbers  in  vain  to  find  the 
drunkard,  the  piofaner,  the  liar,  seducer,  debaucher,  hcen- 
tious,  or  any  other  wickedness  within  our  Cryptic  Rite 

We  cannot  be  too  guarded  in  selecting  the  material  for 
our  symbolic  temples.  The  applicants  should  be  tried  by  the 
square  of  morality,  and  also  by  the  test  of  truth ;  for  a  Tem- 
ple sustained  by  a  score  of  men  of  sterhng  integrity  and 
virtue  will  possess  more  strength  than  a  hundred  unworthy 
Masons. 
Illustrious  Compahions  : 

It  is  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  the 
happy  condition  of  our  peaceful  jurisdiction.  The  sliadow  of 
death  has  not  been  permitted  to  cross  the  threshold  or 
darken  the  house  of  any  of  our  Illustrious  Grand  Officers,  bo 
far  as  I  am  informed  ;  which  fact  should  eUcit  our  deepest 
sense  of  gratitude  to  the  protecting  care  of  a  Divine  Provid- 
ence. 
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During  the  year  I  have  officially  visited  and  constituted 
the  following  Councils,  viz : 

On  the  5th  of  February,  1877,  I  constituted  a  Council  at 
Hastings,  and  installed  the  officers.  I  found  them  in  the 
possession  of  true  work,  and  I  have  never  met  a  better  in- 
formed Council.  111.  Comp.  Travers  Phillips,  T.  I.  M.,  is  an 
able  presiding  officer  and  well  informed  in  the  ritual.  He  is 
ably  supported  by  111.  Companions  M.  Drake,  D.  M.;  M.  W. 
RiKER,  P.  C.  W.;  and  Frank  Bower,  0.  G.  I  was  assisted 
by  111.  Comps.  Daniel  Stryker,  Frank  A.  Hooker,  of  Char- 
lotte, C,  W.  Strait,  Henry  Simmons  and  Fred  Ries,  of 
Jackson. 

On  the  3d  of  April,  in  company  with  111.  Comp.  C.  W. 
Strait,  I  visited  Charlotte  Council,  No.  36,  and  witnessed 
the  work  as  executed  by.  111.  Comps.  B.  T.  Church,  T.  I.  M.; 
D.  Baughman,  D.  M.;  W.  H.  DeLemater,  P.  C.  W.,  and  I  was 
highly  pleased  with  their  work,  from  first  to  last.  While  at 
Charlotte,  I  made  the  acquaintance  of  111.  Com.  J.  W.  Hickok, 
one  of  Michigan's  Pioneer  Masons,  who  has  the  reputation  of 
"  never  missing  a  meeting." 

I  authorized  111.  Comp  B.  F.  Doughty  to  install  the  offi- 
cers of  Newaygo  Council,  No.  47,  which  he  did  on  the  10th  of 
May,  and  he  intbrms  me  that  the  Council  is  well  officered. 

Hudson  Council,  No.  16,  having  failed  to  pay  its  dues  to 
the  Grand  Council  for  several  years,  and  not  having  held  any 
meetings  nor  done  any  work  in  that  time,  and  after  getting 
all  the  information  I  could  in  regard  to  the  matter,  I  deemed 
it  my  duty  to  aiTest  their  Charter.  Accordingly,  on  the  28th 
of  May,  I  deputized  111.  Comp.  John  W.  Finch,  of  Adrian,  to 
arrest  the  charter  and  take  charge  of  the  books  and  property 
of  the  Council,  which  he  did  on  the  23d  day  of  October,  and 
delivered  the  same  to  me  on  the  19  th  of  December  last. 

On  the  12th  of  May  I  granted  a  Dispensation  to  the  con? 
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atitutioDal  number  to  form  a  Council  at  Leslie,  and  on  the 
5th  of  July  I  visited  Leslie  Council  and  saw  the  degrees  con- 
ferred on  lour  candidates ;  and  I  can  truly  say,  that  the  work 
was  as  good,  and  better,  than  is  often  seen  in  older  Councils. 
111.  Comp.  HoLDUAM,  T.  I.  M.,  is  keenly  alive  to  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  he  has  excellent  support  from  111.  Comps.  Chab. 
Walkeh,  D.  M.,  HuTceiNQ,  P.  C.  W.,  aud  Manly,  C.  G. 

I  visited  Clinton  Council  on  the  19th  of  December,  and 
installed  111.  Comp.  David  Woodward,  T.  I.  M.  The  degrees 
were  conferred  on  two  c-andidates,  and  the  work  was  well 
done  by  Comps,  Woodward,  Alvord,  Fisher,  Swift  and  Kies. 
I  was  highly  pleased  with  my  visit  to  Clinton. 

On  the  26th  of  December,  in  company  with  111.  Comp.  C. 
W,  Stbait,  I  visited  Zabud  Council,  No.  9,  at  Battle  Creek. 
The  degrees  were  conferred  on  four  candidates  by  III.  Comp. 
Wm.  BiiOWN.  I  was  highly  pleased  with  the  work,  and  am 
satisfied  that  Zabud  Council,  No.  9,  is  among  the  llrst  in  this 
jurisdiction. 

Mosaic  Council,  No.  22,  at  Petersburg,  being  in  arrears 
for  dues,  and  not  having  held  their  election  as  required  by 
law,  I  authorized  111.  Comp.  D.  Woodward  to  investigate  the 
case  and  aii'est  their  chatter,  unless  they  could  show  cause 
why  it  should  not  be  done.  Comp.  Woodward  made  them 
two  visits,  and,  alter  a  full  and  thorough  investigation,  ar- 
rested their  charter  on  the  28th  of  December.  It  appears 
that  this  Council  asked  for  a  special  dispensation  some  time 
in  the  past  from  tlie  Grand  Council,  which  was  granted  for 
the  purpose  of  installing  their  officers,  but  for  some  reason  it 
never  reached  them.  Comp.  Woodward  did  all  he  could  to 
inspire  them  with  fervency  and  zeal  to  pay  up  and  go  to  work 
again,  but  they  failed  to  hold  a  meeUng  for  want  of  membera. 

CoMPAMiONS, — I  have  no  special  legislation  to  recom- 
mend; the  communication  which  1  lay  before  you  I  hc^  you 
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will  careftdly  consider.  Hoping  that  our  present  meeting 
may  result  in  good  to  the  Order,  so  that  we  may  return  home 
with  the  proud  satisfaction  of  having  discharged  our  duty  to 
the  Craft,  and  thereby  strengthened  the  chain  of  friendship 
among  ourselves  and  our  neighbors.  And,  in  stepping  again 
into  the  mnks,  rest  assured  I  shall  loose  none  of  my  zeal  or 
interest  in  your  general  or  mutual  prosperity.  In  all  our 
work,  let  us  beseech  the  Oreat  Overseer  that  he  may  recog- 
nize it  as  a  suitable  stone,  fitted  for  the  '^  Temple  not  made 
with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens."

The  annual  assembly  convened  October  9,  1875,  Companion  J.  A. 
Btlnson,  Qrand  Master.  Seven  councils  were  represented.  No  report  on 
corxnpondence. 
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ARKANSAS— 1876. 

The  Annual  assembly  coaTened  October  T,  1876.  There  were  ten 
conoclla  repreaented.  Companloa  U.  H.  McQaIre,  Qrand  Haater,  eays 
that  on  enierlDg  upon  the  duties  of  his  offlce  he  roand  tbe  anbordinau 
coancils  generally  in  g,  deplorable  condition,  and  Cryptic  Hiaonry  In  tbe 
State  laDgalshlog,  and  almost  lifeless  In  many  places.  He  Issued  a  circular 
to  the  councils,  earnestly  exhorting  them  to  make  their  retams  and  resume 
labor.  No  report  on  correspondence.  Companion  C.  W.  Ulllerd  elected 
H.  P.  Grand  Muter;  Companion  L,  E.  Barber  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

ARKANSAS— 1877. 

Tbe  annual  assembly  convened  October  6,  1877,  Companion  C  W. 
Hlllerd,  H.  P  Grand  Master.    Eleven  coonclle  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  (a  W.  Hillerd)  says :  "  I  consider  this  present 
inwtlng  perhaps  one  or  the  most  important  this  Grand  Council  has  ever 
held.  Tor  from  the  best  Inrormatlon  I  can  obtain,  Cryptic  Masonry  In 
Arkansas  lies  langnlshing  !□  tl«  bed  looking  at  the  river,  and  only  waltine 
Charon's  boat  to  take  It  safely  across  the  stream."  A  petition  wrs  received 
from  one  coancll  asking  tbe  Grand  Conncll  to  surrender  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  control  over  Cryptic  degrees,  ir  It  cannot  be  done,  then  the 
Coancll  petition  the  Grand  Coancll  to  dissolve  Its  organization ;  and  that 
the  delegates  be  Instructed  to  use  everj  tlTort  to  carry  into  eflect  the  said 
resolution ;  and  that  a  copy  of  tbe  resotatlon  be  sent  to  each  subordinate 
conncll  In  the  State  asking  co-operative  action. 

Tbe  rollowlng,  from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Arkansas,  was  received  and 
referred  to  a  committee ; 

TotlMM.  P.  OnndCinmiiilaf  Roi-il  uid  Salaot  Uut«n  of  lh«  StAla  ut  Arkuuu: 

The  undersigned  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Grand  Conncll 
to  tbe  following  resolation  of  the  M.  E.  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  tbe  Stale, 
poiiaed  at  tbe  annual  convocation  which  has  Just  ailjoarned : 

JUiolvtd,  That  a  committee  ol  three  be  appointed,  to  act  In  conjaactloD 
with  a  like  committee  from  the  Grand  Council  of  the  State  of  ArkamtOM, 
to  take  Into  conslderotion  the  propriety  of  requesting  permission  of  the 
General  Grand  CbapLer  of  this  .iurindlctlon  to  transfer  the  Jurisdiclioa  of 
the  Cryptic  Degrees  from  the  councils  of  tbe  Cbapieru  ot  Koyal  Arch 
MasoriH  i  and  that  said  committee  report  at  the  next  general  convocailon, 
so  that  such  action  may  then  be  hod  as  will  fully  advise  the  Gvnerul  Grund 
Chapter  of  our  wishes  in  that  regard.

No  report  on  correspondence.  Companion  J.  P.  McCown,  Magnolia, 
was  elected  Grand  Master ;  L.  E.  Barber,  Little  Rock,  was  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

ALABAMA— 1876. 

The  annual  assembly  was  held  In  the  City  of  Montgomery  December 
6, 1876,  Companion  Palmer  J.  Pillans,  M.  I.  W.  Grand  Master.  Eleven 
councils  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  says  that  the  number  of  councils 
was  diminishing  and  their  membership  also.  '*  We  are  not  alone  In  this, 
however,  which  should  ftimlsh  us  no  consolation,  but  rather  produce  a 
feeling  of  profound  regret  that  those  beautlftil  degrees,  which  were  once  so 
well  maintained  and  eagerly  sought  after,  should  now  be  regarded  as  use- 
less. The  blame  for  this  decline  Is  with  us,  and  ourselves  alone.  Our 
apathy  and  Indifference  have  begotten  the  like  In  others,  and  we  now  see 
as  a  ft'ult  of  this  apathy  that  our  Order  Is  crumbling  to  decay.'* 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  visit  the  Grand  Commandery  of  the 
State,  and  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States,  to  urge  those 
bodies  to  make  the  Cryptic  Decrees  pre-requlslte  to  the  Orders  of  Knfght- 
hood. 

The  report  on  foreign  correspondence  was  made  by  Companion  Daniel 
Sayre.  He  reviews  the  proceedings  of  twenty-seven  Grand  Councils,  and 
among  them  Michigan  for  1876. 

In  conclusion,  he  says :  ''  We  have  examined  the  proceedings  of  a 
good  many  of  the  Grand  Councils,  and  two  or  three  of  them  for  two 
years.  All  the  organizations  are  not  In  an  equally  prosperous  condition. 
Where  they  are  languishing,  we  attribute  It  to  the  disturbed  political  con- 
dition of  the  country  in  part,  but  mostly  to  the  pressure  on  the  money 
market.  The  fact  Is  people  haven't  got  as  much  money  as  they  had  before 
the  war,  and  we  are  afraid  they  will  not  have  very  soon.  We  mu^t, 
therefore,  economize,  and  make  what  little  we  have  go  as  far  as  possible. 
So  let  us  keep  a  stiflT  upper  lip  and  wait  for  better  times." 

Give  us  your  hand,  Companion  Sayre,  we  are  with  you. 

Companion  James  Milton,  of  Eufanla,  was  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master, 
and  Daniel  Sayre,  Montgomery,  was  reelected  Grand  Recorder. 

CONNECTICUT— 1877. 

The  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  New  Haven,  May  7, 1877, 
Companion  William  Freeston  M.  P.  Grand  Master.  There  were  eighteen 
of  the  tweuty-threc  councils  represented. 

The  Graii'l  Master,  in  his  address,  laid  before  the  Grand  Council  a 
Circular  he  revived  from  Mississippi,  relative  to  the  action  of  that  Grand 
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Cooncll  In  anrrenderlDg  the  degrees  of  tbe  Conncil  to  the  Grand  Chapter, 
and  aays ;  "  Id  mj  opinion,  tbe  real  difficult;  Ilea  In  onr  own  membera. 
Let  everj  CoDucll  member  be  trne  to  his  allegiance ;  let  him  stand  flnni; 
for  tbe  rights  or  Cr7ptlc  Masonry— for  we  have  righta  as  Indlspntable  as 
Ancient  Craft,  Rojal  Arch  or  Templar  Hasonrr.  *  •  •  It  appears 
to  me  that  Instead  of  preserving  Cryptic  Uasonry  by  tbe  proposed  action, 
we  ahonld  hill  and  bury  It  beyond  all  hope  or  Its  ever  being  resurrected." 
The  committee  to  whom  tbe  address  was  referred  reported,  that  s«  mnch 
as  related  to  tbe  commnnlcatlon  from  the  Grand  Council  and  Qrand 
Chapter  of  Hisslsslppl,  the  Grand  Council  fully  concur  In  tbe  views  set 
forth  In  tbe  H.  P.  Qrnnd  Uaster's  address.  CompaDlon  William  Wallace, 
secretary,  presented  the  report  on  correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceed' 
Ings  of  twenty-one  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  fbr  1876  of  the  number. 

Companion  Dwlght  Phelps,  of  West  Wlnsted,  elected  M.  P.  Qrand 
Master,  and  Companion  J.  K.  Wheeler,  of  Hartford,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

FLORIDA— 1876. 

The  annnal  assembly  was  beld  In  the  town  of  Warrlnelon,  Jnne  18, 
1876,  Companion  William  Morrill,  M.  P.  Grand  Master.  Three  coanciis 
were  represented. 

The  Grand  Council  did  not  meet  in  1878, 1874  or  1875. 

TbcGrand  Master.lnhls  address,  says:  "Having  for  tbe  last  three 
years  made  nnsnccesaful  efforts  to  hold  the  Grand  Council  conjointly  with 
tbo  sessions  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Chapter,  I  found  It  indispensably 
necessary  to  cut  the  Grand  Council  loose  from  tbe  meeting  of  theae  Grand 
bodies,  and  base  It  upon  the  merits  of  Cryptic  Masonry  alone. 

"Tbe  oliject  to  be  attained  by  this  Grand  Ajisenably,  in  this  '  Centen- 
nial Year,'  Is  tbe  formation  of  a  new  Constitution,  Laws,  Rules  and 
Regulations  fbr  the  fbtute  government  of  this  Grand  Body — and  tbe  elec- 
tion Ot  officers  for  the  ensuing  term.  Through  tbe  delinquency  of  the  old 
connclls  in  tbe  State,  the  former  regulations  for  the  goreroment  of  the 
Grand  Conncil  have  become  a  dead  letter  upon  onr  statutes;  tbis  Involves 
tbe  necessity  of  tbe  younger  councils  coming  to  the  front  and  assuming 
tbe  future  direction  and  support  of  the  Grind  Council. 

"Tbis  becomes  a  necessity  ere  the  living  councils  become  swallowed 
up  in  the  vortex  In  which  the  old  connclls  have  become  engnlphed. 

"  The  active  working  councils  compose  the  constituent  body  of  the 
Grand  Council,  and  when  they  fall  below  a  constitutional  number  (thive) 
tbe  Grand  Conncil  must  cease  to  exist,  and  with  It  tbe  remaining  Coun- 
cils, they  having  no  constltntlonal  head.  Cryptic  Masonry  would  thus 
become  obsolete  in  onr  State,  unless  assumed  by  the  Grand  Chapter  and 
placed  befbre  the  Royal  Arcb,  a  measure  I  should  extremely  regret,  as  It 
must  necessarily  eliminate  from  that  sublime  degree  an  important  featiire 
that  now  adorns  it." 
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We  do  not  think  a  Grand  Gonncil  would  cease  to  exist  if  the  number 
of  its  subordinates  should  be  reduced  below  three  (unless  its  constitution 
req aired  that  number  for  a  quorum).  It  requires  three  councils  to  form  a 
Grand  Council ;  but  once  formed,  it  continues  vo  exist  as  long  as  it  has 
members  enough  to  open  a  council. 

The  Grand  Master  says  that  since  the  last  assembly  of  the  Grand 
CoQDcll,  in  1872,  he  had  but  little  to  report  in  the  Grand  Jurisdiction 
except  a  general  apathy  that  pervades  the  old  councils,  and  gives  a 
detailed  account  of  his  unsuccessful  efforts  to  secure  meetings  of  the  Grand 
Coancil  in  1878, 1874  and  1875.  But  he  succeeded  at  last;  and  we  con- 
gratulate him  upon  his  final  success. 

A  revised  constitution  was  adopted,  and  the  work  as  reported  by  the 
N.  Y.  Convention  also. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

**lie9olP4d,  That,  in  order  that  the  Grand  Council  of  the  State  of  Florida 
may  be  placed  upon  a  permanent  and  safe  basis,  that,  on  or  before  the 
meeting  of  this  Grand  Council  at  its  regular  annual  assembly  in  the  year 
1877,  the  following  councils,  to  wit.,  be  required  to  make  their  reports  and 
returns,  accompanied  with  the  dues,  to  this  Grand  Council,  or,  in  case  of 
failure,  their  charters  to  be  revoked : 

**  Mackey  Council,  No.  1,  at  Tallahassee ; 

** Columbia  Council,  No.  2,  at  Lake  City; 

'*  Douglass  Council,  No.  3,  at  Jacksonville ; 

••  Thomas  Brown  Council,  No.  5 ; 

«\ Alachua  Council,  No.  6.' 

In  lieu  of  a  report  on  correspondence,  Companion  Carlo vltz  gives  a 
brief  history  of  the  Grand  Council,  with  an  abstract  of  its  proceedings, 
each  year. 

FLORIDA— 1877. 

The  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Milton,  June  4,  1877, 
Companion  A.  N.  Caul  kins,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Three  coun* 
cils  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short,  but  to  the  purpose.  He  recom- 
mends triennial  meetings  of  the  Grand  Council,  believing  that  too  much 
leginlatlng  causes  apathy  and  extra  labor  and  expense. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  address,  submitted  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  whic^  was  adopted : 

Me$olvtd,  That  the  recommendation  to  make  the  meetings  of  this  Grand 
Coancil  biennial  or  triennial  Is  not  admlssable,  belug  contrary  to  Article 
YL  of  the  Constitution. .  It  Is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  this 
Grand  Couocll,  after  a  sleep  of  nearly  five  years,  has  Just  begun  to  become 
really  awake,  and  after  having  promised  the  Masonic  world  In  our  last 
proceedings  that  we  enter  with  life  and  vigor  upon  our  new  career,  It 
would  look  rather  damaging  on  the  part  of  this  Grand  Coancil  now  with 
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DOQchalance  to  go  to  sleep  ogalD  for  two,  yea,  even  three  jam — ttda  would 
look  very  much  like  faUlng  bock  Into  the  old  track. 

Comp&nlOD  John  Carloritz  rexlews  the  proceedlnga  of  twentjr-Ilrar 
OrsDd  CoaocllB  !□  bis  report  of  tblrtf-aeven  pagts,  Hichlgon  lor  18T6 
iDcladed. 

Iq  codcIdsIoq  he  sajs : 

"Casttng  a  retrospective  glaoce  over  the  statistics  of  the  Ttrions 
jDrisdicllous,  we  have  ascertained  from  the  Imperf^t  nccoDnts  that 
seveDty-three  councils,  ftom  their  laactWlty,  have  met  the  inevitable  fote 
ol  extinction. 

"  Much  as  we  desire  to  farnlsh  the  craft  with  a  reliable  BtaUstical 
table,  that  would  represent  the  exact  status  of  the  Rite  at  the  present  day, 
jet  the  Inexcaaable  nonchalance  with  which  many  oFthe  Qrand  Recorders 
over-ride  their  responsibility  to  furnish  this  valuable  material  for  compila- 
tion baa  blasted  our  hopes.  How  a  correct  statement  of  the  coDdltloo  of 
the  whole  craft  may  be  srrived  at,  without  tbe  aid  of  these  necemary  state- 
ments from  each  jurlsdlc^on,  we  are  at  a  loss  to  Imagine ;  the  culprttllty 
or  these  officers  In  not  furnishing  most  complete  statistics  deserves  the 
censure  of  all  enlightened  minds. 

"Any  one  who  desires  to  obtain  a  clear  statement  may  set  to  work 
with  best  Intentions,  and  after  obtaining  fall  and  correct  statistics  Irom 
some  of  the  Jurisdictions,  feels  delighted  with  the  progress  of  his  labor. 
Aias  I  how  sadly  he  (eels  disappointed  when  be  stumbles  upon  others  that 
baUe  all  understanding,  ooly  at  last  to  arrive  at  some  so  destitute  of  what 
be  seeks  as  to  break  the  heart  of  the  stoutest  constitution." 

Companion  A.  K.  Caulbios  was  re  elected  tirand  Master,  and  Comp. 
George  S.  Hallmark,  of  Warrington,  re-elected  tirand  Kecorder. 

ILLINOIS~-1877. 

The  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  alty  of  Chicago,  October  34, 
1877,  Uompanlon  Levi  U.  Jerome  M.  P.  Orand  Master.  ,Twenty-s[x  coun- 
cils were  represented. 

The  address  of  Qrand  Master  Jerome  is  short,  giving  an  account  of 
his  otSclal  acts,  and  relating  his  efforts  to  infuse  more  life  Into  the  Cryptic 
Kite  within  their  Jurisdiction ;  but  finally  gives  np  In  despair,  and  recom- 
mends a  committee  to  confer  with  the  Urand  Chapter  upon  the  feasibility 
of  surrendering  their  degrees  to  the  Orand  Chapter.  The  committee  to 
whom  the  address  was  referred  reported  that  ''  so  much  as  referred  to  the 
ritual  tie  referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  and  that  so  much  as  referred  to 
the  consolidation  of  the  Council  Degrees  with  the  Chapter  Degrees  to  k 
committee  of  five."  Deputy  Urand  Master  J.  J,  French  oObred  a  series  of 
resolutions,  which  were  received  and  adopted.  Ue  says :  "  1  desire  to  cpU 
attention  to  the  address  of  Past  Orand  Puissant  Wm.  A.  Levenwogen 
for  1073,  and  to  the  recommendations  therein  contained,"  and  regrets  th&t 
no  DOUce  was  token  of  U  at  the  time,  and  tielleves,  bad  the  recommeudft- 
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tlon  been  adopted,  the  present  condition  of  the  Grand  Conncil  wonld 
have  been  mnch  better ;  and  recommends  that  the  Grand  Council  now 
adopt  them.  He  offered  a  resolation,  That  considering  the  lack  of  uni- 
formity not  only  in  the  work  and  ritual,  but  also  in  the  paraphernalia  for 
working,  the  State  be  divided  into  nine  districts,  and  three  zealous  and 
efficient  companions  he  appointed  to  each  district,  to  co-operate  with  the 
Grand  Master  in  diflbsing  and  exemplifying  the  work,  and  seeing  that 
each  conncil  has  the  necessary  furniture  for  working.  He  refers  to  the 
action  of  Pennsylvania  five  years  ago  in  adopting  similar  resolutions,  and 
the  resalts  have  been  most  satisfactory.  In  closing,  he  says :  **  We  are  of 
the  opinion  that  by  the  aid  of  twenty-seven  eflScient  and  faithful  Glblum- 
ites  (as  deputies)  these  beautiful  degrees  may  be  properly  worked  in 
Illinois^  enthusiasm  in  this  branch  of  Masonry  may  prevail,  and  our 
arches  soon  be  ringing  with  the  sound  of  the  workman's  trowel." 

We  print  in  fUll  the  action  and  report  of  the  Grand  Council  and  Grand 
Chapter,  as  follows : 

GRAND  master's  ADDENDA. 

It  will  be  observed,  on  reading  the  minutes  of  the  last  annual  session, 
that  the  Grand  Council  invested  the  Grand  Chapter  with  authority  to 
confer  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master.  At  the  end  of  two  years 
said  action  will  be  null  and  void,  provided  the  Grand  Chapter  fails  to 
make  eonttitutumal  provision  for  conferring  these  degrees ;  in  which  case  the 
authority  for  conferring  them  shall  revert  solely  to  the  Grand  Council  and 
her  constituents.  From  this  it  will  be  apparent  that  it  is  not  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Grand  Conncil  to  disband  immediately,  or  the  subordinate 
cooncilB  to  return  their  charters ;  such  action  will  be  deferred  until  the 
Grand  Chapter  confirms  the  degrees  as  a  part  of  their  work. 

It  was  the  desire  of  the  Grand  Council  to  provide  a  safe  repository  for 
the  degrees,  and  make  the  conferring  of  them  more  universal  and  popular. 
The  Grand  Council  and  her  constituents,  therefore,  waives  her  right  to 
confer  the  degrees,  and  watches  with  interest  the  progress  the  Grand 
Chapter  will  make  in  promulgating  them.  I  think  an  error  has  been  com- 
mitted in  a  recent  circular  issued  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  when  he  says :  '*  The  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Council  have 
consolidated.**  Such  is  not  the  fact,  and  a  reference  to  page  twenty-seven 
of  oar  proceedings  will  reveal  the  error.  Sec.  1  of  Art.  I  of  our  Grand 
Cooiititation  yet  remains,  the  only  amendments  being  the  striking  out  of 
Art.  L  Sees.  2,  5,  Art  II.  Sec.  2 ;  and  even  the  action  whereby  said  articles 
are  stricken  out  (suspended)  is  conditional.  (See  page  27.)  No  dues  should 
be  collected  from  the  members  of  councils  after  this  year ;  neither  will  the 
sabordinate  councils  be  required  to  pay  dues  to  the  Grand  Council— all 
will  remain  in  ttatu  quo  for  two  years  pending  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  in  amending  her  constitution.  It  is  earnestly  hoped,  however, 
that  the  councils  will  meet  at  once  and  pay  up  all  their  indebtedness. 
Members  desiring  dimits  fh>m  extinct  councils  can  obtain  them  by  apply- 
ing to  the  Grand  Bec^wder  and  payment  of  dues. 
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It  is  my  dcBlro  to  we  thU  mutter  coDsammftted  properly ;  but  mon 
ndlckl  chsDges,  I  think,  Hhaald  be  made,  rednclog  the  work  to  lU  oiiginal 
Blmpllclty. 

We  think  the  ImpQUtlon  from  chaptem  of  an  aaarp'tlon  of  degrees 
beloDglDg  to  them  aa  uDbecoming  those  who  have  been  flagrant  vIolAton 
of  jnrlBdlctlon&I  rights.  What,  for  example,  is  the  Put  Master's  Degree 
dolDg  in  the  Chapter  ?  I  ask,  where  did  ;ou  borrow  (?)  It  ?  Would  it  not 
be  wise,  when  detected  In  error  (?),  to  retarn  borrowed  (?)  goods  and  make 
Apology  ?  Wit  woDld  klndl;  suggest  that  the  degree  be  unmndilioiuiUf  sar. 
rendered  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  hencelorth,  if  conferred  at  all,  it  be 
bj  dispensation  of  the  Grand  Master,  and  In  the  iodge  of  which  the  candi- 
date Is  a  member.  I  would  rejoice  If  the  iDtermedlale  degrees  of  the  Chapter, 
together  with  those  they  have  now  sSBDoied,  be  worked  in  a  convention 
of  side  degrees,  and  the  Royal  Arch  be  conferred  (In  a  verr  simple  and 
plain  manlier)  In  connection  with  the  lodges,  as  an  honorarium. 

In  CDDclDslsn,  we  recommend  the  constituent  councils  of  Illinois  to 
endorse  the  recent  action  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  while  yon  are  tbns 
called  apon  to  lay  by  the  trowel,  may  you  be  girded  wlta  the  sword,  and, 
regardless  of  personal  Interests,  be  ready  to  assist  In  seeing  executed  such 
propositions  as  seem  to  be  best  and  safest  to  pursue.

In  order  to 
avoid  the  labor  Incident  to  two  separate  organisations,  and  at  the  same 
time  provide  for  the  salt  keeping  and  proper  dissemination  of  tbe  degrees 
now  conferred  in  the  council,  in  their  opinion  a  plan  of  consolidation  la 
jpracticable  whereby  these  objects  can  be  accomplished.  We  theretbr«,  la 
accordance  wltli  our  instructions,  respectfully  ask,  throngb  yon,  that  tbe 
Orond  Chapter,  if  Id  its  wisdom  It  seem  best,  appoint  a  committee  of  con- 
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lereDce,  to  act  with  us  in  an  endeavor  to  perfect  such  a  plan,  and  submit

M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  of  this  Grand  Chapter  be,  and  he  Is  hereby, 
authorized  and  requested  to  appoint  a  commission,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  prepare  and  submit  to  him  a  ftiU  and  detailed  plan  ior  the  consumma- 
tion of  9Qch  union,  and  to  put  the  same  In  full  operation. 
All  of  which  Is  respectfully  submitted.

Thbrkfobb,  The  undersigned  committees,  appointed  by  authority  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
Grand  OooncU  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  respectively,  to  prepare  a  detailed 
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plan  for  the  perpetuation  of  the  degrees  of  Royal  Master  and  Select 
Master,  by  and  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  sabmlt  the 
following : 

I.  That  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  be  accepted  by  the 
Grand  Chapter,  and  shall  be  hereafter  conferred  as  follows : 

Each  Royal  Arch  Chapter  shall  open  a  Council  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters,  and  confer  the  degrees  of  Royal  Master  and  Select  Master  subse- 
quent to  the  degree  of  Royal  Arch  Mason.  The  officers  of  the  Chapter  to 
hold  corresponding  rank  in  the  Council. 

II.  All  Royal  Arch  Masons,  at  the  date  of  the  consummation  of  this 
plan,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  degrees  of  Royal  Master  and  Select 
Master  without  fee.  ■ 

III.  All  permanent  members  and  present  Grand  Odlcers  of  the  Grand 
Council  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Grand  Chapter  as  honorary  members. 

IV.  That  the  officers  of  all  chapters  in  this  Jurisdiction  shall  qualify 
themselves  in  the  work  of  conferring  the  degrees  of  Royal  Master  and 
Select  Master  as  soon  as  possible. 

V.  That  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Htgh  Priest,  being  custodian  of 
the  work  and  ritual  of  all  degrees  conferred  under  the  authority  of  the 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  shall,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  take  the  necessary  steps  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  plan.

The  Grand  Master  says,  in  his  address :  ** Although  we  have  not  been 
able  to  increase  the  number  of  subordinates,  as  in  former  years,  consid- 
ering the  condition  the  country  has  been  in,  we  have  reason  for  thank ftil- 
net»  for  what  we  have  and  are  to-day,"  and  congratulates  the  Grand 
Council  upon  the  peaceful  condition  of  the  craft  throughout  the  Jurisdic- 
tion. 

Companion  Wm.  W.  Austin  presented  the  report  on  correspondence, 
thirty-five  pages,  in  which  he  reviews,  in  his  usual  able  manner,  the  pro- 
ceedings of  nineteen  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for  1877  of  the  number. 

Companion  Chas.  H.  Butterfleld,  of  EvansviUe,  was  elected  III.  Grand 
Master,  and  Companion  John  M.  Bramwell,  of  Indianapolis,  re-elected 
Grand  Recorder. 

IOWA. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  the  city  of  Davenport,  October  2, 
1877,  111.  Companion  Paul  C.  Daum,  M.  P.  Grand  Master.  Seven  councils 
were  represented. 

The  address  was  very  brief,  referring  to  local  matters  only. 

Companion  W.  B.  Langridge  flimished  the  report  on  Correspondence, 
reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-five  Grand  Councils.  In  conclusion 
he  says : 

"  We  regret  that  we  cannot  speak  more  cheeringly  of  the  grade  than 
this  hasty  and  imperfect  report  shows.  Gteneral  apathy  seems  to  prevail. 
Various  schemes  have  been  tried  and  found  wanting.  The  only  one  left 
yet  to  be  tried  seems  to  be  that  of  placing  the  degrees  with  those  of  the 
Chapter,  and  seeing  whether  they  can  obtain  a  home  there.  The  grand 
difficulty  is  that  we  have  too  many  degrees.  The  blotting  out  of  the 
Grand  Council,  and  increasing  the  work  in  the  Chapter  may  be  an  im- 
provement.   We  shall  pee,  perhaps.'* 

111.  Companion  Daniel  B.  Shelley,  of  Davenport,  was  elected  M.  P. 
Grand  Master,  and  111.  Companion  William  B.  Langridge,  Grand  Recorder.

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GompMloQ  G.  B.  Wb«e1er  was  elected  H.  P.  Gnuid  Hasbtr,  toA 
CompftDlon  Rlcbftrd  Lambert,  Qrand  Recorder. 

1877. 

The  KDDDal  assembly  was  held  In  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  Febnary 
IS,  1877,  HI.  Companion  G«orge  J.  Flnckard  as  M.  P.  Grand  Master.  Five 
coanclts  were  represented. 

A.  few  montbs  after  Ills  election  as  Qrand  Ha«t«r,  C.  B.  Wbeeler 
remoTCd  from  tbe  Jurisdiction,  and  the  duties  of  his  position  dPTolred  on 
the  Depatj  Grand  Master,  George  3.  Plncksrd.    In  his  address  be  says : 

"The  condition  and  (tatnre  prospects  of  Cryptic  Masonry  tbroogtaont 
the  United  States  has  been  a  aobject  of  aerloos  t^agbt,  and  mnch  has 
been  said  and  written  apon  It  by  recognized  leaders  of  the  craft — inauy 
remedies  bave  been  proposed  to  r^nvenate,  or  Instil  new  Ufa  Into 
what  Is  termed  the  ■  languishing  condition'  of  tbe  cralt.  SooM 
propose  to  make  tbe  degrees  a  pre-reqnlsite  to  the  Orders  of  tbe 
Temple;  othen  to  attach  the  Council  to  the  Chapter;  wblle  otben 
affaln  urge  the  Importance  of  greater  devotion  to  the  snbllme  and  Im- 
pressive lessons  of  tbe  Crypt  by  onr  Thrice  Iltnstrions  Masters  and  the 
sabordlnats  ofBceis.  Tbe  trne  remedy,  I  think,  Ilea  In  the  tatter  sngge— 
(ton.  I  should  fiiel  constrained  to  oppose  turning  OTcr  oar  Councils  to  tbe 
control  of  the  Chapter,  and  equally  opposed  to  the  attltnde  of  a  petitioner 
for  fkTors,  either  ol  the  Grand  Encampment  or  Grand  Commandery.  The 
Stone  ot  Fonndatlon  Is  the  firm  basis  on  which  rests  the  structure  of  the 
Crypt ;  Its  beantlfal  rites,  sabllme  and  Impressive  lectures,  are  tbe  sure 
gnarant«e  of  Its  success,  nor  do  I  tear  for  Its  (tatnre  stability.  It  will  most 
aunredly  rise,  radiant,  from  the  dormant  sleep  which  is  appan-nily  op- 
pressing it,  and  which  at  times  envelopes  even  Trnth  itself.  Let  ns  urge 
npon  our  III.  Masters  more  energy  In  dlsseminatlag  Its  principles ;  gre^Ier 
devotion  to  the  ImportsntdDtlesBitBchlng  to  their  oAce;  Increased  fidelity 
to  their  trusts  ;  and  we  shall  soon  have  little  cause  to  mourn  over  an  evil 
which  Is  Id  a  great  measure  brought  abont  by  the  lethargy  of  the  ofllcera 
themselves." 

The  Grand  Council  adopted  the  nomenclature  recommended  by  tha 
H.  Y.  Convention  and  tbe  work  on  tbe  Royal  Master's  Degree,  and  relbrred 
that  of  the  Select  Master's  Degree  to  a  committee,  to  report  next  year,  and 
voted  against  the  tormatlon  of  a  General  Qrand  Council,  and  against 
petitiontug  the  Grand  Encampment  to  make  these  degrees  prereqalslte, 
believing  the  Cooncil  Degrees  of  sufficient  worth  to  stand  upon  their  own 

No  report  was  made  on  foreign  correspondence.  The  Grand  Recorder 
acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of  twenty-bur  Grand  Coan- 
clls,  Htcblgan  of  tbe  number. 

Companion  Qeorge  J.  Flnckard,  of  New  Orieans,  was  elected  H-  L 
Grand  Master,  and  Companion  Richard  Lambert,  of  New  Orleans,  n. 
elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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MISSOURI. 

The  Grand  Coaacil  asiembled  In  the  city  of  8t  Lonis,  October  5, 1877, 
Companion  W.  R  dtnbblefleld,  M.  I.  GraDd  Master.  Seven  councils  were 
represented. 

The  Grand  Master  congratnlates  the  companions  npon  their  attend- 
ance, extends  to  them  a  cordial  and  fraternal  greeting,  and  says : 

**  In  oar  Joyons  oongratnlatlons  we  mnst  not  forget  that  since  onr  last 
assembly  death  has  entered  our  sanctuary,  and  removed  onr  beloved  lUus- 
trloos  Companion,  George  Frank  Gouley,  who  was  for  the  past  eleven 
years  Grand  Recorder  of  this  Grand  Council.  His  death  occurred  April 
11th  of  this  year.  He  was  a  victim  of  the  terrible  Are  which  consumed 
the  Soathem  Hotel,  in  this  city,  at  that  date. 

"  His  tragic  death  casts  a  gloom  over  all  the  Fraternity  wheresoever 
dispersed,  but  more  particularly  upon  the  Craft  of  Missouri.  He  fell  in 
the  prime  of  his  years  and  in  the  midst  of  his  useftilness.  We  all  knew 
him  well,  and  loved  him.  It  is  fitting  and  meet  that  this  Grand  Council 
take  appropriate  action  in  regard  to  bis  memory." 

He  presented  a  communication  received  fk'om  the  Grand  High  Priest 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Mississippi,  in  relation  to  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Council  and  Grand  Chapter  of  the  titate  in  disposing  of  the  Council 
Degrees,  and  says  he  hoped  it  might  be  the  means  of  suggesting  some  plan 
by  which  the  Council  Degrees  could  be  preserved,  as  the  efforts  of  the 
Grand  Councils  had  failed  to  get  the  Council  Degrees  made  a  pre-reqnlslte 
to  the  Orders  of  Knighthood.    He  says: 

**  I  see  nothing  now  to  do  but  for  us  all  to  go  heartily  to  work,  with 
the  feeling  that  we  have  the  elements  of  success  in  ourselves  and  our 
RltuaL  There  is  beauty  in  Cryptic  Masonry,  there  is  sublimity  in  the 
Degrees,  and  I  think  we  can  make  it  what  it  was  intended  to  be— the  very 
tmmmit  and  perfietiom  of  Masonry.*' 

We  go  hand  in  hand  with  you,  Companion,  and  believe  they  will  stand 
where  they  belong,  the  summit  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 

A  memorial  page  Is  set  apart  in  commemoration  of  the  death  of  111. 
Companion  George  Frank  Gouley,  who  was  Grand  Recorder  and  Foreign 
Correspondent  of  the  Grand  Council  Arom  May,  1866,  until  the  time  of  his 
death,  April  11,  1877.  We  deeply  sympathise  with  the  Companions  of 
MIflsoari  In  their  great  loss,  and  the  loss  of  the  Fraternity  throughout  the 
entire  ooantry. 

Companion  William  R.  Penlck,  of  St.  Joseph,  was  elected  Most 
Dlnstrloos  Grand  Master,  and  Companion  John  W.  Luke,  of  St.  Louis, 
Grand  Recorder. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

The  nineteenth  annual  assembly  was  held  in  Vlcksbui^,  February  6 
and  7, 1877,  111.  Companion  W.  G.  Pazton,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presid* 
Inf.    Blffbteen  councils  were  represented. 
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Grand  Hwter  P.  H.  B^vtj  being  ftbcent,  his  address  wu  read  by  the 
Onnd  Becorder,  In  wblcb  be  »>;« : 

"  Wltb  pleunie  I  report  peace  uid  banaooy  cements  the  Cnft,  not 
0DI7  In  onr  oitd  Grand  JorlsdlctloD,  bat  (so  tiu  M  1  am  advised)  through- 
oot  the  world. 

"I  have  the  pleunre  to  report  the  Qnnd  Connctl  ont  ot  debt,  and  « 
sarplDS  in  the  castod^  of  the  Omud  Treasurer,  for  Inll  particulars  whereof 
1  respecttnllj  refer  the  Gnud  Uonncll  to  uinnal  reports  ot  oar  elHctent 
Grand  Recorder  and  Grand  Treasurer— for  to  each  ol  them  this  Grand 
Bod;  Is  indebted  for  tbe  prudential  management  of  Its  Unonces.  ■  •  * 
Believing  that  the  system  of  reciprocal  representation  aotODg  Haaonic 
Grand  Bodies  Ifc  conducive  to  proeperltj.  Increase  of  Hosoulc  knowledge 
and  brotherly  love." 

fle  appointed  eighteen  Representatives  of  tbe  Grand  CoancU  of  HIs- 
^selppl  near  their  respective  Grand  Councils.  He  presented  to  tbe  Grand 
Council  a  commnnlcatloa  received  Irom  the  U.  I.  Grand  Master  Ot  the 
Grand  Council  of  New  York,  In  relation  to  tbeir  action  and  appolntmoit ' 
of  a  committee  to  attend,  and  nrge  upon  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the 
Kolgbis  Templar  to  adopt  the  Crjptlc  Degrees,  as  a  pre-reqnUite  to  tbe 
Urdera  of  Knighthood,  with  bis  approval. 

The  address  was  referred  to  a  spetdal  committee,  who  reported  that 
they  did  not  agree  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Mew 
York,  that  the  Council  Degrees  should  be  made  a  pre-rcqulslte  to  Uie 
Orders  of  Knighthood. 

They  approved  ot  tbe  appointment  of  Grand  Represeutatlves  to  other 
Grand  Uodlea. 

The  special  committee  on  consolidation  of  Grand  Council  wltb  Grand 
Chapter  submltled  the  following  report :

The  undersigned,  a  committee  of  the  Moat  Excellent  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Uasuns  In  the  t)tat«  of  Mississippi,  and  a  committee  of  the 
Mont  I'ulsaant  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Eielect  Mostera  in  the  tjtate  of 
Mississippi,  appointed  by  these  Grand  bodies  respectively,  to  present  an 
arrangemKut  by  which  Uie  degrees  ol  the  Grand  ConncU  are  to  be  Irans- 
fi^red  to  tbe  Grand  Chapter,  bt^  leave  to  report  that  the  decrees  ot  Uoyal 
Master  and  tielect  Master  be  and  the  some  are  hereby  transferred  to  tbe 
Grand  Cnapter,  and  shall  hereafter  be  conferred  as  follows : 

1.  £ach  Boyal  Arch  Chapter  shall  her«ait«r  open  within  Its  booom, 
under  its  cliarter  aa  a  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  a  Council  of  Hoyal 
and  Select  Uasters,  and  confer  the  degrees  of  Hgyal  Master  and  Select 
Master ;  the  officers  of  the  Chapter  corresponding  in  rank  to  those  of  the 
Counim,  to  be  tbe  officers  of  the  Council. 

a.  All  tbe  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  have  not  received  the  dttgrees  of 
Boyal  Master  and  Select  Master  shall  be  enUtled  to  have  tbe  same  coatu-

red,  or  commanicated,  on  their  request,  and  without  charge ;  but  candi- 
dates who  shall  hereafter  receive  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  shall,  Immediately 
thereafter,  and  in  connection  with  the  Royal  Arch  Degree,  receive  the 
degrees  of  Royal  Master  and  Select  Master  without  additional  charge. 

8.  All  present  and  Past  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  all 
present  and  Past  Thrice  Illustrious  Masters  of  subordinate  councils,  shall 
be  entitled  to  participate  In  all  the  proceedings  ol  the  Grand  Chapter,  bat 
without  a  vote  therein,  until  the  constitution  can  be  so  amended  as  to 
permit  them  to  vote  as  other  Grand  officers  and  members  of  the  Grand 
Chapter. 

4.  The  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  is  most  earnestly, 
bat  reepectluUy,  petitioned  to  permit  the  degrees  of  Royal  Master  and 
Helect  Master  to  be  conferred  as  a  part  of  the  Royal  Arch  Degree,  the 
former  before  the  Royal  Arch  and  the  latter  after. 

5.  The  officers  of  the  Grand  Council  shall  be  elected.  In  order  to  pre- 
serve the  organization,  pending  the  approval  of  the  action  by  the  General 
Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  received  and  adopted,  with  but  one  dissent- 
ing vote. 

Comp.  Wm.  G.  Pazton,  of  Vlcksbarg,  was  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Msster, 

and  Comp.  J.  L.  Power,  of  Jackson,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

The  Grand  Council  was  closed  In  ample  form— without  day. 

We  are  at  a  loss  to  see  the  benefit  to  Cryptic  Masonry  in  Mississippi, 
or  the  Order  in  general,  by  the  action  of  the  Grand  Council ;  the  degrees  of 
K.  &  8.  Masters  are  to  be  peddled  out  to  all  R  A.  Masons  without  fee  or 
reward. 

MASSACHUSETTS— 1876. 

The  annual  assembly  was  held  in  Boston,  December  13th,  1876,  Comp. 
Chas.  J.  Danforth,  M.  L  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Nineteen  subordinate 
Councils  were  represented. 

The  M,  L  Grand  Master,  In  his  address,  says :  '*  Fifty  years  ago  to  day 
the  first  semi-annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  was  held  under  the  Con- 
SiltutloQ  at  Masonic  Hall,  then  located  In  the  old  State  House,  Boston." 

We  quote  the  following  extract  trom  the  address : 

**  In  making  my  address  to  you  to-day,  I  shall  deal  In  no  glittering 
generalities,  or  beautiftil  rhetoric  of  the  tongue.  Cryptic  Masonry  can  be 
paintfKl  in  glowing  and  oriental  colors,  and  the  picture  to  the  Imagination 
will  stand  In  beautlftil  repose ;  but  unless  we  build  It  upon  a  more  lasting 
foundation  than  glowing  words,  we  shall  have  no  permanent  habitation. 
However  beautiful  the  design,  or  happy  the  conception,  it  will  not  erect 
itselt  Hard  work  Is  the  only  condition  by  which  we  can  bring  anything 
to  a  consummation.  Freemasonry  depends  upon  the  same  condition  for 
tuoeesSy  and  more  than  all,  these  degrees  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  demand  our 
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entire  devotion  and  energ?.  They  have  all  tbe  conditions  of  sacoesa  U  we 
will  accept  the  condlUoDH  and  press  forward  with  the  work,  Aa  mj  lllna- 
triooB  predecessor  haa  beautifully  said  :  <  Cryptic  Uasonry  Is  one  of  tbe 
most  sl^lflcant  members  or  the  great  body,  which,  from  the  lowest  to  tbe 
bigbest,  or  ttom  tbe  Qrst  to  the  last,  oTer-arches  the  mystic  brotberbood. 
No  branch  of  that  ancient  Instltntlen  holds  more  of  real  worth  than  that 
comprised  within  tbe  bounds  of  these  Coaocil  degrees — sapplementlng  and 
CompletlDg  the  mysteries  o(  the  Royal  Arch,  they  ■ffOrd  the  aspirant  for 
further  honors  a  sure  vantage  gronnd  from  which  to  grasp  the  honors  that 
await  the  '  valiant  knight,'  and  though  no  further  steps  be  taken  along  the 
pathway  ol  Masonic  life,  here  Is  found  a  completion  of  the  Ancient  Hyst*- 
ries  which  canuot  tktl  to  demonstrate  the  Inevitable  advancement  of  tnitb.' 

"This  la  a  beautiful  explanation  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  and  all  mnst 
admire  and  admit  Its  trnthfalness.  We  must  not  be  so  overwhelmed  by 
our  admiration  as  to  forget  that  duty  calls  to  action.  This  beaatifnl  pic- 
ture Is  nothing  bnt  words  without  persistent  work.  Let  as  bnlld  np  by 
oar  own  devotion  to  its  Interest  this  beantllul  fabric.  Let  us  seek  out  every 
Royal  Arch  Hason  whose  high  ambition  Is  to  '  grasp  the  honors  that  await 
the  valiant  knight,'  and  Instruct  him  that  he  must  not  enter  into  that 
baven  of  bla  hopes,  nntll  he  is  fnlly  prepared  and  possessed  of  all  the  bean- 
ties  and  knowledge  of  Masonry.  Instruct  him  that  the  'completion  of  the 
Ancient  Mysteries'  Is  fODud  Id  the  Council  degrees,  and  nntll  he  Hods  that 
completion  he  Is  unworthy  to  become  a  '  valiant  knlgbt.'  Let  each  of  us 
resolve,  to  day,  to  devote  onnelves  Ui  tbe  Interests  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  by 
Increasing  our  numbers  with  go^  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  so  Incruwe  ont 
strength  and  bring  ns  more  quickly  Into  that  pathway  of  Masonic  Mti, 
which  ends  In  the  consummation  of  all  hnman  aspirations — the  ability  to 
dou  the  sword  and  wear  the  feather.  Let  ns  examine  ourselves,  and  pnt 
our  bouse  in  order,  hold  to  the  ancient  landmarks,  and  cling  to  Masonic 
law  and  principle,  and  see  that  oar  house  is  built  on  a  Masonic  foandar 
tlon." 

Comp.  Rev.  T.  E.  St.  John  presented  the  report  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence, reviewing  briefly  tbe  proceedings  of  tnenty.two  Qrand  Councils, 
Michigan  among  the  number. 

Comp.  Charles  J.  Danforth,  of  Boston,  re.elected  H.  L  Qrand  Master; 
Comp.  John  Halgh,  of  Somervllle,  reelected  Oraud  Recorder. 

Subordinate  Councils,  23  j  members,  2.720. 

MINNESOTA. 

The  annual  assembly  met  In  Minneapolis,  June  26, 1677.  M.  I.  Qeorge 
W.  Cooley,  Qrand  Master,  presiding.    Four  councils  represented. 

Grand  Master  Cooley,  In  his  address,  allading  to  the  circular  recetved 
from  the  Qrand  Council  of  New  York,  npon  the  matter  of  appointing  a 
committee  to  memoralize  the  Urand  Encampment  of  the  United  Stfttes  to 
make  the  Council  degrees  pre-requlslte  to  the  Orders  of  Knighthood,  Bkyg ; 
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'*  As  my  views  coincide  very  nearly  with  those  expressed  therein,  I 
have  called  this  Assembly  before  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Commandery  in 
order  that  action  may  be  taken  in  time  to  present  such  a  communication, 
if  the  Grand  (Council  so  desire.  Whatever  may  be  the  result,  companions,  I 
am  firmly  convinced  that  our  Order  can  live  independently  of  the  Orders  of 
Knighihood.  The  experieni  e  of  the  past  year  has  proved  to  my  satlsfao- 
tlon,  that,  where  a  good  and  zeai^  os  corps  of  officers  have  charge  of  a  sub- 
ordinate Council,  that  Coanc  II  will  flourish.*' 

The  work  of  the  New  Yors  Convention  and  nomenclature  was  adopt- 
ed. Comp.  Grove  B.  Oooley  ^ubmltted  the  report  on  correspondence, 
reviewing  the  proceedin:^  of  thirty  Grand  Councils— Michigan  for  1876. 
We  find  many,  very  manv,  savings  In  his  report  that  we  should  like  to 
qootey  but  must  desist.    Closing,  he  says : 

"  Let  those  who  are  sleeping  at  their  posts  be  set  aside.  Let  the  luke- 
warm and  indlflferent  drop  out.  Let  those  who  have  no  desire  to  come  In 
except  as  a  stepping-stone  to  gain  the  'Templar's  spurs  and  feather '  stay 
out.  Let  our  Councils  be  made  up  of  Royal  and  Select  men— good  men 
and  true,  who  love  and  cherish  the  beauties  of  the  8  Y.  because,  they  are 
worthy  of  being  loved  and  cherished,  and  who,  come  what  will,  will  never,. 
iMr«r,  HBVBB  '  give  up  the  ship.'  " 

Sentiments  to  which  we  can  fully  and  fervently  respond. 

Companion  GM^T&e  W.  Cooley,  of  Minneapolis,  was  re-elected  M.  I. 
Grand  Master,  and  ComiU'i  (»n  Theodore  Burkhard,  of  8t.  Paul,  re-elected 
Grand  Recorder. 

Subordinate  councils,  4;  membership,  215. 

MARYLAND. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  In  the  city  of  Baltimore,  November  14, 
1877y  Companion  James  W.  Bowers,  M.  111.  Grand  Master  presiding. 

There  were  four  councils  represented. 

The  proceedings  related  merely  to  local  business.  No  report  on  cor- 
respondence. 

Companion  Edwin  L.  Parker,  of  Mount  Savage,  was  elected  Most  111. 
Grand  Master,  and  Companion  William  A.  Wentz,  of  Baltimore,  was 
re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

MAINE. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  In  the  city  of  Portland,  May  2, 1877, 
Companion  Sumner  H.  Boynton.  M.  I.  G.  Master,  presiding. 

Kleven  councils  out  of  twelve  were  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  Is  brief,  and  relating  to  local  mat- 
ters. Companion  Joslah  H.  Drummond  presented  the  report  on  corres- 
pondence, firom  which  we  would  like  to  quote  very  fUlly,  but  we  must 
deslBt,  for  should  we  begin,  we  wonld  not  know  where  to  stop ;  but  we 
give  Ilia  conclusion  In  full,  containing  a  ftill  report  of  the  doings  of  the 
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lesBloDS  or  tbe  DBtiODkl  bodies  and  or  the  coDTentlon  of  R  ftnd  8.  Huten. 

"As  our  report  waa  delayed  until  aJter  the  leaaloD  or  the  nattonal 
mdles,  we  have  prepared  It  with  rererence  to  the  peodintt  qaeatlona  In 
elation  to  tbe  Rlten,  and  bave  given  more  at  length  than  we  otherwise 
hoald  the  views  of  others  npon  these  subjects. 

coKYBimoK  or  k.  akd  s.  uastrbb. 

The  convention  met  according  to  adjoamment,  on  tiie  eventag  of  the 
wenlletb  of  Aagast,  at  Bufhlo.  Oompaulona  present  lW>m  any  Grand 
Tooncll,  althongh  not  formally  accredited,  were  Invited  to  act  In  the  con- 
'entton. 

Representatives  were  fbnnd  to  be  present  from  twenty-three  Grand 
TooQCils— a  larger  representation  than  in  any  of  the  pccvlou  coDven- 

Tbe  committee,  charged  with  the  preparation  of  a  constttatlon  for  a 
leneral  Grand  Conoctl.  reported  that  the  instrnment  bad  been  prepared 
,Dd  passed  npon  by  several  members  of  the  corainUtee,  bnt  that  a  member 
Companion  Whittaker,  of  Loalslana)  had  kept  It  In  bis  possession  until  a 
ew  days  before  the  meeting  of  tbe  conrentlou,  and  then  liad  returned  It  to 
he  chairman,  witboat  approval.  In  view  of  the  whole  matter,  the  com- 
Dittee  requeited  to  be  dlscharited  without  presenting  the  constitDttoD,  and 
hat  the  plan  of  a  General  Grand  Council  be  abandoned.  Their  request 
ras  granted  without  a  dissenting  vote.  Tbns  one  of  the  matters,  which 
lave  been  ea  generally  discussed,  was  disposed  of,  probably  not  soon  to  be 
eoewed,  unless  futnre  eventa  make  such  an  organization  a  tue€nitjf. 

Companions  Walter  and  Howry  then  brought  forward  the  Mississippi 
ilan  of  dissolving  the  Grand  and  Subordinate  Conncils  and  turning  the 
legrees  over  to  the  Chapters,  tbe  Roysil  Degree  to  be  conlbrred  btfort  tlie 
toyal  Arch  and  tbe  Select  after  it. 

This  proposition  was  discussed  at  length,  and  with  It  Incideniallj  the 
ilan  of  making  the  deereee  pre-reqnlalte  to  the  Orders  of  Knighthood. 
?lie  motion  of  our  Mississippi  companions  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  )«r 
^rand  Conncils  In  the  afBrmatlve  and  tvdvt  In  the  negaUve,  onr  (Missouri ) 
lelng  divided,  one  (Maine)  not  voting:,  and  tbe  representatlvea  of  three 
lavlng  retired  before  the  vote  was  taken. 

By  precisely  the  same  vote  the  convention  directed  the  appointment 
f  a  committee  to  attend  the  Grand  Encampment  and  endeavor  to  have 
he  degrees  made  pre- requisites  to  the  Orders  of  Knighthood,  with  tbe 
inderstandlng  that  a  formal  hearing  before  a  committee  would  be  sought. 

Tbe  convention  then  adjourned,  subject  to  the  call  of  tbe  chairman. 


Tbe  "  HlBslB.^lppl  plan  "  was  presented  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter, 
liscasaed,  and  referred  to  a  special  committee,  whose  report  was  also 
llscnssed.    At  Hret,  It  seemed  satisfactory  to  tbe  Mepds  luid  opponents  of 
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plu,  ••  no  groaoda  tor  IM  conclnslona  wtre  ttated;  bnt  when  tbow 
t  broDgbt  oat  in  the  dlBcouton,  It  wu  found  that  tbe  connnitiee  based 
I  the  groQDd  tbat  tbe  pUn  tnTolved  an  amendmeiit  of  the  Conalltatlon 
be  Oeuenl  Grand  Chapter,  and  tiiitfl  that  was  done  no  Cbapler  had 
right  to  confer  any  other  degrees  than  those  named  In  the  conitltntlon. 
I  Tlew  prevailed,  and  the  report  naa  adopted  wlthoat  dissent ;  and 
ntpon  the  plan  was  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the  constitution, 
:b,  under  the  mlea,  cannot  be  acted  npon  nntll  the  triennial  session  of 
W«  think  the  members  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  were  against 
iteasore  by  a  very  large  m^orlty.

rbe  Impression  had  prevailed  that  no  such  totice  of  tbe  proposed 
a  bad  been  given  aa  vronld  allow  tbe  matter  to  be  presented.  Bnt 
Impreaaion  waa  erroneous;  a  proposition  to  amend  the  stalotea  by 
Ing  out  the  word  "not"  in  the  clause  relating  to  these  degrees  had 
made,  and  dne  notice  thereof  given,  ao  that  tbe  question  was  to  come, 
did  come,  squarely  before  the  Grand  Encampment.  Tbe  proposed 
idments  were  all  referred  to  tbe  Committee  on  Templar  Jnrlaprndencc, 
■osed  of  Past  Grand  Hasten  Palmer  and  Fellows,  and  Sir  Enlgbts 
nmond,  English  and  Withers.  So  many  Grand  Councils,  and  some 
id  CommanderlM,  having  a^ted  In  the  matter  with  reference  to  pre- 
ng  it  to  the  Grand  Encampment,  it  was  expected  that  a  etrennoas 
;  would  be  made  for  Ita  success ;  bnt  whether  from  m  If  apprehension 
ne  other  cause  unknown,  no  memorial  was  presented,  and  no  request 
made  to  tbe  committee  tor  a  bearing,  although  it  deferred  action  apon 
proposed  amendment  to  tbe  latest  possible  moment.  Members  of  the 
nlttee  of  the  convention  were  In  attendance  on  tbe  Grand  Encamp- 
,  (some  of  them  also  being  members  of  It),  bnt  they  made  no  sign. 
Committee  on  Jorisprndence  reported  advereely,  and  their  report  was 
ted  without  any  discussion  ;  some  one,  Indeed,  donbted  the  vote,  bnt, 
Ing  from  tbe  responae  when  each  side  was  called,  the  vote  was  over- 
mlngly  In  the  affirmative— so  mnch  so  that  the  one  who  doubled  the 
did  not  call  for  a  division.

The  repi;  to  the  first  proposition  Is,  that  It  Is  not  true,  either  hlstor- 
leallf  or  rltnallatlcaUf. 

The  second  and  third  really  mn  together,  and  maj  be  considered 
together. 

We  believe  that  the  depression  In  Cryptic  Haflonrf,  wherever  It  existsi 
Is  not  dae  primarily  to  a  lack  of  Interest  and  ability  to  snpport  them  In  a 

Upon  the  revival  of  Masonry,  the  cultivation  of  these  degreea  waa 
resumed,  and  was  gradnall;  extended.  The  reaction  In  fitvor  of  Masonry 
was  snch  that  It  was  overdone ;  the  growth  was  too  mach  of  the  fangns 
character,  and  certainly  too  rapid.  Brethren  devoted  to  It  more  time  than 
dne  attention  to  their  avocations  allowed;  they  held  offlcUI  stations  In 
from  two  to  foar  bodies,  and  even  Qrand  bodies,  at  a  time.  Too  impatient 
of  waiting  for  promotion  In  tbelr  body,  they  sought  to  establliih  new  ones ; 
each  little  village  was  also  ambitions  of  being  the  seat  of  one  or  more 
masonic  bodies ;  the  result  was  that  a  vast  number  of  new  charters  were 
granted  for  bodies,  which,  when  they  lost  the  services  of  one  or  two  zeal- 
ous brethren  who  were  their  backbone,  began  to  die,  or,  at  best,  live  at  a 
poor,'  dying  rate. 

Bnch  was  the  position  In  1841,  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  war ;  bat 
even  then  the  membership  and  the  nnmber  of  live  ConncllB  in  the  country 
were  not  so  large  as  at  the  present  time.  The  stimulus  the  war  gave  to 
Masonry,  however,  wss  felt  Id  the  whole  system — bat  it  was  an  unhealthy 
stimnlus;  members  Joined  and  went  "as  high  as  they  cculd  get"  (as  the 
saying  was),  from  mercenary  or  selfish  motives,  and,  worse  than  all  tbat, 
they  were  honied  through  the  degrees  with  a  rapidity  that  absolutely 
prevented  their  receiving  any  benefit  whatever  from  oar  teachinga ;  the 
Inevitable  result  was  tbat  when  the  occasion  passed  by  for  which  tbey 
soaght  the  benefits  of  Masonry,  they  cared  for  It  as  little  as  they  knew, 
and  ceased  paying  daes;  having  never  been  In  the  habit  of  attending  our 
meetings,  they  did  not  have  to  change  In  that  respect. 

But  there  wss  another  cauw  for  depression ;  when  the  war  broke  out, 
many  of  the  best  oOcers  and  OHmbers  were  calird  away  from  their 
masMiie  duties,  and  never  returned  to  active  work ;  the  bodies  lell  Into 
the  hands  of  brethren  equally  ambitious  and  zealons,  bat  not  as  compe- 
tent ;  that  Is  (o  say,  the  average  standard  of  excellsDce  and  competeucy  of 
oOlcers  was  lowered. 
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To  thla  ihoald  alto  be  Added  the  Ikct  that  la  the  BoDtb  muiT  bodies 
were  actntllr  destroyed  b;  the  war,  in  everjlblog  but  name. 

The  result  woa  that  when  peace,  and  a  Mltllog  down  to  the  avoca- 
[ions  of  peace,  came,  we  had  a  very  large  ODmber  or  bodies,  eapeclalty  in 
Cbe  Booth,  which  bad  lost  all  their  members  that  conld  be  relied  opon  to 
maintain  them ;  and  another  large  number,  which  bad  been  nnadvlsedly 
arganlzed,  with  no  efScieot  muterlal  Id  the  sarroandlug  country  for  their 
tapport;  and  others  with  a  large  aod  nominal  membership  of  thoM  who 
liad  never  been  Masons  more  than  lo  name,  who  paid  no  does,  and  for 
whom  the  actlre  members  paid  dues  lo  the  Grand  bodies. 

When  matters  were  preclMly  in  this  condition,  there  came  in  bnHlneas 
that  terrible  depression,  which  was  the  necessary  result  of  the  over-doing 
Id  the  pretloDS  yearn  ;  the  same  law  prodnced  the  same  effect  In  baslncaa 
IS  In  the  material  affklrn  of  Haaonrji  but  It  told  with  doable  eflbct,  of 
vtane.  npon  Haaonry. 

The  result  is,  that  in  many  Grand  Lodfre  Jartsdlctlons  there  hM  been  a 
srge  falling  off,  and  the  membenblp  tbrougbont  the  coaotry  baa  scarcely 
leld  Its  own ;  tn  the  Chapters  the  reault  has  been  worse ;  and  If  It  has 
>ren  even  worse  to  the  Councils,  it  Is  simply  becanse  the  higher  bodies 
nevltably  feel  It  the  worst. 

For  Instance,  Companion  Walter,  In  bla  eloqaeut  speech  In  the  oon- 
rentlon,  said  that  il  we  tnm  the  degrees  orer  to  the  Cbapters,  as  proposed, 
ive  thoasand  Royal  Arch  Masoos  In  Hlwltalppi  wonld.  In  a  brief  time,  t»e 
n  poBsessiou  ol  them.  We  have  no  reaaon  to  donbt  that  there  are  Ave 
.hoDsand  namimat  Koyal  Arch  Masons  in  tliat  Btste,  bat  the  latest  retnma 
[Ive  the  membership  at  only  S,130.  Without  going  Into  partlcnlara.  It  is 
lafflclent  to  say  that  whether  we  regard  the  falling  off  In  membeisblp,  the 
lecrease  In  the  nnmber  of  bodies,  or  the  nnmber  which  tftU  to  make 
retnrns  and  pay  dues,  Royal  Arch  Masonry  baa  not  safflclent  advantage 
>ver  Cryptic  Masonry  In  Mississippi  to  boast  of:  and  the  same  arguments 
which  show  that  Cryptic  Masonry  should  be  turned  over  to  the  Chapters, 
ire  equally  strong  to  show  that  CapUnlar  Haaonry  should  be  turned  over 
■o  tbe  Lodge. 

For  the  sake  of  comparison,  we  give  the  totals  of  oar  atatistics  for  ten 
rears  past;

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We  BhoDld  hftTe  said,  also,  tbat  In  the  South,  where  iodm  of  the 
caosus  we  have  named  have  prevailed  to  the  greatest  extent,  the  depressloa 
ban  been  the  moet  fterlouB,  while  ia  some  Jurisdictions  there  has  bueo,  and 
still  Ib,  a  continaooa  and  steady  growth,  In  spite  of  all  caoses  Tor  fiillliig 
off. 

Our  conclusion  Is,  that  the  depresaloo  In  Cr;ptlc  Hasoniy  to  not  occa- 
etooed  b;  causes  Inherent  In  the  sjBtem,  bat  Is  the  reenlt  of  a  coinblnatlon 
of  causes  of  a  temporarf  character,  and  within  the  power  of  thoae  who 
value  the  degrees  to  remedy. 

So  much  Id  reply  to  the  arguments  addnced  in  bvor  of  the  Hlaalft- 
BJppi  plan.  In  addidon,  there  are  several  couslderattoos,  of  a  weighty 
character,  sgalnst  the  proposition. 

The  flrst  Is,  that  Chapters  already  have  ao  many  degroes  to  confer  that 
It  1b  exceediogly  difficult  to  And  ofBcers  to  do  the  work  property ;  to  wtd 
to  the  four  Chapter  Degrees  two  more,  which  most  be  conrerrcd  by  the 
same  offlcers.  Is  Impoelug  a  heavy  burden  upon  them,  and  would  cadbc  a 
still  greater  depreaslon  Id  the  Chapter. 

Another  consideration  Is  the  coofuslon  which  will  be  Introduced  tf 
the  HlBslsBlppl  plan  1b  adopted.  We  sbtlt  have  so  many  dlflsrent  systems 
that  all  semblance  of  unUormlty  will  be  destroyed.  We  shall  have  one 
ayatem  in  Pennsylvania,  whose  Grand  Chapter  system  Is  such  that  these 
degrees  can  never  be  made  a  part  of  it ;  another  system  In  Vlr^ia  and 
West  Virginia;  another  In  Texas;  another  In  the  States  adopting  the 
Hlsslssippl  plan ;  and  another  In  the  other  states.  We  destroy  onlformlty 
not  only  In  the  Cryptic  system,  bnt  also  In  the  Chapter  system.  We  should 
preibr  to  abandon  the  degrees  altogether  than  to  Introduce  contusion  by 
adopting  the  plan  proposed. 

We  believe  that  when  we  have  cut  off  all  the  fungi  we  shall  And  solid 
Umber  enough  to  produce  a  healthy  growth ;  that  the  best  way  Is  to  go  on 
"depressing"  till  we  reach  the  "hard  pan"  of  a  membership  who  are 
willing  to  work  these  degrees  for  their  own  Intrinsic  value.  When  we 
have  reached  that  point,  we  should  also  avoid  making  the  Conncll  a  mere 
appendage  to  some  other  organizations.  We  shonid  apply  the  same  rule 
In  the  selection  itt  officers,  Urand  and  tinbordluate,  that  we  do  in  electing 
members  i  we  require  the  latter  to  pass  through  the  lower  bodies  fltst; 
and  If  we  take  (or  officers  the  past  officers  of  the  lower  bodies,  or  at  any 
rate  those  not  holding  office  in  the  other  bodies,  we  shall  be  likely  to  find 
those  who  will  give  due  attectlon  to  the  Cooacll,  and  not  regarded  as  a 
matter  to  be  attended  to  In  such  Intervals  as  their  duties  In  the  other 
bodies  make  convenient.  Live  officers  in  the  Council  and  Grand  Council 
who  magnify  their  office  will  soon  caose  a  tetani  of  the  growth  which  we 
are  apt  U>  regard  as  necessary  to  prosperity. 

Let  those,  then,  who  do  not  believe  In  lowering  the  standard  to 
demoralization  and  dissolution  dose  up  the  vacant  spaces  made  by  those 
falling  out,  and,  with  nnlted  effort,  maintain  those  beautimi  degrees  In  the 
organisations  our  fathers  created  and  taanamitted  lo  our  care.

He 
ays  a  Siting  enlogy  to  Companion  George  Frank  GoQley,  Grand  Recorder 
f  HlMonrl,  also  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Council  o(  New  York 
}  and  near  the  Grand  Coancil  of  Mlaauurl,  who  died  the  11th  of  April, 
Vn,  at  the  burning  of  the  Southern  Hotel  tn  St.  Louis;  also  to  Com- 
aqlon  William  ISdward  Latbrop,  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  Past  T.  III.  Master 
r  ConucU  No.  19,  the  first  T.  III.  Master  of  that  CouDcll,  who  died  the 
3d  day  ot  April,  1877,  aged  83  fears.    He  says : 

"  He  was  ever  eateemed  as  high  aathortty  In  Masonic  Jurisprudence, 
nd  his  place  Is  not  easily  Oiled,  I  might  speak  of  htm  for  hours  and  leave 
te  greater  part  nnsaid  Id  reference  to  his  noble,  maoly  and  MasoDic 
ualiUea  and  abilities."

Uf 
mme,  we  cannot  expect  to  Im  as  large  aa  the  Chapter  or  the  Lodge,  nor 
uJl  we  ever  rival  them ;  but  we  are  doing  as  well  as  they  are,  and  we 
tve  DO  cause  to  be  discouraged.  ■  *  *  We  think  the  Cryptic  Rile 
td  better  quit  b^glng,  and  maintain  Itself.  Let  us  stand  on  our  own 
gnity,  if  we  have  any ;  and  If  the  Companions  of  any  Council,  or  Grand 
oancil,  cannot  maintain  their  organization,  let  them  disband.  We  think 
ir  Rite  can  go  on  aa  well  as  tMfbre."

Comp.  Will  H.  Cnnnlngbam  presented  the  report  on  correspondence, 
viewlnft  the  proceedings  of  twenty-two  Grand  Uonncils,  Michigan  for 
177  Inclnded.    In  conclnslon,  he  says : 

"  Toar  committee  wonld  congratnlatc  the  companlona  npon  the  actnal 
OBperlty  of  the  Rite,  refcardlesa  of  the  distractions  heaped  apon  It  by  Its 
emiea  trom  without  and  tbe  evUn  attendant  apon  loplne  offlcialu  from 
ilhln.  In  80  many  Bubordloatr  connclls  throaghoat  the  United  States." 

Comp.  Hamnel  W.  ConTtwrlght,  of  Clrclevllle,  re-elected  H.  I.  Orand 
aMcr.

ONTARIO,  Cahada,  1876. 

The  aonnal  assembly  was  held  In  tbe  City  of  Toronto,  A.ng  39, 1876. 
amp.  Daniel  Spry,  H.  L  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Seven  coddcIIs  were 
presented. 

Grand  Master  Spry  delivered  an  excellent  address,  from  which  we 
lote  the  (bl  towing : 

"  Id  rendering  yon  an  account  of  my  official  conduct  during  tbe  past 
»T.  It  aJIlirdB  me  much  gratiflcatlon  to  be  enabled  to  state  that  the  Cryp- 
3  Bite  continues  steadily  to  advance.  ext«ndlna  Itself  Into  all  parts  of  the 
omlolon,  and  has  even  winged  Its  Bight  Into  our  prairie  province,  Hanl- 
ibK.  Tbe  subordinate  councils  are  generally  well  conducted,  and  the 
tarns,  which  vrill  be  laid  before  yoo,  will  show  the  st«sdy  progress 
hicb  li  being  mode.  You  are  quite  aware  that  I  have  always  urged  upon 
le^  •tt«otlon  of  the  Grand  Council  the  desirability  of  being  extremely 
inttoDB  In  the  admission  of  members  to  our  Connclls,  urging  upon  the 
Ticers  of  these  subordinate  bodies,  who  are  In  Che  babit  of  assembling 
Itb  us,  the  necessity  of  selecting  with  great  care  rh>m  among  those  who 
ik  to  be  «dmltt«d  to  the  secrets  of  the  Ninth  A.reb,  those  who  posieea  the 
BCMsary  Intelligence  to  enable  them  to  t><'come  earnest  and  faithful 
roiters  In  oar  Order.    In  many  CoDnclls  I  Ond  thU  these  teachings  have 
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not  been  withoat  effect,  and  that  the  result  of  soch  caution  has  been  to 
admit  only  those  who  have  attained  some  position  in  the  other  grades  of 
Masonry.  Adhering  to  the  same  advice,  I  have  not  coantenanoed  the 
opening  of  Councils  in  localities  where  I  considered  there  did  not  exist  a 
field  sufflclently  wide  to  Justify  me  in  the  granting  of  dispensations.  The 
multiplication  of  Councils  will  bring  no  strength  tQ  the  Grand  Council, 
nor  aid  in  the  proper  extension  of  an  order  that  possesses  so  many  charms, 
unless  the  companions  selected  to  preside  over  them  are  possessed  of  abil- 
ity of  the  highest  order  to  enable  them  to  thoroughly  and  intelligently 
understand  and  impart  the  woric.'' 

Two  dispensations  were  granted  to  open  and  form  Councils,  one  in 
Manitoba.    No  report  on  correspondence. 

Companion  Fred.  J.  Menet,  of  Toronto,  was  elected  M.  I.  G.  Master, 
and  Companion  James  B.  Nixon,  of  Toronto,  was  re-elected  Grand  Re- 
corder. 

1877. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  the  city  of  London,  Ontario,  Aueust 
8,  1877,  Companion  Fred.  J.  Menet  M.  111.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Eight 
Councils  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  (Comp.  Fred.  J.  Menet)  says  in  his  address: 

*'  During  the  year  which  has  now  drawn  to  a  close,  the  progress  made 
by  our  Order  in  the  Province  has  been  extremely  satisfactory,  although  no 
great  accessions  have  been  made  to  our  numbers.  *  «  •  The  utmobt 
unanimity  has  prevailed." 

He  laid  before  the  Grand  Council  the  action  of  Mississippi.  In  hand- 
ing over  the  Council  Degrees  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  he  says : 

"  It  is  much  to  be  regi'etted  that  the  action  has  been  necessitated  by 
the  apparent  languishing  condition  of  both  these  bodies,  *  *  *  and  it 
is  doubtftii  even  If  *  *  *  it  will  be  found  advantageous  to  have  them 
united  under  one  governing  body." 

Companion  James  B.  Nixon  presented  the  report  on  correspondence* 
ably  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-seven  Grand  Councils,  Michigan 
for  1876  receiving  a  fhiternal  notice.    He  concludes  as  follows: 

'*The  Cryptic  Rite  throughout  the  various  jarlsdlctions  seems  to  be  in 
a  very  languid  condition,  with  a  few  notable  exceptions,  and  the  promi- 
nent members  of  the  Institution  seem  to  be  loolslng  forward  anxiously  to 
the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States,  In  Cleveland, 
to  have  the  pre-requisite  question  settled.  We  hope  the  question  will  be 
settled  satisfactorily  to  those  who  wish  the  Council  degrees  made  a  pre- 
requisite to  the  Orders  of  Knighthood ;  but  at  the  same  time  we  cannot 
but  feel  that  the  Institution  is  quite  good  enough  in  itself  to  occupy  that 
position  to  which  It  is  entitled  in  regular  Masonic  progression,  and  we 
question  very  much  If  the  hot-house  growth  that  the  Order  may  receive 
will  be  as  healthy  as  If  it  had  to  stand  entirely  on  its  merits.  How  much 
Interest  will  the  members  be  likely  to  take  in  an  institution  that  they  most 
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[O  thnngb  in  ofder  to  get  kt  MrniMhtog  wMch  they  deem  more  denlrsble  T 
W«  believe  tbftt  the  only  thing  wkotlng  to  maka  the  Cryptic  Order  aa 
rreat  ■  encccM  or  greater  than  the  Knights  Tetnpliir  Is  ie»l  for  the  Initltn- 
lon.ADd  energy  and  perseTeruice  In  working  It  Oot  In  onrownjnrlsdlc- 
Ion."

L  Llndstrom,  of  Charleston,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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TENNESSEE— 1876. 
The  tweDtr-BcreDth  4i]iiiia1  Msembly  wu  held  In  the  city  or  Nashville, 
Norember  16, 1876,  Companion  H.  H.  Aiken,  H.  III.  G.  Huter,  prealdlng. 
There  were  thirty  CoancllB  represented. 
Onuid  HMter  Aiken,  In  his  sddreM,  saye : 
"  It  Is  a  matter  of  sincere  r«gret  that- 1  cannot  report  Cryptic  Masonry 
to  Im  In  a  more  healthy  and  flonrlahtng  condition  in  tbls  Qrond  Jnrindlc- 
tlon  than  It  is  to-day.    For,  while  we  are  happily  tree  from  diasenslon  and 
strife  In  any  of  tbelr  myriad  and  bnrtrnl  forms,  and  while  peace  and  har- 
mony have  continued  unbroken  end  nudlstarbed  tliroaghont  our  bordm, 
a  widespread  and  enervating  lethargy  has  crept  In  and  settled  npon  ns ; 
and  anpleoaant  and  nuacceptable  aa  the  statement  tnay  be,  It  la,  nevertbe' 
leM,  a  fact,  patent  to  the  most  easnal  observer,  that  we  are  not  gathering 
strengtb  with  age,  lf>  Indeed,  we  »ie  maintaining  the  position  achieved  by 
those  who  liare  gone  before." 
And  ooDclndes  as  (bllows: 
"  We  are  told  that,  in  the  oMen  times,  the  Chaldean  astrologer,  versed 
la  Abrahamic  lore,  stood  a  muOled  flgnre  npon  the  watch  towers  of 
Babylon,  and,  with  his  divining  rod,  cost  starry  horoscopes  of  the  indl- 
vldaal  lives  of  the  yonng  scions  of  Assyrian  royalty. 

"To-day  we  need  no  prophet  to  predict  onr  fbtnre  or  calcalate  onr 
chanCM.  The  advanced  clvlilution  and  higher  edncntion  of  the  present 
have  happily  ItltMl  as  ont  of  the  Inflnences,  and  beyond  the  necessities,  of 
the  astrologer  and  the  soothsayer,  and  we  know  and  (eel  that  prosperity 
or  adversity  will  as  certainly  attend  n*  as  we  are  nnlied,  active  and  vigil- 
ant, or  as  we  commit  ourselves  to  apathy,  Inaction  and  ludlStrence. 

"No  ent«rpriM,  however  happily  conceived  or  ansplelously  Inangn- 
rsted,  bos  passed  Into  an  oennred  anccrss  except  by  ppriilsteut  and  Hostained 
effbrt.  Nor  can  we,  my  companloun,  hope  fur  tlils  Gmnd  Body  an  excep- 
tional career.  Neither  should  we  desire  It.  If,  however,  we  nigh  Cryptic 
Hawnry  to  be  and  continue  a  living,  active  and  felt  agincy  in  onr  midst, 
let  DS  enenclze  It  by  brlnjtlog  to  Its  support  the  name  Interest,  dlscrlmlno- 
tlOD  and  eflbrt  which  we  give  tu  our  dally  avocations. 

"  Let  the  depression  and  the  dllBcnlties  under  which  we  labor  be  the 
ln»plrailon  to  more  enlarged  desire  and  fuller  earnestness.

The  tweuUeth  annual  assembly  was  held  In  the  oltf  of  Hllwankee, 
Pebmary  19, 1S77,  Companion  Jamea  L.  Bridge,  U.  L  G.  U.,  presiding. 

Eight  Coanclta  were  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  Is  short,  bat  hopefhl.  Be  says: 

"  I  believe  the  majority  of  our  Oonucits  are  doing  aa  wall,  If  not  better, 
Ihan  the  cloud  under  which  the  lilte  iB  now  shaded  would  seem  to  ludl- 
caie." 

The  report  on  correspondence  Is  by  Companion  John  V-  Woodhnll, 
reviewing  very  fully  the  proceedlnga  ol  fourteen  Grand  Councils.  Michigan 
vcelves  froteruai  uotlce.  The  report  Is  like  all  of  Comp.  Woodhuli's — 
kbarp,  terse  and  to  the  point.  We  would  like  to  quote  many  of  Its  points 
lat  can  only  give  his  conclualou  In  full; 

"  We  can  see  many  resaona  why  we  should  be  encountgfd,  and  none 
br  being  despondent.  In  some  of  the  Htates  the  Councils  are  fluurlshlng, 
41  others,  sick  tnongh  to  die.  The  question  is  often  asked,  why  is  II  that 
n  some  States,  and  even  In  dlllbrent  portions  of  the  same  Htatc,  there  la  no 
nuch  difference  in  the  character  and  standing  of  the  UonncllsT  We  think 
Jie  question  Is  eapy  ol  solution :  Wherever  yon  find  a  flonrlshlng  Conucll, 
ron  may  reet  assured  that  the  workmen  are  tried  and  true ;  that  they  are 
nen  and  Masons;  that  they  love  and  appreciate  iho  InsUtutlon  fbr  its 
ronh,  fbr  the  beauty  there  Is  In  It;  for  the  beautiful  moral  leasons  taught, 
hod  are  trying  to  live  what  they  profess ;  they  do  not  beyradge  a  fbw 
Doments  at  the  Ijodge-nxim,  although  there  may  be  no  'work';  they 
lAve  Intellects  to  think,  and  And  plenty  of  food  for  conversation  among 
heir  Intelligent  associates ;  they  are  fUll  of  that  spirit  which  actnatea 
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"  These  Aegnea  are  coDferred  Id  ConndlB  of  Rojal  and  Select  Hasten, 
iced  and  closed  in  dne  form,  ^one  bnt  affiliated  Royal  Arch  Masons, 
pMd  BtaadlDg,  with  the  eonsent  of  Ibelr  Cbsplers,  are  entitled  to  the 
[Tees.  The  Chapter  to  whom  the  candidate  belong!  collects  the  tees,  and 
kes  retnra  of  the  work.  All  who  were  Royal  Arch  Hasons,  In  good 
Dding,  at  the  time  ol  the  truufer  of  JnrisdlcUoti  of  these  degrees  to  the 
ipter,  were  regarded  as  entitled  to  the  (Jonncll  degrees  without  ballot; 
petltlooa  lialloted  Qpon  since  that  time,  of  conrse,  Incladed  the  Cooncll 

"  A  Council  is  no  part  of  a  Chapter.  It  Is  a  distinct  body,  so  far  as  its 
rk  Is  coocerned.  The  Coanull  degreen  Id  this  jurisdiction  are  not  confer- 
in  a  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  as  they  are  In  Virginia  and  Maryland — In 
'gtoia  since  the  17th  of  December,  A.  D.  1841,  where  they  are  placed 
ween  the  Fast  Master  and  Most  Excellent  Master ;  and  In  Maryland 
ce  A.  D.  1824,  where  they  are  placed  as  In  Virginia.  In  Texas,  CoancllB 
Royal  and  Select  Masters  have  not  been  merged  io  Chapters  ot  Royal 
;h  Masons.  The  only  authority  this  Qraud  Cuapler  erer  acquired  over 
m  was  try  the  concordat  of  both  Grand  Council  and  Grand  Chapter,  in 
le,  1864.  ThlH  Grand  Chapter  could  not,  by  its  sole  action,  ocqnlru  any 
e  In  the  premises;  the  title  acquired  by  virtue  of  the  concordat  was 
t  of  a  custodian  and  guardian  of  th?  Subordinate  Coaiiclls ;  by  it  the 
Tees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  were  only  to  be  conferred  '  m  Councils 
Koyal  and  cielect  Masters,  appendant  to  the  Subordinate  Chapters,'  and 
ir  the  candidate  had  received  the  Royal  Arch  degree.  The  record  does 
;  admit  of  any  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  this  decision.  No  Royal 
ch  Chapter  of  thlu  Jurisdiction  can  confer,  within  its  bo«om,  the  Royal 
1  Select  degrees.  They  can  only  be  conferred  In  Councils  ol  Royal  and 
ect  HasieiB,  duly  held  for  that  purpose." 

The  committee  to  whom  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  was  refer- 
.Bay: 

"  We  note,  too,  the  decisions  in  reference  to  Cryptic  Masonry,  and 
ireclate  the  dKBculties  encountered  in  answering  the  varloua  questions, 
r  system  la  peculiar,  and  the  Grand  High  Priest  finds  no  precedent  In 
:  history  of  the  other  Grand  Chapters  to  guide  him.  It  has  been  in  vogue 
^  us  so  short  a  time,  that  It  is  still  crude  and  incomplete;  and  the 
Ion  of  his  predecessors  alTbrds  but  meagre  data  upon  which  to  found  his 
wlDslons.  Consequently,  he  la  left  to  decide  the  cases  as  they  are,  upon 
'  own  Judgment,  unaided  by  the  experience  of  others.  Maryland  has 
'en  up  the  control  ot  the  Council  degrees  to  a  Grand  Council  now  organ- 
i  In  her  Jurisdiction,  and  Texas  and  the  Virginias  itaod  alone  among 
ilr  tisiera  in  this  respect,  and  the  system  here  is  dUIbieot  Irom  theirs. 
,  In  reality,  oura  Is  peculiar  to  Texas.  Tour  committee  submit  to  the 
mpanlons,  whether  it  is  best  to  continue  thus  Isolated  from  our  sister 
and  Chapters  In  this  respect." 
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CALIFORNIA. 
We  have  a  circniar  from  Or&nd  Recorder  Charlu  Lonls  Wi^lo.ot 
Hay  11th,  1877,  giving  tbe  proceedlDgs  of  the  QraDd  Cotincll  and  Grand 
Chapter  or  Ualllbrni a,  approving  and  adapting  the  "  Htastasippt  plan,"  to 
tranafer  the  Conncl]  degrees  to  tbe  Royal  Arch  Chapter. 

CoupAHione — Id  presenting  thia  onr  report,  we  hare  endeaTOred  to 
give  what  Information  we  conld  glean  rrom  tbe  traniiactlODB  of  the  aeveral 
Grand  Connclla,  tonching  the  proaperity  and  fatare  of  Cryptic  Masonry. 
We  find  many  reasons  to  be  encoaraged ;  none  to  be  dlacouraged.  Sokk 
are  despondent,  and  ready  to  give  np  the  ghost.  Bat  we  tblnk  the  troable 
with  these  may  be  attributed  to  their  offlcera,  together  with  a  lack  of 
energy  and  interest  In  the  Order.  Too  man;  seek  the  offices  for  the  name, 
and  have  no  Interest  beyond  the  title  of  M.  {.  Q.  Master  or  T.  L  Master. 
Away  with  this  class  of  what  we  cannot  call  tnie  workmen,  bat  drones, 
and  place  In  their  stead  those  who  do  not. sleep  on  their  posts—"  inflict  the 
penalty  wltboot  mercy."  Ulsslsslppl  and  Illinois  have  uken  measares  to 
transfer  the  Council  degrees  to  their  several  Royal  Arch  Chapters,  "  pro- 
vided the  General  Grand  Chapter  will  allow  them  to  do  so."  We  cannot 
see  any  advantage  In  so  doing,  as  some  are  already  complaining  of  too 
many  degrees  In  the  Chapter,  If  the  ConncU  degrees  are  not  worth  the 
working  as  they  are,  give  ibem  ap ;  disband.  Do  not  try  to  foist  Uiem 
where  they  never  belonged.  If  yon  give  them  to  any  body,  retam  them  to 
whom  we  received  them  from— the  A.  f  A.  Siu,  We  are  not  aware  that 
the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  ever  had  any  control  of  tbem.

We  have  cause  lo  be  truly  tliaukful  that  the  great  I.  AM.  in  his 
inflniie  mercy  huth  spared  the  members  of  this  Orand  Council,  Chat 
death  hath  not  iavaded  the  secret  vault,  and  that  our  select  numbers  are 
all  present.  And  as  we  met  in.\nnuHl  Assembly  to  consult  together  for 
the  good  of  Cryptic  Miisunry.  let  us  look  to  the  "  Giver  of  every  good 
And  perfect  gift''  for  wisdom  and  strength,  so  to  discharge  our  duty, 
that  Companions  of  the  Crypt,  throughout  the  length  nnd  breadth  of 
tbe  land,  may,  by  the  action  of  this  Orand  Council,  be  encouraged  to 
st.tnd  more  firmly  for  our  beloved  Rite. 

CONDITHIN  OF  THE  RiTE  IN  MlCHIOAS.

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Lodges,  90  far  ns  tlic  uumlier  of  Us  subordinates  are  coucerned,  New 
York,  Peniisyl  villi  ill,  Illinois,  Indinua,  Kuntucky,  Ohio  ami  Teuue*see 
end)  liaviujz  a  greai^r  iiumlicr  of  Lodgt^j:  und  id  Capitutur  Masonry  it 
octnipies  the  lii.tth  place,  giviai{  precidciice  to  Ncn'  York,  PuDnsylvnnia, 
Oliio,  Illinois,  Tcsm  and  Kentucky ;  we  of  tlie  Cryptic  Rile,  oocui)y 
the  second  place,  only  one  slate,  (Ohio)  having  a  greater  number  of  iic- 
live  Councils  thiiu  we  have. 

Agiilu,  our  Gr.ind  Council  i*  sound  morally,  Masoiiiciliy  ;ind  Ruan- 
eiully.  Our  nieuiber^  Imvc  not  bccoaif  infrcted  with  Ibe  Mississippi 
ilelu^ioii,  at  le:isl  ii-t  far  as  Die  Itody  of  the  Or^ft  is  ctiuei^rned;  neither 
do  lliey  think  that  it  i*  uecesjiary,  in  order  to  maintain  our  eiiiJteocc, 
that  our  ilegreeri  should  bi:  made  |)rer(K|Ui*iie  to  the  OrdiTs  of  Kiiigtit- 
hood.  We  would  be  jrhid  if  the  Coinriinoilery  would  take  such  aetina 
iis  would  make  them  prerequisite  and  lliink  lliiit  such  aeliou  on  Ihe 
part  of  tile  Co  mm  ami  ery,  would  mutuiilly  bi^nefjl  bolh  Cliivalric  uud 
Cryptic  Masonry:  aud  we  believe  that  such  uc.tion  witl  lie  bad  at  the 
next  triennial  Conclave  of  the  (fraud  Encunjiiucnt  Bai  if  it  shoald 
not.  Cryptiii  Masonry  will  continue  lo  exisl.  It  lias  existed  in  the 
United  States  as  a  wparaie  organization,  without  neiiig  made  a  pre- 
requisite to  llie  Couiin  ituli-ry  more  liiaii  halt  a  eimlury,  aud  h;is  dem- 
ouslrdled  the  tact  thai  ii  is  sl■lf-.'^usriuaia^^  and  abundantly  able  to  tak« 
care  of  itself.  In  fai;t,  so  far  as  tbe  railed  SlatcM  is  concerned,  it  i* 
the  senior  orgaul/.^iiion.  in  thn.'e-fourtli-i  of  ibc slate*  of  the  fuioii,  the 
Grand  I'ouncils  out  rank  the  Gmiiil  (louimauderies  in  age,  ran?iu^ 
from  one  year  to  tbirty-tive  years  llieir  senior.  The  following  lab'e 
prepared  by  MosI  llluslrioiin  (irami  Ma-iu-r  Ci'orge  M.  Usgoodly  of  New 
York,  shows  the  datu  of  Orgaiiatioa  of  the  Grand  Coundl  and  Grand 
(;ommaudery  In  eaeh  of  the  slules.  For  llie  benefit  of  those  who  aiuy. 
desire  to  investigate  this  question,  1  copy  it  entire,     l  tv<  uppuKiU  pauf.) 

Again  our  Grand  Council  is  oul  of  debt,  has  more  tliau  one  lliou- 
sand  doll. LI'S  of  surplus^  funds  in  ilii  treasury,  and  .'in  annual  income 
equal  lo,  and  tor  a  few  years  past,  in  cvepss  of  i's  e.vjiendiiures. 

In  addition  to  this  the  several  Councils  in  this  jurisdiction  are.  ^vitli 
hut  very  tew  exceptions,  in  ii  healthy  coaditiou.  It  is  true  that  tlior« 
has  not  been  a  riijiid  increase  of  raeuibcrship  during  the  pasi  year,  liut 
most  of  the  Councils  have  done  some  work,  and  the  qualily  of  the  iiia- 
t«ria1  aieil,  I  am  informed  from  trustworthy  sources,  is  excellent,  untl 
iis  it  is  the  quality  rather  than  the  quantity  tliat  we  are  nuist  iulcrcst«?<l 
in,  we  have  every  reason  lo  feel  encouraged.  The  only  reasoo  why 
we  have  noi  done  as  mu<tli  work  in  tke  Secret   Vault   during   tlie   past 
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liavu  ill  some  former  yeiim  is  because  of    the   finnDCial    de- 
iil  general  stiigDiiliou  of  lmsiiie,=s.  and   not   becnuse   of   any

Some  comptaiDt  haa  be«D  made  daring  Ibe  year  by  two  or  tbree  sub- 
ordinate CouucIIb  Id  regard  to  tbe  dues  required  of  tbein  by  the  Grand 
Council,  tbey  tbiokiog  that  the  duea  are  exceMlve,  niore  tban  they 
should  be  required  to  pay.  In  order  that  1  might  at  this  Annual  As- 
sembly make  ao  exhibit  of  the  manner  in  which  every  Grand  Council 
with  which  He  are  in  correspondence  derives  its  revenue,  and  the 
amount  required  by  each  from  its  subordinates,  I  have  carefully  ex- 
amined the  protecdingi  of  the  several  Grund  Councils,  and  where  they 
have  failed  to  disclose  the  fact,  I  have  corresponded  with  the  Grand 
Kecordcrs,  aud  from  the  information  thus  derived,  I  have  prepared  a 
table  showing  the  manner  in  which  the  several  Grand  Councils  derive 
their  revenue  and  the  amount  required  by  each  from  their  subordinates; 
from  which  it  appears  that  the  amount  required  by  our  Grand  Council 
from  its  subordinates  is  very  much  below  the  average,  tiome  of  the 
Grand  Councils  charge  a  per  capita  tax  on  the  membership  of  tlieir 
subordinaCes  of  one  do  11  ill.  some  seventy- live  cents,  and  considerably 
more  than  half  of  (hem,  fifty  ceuts,  while  we  charge  but  tweuty -live  cents. 
Those  desiring  light  on  this  question  are  respectfully  rcfered  to  the  fol- 
lowing table  : 
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Tbe  above  Table  is  complele  with  the  exceptioD  of  Georgia  aud 
fortb  Carolioa.  I  bavc  repeatedly  written  to  the  Grand  Recorders  of 
be  Gruad  Councils  of  these  States,  for  such  facts  as  would  enable  me 
0  include  these  Grand  Councils,  but  have  been  unable  to  obtain  any 
u  form  all  au  whatever  from  tliem. 

The  dues  required  by  tlie  Grand  Council  of  Michigan  are  nominal, 
"weoty-flve  centf  per  year  Is  a  trifling  sum  for  a  Select  Master  to  pay 
or  the  support  of  bis  Grand  Council.  It  is  true  that  for  a  few  years 
ust  this  sum  together  with  tbe  one  dollar  paid  for  each  Coiupaoion 
dmitted  to  the  Secret  yault  has  been  more  tbau  enough  lo  pay  cnr- 
sni  expenses  and  we  have  bei:n  nble  to  "lay  by  a  little  msney,  for  a 
ainy  day."  But  thi^  year  you  will  probably  be  called  upon  to  make 
pproprialions  fully  equal  to,  and  perhaps  in  excess  of  this  year's  rc- 
»pts.  If  such  appropriuiioDs  are  deemed  advisable,  and  for  the  good  of 
Cryptic  Masonry.  \t<  it  not  n  satisfaction  loknow  that  we  are  prepared  to 
lake  them.  In  view  of  thefacllbat  but  littlework  may  bedonefor  afew 
ears  to  come,  and  tbeahsolute  necessity  for  money  to  successfully  con- 
uct  any  orj^anizatioii,  1  tliink  it  would  be  veiy  bad  policy  to  cut  down 
iir  dues  HI  the  present  time.  They  are  now  much  lower  than  in  most 
irisuictious,  are  nut  burdensome,  and  will  be  cheerfully  paid  by  every 
elect  Muster  when  he  understands  that  he  is  not  required  to  pay  more 
rim  the  good  of  the  order  demnuds. 

Kepibui'.^tios  ok  Procef-dinos. 

1  am  informed  by  the  Uruod  Itecor<ler  that  the  printed  copies  of  the 
roceedings  of  this  Grand  Council  from  its  organization  in  1868  to  18B4 
iclusive  and  also  for  tlie  year  1808,  have  been  exhausted,  and  tbat  to 
^publish  our  proceedings  For  those  years  would  require  the  rcpublica- 
3n  of  about  15(1  pages  of  priutcd  matter.  There  may  be  another  year 
r  two  of  which  tbe  proceedings  are  so  nearly  exhausted  that  it  will 
e  diiemed  advisable  to  republish  tbem  also. 

lo  order  thut  our  liles  may  be  kept  complete  and  tbat  each  Council 
ay  be  supplied  with  a  full  set.  I  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  reso- 
lioD  authorizing  tbe  republication  of  such  as  are  now  out  of  print,  or 
■arly  so,  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed  t«  contract  for  such  print- 
g  as  may  he  ordered  hy  the  Grand  Council.

1  am  informed  by  the  Grand  Recorder  that  the  Proceedings  of  the 
arious  Grand  Councils  with  which  we  are  In  correspondence,  and 
lilch  Have  accumulated  in  the  Grand  liecorders  otBcc,  have  never  been 
>und,  and  therefore  are  liable  to  be,  and  many  of  them  actually  have 
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been  lost.  With  but  a  trifliag  out  lay  tbey  could  be  bound  into  vol- 
Dmes  of  conveoieDt  size  and  they  would  tbeu  form  the   nucleus  of  » 

Library  for  this  Cfrand  Council  and  would  be  preserved  for  future 
reference  should  occasion  require.  Complete  files  from  all  of  tbe 
Grand  Councils  would  not  make  more  than  Iweuty-five  or  thirty  vol- 
umes, and  Ihey  could  be  hound  in  good  Law  Library  Biodiog  for 
seventy-five  ceaLs  per  volume.  I  would  therefore  respectfully  euggeat 
that  a  resolution  be  adopted  directing  tbe  Grand  Recorder,  where  his 
files  are  not  complete  to  procure  from  tbe  several  grand  Council!:, 
if  possible,  the  missing  numbers,  and  then  to  have  a  complete  set  of 
the  files  of  all  of  the  Qrand  Ceuncils  bound  in  good  substantial  Lav 
Library  Binding,  that  they  may  be  preserved  for  the  iiac  of  this  Grand 
Council. 

Representative  Ststbm, 

On  the  23rd  day  of  June  last  I  received  through  lilustrioue  Com- 
panion Noble,  Grand  Recorder,  a  comuiunication  from  the  Most 
Illuatrious  Grand  Master  of  Rhode  Island,  requesting  an  exchange  of 
representatives  between  the  Grand  Councils  of  Rhode  Island  and 
Michigan.  On  the  third  day  of  July  last  I  received  a  similar  communi- 
cation from  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Muster  of  New  Jersey  contain- 
ing a  request  for  an  eschange  of  representiklives  between  our  Grand 
Council  and  that  of  New  Jersey.  In  the  communication  lost  referred 
to,  the  Most  Illustrious  Qrand  Master  recommcuded  Rlustrious  Com- 
panion  Leonard  L.  Green  as  a  suitable  person  for  rcpreseuliitive  of  our 
Grand  Council  near  the  Grand  Council  of  New  .'ersey.  and  requested 
me  to  name  some  suitable  person  as  representative  of  their  lirand 
Council  near  the  Grand  Council  of  Michigan. 

I  immediately  answered  these  communications  and  informed  our 
Moat  Illustrious  Companious,  that  under  the  existing  edicts  of  the 
Grand  Council  of  Michigan,  I  did  not  feel  at  liberty  lo  make  the  ap- 
pointments or  to  receive  those  made  by  them  ;  but  that  I  trusted  sucb 
action  would  be  taken  at  our  next  Annual  Assembly  as  would  enable 
us  to  exchange  courtesies  of  this  kind  with  sister  jurisdictions,  and,  if 
the  edicts  now  in  force  in  this  jurisdiction  in  reference  lo  the  Itepre- 
sentative  System  were  reversed  by  the  Grand  Council,  it  would  affoni 
me  very  great  pleasure  to  appoint  the  Illustrious  Companions  recom- 
mended by  them,  and  to  receive  and  recognize  those  wiioin  tliey  might 
appoint. 

Since  receiving  these  communications  I  have  carefully  examined  the 
proceedings  of  the  several  Grand  Councils  with  which  we  are  in  cor- 
respondence and  was  somewhat  surprised  to  learn  that  Michigan  is  lUe 
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]n1y  Qtaud  CoUQcil  tbat  refuses  Co  appoint  or  receive  Grand  Repre- 
leoUtives. 

I  rcapcctfully  call  the  atteatioa  of  the  Grand  Council  to  these  facts 
Ihai  it  nay  take  auch  aclioo  iu  the  premises  as  may  be  tliouglit  advisa- 
ble. Tlw  adoption  of  the  Representative  system  will  cost  us  nothing, 
lot)  it  will  afford  a  meius  of  friendly  inlercourae  between  Grand  Coud- 
ells  which,  In  my  opinion,  will  be  productive  of  good  results.  Our 
lialer  jurisdictious  Are  constantly  appruaching  us  and  askiug  us  to  re- 
ceive their  representatives  >Hud  to  appoint  a  representative  of  out  Grand 
Council  within  their  respective  jurisdictions.  Would  it  not  be  more 
:our(cous  upon  our  part  lo  grant  their  request  nnd  return  the 
:omplinienl  that  it  is  to  refuse  to  receive  tbeir  representatives  or  ia 
iny  QiiLnuer  to  recognize  the  representative  system.  I  am  aware 
bat  there  are  some  prominent  members  of  this  Grand  Council  who 
jflve  always  taken  occasion  to  ridicule  the  representative  syaicm  when- 
!ver  it  has  been  spoken  of  in  the  Grand  Council.  On  most  questions 
have  great  respect  tor  the  opinion  of  these  Illustrious  Companions, 
)ut  on  this  question  I  think  they  have  actfd  without  due  deliberation. 
Phe  mo^t  that  any  of  them  urge  against  it  is,  that  there  is  no  practical 
ilility  iu  It,  and  tliul  they  cannot  sec  how  the  Grand  Council  ia  to  de- 
ive  any  substantial  good  by  ils  adoption.  In  answer  to  this  I  say  it 
}  an  act  of  courtesy,  an  act  of  politeness,  extended  by  one  Grand 
urisdiclioii  to  another.  1  do  nut  presume  that  the  Grand  Councila 
hat  have  adopted  this  system  did  so  with  Che  expectation  that  Masonry 
a  Che  abstract  wouid  l)e  materially  benellted  tiiereby,  but  for  the 
lurpose  of  sending  to,  and  receiving  from,  sister  jurbdictions  kind  and 
'aternul  greetings  through  their  re^pccCive  Grand  Representatives. 

Ma-sonry.  10  a  certain  extent  nC  leiist,  is  b  social  institution,  and  it  ia 
s  essential  to  its  well  being,  that  courtesy  be  extended  between  its 
itferent  organizations,  OS  it  is  to  the  welfare  of  a  community  that 
ouriesies  be  extended  between  the  different  citizens  thai  constitute  the 
ommunity.  Perhaps  no  practical  good  results  from  two  ncquaint- 
nces  exchanging  Che  civilities  of  the  day  when  they  meet  upun  the 
.reet,  or  Chat  no  real  benefit  resales  from  a  friendly  shake  of  the  hand. 
:ut  the  person  who.  in  this  age  of  the  world,  would  refuse  Co  extend 
lese  courtesies,  simply  because  he  could  sec  no  practical  good  in  them 
'ould  be  deemed  but  partially  civilized,  and  scarcely  fit  for  refined 

When  such  Illustrious  Compauions  as  Drummond  of  Maine,  Corson 
r  Sew  Jersey,  Austin,  Simons.  Page,  Macoy,  Lewis  and  Osgoodby,  of 
lew  York,  t^ayre  of  Alabama.  Frizzell  of  Tennessee,  and  hundreds  of 
thers  who  might  be  named,  approve  of  this  system,  and  act  themselves

Eia  the  rcprcBeDtatlTe  of  ant  or  more  Foreign  Graud  Bodies,  it  ill  be- 
comes UB  to  ridicule  it,  or  to  coDdeina  it  untried  because  we  uny  DOl 
be  able  at  flrst  glance  to  see  tbe  beueflt  l«  be  derived  from  it.  or  be- 
cause of  some  unwarranted  prejudice  we  may  have  conceived  against  it. 
In  view  of  all  of  the  facts. I  recomoiead  the  adoption  of  a  resolution 
by  this  Qrand  Council  authoriEing  ao  eEchaagc  of  represeutativcs  wilb 
all  Grand  Councils  with  which  we  are  in  correspondence. 

CoNoiTioN  OF  Cryptic  Masonry  Giikekai.i.v. 

The  condition  of  Cryptic  Masonry  throughout  the  country,  as  » 
whole,  is  not  flattering.  In  many  of  the  States,  the  Rile  is  in  a  lau- 
guishing  condition.  But  this  certainly  is  not  becaase  there  is  no  real 
merit  in  Cryptic  Masonry,  or  because  in  has  accompliithed  the  work  for 
which  it  was  brought  into  existence,  but  rutber  because  the  guardians 
of  the  Rile,  the  men  who  have  been  placed  in  supreme  command,  have 
been  sleeping  at  tlieir  poste.  If  tbe  punishment  Co  justly  awarded  to 
Ahisharwas  inflicted  upon  those  grand  aodsuborciiniiicofflcerswboare 
guilty  of  tbe  same  oSence,  and  more  zeatons  companions  w-cre  placed 
in  their  stead.  Cryptic  Masonry  would  again  assume  its  proper  place, 
and  would  be  sought  after  as  it  lias  been  in  years  that  are  passed. 

There  are  many  men  in  high  olllcial  posiliions,  who,  like  ihc  late 
Grand  Musl«r  of  tbe  late  Graud  Council  of  Mississippi,  do  noibing 
themselves,  but  wait  with  folded  arms  for  somethiog  to  turn  up.  and 
then  wonder  why  it  is  that  our  "Beloved  Order"  does  not  prosper. 
This  Comp.  to  whom  had  been  intrusled  the HUprcme government  of  the 
Craft  in  that  Jurisdiction,  under  whose  care  thirty  two  subordinate 
Councils  had  been  placed,  came  into  tbe  Grand  Council  of  the  end  of 
tbe  Masonic  year,  and  reported  that  he  had  not  written  a  letter,  »ns- 
wercd  a  question,  or  found  anything  li>  do,  and  conHc((uently.  hiul 
nothing  to  report. 

If  he  had  discharged  his  duty  n^  he  was  morally  and  Masonically 
bound  to  do,  he  would  have  wi'ltten  mmiy  letters,  answered  many 
questions,  be  would  have  visited  his  Councils  and  encouru!;ed  tbe  Criift; 
he  would  have  found  au  abundance  of  prolitable  work.  In  shork  hud 
be  discharged  fatlhfully  the  high  trust  reposeil  in  him,  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil of  Mississippi  would  not  now  be  numbered  with  the  things  of  tiie  past. 
It  is  just  such  men  that  are  drugging  Cryptic.  Masonry  down  with  tliciii. 
Tbe  remedy  is  to  get  rid  of  these  men.  not  to  abandon  our  beautiful 
and  instructive  degrees,  or  procure  their  ado|>tion  into  the  Chapter. 
The  Chapter  has  no  place  tor  them  nor  any  business  with  ibem. 
Cryptic  Masonry  has  intrinsic  merit  enough  to  stand  aloue.  nud  will 
stand   alone   unless  It  Is  overthrown  by  such   men  as  the  hile  Grand 
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Mnaler  of  ttlissiasippi.  This  mnn  may  he  iind  probably  is  a  good  moii 
sort  a  gCDtlcmiin,  but  he  bus  (Icnionatrated  tbe  fact  that  he  is  not  a 
suituble  |>ci-soD  for  Oraod  Master  nf  u  MasoDlc  body.  !□  this  he  does 
Qol  Bland  aloce,  for  In  nine  easea  out  of  ten  where  Cryptic  Maaonry  is 
oD  tlie  declioe.  tlic  cause  cau  be  traced  buck  to  had  mnnageinent  or 
neglect  i>f  duty  on  the  piirt  of  those  selected  to  rule  and  govern  the

tiince  our  la^t  Annual  Yssemblj  Wiaconsiii  IlliDois  Kentucky  and 
lowji  have  fiillowed  Ih"  kad  of  Mississippi  and  the  Grand  Councils  of 
thuse  Bluies  arc  non  numbered  uith  the  things  of  the  past  North 
OaroiinH,  California  Arkan^is  and  fiebraska  ha\e  taken  prelluiary 
iiep^  for  Mic  dissolution  of  tlieir  Grand  Luuncils  making  in  all  nine 
jrand  Councili  ihut  have  lommitted  suicide  or  attemp  ed  it  in  little 
norc  than  a  year  This  is  a  fearful  morcalitj  and  threatens  the  utter 
lislruetlOD  of  th(  Cryptic  Ititc  It  becomes  the  dutj  of  every  friend 
>f  Cryptic  Mu-<onr>  In  times  like  tl  c  prexent  to  stand  hrmly  by  oui 
>rpinizatiou  and  -tec  to  it  that  it  is  not  bttrajcd  by  those  placed  in 
command  and  wliose  duty  it  is  to  guard  it  with  fervency  and  zeal. 

Ill  iiiost  ir  not  all  of  these  jurisdictions,  they  have  done  worse  than 
neiely  to  almoduu  our  heuuliful  and  impressive  Rite,  tliey  have  turned, 
ir  atieiiipted  to  turn  tlie  degrees  over  lo  the  Chapter,  making  them  a 
!iud  of  "'  Side  eUttvi  "  to  be  conferred  gratuitously  on  any  Koyal  Arch 
klasDii  who  may  wish  to  receive  thtm.  And  Ihis  has  been  done  by 
.-umpanioBs  who  liave  been  honored  by  the  members  of  the  Cryptic 
tile  with  the  highest  olHces  in  their  |>ower  to  bestow.  And  one  man 
lie  late  Grand  Master  of  the  late  Grand  Council  of  Illinois,  aft«t'  hav- 
ng  betrayed  his  trust  and  destroyed  his  Grand  Council,  is  lauded  to  the 
ki«s  hy  these  modern  intfovalers  as  being,  to  quote  the  exact  lan- 
juuge.  'The  tirst  man  in  thai  position  (Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master 
)r  a  Grand  CoMucil)  who  had  neree  enough  lo  propose  a  union  of  the 
.';ipitulur  and  Cryptic  degrees."  Companions,  during  the  war  of  the 
'cviilulion  when  our  forefathers  struggled  for  seven  long  years  for  their 
ndependeuce.  we  thank  God  thai  in  all  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
iind,  there  whs  but  one  men  who  had  ntrre  enough  to  surrender  an  liQ- 
)orlaiit  position  to  the  enemy  without  striking  a  blow  In  its  defence. 

If  the  degrees  were  only  abandoned  by  these  Grand  Councils,  but 
little  damage  would  be  done,  because  they  could  and  would  be  recus- 
Hituied  by  better  and  more  zealous  craftsmen,  the  sound  of  the  garel 
would  again  be  heard,  and  the  broken  arches  would  again  be   restored 
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to  their  former  beauty;  but,  not  conteut  with  the  desertion  of  their 
posts  they  seek  to  degrade  our  beautiful  Rite  by  making  it  a  side  show 
for  the  Chapter  and  propose  to  allow  the  Chapter  to  con- 
fer our  degrees  upon  all  Royal  Arch  Masons  indiscriminately. 
And  this  they  call  "  Putting  the  Cryptic  Rite  under 
THE  Protection  op  Capitular  Masonry."  By  reason  of  this 
vicious  legislation  many  unworthy  men  will  gain  admission  to  the 
Secret  Vault,  and  it  will  take  many  years  of  earnest  labor,  by  zeal- 
ous Craftsmen,  to  restore  the  Councils  to  their  original  and  rightful 
position,  and  purge  them  of  the  spurious  material  that  will  be  thus 
introduced.  But  it  will  be  done.  Cryptic  Masonry  is  founded  ou  eter- 
nal truth,  and  will  survive  the  assaults  of  enemies  from  without,  aud 
misguided  Companions  from  within. 

"  Truth  crushed  to  earth  will  rise  again, 
The  eternal  years  of  God  are  hers." 

The  time  will  surely  come  when  order  shall  again  be  brought  out  of 
confusion,  our  Compiinious,  the  faithful  Giblemites.  the  body    of  the 

Craft  in  those  jurisdictions,  will  again  meet  in  the  Secret  Vai/lt,  andiu 
that  sacred  retreat,  inculcate  the  noble  tenets  of  our  profession. 

Again,  Companions,  aside  from  the  folly  of  this   suicidal  policy,  it 
is  in  direct  violation  of  well-established  principles  of  Masonic  Juris- 
prudence.    There  is  no  power  in  any  Grand  Council  to  disband  as  long 
as  a   constitutional    number  of   subordinates,    usually  three,   can  be 
found  in  the  jurisdiction,  that  are  willing  to  assume  the  responsibilities 
and  burdens  of  carying  on  and  providing  for  the  Grand  Council.    If 
three  Councils  can  form  a  Grand  Council,  then,  certainly,  three  Coun- 
cil can  maintain  it.     And  if  the  charter  of  a  Masonic  Lodge  cannot 
be  surrendered  as  long  as  seven  members  object  and  are  willing  to  sup- 
port the  Lodge,  then,  certainly  the  Charters  of  Councils,  which  have 
been  duly  issued  by  a  Grand  Council,  and  for  which  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil has  received  a  consideration,  cannot  be  arbitrarily  arrested  or  sus- 
pended by  that  Grand  Council  without  any  fault  upon  the  part  of  the  sub 
ordinate,  and  for  the  sole  reason    that  the  Grand  Council  desires  to  go 
out  of  business.     Neither  have  the  representatives  or  delegates,  from 
the  subordinate  Council,  any  power  to  authorize  this  thing  to  be  done. 
They  represent  chartered  organization,  and  have  no  power   t%s  repre- 
sentatives to  vote  their  organizations  out  of  existence.     This  can  only 
be  done,  except  for  good  cause,  by  the  local  organizations  themselves; 
and  then  only  when  a  constitutional  number  cannot  be  found  who  are 
willing  to  perpetuate  its  existence. 

If  all  of  the  subordinate  Councils,  in  the  jurisdiction   of  a    Grand 
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Council,  should  thus  vote  themselves  out  of  existence,  and  surrender 
their  charters,  or,  if  so  mtiny  of  them  should  do  so  u  to  leaVe  less 
(hnn  a  constitutional  number  of  saliordluate  Councils  wtthio  the 
Jurisdiction,  this  would,  in  Itself,  dlshund  the  Orand  Council,  and,  in 
my  opinion,  it  is  the  only  legitimate  mnnner  iu  which  a  Grand  Council 
can  be  disorganized.  And  even  then  there  would  he  no  authority  upon 
the  part  of  cither  tbc  subordinate  or  Grand  Council  to  transfer  the 
degrees  to  nuy  otlier  organization,  or  to  authorize'  or  empower  any 
other  organization  to  coufer  Ibem;  but  sucb  degrees  so  far  as  that  juris* 
diction  was  concerned,  would  become  dormant  and  remain  so  until 
revived  by  some  legally  autburiztd  and  duly  constituted  Grand  Coun- 
cil. The  attempt  by  the  several  disbaudinR  Grand  Councils  (o  turn  the 
degrees  over  to  some  other  Masonic  Body.  Is  sacrilege,  and  demands 
the  most  unqualified  condemnation.  If  these  Orand  Councils  are  too 
indolent  to  muinl^iin  a  separate  existence  and  desire  to  go  into  oblivion, 
and  their  i^ubordiiiatc  Councils,  iu  a  proi)er  manner,  consent  to  this 
suicidal  course,  ttiey  have  nn  undoubted  right  to  do  so;  but  they  have 
DO  right  to  turn  Cryptic  K^asonry  over  to  any  other  Masonic  Body  or 
to  authorize  or  attempt  to  authorize  the  conferriug  of  the  Royal  and 
Select  Master's  degrees,  in  any  other  manner  or  form  than  that  in  which 
they  received  it,  or,  by  auy  Body  of  Mason."  other  than  a  Couucil  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  duly  chartered  Ity  a  legally  constituted  Grand 
Council  of  the  Cryptic  Rile, 

But  is  claimed  by  some  that  tbe  Council  degrees  originally  belonged 
to  the  Chapter  and  tliat  therefore  tbcy  can  be  restored  to  tbe  Chapter. 
I  desire  to  examine  this  question  a  little,  and  show  bow  utterly  un- 
founded sucb  u  claim  is. 

The  following  quotation  from  tlic  address  of  the  Graud  High  Priest 
of  Illinois  delivered  in  his  Gr;iud  Chapter  at  tlieir  Annual  Convocation 
in  1877  is  a,  fair  statement  of  the  views  of  those  who  favor  tbe  surren- 
der of  tbe  Cryptic  degrees  to  the  Chapter  and  claim  that  the  Chapter 
originally  had  control  of  them,  and  may  therefore  assume  its  own. 

"  I  shall  now  ask  your  earnest  attention  to  a  matter  which  I  consider 
of  vital  interest  to  Itoyal  Arch  Masonry.  Many  who  are  prcsentknow 
the  importance  of  the  Crypiic  Degrees,  and  that  without  them  tbe 
Royal  Arch  Uejjree  is  shorn  of  much  of  Its  beauty :  tbat  in  fact,  the 
Iloyal  aud  Select  Masters  Degrees  arc  the  licy  to  the  explanation  of  the 
Koyal  Arch.  Tlie  Cryptic  Degrees  originally  belonged  to  and  were 
conferred  in  liic  Chapter,  and  up  to  the  year  1836  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  claimed  jurisdiction  over  these  degrees.  Finally  in  1663,  tbe 
Ouneral  Graad  Cbapter.  by  its  action,  surrendered  its  claim  to  the 
Grand  Councils  of  the  dilTcrenl  states.         •         •         •         •         • 


"By  taking  charge  of  these  <l  eg  lees  and  conferring  them  upon  ill 
Koyal  Arch  Masons,  we  only  take  bnck  wliiit  wiis  our  own,  and 
belonged  to  Roynl  Arch  Mnsonry  up  to  1829,  (see  report  of  (ieiicral 
Grand  Chapter  for  that  year.)  and  which  was  taken  from  C'apitiilar 
Mnsonry  to  increase  the  number  of  Grand  Bodies,  giving  honors  »nA 
titles  to  a  favored  few," 

I  will  not  say  that  Ihe  Grand  High  Priest  of  Illinois,  when  l^e  made 
use  of  the  above  language,  intended  to  misrepresent  facts  or  niiscuu- 
strue  history;  but  1  will  say,  that  when  any  jterson  says  that.  "By 
taking  charge  of  these  degrcea  and  conferring  them  upon  all  Royal 
Arch  Masons,  we  only  take  buck  what  was  our  own  and  belonged  lo 
Royal  Areh  Masonry  up  to  1330,  he  discloses  an  ignorance  of  history, 
not  only  of  Cryptic  but  also  of  Capitular  Masiiury,  that  is  inexcusable 
in  one  holding  the  exalted  position  of  Grand  IliKh  Priest  of  Ihe  great 
State  of  Illinois. 

Let  us  examine  the  proceedings  of  Ibc  General  Grand  Ciinpter  of 
the  United  States,  and  fee  what  has  lieen  the  legislation  of  this  body 
on  thU  subjct-t. 

The  General  Grand  CUaptcr  wos  organized  in  179S:  nod  at  that  lime 
a  Constitution  was  adopted,  for  tlie  governiueiit  of  thai  body.  Section 
10,  of  thai  constitution,  whicli  enumerates  the  degrees  over  which  they 
claim  Jurisdiction,  and  over  which  they  nuthorixed  l^late  Grand  Chap- 
ters, tlicii  called  Deputy  General  Royal  Arch  (.'linplers.  lo  exercise 
control,  h  as  follows  : 

'■Sec.  II).  The  iJeputy  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapters  shall  (sulijccl 
lo  the  provisions  hereinafter  mentioned)  have  government  and  su]>cr- 
iiitendence  of  the  several  Royal  Arch  Chaplera.  and  of  Ihe  LodL^es 
of  Most  Excellent  Masters,  Past  Mnslers,  and  Mark  Master  Masons, 
witliiu  their  respective  jurisdictions;  and  shall  have  power  liy  pateni. 
under  their  seal  and  the  aign-innnunl  of  their  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest  for  'he  time  being,  attested  liy  their  Secretary,  to  establish  new 
Royal  Arch  Clnipters,  and  Lo<lgCH  of  Most  Excellent  Masters,  Paul 
Masters,  and  Mark  Master  Mason's  degrees — to  eBtnblish  nn  uniform 
mode  of  working— lo  iissign  the  limits  of  Royal  Arch  Chapters  respect- 
ively, and  lo  superiuluiiii  and  regulate  the  gtncrnl  police  of  Koyal 
Arch  Masonry  within  their  res[HCti(e  jurisdictions  ac<ording  lo  the 
ancient  usages  and  customs  of  ito\al  Arch  Mtsonrv 

There  is  no  reference  to  the  Rojal  ind  Sekit  Mastei  a  Degree.'^  any- 
where in  this  instrument,  nor  an\  aullioniy  claimed  b^  the  Geiierd 
Grand  Cliapler  over  them,  or  b)  thini  dekfiled  to  btate,  Gniml  "f 
Deputy  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chaplerb 

In  1791),  the  constitution  of  the  Generil  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
was  revised;  and  in  Section  four  of  Article  on(,  the  degrees  are  desig- 
nated as  the  Mark  Master.  Past   Mastei,  Most  E\(Llkiit  Master  and 
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Etoyal  Arch.  And  SectioD  lire  of  Article  two  empowers  Stnte  Orapd 
Cbapterg  to  grant  diapeusntiou.  under  certaiu  restrictiODS  therein 
lamed,  "  to  open  chiipters  [>f  Koyat  Ari^h  Musotis  aad  Lodges  of  M>rk 
Muter,  Post  Hosier,  and  Most  Excellent  Master  Miisoqb."  Id  the 
'Evised  coDstitulion  of  1T09  there  are  do  less  ttmn  seven  places  where 
he  degrees  are  spoken  of  as  consisting  of  the  Mark  Master,  Past  Mas- 
er.  Host  Gicelleat  Master,  and  Royal  Arch;  and  in  do  place  in  the 
«QstituIloD  is  tlicre  any  mcDtioD  of,  or  refereiice  M,  the  DcRrees  of 
Koyal  and  Belect  Master. 

In  180G,  the  uoastitutioo  was  ;^;aiu  amended  and  revised,  by  the 
lenerui  Grand  Cbupt«r;  but  all  those  sections  above  referred  to  were 
elained,  Dor  was  aoythiug  said  in  this  revised  constitution  in  reference 

0  ibc  degrees  of  Royn]  and  tselect  Master, 

This  constitution  wag  in  force  iu  1S29,  without  any  change,  amend- 
seats  or  additions,  so  far  as  Axing  the  degrees  to  be  conferred  in  the 
'hupler  is  concerned,  at  the  time  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Illinois  says 
lie  degrees  belonged  to  the  Chapter.  I  have  sh«wn,  that  by  the  Con- 
Litution  of  1798,  and  hy  the  various  amendments  up  to  1829,  no  claim 
'as  made,  by  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  lo  these  degrees,  nor  was 
ay  authority  given  to  the  State  Grand  Chapters  lo  .confer  them  ;  and 

1  addition  to  this  there  was,  in  1829,  Graad  Councils  in  five  States 
I  active  operation,  and  one  or  more  subordinate  Councils  in  several 
ther  States. 

In  1820,  however,  on  a  petition  from  one  Joseph  E.  Stapleton,  of 
laryland,  the  General  Grand  Chapter  did  adopt  the  following  Pream- 

le  and  Resolutions  : 

"  WAerean,  It  is  satisfactorily  proved  to  this  General  Grand  Chapler, 
lat  the  constitution  of  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  Masons, 
I  different  parts  of  the  United  Stales,  hy  sundry  persons,  has  been 
ithout  legitimate  authority — 

And  whtreos.  Those  degrees  are  conferred  in  some  Chapters  under 
le  authority  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter;  and  whereas,  it  was 
■oved  Ihut  it  was  the  only  and  sole  intention,  of  the  Most  Excellent 
ompanions  frotu  whom  those  degrees  emanated,  that  they  should  ifs 
inferred  under  the  authority  of  the  Royal   Arch  Chapters;  therefore, 

Rt4olced.  That  this  General  Grand  Chapter  cordially  recommend 
<  the  different  Councils,  in  the  United  Stales,  lo  adopt  measures  to 
acF  thoae  degrees  under  ttie  authority  of  the  State  Grand  Chapters. 

•' Heiolced,  That  authority  be  and  is  hereby  granted  to  the  several 
rand  Chapters,  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter. 
make  such  arrangements  as  shall  be  found  necessary  for  conferring 
e  degrees  ol  Royal  and  Select  Master  in  Royal  Arch  Chapters  :  pro- 
ded  always,  that  no  Grand  Chapter,  wiibin  the  limits  oC  which  is  a 
road   Council,  shall   authorize  the  Royal  Arch    Chapters  under   ila 


lllusiriou9  Conipunioii,  Albert  G.  Mucky,  tlicn  of  South  Cxrolina,  tlinn 
whum  there  U  no  brigliler  ur  better  infuriiicd  Miisou  living,  submitted 
to  tliai  (Jrucid  Body  the  following  resolution,  whicli  was  referred  to  a 
Select  Commitlee  : 

■'  Whrmaa,  The  members  of  this  Ooneral  Grand  Cimjitcr  have 
received  the  degrees  of  Mnrk  Mll!)t^^.  Tiist  Miittter,  Most  Excellent 
Master,  iind  the  Holy  Hoyiil  Arch  only,  nod  in  thut  order  in  the  several 
Chaptersiu  which  they  were  exalted,  and  huve  nut  as  lioynl  Arch  Musonn 
been  Intdructed  in  any  other  uud  lutermediale  degrees,  therefore. 


The  ("oinniitiee  to  whom  the  above  resolution  was  referred  after  due 
leliberulioii  and  a  careful  examination  of  liUlory  of  Cryptic  Blasonry 
'eporled  as  foltowii,  which  report  was  adopted  : 

"■  The  undersigned,  11  special  couiinittee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
■ubjeei  of  ihe  Deitreei*  of  Royal  uud  Select  Maaler,  commonly  called 
lie  Cryptic  Degrees,  respectfuliy  rei>ort  ; 

■■  Th;il  lliey  have  examined  tlie  several  very  alile  reports  and  resoiu- 
ions  whicIi  liave  been  made  upon  the  subject  of  lliese  dcgicea  in  va- 
iiiu-i  State  jurisdictions,  uud  attentively  considered  the  position  lalceu 
ly  thtm.  ]ind  have  availed  ihem><clves  of  the  Siglit  and  informalion 
vhicli  lliey  shed  U]h>u  the  liiatory,  character  and  value  of  them.  The 
ubjei't  IN  one  which  bus  claimed  a  large  share  of  the  attention  of  the 
''r,ilernily  for  many  years,  and  loud  calls  aiv  made  njron  this  General 
■  ruiid  Body  to  deflnitely  seltle  the  various  questions  which  liave  grown 
ui  uf  (lie  discu^iiiun.  We  have  regarded  these  ileuiands  us  rightly  and 
roiH'rly  urged,  and  have  aimed  lo  arrive  at  such  conclusions  as  arc 
Dsi  lis  well^is  sallvCaclory ;  and.  although  we  cauuot  flatter  ourselves 
Itut  we  have  eoiirely  succeeded,  yet,  ns  a  reflcctiou  of  the  views  of 
louipiuions  we  think  It  will  meet  the  just  eMpeclation  of  the  largtr 
•inibcr.  and  give  offense  to  none. 

"  The  imporlaui  question  is  that  of  jurisdiction,  aud  to  tliat  single 
oiut  we  have  directed  atiejition.  We  have  not  aimed  to  reconcile  con - 
:ntliDg  claims,  ns.  from  the  conclusion  lo  which  we  have  arrived,  it  is 
nt  necessary.  We  regret  lo  state  that  past  uclloo  aud  past  legislation 
II  the  part  of  thl4  Must  Excellent  Body,  has  given  rise  to  many  miss- 
ppr«heusions.  and  Induced  the  belief  that  the  Uoyal  and  Select  Master's 
k.-grees  were  within  the  pale  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Boyal  Arch 
Insonry.  and  hence,  looking  ut  this  IJody  as  the  common  head.  Grand 
Ihiipters  and  subordinates  of  this  Body  iiuve  come  to  the  conclusion 
>at  they  were  under  their  control  where  Councils  did  not  e.iist. 

•■  But  wiii-n  we  come  lo  trace  the  common  source  of  title,  we  arc 
nable  to  discover  how  this  Body  has,  or  ever  had,  any  rightful  juris- 
iction  over  theul;  und  it  must  he  borne  in  mind,  that  it  is  incuini)ent 
n  thi.t  Bc;dy  lo  prove  iltle  aftlrinativeiy  and  conclusively,  and  not  to 


rely  upon  the  weakness  of  the  litle  of  any  other  claimaDt.  We  tbiok 
there  will  be  found  an  utter  fnilure  of  proof  on  tins  point.  And 
when  we  cxomiDe  the  General  Ornnd  Congtitutiou  and  find  no  nllusiOD 
to  these  degrees,  and,  on  the  contrary,  a  distinct  recognition  of  Ibe 
four  degrees  conferred  in  Poyal  Arch  Chapters;  and  thosu  aloue,  and 
that  Companion  Royal  Arch  Masoue  are  affiliated  with  us  ihrougboui 
the  land  without  reference  to  their  possession  of  them;  we  are  irresis- 
tably  led  lo  the  couclcsiou  that  no  governmental  juriBdiction  in  Boynl 
Arch  Masonry  has  any  control  over  them.  And  if  this  strong  position 
needed  any  conflrmation  in  the  existing  state  of  things  in  the  Fraternity, 
we  shall  flad  that  in  those  States  where  they  are  cultivated  to  any  consid- 
erable extent,  they  arc  under  the  goveinuient  of  Councils  where  tbe»e 
degrees  and  no  others  are  conferred — and  there  we  are  conleat  to  leate 
them. 

"The  conclusions  to  which  we  have  arrived  will  render  it  unaecesstu'y 
for  us  to  examine  any  of  the  other  questions  which  grow  oui  of  the 
discussions  relative  to  these  degrees;  for  if  we  have  nu  jurisdiction,  we 
have  no  right  to  pass  upon  them,  and  we  do  not  here  assume  to  stale 
who  has  jurisdiction  but  only  to  state  that,  in  our  judgment,  we  have 
not.  The  subject  has  been  exHiuined  so  tiioroughly  and  elaborately, 
and  the  features  of  it  have  been  so  fully  canvassed  by  tlie  whole  Frater- 
nity, that  we  have  not  deemed  it  expedient  lo  recapitulate  any  of  the 
various  positions  which  have  been  taken,  and  to  defend  or  deny  thera. 
We  trust  this  Most  Excellent  Body  will  concur  with  us  in  opinion, 
that  the  demands  of  juslice  and  the  claims  of  expediency  both  require 
a  settlement  of  the  whole  matter,  and  that  it  be  hereafter  excluded 
from  the  consideration  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  us  such. 

:onclusions. 

"  Reaolted,  That  this  General  Grand  Cliapter,  and  the  governing  bod- 
ies of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  afllliated  with,  and  holding  Jurisdiction 
under  it,  have  no  rightful  jurisdiction  or  control  over  the.  Degrees  of 
Royal  and  Belect  Masters. 

"Resolved,  Thai  this  General  Grand  Chapter;  will  hereafter  entertain 
no  question  or  matter  growing  out  of  the  government  or  working  of 
those  Degrees  while  in  their  present  position.

The  status  of  Cryptic  Masonry  being  thus  settled  by  the  adupiion  or 
the  above  resolutions  in  1853,  the  question  was  not  mooted  again  in  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  until  its  last  triennial  session  In  1877,  when  the 
question  came  up  on  the  petition  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Hississippi.

This  peiitioD  was  referred  l«  a  Select  Committee, who, after 
lue  dcliberiktion,  and  a  careful  examiuatioD  of  tbe  facts,  made  the  f al- 
ow iug  report: 

"Your  Commitlee,  to  wbicb  wae  referred  tbe  petitioo  of  the  Grand 
toyal  Arch  Cba)iter  of  MUaissippi.  asking  tbai  it  may  be  authorized  to 
abe  jurtsdictioD  of  tbe  Degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master,  and  per- 
nit  (he  aame  to  be  conferred  by  its  eubordinates,  beg  leave  te  report, 
hat  having  carefully  examined  Hie  said  petition  aud  accompanying 
tapers,  and  duly  coDoidercd  the  subject  uiatler  referred,  we  are  of  the 
pillion  that  the  Qcneral  Urand  Chapter  bos  no  jurisdiction  over  said 
degrees,  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  restricled  in  its  recognition  of 
)egrees  to  those  of  Mark  Master,  Past  Master,  Most  Excellent  Master, 
ad  lioyal  Arch  Miirod,  hs  specified  in  Sec.  9,  of  Art,  1  of  tbe  Consti-

I  have  no  doubt,  had  this  report  been  acted  upou  by  the  General 
raud  Chapter,  it  would  have  been  adopted  by  a  large  majority,  aud 
lere  is  but  little  doubt  but  it  will  be  approved,  and  the  recommenda- 
3u  of  the  coniniittee  concurred  in  at  the  next  triennial  communlca- 
)n  of  Ihat  Qrand  Dody — final  action  ou  the  report  having  been 
^ferred  until  that  lime. 

Having,  as  I  think,  conclusively  proven,  from  the  proceedings  of 
e  Gcoerai  Grand  Choptcr,  that  the  Cryptic  degrees  never  formed  a 
irt  of  Its  work,  and  that  that  Body  nercr  had  any  jurisdiction  over 
em,  1  propose  to  allude  briefly  to  the  manner  of  the  introduction  of 
L'se  degrees  into  this  country. 

The  first  that  we  have  any  record  of  them  is  in  1767,  when  Henry 
■  Franckeu.  the  founder  of  tbe  Lodge  of  Perfection  at  Albany,  New 
orb.  introduced  the  degrees  of  Royal,  Select  and  Super- Excellent 
asters,  and  conferred  them  as  side  or  detached  degrees  of  the  A.  & 
.  8.  Rite,  Franckcn  disseminated  the  degrees,  at  that  time,  to  some 
[tent  iu  New  Y'ork,  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island,  but  did  not,  so 
ir  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn,  ea'tablish  any  Council,  n»r  did  he  con' 
:r  the  degree  upon  any  but  Scotch  Rite  Masons  who  had  obtained  the 
Egree  of  Knight  of  the  Ninth  or  Royal  Arch, 
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The  next  wc  liear  of  tbeae  degrees  is  in  1TT8,  at  the  time  of  tbe 
establlslimeDt  of  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  at  Charleston.  South  Caro- 
lina; when  Joseph  Myers — u  Supreme  Inspector- General — deposiKd  a 
ritual  of  the  degrees  of  Koyal  and  Select  Mxsiers  in  its  archives  ;  but 
the  degrees  were  not  conferred  in  that  Lodge,  so  far  as  I  have  beeo 
able  to  learn,  until  1783,  at  which  time  tbey  were  conferred  on  several 
Companions. — three  of  whom  were  living,  and  teelitied  lu  the  fact  of 
having  received  the  degrees  at  that  date  and  in  that  Lodge,  at  the  time 
of  the  investigation  set  ou  foot  by  the  Maryland  circular,  out  of  whicb 
grew  the  petition  of  Conip.  Slapleton.  in  tbe  General  Grand  Chapter, 
in  1830. 


Again,  in  181)7.  Joseph  Ccrneuu  brought  the  degrees  with  him  from 
France  to  New  York,  and  established  a  Grand  Council  there,  in  tint 
year,  under  the  authority  of  the  Grand  ClouaiBtory  of  Prance. 

In  mis,  Philip  Eckel,  of  Maiylaud,  obtained  the  degree  of  Select 
Master,  in  some  manner  unbuowu  ;  but  it  is  supposed  that  be  obtained 
it  from  a  German,  who  came  from  Berlin  and  lived  with  him,  Eckel, 
late  in  the  year  18IG,  conferred  or  communicated  tbe  degree  lo  Jeremy 
L.  Cross,  who  was  at  that  time  Grand  Lecturer  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  :  and  Cross,  in  1817  and  (818.  established  Councils  of  Bojai 
Masters  in  several  States.  In  1811).  Cross  obtained  tbe  Select  Mastei's 
degree;  and  after  that,  he  established  a  few  Councils  of  Koyal  and 
Select  Masters,  and  remodeled  some  of  his  old  Councils  of  Koyal 
Masters  into  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters. 

The  Supreme  Council  A,  and  A.  Kile  Southern  Jurisdiction,  how 
ever,  claimed  jurisdicliou  over  these  degrees,  and  established  Couni:ils 
through  its  agents,  in  Alabama.  Arkansas,  Georgia,  Louisiana.  North 
Carolina,  South  (Carolina,  Tcuuetbeo,  Keatucky,  and  perhaps  some 
other  States,  and  exercised  control  over  them  until  Grand  Councils 
were  established  in  tbe  several  States;  at  which  lime  it  released  juris- 
diction to  tbe  Grand  Councils;  but  usually  retained  ccrt*in  right  fur 
members  of  the  Supreme  Council.  But,  in  1870,  the  Supreme  Coun- 
cil surrendered  all  claim  and  prerogatives  of  every  kind  to  tbe  Grand 
Councils. 

Tbe  Maryland  circular,  issued  by  tbe  Grand  High  Priest  of  Mary- 
land in  1H27,  says,  "that  the  Select  degree  had  existed  in  that  Stale, 
under  the  authority  of  a  distinguished  chief  (meaning  Eckel)  F'ithout 
being  recognized  by  the  Grand  Chapter  till  1824.  when  it  was  foruially 
recognized ;"  that  they  had  learned  that  Councils  of  Select  Masters  bxd 
been  established  "through  a  great  mistake,  or  actual  abuse  of  author- 
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ily,  delegated  or  lueant  to  be  delegated;"  uDd  tbiit  tbey  "  rccom- 
ineuded  the  Graud  Chupter  to  take  eLargc  of  it.  Now,  in  1824,  at  Ibe 
tinic  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Mitrylaad  assumed  to  take  charge  of  tliis 
degree,  there  were  four  Grand  Couucils  Id  cxisteDCC,  with  at  least  nixty 
Buiwrdi nates;  and  there  wflrc  suhordiniitc  Councils  in  other  Stales — 
some  luatiiuted  by  Cross— soiue  by  Ccrncau,  and  some  by  the  Supreme 
CouQcil  S.  J. 

It  is  cerlttin,  that  Couucils  m  the  United  States  sprung  from,  at  least, 
three  dilTcrent  sources — that  most  of  tliem  came  either  directly  or  indi- 
rectly from  the  Supreme  Council  of  A.  and  A.  Rite.  Southern  jurisdic-  , 
ion;  and  from  llie  ritual,  deposited  tliercin  by  Myers  in  1778,  there 
;«n  be  no  doubt  but,  as  long  ago  as  1707,  eleven  years  before  the 
ieposil  of  the  ritual  in  Charleston  by  Myers,  as  we  hare  seen.  Franc- 
leu  comrnuoicalcd  Hie  degrees  at  Albany,  New  York. 

Here,  then,  are  three  distinct  sources  of  origin — that  of  Fruncken, 
D1867,  Ihut  antedates  nil  utherjin  this  country—lhiit  of  Ccrneau,  derived 
rnm  the  Grand  Consistory  of  Frauce,  and  that  derived  froui  the 
iupreiue  Council,  Soutliera  jurisdiction  ;  and  all  of  tlicm  can  be  traced 
lirectly  back  to  the  A.  and  A.  Rite,  as  Hie  common  source  of  title. 


That  the  degrees  originally  Ijelonged  to  the  A.  and  A.  S.  liile,  us 
ide  or  detached  degrees,  and  were  introduced  into  this  country  by 
fllcials  (if  that  Kile,  there  can  be  no  question  ;  and  any  claim  to  these 
egreen.  by  the  Chapter,  is  entirely  unfounded,  and  has  been  long 
ince  e:cploded;  and  uo  well-informed  Mason  will  hazard  his  re  (hi  ta- 
on  by  making  such  n  claim. 

TUE    EfFECT   l>f  THIS   Ml'<SIMiIl-l-|  FlAN  US  TIIK  CHAPTKll. 

The  plao  adopted  by  the  several  Grand  Councils  and  Grand  Chap- 
es, in  those  jurisdictions  where  the  Council  degrees  have  been  turned 
rcr  to  the  Chapter,  not  only  tends  to  degrade  Cryptic  Masonry,  by 
lacing  it  under  the  control  of  an  orgiinization  beneath  it  in  rank  in 
ur  American  system  of  Freemasonry;  but  it  will  result  in  incalculable 
ijury  to  Capitular  Masonry,  because  it  will  iiilrodue.e  confusiou  into 
iiLt  body,  and  destroy  the  .symmetry  and  harmony,  that  liave  existed 
lereiu  from  time  immemorial.  Many  of  the  Grand  Councils  will  not 
irrendcr  to  the  Chapters  in  their  jurisdidlious,  nor  to  any  other 
-gsnizalion,  the  control  of  these  degrees.  Pennsylvania,  New  York, 
[assachusetts,  Vermont,  Maine,  Indiana,  Florida,  Minnesota,  Louisi- 
lA,  and  several  other  Grand  Councils  have  already  passed  resolutions 
rverely  censuring  the  course  pursued  by  the  disbanding  Grand  Conn- 
ie, and  refusing  to  recognize,  In  any  uianner.  Royal  and  Select  Mas- 
T*  who  receive  the  degrees  in  a  Chapter,  by  c 


■SHDner  other  tbao  in  a  regularly- conBiituted  Cotmcil  of  the  Crj'ptic 
Rite.  Ueace,  in  tliose  jurisdictions,  tlie  Cliaptcr  will  i;ontiDue  ia  ibe 
falure,  as  In  tlie  past,  to  coufer  four,  and  only  four,  degrees;  while,  in 
other  jurisdictions,  the  Chapters  will  bave  control  over  and  will  confer 
six  degrees.  A  Royal  Arcli  Mason,  in  good  standing  in  the  first  juris- 
diction, although  he  might  be  thoroughly  posted  in  Cftpitular  Masonry 
(perhaps,  even  High  Priest  of  bis  Chapter.)  would,  neccssHrily.  be 
refused  admission  as  a  visitor,  in  the  second  jurisdiction — at  least  dur- 
ing a  portion  of  Iheir  work—because  he  had  received  only  four 
degrees,  while  they  had  received  and  confer  six. 

Again,  sliould  the  Craft  recognise  the  iuuovaliou  iuaugnrateU  by 
Mississippi,  and  blindly  followed  by  some  other  jurisdictions,  it  is 
impossible  to  cnlculalc  the  injury  that  may  result.  If  it  is  true  that 
a  Grand  Council  can,  by  a  vole  oE  its  members,  dissolve  its  organiza- 
tion, and  transfer  its  degrees  to  some  other  Masonic  body,  then  it  is 
equally  true  that  a  Grand  Chapter  can,  by  a  similar  process,  dissolve 
its  organization  and  transfer  its  degrees  to  the  Blue  Lrf)dgc,  and  author- 
ize them  to  be  conferred  upon  all  Master  Masons,  without  tee  or 
reward,  or  under  such  restrictions  as  the  Ltlue  Lodge  may  see  tit  to 
impose;  or  a  Uraud  Cotumandery  may  dissolve  its  organization  and 
authorize  its  degrees  to  be  conferred  by  any  other  organization.  In 
fact,  the  work  of  demolition  has  already  commenced.  Ancient  Craft 
and  Capitular  Masonry  have  already  been  assailed  liy  these  modem 
innovators.  Companion  Walters,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Mississippi,  who  was  mainly  instrumental  in  inaugurating 
the  raid  against  Crpjiic  Masonry,  in  a  recent  address  before  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Mississippi,  strongly  recommends  the  total  remission,  to 
the  Grand  Lodges,  of  the  Past  Masters  and  Most  Excellent  Masters 
Degrees,  and  the  making  of  the  former  a  mere  chair-degree,  and  the 
latter  the  capstone  of  the  Masters  degree.  The  moment  we  recoguize 
the  power  of  any  Grand  Body  to  annul,  infringe,  or  tamper  with  the 
landmark  of  Masonry,  and  tolerate  a  spirit  of  innoFation,  that  momciil 
we  strike  a  blow  that  will  shake  the  very  foundation  of  Masonry. 
And  unless  the  spirit  of  innovation  can  be  checked  and  the  I^ndmurks 
restored  and  kept  inviolate,  we  will  tumble  the  superstructure  about 
our  heads,  and  bury  ourselves  bentath  the  ruins  of  our  Grand  Masonic 
edifice. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts.  I  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  resuluiion 
denying  to  all  persons,  who  receive  the  Poyal  and  Select  Masters 
Degrees  by  communication,  "on  the  Mississippi  plan,"  or  in  aiiy  other 
manner  than  in  a  regularly -constituted  Council  of  Cryptic  Masons 
duly  chartered  by  a  Grand  Council   of  the  Cryptic   Rite,  any   recogni- 
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^ou  tu  Cryptic  Hasons;  nud  tbat  the  doora  of  the  secret  tauU,  in 
Hicbigon  be  closed  against  Ihem. 

CoNBTiTcTJON  OF'  Leslie  Council. 

On  the  Tib  day  of  February  last,  I  conslitated  Leslie  Coancil.  No. 
to,  chartered  at  your  last  Auoual  Assembly,  and  installed  its  officers. 
I  found  the  CompttuloDS  at  Leslie  in  possessoin  of  the  true  work,  and 
Jieir  officers  vigilani  and  active  Id  (be  discharge  of  their  duties.  From 
h«  leal  and  ability  manifesled  1  doubt  not  the  Companions  of  that 
!;ouuci)  will  bring  e.  cheering  report  from  their  Secret  Vault. 

Official  Visitationi". 

I  have  visited  serernl  Councils  during  the  year,  but  not  making  a 
DemoraDdum  at  the  time,  1  am  unable  to  give  dates  of  visitation; 
ufflee  it  to  say.  that  I  found  most  of  the  Councils  in  a  healthy  condi- 
ion;  some  had  not  done  much  wort,  some  not  any,  but  all  were  deter- 
uined  to  stand  by  Cryptic  Masonry.  Bucb  ot  the  Councils  as  I  have 
lecn  unable  to  visit,  I  have  cotumunicatud  with  by  letter,  so  that  I 
,ave  had  communication  either  in  person  or  by  letter,  with  every  Coun- 
il  in  the  jurisdiction  during  the  past  year. 

DlPPESSATIOKN, 

I  have  not  been  called  upon  to  grant  any  Dispensations  for  the  for- 
lalioDs  of  new  Councils  during  the  year,  and  have  devoted  my  ener- 
le*  to  fostering  and  encouragmg  those  already  established  rather 
lan  to  ei lending  the  work  Into  new  localities. 

OOSCLUSION 

In  conclusion  Companions,  perhaps  1  should  apologize  for  the  unu- 
lal  length  of  this  address,  as  it  is  much  longer  than  those  usually  pre- 
tnted  by  the  presiding  olScer  of  this  Qrand  Body.  But  the  peculiar 
ircum stances  surrounding  Cryptic  Masonry  at  Ibe  present  time  seemed 
>  demaud  it;  and  I  should  not  have  felt  thai  I  had  performed  my 
hole  duty  to  the  Craflhad  I  said  less.  Reports  have  reached  me  from 
itTereut  parts  of  the  State  within  tlie  past  two  months,  that  a  serious 
Bbrt  would  be  made  at  the  present  Annual  Assembly  to  abandon 
ryptic  Masonry  in  Michigan  or  to  turn  the  degrees  over  to  the  Chap- 
■r.  Companions  in  certain  localities  have  been  deterred  from  organ- 
:ing  uew  Councils  by  the  assurance  Ibat  at  this  Annual  Assembly,  the 
ryptic  Rile  as  a  separate  organization  in  Michigan,  would  cease  to 
>ist;  aud  that,  therefor,  money  invested  in  the  formation  of  a  uew 
ouncil  would  be  virtually  thrown  away.     And  Royal  Arch  Masons 
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who  deBire  to  receive  our  degrees  to  utber  localilies  hnve  been  held 
buck  by  the  ussunincc,  on  the  purl  of  the  adbereuts  uf  lliU  "  New  de- 
pnrlure,"  that  hj'  wniilng;  a  little  they  would  receive  the  degrees  iu 
tbeir  Chapters  willioul  auy  expeiise  to  themselves.  Id  view  of  these 
facts  I  deemed  it  my  duly  to  lay  lieforL'  the  Grsiid  Couucil  till  tlie  in- 
formation, regarding  this  moveiiieni,  possible,  that  it  migbt  act  intelli- 
gently on  this  important  question. 

Finally  :  Compauions,  permit  me  tii  return  you  my  thanks  for  tbe 
high  honor  you  hare  conferred  <in  me  by  making  ine  your  pvesiiliag 
officer  for  the  present  year.  And  as  I  surrender  the  eiisigna  of  author- 
ity and  step  again  into  the  ranka,  rest  assured  that  1  shall  remeiuber 
with  gratitude,  this  manilestation  of  your  confidence  and  esteem. 
Alao  rest  assured  tliat  you  wilt  always  And  ine  in  the  ranks  of  itiose 
faithful  Oiblemiles  who  are  battling  for  the  pcr|K-tuity  of  our  Beloved 
Rite.

CDHRESPONDfiNCE 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence,  Wm,  \V:d]ace  Lee,  ack- 
nowledges the  receipt  of  copies  of  proceedings  from  twenty- 
one  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for  1877  included. 

These  proceedings  are  bncfly  reviewed,  none  of  them  re- 
ceiving more  than  a  passing  glance,  except  Illinois  and  J^faine, 
from  the  first  of  which  copious  extracts  are  made,  iihowing  thp 
action  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  Grand  Chapter  of  that  state 
on  the  scheme  of  surrendering  the  Council  Degrees  to  the 
Chapter;  and  from  Maine  liberal  extracts  are  made,  giving 
the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  of  Royal  and  Select  Mas- 
ters at  Buffalo,  in  August,  1877,  and  also  the  action  in  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Encampment,  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  Cryptic  Masonry. 

Of  Michigan,  he  says  : 

Micbigan  seems  to  be  one  of.  if  not  ttin  mosi  prosperous  of  nil  the 
jurisdictions,  forty-one  of  the  forty-six  subDrdituites  were  represeuted, 
and  three  more  were  clinrlered.

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Council  of  Florida  declares  that  the  Royal 
and  Select  Master's  Degrees  cannot  be  lawfully  conferred  by,  or  under 
the  sanction  of  the  warrant  of  Royal  Arch  Chaptei-s.  That  Cryptic 
Masons  so  made  cannot  visit  Councils  in  this  jurisdiction  or  be  recog- 
nized in  any  manner  whatever. 

Good  for  Florida !  This  Grand  Council  puts  her  views  upon 
the  record,  in  such  a  manner  that  no  man  can  mistake  her 
meaning.  All  illegitimate,  side-degree,  chapter-made,  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  may  know  what  to  expect,  when  they  visit 
the  "Land  of  Flowers." 

A  new  Constitution  and  Code  of  By-Laws  were  presented, 
and  acted  upon,  and,  after  having  been  ameaded,  were  con- 
curred in,  and  ordered  printed.

Thp  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Illustrious  Coni- 
panion  William  W.  Austin,  and  is  a  good  one.

Selling  the  stock  of  a  store  is  an  actual  transaction,  but  as  to  the 
transfer  of  the  good  loill,  the  buyer  often  finds  it  more  theory  than  prac- 
tice. X  Grand  Council  may  by  a  presto  movement,  change  its  subordi- 
nates into  the  Chapter  Subordinates,  but  will  all  the  Royal  and  Select 
Members  be  changed  of  their  own  free  will  and  accord  ?  Will  they  all  be- 
lieve the  transformation  to  be  legal  ?  Can  they  regard  the  Royal  and 
Select  members  made  in  the  Chapter  as  being  just  and  lawful  ?  Can 
Royal  Arch  Masons  who  have  not  received  the  Royal  and  Select  de- 
grees, be  compelled  to  take  them,  to  bring  them  upon  a  common  lev- 
el ?  If  they  refuse  to  receive  them,  must  they  be  excluded  from  their 
own  Chapter  during  part  of  the  ceremonies — have  they  not  the  right  to 
regard  such  work  as  not  'just  and  lawful?'  We  think  that  this  ho- 
soming  business  will  give  rise  to  many  intricate  questions  not  yet 
thought  of,  and  that  the  Chapters  will  find  that  in  admitting  the  Coun- 
cil^ the  latter  will  bring  more  baggage  with  it  than  the  Capitular  Man- 
sion will  hold. 

Again,  admitting  the  Grand  Council  of  Indiana  to  be  absorbed  by  the 
Grand  Chapter,  what  could  prevent,  for  example,  nine  dissatisfied  Roy- 
al and  Select  Masters  at  New  Albany,  from  obtaining  a  charter  from 
Kentucky;  nine  at  Shelby ville,  from  Ohio,  and  nine  at  La  Porte,  from 
Michigan?  These  three,  then,  by  regulation,  could  form  a  just  and 
lawful  Grand  Council  of  Indiana,  and  proceed  with  legal  business— the 
confusion  that  would  arise  can  be  easily  foreseen. 

The  argument  for  absorption,  as  used  by  some,  is,  that  part  of  the 
Cryptic  Degrees  are  essentially  capitular  in  their  nature,  and  the  two 
should  be  united ;  this,  of  course,  would,  if  accomplished,  require  a  re- 
modeling of  the  whole.  The  same  argument,  also  applies  to  the  Chiv- 
alric  Order,  and  if  one  change  is  warranted,  why  not  the  other  ?  We 
could  also  say  the  same  as  to  the  Chapter  and  Lodge  Degrees,  and  the 
process  would  justify  an  amalgation  there.  If  the  first  step  is  permit- 
ted, where  is  this  movement  to  end  ?

The  Special  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Grand  Chapter, 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  : 

The  special  committee,  appointed  hy  the  M.  £.  Grand  High  Priest, 
at  the  last  annual  communication,  to  confer  with  a  like  committee 
from  the  Grand  Council  of  Kentucky  upon  the  propriety  of  mergiug 
the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master,  in  the  Chapter,  respectfully 
report,  that  they  have  carefully  investigated  the  subject  in  all  its  bear- 
ings; but  from  the  fact  that  your  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspond- 
ence has  kept  you  posted  with  the  proceedings  of  other  Grand  Chap- 
ters on  this  subject,  we  deem  it  only  necessary  to  propose  a  practicable 
method  of  union,  since  all  agree  that  the  destb-blow  was  given  to 
Cryptic  Masonry  at  Cleveland  (when  the  Grand  Encampment  refused 
to  place  these  degrees  in  the  line),  unless  the  State  Grand  Chapters  make 
some  arrangement  for  their  preservation. 

Tour  committee  is  of  the  opinion,  that,  under  the  constitution  of 
the  General  Grand  Chapter,  no  other  degrees  than  M.  M.,  P.  M.,  M.  £. 
M.,  and  R.  A.  can  be  worked  as  a  Chapter  ;  and  that,  at  the  next  tri- 
ennial meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  per- 
mission will  be  given  to  place  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master 
where  they  properly  belong.  Therefore,  in  order  to  give  R.  A.  Masons 
in  Kentucky  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  all  the  Masonic  light  dispensed  to 
R.  A.  Masons  in  neighboring  jurisdictions,  w^e  propose  the  following 
plan,  in  which  the  committee  from  the  Grand  Council  unanimously 
concur : 

Resolvedy  That  should  the  Grand  Council  of  Kentucky,  which  is  U) 
meet  in  this  city  on  Wednesday,  October  28d,  surrender  jurisdiction 
over  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Kentucky,  then — 

1.  The  High  Priest,  King,  Scribe,  or  any  competent  Companion  of 
any  Subordinate  Chapter,  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  communicate  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  to  a 
sufficient  number  of  Companions  only,  including  the  presiding  officers, 
to  open  a  Council;  and  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter  they  shall 
confer  the  degrees,  in  Due  Form,  upon  all  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  good 
standing  in  their  Chapter,  free  of  charge,  upon  written  application.

The  Twenty-third  Annual  Assembly  of  this  Grand  Council, 
was  held  on  the  14th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1878,  in  the  City 
of  New  Orleans.  Illustrious  Companion  George  J.  Pinckard, 
M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Seven  subordinate  Councils 
were  represented. 

ADDRESS. 

The  address  of  Most  Illustrious  Companion  Pinckard  con- 
tains much  that  is  valuable,  and  of  general  interest  to  the  Craft 
throughout  the  entire  country,  and  I  shall  take  the  liberty  to 
quote  from  it  largely.  After  having  feelingly  and  eloquently 
spoken  of  the  death  of  certain  distinguished  Masons,  he  says  : 

While  death  has  been  busy  in  our  midst  individually,  dissolution  has 
been  at  work  in  our  midst  as  organizations.  Three  Grand  Councils 
have  gone  out  of  existence,  and  gone  by  their  own  act«. .  The  Grand 
Council  of  Mississippi,  the  Grand  Council  of  Illinois  and  the  Grand 
Council  of  North  Carolina.  The  causes  which  led  to  these  Masonic 
deaths,  if  I  may  so  term  them,  are  utterly  incomprehensible  to  me. 
The  Grand  Council  of  Mississippi,  with  a  roll  of  constituents  number 
ing  twenty-one,  and  a  balance  credit  of  $400.00  due  it  by  the  Grand 
Chapter,  suddenly  and  without  time  for  mature  reflection,  surrenders 
its  powers,  steps  down  and  out,  and  asks  the  Grand  Chapter  to  relieve 
it  of  its  work,  ignores  its  mission  and  becomes  a  thing  of  the  past. 
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The  Grand  Council  of  lUiilois  retires  gracefully,  carrying  with  it 
fifty-four  constituents  Councils,  and  a  balance  in  its  treasury  of  $50. 
The  state  of  the  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina  I  am  unacquainted 
with,  not  having  seen  a  report  of  its  proceedings. 

After  having  given  in  bis  address,  a  detailed  account  of  the 
action  had  in  the  General  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Encamp- 
ment, in  reference  to  Cryptic  Masonry,  he  says  : 

In  reference  to  the  future  of  the  Rite,  Comp.  Drummoud,  of  Maine, 
is  of  opinion,  the  stimulus  the  war  gave  Masonry  was  unhealthy  ; 
many  were  accepted  who  petitioned  only  from  meroenary  motives  ; 
many  Masonic  bodies  were  organized  in  sparce  districts,  and  could  not 
survive  the  depression  which  at  length  overtook  the  business  interests 
of  the  whole  country. 

These  Masonic  bodies  were  largely  made  up  of  those  who  were 
never  in  the  habit  of  attending  the  meetings,  ceased  paying  dues,  and 
cared  as  little  for  the  Institutiou  as  they  knew  of  it ;  the  result  of  this 
overdoing  of  Masonry  in  flush  times,  is  now,  in  stringent  times,  react- 
ing, and  will  continue  to  react  until  this  fungi  growth  shall  have  been 
cut  away  aud  depressed,  until  we  reach  what  he  terms  *  the  hard  pan  ;' 
that  there  is  sufficient  solid  timber  to  produce  a  healthy  growth,  and 
that  we  should  avoid  making  the  Councils  n  mere  appendage  to  other 
organizations.     In  all  of  which  I  cordially  concur. 

In  reference  to  the  Mississippi  plan,  grave  considerations  present 
themselves,  which  it  is  to  be  feared,  have  not  been  duly  weighed  and 
considered,  judging  from  the  extreme  haste  in  which  the  Grand  Councils 
appear  to  have  acted. 

1st.  By  transferring  the  degrees  to  the  Chapter,  the  Chapter  work  has 
been  augmented.  Not  one  High  Priest  in  ten  can  now  creditably  per- 
form the  Chapter  work  consisting  of  four  degrees.  Add  two  additional 
and  not  one  in  fiftt/  will  be  found  that  can  accomplish  it. 

2nd.  The  general  law  governing  the  -Chapters,  admits  of  any  mem- 
ber R.  A.  M.  being  elected  to  the  office  of  High  Priest,  and  if  there 
may  be  some  jurisdictions  where  it  is  not  so,  is  it  not  possible  that  a 
King  or  Scribe,  Past  King  or  Past  Scribe,  equally  with  a  private  mem- 
ber, might  be  elected  to  office,  who  might  not  be  a  Select  Master  ? 
What  then  becomes  of  the  Royal  and  Select  degrees  ?  Certainly  the 
Chapter  cannot  work  them,  for  by  the  terms  of  the  union  the  Chapter 
Officers  become  the  Council  Officers,  and  the  presiding  officer  would 
find   himself  the  custodian  of  degrees  he  had  not  yet  attained.      Will 
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the  Grand  Chapters  attempt  to  remedy  the  defeci  by  pronouncing  In- 
elUglble  to  office,  all  those  who  have  uot  taken  the  Royal  aud  Select 
Masters  degrees  T 

3rd.  If  in  the  course  of  time  new  Issues  should  arise  lo  impair  the 
apparent  unanimity  with  which  these  transfers  have  been  made,  why 
may  not  the  territories  be  regarded  iis  unoccupied,  and  new  Couiiclls 
pleated  iu  tlieir  midst  by  Grand  Councils  uf  other  jurisdictioas,  until 
a  sufficient  number  of  Caunclls  may  liave  been  organized  to  reform  n 
new  Grand  Council  ?  This  view  of  the  m«tt«r  is  certainly  not  beyond 
the  possibilities  of  the  future. 

In  cotiHusion  he  says  : 

Illustrious  Companions !  We  have  come  lo  the  close  of  another 
chapter ;  another  mile  stone  on  the  way  is  passed .  What  of  Ihe  situa- 
tion? Ye  watchman  on  the  topmost  piniiacles.  what  of  the  night! 
Can  ye  not  as  yet  faintly  discern  the  harhiuger  of  apptuncbing  day  T 
Is  all  around  you  slill  in  gloom,  without  one  cheering  hope  ur  ray  of 
comfort  f  If  so,  ye  stalwart  champions  of  the  Crypt,  gird  up  your 
loins  ;  you  know  the  work  to  he  done.  On  your  exertions  possiblv 
depends  the  stability  of  one  of  the  fairest  portions  of  the  MaAonic 
structure.  The  stone  of  foundntiou  is  yet  Hrmly  based  ;  it  has  passed 
the  approving  square  of  the  Great  Master  builder  and  been  pronounced 
faultless  \  that  it  remains  intact  hyour  business  ;  its  symmetry  of  per- 
fection can  never  be  destroyed  ;  it  may  by  ruthless  hands  be  nphcsied 
and  cast  aside — Ibatia  your  business — and  wilh  its  upheaval  may  pos- 
sibly tumble  the  superstructure — that  loo  is  ffmir  business.  Arc  you 
prepared  for  the  sacritice  T  I  think  nol ;  I  hope  not.  Be  up,  then,  and 
doing  ;  be  alert  at  your  posts  ;  'hu  day  spriugs  fioui  on  high  may  nol 
he  far  distant ;  yet  a  little  while  and  happier  and  more  prosperous 
days  may  dawn  upon  us,  1  cannot  but  condemn  this  dull  and  1isllesi> 
state  of  inactivity,  ever  waiting  aud  watching  without  an  effort  lo 
overcome.  Bear  this  important  truth  in  mind,  that  he  who  would 
secure  the  Divine  approbation  must  not  only  implore  His  aid.  but  set 
his  shoulder  firmly  to  the  wheel.  Exert  your  whole  strength,  and 
whatever  you  may  lack  will  in  due  season  be  supplied.

We  think  it  is  doubtfnl  whether  tliere  is  any  other  Gratid 
Council  in  the  Uoited  States,  or  in  fact,  ant/  Grand  Maeoaic 
Body  of  the  age  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Maine  (twenty-three 
years)  that  can  say  as  much. 

The  Nmional  Conveotiona  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  which  have 
been  held  from  time  to  time  during  the  past  ^ix  years,  havt  becD  ol 
sDbstantial  benefit.  They  should  hare  our  warmest  thanks  for  the 
revised  ritual,  nomenclature,  and  order  of  conferriDg  degrees,  which 
they  have  recommended,  and  which  have  been  approved  and  adopted 
by  almost,  if  uut  quite,  all  the  Grand  Councils;  and  thus  h  uniformity, 
so  much  dcBircd,  has  been  secured.  Their  endeavors  to  have  the  Coun- 
idl  degrees  placed  where  1  hope  to  sec  tbera,  at  no  distant  day,  have  so 
far  failed  \  and  although  it  has  not  been  wholly  given  up,  I  trust  that 
none  of  the  Companions  of  this  jurisdiction  will  fold  their  hands  and 
wait  for  assistance  in  that  direction,  knowing,  as  we  do,  that  the  Coun- 
dl  degrees  have  merits  of  tiicir  own,  as  worthy  of  being  perpetuated 
as  those  of  any. 

The  hand  of  business  prostration  rests  as  lightly  upoo  us  as  upon 
any  Masonic  Body. 

Let  us,  therefore,  labor  faithfully  as  those  before  us  have  done, 
remembering  that  we  cannot  reasonably  expect  success  without  striv- 
ing for  aud  deserving  II.

The  report  oii  Foi-eign  Con-espondence  is  by  III.  Compan- 
ion Josiah  H.  Drummond,  and  lilce  everything  emanating 
from  that  source  is  good.  He  reviews  the  proceedings  of 
twenty-four  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for  1878  being  one  of 
the  number. 

Under  the  head  of  "  Condition  of  the  Rite,"  Companion 
Drummond  says  : 

The  Grand  Council  of  New  Brunswick  became  dormant  in  1872; 
Mississippi  and  Wisconsin  have  dissolved;  Illinois  has  arranged  to  die 
within  two  years;  California,  North  Carolina,  and  Soifth  Carolina  (we 
are  informed,)  approve  the  '  Mississippi  plan,'  but  await  the  action  of 
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the  General  Grand  Chapter.  Arkansas,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Missouri  and 
Nebraska  have  taken  action  looking  to  the  same  result;  but  rather  in 
the  way  of  inquiry  than  otherwise.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Grand 
Councils  of  PennsylFania,  New  York,  Ohio,  Connecticut,  Massachu- 
setts, Vermont  and  others,  among  the  oldest  and  strongest,  are  greatly 
opposed  to  an>  change  in  the  system,  and  appear  inclined  not  to  recog' 
nize  any  Royal  and  Select  Mason  not  made  in  regular  Councils. 

In  conclusion,  he  says: 

In  order  to  show  the  action  of  the  several  Grand  Councils  upon  the 
important  question  raised  by  the  action  of  Mississippi,  we  have  made 
our  report  longer  than  we  had  intended.  In  consequence,  we  omit  our 
usual  table  of  statistics. 

An  examination  of  the  different  Proceedings,  and  further  reflection, 
confirm  us  in  the  views  expressed  last  year,  to  which  we  refer  : 

We  merely  repeat : 

The  depression  in  the  growth  of  the  Rite  arises  from  temporary 
causes,  which  must  ultimately  pass  away  ;  and,  therefore,  the  giving 
up  of  Council  organizations,  on  account  of  this  depression,  is  without 
sulllcient  cause. 

The  Chapters  have  now  as  many  degrees  as  they  can  find  officers  to 
work  properly  ;  and  the  taking  of  additional  degrees  will  hazard  the 
existence  of  the  Chapter. 

We  believe  it  better,  if  the  Council  organization  cannot  be  kept  up, 
to  remand  the  degrees  to  their  original  position  of  **  side  degrees,'  to 
be  conferred  by  the  possessor  of  them  at  pleasure. 

But  one  inquiry  naturally  arises  :  If  the  founders  of  Grand  Councils 
and  their  associates  could  maintain  these  organizations  in  their  infancy 
when  the  numbers  were  few,  why  we,  at  this  time,  when  our  numbers 
have  increased  ten-fold,  cannot  do  the  same  thing. 

Take  Wisconsin,  for  instance :  The  Grand  Council  started  with 
three  Councils  and  some  seventy  members.  When  it  died,  it  had  nine 
Councils  and  some  fovr  hundred  members.  The  case  of  Illinois  is 
even  more  surprising  :  with  a  good  surplus  in  Ihe  treasury,  oxer  fifty 
subordinates,  and  a  membership  of  nearly  twenty-five  hundred,  it 
became  demoralized,  and  took  steps  toward  dissolution,  but  which,  we 
hope,  may  still  be  retraced. 

If  our  Companions  would  cease  to  look  at  our  losses  and  look  at 
those  who  remain,  we  believe  they  would  continue  to  mnve  on,  in  the 
eren  tenor  of  their  way.

In  conclusion  Companion  Cooley  says  : 

The  condition  of  Cryptic  Masonry  is  becoming  better  understood, 
and  the  Companions  are  beginning  to  uwuke  to  the  true  Blluation,  snd 
to  '  look  a  leetle  out '  for  tbe  future.  The  Mississippi  scheme  13  not 
going  to  win.  It  has  done  all  of  the  mischief  it  ciin  do,  and  a  reaction 
is  taking  place  which  will  save  the  patient  despite  tbe  doctors  c^ipeti- 
meuts.

Were  we  to  advise,  we  would  modestly  suggest  that  Cryptic  Masonry 
depends  very  much  upon  its  officers,  and  would  admonish  all  Oruud 
and  Subordinate  Councils  lo  be  very  cautious  whom  they  promote  to 
such  positions.  We  would  say  don't  elect  to  such  prominent  positions 
in  the  Council  those  wlio  are  already  burdened  with  positions  in  the 
Lodge,  Chapter  or  Comniandry,  Elect  Companions  who  will  make 
the  Council  a  specialty,  and  who  can,  and  will  do  their  whole  duty. 
We  would  say,  select  those  who  do  not  desire  to  hold  office  for  the 
honor  of  it,  or  for  what  money  they  may  think  there  is  in  it ;  '  For 
there's  where  you'll  make  a  mistake.'  For  it  is  true,  and  we  cannot 
deny  it,  that  almost  every  Grand  body  in  Masonry  has  Its  '  Barnacles,' 
who  seek  for  positions  for  honor  and  for  pay.  While  we  believe  tbe 
'Laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire,'  yet  we  are  sorry  to  say  there  are 
some  who  seem  lo  stanil  high  in  the  Order,  who  look  wise  and  say  wis« 
things,  who,  when  solicited  to  assist  in  the  promulgation  of  Cryptic 
Masonry,  will  excuse  themselves  because,  as  they  say,  '  there  ain't  any 
money  in  it,'  Now,  we  don't  want  such  Masons,  We  are  better  off 
without  thera.     It  is  such  that  sap  the  very  life-blood  of  the  Order. 

Then  let  us  be  very  cautious  whom  we  select  for  olHcers,  and  let  us 
be  very  cautious  whom  we  admit  to  conipauiousbip  iu  the  secret  vault.

C  ,  and  deposited  them  In  the  archives  of  ttie 
Council  of  Princes  of  Jerusalem,  in  February,  1788,  They  were  tlien, 
and  for  a  loug  time  afterwards,  communicated  without  fee,  a»  ndt 
dtgreet  by  the  S..or  D.-.O.-.I.-.Q.'.of  the  A.-.and.-.A.-.S.-.R..upoD 
such  HasoDB  as  had  made  sufflcient  advancement  to  receive  them,  ihit 
is,  either  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  American  system,  as  arranged  b; 
Webb,  or  Knights  of  the  Ninth  Arch  or  Royal  Arch  of  Solomon,  of 
the  A. '.and  A.-B.'.R.'. — but  were  never  communicatrf  to,  or  conferred 
upon  any  Miisoo  beneath  that  grade.  Aftur  a  time  Councils  were  » 
tablished  in  the  Southern  Blates  under  the  auspices  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  the  A.  .and  A.  .S.. Kite  for  the  Southern  jurisdiction.  Tbe 
Southern  Supreme  Council  claimed  Jurisdiction  over  them  unlit  itt 
session  of  1970,  when  It  surrendered  its  claim.  The  Northern  Supreme 
Council  never  claimed  any  Jurisdiction  over  them.  Sometime,  about 
1814,  Jeremy  L.  Cross  got  these  degrees  from  Philip  Elcbel,  of  Mary- 
land, and  disseminated  tbem  In  New  York,  Connecticut  and  New 
Hampshire.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  all  of  the  CounciU  In  tU« 
United  States  sprung  from  the  same  fountain  head,  that  Is  the  Ritual 
deposited  by  Myers  in  the  archives  of  the  Council  of  the  Princes  of 
Jerusalem,  in  Charleston,  S.  C.  Tbe  original  Ritual  gave  the  order. 
Royal  and  select  Masters;  Cross  cbaaged  tbe  order  bo  that  tbe  Select 
came  first,  to-wit :  'Select  aud  Royal  Masters.  Elcbel  conferred  them 
upon  Royal  Arch  Maaoua  as  side  degrees.  Cross  communicated  Ibem 
at  pleasure  upon  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  Councils  were  organlied  by 
those  who  had  received  the  degrees  from  or  through  Cross.  The 
General  Grand  Chapter  in  1S29  authorized  the  Grand  Chapters,  in  those 
Btates  where  there  were  uo  Grand  Couucils,  to  make  arrangements  for 
conferring  tbe  degrees  In  Chapters,  allowing  any  one  that  was  in  pos- 
sesssion  of  them  to  confer  tbem  upon  Royal  Arcb  tfaaons  This, 
however,  was  repealed  in  1853.  In  Maryland,  these  degrees,  for  a 
time,  were  conferred  in  the  Chapters  between  the  M.*,M.-.and  R.'.A.'. 
In  Virginia  we  understand  they  were  given  Itefore  the  M.'.]i.'.,bul  we 
fail  to  recognize  any  reason  or  consistency  in  so  doing  in  either  case.

triODS  George  M.  Osgoodby,  Grand'  Master,  preaidiDg.  A 
large  number  of  Past  Grand  Officers,  Representatives  from 
sixteen  Grand  Coancils,  and  delegates  from  twenty-four  sab- 
ordinates  were  in  attendance. 


We  quote,  from  the  address  of  Grand  Master  Osgoodby,  the 
following  : 

It  is  well  kuowD  that  several  of  the  Grand  Councils  of  sister  Juris- 
dictions have  turned,  or  nre  about  luraitig,  over  tlieir  rights  and  pre- 
rogatives to  the  Grand  Chapters  of  their  respective  jurlsdictiona.  Tbia 
seems  to  me  to  be  fatal  to  those  bodies;  and  those  who  receive  the 
degrees  In  Royal  Arch  Chapters  will  be  claDdestinely  made,  and  ss 
such  will  not  be  entitled  to  fellowship  or  rccognitioa  by  us.  Tlic 
Qrond  Councils  of  PeunsylvHaia  and  of  IjOdisluna  bave  tabeu  actioD 
accordingly,  and  revoked  and  cancelled  the  conimiaaions  of  its  repre- 
sentatives to  such  Grand  Councils  as  have  taken  this  step,  and  merged 
the  Rite  with  the  Chapters.  I  recommend  the  same  action  to  you,  and 
that  this  Grand  Body  place  Itself  upon  the  same  footing,  Hnd  refuse  to 
recognize  such  as  are  received  and  greeted  to  the  Cryptic  degrees, 
under  or  by  virtue  of  soy  Royal  Arch  Chapter.  I  understand  tbai  ud 
appeal  is  to  be  made  to  the  nasi  General  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
the  United  Slates,  to  recoghize  and  assume  the  control  of  these  degrees. 
I  recommend  that  this  Grand  Council  enter  its  solemn  protest  against 
any  such  unwarrantable  usurpation  on  the  part  of  the  General  Grand 
Royal  Arch  Chapter,  and  refuse  to  he  bound  thereby,  if  such  action  l>e 
taken,  and  declare  its  non-affiliation  with  any  uud  all  who  assume  to 
confer  or  to  receive  their  degrees  by  virtue  thereof,  and  that  a  com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  defend  and  to  protect  the  interests  and  rights  of 
Cryptic  Masonry  in  reference  thereto,  and  that  my  successor  be 
empowered  to  recall  commissions  from  its  representatives  to  such 
jurisdictions  as  already  have,  or  shall  hereafter  take,  this  unwarruutcd 

1  have  been  in  correspondence  with  many  of  the  Grand  Miiaters  and 
other  prominent  Cryptic  Masoiis  of  the  United  Stales  on  this  subjeci; 
and  their  views  accord  with  those  1  have  expressed  to  you  without 
exception.  It  seems  to  me  to  bepeculiarly  unfortunate  that  this  action 
should  be  taken  by  such  of  our  sister  Grand  Bodies  as  Wisconsin,  Illi- 
nois, Iowa  and  Nebraska,  and  some  others  hitherto  deemed  stcadfsst, 
who  either  have  taken  or  are  contemplating  thi.t  step.  Cryptic 
Masonry  is  fust  gaining  ground,  making  (rieocls  in  Ibe  Cliivalric 
branch  of  Masonry,  and  in  due  time  cannot  fail  of  receiving  the  re-

If  we  go  on  as  we  are,  wichout  having  these  degrees  made  prerequl- 
iie  lo  the  Orders  of  Kuightliood.

There  is  nothing  in  tlie  history  of  Masonry  that  establishes  it, 
nd  there  is  uolhing  in  tbc  ritual  of  Capitular  Masonry,  and  necrtr  unit, 
lat  tends  In  establish  it.  It  is,  in  fact,  a  atatement  not  only  without 
Jundatiou.  but  unworthy  of  tboae  who  make  it.  and  only  tends  to 
^lablish  their  ignorance  of  Ihe  Masonic  system.

The  last  and  final  nrgunient  is.  that  there  line  been  such  a  fulling 
off  in  the  Qiembersbip  and  number  of  Councils  as  to  eatHblish  thai 
the  Cryptic  bi'anch  of  Masonry  doex  not  hold  the  iuleresi  that  in  main- 
talned  by  the  other  bninclie^. 

Now,  the  fact  is.  that  after  the  rcvivnl  of  Masonry  there  was  suub  a 
reaction  in  ila  fiivor,  from  the  pereecutions  which  it  had  undergone, 
that  it  spread  too  rapidly,  and  partook  too  much  of  the  mushroom 
cbarucier,  and  a  great  many  more  bodies  were  instituted  than  Ibe  ap- 
propriate material  to  use  in  the  building  of  the  structure  warranted. 
Masonic  bodies  sprang  up  in  almost  every  hamlet,  which  langnished 
and  finally  died  from  want  of  proper  sustenance.  The  Cryptic  Kite 
grew  in  this  manner  as  well  as  Ibe  Symbolic  and  Capitular,  and  other 
branches,  and  not  only  In  this  jurisdiction,  but  throughout  the  entire 
land,  the  tombstones  of  tliese  bodies — Lodges,  Chapters  and  Councils 
— are  to  be  seen.  The  death  or  removal  of  a  few.  sometimes  of  but 
one  live,  enlliusiastic,  working  Brother  or  Companion,  would  give  the 
death  l)1ow  to  the  body  of  which  he  was  Ihe  moving  spirit. 

There  was  a  great  but  unhealttiy  stimulus  given  to  Masonry  by  ilie 
war:  many  joined  from  improper  motives,  and  taking  the  degrees  in 
this  way,  when  MaKonry  iiad  answered  its  purpose  with  them,  Ihey 
threw  it  overboard  aud  neiihur  attended  meetings  or  paid  dues.  With 
the  loss  also  to  be  taken  Into  consideration  caused  by  the  war.  I>y 
which  many  ot  our  best  aud  ablest  Msisons  were  lost  to  active  work  in 
Masonic  bodies,  together  with  Ihe  terrible  depression  in  business  and 
financial  matters  consequent  upon  llie  return  to  a  sound  basis  of  the 
business  interests  of  our  country,  a  large  falling  oft"  in  the  mcmhership 
of  Lodges.  Chapters  and  Councils  took  place,  as  well  as  iu  the  number 
of  the  bodies  themselves  ;  hence  it  is  that  we  see  the  monuments  of 
these  departed  bodies  strewn  over  Ihe  land,  and  hence  it  is  that  Ihere 
has  been  such  u  struggle  on  the  part  of  many  for  existence,  hardly 
breathing,  but  still  just  alive;  but  we  insist  that  tbe  statistics  show 
that  this  com i>i nation  of  causes  which  have  resulted  lo  such  injury  and 
depression  in  Masonic  mailers  Ih  drawing  near  its  end  ;  that  already 
can  be  seen  Ihe  bright  day  st.ir  of  hope  bcamiug  upon  us,  and  a  return 
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UPB  is  soon  lo  he  expected.  The  languishing  condition  of 
>iirj'  is  owing  lo  the  snine  causes  timt  have  made  their 
upon  the  otlier  bodies,  and  in  this  jurisdiction  there  is 
off  in  the  Lodge  uiiJ  Chapter,  in  proporlioo  to  Iheir  mem- 
thcrc  i»  in  the  Council  ;  hence,  as  far  as  New  York  ia  con- 
is  notliiug  in  the  argument  that  is  applicable.

The  Council  Degrees  Id  tbi«  jurUdictiou  are  aot  conferred  io  Royal 
Arch  Chapters,  as  tliey  are  in  Virgiuia  and  Maryland, — in  VirgloU 
HiDce  the  ITlh  of  December,  A.  D.  1341.  where  they  are  placed' 
between  the  Past  Master  nod  Most  Excellent  Maaler  ;  and  iu  Maryland 
since  A.  D.  1834.  where  they  are  placed  as  in  Virginia.  Id  Terns. 
Councils  of  Ruyal  and  Select  MuBters  Lave  not  been  merged  in  Chap- 
ters of  HoyaJ  Arch  Masons,  The  only  uulliority  Ibis  Grand  Chapter 
ever  acquired  over  lliem  was  by  the  concordat  of  both  Grand  Council 
and  Qrand  Chapter,  in  June,  1864.  This  Qrand  Chapter  could  not,  by 
ilB  sole  action,  acquire  any  title  iu  the  premises  ;  the  title  acquired  hy 
virtue  of  tbe  concordat  was  that  of  u  cualodian  and  guardian  of  lie 
Subordinate  Councils.  By  it  Uie  degrees  of  Koyal  and  Select  Masters 
■were  only  to  be  conferred  in  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters 
appeudant  10  the  Subordinate  Chapters,  aud  after  tbe  candidate  had 
received  the  Royal  Arch  Degree.  The  record  does  not  admit  of  any 
doubt  as  lo  the  correclucBB  of  this  deciEion.  No  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
of  this  Jurisdictiou  can  coufer,  within  lis  bosom,  thr  Royal  and  Select 
Degrees.  They  can  only  be  conferred  iu  Councils  of  Royal  aud 
Select  Masters,  duly  held  for  that   purpose. 

The  Committee  to  wliom  the  Gnmd  High  Priest's  address  wks  re 
ferred,  reported  as  follows  : 

We  note,  too,  the  decisions  in  reference  to  Cryptic  Masonry,  aud 
appreciate  the  ditUculties  encountered  in  noswering  the  questions.

The  report  on  Foreign  Cori-ospondence  ia  by  III.  Companion 
Charles  E.  Moyer,  Grand  Recorder.  He  gives  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Councils  of  Mississippi 
and  Illinois  in  their  consolidation  schemes,  and  concludes  liis 

reiKirt  as  follows  : 

We  very  much  regret  the  foregoing  action  taken  by  the  Grand  Coun- 
cils of  Mississippi  aud  Illinois,  as  in  our  opinion  it  is  suicidal. 

It  is  the  sundering  of  ties  which  for  many  years  have  united  the 
Grand  Council  of  Pennsylvania  with  the  Cryptic  Masons  of  thtse  Juris- 
dictions. We  cannot  acknowledge  that  the  ('ouucll  Degrees  can  be 
lawfully  conferred  In  the  present  day  under  any  other  authority  than 
that  of  a  Grand  Council.  We  do  not  understand  how  Grand  Chapters, 
their  constitutions,  or  their  ritual,  can  recognize  these  degrees,  or  have 
any  knowledge  of  them.  As  well  might  the  Grand  Lodges  of  this 
country  confer  the  Mark  Master's  degree  because  it  is  a  part  of  the 
Fellow  Craft.  As  well  inlghl  the  Grand  Chapters  confer  the  Red 
Cross  Order,  because  the  legends  on  which  it  is  founded  are  so  inti- 
mately connected  with  the  lioyal  Arch.

We  think  our  Illustrious  (^ompunion  "hits  the  nail  on  the 
head  " — that  in  nine  caces  out  of  ten  where  a  subordinate  or 
Grand  Council  "  languishos,"  or  is  tivsnblod  with  "apatliy," 
tbc  L'auKe  can  be  traced  to  inefficient  management  on  the  pait 
of  its  officers.  Not  only  will  a  Council  or  Grand  Council 
remain  healthy  if  officered  by  the  right  kind  of  inatenal:  but, 
in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  good,  active,  zealous,  tcorkiiif/  oflicern 
— men  who  put  their  shoulder  to  the  wheel — will  revive  a 
Council  or  Grand  Body  from  a  ''languishing"  eondition, 
and  restore  it  to  usefulness  again.  I  have  no  patience  with 
men  who  will  accept  positions  they  ai'e  in  nowise  qniiiitied  to 
fill,  and  then,  because  they  are  unable  to  sinrcessfully  manage 
the  oi^anization,  cry  out  "apathy"  and  "languishing  condi- 
tion," when  the  fault  is  not  in  the  order  at  all,  but  in  them- 
selveri.

Tyriau  Council  of  Royal  Mastcrd  was  estab- 
lished at  Hopliinton,  August  5tb,  1815.  It  has  been  staled  Ihal  it  wb9 
oi^nized  by  Cross  ;  but  Cross  did  not  have  any  authority,  or  even  tlie 
degrees,  till  lale  in  1816.  We  thinit  it  was  formed  by  the  ConipanioDs 
without  any  warrant.  BeDjamio  Qleaaon  was  present  at  the  tlrsl  iwo 
meetings  aa  a  Tiititor  ;  and  it  ifl  probable  that  he  conferred  the  degrees 
upon  Che  Companions,  and  they  formed  the  Council.  This  view  is 
confirmed  by  the  fact  that  in  1817  il  took  a  warrant  from  Cross.  This 
was  the  first  Council  in  New  England,  so  far  as  the  records  we  have 
seen  Indicate. 

The  Orand  Council  was  formed  by  Orphan,  Columbian  and  Adoui- 
ram  Councils.  The  record  of  Urplian  Council  indicates  that  It  received 
a  dispensation  from  a  Orand  Couneilhdd at  Conaord,  Jaiie  10(A,  1830*; 
in  1833  il  held  its  meetings  allcrnately,  at  Dover  and  Soiner^worth.  In 
1834  it  became  dormant,  and  in  1856  it  was  revived  ns  No.  1.  Colum- 
bian Council  was  formed  April  15th,  1822,  by  the  R.  and  S.  Masters 
connected  with  Webb  Chapter,  without  any  warrant.  It  afterwards 
became  dormant,  and  was  revived  as  No.  2,  in  1855  or  1856.  Adoni- 
mm  Council  was  chartered  by  the  Graud  Council  of  Connecticut,  iu 
September,  I85T,  after  having  worked  one  year  under  a  dit^pensalloD. 

[Since  the  larger  portion  of  this  report  has  gone  through  the  press, 
we  have  received  information  from  Comp.  E.  P.  Burnliain,  of  Hnine, 
that  the  Grand  Council  of  New  Hampshire  was  instituted  July  9.

Healed.  After  the  organization,  ii  was  ordered  that  the  "Deputy 
Puisaant  isHUe  letters  of  diapensation ''  to  the  several  Councils,  eoi- 
powering  them  to  work  until  tbe  first  meeting  of  the  Qr^ind  Council. 

In  1833,  Nos.  2.  3  and  4  were  represented,  and  cliarters  wereordered 
to  issue  to  all  the  subordinates.  The  vole  was  afterwards  recinded, 
and  the  Councils  ordered  "  to  work  under  dispensations  they  received 
from  tbe  Grand  Puissant. 

The  Grand  Council  recommended  u  couventlon  in  1834,  to  modify 
the  constitution,  and  subsequently  recommend  to  the  cunvenlionto  be 
held  as  aforesaid,  to  place  tbe  Government  of  the  subordinate  Councils 
under  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  dissolve  the  Grand  Council.  EurckH 
Council,  at  Newbern.  was  admilied  into  the  Grand  Council  on  the 
same  terms  as  tbe  others.  Whether  this  recommendaiion  was  carried 
into  effect  or  not  we  have  no  means  of  ascertaining. 

It  is  certikln,  however,  that  neither  the  Grand  Council  or  any  of  its 
Bubordinales  survived  the  anti-Masonic  storm,  and  none  were  ever  re- 
vived under  their  former  authority.  When  nnd  by  whom  these  Coun- 
cils were  organized,  we  have  no  knowledge.  Tbe  present  Grand  Coun- 
cil was  orftanized  ig  18C(),  by  three  Councils  chartered  by  the  Supreme 
Council  for  tbe  Southern  Jurisdiction.  It  did  not  meet  again  till  1806, 
but  has  met  every  year  siuce. 

Ohio. — A  charter  was  granted  in  Jsnuary.  J83T,  by  the  Grand 
Council  of  New  York  to  King  Hiram  Council  at  Cleveland,  but  we  do 
not  Bud  any  mention  of  It  In  any  of  the  Ohio  proceedings  to  which  we 
have  had  access.  The  Grand  Council  was  orgftulzed  January  8th, 
1830,  by  delegates  from  five  Council.*,  three,  at  least,  of  which  were 
formed  in  1827  and  1838,  by  virtue  of  warrants  from  John  Barker.the 
agent  of  the  Southern  Supreme  Council,  a  copy  of  one  of  which  war- 
rants we  gave  in  our  report  in  1 8(18  (p.  3;().  It  has  met  every  yetvr  ex- 
cept 1833,  1833  and  1851. 

Pennsylvania. — Tbe  Grand  Council  of  Ohio,  in  1834,  autliorii^ed 
the  issuing  of  a  dispensation  for  a  Council  at  Pittsburg.  A  Grand 
Council  was  formed  in  1847,  by  three  Councils— one  at  Washington — 
one  at  Pittsburg,  and  one  (Lone  Sl/ir)  at  Wmhington  Texa*.  This  Body 
met  again  in  1847,  1848,  and  1849,  when  doubts  arose  as  to  the  propri-

Ill  the  original  constitution  there  was  a  reservation  Co  the  mem- 
bers of  that  Supreme  Council  of  all  their  rights  and  privileges,  except 
the  granting  of  warrants,  &q..  iu  South  Carolina,  and  the  exercise  of 
control  over  the  Councils  ;  and  it  was  stipulated  that  the  reaervatioD 
should  never  be  repealed,  save  by  the  consent  of  the  Supreme  Council. 

This  Grand  Council  did  not  meet  from  1882  to  1869  inclusive,  but 
was  re-organized  in  186D.

Cushman,  under  authority  from  Cross,  went  to  Virginia  uud 
instituted  Councils  at  Norfolk,  Portsmouth,  Petersburg,  Lynchburg, 
Stant-on,  Williamsburg  und  Winclicsler,  Thereupon,  the  snme  jwr, 
these  Gouucils  formed  u  Grand  Council,  which  continued  its  laliors  till

We  have  seen  the  proceedings  of  tiiis  Grand  Council  for  1828,  182l> 
and  1830.  From  them  we  learn  Itint  the  proceedings  for  183iJ  were 
published,  but  not  those  of  [he  intervening  years.  There  was  a  special 
Assembly  for  the  election  of  oHlcers  in  February,  1833,  from  which 
we  infer,  that  tlie  anuual  skskiou  iu  December,  1827  was  not  hciii. 
In  182S  there  were  lifteen  Councils.  We  are  unable  to  learn  whether 
any  proceeding  were  afterwards  publlalied  or  no'.  Ciiinp.  Dove  whs 
present  at  all  four  of  these  Keasions.  These  proceedings  give  some  reason 
for  believing  that  there  was  nosessionof  tiie  Grand  Council'  betweeu 
18-21)  (or  1831)  and  1828.

4.  Philip  P.  Eckel,  of  Maryland,  as  early  aa  1812,  obUined  the 
Select  degree  iu  some  manner  unlinown.  It  has  been  snpiioacd  that  be 
obtaiDed  it  from  a  GerrnaB  who  came  from  B^rlhi  and  lived  vtiib  Mm. 
Others  have  suppoaed  be  obtained  it  from  Stringer,  who  brought  it 
from  Albany.  Othera.  that  he  received  it  from  Hyera,  who  also  visit- 
ed Baltimore.  The  evidence  upon  this  point  is. unsatisfactory  ;  but  he 
received  it  io  such  a  manner  as  led  him  to  believe  that  be  had  the  con- 
trol of  It. 

Comp.  Harry  R.  Taylor,  of  Florida,  stales  that  Ebenezer  Wads- 
worlh,  of  New  York,  told  biui  that  lie  asaislcd  iu  1819  iu  conferring 
the  Royal  Master's  degree  upon  Comps.  Eckel  and  Eddea,  of  Maryland 
and  Halem  Towu,  of  New  York.  There  la  no  mention  of  any  other  of 
these  degrees  than  the  SeUrC  MasUr  in  connectloo  with  Ecliel  or  bis 
associates  or  agents  till  after  that  dale  (1819.)  It  was  conferred  by  him 
and  uadtr  hU  authority,  for  several  years,  sometimes  by  cummuDica- 
tion  and  sometimes  in  ii  Council  regularly,  but  temporarily  organized 
by  him  for  that  purpose.  Comp.  Hezekiah  Niles  was  associated  wiib 
him.  In  November,  I81T.  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland  received  a 
communication  from  Pomp.  Niles,  theu  D.  O.  H.  P.,  and,  in  accord- 
ance with  bis  recommendation,  adopted  »  resolution  empowering  its 
subordinates  to  "open  aud  hold  Chapters  of  Select  Masters,  and  confer 
the  degree  of  Select  Master  Masons  on  such  as  they  may  deem  worthy 
of  receiving  the  aame.  This  we  understand  to  be  the  first  action  of 
that  Grand  Chapter  in  relation  to  any  of  tliese  degrees  We  have  not 
a  full  tile  of  its  proceedings,  but  the  next  action  we  tind  is  in  1820, 
when  a  resolution  vih^  passed  ordering  that  "  whereas  some  Chapters 
consider  it  obligatory  to  confer  the  degree  of  Royal  Master  andNoab's 
Ark  previous  to  conferring  the  lioyal  Arch,  and,  whereas  those  de- 
grees are  very  imperfectly  understood.  Chapters  may  in  their  discretion 
omit  conferring  Ibem."  In  18S4  the  Constitution  was  revised,  and  the 
degrees  to  be  conferred  are  given  in  it,  us  M.  Master,  Select  Mason  (in 
one  place  Select  blaster.)

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1837,  wheu  the  Grnnd  High  Priest  of  Maryland  submitted  lohia  Grand 
Captcr  a  paper  purportiog  to  be  an  authority  to  Jeremy  T  Cross  em 
powering  him  to  grant  warrants  to  Councils  of  Royal  and  belcct  Mss 
ters  in  tbe  Slates  tlierciu  named.  This  document  (which  is  not  given 
in  tlie  proceedings,  wc  regret  lo  Hay,  whs  read  and  refeircd  to  it  com 
miltee,  who  recommended  lUe  sending  of  a  circular  to  other  Gmod 
Chapters  in  relation  to  it.  This  was  done,  and  in  the  circular  U  vas 
stated  that  liie  Select  degree  exiated  in  [hut  Btate  under  the  aulbont} 
of  a  distinguished  chief,  tcilhout  being  rerognized  by  t/ie  Orind  Clap- 
ter  till  1824,  when  it  was  rormally  recognized.  That  Ih  }  had  learned 
that  Councils  of  Select  Masons  had  been  instituted  "thiough  a  greni 
mistake  or  aclual  abuse  of  any  authority  delegated,  or  meant  lo  be 
delegated,"  and  that  they  recommended  the  Graud  Chapters  to  talie 
charge  of  it.  The  autliors  of  the  circular  evidently  supposed  lUul  the 
sole  origin  of  the  degree  was  in  Maryland. 

To  this  circular  the  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Carolina  replied,  show- 
ing the  error  of  our  Maryland  Companions,  as  we  have  quoted  in  our 
review  under  the  head  of  South  Carolina.  The  Grand  Chapters  of 
New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  and  Vlrgiaia,  replied  sulislanlially 
that,  as  there  waH  a  Grand  Council  in  exisiencu  in  Iheir  respective 
States,  they  could  not  interfere.  No  Graud  Chapter,  io  far  as  we  can 
learn,  replied  favorably.  Id  this  coouectioD,  one  matter  should  be 
uoticed,  uot  so  much  for  its  importance  in  this  discussiuu.  as  lo  vindi- 
cate truth  of  history.  It  has  been  slated,  and  recently  repealed  in  an 
able  article  in  reference  to  tliese  degrees,  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Maryland,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  General  Graud  Chapter,  ci^iwlled  or 
suspended  Cross  for  his  share  in  the  trauiactiona  above  recited.  Tills 
statement  is  incorrect.  No  such  action  is  found  in  the  published  pro- 
ceodiugsof  cither  body.  A.ud  Comp.  Charles  Gliinan,  in  184S,  declar- 
ed that  the  records  of  both  biKlies  were  in  his  |iossesslon.  and  thai 
"uoiliing  of  the  kind  appears  among  them."  And  lie  suggests  further, 
that  Cross  never  having  been  a  resident  of  Marylsud,  but  of  Connecti- 
cut, Maryland  had  no  jurisiliction;  and  also  that  then  f  1843|  Ooss  was  In 
good  standing.  We  will  add  to  this,  that  however  much  iichadsbused 
the  confidence  of  Eckel  an  Niles,  he  had  committed  tio  olTencc  ngahisl 
the  General  Grand  Chapter  or  Grand  Chapter  of  Maryland,  at  neillier 
of  them  had  taken  charge  of  these  degrees,  or  any  uf  llicni.  It  has 
been  claimed,  (and  tlic  claim  recently  rensserled)  especially  hy  our 
Virginia  Companions,  thai  ail  Grand  Councils  and  their  subordinates 
now  existing,  derive  their  authority,  directly  or  iudireetly,  from  Cross, 
and.  therefore,  as  he  had  no  autliority  to  form  Councils,  they  are  all 
illegal,  and  the  degrees  should  he  remitted  to  the  Chapters,  wiiere 
Echei,  their  original  chief,  placed   them.

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hereinbefore  siaied,  it  will  be  perceived  that  in  tliis  claim  tliere  are 
a  on  tHl  errors.

;ly  competent  for  such  a  Council  to  have  rulea  and  reg- 
is government,  and  make  itself  a  permanent  Body,  and 
t  by  virtue  of  a  warrant,  Jjul  by  the  cansent  of  those 
It  WHS  also  competent  for  the  possessions  of  the 
gree  among  theiuselves  that  the  degrees  should  be 
o  other  way.  Wlien  one  Body  was  formed  in  this 
could   easily    adopt   the    same    rnles.      When   several 
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were  formed  in  a  State  they  could  form  a  Grand  Council  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  degrees  in  such  8tate.  It  is  in  such  manner  only  that 
any  Kite  can  be  organized  in  the  first  instance,  and  it  is  the  only  way 
confusion  can  be  prevented.  For  instance,  various  Councils  were  estab- 
lished by  the  Companions  in  Virginia,  and  a  Grand  Council  formed. 
The  rules  of  this  Grand  Council  were  the  law  of  tha^.  jurisdiction, 
and  the  authority,  which  any  Companion  might  otherwise  have  had  to 
confer  the  degrees  was  restricted.  As  this  was  almost  unniversally 
done,  it  has  become  the  law  of  the  Rite.  It  is  evident  that  all  the 
possessors  of  any  side  degree  (which  any  one  could  confer  at  pleasure) 
may  agree  together  that  it  shall  be  conferred  only  in  a  certain  described 
manner,  and  thus  organize  It,  and  all  who  receive  it  afterwards  would 
be  bound  by  their  action.  So,  while  we  hold  that  the  warrants  of 
Cross,  conferred  no  authority,  we  also  hold  that  the  Bodies  which 
adopted  his  code  of  laws  by  the  consent  of  the  members,  and  worked 
under  them,  were  legitimate,  and  the  Grand  Councils  formed  by  them, 
the  Supreme  power  of  the  Rite  in  the  particular  jurisdiction. 

Much  confusion  has  arisen  from  the  erroneous  assumption,  that  the 
degrees  sprang  from  a  single  source  in  this  country,  and  we  think  we 
have  shown  that  there  were  several  sources,  and  one  as  legitimate  as  any 
other. 


When  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Virginia  assumed  the  control  of  these 
degrees  in  1841,  she  ordered  them  to  be  conferred  before  that  of  Most- 
Excellent  Master — the  first  instance  we  can  find  in  which  this  was  done. 
In  1824,  Maryland  placed  the  Select  degree  between  the  Most-Excel  lent 
and  Royal  Arch  degrees,  for  the  first  time,  as  far  as  the  published 
records  show  ;  but  up  to  1848  it  had  never  been  conferred  (Comp. 
Gilman  says)  before  the  Most-Excellent. 

We  have  given  so  much  of  the  history  of  the  Rite  as  the  means 
within  our  reach  allow.  We  trust  the  Companions  in  the  respective 
jurisdictions  will  examine  the  records  of  their  oldest  Councils,  and 
give  us  all  the  facts  which  tend  to  throw^  light  upon  this  subject. 
Massachusetts,  New  York,  Ohio,  Kentucky  and  Connecticut  can  do 
much  in  this  behalf. 
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The  questions  of  all  absorbing  interest  to   Cryptic   Masons, 
at  the  present  time,  are  "The  Mississippi  plan,"  and  how  shall 
Royal  and  Select  Masters,  made   under   that  arrangement  be 
received  by  Companions  of  the  Crypt.     In  our  review  of   our 
sister  jurisdictions  we  have  endeavored  to  glean  from  their  re" 
ports  the  action  of  the  several  Grand  Councils  on  this  question. 
Five  States  :  Mississippi,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Illinois   and    Ken- 
tucky, have  disbanded  their   Grand   Councils  and  turned   the 
degrees  over  to  the  Chapters,  and  four  others,  Arkansas,  Cali- 
fornia, South  Carolina  and  Nebraska,  have  taken   preliminary 
steps  to  do  the  same  thing.     But  in  most,  if  not  in  all,  of   the 
States,  last  above  named,  they  propose,  before   the  final   con- 
sumation  of  their  consolidation  schemes,  to  wait  and  see  what 
action  the  General  Grand  Chapter  will  take   in   the   premises. 
They  concede  that  under  the  present  Constitution  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter,  it  cannot  be  done,  or  if  done,  such   action 
would  be  in  violation   of  the   provisions  of  that   instrument. 
Many  of  the  adherents  of  this  "New  Departure,"  however,  flat- 
ter themselves  that  the  General  Grand  Chapter  will  make   the 
necessary  amendments  to  its  Constitution  to  allow  it  to  be  done. 
Id  this  we  think  they  will  be  disappointed.      We  do   not   be- 
lieve the  Genei-al  Grand  Chapter  will  for  a  moment  tolerate 
this  medley  of  work,  or  authorize    the    introduction    of   two 
more  degrees  into  the  Capitular  ritual  in  a  part  of  the  Grand 
Chapter's  under  its  jurisdiction.     We  do  not  believe  the  Gen- 
ei-al  Grand  Chapter  would  sanction  it  if  it  could  be  made  uni- 
form in  all  of  the  Grand  Chapters  under  its  control,  much  less 
will  it  do  so  when  only  a  portion  can  be  permitted  to  work 
them. 

We  are  glad  that  there  is  a  General  Grand  Chapter,  some 
power  that  can  place  a  check  on  the  innovations  of  such  Com- 
panions as  Walter  ife  Co.;  and  we  look  to  that  Grand  Body   to 
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put  a  stop  to  furtlier  innovations  and  unwarrantable  assump- 
tions of  jurisdiction  and  to  restore  the  landmarks  set  up  by  our 
fathers,  but  which  have  been  disregarded  and  set  at  naught  by 
these  Companions. 

We  are  inclined  to  be  charitable  to  most  of  those  who  have 
entered  into  this  UNHOLY  ALLIANCE,  because  we  think 
they  did  so  with  pure  motives  and  without  any  intention  of 
desecrating  our  sacred  alters.  We  think  they  were  misled  by 
those  to  whom  they  were  accustomed  to  look  for  Masonic 
light.  But  we  have  no  charity  for  Companions,  who,  placed 
at  the  head  of  the  Order  in  their  respective  jurisdictions,  stood 
up  in  their  places  and  stated  to  their  Companions  that  Cryptic 
Masonry  originally  belonged  to  the  Capitular  Rite  and  could, 
therefore,  be  restored  to  it,  and  by  such  statements  induced  the 
Companions  in  their  respective  jurisdictions  to  make  our  beau- 
tiful and  impressive  Rite  a  ".s/t/e  s/i/)w^^  for  the  Chapter.  If 
these  chief  officers  knew  what  they  were  stating  was  untrue 
they  are  certainly  culpable  of  the  commission  of  a  great  wrong 
and  merit  the  most  unqualified  condemnation.  And  if  they 
were  ignorant  of  the  history  of  the  Rite  and  officially  stated  as 
facts  that  which  they  knew  nothing  about,  and  had  no  reason 
to  believe  was  true,  they  are  scarcely  less  criminal. 

In  the  meantime  a  question  arises  as  to  the  f<tatus  of   Royal 
and  Sele(rt  Masters  who  receive   the  degrees   in    Royal  Arch 
Chapters  under  the  Mississippi    plan;    shall    they   be  received 
and  reorganized  or  shall  the  door  of  the  secret  vault  be  closed 
on  their  approach.     Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Maine,  Florida, 
Minnesota,  Indiana,  Connecticut  and  several  other  states   have 
decided  that  no  person  can  be  recognized  as  lawfully  made  ex- 
cept such  as  receive  the  degrees  in  a  regularly  constituted  Coun- 
cil of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  duly  empowered  by   a    Grand 
Council  of  the  Cryptic  Rite-     And  that   to   all  those  who    re- 
ceive the  degrees  under  the  sanction    of   a  Chapter  of    Royal 
Arch  Masons  recognition  of  any  kind  whatever  will  be  refused. 
This  we  believe  to  l>e  correct  in  principal.     If  we  admit   such 
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as  are  made  under  the  sanction  of  a  Chapter,  we  must,  of 
course,  recognize  the  power  of  a  Grand  Council  to  transfer  the 
Cryptic  degrees  to  the  Capitular  Rite.  This  we  canilot  do. 
We  could  as  soon  recognize  the  power  of  a  Grand  Chapter  to 
transfer  the  Capitular  degrees  to  the  Blue  Lodge,  or  the  pow^er 
of  a  Grand  Lodge  to  transfer  the  degrees  of  Ancient  Craft 
Masonry  to  a  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  as  we  could  recognize  the 
right  or  power  of  a  Grand  Council  to  transfer  the  Criptic  Rite 
to  the  Chapter. 

We  think  that  about  all  the  Grand  (Councils  that  have  or  had 
any  intention  of  adopting  the  Mississippi  scheme,  have  done 
80,  and  that  we  need  look  for  no  further  loss  in  that  direction. 
We  think  it  very  doubtful  whether  another  Grand  Council  can 
be  found  that  will  presume  to  turn  the  degrees  over  to  an  or- 
ganization that  is  forbidden  by  its  constitution  from  accepting 
the  trust,  or  that  another  Grand  Chapter  can  be  found  that 
would  agree  to  receive  them  until  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
shall  pass  upon  the  question.  The  actions  of  the  several  Grand 
Councils  and  Grand  Chapters  on  this  question  has,  in  our  opin- 
ion, been  without  much  reflection  or  investigation  of  the  law 
and  the  facts,  and  that  when  the  attention  of  the  several  Grand 
Bodies  is  called  to  these  facts  no  further  action  of  a  similar 
kind  will  be  had;  and  we  further  believe  that  at  the  next  trien- 
nial convocation  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  that  Grand 
Body  will  put  a  stop  at  once  and  forever  to  all  such  alliances.

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M.  I,  GRAND  MASTER'S  ADDRESS. 

The  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  Hugh  McCubdy,  then  delivered 
the  following  address: 

Companions  of  thb  Grand  Council: 

Looking  back  from  this  eventful  period,  the  institution  of 
Freemasonry  comes  down  to  us  in  all  perfection,  hoary  with  the 
frost  of  centuries.     Kingdoms  have  crumbled  and  empires  have 
fallen — races  and  tribes  of  men  have  been  annihilated,  and  scarce 
a  tradition  of  them  has  been  preserved;  yet  Freemasonry  to-day 
stands  essentially  the  same  that  it  was  when  the  first  temple, 
with  all  its  glory,  crowned  Moriah's  height.     In  this  the  world 
of  Masonry  rejoices;  and  now  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  of  the  State  of  Michigan  meet  to  renew  congrat- 
ulations that  fraternal  concord  exists  among  the  craft,  and  that 
prosperity  abounds  in  every  section  of  our  jurisdiction.     The 
working  tools  of  our  Rite  are  bright  with  use  upon  the  moral 
temple,  and  all  rejected  material  is  hove  over  among  the  rubbish 
by  that  sleepless  sentinel  who  guards  his  post  with  "  dragon's 
watch  and  unenchanted  eye."     "  Who  can  best  work  and  best 
agree"   is  still  the  proud   shibboleth  of  the  secret  vault — the 
secure  comer  atone  of  our  ancient  institution.    Let  us  hold  cour- 
age and  labor  on. 

CALLBD  OFF  FROM  LABOR. 

Though  we  have  cause  for  general  rejoicing,  there  comes 
up  at  the  threshold  of  this  Assembly  the  shadow  of  a  beloved 
Companion  who  has  been  called  from  his  labor  on  earth  by 
the  great  Master,  who  gamers  all.  On  the  ninth  day  of  June 
last.  Rev.  Companion  B.  F.  Doughty,  the  Grand  Chaplain  of 
this  Grand  body,  and  Past  Principal  Conductor  of  the  work, 
died  at  his  home  in  Sturgis.  He  had  been  a  prominent  worker 
in  all  the  Masonic  bodies  of  this  State  for  a  great  number  of 
years,  and  was  universally  respected  by  the  craft  for  the  manly 
qualities  of  his  heart,  and  that  strict  integrity  that  wins  the 
praise  of  man.     Like  the  perfect  ashlar,  fitted  and  prepared  by 
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the  workmen,  he  has  been  placed  as  a  stone,  tried  and  true,  in 
that  temple,  not  made  with  hands,  eternal  in  the  heavens.  In 
the  midst  of  his  usefulness  he  was  called  off  by  the  gavel  of 
death  to  the  spirit  land  above,  where  the  crown  of  the  just 
shines  eternal,  and  where  human  glory  fades  in  the  brightness 
of  the  great  hereafter.  In  honor  of  his  memory,  I  recommend 
that  this  Grand  body  take  such  suitable  action  as  will  perpetu- 
ate the  memory  of  our  lamented  Companion. 

JUBI8PBUDENCE. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  official  rulings  have  been  made 
in  this  department,  but  none  of  them  are  deemed  by  us  of  suffi- 
cient importance  to  require  a  formal  report  to  this  body.  This 
auspicious  fact  is  of  itself  a  tribute  to  the  intelligence  and 
Masonic  culture  of  those  Companions  who  have  charge  of  the 
Subordinate  Councils  of  this  State,  and  who  are  so  well  learned 
and  deeply  rooted  in  the  principles  and  practice  that  govern  our 
Rite,  as  to  require  but  little  or  no  elucidation  in  the  discharge 
of  their  varied  duties. 

CRYPTIC    MASONRY. 

To  Royal  and  Select  Masters  are  given  the  keystone  in 
Masonry,  more  precious  than  is  known  by  the  vast  workers  of 
the  quarries;  and  it  has  been  truthfully  proclaimed  that  to  pre- 
serve and  transmit  our  principles  to  those  who  succeed  us,  in  the 
hour  of  low  twelve,  is  a  sacred,  bounden  duty  we  owe  to  Cryp- 
tic Masonry.  Thus  believing,  we  should  often  revert  to  the 
origin  of  our  institution;  for,  as  has  been  said,  it  is  only  by 
digging  to  the  foundation,  and  examining  each  stone  minutely, 
that  we  can  rightfully  estimate  what  has  been  erected  thereon. 
It  is  so  with  Freemasonry. 

The  first  Grand  Council  which  assembled  at  Jerusalem  was 
composed  of  Solomon,  the  king  of  Israel;  Hiram,  the  king  of 
Tyre,  and  Hikam  Abipf — the  three  Grand  Masters,  who,  unob- 
served by  ^*  prying  eyesy'*  devised  the  whole  entire  plan  by  which 
the  temple  should  be  erected — how  the  workmen  should  be 
divided  into  various  degrees,  each  class  consisting  of  an  inde- 
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pendent  body,  whereby  it  might  be  recognized  by  the  peculiar 
sign  of  that  degree.  Most  happily,  too,  they  combine  within 
the  power  of  the  Council,  the  Alpha  and  the  Omega  of  Free- 
masonry, thereby  denominating  Cryptic  Masonry,  by  way  of 
pre-eminence,  the  summit  and  perfection  of  Ancient  Craft  Ma- 
sonry. Thus,  in  fact,  the  duties,  the  powers,  the  responsibilities 
of  a  Council  embrace  the  whole  range  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry, 
from  the  conception  of  the  idea  in  the  hearty  until  the  candidate 
is  in  the  full  possession  of  our  mysteries,  or,  in  our  own  peculiar 
language,  until  he  has  passed  the  Circle  of  Perfection.  It  is  in 
the  secret  vault,  securely  guarded,  that  the  illustrious  Compan- 
ions are  required  not  only  to  search  out  the  truth,  but  to  deter- 
mine plans  and  design  objects  for  the  private  as  well  as  general 

* 

good  of  the  craft. 

If,  therefore.  Companions  who  constitute  this  class  and  who 
have  passed  the  Circle  of  Perfection — who  have  witnessed  the 
wisdom,  strength  and  beauty  of  our  principles,  will  be  but  true 
to  their  obligations,  and  faithful  to  theif  requirements — what 
immense  good  could  be  accomplished.  No  bickerings,  no  strife 
and  no  conflicts  could  ever  exist  in  the  Masonic  institution,  but 
peace,  concord  and  tranquility  would  prevail,  and  the  only  con- 
tention in  the  whole  Masonic  family  of  earth  would  he,  who  can 
best  work  and  who  can  best  agree.  Brotherly  love  and  charity 
would  be  happily  blended  together,  and  the  life  and  character  of 

a  gentleman,  of  a  faithful  brother  and  devoted  companion,  would 
be  merged  in  the  life  and  purity  of  a  consistent  Mason.  With 
you  and  all  Illustrious  Companions,  who  have  entered  the  secret 
vatilt,  rests  the  responsibility  if  confusion  ever  prevail  in  the 
Ijodge,  Chapter  or  Council.  Hence  you  perceive  that  the  charge 
of  a  Select  Master  is  literally  true  when  it  says  to  each  of  you 
"  that  your  obligations  are  increased  in  proportion  to  your  privi- 
leges ;  and  also,  let  it  be  your  constant  care  to  prove  yourself 
worthy  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  you,  and  of  the  high  honor 
conferred  on  you,  in  admitting  you  among  Select  Masters." 

The  Degrees  of  E.  A.,  F.  C,  and  M.  M.,  were  originally 
Ancient  Craft  Masonry  ;  while  the  old  constitutions  gave  the 
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Master  the  right  and  authority  to  congregate  his  members  into 
a  Chapter  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  the  Royal  Arch,  which 
originally  constituted  a  part  of  the  Third  Degree.  In  elucidat- 
ing the  Royal  Arch,  it  becomes  necessary  that  other  degrees 
should  be  incorporated  into  the  Chapter,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
plaining the  various  parts  of  the  Temple.  Hence  the  Mark  and 
Most  Excellent  Masters'  Degrees  were  added  and  conferred  be- 
fore the  Royal  Arch. 

In  process  of  time,  it  became  necessary  to  establish  a  Conn, 
cil,  whose  province  it  should  be  to  "  account  for  the  concealment 
and  preservation  of  those  essenticUs  of  the  craft  which  were 
brought  to  light  at  the  erection  of  the  second  Temple,  and  which 
lay  concealed  from  the  mystic  eye  four  hundred  and  seventy 
years."     Hence  Cryptic  Masonry  was  inaugurated. 

In  different  countries  different  systems  prevail  to  inculcate, 
enforce  and  teach  Ancient  Craft  Masonry  ;  but  in  this  coun- 
try it  is  confined  to  the  degrees  of  the  Lodge,  Chapter  and 
Council.  Cryptic  Masonry,  therefore  is  contained  within  the 
degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  and  are  numbered  eight 
and  nine  in  the  York  Rite  ;  although  in  a  chronological  point  of 
view  they  are  the  first  and  last  degrees  ;  hence  called  the  Alpha 
and  Omega  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry.  They  illustrate  the 
mysteries  of  Masonry,  and  without  a  full,  perfect  and  complete 
knowledge  of  these  degrees  our  Masonic  edifice  is  incomplete 
and  unfinished,  or,  as  has  been  aptly  said  *'  the  degrees  of 
Royal  and  Select  Masters  are  polished  and  perfect  ashlars, 
marked  and  numbered  for  the  building.'' 

CRYPTIC    MASONRY    IN    MICHIGAN. 

Brief  though  it  may  be,  this  reference  to  Cryptic  Masonry 
is  enough  to  prove  its  eternal  fitness  in  the  record  of  the  graces. 
The  sacredness  of  these  connected  memorials  can  but  infuse  us 
n  the  future,  for  it  was  Xenophon  who  happily  said  "  these 
shocks  of  corn  should  inspire  those  who  raise  them  to  defend 
them."  A  word  or  two  yet  of  the  more  recent  past,  and  this 
recital  closes. 
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To  Monroe  Council,  No.  One,  of  Detroit,  we  are  indebted  for 
the  first  establishment  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  Michigan. 
The  charter  came  from  the  Grand  Council  of  Connecticat,  and 
for  years  was  the  only  organized  body  in  Michigan — its  juris- 
diction being  the  boundaries  of  the  State.  On  the  Idth  day  of 
January,  1858,  there  were  two  more  additional  Councils,  and 
these  assembled  at  Masonic  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Detroit,  by  their 
delegates  duly  chosen  for  that  purpose,  and  organized  the  pre- 
sent Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  State  of 
Michigan,  when  the  following  grand  officers  were  elected  :

and  they  were  duly  installed  into  their  respective  offices  by 
Companion,  T.  I.  G.  M.,  G.  B.  Englk,  by  virtue  of  a  special  Dis- 
pensation issued  by  the  Grand  Council  of  Connecticut,  as  follows:

* '  By  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested,  as  most  Puissant  Grand  Mas- 
'*  ter,  I  do  hereby  authorize  and  empower  T.  I.  Comp.  G.  B  Enole,  G.  M. 
"  of  St.  Clair  Council,  No.  34,  to  install  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Council 
"  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  whenever  they  shall  have  been  elected. 

"  In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  signed  my  name,  and  caused  the 
'•  seal  of  our  Grand  Council  to  be  affixed,  at  Norwich,  in  the  State  of  Con. 
"  necticut,  the  28th  day  of  December,  1857.

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Since  that  auspicioas  day,  the  growth  and  progress  of 
Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  State  has  been  upward  and  onward. 
Like  a  well  watered  tree,  it  shot  deep,  rose  high  and  has  taken 
rank  among  the  most  flourishing.  Instead  of  three  Councils  as 
twenty-two  years  ago,  and  a  limited  membership,  our  jurisdic- 
tion now  embraces  fifty  subordinate  Councils,  upon  whose  altars 
perpetually  burn  the  sweet  incense  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  ;  with 
a  membership  of  over  two  thousand,  who  yield  devoted  worship 
at  their  sacred  shrine. 

To  this  record  we  point  with  feelings  of  pride  and  pleasure, 
in  a  spirit  of  friendly  admonition  to  those  Sister  Councils  whose 
jurisdictions  are  fainting  by  the  way-side  and  surrendering  their 
sacred  trusts  to  the  Grand  Chapters.  We  urge  them  in  the 
spirit  of  all  that  is  essential  to  the  well  being  of  our  entire 
order,  no  longer  to  weary  in  well  doing,  but  to  gird  on  their  ar- 
mor anew,  and  march  on  to  triumph.  On  this  subject  our  Grand 
Council  has  a  record  of  which  we  may  well  feel  proud.  We 
may  not,  therefore,  renew  our  action  of  last  year,  as  it  continues 
on  a  firm  and  stable  basis,  armed  with  the  principles  of  right, 
justice  and  truth,  which  must  prevail.  For  those  Grand  bodies 
who  have  surrendered  the  great  charters  of  their  heraldry  we 
have  .prof  ound  feelings  of  sorrow  ;  while  we  adjure  them  again 
to  seize  hold  of  the  priceless  legacy  that  shine  so  resplendent  in 
the  galaxy  of  Masonry.  May  we  not  hope,  then,  ere  long  to 
welcome  these  Giblemites  back  to  their  allegiance,  to  labor  in 
the  secret  vault,  and  never  again  be  caught  sleeping  at  their  posts.

CLOSING   REMARKS. 

Del  OS,  an  island  of  the  Cyclades,  was  famed  in  ancient  times 
for  the  number  and  skill  of  its  artists,  and  for  the  splendid  tem- 
ple and  oracle  of  Apollo — raised  eventually  as  an  asylum  to  his 
mother,  when  she  was  pursued  from  place  to  place  by  the  im- 
placable Juno.  From  this  famous  oracle  came  the  fount  of  in- 
spiration, said  to  be  a  chasm  from  which  issued  the  exhilarating 
vapor.  Over  this  was  built  the  tripod  of  the  gods,  from  which 
a  populace  could  breathe  the  ascending  distillations.  To  the  in- 
bred Mason  we  need  not  enlarfi;e  the  illustration.  The  soul 
grows  as  truly  as  the  Mason  grows — as  the  tree  takes  in  the  air 
of  the  universe,  aided  by  dew  and  rain  ;  and  by  its  mysterious 
chemistry  transmits  sap  and  fibre  into  wood  and  leaf,  and  flower 
and  f J  uit,  and  color  and  perfume,  so  does  the  soul  of  the  Mason 
drink  in  living  knowledge,  and  by  a  divine  alchemy,  as  potent 
and  with  the  same  inherent  force  as'  that  which  lies  hid  in  the 
urerm  of  the  acorn.  The  virtuous  Roman  truly  said,  "  either 
let  not  that  which  seems  expedient  be  base,  or  if  it  be  base,  let 
it  not  be  expedient." 

If  our  Masonic  order  were  merely  a  thing  of  yesterday;  if 
it  ixrere  local  and  confined  to  one  country,  or  to  men  of  one  faith; 
or  if  the  number  of  its  initiates  were  limited  to  this  or  that  clime, 
or  its  capacity  for  good  or  evil  devoted  to  selfish  ends;  the 
question  of  its  morality  and  philosophy  might  well  be  consigned 
to  one  grave.  Not  in  vain  are  the  winged  seeds  of  truth  ever 
sown — God  sees  that  they  take  root  somewhere  and  grow.     The 
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truth  <ff  all  this  is  witnessed  in  the  past  history  of  nearly  six 
thousand  years — their  pungent  facts  have  been  figured  on  the 
breastplate  of  time.  When  our  ancient  brethren  dispensed  their 
charities  under  the  frowns  of  barbarism — when  they  disregarded 
the  anathemas  of  kings  and  rulers,  and  gathered  around  commoD 
altars  in  fraternal  relations,  they  gave  divine  evidence  that 
the  order  would  survive  the  mutations  of  time;  and  if  we, 
brothers,  shall  continue  to  emulate  the  virtues  of  those  good  and 
faithful  men,  it  will  survive  the  wreck  of  ages  yet  to  come. 

Need  I  say  more  in  honor  of  that  Craft  whose  acts  shine 
among  the  brightest  in  the  domain  of  "good  will  to  man?'' 
Deeds  of  love,  it  may  well  be  claimed,  are  the  chief  employment 
of  the  angels  of  God;  and  into  a  soul  that  overflows  with  bounty, 
the  bright  robed  messengers  of  Faith,  Hope  and  Charity  con- 
stantly descend.  Our  JPhith,  after  death,  shall  be  swallowed  up 
in  victory — our  Hope  consumed  only  by  its  enjoyment — and 
our  Charity  ended  when  we  shake  oflP  mortality  in  the  boundless 
atmosphere  of  eternal  love.

COMMITTEE  ON  DEATH  OF  COMPANION  DOUGHTY. 

The  Committee  on   the  death   of  111.   Companion   B.  F. 
DouGUTT  made  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted. 

To  the  M.  I.  Grand  Council  of  Boyal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  State  of  Michlgran: 

While  we  meet  to-day  around  our  sacred  altar  to  offer  up  thanks- 
girings  to  the  Great  Ruler  of  all,  our  ranks  are  broken  and  our  hearts 
filled  with  sorrow. 

Our  beloved  Companion  and  Grand  Chaplain,  Rev.  Benjamin  F. 
DouoHTT  is  no  more  of  this  earth,  but  has  been  called  from  labor  to  re- 
freshment above. 

His  was  a  life  worthy  of  emulation— pure,  holy  and  unostentatious. 
He  was  a  veteran  in  Masonry;  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  all  who  knew 
him ;  was  a  true  friend  to  the  craft,  and  watched  its  interests  with  a  jealous 
eye. 

Companion  Douohtt  was  made  a  Master  Mason  at  WoodhuU,  Steuben 
county,  November,  1854;  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  in  Addison,  Steuben  county, 
in  1855;  and  was  dubbed  and  created  a  Knights  Templar  in  Penn  Yan,  all 
in  the  State  of  New  York. 

The  Council  degrees,  in  which  he  was  more  than  ordinarily  proficient, 
be  received  prior  to  1860,  in  our  own  jurisdiction. 

In  the  Scottish  Rite,  he  received  the  inefflble  degrees,  from  the  4th  to 
the  S2d,  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  during  the  late  war. 
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Companions,  we  sorrow  at  this  time  because  death  has  invaded  oar 
sacred  portals.  The  grim  tyrant  invades  the  abode  of  all  alike;  the  lowly 
cottage  of  the  humble,  and  the  gilded  palace  of  the  rich  are  one  to  him. 
He  strikes,  all  alike,  the  evil  with  the  good;  the  young,  the  old,  the  middle- 
aged  go  before  him  as  the  grain  before  the  reaper. 

To  us  all,  death  brings  terror,  but  from  the  divine  revelations  we  learn 
that  death  is  but  a  step  into  the  life  of  another  world,  more  beautiful, 
more  sublime  than  this.  Should  we  not  rather  rejoice  that  they  have  been 
admitted  to  higher  and  holier  spheres,  and  that  this  life  of  toil  and  labor  la 
exchanged  for  that  everlasting  life  which  abounds  with  all  good  to  those 
who  have  been  faithful  to  the  endT 

Your  Conimittee  submit  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  our  deceased  Companion:    * 

Whereas,  It  has  pleased  our  Heavenly  Father  in  due  course  of  nature, 
to  remove  from  our  midst  our  faithful  co-worker  and  beloved  Companion, 
Rev,  Benjamin  F.  Doughty,  therefore 

Beaolved,  That  this  Grand  Council  desires,  in  an  emphatic  manner,  to 
testify  to  the  hi^h  character  and  moral  worth  of  our  deceased  Companion, 
and  unite  with  tne  family,  relatives,  and  numerous  friends  of  the  deceased, 
in  sincere  mourning  for  his  loss. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Companion  Douohtt,  not  only  this 
Grand  Council  and  his  family,  but  the  community  at  large  have  sustained  a 
loss  not  easily  repaired.  Iiis  seat  in  our  Council  and  family  circlets 
vacant,  and  his  numerous  companions  and  friends  will  no  more  be  greeted 
by  his  friendly  salutation.  He  has  gone  to  eternal  rest,  honored  and 
beloved  by  all  who  knew  him.

The  forty-first  annual  assembly  convened  in  the  city  of  Montgomery 
Wednesday,  December  4.  Companion  James  Milton,  M.  I.  Grand  Master, 
presiding    ' 

Three  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  replete  with  good  sayings  concerning 
Cryptic  Masonry.  He  says:  "Since  our  last  hnnual  assembly,  no  material 
change  in  Cryptic  Masonry  has  taken  place  in  this,  or,  as  far  as  I  am 
informed,  in  other  jurisdictions.    It  is  a  fact  that  is  greatly  to  be  regretted, 
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thai  ^or  several  years  past  there  hab  been  a  great  deoliDe  in  the  interest 
taken  in  it.  The  reasons  assigned  for  it,  and  remedies  recommended,  are 
almost  as  numerous  as  there  are  jurisdictions.  A  late  one,  however,  is  the 
most  startling  of  all,  since  it  proposes  to  abolish  Cryptic  Masonry  as  a  sepa- 
rate institution,  giving  the  degrees  to  the  Chapter. 

"  This,  in  my  opinion,  would,  at  this  moment,  instead  of  producing  the 
effect  sought,  introduce  a  chaos  which  would  render  it  impossible  to  obtain 
any  beneficial  result.  For  it  would  do  away  with  our  Ritual  (beautiful  and 
impressive  as  it  is)  to  a  great  extent,  and  of  necessity  make  a  change  in  the 
Ritual  of  the  Chapter;  and  in  such  an  event  we  should  have  to  go  into  "  the 
highways  and  byways  "  and  gather  up  all  the  old  Royal  Arch  Masonfe,  and 
confer  the  degrees  of  the  Council  upon  them,  or  have  two  kinds  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons. 

"  And  were  it  possible  to  do  so,  I  am  satisfied  that  it  would  be  rejected 
by  a  great  majority  of  them.  Our  brethren,  many  of  whom  have  been 
Masons  from  their  earliest  manhood  to  old  age,  and  whose  lives  have 
been  governed  by  its  teachings,  and  whose  constant  aim  has  been  t«  give 
light  and  instruction  to  their  uninformed  brethren  in  accordance  with  the 
teachings  they  received,  would  regard  such  a  change  as  an  "innovation," 
and  reject  it  accordingly.  And  were  we  to  consent  to  do  so,  it  is  by  no  means 
certain  that  we  should  be  received  by  the  Chapters.  We  should  not  forget 
that  a  very  short  time  ago  we  went  knocking  at  the  door  of  another  institu- 
tion, seeking  to  be  taken  under  its  wing,  which  met  with  a  courteous  but 
positive  refusal  on  its  part. 

' '  Now,  while  other  jurisdictions  may  do  as  may  seem  to  them  best, 
Companions,  I  advise  you  never  to  consent  to  a  dismemberment;  but  rather 
let  us  redouble  our  efforts  to  sustain  and  revive  Cryptic  Masonry,  and  hand 
it  down  to  our  children,  as  we  received  it,  with  a  lustre  untarnished." 

The  committee  on  the  Grand  Master's  address  reported  that  they  had 
read  it  with  unalloyed  pleasure,  that  it  was  replete  with  good  and  whole- 
some instruction,  and  full  of  hope  for  the  future. 

The  present  officers  were  continued  in  ofllce  until  the  next  annual 
assembly. 

Companion  Daniel  Sayre  presented  the  report  on  correspondence — short, 
concise  and  to  the  point.  He  says:  "  We  have  the  proceedings  of  nearly 
all  the  Grand  Councils  at  tlie  latest  assemblies,  but  for  several  reasons  will 
not  attempt  a  regular  review.  We  purpose  only  to  offer  a  few  remarks 
upon  some  of  them."  He  gives  Michigan,  for  1878,  a  fraternal  notice, 
quoting  from  the  Grand  Master's  address,  and  from  our  report. 

We  give  his  conclusion  in  full:  "  And  thus  we  close  our  report.  We 
wish  it  was  better  than  it  is,  but  with  all  its  faults  and  deficiencies  we  sub- 
mit it  to  our  companions.  At  present,  our  beloved  Rite  is  under  a  cloud,  as. 
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indeed,  all  the  Rites  are ;  but  it  is  owing  to  the  times.  Everywhere  Masonry 
has  beea  suffering,  as  anyone  will  be  convinced  who  will  study  the  pro- 
oeedings  of  the  several  Grand  bodies. 

''  There  is  a  decrease  in  the  membership  of  at  least  three-fourths  of  th^ 
Grand  Chapters  of  the  United  States,  and  we  are  not  certain  if  the  pro- 
portion is  not  as  great  in  the  Grand  Lodges.  And  yet,  Companions  want 
to  transfer  the  Council  degrees  to  the  former  to  preserve  them! 

"  There  is  actually  a  net  decrease  of  membership  in  the  whole  of  the 
United  States,  Quebec  and  Nova  Scotia,  of  over  100.  But  from  this,  deduct 
Pennsylvania  (where  they  do  not  talk  of  transferring  the  degrees),  and 
Quebec  and  Nova  Scotia  (which  do  not  belong  to  the  United  States),  and 
there  is  a  net  decrease  of  over  tlevw  hundred. 

'*  These  facts  we  glean  from  a  table  in  the  proceedings  of  Iowa,  where 
is  a  decrease  of  141.  And  in  Illinois,  where  there  are  168  subordinate 
Chapters,  the  increase  is  only  1*39.  Another  case  of  jumping  out  of  tlie 
frying  pan  into  the  fire." 

Companion  James  Milton,  Eufaula,  M.  I.  Grand  Master.  Companion 
David  Sayre,  Montgomery,  Grand  Recorder. 

CONNECTICUT— 1 879. 

The  sixty-first  an9ual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  New  Haven> 
May  12.  Deputy  Grand  Master  Abram  Heaton  presiding,  in  the  absence 
of  the  Grand  Master,  Arthur  R.  Blakeslee.  Twenty-two  subordinate 
Councils ;  nineteen  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  was  read  by  the  Grand  Recorder.  Of  local 
interest  only;  simply  a  report  of  his  official  acts. 

Prom  the  reports  of  the  several  Grand  officers  we  think  Cryptic 
Masonry  is  holding  its  own.  We  see  no  symptoms  of  suicide  or  insauity 
in  Connecticut.  A  per  capita  tax  of  ten  cents  was  assessed  upon  each  mem- 
ber of  the  subordinate  Councils  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  Grand  Council. 

Companion  William  Wallace  Lee  presented  the  report  on  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence, briefly  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  fifteen  Grand  Councils, 
Michig^an  for  1879  of  the  number,  congratulating  us  on  our  prosperity  and 
highly  complimenting  our  printed  proceedings,  and  says:  "The  corres- 
pondence report  is  voluminous  and  mainly  judicious  and  correct." 

Companion  Abram  Heaton,  Bridgeport,  elected  M.  I.  G.  M. ;  Com- 
panion Jos.  E.  Wheeler,  Hartford,  reelected  Grand  Recorder. 
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FLORID  A— 1 S19. 

The  tenth  annual  assembly,  in  obedience  to  its  Constitution,  assem- 
bled at  Masonic  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Pensacola,  June  4,  1870.  There  not 
being  a  quorum  present,  it  was  called  off  subject  to  the  order  of  the  M. 
111.  Grand  Master,  who.  in  conformity  with  the  order  of  June  5,  assembled 
the  Grand  Council  June  21,  1879,  Companion  George  S.  Hallmark,  M.  I. 
G.  M.,  presiding.    Three  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  short  address  of  Interest  only  to  that 
jurisdiction.  He  referred  very  feelingly  to  the  death  of  those  illustrious 
companions  who  stood  prominently  before  the  Masonic  world,  and  paid  a 
fine  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Companion  Wm.  Morril),  Past  Grand  Master 
of  that  Grand  Council,  who  died  June  7, 1879,  aged  78  years.  He  says: 
"  Cryptic  Masonry  is  not  on  the  increase  in  the  State,  but  though  our  num- 
bers are  few,  let  us  pledge  ourselves  to  fight  the  battle  manfully,  resting 
assured  that  in  the  end  we  will  receive  our  reward. " 

Companion  John  Carlovitz  submitted  his  report  on  correspondence, 
acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of  nineteen  Grand  Councils, 
ours  for  1879  of  the  number.  It  is  mostly  a  history  of  the  Cryptic  Degrees, 
interesting  and  instructive,  and  strongly  protesting  against  consolida- 
tion with  the  Chapter. 

Companion  George  S.  Hallmark,  re-elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master;  Com 
panion  John  Carlovitz,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

INDIANA— 1879. 

The  twenty-fourth  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Indiana 
was  held  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  October  21,  1879,  Companion 
Walter  R.  Godfrey,  D.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Thirty- three  Councils 
represented. 

The  address  of  M.  I.  Grand  Master  Albert  P.  Charles  (who  was  deuun- 
cd  at  home  from  serious  illness  in  his  family)  was  submitted  by  Deputy 
Illustrious  Grand  Master  Godfrey,  and  read  by  Past  Illustrious  Grand 
Master  Martin  H.  Rice.     It  is  short,  relating  principally  to  his  official  acts. 

Companion  William  W.  Austin  submitted  the  report  of  correspondence, 
reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-one  Grand  Councils.  Michigan  for 
1879  of  the  number  is  fully  noticed,  quoting  largely  from  Grand  Master 
Utley's  address,  and  says:  "  He  handles  the  subject  without  gloves.  Had 
all  the  Grand  Councils  such  a  live  Master  we  would  hear  no  sound  of 
wailing  coming  up  through  the  arches."  And  in  his  conclusion,  says:  '*  We 
have  presented  all  the  forcible  points,  and  trust  that  Indiana  will  go  on 
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loyal  as  ever,  and  if  the  Cryptic  craft  must  sink,  let  Indiana's  flag  be  the  last 
the  waves  shaU  close  over." 

Ck>mpanion  Walter  R.  Godfrey,  Michigan  City,  elected  M.  I.  Grand 
Master:  Companion  John  M.  Bramwell,  Indianapolis,  re-elected  Grand  Re- 
corder. 

MARYLAND— 1878. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  November  18, 

1878,  Companion  Edwin  L.  Parker,  Jr.,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Four  subordinate  Councils  represented.    No  report  on  correspondence. 

MARYLAND— 1879. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  November  12, 

1879,  Companion  Ferdinand  J.  S.  Gorgas,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Three  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master*s  address  Is  short,  but  to  the  point,  and  shows  no 
weakness.    He  says: 

"  Every  branch  of  Masonry  has  its  seasons  of  depression,  and  Cryptic 
Masonry  is  no  exception  to  the  general  rule.  It  therefore  behooves  us, 
Companions,  to  work  earnestly  and  zealously  to  maintain  and  perpetuate 
the  stability  of  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  important  branches  of  Ma- 
sonry; to  preserve  the  Cryptic  degrees  in  their  sublimity,  completeness  and 
purity,  and  by  united  action  defeat  any  plan  which  would  mar  their  glory 
and  give  the  death  blow  to  a  Rite  which  has  in  itself  intrinsic  merit  enough 
to  maintain  a  separate  and  iudependent  existence.  Therefore,  no  one  of  us 
need  lose  courage,  nor  believe  that  labor  exerted  in  behalf  of  such  an  im- 
portant Rite  as  Cryptic  Masonry  will  be  wasted.  One  versed  in  the  lore  of 
the  Craft  has  wisely  remarked  that  a  Masonic  body  should  resemble  a  bee- 
hive, in  which  all  the  members  work  together  with  ardor  for  the  common 
good.  That  the  hope  of  success,  and  not  the  hope  of  reward,  should  be 
our  stimulating  and  sustaining  power.  Our  object,  and  not  ourselves,  should 
be  our  inspiring  thought.  Let  us,  then,  so  labor  for  the  interests  of  Cryp- 
tic Masonry  in  Maryland,  and  success  is  certain  to  crown  our  efforts. " 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  address  cordially  commended 

and  endorsed  it,  and  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 

Reaoived,*  ThsX  the  policy  adopted  by  a  number  of  our  sister  Grand 
Councils  is  pronounced  suicidal,  and  that  this  Grand  Council  join  with  the 
faithful  in  proclaiming  "No  surrender." 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported  the  receipt  of  the  proceed 
ings  of  eighteen  Grand  Councils,  ours  for  1879  included,  regretting  that 
financial  considerations  prevent  h  general  review. 

Companion  William  F.  Cochran,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master;  Compan- 
ion Gkorga  L.  McCahan,  elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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MASSACHUSETTS— 1878. 

The  Annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  December  11,  1878»  Companion  Alfred  F.  Chapman  presiding. 
Seventeen  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  address  is  mostly  of  local  import.  He  says  the  Councils  in  his 
jurisdiction  are  in  a  vigorous  and  healthy  condition.  He  says  he  was  called 
upon  to  make  but  one  decision,  which  he  considers  of  sufficient  signific- 
ance to  be  reported. 

"  One  of  the  Councils  discharged  certain  members  for  non-payment 
of  dues.  The  By-Laws  of  the  Council  specitied  that  if  the  amount  due 
was  not  paid  at  or  before  a  designated  assembly.  '  the  Council  may  at  that 
or  any  subsequent  assembly,  declare  by  a  two-thirds  vote  that  his  mem- 
bership be  forfeited.'  A  copy  of  this  By-Law,  and  a  notice  of  the  amount 
due,  were  sent  to  each  delinquent,  but  the  defect  was,  absence  of  spe  Jflc 
notice;  and  my  decision  was: 

"  Delinquents  for  non-payment  of  dues,  like  other  offenders,  should  be 
notified  of  the  time  and  place  when  action  will  be  taken  in  each  particular 
case.  This  does  not  involve  all  the  formalities  incident  to  trials,  but 
affords  opportunity  for  defense  at  a  time  certain." 

He  devotes  over  two  pages  to  the  illustrious  dead  of  that  jurisdiction 
who  passed  over  the  dark  valley  the  past  year.  Huron  Council  of  Wor- 
cester lost  nine  members  by  death  during  the  year.  One  of  these,  Simeon 
Thompson,  was  born  in  April,  1792,  and  took  the  degrees  in  Boston 
Council  in  1827.  Another,  John  McClellan,  was  born  February,  1810,  and 
joined  Boston  Council  in  1858;  was  elected  Grand  Treasurer  1857,  and 
held  the  olBce  for  twenty-two  successive  years. 

In  closing  his  remarks  in  regard  to  him,  he  says:  "  The  day  of  his 
death  was  to  him  the  beginning  of  anew  life;  for  he  lives  anew  in  the 
better  knowledge  of  the  craft,  in  the  unselfish  regard  of  his  brethren,  and 
in  their  high  appreciation  of  the  fidelity  which  made  him  conspicuoua. 
Years  may  come  and  go,  governments  and  the  plans  thereof  may  change, 
other  men  and  other  generations  must  fill  the  places  of  the  present;  but 
when  memory  of  the  man  shall  fail,  and  his  generation  shall  be  all  for- 
gotten, posterity  may  read  what  his  brethren  can  safely  inscribe  upon  his 
tomb,  *  Sacred  to  the  memory  of  an  honest  man,  and  a  good  Mason.'  ** 

Another:  Abraham  Annis  Dame,  who  was  bom  in  Orford,  N.  H., 
August  27, 1792,  and  died  at  the  residence  wherein  he  had  lived  since  Hay, 
1824,  in  Boston,  Mass.,  on  November  14,  1878,  took  the  Cryptic  degrees  in 
Boston  Council,  July  27,  1819,  and  presided  over  it  from  1825  to  1829 
inclusive;  was  elected  to  honorary  membership  March  15,  1855.  and  was 
by  seven  years  its  oldest  living  member. 
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Memorial  pages  are  inscribed  to  the  memory  of  Companions  McClcllan 
and  Dame. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  closing,  says:  "To  you,  then,  Companions  of 
the  Cryptic  Rite,  I  turn  with  that  hope  which  inspires  confidence — kindred 
in  will,  kindred  in  zeal,  kindred  in  the  wish  to  preserve  the  institution  of 
Free-masonry  from  poverty  and  decay;  may  we  not,  by  a  union  of  our 
efforts,  althouji^h  we  take  but  a  little  from  each,  yet  do  very  much  to  make 
this  branch  of  it  comely  and  fair  to  look  upon — worthy  of  an  independent 
and  ever-generous  support  ? 

'*  Then  shall  the  Rite  '  that  was  full  of  people '  no  longer  sit  solitary, 
no  longer  be  as  a  widow  '  that  was  great  among  the  nations/  but  rather  as 
a  'princess  among  the  provinces,*  and  these  shall  become  tributary 
onto  her." 

The  Constitution  was  amended  so  as  to  allow  Subordinate  Councils  to 
confer  the  degree  of  Super  Excellent  Master,  without  charge,  upon  any 
Royal  and  Select  Master  residing  within  its  jurisdiction,  who  has  received 
the  latter  degree  in  any  jurisdiction  where  said  degree  of  Super  Excellent 
Master  is  not  recognized  or  worked. 

Companion  J.  W.  Dadmun  submitted  his  rejport  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence, saying  he  first  attempted  to  make  a  detailed  report,  but  a  second 
thought  led  him  to  make  a  summary  report,  aiming  directly  at  the  most 
important  questions  of  the  hour.  He  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the 
proceedings  of  thirteen  Qrand  Councils — Michigan  not  of  the  number.  He 
is  opposed  to  the  Mississippi  plan,  or  any  other  plan,  and  indorses  Com- 
panion Drummond's  views,  *'  abandon  the  degrees  altogether  rather  than 
introduce  confusion  by  adopting  the  plan  proposed,"  and  in  closing,  he 
says:  "  In  our  opinion  there  is  but  one  way  to  preserve  these  degrees  in 
their  beauty  and  excellence,  and  that  is  to  keep  them  distinct  and  inde- 
pendent of  all  other  Masonic  branches.  Let  us  cease  begging  of  other 
Grand  bodies  some  special  recognition,  and  show  them  tliat  we  are  able  to 
stand  alone  on  the  real  merits  of  the  Cryptic  degrees.  During  the  last 
decade  the  number  of  Councils  has  increased  from  444  to  656,  and  the 
number  of  members  from  16,048  to  28,985.  This  is  only  about  a  thousand 
leas  than  the  number  of  members  in  the  most  prosperous  year  of  the 
decade,  which  was;in  1876.  This  decrease  in  1877  is  remarkably  small, 
^^hen  we  consider  the  financial  pressure  of  the  hard  times.  During  the 
same  year  the  decrease  in  Capitular  Masonry,  in  the  State  of  New  York 
alone,  was  831.    Patience  and  perseverance  will  bring  us  off  victorious." 

We  fully  agree  with  Companion  Dadmun,  and  heartily  indorse  his 
views. 

Companion  Alfred  F.  Chapman,  of  Boston,  re-elected  M.  I.  Grand  Mas- 
ter ;  Companion  John  Haigh,  of  SomerviUe,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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MINNESOTA— 18V9. 

The  tenth  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  assembled  in  the 
city  of  St.  Paul,  October  18,  1879,  Companion  Geo.  W.  Cooley,  M.  L 
Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Four  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  after  briefly  reviewing  the  histoiy 
of  the  Grand  Council,  from  its  organization  in  1870  to  the  present  time, 
says:  "  During  a  portion  of  our  history,  in  common  with  other  Masonic 
bodies,  we  have  experienced  a  period  of  depression  peculiarly  incident  to 
the  Cryptic  Rite;  but  never  has  there  been  observed  any  inclination  to 
abandon  the  degrees,  or  to  unite  with  any  other  body.  Steadily  has  the 
order  continued  to  grow,  and  the  uniform  purpose  of  mind  to  uphold  and 
maintain  it,  that  exists  in  our  subordinate  bodies,  is  good  evidence  that  the 
labors  of  our  predecessors  have  not  been  in  vain. 

''  Prior  to  1876,  no  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  made,  but  at 
that  time,  and  the  two  subsequent  assemblies,  the  chairman  of  that  com- 
mittee submitted  excellent  reports,  which  were  printed  with  the  pro- 
ceedings. The  direct  result  of  that  correspondence  has  been  to  secure  for  this 
body  the  reputation  of  being  thoroughly  wide  awake,  and  warmly  attached 
to  the  Rite;  a  reputation  which  I  hope  we  will  continue  to  merit. 

*'  Such  in  brief  is  our  history,  and  considering  the  number  of  Cryptic 
wrecks  afloat  on  the  sea  of  Masonry,  with  signals  of  distress  waved  to  the 
nearest  Capitular  Craft,  I  again  congratulate  you  upon  the  lesult  of  your 
labora." 

Companion  Grove  B.  Cooley  submitted  the  report  of  Foreign  Cor- 
respondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  20  Grand  Councils  in  his  usually 
humorous  and  poetical  manner,  quoting  largely  from  M.  I.  Grand  Master 
Utley's  address,  and  inserts  in  full  our  proceedings  relative  to  merging  the 
Cryptic  degrees  with  those  of  the  Chapter,  and  closing  with  a  very  humor- 
ous poetical  summary,  which  we  should  like  to  insert  in  full,  but  time 
forbids. 

Companion  George  W.  Cooley,  of  Minneapolis,  re-elected  M.  I.  Grand 
Master;  Companion  Grove  B.  Cooley.  of  Minneapolis,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

MISSOURI— 1878. 

The  fourteenth  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
October  11,  1878,  Companion  D.  P.  Bally,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  pre- 
siding. 

Eight  Councils  represented. 

M.  I.  Grand  Master  William  R.  Penick  being  absent  on  account  of 
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sickness  in  his  family,  his  address  was  presented  and  read  by  the  Grand 
Recorder. 

He  reports  that  but  little  work  has  been  done,  and  but  little  interest 
taken  m  Council  Masonry.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  "Missis- 
sippi plan  "  has  not  met  with  the  approval  its  originators  had  expected. 
He  says,  after  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  other  Jurisdictions:  "He 
cannot  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  Mississippi  plan,  or  any  other  plan 
that  would  place  the  Royal  and  Select  degrees  in  the  Chapter,  while  the 
Chapters  confer  the  degrees  of  Past  Master  and  Most  Excellent  Master. 
If  the  General  Grand  Chapter  would  make  some  disposition  of  these  two 
degrees,  and  grant  permission  for  the  Royal  and  Select  Mastei  s  degrees 
to  be  conferred  where  they  properly  belong,  with  the  Royal  Arch,  I  would 
heartily  approve  such  a  plan. 
•  •«*«»«««*• 

In  conclusion,  Companions,  permit  me  to  express  a  hope  that  I  will 
soon  hear  that  the  Grand  Council  of  Missouri  has  decided  not  to  transfer 
the  beautiful  degrees  of  Cryptic  Masonry  to  any  other  Masonic  body,  and 
that  the  Companions  present  have  renewed  their  determination  to  redouble 
their  exertions  to  preserve  the  organization  as  it  is." 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Grand  Master's  address 
recommended  that  that  portion  referring  to  the  transferring  of  the  degrees 
be  referred  to  a  special  committee,  which  was  done,  and  the  committee 
made  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

"  Tour  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Most 
Illustrious  Grand  Master's  address  on  consolidation  of  the  Council  work 
with  that  of  the  Chapter,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  received 
information  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri  has  appointed  a  committee 
to  confer  with  a  similar  committee  of  this  body,  and  therefore  recommend 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  the  aforesaid  committee  of 
tJie  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  report  at  the  next  session  of  this  Grand 
Council." 

Companion  J.  W.  Luke  submitted  the  report  on  foreign  correspon- 
dence, and  reviewed  briefly  the  proceedings  of  seventeen  Grand  Councils, 
Michigan  for  1878  included.    In  his  closing,  he  says: 

'*  P.  S. — We  wish  we  could  have  concluded  with  the  end,  but  cannot 
forbear  a  postscript.  Throughout  our  review  we  avoided  making  any 
comments,  though  at  times  strongly  tempted  to  do  so,  and  upon  consulta- 
tion, the  committee  unanimously  determined  to  add  a  few  words,  giving 
the  ideas  which  suggested  themselves  as  we  read  and  wrote.  The  cause 
of  the  apathy  existing  in  so  many  Councils  is  attributed  in  the  greatest 
measure  to  supineness  on  the  part  of  Grand  officers.  To  some  extent 
this  is  no  doubt  the  case,  if  we  are  allowed   to  Judge  from  reading 
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addresses  year  after  year,  in  which  Grand  Masters  acknowledge  that 
they  have  been  unable  to  visit  subordinates,  for  reasons  satisfactory,  of 
course,  to  them,  but  they  hope  that  their  successors  will  do  better.  It 
seems  to  us  that  this  is  the  effect,  and  not  the  cause.  Grand  officers  and  Illus- 
trious Masters,  when  first  inducted  into  office,  are  almost  always  deter- 
termined  to  do  something  to  rouse  members  to  a  greater  interest  in  the 
Cryptic  degrees;  but,  like  all  rash  youths,  they  soon  find  that  they  over- 
rated the  task,  and  are  gradually  drawn  into  the  meshes  which  have 
bound  others  who  preceded  them.  Laxity  of  discipline  has,  no  doubt, 
contributed  solidity  to  the  contemptuous  indifference  so  prevalent,  and  if 
there  is  any  course  that  would  rouse  the  twenty-seven  sleepers,  it  would 
be  to  weed  out,  without  delay,  all  drones  from  Subordinate  Coimcils, 
strike  from  the  rolls  all  Councils  that  did  not  show  signs  of  renewed  life, 
and  if  enough  faithful  ones  were  not  found  to  form  a  CouncU,  and 
enough  Councils  to  constitute  a  Grand  Council,  let  those  that  remain 
true  consolidate  with  organizations  that  are  alive.  The  idea  of  pre- 
requisite we  do  not  favor.  It  would  be  only  making  a  gateway  which 
must  be  passed  through,  once  for  all,  and  in  a  few  years  we  should  only 
have  added  to  the  evils  we  are  now  complaining  of,  by  an  increased  num- 
ber of  dummies,  who  have  paid  their  fees  but  nothing  more  " 

Companion  D.  P.  Bailey,  of  Fulton,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 
Companion  W.  U.  Mayo,  of  St.  Louis,  elected  Grand  Recorder. 

NEW  JERSEY— 1878. 

The  twentieth  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Trenton,  Jan- 
uary 15,  1878,  M.  I.  Grand  Master  Cornelius  Vreund  presiding. 

His  address  was  principally  a  report  of  his  official  acts,  and  showed 
that  his  office  had  been  no  sinecure. 

Companion  Thos.  J.  Corson,  Grand  Recorder,  Chairman  Committee 
on  Correspondence,  reported  the  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of  twenty-eight 
Grand  Councils,  Michigan,  for  1877,  of  the  number.     But  no  report. 

Companion  George  Scott,  of  Paterson,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 
Companion  Thos.  J.  Corson,  re  elected  Grand  Recorder 

NEW  JERSEY— 1879. 

The  twenty -first  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Trenton, 
January  21,  1879,  Companion  George  Scott,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  pre- 
siding. 

Five  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 
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Grand  Master  Bcott  submitted  a  very  able  address  reporting  hid  official 
acts,  showing  rhat  he  was  alive  to  the  interests  of  Cryptic  Masonry.  He 
says: 

'*  While  we  have  not  made  very  large  gains  in  point  of  new  members, 
during  the  past  year,  still  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  we  are  in  a  healthy  and 
prosperous  condition,  considering  the  depressed  state  of  business  affairs 
throughout  the  country.  If  the  Companions  would  pay  more  attention  to 
the  selecting  of  their  officers,  and  elect  only  those  who  would  promise,  or 
that  they  were  satisfied  would  give  some  attention  to  their  Councils,  and 
do  the  work  necessary,  there  would  be  no  difficulty  in  their  Councils  meet- 
ing with  success. 


While  some  of  the  Grand  Councils  in  other  jurisdictions  have  seen  fit 
to  abandon  their  grand  Council  organizations,  and  have  transferred  the 
control  of  the  degrees  to  the  Grand  Chapters  of  their  respective  jurisdic. 
tions,  I  trust  this  Grand  Council  will  ever  uphold  the  maintenance  and 
control  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  as  a  separate  and  distinct  organization,  free 
from  any  interference  of  Capitular  Masonry.  It  will  be  time  enough  to 
take  action  when  we  ascertain  the  views  of  the  Greneral  Grand  Chapter 
when  they  meet  in  1880.    Let  us  not  take  a  leap  in  the  dark. 

' '  Companions,  you  have  upheld  Cryptic  Masonry  in  the  past — no  great 

aacrifioes  are  required  in  the  future.      In  my  correspondence  with  other 

Jurisdictions,  I  have  always  maintained  that  New  Jersey  would  never  give 

up  its  control  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  as  an  independent  organization.    I  trust 

I  shall  be  sustained  in  my  remarks  under  this  head.    Before  closing,  I  feel 

it  my  duty  to  impress  upon  you,  and  especially  upon  my  successor,  the 

necessiiy  of  working  diligently  and  faithfully  to  promote  the  interests  of 

the  Cryptic  Rite.    Let  us  determine  that  we  can  and  will  succeed,  and  the 

victory  U  half  won.    Among  the  members  ef  this  Council  we  have  some 

of  the  most  distinguished  Masons  to  be  found  anywhere,  men  who  have 

labored  long  and  faithfully.      There  are  pages  in  the  history  of  Cryptic 

Masonry  bright  with  the  records  of  our  predecessors,  pages  sacred  to  the 

memory  of  those  who  have  labored  with  us  and  gone  to  their  just  reward, 

and  with  these  records  of  the  past  spread  before  us,  stimulating  us  to 

renewed  exertion  for  the  good  of  our  Order,  and  reminding  us  of  the  labors 

and  faithfulness  of  our  departed  Companions,  let  us,  then,  labor  diligently 

to  complete  that  inner  temple  for  Gk>d's  eternal  praise,  and  be  ready  to 

sleep  in  peace,  as  the  night  cometh  when  no  man  can  work."  In  the  words 

of  the  poet: 
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"A  nooler  work  we  need  not  ..eek; 

To  weld  the  broken  links,  to  make  the  ohAin, 
As  At  the  first,  entire.     The  mystic  word  to  speak. 

That  binds  in  loving  fellowship  again 

ftt>ther  to  brother;  stays  ths  impassioned  word; 

Calms  the  fierce  billows,  erst  in  fury  stirred; 
The  friendly  deed  in  ldndlinea%  to  do; 

Covering  with  lovers  fair  mantle  many  a  stain 

And  sin  and  sear;  relieving  pain ; 
Aiding  the  needy  all  oar  life-way  through ; 

With  GK>d  our  helper,  and  our  watchword  Peace, 

Failing  and  laboring  until  labor  cease. 

And  filled  is  all  the  outline  of  the  Master's  plan. 

The  fatherhood  of  Ck)d,  the  brotherhood  of  man.'* 

We  would  like  to  quote  his  address  in  full,  which  accords  with  out 
views  and  feelings,  but  must  be  content  with  the  foregoing. 

The  Grand  Recorder,  Companion  Corson,  was  nol  able  to  be  present 
on  account  of  illness,  and  submitted  the  following  communication  (which 
proved  to  be  his  last),  which  clearly  shows  that  he  was  not  only  sound,  but 
keenly  alive  to  the  interests  of  Cryptic  Masonry : 


Trenton,  January  20th,  1879. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Grand  Council  R.  &  S.  M.  of  New  Jersey: 

Dear  B.  B.  and  iLLusTRions  Companions— For  the  first  time  in  sev- 
enteen years,  the  place  of  your  Grand  Recorder  will  be  found  vacant,  upon 
caUing  the  roll  at  their  annual  assembly.  This  is  a  most  grievous  disap- 
pointment to  the  incumbent  of  the  office;  but,  as  you  all  know,  this  absence 
from  the  post  of  duty  is  utterly  unavoidable. 

My  books  and  papers  will  be  found  so  arranged  that  my  proxy  can 
easily  understand  them. 

Allow  me,  as  one  who  feels  a  deep  interest  in  Cryptic  Masonry,  and 
particularly  in  this  Grand  Body,  to  express  an  earnest  hope  that  our  Grand 
Council  will  not  take  any  action  with  a  view  of  disbanding  as  a  distinct 
organization.  Let  us  preserve  our  life  and  our  independence,  and  let  us 
avoid  the  degradation  of  humbly  sueing  at  the  back  door  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  and  beseeching  that  Grand  body  to  take  us  in  and  wet-nurse  us 
into  a  sickly  vitality.  Better,  vastly  better,  an  honorable  death  than  a 
cowardly  surrender  of  life. 

Any  service  that  the  subscriber  can  render  towards  perpetuating  our 
organization  and  infusing  new  life  and  vigor  into  the  Rite,  will  be  most 
cheerfully  performed.  Let  us  all  do  what  we  can  towards  accomplish- 
ing this  end,  and  Council  Masonry  will  flourish  and  grow  strong  in  New 
Jersey. 
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Hoping  that  your  deliberations  and  action  at  this  annual  assembly  ma^ 
be  marked  by  that  harmony,  libeiality,  unanimity  and  devotion  to  the  rite 
which  have  cliaracterized  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Council  in  former 
years,

NORTH  CAROLINA— 1878. 

The  proceedings  for  1878  and  1870  under  one  ooYer.  The  fourteenth 
annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Norristown,  June  6,  1878.  Com- 
panion  C.  M.  Van  Orsdel,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Three  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  announced  that  it  was  unnecessary  to  submit  a  written 
communication,  as  he  had  done  nothing,  and  had  no  recommendations  to 
make. 

No  report  on  correspondence. 

Grand  Master  C.  M.  Van  Orsdel  was  re-elected.  Grand  Recorder 
Donald  W.  Bain  was  re-elected. 

NORTH  CAROLINA— 1879. 

The  fifteenth  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  town  of  Durham,  June 
4,  1870.    Companion  C.  M.  Van  Orsdel,  Grand  Master,,  presiding. 
Three  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grind  Master*s  address  was  short,  less  than  half  a  page  of  the 
printed  proceedings.  He  says:  "I  have  not  one  official  act  to  report  for 
the  year,  and  our  only  hope  is  to  keep  up  our  organization  until  the  return 
of  prosperity,  when  I  hope  to  see  Council  Masonry  revive  and  become  as 
flourishing  as  the  green  bay  tree." 

Waiting  for  something  to  turn  up. 

Alas!  poor  Y    *    *    *    *    * 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  introduced  and  unani- 
mously adopted : 

Whereas,  Council  Masonry  in  North  Carolina  seems  to  be languiihing 
and  constantly  decreasing  in  numbers;  and  whereas,  eflforts  have  been  made 
in  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  United  States 
to  consolidate  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  and  confer  them  in 
subordinate  Royal  Arch  Chapters,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  cordially  approve  of  the  intended  change,  deeming 
it  best  for  the  interests  of  Council  Masonry. 

Rciohed  further.  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  take  into 
consideration  the  propriety  of  dissolving  the  Grand  Council,  and  report 
their  views  at  the  next  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council. 

No  report  on  correspondence. 

Companion  Sidney  D.  lllen,  of  Winston,  elected  Grand  Master  ;  Com- 
panion Donald  W.  Bain,  of  Raleigh,  re  elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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PENNSYLVANIA— 1 879. 

The  thirty-third  aniiual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  of  the  Royal, 
Super  Excellent  and  Select  Masters  of  Pennsylvania  assembled  at  Bethlehem, 
February  19,  1879.  111.  Companion. Mark  Richards  Muckle,  M.  P.  Grand 
Master,  presiding. 

Eleven  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  (whose  portrait  adorns  the  frontal  page)  address  is 
a  good  effort,  but  mainly  refers  to  matters  within  that  jurisdiction.  We 
quote  from  his  address  the  following,  which  we  think  too  good  to  pass 
over:  "I  am,  however,  not  altogether  astonished  at  the  apathy  exhibited 
by  members  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  some  localities,  in  our  own  or  sister  Juris- 
diclions,  when  I  look  about  and  behold  that  entire  Grand  bodies  permit 
themselves  bodily  with  their  subordinates  to  be  engulfed  or  swallowed  by 
mergement  (union  as  they  term  it)  into  Grand  Chapters,  as  has  been  in- 
stanced in  the  cases  of  the  Grand  Councils  of  Mississippi,  Iowa,  Kentucky, 
North  Carolina,  Texas  and  others.  The  old  Keystone  Utate  stands  firmly 
opposed  to  this  action,  and  regrets  such  a  suicidal  course,  which  is  without 
a  shadow  of  right,  either  legally  or  morally  so.  With  the  same  propriety 
might  a  Grand  Lodge  make  a  union  with  a  Grand  Chapter,  or  a  Graud  Chap- 
ter merge  a  Commandery  of  Knights  Templar^  and  vice  versa, 

"  If  such  a  course  is  pursued,  we  must  sever  our  fraternal  relationship 
with  them,  and  thereby  debar  the  Companions,  who  have  been  placed  in 
the  unenviable  dilemma  spoken  of,  from  the  privilege  of  visiting  or  affiliat- 
ing with  the  Companions  of  our  jurisdiction.     As  far  back  as  the  annual 
session  of  1867,  this  Grand  Council  established  the  principle  for  its  own 
gOYemment,  *  that  the  great  good  which  Cryptic  Masonry  is  accomplishing 
by  preserving  the  true  and  legitimate  landmarks  of  ancient  Craft  Masonry, 
will  forever  eradicate  the  idea  of  disbanding  or  surrendering  her  power  and 
authority  to  any  other  body  of  Masons.'     We  should  feel  grateful  at  the 
success  which  has  attended  the  Grand  (council  of  PennsylvaDia,  from  its 
re-organization  in  1854  until  the  present  time;  working  in  grandest  harmony 
and  without  the  least  discordant  element  in  its  composition,  free  from  all 
indebtedness,  and  blessed  with  an  amply  filled  treasury,  more  than  adequate 
for  all  necessary  purposes.     To  this  happy  condition  of  a£fairs,  I  have  been 
an   eye  witness,  and  an  active  participant  upon  the  floor  of  the  Grand 
Council  for  twenty-one  years,  and,  therefore,  speak  from  actual  observa- 
tion. 

"Our  present  prosperous  condition  has,  no  doubt,  been  in  a  great 
meaflure  the  happy  result  of  a  scarceness  of  the  inordinate,  ill-advised,  and 
neck-breaking  race,  ambition  for  office,  which  characterizes  all  the  other 
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branches  of  Masoniy;  the  Grand  Council  having  but  four  Grand  Masters  to 
preside  over  its  deliberations  daring  the  past  twenty-four  years." 

Companion  Charles  E.  Meyer  submitted  a  concise,  complete  and  full 
report  on  correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  nineteen  Grand 
Councils,  ours  for  1878  of  the  number. 

The  introductory  to  his  report  is  of  too  great  length  to  insert  in  full, 
but  we  cannot  forbear  quoting  a  few  extracts: 

"  What  we  may  have  to  say  on  the  subject,  we  intend  to  speak  as 
plainly  and  unmistakably  as  possible,  denying  any  intention  of  wounding 
the  feelings  of  any  of  the  Illustrious  Companions  who  may  not  think  as 
we  think.  It  has  been  claimed  that  Cr3rptic  Masonry  derived  its  life  from 
Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and,  therefore,  they  have  the  right  to  take 
again  what  they  gave.  It  can  be  proven  beyond  a  doubt  that  the  CouneU 
degrees  never  did  belong  to  or  were  in  any  way  lawfully  connected  with 
Capitular  Masonry.  In  one  or  two  instances  only  a  Chapter  may  have 
appropriated  them,  but  never  with  any  shadow  of  right." 

'*  The  merging  or  surrendering  of  the  degrees  of  the  Council  to  the 
Chapter  is  not  a  new  question.  It  was  discussed  ably  and  with  much 
warmth  in  1850,  when  the  matter  was  further  advanced  than  it  is  or  can  be 
to-day.  The  subject  was  then  brought  before  the  Ckneral  Grand  Chapter 
at  its  meeting  in  Boston,  Mass.,  when,  on  motion  of  Companion  Horace 
Goodwin,  of  Connecticut,  the  following  was  adopted: 

"  Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  l^appointed  tg  inquire  into  the  expedi- 
ency of  forming  a  General  Grand  Council  for  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters' 
degrees  in  the  United  States. 

' '  At  the  same  session,  the  following  report  was  made : 

"Companion  Stevenson,  of  North  Carolina,  from  the  Committee  on 
Royal  and  Select  Masters'  decrees,  reported  verbally  that,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  committee,  it  is  inexpeaient  for  this  General  Grand  Chapter  to  take 
any  action  on  the  subject  of  forming  a  General  Grand  Council  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters;  which  report  was  adopted." 

In  1858,  at  the  triennial  session  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  subject  of  the  degrees 
of  Royal  and  Select  Master,  commonly  called  Cryptic  Masonry,  who,  after 
a  careful  examination  and  due  deliberation,  made  a  full  and  concise  report, 
together  with  the  following  resolutions,  as  expressive  of  their  conclusions, 
for  the  consideration  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  which  was  adopted: 

"  Be»olved,  That  this  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  governing 
bodies  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  affiliated  with  and  holding  jurisdiction 
under  it,  have  no  rightful  jurisdiction  or  control  over  the  degrees  of  Royal 
and  Select  Master. 

**  Resolved,  That  this  General  Grand  Chapter  will  hereafter  entertain 
no  question  or  matter  growing  out  of  the  government  or  working  of  those 
degrees  while  in  their  present  position." 
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For  a  more  extended  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter,  see  address  of  M.  I.  Grand  Master  Utley,  our  proceedings  of  1879, 

pages  23,  24  and  25. 

"We  are  satisfied  that  Cryptic  Masonry  is  not  declining,  as  some 
would  have  us  believe.  A  careful  study  of  the  proceedings  reviewed  will 
reveal  the  fact  that  Cryptic  Masonry  has  not  decreased  in  as  large  a  ratio 
as  Blue  or  Capitular  Masonry.  More  interest  is  being  manifested  by  the 
friends  of  the  cause.  In  nearly  every  case  the  returns  are  regularly  made, 
and  the  dues  and  fees  honestly  paid.  There  is  as  bright  a  future  before 
it  as  for  the  Craft,  or  Capitular  or  Chivalric  Masonry,  and  that  without 
the  intercession  of  any  other  organization." 

Companion  Mark  Richards  Muckle,  of  Philadelphia,  re-elected  M.  P. 

Grand  Master;  Companion  Charles  E.  Meyer,  of  Philadelphia,  re-elected 

Grand  Recorder. 

VERMONT— 1879. 

The  twenty-sixth  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in 
the  city  of  Burlington,  June  10,  1879,  Companion  Albert  Conklin  Hubbell, 
M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Eighteen  subordinate  Councils  repre- 
sented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  very  excellent  address.     He  does  not 

mince  matters,  but  speaks  plain  and  to  the  point.     He  says : 

**1  should  be  recreant  to  my  irust  and  most  certainly  to  my  own 
feelings  were  I  to  fail  of  calling  the  earnest  attention  of  this  Grand  body 
to  the  question  of  all-absorbing  interest  to  Cryptic  Masons  at  the  present 
time,  viz.,  'The  Mississippi  Plan,'  and  how  shall  Royal  and  Select  Masons 
made  under  that  arrangement  be  received  by  Companions  of  the  Crypt. 
Five  States,  Mississippi,  Iowa,    Wisconsin,  Illinois  and  Kentucky,  have 
disbanded  their  Grand  Councils  and  turned  the  degrees  over  to  the  Chap- 
ter; and  six  others,  Arkansas,  California,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina, 
Missouri  and  Nebraska,  have  taken  the  preliminary  steps  to  do  the  same 
thing.    But  in  most  if  not  all  the  last  named  States  they  propose,  before 
the  final  consummation  of  their  un-Masonic  consolidation  schemes,  to  wait 
and  see  what  action  the  General  Grand  Chapter  will  take  in  the  premises. 
They  admit  that  under  the  present  Constitution  of   the  General  Grand 
Chapter  it  cannot  be  done,  or  if  done  such  action  would  be  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  that  Constitution.     Many  of  the  adherents  of  the  '  New 
Oeparture,'  however,  flatter  themselves  that  the  General  Grand  Chapter 
-will  make  the  necessary  amendments  to  its  Constitution  to  allow  it  to  be 
done.     In  this  we  think  they  will  be  disappointed..    I  do  not  believe  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  will  for  a  moment  tolerate  their  medley  of  work, 
but  will  stop  further  innovations  and  unwarrantable  assumptions  of  juris. 
dictioni  and  will  restore  the  landmarks  set  up  by  our  fathers,  but  which 
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have  beeD  diflregarded  and  set  at  naught  by  these  Ck>inpaiiioii6.  And  I 
venture  the  assertion  that  if  the  Most  Illustrious  Companions  of  these 
defunct  Grand  Councils  had  given  as  much  time  and  thought  to  their  sub- 
ordinate Councils  as  they  gave  to  this  '  consolidation '  plan,  they  would 
to-day  be  in  a  happy  and  flourishing  condition.  I  recommend  that  the 
representatives  of  these  defunct  Grand  Councils  be  excused  from  further 
attendance  upon  this  Grand  Council  as  such.  I  also  recommend  the 
adoption  of  a  resolution  denying  to  all  persons  who  receive  the  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  degrees  by  communication  on  the  '  Mississippi  plan,' 
or  in  any  other  manner  than  in  a  regularly  constituted  Council  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters,  duly  chartered  by  a  GrandjCouncil  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters,  any  recognition  as  Cryptic  Masons,  and  that  the  doors  of  our 
Secret  Vaulta  in  Vermont  be  closed  against  them.  We  perhaps  can  never 
(.xpect  to  be  us  large  as  the  Chapter  or  Lodge,  nor  shall  we  ever  rival  them, 
but  we  are  doing  about  as  well,  and  we  have  no  cause  to  be  discouraged, 
having  made  a  net  gain  in  membership  of  seventy-nine  last  year.  I  trust 
we  have  nearly  passed  through  this  period  of  depression  and  a  reaction 
will  soon  set  in.  At  all  events  our  future  must  depend  upon  ourselves. 
It  is  useless  to  pass  resolutions  or  present  memorials,  but  let  us  put  our 
own  shoulders  to  the  wheel,  and  develop  ourselves.  If  we  do  this^  there 
need  be  no  fear  as  to  the  result.  We  now  number  over  80,000  Cryptic 
Masons,  therefore  let  us  stop  begging  and  support  ourselves.  This  Grand 
Council  has  managed  to  exist  for  twenty-six  years  since  the  re-organiza- 
tion, and  I  have  confidence  to  believe  she  can  live  a  few  years  longer; 
therefore,  my  Companions,  shall  we  for  a  moment  tolerate  the  thought  of 
entering  into  this  uiiholy  alliance  f  Shall  we  be  among  the  faithless  ones  to 
cry  unto  the  Chapter  to  "  save  us  or  we  perish  ?"  No,  most  emphatically 
no.  Now  I  earnestly  entreat  of  this  Grand  body  to  give  forth  no  uncertain 
sound  to-day  upon  these  important  and  vital  questions.  Let  your  clarion 
tones  reverberate  not  only  through  the  arches  of  our  beloved  jurisdiction, 
but  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  fair  land,  that  Vermont  is 
not  recreant  to  her  trust,  but  the  legacy  bequeathed  to  us  and  made  sacred 
and  holy  by  the  prayers  and  benediction  of  our  fathers  shall  be  guarded  as 
the  apple  of  our  eye,  and  by  us  transmitted  to  our  posterity  without  the 
taint  of  treason  and  without  spot  or  blemish." 

Good,  better,  best !  Had  we  more  of  the  same  spirit  we  would  not 
see  so  many  languid,  laggard,  weak-kneed  jurisdictions  sleeping. 

The  committee  on  the  address  heartily  commends  the  suggestions 
embodied  in  the  address,  and  to  his  arduous  duties  attributed'  the  increased 
zeal  manifested  throughout  the  Grand  Jurisdiction,  and  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 
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Re^ohed,  That  as  the  Grand  Council  of  Vermont  has  heretofore  stood 
firm  in  its  position  as  a  separate  and  distinct  organization  from  the  Grand 
Chapter,  and  has  sustained  itself  with  an  honorable  record,  we  think  the 
action  of  the  aforesaid  Grand  Councils  premature  and  unjustified  by  pre- 
cedent or  necessity,  and  we  hereby  refuse  to  recognize  as  genuine  any 
person  who  obtains  his  degrees  in  any  but  a  regular  Council,  duly  char- 
tered. 

We  desire  to  endorse  most  heartily  the  expression  of  the  M.  Ill .  Grand 
Ifaster  in  relation  to  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  officers 
of  subordinate  Councils,  and  we  believe  with  him  that  "  whatsoever  man 
soweth  that  shall  he  also  reap,"  and  those  Councils  whose  officers  per- 
form their  duties  best  will  reap  the  greatest  benefits. 

Companion  Wm.  H.  S.  Whitcomb  submitted  the  report  on  Foreign 
Correspondence — a  concise,  healthy,  pointed  and  able  review  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  eighteen  Grand  Councils,  including  Michigan  for  1879.    He 
speaks  of  our  book  being  the  largest  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Councils,  and  quotes  freely  from  Grand  Master  Utley's  address  as  meeting 
bis  views  fully.     He  also  says  of  Grand  Master  Utley's  report  on  Foreign 
Correspondence:     "How  is  a  fellow  going  to  review  such  a  report  in 
eleven  lines  ?*'  and  says  it  reminds  him  of  an  incident  in  his  own  life. 
Once  upon  a  time,  many  years  ago,  he  thought  he  could  play  "  checkers." 
and  challenged  everybody  to  play,  until  he  struck  upon  a  stranger  who 
was  willing  to  play  a  game  or  two  for  fun.     He's  never  played  checkers 
ainoe.     He  does  not  say  he  will  never  write  another  report,  but  he  sees 
what  a  report  can  be  made  with  time  and  money,  and  says  he  cannot  drop 
the  report  without  saying  that  it  fills  his  idea  of  what  a  report  should  1>e. 
No,  Companion  Whitcomb,  don't  give  up  the  ship;  we  should  be  very 
florry  to  lose  your  yearly  reportb,  even  if  they  do  not  cover  100  pages.    We 
ali^rays  look  forward  with  great  pleasure  to  the  receipt  of  them,  for  they 
are  always  full  of  good  things. 

We  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  Companion  Grand  Recorder  Whit- 
comb at  our  office  in  May  last,  and  regret  much  that  we  had  not  more  time 
with  him.  But  as  he  says  he  wished  to  see  if  it  would  do  to  come  ber« 
a^ain  in  August  next,  we  hope  and  trust  we  did  not  so  frighten  him  that 
he  iirill  not  come.    We  shall  be  happy  to  meet  you  again — come. 

In  conclusion,  he  says : 

•*  •  Would  it  were  worthier.' 

'*  The  flitting  years  remin  I  us  of  the  fact  that  soon  our  work  will  be 

done.     Shall  we,  who  are  in  the  |  prime  of  life,  work  with  the  vigor  and 

determination  worthy  of  '  Royal  and  Select  Masters,'  or  shall  our  record 

w^hen  made  up,  show  that  we  considered  the  title  an  empty,  unmeaning 

nttme  ?     '  Quit  you  like  men,'  should  ring  in  our  ears  and   nerve  our 

hmnciS'  for  if  we  are  not  unmindful  of  our  duty,  we  shall  hear  above  the 
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din  and  stir  of  money-making  the  tread  of  that  grand  army  of  freedom 
and  temperance  and  justice  that  this  nineteenth  century  is  marshaling  on 
all  the  fields  of  the  world,  whose  banners  are  white,  whose  watchword  is 
charity,  and  whose  victory  is  as  certain  as  that  the  Lord  God  Omnipotent 
reigneth." 

**  *  Go  forth,  oar  Brothers,  ttrong  in  God's  stglit, 
Truth  Is  your  armor,  freedom  your  right. 
Meet  error's  legions,  put  them  to  flight 
Go  where  oppreaelon  binds  her  chain, 
Bid  the  down  trodden  rise  again, 
Say  unto  evil,  God's  right  shall  reign.'  "

Companion  Alfred  Conklin  Hubbell,  of  Burlington,  was  re-elected 
M.  HI.  Grand  Master.  Companion  William  H.  8.  Whitcomb,  of  Burling- 
ton, was  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

MAINE— 1879. 

We  received  a  circular  from  the  Grand  Recorder  saying  the  Grand 
Council  was  held  May  10,  1879. 

Companion  John  d.  Derby,  of  Saco,  was  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 
Companion  Ira  Berry,  of  Portland,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

We  understand  the  proceedings  have  been  published,  but  regret  we 
have  not  received  them  in  time  for  review.  We  always  get  good  things 
from  the  proceedings  of  Maine. 

RHODE  ISLAND— Circular. 

The  nineteenth  annual  assembly  assembled  at  Providence,  March  10, 
1879. 

Companion  Amos  A.  Perr}'  was  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master;  Compan- 
ion Wm.  R.  Greene,  of  Providence,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

It  was  decided  not  to  print  the  proceedings  this  year. 

LOUISIANA— 1879. 

We  received  from  Grand  Recorder  Richard  Lambert  a  curcular  stating 
that  the  proceedings  for  1879  were  not  to  be  printed.  But  he  sent  us  the 
e.\cellent  and  interesting  address  of  M.  I.  Grand  Master  George  J.  Pinkard. 
from  which,  it  being  so  much  in  accordance  with  our  own  views,  we  can- 
not resist  quotmg  extenoively.     In  openiug,  he  says: 

•  •  Illustrious  Companions  :  Our  ever-gracious  and  over-ruling  Grand 
Maoter  again  permits  us  to  assemble  in  Grand  Council;  again  to  exchange 
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fraternal  greetings  with  each  other:  again  to  review  the  past,  and  take 
counsel  together  for  the  future.  Let  us  offer  up  a  tribute  of  praise  and 
thanksgiving,  that  whilst  the  destroying  angel  has  so  lately  swept  over  our 
Southern  lands,  carrying  desolation  into  every  household  and  leaving  be- 
hind a  listless  torpor— weighing  so  heavily  on  our  hearts— -so  many  of  us 
are  spared  to  meet  on  this,  our  twenty-fourth  annual  assembly.  And  at  the 
outset  let  us  for  a  moment  recall  the  day;*  of  August,  September  and  Octo- 
ber last — there  is  a  mournful  sweetness  in  recurring  to  the  solemnities  of 
those  days  of  woe — when  the  mourners  were  seen  about  the  streets,  and  the 
sad  processions,  in  long  array  were  seen  wending  their  never-ceasing  way 
to  the  cities  of  the  dead — and  the  anxious  inquiry  of  who  next  t  was  the 
continued  and  repeated  interrogatory — when  our  brethren  of  stroni^  and 
robust  constitutions  were  taking  up  their  homes  in  the  silent  cities,  after  a 
brief  but  terrible  struggle,  and  our  children  and  consorts,  too  fra'zile  for  a 
protracted  struggle,  meekly  succumbing  to  the  all-pervading  influence  of  the 
fell  destroyer.  Alas,  who  is  there  amongst  us  who  has  not  been  a  daily 
witness  to  the  heroic  efforts  put  forth  by  the  most  delicate  and  fairest  of 
our  homes;  and  who  in  turn  have  laid  themselves  down,  and  amid  the 
pangs  of  dissolution,  with  upraised  hands  to  heaven,  and  with  the  last  ex 
piring  effort  of  reason,  have  exclaimed,  "  My  Father  and  my  God."  Oh  ! 
could  we  for  an  instant,  for  a  single  moment  only,  tear  aside  the  veil  which 
divides  the  temporal  from  the  spiritual,  how  would  our  hearts  take  comfort 
as  we  beheld  the  happy  re-union  of  departed  friends  in  the  glorious  land  of 
immortality.  But  it  may  not  be;  then  with  a  dropping  tear  and  a  sympa 
thetic  sigh  pass  we  on  to  the  consideration  of  topics  more  immediately 
affecting  our  temporal  Brotherhood." 

Again,  in  regard  to  the  general  outlook,  he  says: 

"  Since  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Grand  Councils  of  Wisconsin  and 
Iowa  have  dissolved  and  retired  to  what  is  termed  the  bosom  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  making  in  all  six  Grand  Councils  of  which  I  am  officially  in- 
formed. 

"  In  most  of  these.  Grand  Councils  the  action  looking  to  a  disband ment 
appears  to  have  been  brought  about,  or  originated,  from  the  Grand  East. 
And  we  have  this  peculiar  Masonic  phenomenon  presented  for  our  consid- 
eration :  The  Grand  Master,  having  solemnly  sworn  to  support  and  uphold 
the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Council  of  his  jurisdiction,  taking  immediate 
steps  to  destroy  it!  In  some  instances,  the  very  committees  have  had  their 
reports  in  readiness  before  the  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council,  the  whole 
matter  cut  and  dried  as  it  were. 

"  In  our  perusal  of  the  various  addresses  from  the  East  of  these  dis 
banding  Councils,  we  have  endeavored  in  vain  to  find  some  reasonable 
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ground  for  the  proposed  dissolution,  and  are  constrained  to  admit  we  find 
nothing  but  vague  generalities.  One  Grand  Master  asserts  it  is  because  be 
has  nothing  to  do.  Another  hopes  to  pile  up  a  large  sum  of  money  for  the 
benefit  of  the  bereaved  and  desolate,  and  make  the  Masonic  institution 
"  what  U  ought  to  be,**  and  thatjpeace  and  perfect  stagnation  prevail  through- 
out the  jurisdiction.  Peace  and  perfect  stagnation  prevail;  an  excellent 
reason  certainly  for  the  displacement  of  a  Grand  Master  so  reporting.  A 
Grand  Master  that  can  find  nothing  to  dot  Why,  if  we  could  command  the 
time,  there  is  not  a  day  in  the  whole  MasoniCiterm  we  could  not  employ 
from  four  to  six  hours  in  attending  to  the  duties  of  the  ofiSce.  Is  it  all,  that 
there  are  no  disturbing  elements  to  coerce  or  reconcile  ?  Is  it  all,  that  no 
complicated  questions  of  Masonic  jurisprudence  are  presented  for  the  con- 
sideration of  the  Grand  Master  ?  Is  it  all,  that  no  new  Councils  are  to  be 
organized  ?    No  dispensations  to  issue  ? 

"  Verily,  we  look  upon  these  duties,  important  and  onerous  as  they 
may  be,  as  but  trifles  in  comparison  with  those  higher  duties  which  claim 
the  consideration  of  the  Grand  Master.  Why.  is  there  no  influence  the 
Grand  Master  can  exert  from  his  high  ofllcial  station  ?  No  sympathy  that 
can  be  extended  to  the  bereaved  and  suffering  ?  No  words  of  cheer  to  the 
disconsolate,  or  of  encouragement  to  the  afflicted  ?  Is  there  no  charm  in 
the  literature  of  our  writers  sufficient  to  claim  an  hour's  consideration  ? 
No  suggestions  that  can  be  made  ?  No  intercourse  with  our  sister  jurisdic- 
tions to  be  maintained  ?  When  we  can  find  there  is  none  of  these  high  and 
holy  duties  to  fulfil,  when  our  aspirations  have  sunk  to  this  dead  level, 
when  we  can  see  no  charm,  can  feel  no  thrill  of  joyous  emotion  in  the  per- 
formance of  these  high  duties — then,  indeed,  will  we  acknowledge  that 
' '  peaet  and  perfect  gtagnation  "  prevail  throughout  our  grand  jurisdiction. 

"  Peace  and  perfect  stagnation  prevail,  and  the  fiat  goes  forth,  and  the 
Grand  Council,  with  its  constituents  numbering  from  ten  to  forty  or  fifty, 
close  their  labors. 

"  Peace  and  perfect  stagnation  prevail,  and  the  Grand  Master's  ofiice 
is  a  perfect  sinecure! 

**  Peace  and  perfect  stagnation  prevail  !  And  ever  will  prevail,  where 
Giblumites  such  as  these  prevail,  who  can  find  "nothing  to  do." 

In  conclusion: 

CoMPANiOKB— In  our  report  we  have  endeavored  to  lay  before  you  a 
synopsis  of  the  proceedings  of  our  sister  Grand  Councils  the  past  year. 
We  have  carefully  read  all  the  proceedings  we  have  received  at  this  time 
and  extracted  such  portions  as  we  think  will  show  to  the  Royal  and  Select 
of  Michigan  the  condition  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  throughout  the  several 
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Grand  Jurisdictions.  Owing  to  the  financial  depression  throughout  the 
*whole  country,  the  increase  in  membership  has  not  been  as  large  as  here 
tofore.  But  we  think  it  is  not  more  so  than  in  all  other  grades  of  Masonry. 
We  see  no  reason  to  be  discouraged ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  from  the  corres- 
pondence herewith  laid  before  you.  a  strong  determination  to  preserve 
inTiolate  the  organizations  of  the  Grand  Councils,  and  firmly  believe  that 
the  action  taken  by  our  late  sister  Grand  Councils  in  relation  to  consoli- 
dation with  the  Chapter  .wiirsooner  or  later  have  to  be  retracted.  As  Com- 
panion  William  W.  Austin,  of  Indiana,  in  his  closing  remarks,  says:  "If 
tlie  Cryptic  craft  must  sink,  U  t  Michigan  stand  with  Indiana  and  nail  our 
flags  to  the  mast  and  be  the  last  the  waves  shall  close  over.  *'

The  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  David  Woodward,  then  delivered 
the  following 

ADDRESS. 

Companions  of  the  Grand  Council  : 

To  the  history  of  Freemasonry  antiquity  lends  a  charm. 
The  meditative  Mason  loves  to  dwell  upon  what  bears  the 
impress  of  ages  long  gone  by.  A  charm  lingers  around  aged 
Masonic  emblems.  The  pine  through  whose  branches  have 
whistled  the  winds  of  a  thousand  bleak  winters,  the  mountain 
whose  bald  summit  has  warded  off  the  thunderbolts  of  untold 
ages,  are  each  monuments  of  enduring  time.  Is  it  strange, 
then,  that  the  Mason  should  read  the  history  of  Freemasonry 
with  emotions,  that  he  should  reverence  the  Order  the  better 
for  being  ancient,  and  render  an  homage  more  devotional  on 
that  account  ?  Had  it  been  worthless  it  would  long  since  have 
passea  away.  Things  worthless  do  not  triumph  age  after  age 
over  all  the  opposition  of  power  that  the  ingenuity  of  man  can 
bring  to  bear  upon  them.  When  we  follow  back  the  foot-prints 
of  time,  we  find  many  of  the  eminent  men  ©f  former  days  the 
living  monuments  of  the  teachings  of  Freemasonry.  St.  John 
the  Baptist  and  St.  John  the  Evangelist  were  eminent  Christian 
patrons  of  Masonry,  with  King  Solomon,  Zerubbabel,  Abraham 
and  Moses,  with  many  others  worthy  of  profound  admiration. 
Although  handed  down  from  generation  to  generation,  Free- 
masonry is  still  the  same.  With  49  Grand  Lodges,  nearly 
10,000  Lodges;  31)  Grand  Chapters,  with  nearly  2,000  Chapters 
and  109,000  R.  A.  M.;  25  Grand  Councils,  439  Councils,  with 
20,000  members.  We  of  Michigan  hold  the  Cryptic  Rite 
especially  sacred,  while  we  regret  that  some  of  our  sister  juris- 
dictions have  fallen  out  of  the  beaten  track. 

OUR   DEAD. 

Since  last  we  met  it  has  pleased  the  Great  Creator  to  re- 
move from  our  midst  here  on  earth  to  a  state  of  endless  dura- 
tion two  Companions,  members  of  this  Grand  Council.  William 
Brown,  on  September  23.    This  beloved  and  honored  Companion 
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died  at  his  home  in  the  city  of  Battle  Creek,  aged  68  years. 
He  was  made  a  Mason  in  Detroit  Lodge,  No.  2,  July  27,  1847; 
was  dimitted  and  assisted  in  forming  Battle  Creek  Lodge,  of 
which  he  was  Master  two  years.  After  moving  to  Battle  Creek 
he  filled  nearly  all  the  responsible  offices  in  their  Masonic  body. 
He  was  elected  T.  L  G.  P.  of  this  Grand  Council,  January  1, 
1873,  and  re-elected  January  19,  1874.  He  was  elected  G.  H. 
P.  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan  January  19,  1876,  all  of 
which  positions  he  filled  with  credit  to  himself  an  I  honor  to  the 
Fraternity. 

Companion  E.  A.  Elliott  died  in  the  City  of  Detroit,  No- 
vember 15.  He  has  filled  the  high  position  of  T.  L  G.  P.  of  this 
Grand  Council;  also,  for  several  years.  Grand  Treasurer  of  this 
Grand  body. 

I  recommend  such  action  be  taken  by  the  Grand  Council 
in  res^ard  to  their  memory  as  you  in  your  wisdom  may  see  fit. 

OFFICIAL. 

January  20,  I  issued  dispensation  to  Hiram  Council,  No.  14, 
to  elect  and  install  its  officers. 

January  21,1  issued  dispensation  to  St.  Joseph  Council,  No. 
44,  to  elect  and  install  its  officers. 

February  5,  I  wrote  Blanchard  Council,  No.  34,  enquiring 
why  they  had  not  made  returns  to  the  Grand  Council  since  1877. 
Receiving  no  reply,  I  called  on  the  D.  L,  March  24,  and  learned 
from  him  that  it  had  been  impossible  to  get  a  quorum  together, 
bat  would  make  an  effort  to  do  so.  December  4,  I  again  wrote 
tbetn,  requesting  them  to  give  notice  and  try  to  hold  their  an- 
nual election.  This  was  a  failure.  I  then  made  them  an  official 
visit  January  5,  1881;  found  them  past  resurrection.  Not  only 
the  Council,  but  the  Chapter  and  Lodge  were  neither  in  condi- 
tion to  pay  dues  to  their  respective  Grand  bodies  and  probably 
will  surrender  their  charters.  I  arrested  their  charter  and  have 
placed  it,  together  with  their  records,  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Recorder. 

February  20,  I  received  the  bond  of  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
approved  the  same  and  forwarded  it  to  the  Grand  Recorder. 
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Soon  after  receiving  the  Proceedings  of  last  year,  I  wrote 
the  several  Coancils  reporting  no  retarns,  and  am  pleased  to  state 
that  several  of  them  made  the  following  reply:  '*  We  did  make 
retnrns  and  hold  the  Grand  Recorder's  receipt  for  money  paid, 
and  trust  you  will  hear  from  us  next  year."  To  those  Councils 
I  would  say,  if  you  will  send  your  returns  to  the  Grand  Recorder 
in  time  to  have  them  arranged  and  come  before  the  Committee 
on  Credentials  you  will  not  stand  marked  "  no  returns."  Three 
Rivers,  No.  1,  promised  to  make  an  effort.  Hiram,  No.  14, 
made  no  reply.  Genesee,  No.  17,  wrote  me  December  15,  that 
they  had  not  done  any  business  for  three  years  and  thought  it 
useless  to  try.  On  receipt  of  this  communication,  I  wrote  Illus- 
trious Companion  James  H.  Cummins,  Grand  Conductor,  re- 
questing him  to  visit  them  at  his  earliest  convenience  and,  at  his 
discretion,  set  them  at  work  or  arrest  their  charter. 

December  24, 1  received  the  following  from  T.  I.  M.,  E.  M. 
Adams:  "  Most  Illustrious  Sir — Referring  to  your  favor  of  the 
16th  inst.,  last  evening  was  our  regular  annual  meeting;  we  held 
our  election,  collected  some  back  dues  and  have  the  promise  of 
more,  so  that  we  shall  be  able  to  pay  up  arrearages  to  the  Grand 
Council  and  get  on  a  sound  footing  again.  If  you  will  have 
blanks  for  three  years  returns  sent  to  W.  J.  Fitch,  Recorder,  we 
will  attend  to  the  matter  at  once."  I  wrote  the  Grand  Recorder 
to  forward  the  necessary  blanks. 

The  following  day  I  received  a  communication  from  Com- 
panion Cummins,  informing  me  that  he  had  twice  visited  Gen- 
essee  Council,  reported  their  action,  and,  further,  they  hopefully 
expected  they  would  again  be  received  into  the  fold  of  R.  &  S. 
M.  of  Michigan.  For  prompt  action  and  the  result.  Compan- 
ion Cummins  is  hereby  tendered  my  official  thanks. 

King  Solomon,  No.  25,  under  date  of  January  10,  report 
they  will  make  returns.

I  have  noted  the  delinquents  in  detail  that  my  successor 
may  have  time  to  look  them  up. 

December  21,  I  granted  Monroe  Council,  No.  1,  permission 
to  move  from  Masonic  Hall  on  Jefferson  avenue  to  Masonic 
Temple  on  Congress  street. 

December  27,  I  issued  dispensation  to  Reading  Council, 
No.  31,  to  elect  and  install  its  officers. 

December  80, 1  issued  dispensation  to  Tyre  Council,  No.  10, 
to  elect  and  install  its  officers. 

Companions — The  past  year,  occurring  our  Presidential 
election,  our  attention  has  been  largely  drawn  from  Cryptic 
Masonry.  So  far  as  I  can  ascertain,  but  a  small  amount  of  work 
has  been  done.  During  the  forepart  of  the  Masonic  year  I 
made  the  request  of  a  number  of  Councils  to  inform  me  when 
they  would  have  work,  and  I  would  meet  with  them.  They  now 
inform  me  that  they  have  not  done  the  work. 

August  25,  I  visited  Monroe  Council,  No.  1,  at  Detroit  ?.nd 
saw  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  conferred  on  sev- 
eral candidates.     The  officers  of  No.  1  are  skilled  workmen. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  appointed  the  following  lUus- 
tnous  Companions  as  representatives  of  this  Grand  Council: 

Illustrious  Companion  John  Woolverton,  M.  D.,  near  the 
Grand  Council  of  New  Jersey;  Illustrious  Companion  John 
Carlovitz.  near  the  Grand  Council  of  Florida;  Illustrious  Com- 
panion George  W.  Cooley,  near  the  Grand  Council  of  Minnesota; 
and  Illustrious  Companion  J.  W.  Chamberlin,  near  the  Grand 
Council  of  Ohio. 

During  the  year  no  official  questions  have  been  asked.  This 
of  itself  shows  that  Cryptic  Masonry  is  in  the  hands  of  intel- 
ligent Companions,  who  are  well  skilled  in  the  mysterious  work 
of  the  S.  V. 

I  will  now  present  to  you  the  proceedings  of  the  Conven- 
tion of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  held  in  the  City  of  Detroit, 
August  23,  24  and  25,  1880: 
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CIRCULAR. 


To  the  M.'.  ni.'.  Grand  Masters  of  Grand  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters: 

The  Convention  of  Royal  and  Select  Masons,  held  in  Buffalo  in  1877, 
adjourned  to  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  President. 

I  have  been  requested  by  Most  111.  George  W.  Cooley,  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Council  of  Minnesota,  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  his 
Grand  Council,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  1880. 

Concurring  in  his  views,  I  hereby  give  notice  that  a  meeting  of  that 
Convention  will  be  held  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  on  the  twenty-third  day  of 
Au^st,  A.  D.  1880,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

It  is  earnestly  desired  that  all  the  Grand  Councils  be  represented.  If 
no  session  of  any  Grand  Council  is  to  be  held  before  that  date,  it  is  desired 
that  the  Grand  Master  will  take  measures  to  be  represented ;  this  can  prop- 
erly be  done,  as  the  purpose  of  the  Convention  is  consultation,  and  its  ac- 
tion only  advisory. 

That  we  have  arrived  at  a  most  important  era  in  the  history  of  Cryptic 
Masonry  is  evident  from  the  situation.  The  degrees  are  now  conferred  in 
four  different  ways. 

1.  In  Chapters,  as  a  Part  of  the  Reoul.ar  Series  op  Degrees. 

In  this  class  are  Virginia  and  West  Virginia,  where  the  degrees  are  con- 
ferred before  the  Royal  Arch,  the  order  being  Mark  Master,  Past  Master, 
Most  Excellent  Master,  Royal  Master,  Select  Master  and  Royal  Arch.  A 
Grand  Council  was  formed  in  Virginia  in  1820,  which,  yielding  to  a  claim 
based  upon  a  gross  error,  in  1841  surrendered  the  degrees  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  and  dissolved. 

2.  In  Councils  Appurtenant  to  Chapters,  but  Otherwise  In- 
dependent OF  Them. 

In  this  class  is  Texas,  whose  Grand  Council  was  dissolved  in  1864; 
since  that  time  the  degrees  have  been  conferred  in  Councils  of  a  quasi 
voluntary  character,  claiming  to  be  held  under  the  authority  of  a  Chapter 
warrant,  but  entirely  separate  from  the  Chapter  itself,  without  control  by 
any  Grand  body. 

3.  In  Councils  Appurtenant  to  Chapters,  and  Under  the  Con- 
trol AND  Authority  of  Grand  Chapters. 

In  this  class  are  Arkansas,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Mississippi,  Nebraska, 
South  Carolina  and  Wisconsin.  These  Grand  Councils  have  formally  dis- 
solved, but,  previous  to  their  dissolution,  they  surrendered  the  degrees  (so 
far  as  they  had  the  power)  to  their  several  Grand  Chapters,  which  accepted 
the  trust  and  are  now  undertaking  to  confer  and  control  the  degrees. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Illinois,  in  like  manner,  voted  to  surrender  the 
degrees  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  but  still  claims  to  be  in  existence. 
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Measures,  looking  ultimately  to  the  same  end,  but  not  fully  consum- 
mated, have  been  taken  by  the  Grand  Councils  of  California,  Missouri  and 
North  Carolina. 

I  understand  that  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nevada  (where  there  has  never 
been  a  Grand  Council)  contemplates  authorizing  its  Chapters  to  confer 
these  degrees  in  "appurtenant  Councils,"  and  the  same  thing  is  favored  in 
Oregon;  by  whose  "surrender"  they  propose  to  obtain  this  authority  I  am 
not  advised. 

Several  of  these  Grand  Chapters  are  awaiting  the  action  of  the  General 
Grand  Chapter,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  an  effort  will  be  made  at  its  next 
Convocation  to  adopt  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  offered  by  our 
Mississippi  Companions,  and  now  pending,  and  thus,  by  endorsing  what  is 
known  as  the  "Mississippi  Plan,"  at^gume  control  of  the  Cryptic  degrees. 

4.     In  Councils,  Under  the  Jurisdiction  of  Grand  Councils. 

In  this  class  are  Alabama,  Connecticut,  Florida,  Georgia,  Indiana, 
Kansas.  Louisiana,  Maine.  Maryland.  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota, 
New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Rhode 
Island/.Tennessee  and  Vermont,  in  the  United  States,  and  £ngland,  Ontario 
and  New  Brunswick  abroad. 

This  unparalleled  confusion  in  the  entire  polity  of  the  Rite,  and  neces- 
sary conflict  even  in  the  rituals  of  the  different  jurisdictions,  peremptorily 
call  for  action  to  secure  uniformity,  or  for  the  entire  abandonment  of  the 
degrees,  by  the  existing  Grand  Councils. 

Experience  shows  that  united  action  can  be  secured  only  by  general 
consultation,  and  a  Convention  is  the  only  method  of  having  tl^at. 

The  more  important  questions  growing  out  of  the  situation  are  the 
following : 

1.  Shall  the  Grand  Council  system  of  organization  be  continued?  If 
not,  shall  the  degrees  be  abandoned,  or  the  "Mississippi  Plan"  adopted? 

2.  If  the  Grand  Council  system  is  to  be  continued,  what  measures  (if 
any)-shall  be  taken  to  prevent  a  conflict  between  the  Grand  Councils  and 
the  General  Grand  Chapter? 

3.  What  rule  shall  be  adopted  as  to  the  stahia  of  those  who  receive  the 
degrees  in  Chapters,  as  well  as  of  those  who  have  received  the  degrees  in 
regular  Councils,  but  have  assisted  in  conferring  the  degrees  in  other 
bodies,  or  been  present  when  they  were  thus  conferred? 

4.  What  rule  ought  to  be  adopted  in  relation  to  the  jurisdiction  in 
States,  etc..  in  which  no  regular  Grand  Council  exists? 

The  enumeration  of  these  questions,  of  course,  in  no  manner  precludes 
tbe  consideration  of  others. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  comparatively  brief  time  during  which 
a  Convention  can  remain  in  session  does  not  give  opportunity  for  work  by 
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committees  upon  subjects  under  consideration,  and  the  necessity  of  com- 
mittee work,  to  secure  proper  action  by  any  deliberative  body,  is  univers- 
ally acknowledged;  indeed  it  may  be  safely  said  that  the  action  of  the  last 
two  Conventions  failed  to  exert  its  due  influence  in  consequence  of  the  fail 
ure  to  prepare  in  advance  measures  for  consideration. 

To  obviate  the  danger  of  ill-considered  action,  I  take  the  liberty  of 
designating  Companions  to  prepare,  and  have  ready  for  presentation  at  the 
opening  of  the  Convention,  reports  upon  the  four  questions  above  stated, 
for  the  consideration  of  the  C/onvention,  with  resolutions  embodying  such 
action  as  they  shall  recommend  should  be  taken  in  relation  thereto: 


1  .—Geo.  M.  Osgoodby,  Buffalo,  New  York. 
Geo.  W.  Cooley,  Minneapolis,  Minnesota. 
William  W.  Austin,  Richmond,  Indiana. 

2. — Edward  S.  Dana,  New  Haven,  Vermont. 
Geo  L.  McCahan,  Baltimore,  Maryland. 
William  Wallace  Lee,  West  Meriden,  Conn. 

3.— Charles  E.  Meyer,  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
Geo.  J.  PiNCKARD,  New  Orleans,  La. 
Hugh  McCurdy,  Corunna,  Michigan. 

4  —William  M.  Cunningham,  Newark,  Ohio. 
John  S.  Derby,  Saco,  Maine. 
John  Haiqh,  Somerville,  Mass. 

Inasmuch  as  no  provision  has  been  made,  for  the  expenses  of  the  meet- 
ings of  committees,  I  t^ust  the  Companions  will  al  once  proceed,  by  corres 
pondence,  to  interchange  views,  and  prepare  reports  upon  the  subject  com- 
mitted to  them;  there  is  ample  time  for  that  purpose. 

I  hope,  also,  no  one  of  the  Companions  will  ask  to  be  excused  because 
he  may  not  be  a  member  of  the  Convention,  or  not  able  to  attend  it,  inas- 
much as  the  committees  above  announced  are  not  committees  of  the  Conven- 
tion, but  of  my  oum,  to  assist  me  in  presenting  to  the  Convention  matters  for 
its  action.  And  if  any  of  the  Companions  prefer,  they  may  submit  their 
report  to  me,  and  I  will  have  it  presented  to  the  Convention  by  the  presid- 
ing officer.  It  would  aid  very  materially,  however,  in  the  deliberations  of 
the  Convention  if  each  committee  would  print  its  report  and  circulate 
copies  in  advance  of  the  meeting. 

Seasonable  notice  will  be  given  in  what  hall  the  Convention  will  meet. 
Only  Companions  from  jurisdictions  in  which  a  regular  Grand  Council 
exists  will  be  admitted  to  participate  in  the  Convention,  until  it  shall  other- 
wise order. 
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Companions,  the  time  has  come  for  decisive  and  final  action  in  one 
direction  or  another;  let  us,  therefore,  come  together  and  consult  freely, 
deliberate  fully  and  act  wisely,  to  the  end  that  when  wc  separate  the  united 
approval  of  our  several  Grand  Councils  shall  crown  our  efforts,  and  the 
future  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  he  irrevocably  settled.

Drummond,  of  Maine,  a  number  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters 
assembled  at  the  Masonic  Hall,  in  the  City  of  Detroit,  Michigan, 
on  Monday  evening,  August  23,  1880,  Anno  Dep.,  2880;  M.  lil. 
Companion  Josiah  H.  Drummond  acting  as  Chairman. 

On  motion,  George  Van  Vliet  was  chosen  as  Secretary. 
On  motion  of  Comp.  O.  A.  B.  Senter,  of  Ohio,  a  committee 
of  three  on  credentials  was  appointed,  the  committee  consisting 
of  Comps.  Orestes  A.  B.  Senter,  of  Ohio;  George  P.  Cleaves,  of 
Kew  Hampshire;  and  Garra  B.  Noble,  of  Michigan. 

The   Committee  on  Credentials   submitted    the    following 
report  : 

That  the  several  Grand  Councils  were  represented  by  the  Companions 
hereinafter  named,  which  report  was  received  and  accepted,  and  the  com 
mittee  continued  during  the  session.

Comp.  George  W.  Cooley,  of  Minnesota,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing, which  was,  on  motion,  received,  accepted  and  ordered 
printed  with  the  proceedings. 

Hr.  Pkebidbnt  akd  CoMPAniONB: 

When  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  State  of 
Minnesota,  at  ita  last  assembly,  passed  a  resolution  instructing  its  chief 
ofBcer  to  request  our  President  to  issue  a  call  for  another  convention  of 
Cryptic  Masons,  it  did  so  with  the  belief  that  from  the  represcDiations 
made  to  it  the  Order  would  be  greatly  benefitted  by  an  assembly  held  at 
this  time. 

For  many  years  we  have  been  conlcsting  the  so-called  Mississippi  plui. 
among  whose  advocates  we  read  the  names  of  those  from  whom  we  had  a 
fight  to  eipect  earnest  and  hearty  co-operation  in  our  work;  and  their  fail- 
ure to  support  us  has  resulted  in  the  loss  of  about  one-fourth  of  our  Grand 
Councils  and  the  demoralization  of  several  more. 
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Nor  has  the  evil  stopped  here;  the  influeiice  of  their  action  has  been 
f«lt  aod  observed  in  juriadictioDS  whose  Grand  Couocils  have  been  earo- 
wtly  engaged  in  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the  Order,  and  in  maaj 
States  a  few  discontented  CompanionB  have  started  a  Diovement,  which, 
but  for  the  determined  stand  taken  b;  others,  would  have  resulted  in  add- 
ing more  names  to  the  list  of  sleeping  sentinels,  or,  at  least,  liave  lesBened 
ihe  force  which  it  now  becomes  our  duty  tq  hurl  against  any  and  M 
opposition  to  the  maintenance  of  our  rigbis  and  our  privileges  as  Cryptic 
Masons, 

We  not  only  ask  that  our  position  as  an  independent  Order  shall  be 
recognized  by  other  branches  of  Masonry,  but  it  is  our  duly  to  demand  that 
we,  and  we  alone,  shall  have  full  and  supreme  control  of  all  that  pertains 
to  the  degrees  of  Royal,  Select  and  Super  Eicellent  Masonry,  a  right  that 
we  have  earned  by  years  of  patient  toil  in  the  secret  vault,  a  right  legitim- 
ately acquired  from  Scottish  Masonry,  and  a  right  that  we  propose  to  main- 
tain Just  as  long  as  a  few  Jurisdictions  that  I  might  mention  will  stand  side 
by  aide  with  the  Qrand  Council  of  Minnesota. 

I  do  not  apprehend  that  any  other  State  will  endeavor  to  follow  the 
advocacy  of  the  merging  scheme;  I  do  not  l>elieve  that  Ibese  who  have  the 
subject  under  consideration  will  ever  act  upon  it  to  our  detriment;  nor  do 
I  believe  that  the  leading  spirits  in  Capitular  Masonry  will  consent  to  re- 
ceive among  them  Maaons  who  so  quickly  desert  tbeir  post  of  duty,  or  that 
they  will  become  willing  tools  in  the  bands  of  men  who  arc  so  anxious  to 
shift  the  responsibility  of  supporting  so  many  grand  bodies,  whose  "  oxcea- 
sive  multiplication"  has  given  them  such  uneasiness. 

The  subjects  to  be  brought  forward  tor  our  consideration  at  tiiis  time 
(ire  few,  but  involve  points  of  vital  interest.  The  action  of  some  Qrand 
Couocils  in  disbanding  has  thrown  into  our  midst  Companions  to  whom 
we  owe  a  duty  as  Masons,  and  yet  who  owe  to  us  ao  nllegiancu  which  lliey 
cannot  as  reailily  absolve  themnelves  from  as  did  the  Couurilsof  which 
they  were  mcnil)ers.  Peculiar  cases  will  continue  to  arise,  and  go  >d  policy 
requires  that  the  action  of  this  Conveotiou  shall  be  such  ns  to  render  strict 
MasoDic  justi(«,  tempered  with  brotherly  love.  Already  in  ihi'  Jurisdiction 
from  which  I  bail,  iis  well  as  several  others,  questious  biive  arisen  regarding 
the  status  of  certain  Companions  of  uncertain  standing,  which  questions 
have  bei'U  readily  disposed  of.  and  the  report  of  the  commiltec  to  whom 
w»fl  refened  such  matters  will  be  looked  forwanl  to  with  great  interest 

As  an  opponent  of  the  Mississippi  plan,  I  pledge  the  Qrand  Council 
of  Minnesota  to  any  action,  consistent  with  our  obligations  and  our  duty, 
Uiat  has  for  its  aim  the  perpetuation  of  ('ryptic  Masonry,  and  I  may  add 
tbat  as  long  as  three  subordinate  Councils  exist  in  that  Slate  the  pledge 
sh&ll  be  kept. 
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To  STiTue  tbe  queatioo  of  our  sole  and  exclusive  right  to  these  de^ren 
>uld.  Id  view  of  the  reports  soon  to  be  preeealed,  be  superfluous.  We 
t  now  in  rightful  posaesslon  of  them,  and  under  no  clrciunBtaiices  should 
>  listen  to  tmy  proposition  having  for  its  aim  their  Burrender  to  any  other 

Since  my  connection  with  the  Order  1  have  observed  in  many  Jurisdic 
>nH,  and  especially  in  Mune,  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  a  persisleni 
d  groning  determination  to  hold,  by  all  the  force  at  command,  those 
[lits  to  wbicli  we  honestly  Itelieve  we  are  entitled,  and  never  to  surrender 
em  either  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter  or  to  the  subordinate  Grand 
lapiers. 

Cryptic  Masonry,  liaving  passed  its  lowest  ebb,  is  not  now  on  the  de- 
ne; Grand  Councils  are  not  disbanding  on  account  of  Unancial  failure. 

Is  New  York  unable  to  maintain  au  organization?  Is  Pennsylvaois! 
aine?     Minnesota? 

Florida,  with  a  Qnmd  Master  who  bad  some  energy  and  delermiDS- 
in,  placed  the  weakest  of  our  sisters  on  a  firm  and  substantial  basis.

On  calling  the  roll,  the  representatives  of  seventeen  Grand 
Councils  wertj  found  to  be  present. 

On  motion,  Comps.  John  D.  Caldwell,  of  Ohio;  Benjamin 
F.  Moore,  of  Georgia;  and  Benjamin  F.  Halter,  of  Tennessee, 
were  accorded  the  privilege  of  being  present  and  participating 
in  our  deliberations. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were  read  and  approved. 

On  motion  of  Comp.  Wm.  D.  Wadsworth,  of  Alabama,  all 
committees  appointed  by  Comp.  Josiah  H.  Drummond  prior  to 
the  opening  of  this  Convention  were  coptinued  as  permanent 
committees  of  this  Convention. 

Comp.  Geo.  W.  Cooley,  of  Minnesota,  from  the  special 
committee  of  Jive,  to  consider  the  advisability  of  forming  a 
General  Grand  Council,  presented  the  following  report: 

To  the  Convention  of  Grand  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  now  in  Session: 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  the  advisa- 
bility of  organizing  a  General  Grand  Council,  respectfully  report: 

That  having  given  the  subject  that  consideration  to  wliich  its  import- 
ance entitles  it,  we  recommend  for  your  adoption  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  it  is  advisable  to 
organize  a  General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  for  the 
United  States  of  America ;  and  having  been  instructed  to  prepare  and  present 
a  constitution  in  the  event  of  our  favorably  considering  such  question,  we 
desire  to  offer  herewith  the  following  as  a  proposed  constitution  for  the 
consideration  of  this  convention : 

Whereas,  At  a  Convention  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  assembled  in 
the  City  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  this  24th  day  of  August,  1880,  it  is  considered 
expedient,  for  the  welfare  and  perpetuation  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  and  the 
proper  government  of  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  that  a  General 
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OrttDd  Council  be  organized  tor  the  United  States  of  A-merica,  therefore, 
we  do  crdnin  and  e»tublish.  subject  to  the  approval  of  and  ratification  by 
our  respective  Grand  ('uuiiciis,  or  of  a  iDHjority  of  them,  the  following 


C()NSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE  I. 
Section  1.    Thi^  body  sliall  be  known  as  the  General  Grand  Council 
of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Skc.  2.    The  General  Grand  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  foUow- 

infc  officers :

Grand  Principal  (Conductors  of  tlie  Work;  nil  Most  Illustrious  Grand 
Masters,  Deputy  Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Principal  Conductors  of  the 
Work,  or  their  proxies;  all  Past  Moat  Dlustiious  Masters  of  the  several  con- 
stituent Grand  Councils;  and  the  first  three  ofBcers  of  every  Council,  under 
the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  General  Grand  Council,  or  their  proxies 
which  officers  of  said  constituent  Councils  shall,  collectively,  have  one 
vote. 

Sec.  3.  On  all  <)Ucstions  to  be  decided  by  the  General  Grand  Council, 
each  State  Grand  (.'oundl  shall  be  entitled  to  three  voles,  by  its  representa- 
tive or  representatives.  The  General  Grand  officers,  when  present,  shall 
each  have  one  vote,  but  no  member  of  the  General  Grand  ('ouncJl  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  as  proxy  when  the  Companion  giving  the  proxy  is  present. 

Sec.  4.  The  officers  of  the  Gleneral  Grand  Council  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  and  installed  at  each  triennial  assembly,  except  the  General  Grand 
Chaplain  and  General  Grand  Sentinel,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Master  at  the  commencement  of  each  stated  assembly,  and  shall 
tiold  their  offices  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  installed. 
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Sec.  5.    The' duties  of  the  officers  of  this  General  Grand  CouDcil  shall 
be  such  as  are  appropriate  to  their  several  stations. 

Sec.  6.  The  stated  assemblies  of  the  (General  Grand  Council  shall  be 
held  triennially,  at  such  date  and  place  as  it  shall  determine.  Provided, 
that  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Grand  Master,  or,  in  case  of  his  in- 
ability, then  of  the  Senior  Grand  officer,  there  shall  be  danger  to  life  and 
health,  from  sickness  or  other  local  cause,  by  any  meeting  being  held  at  the 
time  appointed,  he  may  change  such  meeting  to  some  other  time  and  place> 
and  in  the  event  of  such  change  being  made,  he  shall  immediately  notify 
the  (General  Grand  Recorder  thereof,  who  shall  forthwith  notify  the  other 
officers  and  members  in  such  manner  as  he  may  deem  best  calculated  to 
effect  the  desired  object. 

Sbc.  7.  The  General  Grand  Master  and  Greneral  Grand  Deputy  Master 
shall  have  authority  to  call  a  special  assembly  of  the  General  Grand  Coun- 
cil whenever  they  consider  it  expedient  or  necessary,  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  do  so  when  properly  requested  by  a  majority  of  the  Grand  Coun- 
cils, of  which  four  months'  notice  shall  be  given  of  the  time  and  place  of 
meeting. 

Sec.  8.  A  quorum  of  the  General  Grand  Council  shall  consist  of  the 
representatives  of  three  Grand  Councils. 

Sec.  9.  The  General  Grand  Council  shall  watch  over  and  protect  the 
interests  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  the  States,  districts  or  Territories  which 
recognize  its  jurisdiction,  and  where  there  is  no  Grand  Council  regularly 
established,  and  shall  settle  all  difficulties  which  may  arise  and  be  referred 
to  it,  and  shall  give  such  advice  and  instruction  as  may  seem  most  con- 
ducive to  the  peace,  advancement  and  perpetuation  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in 
its  original  integrity. 

Sec.  10.  The  General  Grand  Master,  or,  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act, 
the  General  Grand  Deputy  Master,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  grant 
dispensations  for  new  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  in  any  State, 
District  or  Territory  in  which  there  is  not  a  Grand  Council  regularly  estab- 
lished  and  working  independently  of  any  other  Masonic  body;  such  dis- 
pensation in  no  case  to  extend  beyond  the  time  of  the  next  stated  assembly 
of  the  General  Grand  Council,  but  no  new  Council  shall  be  established  in 
any  State,  District  or  Territory  where  there  is  a  regalar  Council  within  a 
reasonable  distance,  without  the  consent  of  the  Council  nearest  the  place 
where  such  new  Council  is  proposed  to  be  located ;  and  he  shall  immedi- 
ately notify  the  General  Grand  Recorder  of  such  dispensation,  and  make 
report  of  the  same  at  the  next  triennial  assembly  of  the  General  Grand 
Council,  when  the  General  Grand  Council  may  grant  said  Council  a 
charter. 
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Sbc;,  11.  The  fees  For  granting  a  dispeiiBHtion  shall  1m!  Iwenty-flve 
dollnrs.  and  every  ('ouDcil  holden  by  (tiepeziwitiou  or  charter  from  this 
body,  shall  pny  Itito  the  tivasury  oF  the  Ocni^al  Qrand  Council  (hu  sum  of 
one  dollar  tor  each  Companion  greeted  therein,  and  flfly  cents  aaDiiHlly  for 
each  member,  uatll  such  time  aa  a  Gruod  CouDcil  shall  be  regularly  estab- 
lished in  the  Slate,  Diatrict  or  Territory  iu  which  such  Council  is  located. 

The  General  Grand  Recorder  stiall  he  paid  by  the  (wlitionera  Jioe 
dollars  for  his  services  in  granting  a  Charter.  The  fees  in  the  several 
Councils  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  the  UeuemI  Qrand  ('ouneil. 
for  conferring  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master,  and  the  appendant 
degree  of  Super  Excellent  Master,  shall  not  he  less  than  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  13.  Whenever  there  shall  be  th  re  Councils  regularly  instituted 
in  any  State,  District  or  Territory,  a  Grand  Council  may  be  established  so 
soon  as  convenience  and  propriety  may  dictate. 

Sec.  13.  Kach  Grand  Council  constituent  of  this  General  Grand 
body  shall  pay  to  the  lioneral  Grand  Recorder,  annually,  the  sum  of  fifty 
cents  for  each  chartered  Council  under  its  jurisdiction. 

The  Grand  Recorder  'if  each  Grand  Council  shall  be  required  to  trans. 
mit  to  the  General  Grand  Recorder  an  official  notice  of  the  election  of  its 
Grand  officers  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  also  transmit  to  the  lien- 
eral  Grand  liccorder  siit  copies  of  their  proceedings  as  soon  as  the  same  are 
printed. 

Ssc.  14.  Every  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  must  have  a 
charter  or  dispensation  from  the  General  Grand  Council,  or  from  some 
llrand  Council  working  iudepeiiduntly  of  any  other  branch  of  Masonry, 
and  no  Council  shall  be  deemed  le^al  without  such  dispensation  or  charter, 
and  Masonic  communication,  both  public  and  private,  is  hereby  inter- 
dicted and  forbidden  between  any  C  lUncil  or  any  member  of  it,  and  any 
(,'ouacil  or  A.asemhly  that  may  Ik  so  illegally  formed,  opened  or  holden 
-without  such  Charter,  or  any  perijon  assumed  to  be  received  or  greeted 
therein. 

ARTICLE  II. 
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S«c.  15.  A  Council  of  Riiyal  and  Select  Masters,  under  the  immedi- 
ate jurisdiction  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  shall  consist  of  the  following 
officers:  Thrice  Illustrious  Master.  Right  Illustrious  Deputy  Master,  Illus- 
trious Principal  t'onductor  of  the  Work,  Treasurer,  Recorder,  Captwn  of 
the  Guard,  Conductor  of  the  Council.  Steward,  Sentinel,  and  as  many 
members  as  may  be  convenient  for  working  together. 

8bc.  le.  Every  Council  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this 
Qeneral  Grand  ('ouneil  shall  annually  make  a  return  to  Uie  General  Grand 
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Becorder  of  their  name,  number,  location  and  time  of  stated  meetings, 
with  a  list  of  officers  and  members,  degrees  conferred,  compamons  ad- 
mitted, died,  suspended  or  expelled,  in  accordance  with  a  form  fumiahed 
from  the  office  of  the  General  Grand  Recorder. 

Sbc.  17.  Every  Couucil  under  dispensation  from  this  General  Grand 
Council  shall,  at  the  close  of  its  period,  return  to  the  General  Grand  He- 
corder  its  dispensation  and  its  records. 

ARTICLE  III. 

Skc.  18.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  stated  assembly 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Grand  (-ouncils  represented. 

Sec  .  19.  This  Constitution  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  when  it 
shall  be  ratified  by  nine  (9)  Grand  Councils. 

Sec.  20.  Nothing  contained  in  this  Constitution  shall  be  construed  to 
derogate  from  the  right  or  authority  of  any  Grand  Council  which  may  not 
determine  to  become  a  con^titutent  of  this  General  Grand  Council. 

Sec.  21.  Whenever  this  Constitution  shall  be  ratified  and  accepted 
by  any  Grand  Council,  its  Grand  Recorder  shall  immediately  notify  the 
General  Grand  Recorder  of  such  action,  and  whenever  nine  Grand  Coun- 
cils shall  have  so  ratified  and  accepted  it,  the  General  Grand  Recorder  shall 
notify  all  the  Grand  C/Ouncils  and  the  officers  of  this  General  Grand  Coun- 
cil, who  shall  thereupon  assume  their  duties  as  such.

On  motion,  it  was  decided  that  in  acting  upon  the  report  of 
said  "committee  of  five"  on  the  advisability  of  forming  a  Gen- 
eral Grand  Council,  as  well  as  the  constitution  presented,  ecLch 
Grand  Council  represented  shall  have  but  one  vote. 

On  motion,  the  report  of  said  committee  was  laid  upon  the 
table  for  the  present. 

Comp.  Geo.  M.  Osi^oodby,  of  New  York,  from  the  special 
comtuittee  on  tlie  first  question  proposed  by  M.  III.  Joalah  H. 
Druramond,  of  Maine,  in  his  call  for  this  coavention,  presented 
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the  following  report,  which  was  received,  and  their  reooraraen- 
datioiis  ndopted: 

To  the  Katlonal  CoDTenllon  of  Royal  tuid  Select  Hwtera  or  the  United  Stales : 

YoUT  commiitee  named  by  tlie  M.  III.  PretiidcDt  of  this  cocvention,  in 
the  CBll  issued  to  the  several  loyal  Grand  CouuciU  of  tlie  United  Slates,  and 
to  whom  was  assigned  the  consideration  of  the  following  proposition  set 
forth  in  such  call:. 

"  Shalt  the  Grand  Council  system  of  organization  l>e  continued?  If 
not.  sbal!  the  degrees  be  abandoned,  or  the  '  Afississippi  Piun  '  adopted?" 
would  respectfully  and  fraternally  report: 

Your  committee  have  with  great  interest  anil  labor,  since  the  question 
of  merging  the  Cryptic  with  the  Capitular  degrees  was  proposcil.  carefully 
made  a  study  nf  the  subjects  of  the  ancient  landmarks  governing  the  con 
terring  and  ownei-ship  of  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master:  and  as 
the  result  of  such  examination  have  satisBed  themselves  that  the  degrees 
never  have  been  the  property  of  the  Royal  Arch  Chapters,  cither  General, 
Grand  or  Subordinate. 

We'  And  that  there  was  a  regular  (;ouncil  in  the  year  1809.  in  the  (Jity 
of  New  York,  assuming  to  control  these  degrees,  and  to  confer  the  same. 
This  Council  afterwards  became  the  starting  pi^nt,  or  beginning  of  the 
Grand  Ooiincii  of  the  Slate  of  New  York,  the  organization  uf  this  Grand 
Council  relating  back  to  1609.  by  the  cession  of  this  early  Council  of  that 
year;  and  it  is  claimed  by  some,  and  the  proof  appears  to  be  iodlspulable, 
from  records  in  the  archives  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York,  that  this 
Council  was  in  fact  instituted  in  1807,  (instead  of  1U09)  and  we  refer  to  such 
proofs,  staled  by  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  New  York  in  his  aildress  to  the 
Qrand  Chapter  in  1850.  This  Council  was  institute*!  under  authority  of  the 
Grand  Consistory. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Connecticut  was  organized  in  1819:  that  of 
Georgiainl825:  that  of  Massachusetts  [n  1836,  and  .10  on;  hut  it  is  unneces- 
sary to  stale  the  dates  of  organizatiou  of  others,  for  those  we  have  stated 
are  sufficient  to  show  the  earlier  organizations. 

The  degrees  of  Hoyal  and  Select  Master  are  in  the  lawful  custody  of 
the  Grand  Councils  of  the  several  States,  and  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee they  cannot  be  preserved  in  their  original  purity  and  beauty,  and 
the  imporiant  lessons  by  them  inculcated,  be  peri>etuaied,  by  being  con- 
ferred as  side  degrees,  or  as  appendant  to  an  entirely  diflerent  brauch  of 
Masonry,  to  which  they  are  superior  in  rank. 
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We  have,  therefore,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  Grand  Council 
system  of  organization  should  be  continued ;  that  the  degrees  shall  not  be 
abandoned,  nor  should  the  "  Mississippi  Plan  "  be  adopted. 

Which  conclusion  we  recommend  be  adopted  by  this  convention  of 
Royal  and  Select  Masters.

J08IAH  H.  DRUMMOND,  Esq., 

President  of  the  National  Convention  of  R.  and  S.  M. 

M.  III.  Comp.  : — In  reply  to  your  circular  of  March  10, 1880,  the  com- 
mittee consisting  of  Comps.  Chailes  E.  Meyer,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Geo. 
J.  Pinckarci,  of  New  Orleans,  La.,  and  Hugh  McCurdy,  of  Corunna,  Mich., 
beg  leave  to  report.    The  question  submitted  to  them  was: 

"3.  What  rule  shalUbe  adopted  as  to  the  status  of  those  who  receive 
the  degree  in  Chapters,  as  well  as  of  those  who  have  received  the  degrees  in 
regular  ('ouncils,  but  have  assisted  in  conferring  the  degrees  in  other  bodies, 
or  been  present  when  they  were  thus  conferred?  " 

And  it  was  requested  that  answer  be  made  in  time  to  present  to  the 
convention  to  be  held  in  Detroit,  Mich,,  on  the  23d  of  August,  1880. 

Tlie  early  history  of  the  Council  degrees  is  well  known  to  you.  It  is 
not  necessary'  to  discuss  the  origin  or  working  up  to  this  time.  Sufficient  it 
is  for  us  that  they  are  so  entirely  different  from  the  other  degrees,  or  sys 
tems,  or  rites  of  Masonry,  as  to  have  nothing  in  their  ritual  that  can  be 
taken  and  used  by  the  other  degrees  without  destroying  them.  While  in  so 
many  particulars  they  are  without  any  similarity,  yet  there  is  one  point 
common  lo  all  degrees  in  Masonry,  and  that  is  the  obligation  of  secrecy. 
The  old  charges  say  that  a  Mason  is  obliged,  etc.,  etc.,  to  obey  the  mora 
law.  The  violation  of  an  obligation  is  a  violation  of  t  he  moral  law.  In 
every  degr6e  of  Masonry  the  same  charge  is  given  to  keep  inviolate  its 
secrets,  as  particularly  from  the  brother  of  lower  degree  as  from  the 
profane.  These  are  certain  particulars  in  which  we  all  agree.  It  cannot 
be  denied  that  every  Cryptic  or  Council  Mason  has  obligated  himself  not 
to  be  present  at  the  conferring  of  the  degrees  except  in  the  body  of  a  law- 
fully warranted  and  duly  constituted  Council.    Conferred  outside  of  a 
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lawfully  warranted  and  duly  conatUuted  Council  it  is  done  clandeEtinely. 
and  there  is  no  healing  that  ban  mahe  aucb  a  clandestioe  regular,  and  he 
cannot  be  recognized  in  anj  maoDer  or  form  whatever.  One  so  made  is 
shunned  bj  all  good  Masons,  aod  the  finger  of  warning  and  contempt  ia 
continually  pointing  at  him.  and  with  like  abhorenue  the  true  brother  lool(s 
upon  all  those  who  in  any  manner  or  form  whatever  assUts  at  the  clandes- 
tine making.  If  such  are  the  feelings  engendered  at  the  action  of  a  cum- 
panion,  what  must  be  the  feelings  toward  a  Grand  Council  or  Grand 
('hapter  that  sanctiohs  the  conferring  of  degrees  over  which  Uiey  have  no 
control  whatever?  Grand  Chapters  can  lawfully  know  nothing  of  a  higher 
degree  than  is  recogDized  by  the  fundamental  principles  which  declare  the 
Royal  Arch  the  summit  and  perfection  of  Ancient  (.'raft  Hasonry,  A 
Grand  Council  is  merely  one  of  a  number  of  ciistodiana  or  trustees  having 
in  charge  these  degrees,  it  is  only  the  agent  entrusted  with  that  in  which 
each  and  every  Grand  Council  is  a  part  owner.  If  all  were  In  cease  to 
work,  and  lay  down  the  trowel,  and  desert  the  secret  vault — yet  all  are 
bound  by  their  obligations  as  sacred  as  any  taken,  and  they  cannot  reveal 
or  mnke  public  these  degrees  unlawfully,  except  at  their  own  peril — they 
would  be  and  are  forsworn,  and  leaving  the  work  leave  behind  them 
broken  promises  and  violated  vows,  and  are  guilty  of  gross  unmasonic 
conduct 

It  becomes  those  who  are  strong  in  the  faith  to  stand  upon  guard  and 
place  upon  record  a  declaration  of  what  is  right  and  proper,  just  and 
honorable,  and  masonic.    Thus  believing,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  degrees  of  Cryptic  .Masonry,  vi/.,  the  Royal  and 
Select  Hasters.  can  only  be  conferred  in  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Mus- 
ters, working  under  regular  Grand  Councib  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters. 

Bemlvkd,  That  no  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  can  law- 
fully confer  or  cause  to  be  conferred,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  of  the 
degrees  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  commonly  known  ns  the   Royal  and  Select 

Bkbolvkd,  That  all  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  have  received  the  degrees 
of  Royal  and  Select  Master  by  the  aolliority.  direct  or  indirect,  of  Cliapters 
or  Grand  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  shall  he  and  are  regarded  as 
clandestinely  made  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  who  cannot,  in  any  manner, 
he  rei^euized  or  admitted  into  any  lawful  ('ouncil  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters. 

Resolved,  Tliat  any  Royal  and  Select  Master,  made  under  lawful 
authority,  who  shall  be  present  and  aid  or  assist,  directly  or  indirectly,  in 
tbe  conferring  of  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters'  degrees  outside  of  a  regu- 
larly warranted  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  duly  warranted  by  a 
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Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  shall  be  guilty  of  anmasonic 
conduct,  and  is  liable  to  expulsion  from  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
Cryptic  Masonry. 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  to  each 
Grand  Council,  with  the  request  that  they  take  action  upon  and  adopt  the 
same,  and  that  copies  be  also  sent  to  the  several  Grand  Chapters  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons.

The  committee  on  the  second  and  fourth  questions  pro- 
pounded by  the  President,  were  discharged  and  relieved  from 
the  further  consideration  of  the  subjects  therein  contained. 
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On  motion,  the  election  of  provisional  officers  for  the  Pro- 
visional Qoneral  Grand  Council  was  proceeded  with,  with  the 
following  result:

On  motion,  the  Provisional  General  Grand  Recorder  was 
requested  to  procnre  the  proceedings  of  the  conventions  held  in 
the  cities  of  New  York,  New  Orleans  and  Buffalo,  and  have 
them  printed. 

On  motion,  it  was  resolved,  thai  the  thanks  of  this  conven- 
tion, being  eminently  due,  are  hereby  tendered  to  Comps.  Josiah 
H.  Dnimmond,  George  J.  Pinckard,  and  George  Van  Vliet,  for 
the  valuable  services  rendered  this  convention. 

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  this  convention  were  tendered  to 
the  companions  of  the  City  of  Detroit,  for  the  courtesies 
extended  to  us  at  this  time. 

On  motion,  the  convention  then  adjourned,  subject  to  the 
call  of  the  Provisional  M.  P.  General  Grand  Master,  as  pre- 
viously provided  for,

Companions,  this  provisional  General  Grand  Council  was 
not  organized  by  unanimous  consent,  as  many  of  the  represen- 
tatives said  it  was  entirely  new  to  them  and  would  take  no  part 
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in  it  or  the  organization  until  their  individual  Grand  Conncils 
had  been  consulted — Michigan  among  the  number. 

The  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  adopt- 
ed the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Grand  Chapter  has  no  jurisdiction  over 
the  degrees  of  Royal  Masters  and  Select  Masters,  and  that  it  is  inexpedient 
for  the  General  Grand  Chapter  to  take  any  action  concerning  them. 

Signed  by  the  committee. 

Companions,  as  loyal  subjects,  this  does  not  personally  in- 
terest us;  yet,  let  us  put  forth  our  united  supplications  for  the 
benefit  of  our  sister  jurisdictions  who  are  now  slumbering,  and 
may  soon  be  found  sleeping  at  their  posts. 

On  the  13th  day  of  January,  1858,  there  assembled  at  Ma- 
sonic  Hall,  in  the  (^^ity   of  Detroit,  by  their  delegates,  three 
Councils  and  organized  the  present  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  of  the  State  of  Michigan.     By  industry  and  rigid 
economy  we  have,  from  this  nucleous  of  three  Councils,  steadily 
advanced    until   our   number  has   reached    fifty  Councils.     On 
examining  our  printed  proceedings  you  will  find  a  very  limited 
amount  of  legislation  has  been  required.     Peace  and  harmony 
has  universally  prevailed.     Will   you  continue  to  legislate  for 
yourselves,  or  will  you  delegate  that  power  to  three  or  more 
Grand    Councils  assembled   in   General  Grand   Council?     Can 
Maine,    Vermont   and   Massachusetts   legislate   for   California, 
Louisiana  and  North  Carolina  as  well  as  each  individual   State 
for  themselves?     Will  any  of  our  sister  jurisdictions  whahave 
gone  outside  the  fold   for  want  of  support  and  conferred  the 
degrees  free,  return  and  do  work  at   $10?     Our  numbers  have 
increased  slowly  for  the  past  three  years.     Many  useless  blocks 
have  been  hove  over  among  the  rubbish  and  replaced  by  others 
that  would  stand  the  test  of  the  overseer's  square. 

Cryptic  Masonry  in  our  jurisdiction  is  in  a  healthy  state. 
The  old  maxim,  "let  well  enough  alone,"  is  safe.  Give  the 
subject  your  careful  consideration. 

Should  you,  in  your  wisdom,  see  fit  to  ratify  the  action  of 
the  convention,  you  will,  in  justice  to  the  General  Grand  Coun- 
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cil,  appropriate  five  dollars  towards  the  necessary  expenses  of 
printiDg,  etc.,  and  forward  the  same  to  IliuBtrioiiB  Companion 
Greoi^e  W.  Cooley,  G.  G.  Recorder  of  the  General  Grand 
Conncil.  . 

Permit  me.  Companions,  to  return  to  you  my  sincere  thanks 
for  the  distinguished  honor  conferred  upon  me  at  our  last  an- 
nual as»embly,  also  to  many  of  you  for  the  assistance  rendered 
during  the  year  now  about  to  close,  and  especially  to  the  ser- 
vices rendered  by  Illustrious  Companion  Garra  B,  !Noble,  who 
has  served  you  as  Grand  Recorder  for  the  past  ten  years.  To 
his  industry  and  zeal  is  this  jurisdiction  indebted  for  the  proud 
position  it  now  occupies. 

Ah  I  take  my  leave  of  you  in  my  official  capacity,  remem- 
ber only  that  which  has  been  well  done.  Let  us  remember  that 
the  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  in  every  place,  beholding  the  evil  and 
the  good,  and  especially  upon  them  that  fear  him  and  hope  in 
his  mercy.  Then,  let  us  enter  upon  the  work  before  us  with  a 
determination  that  it  can  have  but  one  result — perfect  success.

REPORT  ON  G.  G.  COUNCIL. 

The  committee  on  the  subject  of  a  General  Grand  Council 
submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  received  and  adopted: 

To  the  M.  I.  Grand  CouncU  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Michigan: 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  M«  I.  Grand 
Master's  address  as  relates  to  the  formation  of  a  General  Grand  Council, 
would  submit  the  following  as  their  repoit  thereon : 

For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  Cryptic  Masonry  has  lived  and  flour- 
ished in  Michigan,  having  grown  from  three  to  fifty  subordinate  Councils. 
It  to-day  promises  a  prosperous  future;  a  wise  management  and  a  strict 
fidelity  to  the  landmarks  of  this  branch  of  the  order  has  given  it  this  suc- 
cess. The  degrees  of  Royal  Master  and  Select  Master  have  been  kept  as 
we  believe  they  ought  to  be,  in  a  separate  body. 

The  Grand  Council  of  the  State  of  Michigan  has  in  the  past  been  suf- 
ficient in  government  and  ample  in  jurisdiction,  for  all  our  needs,  and  we 
believe  can  better  oversee  and  control  us  than  any  other  body. 

What  is  good  for  us  is  of  like  value  to  any  jurisdiction  in  the  United 
States. 

Our  Grand  Council  having  proved  suflicient  in  all  things,  and  at  all 
times  for  us,  we  can  but  recommend  the  same  kind  of  a  guiding  hand  to 
our  sister  States. 

The  General  Grand  Council,  for  us,  we  believe,  would  be  a  piece  of 
useless  and  expensive  machinery. 

For  these  and  many  other  reasons  that  we  might  enumerate,  we  deem 

it  advisable,  for  the  present,  at  least,  that  this  Grand     ouncil  do  not  favor 

the  organization  of  a  General  Grand  Council.

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REPORT  ON  DEATH  OF  WM.  BROWN. 

The  committee  on  the  death  of  M.  I.  Conip.  Wm.  Brown 
sabmitted  the  following  report,  which  wa^  aocL'pted  and 
adopted : 

To  the  H,  I.  OmwlCouDuil  of  Royal  and  S«l<]Ct?iUsl«ni  or  Michigan: 

Illu.sthioum  (.'ompanions: — Your  comraittco  to  whom  was  referred 
so  much  ot  the  M.  ■.  I.  ■.  (i. :  M.  ■.  ^iddres.s  a^  relates  to  the  death  of  Com- 
panioQ  Willkm  Brown.  P.'.  M.'.  I.-.  Q.'.  Master,  reapectfully  report; 

With  feelings  of  more  tliao  ordiaary  surrow  and  Eadnesa.  on  account 
of  the  long  personal  and  intimate  friendly  letationa  wllich  have  existed 
from  my  boyhood  with  oMr  departed  eompanion  and  myself,  do  I  approach 
the  discharge  of  this  delicate  duty. 

P.-.M.-.  I.-.  G,-.  M.-.  William  Brown,  died  uc  his  home  in  Bailie 
Creek,  September  23,  l!^80.  of  hearl  disease,  and  was  buried  September  24, 
1880,  at  Oak  Hill  cemeiery.  The  funeral  services  were  uuder  the  imme- 
diate supervision  of  Peninsular  CoinraHodery,  No  8.  K.  T,.  of  which  our 
companion  was  a  member  at  (be  time  of  his  death,  the  Rev.  Sir  Smart,  of 
St.  John's  Episcopal  church,  of  Kalamazoo,  as  prelate.  The  services  were 
begun  at  the  Presbyterian  church,  where  Rev.  Eteed  Stuart,  the  pastor, 
made  an  eloquent  impromptu  address  on  the  life  and  chariicter  of  the 
deceaaed,  after  which  the  procession  whs  formed  and  ptoceeded  to  the 
place  of  interment.  Bcniiles  Peninsular  Commandery,  there  was  a  large 
number  of  Sir  Kaighib  from  Marshall.  Albion,  Union  (Jily,  Galeshurg  and 
Bellevuc,  the  iwo  Masonic  Lodges  of  Battle  C^reck,  and  the  citizens  gener- 
ally, forminj;.  it  was  said,  the  largest  procession  on  such  au  occasion  ever 
assembled  in  Battle  Creek. 

Companion  Brown  was  born  at  Kewburg,  New  York.  April  22,  1811. 
hence  was  at  the  time  of  his  death  sixty-nine  years  of  age.  He  removed 
to  this  State  in  1682.  and  settled  in  Redford,  ;ind  after  slaying  there  a  short 
time  removed  to  Birmingham.  Here  he  married  Miss  Minerva  L..  daughter 
of  Roswell  T.  Merrill.  Esq..  by  whom  he  had  one  child.  Miss  (jrace.  tiow 
a  young  lady  of  rare  literitry  accomplishments. 

In  18.58,  Companion  Brown  removed  from  Birminghuui  to  Battle  C'reek. 
where  he  continued  to  reside  until  the  time  of  his  iluath.  Upon  his  rcmo- 
va)  to  Battle  Creek,  be  began  the  manufacture  of  tbri'shiug  machines  under 
the  firm  name  of  William  Brown  &,  Co..  which  was  subsequently  changed 
to  that  of  Upton,  Brown  ii.  Co.,  of  which  he  was  the  senior  member  at  the 
time  of  his  death. 
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The  public  journals  of  his  city  show  the  hold  he  had  upon  the  affec- 
tions of  his  fellow  townsmen,  with  whom  he  came  in  daily  contact,  and 
from  which  we  take  the  following  extracts.     Says  one: 

'*The  deceased  was  a  man  of  high  moral  character,  strict  business 
"  integrity,  and  especially  was  he  a  friend  of  the  laboring  man,  with  whom 
"  he  was  always  in  warmest  sympathy;  and  though  in  social  life  he  was 
"  rather  quiet  and  reserved  he  possessed  the  friendship  and  esteem  of  a 
' '  large  circle  of  acquaintances.  He  was  one  who  wherever  duty  pointed 
'*  was  ready  to  perform  it  promptly  and  well;  and  though  he  is  no  longer 
' '  with  us,  his  memory  will  remain  fresh  and  green  in  the  h<>art8  of  all 
"  who  knew  him." 

The  other  journal  said:  '*  Mr.  Brown  was  one  of  Battle  Creek's  best 
"known  and  universally  esteemed  citizens,  and  his  death  will  be  a  loss  to 
"  all.  His  well  known  integrity  and  business  qualities  were  such  that  his 
"  place  among  our  prominent  citizens  will  be  hard  to  fill." 

HIS  MASONIC  RECORD. 

This  is  our  particular  province  and  appropriate  theme  at  this  time,  and 
to  this  record  we  turn  with  satisfaction  and  pride. 

Brother  Brown  received  Masonic  light  in  Detroit  Lodge,  No.  2,  July 
27,  1847;  was  crafud  August  10,  '47,  and  raised  September  15,  '47. 

In  1850,  he  took  an  active  part  in  organizing  Birmingham  Lodge,  No. 
44.  On  the  9th  of  January,  1851,  the  Lodge  was  chartered  and  he  was 
elected  its  first  Worshipful  Master,  which  office  he  held  when  he  removed 
to  Battle  Creek,  in  1853;  and  it  was  under  his  mastership  that  the  writer  of 
this,  who  had  just  arrived  at  age,  received  the  symbolic  degrees  in  Masonry. 
As  we  journeyed  the  pathway  of  life  together  in  our  labor  of  love,  our 
brother  was  wont  to  refer  to  the  incident  of  my  apprenticeship,  and  watched 
with  paternal  anxiety  and  solicitude,  the  marked  honors  conferred  upon 
me  by  the  craft. 

Companion  Brown  was  exalted  to  the  degree  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
in  Monroe  Chapter,  No.  1,  March  22,  1848;  and  received  the  Council 
degrees  in  Monroe  Council,  No.  1. 

On  the  21st  day  of  January,  1859,  he  was  created  a  Knights  Templar 
in  Peninsular  Commandery,  No  8. 

('ompanion  Brown  was  twice  elected  M .  *.  I .  *.  G .  *.  M .  *.  of  this  Grand 
Council,  for  the  years  1873  and  1874.  In  this  branch  of*  Masonry  our 
companion  was  an  enthusiast,  and  devoted  much  time  and  study  to  place 
Cryptic  Masonry  on  a  sure  foundation;  to  give  it  prominence  and  standing; 
and  we  believe  our  companions  will  agree  with  us.  that  Cryptic  Masonry 
in  our  State  is  largely  indebted  for  its  exalted  position  among  our  sister 
grand  jurisdictions  to  the  efforts  of  companion  Brown. 
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Od  the  nineleenth  day  of  JaDuary,  1876,  he  was  elected  0  . '.  H  ^  -.  P. '. 
of  the  G.-.  R,-.  A.'.  Chapter  of  this  SUte. 

All  the&e  masonic  honors  our  companion  bore  with  a  modestj  becom- 
ing liiii  sensitive  anil  retired  nature.  His  death  opens  to  our  view  the 
daily  lesson  of  mortality  which  ia  being  coDSlantly  repeated  in  the  glittering 
palaces  of  kings,  thu  luxurious  homes  of  the  rich,  and  in  the  humblecot  of 
the  poor:  All,  alt  are  alike  obedient  to  the  mandate  of  the  inexorable  mos- 
(H'Hger — death!  Happiness  and  mifiery,  affluence  and  want  are  equal  before 
liis  demands;  so  that  day  by  day,  month  by  month,  and  year  by  year  there 
disappear  from  the  busy  scenes  of  life  the  active  ai^tors  in  this  grand 
drama,  xa  well  a»  the  passive  Qgures  oS  the  great  Htage  of  human  ex- 
istence. ' 

The  terms  declared  by  the  Psalmist  to  be  the  years  of  man  bad 
nearly  passed  by  him.  when  the  dread  arrest  was  made.  But  be  had  so 
lived  that  he  did  not  tear  to  die,  and  he  looked  upon  the  summons  with 
that  fortitude  which  had  characterized  his  life.  "  Death  to  a  good  man  is 
but  passing  Ihrougti  a  dark  entry  out  of  the  liltledusky  room  in  his  father's 
house,  into  anotlier  that  is  fiur  and  large,  lightsome  and  glorious,  and 
divinely  entertainini,'."  And  we  may  supplement  this  happy  thought  with 
the  observation  of  an  old  Greek  philosopher:  "No  evil  is  honorable; 
but  death  is  boooruble;  therefore  is  death  not  evil." 

Companion  Brown  was  sincere  and  constant  in  his  friendship;  open, 
manly,  frank  and  candid;  ami  to  these  virtues  were  united  all  the  gentle- 
ness of  a  loving  nature.  His  family  have  sustained  the  irreparable  loss; 
and  no  one  can  realize  the  deep  sign ifl can ce  of  this  eipression  who  has 
uevcT  experienced  it.  We  need  not  go  into  the  sanctuary  of  the  ftimily  to 
lind  mourners;  while  then,  attending  the  funeral,  we  heard  the  old  in  the 
streets  of  his  home,  with  tearful  cheek  and  broken  apiril,  exclaim:  "  We 
didn't  think  we  were  going  to  lose  Mr.  Brown  so  soon!" 

In  his  death  uur  order  has  sustained  a  great  loss,  and  our  only  consola- 
tion is  in  the  belief  that  our  loss  is  bis  eternal  gain. 

"So  oiie  hy  one  the  d«ar  old  laces  fade; 
Haade  waTe  their  farewell  while  beckoning  ua 
Acnns  ihe  rirer  all  must  pass  atane," 
We  ihercforc  recommend  that  a  suitable  memorial  page  beset  apuit  Ut 
perpetuate  his  memory.

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REPORT  ON  DEATH  OF  E.  A.  ELLIOTT. 

The  committee  on  the  death  of  M.  111.  Companion  Edward 
A.  Elliott,  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted: 

To  the  M.  I.  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Michigan: 

Your  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  M.  I.  G 
Master's  address  as  relates  to  the  death  of  Past  Most  Illustrious  Grand 
Master  Edward  A.  Elliott,  submit  the  following  report: 

Companion  Edward  A.  Elliott  died  at  his  residence  in  the  City  of  Detroit 
November  8,  1880,  and  was  buried  at  Woodmere  Cemetery.     The  funeral 
services  were  held  under  the  auspices  of  Detroit  Lodge,  No.  2,  of  which 
Companion  Elliott  was  a  Past  Worshipful  Master.     Companion  Elliott  re 
ceived  his  first  light  in  Masonry,  November  26,  1850,  in  Detroit  Lodge,  No. 
2,  and  received  the  degrees  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Monroe  Chapt^r^  No.  1, 
very  soon  thereafter.    He  received  the  degi*ees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master 
in  Monroe  Council,  No.  1,  and  was  elected  T.  I  Master  of  the  Council  in 
1862,  and  for  ten  consecutive  years  thereafter,     lie  wjis  elected  T.  I.  G. 
Puissant  of  this  Gmnd  Council  for  the  year  1864.     Companion  Elliott  was 
a  zealous  and  hearty  worker  in  the  Order;  ever  ready  to  aid  and  assist  in 
almost  every  capacitj^  so  long  as  health  and  ability  permitted.     He  died  as 
he  lived,  respected  by  all  who  knew  him  best.     We  ther(?fore  recommend 
that  a  memorial  page  be  set  apart  in  our  proceedings  to  perpetuate  his 
memory.

Hill,  the  thanks 
of  this  Grand  Council  were  tendered  to  P.  M.  I.  Grand  Master 
David  Woodward,  for  services  rendered  tUe  Grand  Council  the 
past  year. 

The  M.  I.  Grand  Master  appointed  the  following  Commit- 
tee on  Foreign  Correspondence:  Companions  Grand  Recorder, 
L.  A.  Rogers  atfd  D.  B,  Crampton. 

On  motion,  the  thanks  of  the  Grand  Council  were  cxtendeil 
to  the  fraternity  of  East  Saginaw,  for  the  free  use  of  this  hall 
daring  the  present  assembly. 

There  being  no  further  businetis,  the  Grand  Council  was 
closed*in  ample  form — prayer  by  the  Grand  Chaplain,  Rev.  F. 
A.  Blades — lo  meet  again  in  annual  Aisembly,  in  the  City  of 
Flint,  on  the  Monday  preceding  the  third  Tuesday  of  January, 
1 S82,  at  7^  o'cfock,  p.  u.

To  ALL  Rroulak  Royal  and  Select  Ma9tbk8,    and   bsfeciallt  to 
AiiL  Grand  ("ouncils  thereof — (tREETiNo: 

Wherbas,  at  a  Convention  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters, 
representing  a  majority  of  the  Grand  Councils  in  the  world, 
held  in  Detroit,  on  the  twenty -third,  twenty-fourth  and  twenty- 
fifth  days  of  August,  A.  D.  1880,  a  Constitution  for  a  General 
Grand  Council  was  framed  and  submitted  to  the  Grand  Councils 
of  the  United  States: 

And,  whereas,  the  officers,  provided  for  in  that  Constitu- 
tion, were  elected  and  directed  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  when  the  Constitution  should  be  ratified  by 
nine  Grand  Councils: 

AxD  WHEREAS,  the  Grafid  Councils  of  New  York,  Ohio, 
Minnesota,  Indiana,  Tennessee,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Ala- 
bama and  Louisiana,  being  nine  in  number,  have,  at  their 
respective  Annual  Assemblies,  ratified  said  Constitution: 

I,  JosiAH  H.  Drummond,  of  Maine,  elected  provisional 
General  Grand  Master  at  said  Convention,  hereby  declare  that 
the  General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the 
United  States  of  America  has  been  regularly  formed,  and  now 
exists  as  the  governing  Body  of  the  Rite  in  the  United  States, 
as  provided  in  its  Constitution. 

The  General  Grand  Officers  will  at  once  enter  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties;  but  before  doing  so,  it  is  recommended 
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that  they  severally  take  an  obligation  before  a  Grand  Master  or 
Past  Grand  Master  of  a  Grand  Council,  to  support  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  General  Grand  Council,  and  ft^rvrard  a  certificate 
thereof  to  the  P.*.  General  Grand  Recorder,  Coinp.  George  W. 
CooLEY,  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota. 

The  General  Grand  Master  is  happy  to  announce  that  the 
M.'.E.*.  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Carolina,  in  view  of  the  action 
of  the  M.'.  E.".  General  Grand  Chapter  at  its  late  Convocation, 
has  rescinded  its  action  in  reference  to  the  Council  degrees,  and 
that  the  Grand  Council  has  reorganized,  resumed  work  and 
ratified  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  and  is 
now  a  constituent  thereof.

Sec.  3.  The  Grand  Council  shall  have  sole  government  and  superin- 
tendence of  the  several  subordinate  ('Ouncils  in  this  State,  shall  assign 
their  limits,  and  establish  the  fees  for  admission.  In  all  cases  of 'contro- 
versy, an  appeal  shall  lie  from  an  aggrieved  Council,  or  any  member  of  a 
Council,  to  this  Grand  Council.  It  shall  also  have  power  to  grant  Charters 
constituting  new  (^ouncils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  witbin  the  State  of 
Michigan. 

MEETINGS. 
(Amended  1879.) 

Sec  4.  The  Annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  shall  be  held  on 
the  day  preceding  ihe  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  in  each  and 
every  year,  at  7^  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  such  place  as  shall  be  designated  by  the 
Grand  Chapter,  but  a  Special  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  may  be 
(tailed  whenever  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  blaster.  Deputy  Grand  Master, 
and  Grand  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work,  shall  deem  it  necessary. 

DUTIES  OP   PRINCIPAL  OFPICERS. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master, 
Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  Principal  Conductor  of  the  Work,  severally,  to 
inform  and  perfect  themselves  in  the  Sublime  Art  and  Work  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters:  to  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  Lectures  and 
..Incient  Charges;  and  to  consult  with  each  other,  for  the  purpose  of 
adopting  suitable  measures  for  diffusing  the  knowledge  of  The  Work  and 
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Lectures,  and  to  secure  uniformity  in  the  several  aubordionte  Councils 
under  this  jurisdiction. 


Sec.  B.  The  Most  Illuslrioua  Grand  Master  and  the  Deputy  Grand 
Master  shall  have  authority,  dnrin;;  the  recess  of  the  Graad  ('nuncil,  io 
;rrant  letters  of  Diapensatiou,  under  their  respective  signatures  and  pri- 
vate seals,  to  a  competent  number  of  duly  quallflcd  petitioners,  empower- 
ing thera  to  open  and  hold  a  Couni^il  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  for  a 
specific  term  of  time,  not  extending  beyond  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand 
( 'ouncil :  Provided.  That  the  same  fees  as  are  required  for  a  Charter  shall 
he  first  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Itecorder.  And  in  all  cases 
where  such  Dispensation  is  granted,  the  officer  granting  the  same  shall 
make  report  thereof  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council;  aUd  the 
Grand  Council  may  continue  or  rei*all  such  Dispensation,  or  may.  upon 
application  for  the  same.  ^^'^Qt  "le  petitioners  a  charter;  and  in  case  a 
Charter  be  so  cranted.  the  fees  first  deposited  with  the  Grand  Recorder 
shall  be  credited  in  payment  for  the  same,  hut  if  the  dispensation  Is  not 
continued,  or  T'harter  granted,  the  mouey  to  be  returuei:!,  except  necessary 
expenses.

No  Dispensation  or  Charter  for  the  iostitiition  of  a  new 
Council  of  Itoyal  and  Select  Masters  shall  lie  granted,  except  upon  the 
petition  of  nine  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  which  petition  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  from  the  Council  nearest  to  the  place  where  the  new 
Council  is  to  be  formed,  vouching  for  the  moral  character  and  Uasonic 
ability  of  the  petiticners,  and  recommending  the  Grand  (;ouncil  to  grant 
the  prayer  of  the  same. 


Set.  9.  No  Charter  shall  he  granted  for  establishing  a  Council  of 
Royal  and  Select  Masters  for  a  less  sum  than  Demtg-fim  DoUart.

No  Cauncil  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  this  State  shall  he 
considered  legal  unless  they  have  a  charter  from  the  Grand  Council,  or  a 
Dispensation  from  one  of  the  Grand  Officers;  and  Masonic  communication, 
either  public  or  private,  is  hereby  interdicted  and  forbidden  between  any 
Council  under  this  jurisdiction,  or  any  member  thereof,  and  any  C<mncil 
or  assemblage  that  may  be  so  illegally  established  without  such  Charter  or 
Dispensation,  or  any  person  admitted  in  such  illegal  Council ;  but  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  any  Council,  or  the  mem- 
bers of  any  Council,  which  may  be  established  by  proper  authority  in 
other  States. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  THE  DEOKEEB. 

Sec.  3.  All  applications  for  the  Deirroe  of  Royal  and  Select  Master, 
or  membership  In  any  subordinate  Council  under  this  jurisdiction,  shall  be 
by  petition,  in  writing,  to  the  nearest  Council,  from  a  member  of  a  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  regularly  constituted  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States,  and  subordinate 
to  the  same,  and  also  of  the  State  Grand  Chapter  from  which  he  hails,  and 
shall  lie  over  one  lunar  month  after  the  same  shall  have  been  received  and 
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referred  to  a  committee  for  iaquiry,  unless  by  a  UDftuimous  vote  of  the 
Companiona  present,  in  wbicb  csae  the  applicatioa  may  be  acted  upon 
iiutuiter,  and  an  unsDimous  ballot  shall  be  necessary  in  all  cases. 

ELECTION  Of  OFFICEBS. 

Sec.  4.  The  officers  of  the  several  Subordinate  Councils  shall  be 
chosen  annually  by  ballot.  A.  majority  of  the  whole  number  preseat  shall

try  to,their  companions;  tbal  true  and  accurate  records  of  the  proceediui^ 
of  his  Council  be  kept  by  the  Kecorder;  that  the  Treasurer  render  jusi  and 
accurate  accounts  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Council;  and  that  the 
annual  dues  to  the  Grand  Council  be  regularly  and  punctualty  paid.

It  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Treiisurer  to  receive  all  moneys;  and 
at  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council  he  shall  exhibit  an  accurate 
account  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements;  and  no  moneys  shall  be  paid 
out  by  him  without  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Council  and  the  written 
order  of  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  or  officer  presiding.

ADDRESS.

It  affords  US  sincere  pleasure  to  welcome  you  as  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  PeninguUr 
State  to  this  annual  assembly  of  our  Grand  Council,  now  in  the 
twenty-fonrth  year  of  her  existence. 

T<et  onr  hearts  rejoice  and  he  glad;  may  their  thoughts  be 
like  refined  goM  and  the  spotless  lily;  onr  lives  and  actions  the 
echoing  of  praises  unto  Him,  and  His  wisdom  guide  ua  as  we 
review  the  past  and  legislate  for  the  interests  of  this  branch  of 
our  beloved  order. 

Since  our  last  aniuial  assembly  we  have  added  another  page 
to  the  history  of  Cryptic  Masonry.  The  labors  of  another  year, 
with  its  joys  and  sorrows,  have  rolled  around,  with  all  its  inter- 
ests, all  its  evil  and  good,  bringing  us  nearer  the  completion  of 
our  earthly  pilgrimage,  and  the  record  thereof  is  with  the  re- 
cording angel.  Another  year  of  he  art -longings,  together  with 
deeper  feelings  for  the  success  of  the  lessons  taught  us  in  the 
Secret  Vault,  which  should  be  so  dear  to  every  member  of  the 
order,  has  been  added  to  the  irrevocable  past;  and  now,  by  per- 
miBsion  of  the  Supreme  Architect  of  the  Universe,  "  He  who 
roles  the  destinies  of  all  nations,"  we  again  meet  to  deliberate 
and  devise  measures  for  the  future  prosperity  and  harmony  of 
Cryptic  Masonry  within  our  borders. 

With  onr  "  Circle  of  Perfection"  unbroken,  we  have  demon- 
strated our  faith  in  the  "  God  of  our  Fathers"  and  acknowl- 
edged that  "  His  mercy  endureth  forever." 

As  we  assemble  here,  let  ns  raise  our  voices  in  unison  to  the 
"  irretLt  I  Am,"  and  ofTer  our  sincere  thanks  for  the  many  bene- 
fits we  have  received  at  His  hands,  and  devontly  ask  that  he 
shower  upon  us  in  the  future  aa  many  favors  and  bleasings  as  He 
has  in  the  past. 
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We  should  be  thankf  al  that  Cryptic  Masonry  still  pursues 
its  onward  and  upward  course,  and  that  experienced  workmen 
are  still  wielding  the  trowel  and  spreading  the  cement  of 
brotherly  love. 

It  would  have  been  better,  perhaps,  could  I  have  shown 
you  a  larger  growth  of  our  noble  order,  still  we  can  safely  con- 
gratulate ourselves  that  our  position  is  one  to  be  proud  of,  that 
it  is  secure,  that  our  labors  have  not  been  in  vain,  that  nothing 
has  transpired  to  disturb  the  harmony  of  the  Companions,  and 
that  a  renewed  interest  has  been  taken  by  a  goodly  number  of 
our  members  for  the  welf "ire  of  the  Rite,  and  though  a  few 
'Special  cases  seem  to  call  for  a  more  rigid  examination  and  per- 
sonal application,  yet  our  condition  in  this  jurisdiction  may  be 
contemplated  with  satisfaction. 

Companions,  no  doubt  there  will  be  many  items  of  my 
official  doings  that  may  have  been  over-looked  or  forgotten  in 
this  report,  for  the  reason  that  while  peacefully  at  work  in  the 
Secret  Vault  at  Petosky  in  September  last,  the  torch  of  the  in- 
cendiary was  applied  to  my  loved  home  in  Ionia,  and  the  house 
and  all  it  contained,  including  the  numerous  minutes  of  my. 
official  actst  were  entirely  consumed,  leaving ,  me  simply  the 
clothes  I  had  on.  Thus,  if  any  discrepancies  occur  yon  will 
understand  the  cause  and  willingly  drop  over  me  the  broad 
mantle  of  one  of  the  greatest  boons  to^'mortals  given. 

OUK   OBGANI2ATION. 

On  the  13th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  185b,  delegates  from 
three  (3)  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  Michigan, 
which  were  then  known  as  Monroe  Council,  No.  23;  St.  Clair, 
No.  24;  and  Pontiac,  No.  25;  met  in  Masonic  Hall,  in  the  City 
of  Detroit,  and  formed  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select 
Master  Masons  for  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  Illustrious  Com- 
panion N.  B.  Carpenter  was  elected  the  finst  Thrice  Illastrious 
Grand  Puissant,  who,  with  the  other  officers,  was  duly  installed 
by  Thrice  Illustrious  Master  Rev.  George  B.  Engle,  of  St.  Clair 
Council,  under  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Most   Illustrious 
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Companion  Wm.  L,  Brewer,  Most  Puissant  Grand  Master  of 
Connecticat;  and  we  have  gone  on  inoreaainf;  in  the  good  work 
until  we  now  number  forty-three  (43)  working  Councils,  with 
two  (2)  others  under  dispeosation,  and  with  a  membership  of 
over  two  thousand  Royal  and  Select  Masters. 

I  see  before  me  at  this  time  a  few  Companions  who  were 
present  at  the  first  assemblies  of  this  Grand  Council,  and  Illus- 
trioua  Companion  Gen.  Wm.  P.  Innes  was  a  member  of  the  first 
Committee  on  Credentials,  and  also  of  the  first  Committee  on 
Charters  and  Dispensations;  and  how  many  of  us  now  aasem: 
bled  in  this  hall,  in  full  health  and  vigor  of  manhood,  will  be 
spared  to  meet  again  at  our  neit  assembly,  and  particularly  at 
the  end  of  the  next  twenty  years  ?

How  important  it  is  that  we  well  and  faithfully  perform 
all  our  work  in  such  a  manner  as  to  meet  the  approval  of  <Him, 
and  that  the  sweet  refrain  of  "Well  done  good  and  faithful" 
may  be  wafted  to  us. 

"  To  die  Is  laudloK  on  lonie  silent  shore. 

Where  blllowB  oever  beax,  nw  tempests  roar: 
Ere  well  we  feel  (he  ktodlj  atroke.  'lis  o'er." 

The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  of  Cryptic  Masonry  is 
equally  as  cheering  as  in  the  past.  There  is  a  degree  of  security 
and  confidence  among  the  members  of  our  beautiful  and  instruct 
tive  order  in  our  noble  State  that  si^rnifies  a  determination  to 
keep  out  all  invaders  from  our  Secret  Vault,  and  not  permit  any 
more  Ahishars  to  allow  us  to  be  surprised  by  the  ever-prying 
eyes  of  our  enemies. 

As  far  as  I  am  advised,  our  circle  of  companionship  has  not 
been  invaded  by  the  dread  messenger,  death,  and  our  chain  of 
mystic  brotherhood  remains  unbroken,  and  for  that  reason  alone 
we  should  not  be  unmindful  of  the  All-Wise  Supreme  Grand 
Master  of  Heaven,  who  is  ever  taking  cognizance  of  our  every 
aot  and  thonght,  and  who  will  reward  us  according  as  our  works 
shall  be.

THE   MABTYKBD    CHIEF. 

On  the  morn  of  July  2d  last  another,  the  second^  terrible 
tragedy  was  enacted  at  the  Federal  Capital — General  James  A. 
Garfield,  President  of  these  United  States,  was  mortally  wound- 
ed by  the  bullet  of  an  assassin.  The  day  which  opened  so  pro- 
pitious ended  in  the  deepest  of  gloom  and  sadness. 

A  brother  high  in  station,  **  a  widow's  3on,"  who  was  loved, 

■ 

honored  and  revered  for  his  nobleness  of  purpose  and  greatness 
of  ibind,  was  stricken  down  by  a  mercenary  wretch  for  being 
denied  that  which  he  was  not  entitled  to  and  totally  unfitted 
for,  and  became  thp  murderer  of  one  of  the  noblest  and  greatest 
of  men.     And  again  does  history  thus  repeat  itself. 

The  whole  nation  was  startled  by  the  terrible  tragedy.  The 
base  and  contemptible  being,  not  able  to  comprehend  the  benefi- 
cence of  a  great,  good  and  manly  life,  wholly  devoted  to  his 
people,  remorselessly  strikes  down  our  loved  one  in  the  midst  of 
his  usefulness,  and  from  every  quarter  came  lamentations  and 
iihpulsive  exclamations  of  horror.  On  Monday  night,  Septem- 
ber 19,  his  warfare  of  life  was  ended,  his  working  tools  gathered 
up  and  he  admitted  to  the  Grand  Council  above.  Peace  to  his 
ashes!  The  iron  tongues  tolled  mournfully  the  requiem  of  our 
departed  chief.  There  were  seen  emblems  of  mourning  on  every 
hand,  and  we,  as  Cryptic  Masons,  mingled  our  tears  of  sympathy 
with  those  who  were  nearest  and  dearest  to  him.  Thus  we  can 
see  and  feel  the  great  value  of  the  teachings  of  Masonry,  the 
necessity  for  the  extirpation  of  ignorance,  violence  and  crime^ 
the  over-coming  of  selfishness,  intolerance  and  bigotry. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  last  assembly  of 
this  Grand  Council,  I  addressed  communications  to  the  Thrice 
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lUnatrious  Masters  of  the  different  Coanoila  in  this  jnriadiotioo, 
for  tbe  purpose  of  creating  a  greater  interest  among  the  oraft, 
more  anlformity  in  and  a  better  acquaintance  with  onr  beauti- 
ful work  and  lectures  (of  whioh  very  many  were  sadly  in  need), 
and,  from  subsequent  visits  and  correspondenoe,  I  am  led  to  be- 
lieve that  a  iiumber  of  them  have  aroused  from  their  lethargy, 
correctly  informed  themselves  in  the  work  and  lectures  so  they 
can  do  creditably  for  theioselves  and  their  respective  CounoiU- 

DOBMurr  OOUMCILS. 

With. reference  to  what  may  be  termed  "idle  Councils,"  I 
would  say  J  have  written  to  Companions  who  I  supposed  were 
in  position  to  give  me  the  information  desired,  and  I  much  re- 
gret that  not  one  deigned  to  answer  till  late  in  the  year,  and 
then  only  by  repeated  questioning  on  my  part,  and  some  have 
not  answered  at  all,  thus  conclusively  showing  that  the  beautiful 
lessons  taught  us  in  our  ritual  have  fallen  unheeded  among  the 
a)e«py  and  indolent  Ahishars,  and  have  failed  to  reach  their 
hearts  or  to  keep  in  view  the  ordinary  coartesies  of  life. 

I  am  satisfied  it  would  be  a  hopeless  task  to  attempt  to  re- 
suscitate them,  and  would  recommend  that  such  be  entirety 
stricken  from  onr  rolls,  aod  would  advise  that  an  active  commit- 
tee be  appointed  to  investigate  these  cases  and  report  every 
Council  lying  dormant,  length  of  time,  thone  having  done  little 
or  no  work  during  the  past  two  or  more  years,  and  the  amount 
by  them  transacted. 

A  Council  that  fails  to  hold  regular  assemblies  for  twelve 
months,  or  make  its  returns  to  this  Grand  Council  for  two  suc- 
cessive years,  forfeits  its  charter  and  should  no  longer  be  en- 
trusted with  the  important  work.

And  I  believe  all  bat  one  have  informed  me  of  the  receipt  of 
the  same,  and  they  will  doubtless  present  their  oommiasions  dur- 
ing the  present  seHion  of  this  Grand  Body,  when  we  shall  bo 
pleased  to  recognize  them  with  the  customary  honors. 

JUBIBPBDDSNCB. 

We  have  received  and  answered  very  many  inquiries  on 
qnestions  of  Maaonio  law  during  the  past  year,  and  with  bnt 
few  exceptions  they  were  readily  answered  by  referring  them  to 
the  printed  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Body,  onr  well  settled 
Masonic  law,  and  general  rulings  in  the  bodies  below;  and 
though  the  record  of  them  was  lost  in  the  fire,  I  did  not  deem 
it  necessary  to  procure  copies  of  them  for  your  inspection. 
Among  those  that  have  been  received  and  answered  since  that 
calamity  I  find  a  few  that  I  think  of  sufficient  importance  to 
merit  mention: 

Q.  Can  we  receive  and  entertain  a  petition  for  the  degrees 
from  a  non-affiliated  Royal  Arch  Mason? 

A.     No. 

Q.  Can  a  petition  for  the  degrees  be  received  at  a  special 
assembly  and  acted  upon? 

A.     No,  except  by  dispensation. 

(j.  Has  a  Council  the  right  to  return  the  fee  to  a  candidate 
who  has  petitioned  for  and  been  elected  to  take  the  degrees, 
bat  now  refuses  to  present  himself  for  that  purpose? 

A.  Yes,  if  no  objection  and  candidate  requests  it  to  be 
returned  to  him.     We  do  not  make  these  beautiful  degrees  com- 
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palsory,  and  if  one  was  forced  to  take  them  to  get  something 
for  his  money,  he  no  doubt  would  be  an  unpleasant  member. 

Q.  Can  a  petition  for  the  degrees  be  received  at  a  regular 
assembly  and  referred,  and  two  weeks  afterwards,  at  a  called 
assembly,  acted, upon? 

A.     No,  except  by  dispensation. 

Q.  A  dimitted  Royal  and  Select  Master  and  a  non-affiliated 
M.  M.  and  R.  A.  M.  is  desirous  of  petitioning  us  for  member- 
ship; can  we  receive  his  petition  and  act  on  same? 

A.     No. 

Q.  Our  by-laws  require  the  dues  of  all  members  to  be  paid 
at  the  annital  assembly;  can  the  Thrice  Illustrious,  at  the  next 
regular  assembly,  order  the  Recorder  to  enter  '*  suspended  ^ 
against  those  who  are  in  arrears? 

A.  Yes,  if  over  a  year  in  arrears  and  your  by-laws  so 
authorize  him,  and  the  member  has  been  duly  notified  by  the 
Recorder  and  he  continue  to  refuse  to  pay.  But  in  "  over  a 
year"  do  not  be  too  arbitrary  and  call  thirty  days  over.  Be 
lenient,  be  charitable;  give  six  months  or  more. 

Q.  A  companion  not  present  was  elected  to  an  office,  and 
at  a  subsequent  assembly  f^r  installation  he  was  found  to  be 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Can  he,  though  paying 
the  amount  against  him  and  being  restored  to  membership,  be 
now  installed? 

A.  No.  He  was  not  legally  elected,  not  being  eligible  at 
the  time. 

Q.  A  Companion  wishes  to  be  restored  from  suspension 
caused  by  non-payment  of  dues;  must  he  also  pay  in  addition 
what  would  have  accrued  had  he  not  been  suspended? 

A.  Be  governed  by  your  by-laws.  I  hold  dues  do  not 
accrue  during  suspension,  but  that  a  Council  may  require,  as  a 
condition  of  restoration  (a  penalty,  as  it  were,  for  violating  the 
law),  that  the  Companion  so  petitioning  shall  also  pay  an 
amount  equal  to  what  the  dues  would  have  amounted  to  at  time 
of  restoration. 
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Q.  Ist.  Can  a  Companion  who  has  received  the  degrees  in 
a  Chapter  of  Royal  Aroh  Masons  be  admitted  into  a  Connoil  of 
R.  &  8.  Masters?    2d.  If  not,  how  can  he? 

A.  1st.  He  can  not.  2d.  He  only  can  by  becoming  a  mem- 
her  of  a  Council  that  baa  its  authority  from  a  proper  Grand 
Council  that  is  not  tainted  by  the  "  Mississippi  plan"  or  "  merge- 
tuetit"  with  any  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons.  He 
must  petition  in  regular  form  and  set  forth  the  facts,  and,  if 
elected,  he  must  be  formally  healed,  and  then  he  becomes  a 
member  of  that  Council. 

Q.  Ist.  Is  it  necessary  to  take  a  vote  on  an  application  for 
a  dimit?    2d.  If  objections  are  raised  how  shall  I  proceed? 

A.  Ist.  Certainly;  if  not  the  T.  I.  M.  might  dimit  all  his 
members.  2d.  Notify  the  objector  to  file  his  charges;  if  no 
charges  are  filed  and  he  is  not  in  arrears  for  dnes,  state  the  re- 
quest to  your  members  present,  and  a  majority  vote  grants  the 
dimit. 

Q.  Has  a  Council  the  right  to  remit  the  dues  of  every 
Companion  when  they  can  and  are  able  to  pay,  so  if  anything 
serious  should  occur  they  may  stand  right  on  the  books? 

A.  No.  A  Council  cannot  rightfally  remit  dues  of  those 
able  to.  pay,  as  such  action  would  be  an  injury  to  the  Grand 
Council  as  well  as  to  your  own  Council.  Get  them  to  pay  their 
dues  and  thus  avoid  anything  serious  happening. 

UENEUAL   UBAND   COUNCIL. 

Since  our  last  annual  assembly  I  have  been  notified  that 
more  than  a  constitutional  number  of  sister  Grand  Councils 
have  approved  the  proposed  General  Grand  Constitution  and 
voted  favoring  the  formation  of  a  General  (-irand  Conncil,  and* 
therefore,  I  fee)  at  liberty  to  announce  to  you  that  there  is  snob 
a  General  Grand  Body  now  in  existence. 

I  believe  the  formation  of  this  General  Grand  Conncil  to 
be  a  ste{)  towards  calling  a  halt  in  the  amalgamation  or  "  Missis- 
sippi plan,"  and  will  assist  in  promoting  theVause  of  Cryptic 
Masonry. 
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It  rests  with  you  whether  Aiichigan  becomes  one  of  the 
number  or  not;  and  as  an  individual  State,  we  certainly  would 
not  look  well  if  we  were  not  a  constituent  part  of  the  General 
Government. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Greneral  Grand  Body  contains  pro- 
visions that  must  solve  those  questions  that  have  arisen  relative 
to  the  status  of  Grand  Councils  that  have  surrendered  their 
powers  to  other  bodies,  that  never  had  any  control  or  ownership 
of  our  beautiful  degrees. 

It  does  not  recognize  any  Council  that  has  not  a  charter 
from  some  Grand  Council  working  independently  of  any  other 
branch  of  Masonry,  which  [is  also  the  position  taken  by  Mich- 
igan. 

While  I  am  opposed  to  the  formation  of  new  bodies,  I  am 
also  of  the  opinion  that  the  position  taken  by  the  merging  Grand 
Bodies  fully  justifies  the  actions  of  those  who  called  for  the 
General  Co^ivention  and  the  actions  adopted  by  said  Conven- 
tion. 

The  last  information  I  received  on  the  subject  shows  eigh- 
teen Grand  Councils  to  have  ratified  the  constitution  of  the  new 
General  Grand  Council,  viz:  Alabama,  California,  Florida, 
Georgia,  Indiana,  Kansas,  Louisiana,  Maine,  Maryland,  Massa- 
chusetts, Missouri,  New  Hampshire,  New  York,  Ohio,  South 
Carolina  (which  has  been  re-organized),  Tennessee  and  Vermont. 

Connecticut  and  New  Jersev  referred  the  matter  to  a  com- 
mittee  to  report  at  the  next  session. 

North  Carolina  aud  Pennsylvania  declined,  and  I  have  not 
heard  what  action  Rhode  Island  has  taken. 

Of  the  twenty-four  Grand  Councils  in  the  United  States  all 
but  six  have  become  a  constituent  part  of  the  General  Grand 
Council,  and  I  feel  free  to  sav  that  united  action  is  of  much 
importance  in  this  branch  of  Masonry;  and  from  my  extended 
correspondence  I  learn  a  new  impetus  has  been  given  to  the 
rite  and  an  interest  awakened  that  has  not  been  felt  for  man]f 
years.   • 

Of  the  merging  Councils,  the  Grand  Chapters  of  Arkansas 
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and  Illinois  appointed  committees  to  oonsider  the  situation  and 
report.  Also,  Kentucky  has  appointed  a  committee  for  same 
purpose,  and  has  asked  for  and  been  granted  a  dispensation  for 
the  organization  of  a  regular  Council. 

For  information  of  those  who  may  wish  to  know  what  ex- 
pense the  ratification  may  be  to  us,  I  will  quote  from  the  (tcu- 
eral  Grand  Constitution:  "Article  1,  Sec.  13. — Each  (4rand 
Council  constituent  of  this  General  Grand  Body  shall  pay  to  the 
General  Grand  Recorder  annually  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  for. 
each  chartered  Council  under  its  jurisdiction." 

I  have  been  thus  explicit,  believing  the  good  of  the  craft 
demands  it,  and  trust  you  will  legislate  in  this  connection  for 
that  which  will  be  for  the  greatest  benefit  to  all. 

CORRESPONDBNCB. 

My  correspondence  during  the  year  has  been  both  extensive 
and  expensive,  and  I  have  often  felt  the  necessity  of  this  (4rand 
Council  having  a  seal  f(»r  the  exclusive  use  of  the  Grand  Master; 
and  also  that  the  actual  expenses  incurred  by  him  for  proper 
stationery,  postage,  etc.,  should  be  borne  by  this  Grand  Body; 
and  I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  an  appropriate  seal 
be  procured  for  their  future  use,  and  that  all  stationery,  post- 
age, etc.,  be  furnished  them  by  this  Grand  Council. 

VISITS. 

I  have  made  a  number  of  visits  during  the  year,  but  the 
minutes  of  all  up  to  the  middle  of  September  were  consumed. 
Still,  by  considerable  correspondence  I  have  been  enabled  to 
<;et  the  dates  of  a  few  of  them. 

March  10.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  Gabriel  Council, 
No.  9,  at  Battle  Creek,  and  assisted  in  conferring  the  degrees 
upon  ten  candidates.  It  is  only  necessary  for  me  to  say  this 
was  the:  home  of  our  deceased  Companion,  P.  M.  I.  G.  M. 
Wm.  Brown,  which  is  sufficient  assurance  that  their  work  was 
satisfactory. 

March  17.  I  had  the  satisfaction  of  meeting  with  Tyre 
Council,  No.  10,  at  Grand  Rapids,  and  assisted  in  the  work  upon 
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thirteen  candidates,  and  ander  the  management  of  III.  Comp. 
Voorhis,  assisted  by  Comps.  Benedict,  Rogers  and  othen,  the 
work  they  send  up  will  surely  be  approved. 

Dec.  I.  I  met  with  Corunna  Council,  No.  38,  at  Cor- 
unna,  and  joined  with  the  officers  and  companions  in  passing 
the  "  Circle  of  Perfection"  with  nine  candidates.  Corap. 
McCurdy,  P.  M.  L  (4.  M.,  is  a  zealous,  active  Mason,  and  we 
need  entertain  no  fear  as  to  the  future  of  this  CounclL  And 
let  me  here  add  that  they  had  twenty-five  candidates,  but 
owing  to  the  state  of  the  roads  at  that  time  they  could  not  aU 
get  there.  At  this  meeting  they  elected  their  new  officers, 
whom  I  duly  installed  and  gave  them  such  instructions  as  1 
deemed  necessary  and  of  interest  to  them  and  to  the  craft. 

T  was  favored  on  these  two  last  occasions  with  the  pres- 
ence of  111.  Comp.  Geo.  H.  Stephenson,  of  St.  Johns,  our  Grand 
Conductor,  and  for  his  valuable  assistance  I  am  under  many 
obligations. 

Also  in  December,  I  started  to  visit  Union  City  Council, 
No.  35,  and  at  Waseppi  Junction  was  detained  till  nearly  mid- 
night before  I  could  get  a  passenger  train  for  Union  City,  and 
on  arrival  there,  about  1  a.  m.,  found,  of  course,  the  ^companions 
had  dispersed  and  gone  to  their  respective  homes.  I  must  here 
say,  that  though  there  were  numerous  freight  trains  passing  that 
junction,  going  east  to  and  beyond  Union  City,  and  that  I  sent 
a  number  of  paid  dispatches  to  Superintendent  Bush,  of  Jack- 
son, afiking  permission  to  take  one  of  them,  yet  I  was  unable 
to  get  passage  on  any  of  them,  thus  compelling  me  to  disap- 
point the  numerous  companions  and  causing  an  unusual  amount 
of  annoyance  to  us  all.  The  next  evening  I  was  to  have  been 
in  St.  Joseph,  but  owing  to  the  afternoon  train  being  that  day 
taken  off  the  Chicago  <&  West  Michigan  Railroad,  of  which  no 
one  had  notice,  I  was  detained  at  New  Buffalo  till  near  mid- 
night. But  the  following  evening  I  met  with  the  Illustrious 
Companions  of  St.  Joseph  Council,  No.  44,  and  witnessed  the 
work  on  a  number  of  candidates,  and  was  much  pleased  with

their  labors  from  first  to  last,  after  which  they  elected  their 
new  officers,  whom  I  installed  same  evening. 

Shortly  after  I  visited  Grand  Haven  Council,  IT.  D.,  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  work  was  done  by  its  Thrice  Illustrious 
Master,  Companion  Geo.  E.  Hubbard,  and  his  assistants  would 
bring  the  blush  to  very  many  of  our  older  Councils.  These 
Companions  are  well  in  possession  of  the  true  Ritual,  and  their 
work  will  certainly  be  approved  by  you.  ' 

During  this  month  I  also  visited  Petosky  Council,  U.  D., 
and  witnessed  their  work,  and,  from  the  interest  manifested,  I 
can  safely  say  the  Ritual  is  in  good  and  faithful  hands. 

These  two  Councils  will  apply  to  you  this  session  for  char- 
ters, and  having  carefully  examined  their  work,  minutes,  etc., 
I  feel  certain  they  will  prove  themselves  worthy  of  such  being 
granted  them;  and  they  will  not  only  reflect  honor  upon  them- 
selves in  the  conferring  of  the  degrees,  but  will  add  very  much 
to  the  interest  of  Cryptic  Masonry  by  infusing  new  life  and 
energy  into  some  of  the  older  Councils.  I  congratulate  both 
in  the  wise  selection  they  have  made  for  their  officers,  and  I 
cheerfully  recommend  that  charters  be  granted  them. 

I  have  also  visited  officially  my  own  Council,  Ionia,  No.  12, 
and  the  work  done  by  P.  T.  I.  M.,  Comp.  P.  B.  Haight,  and  his 
assistants  will  compare  favorably  with  some  of  our  best  work- 
ing bodies. 

Other  visits  I  cannot  call  to  mind. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

March  18.  I  received  a  request  from  a  suitable  number  of 
Companions  at  Grand  Haven  for  a  dispensation  to  open  and 
hold  a  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  that  place,  and 
the  request  being  ac<^ompanied  with  their  dimits,  also  the  con- 
sent of  and  recommendation  by  Tyre  Council,  No.  10,  of  Grand 
Rapids,  I  issued  my  dispensation  to  Illustrious  Companion  Geo. 
K.  Hubbard  and  eight  other  Companions  to  form  a  Council  at 
said  place,  to  be  known  as  Grand  Haven  Council,  No.  — ,  and 
went  there  and  started  them  in  the  good  work.  Illustrious 
Oompanion  Hubbard  was  chosen  as  its  Thrice  Illustrious  Master, 
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Sept.  13.  I  received  a  request  from  a  few  Illustrioas  Com- 
panions at  Petosky  to  place  them  in  a  way  so  they  might 
have  a  Council  there.  Believing  the  location  a  good  one  for 
the  establishment  of  a  Council,  and  finding  sufficient  members 
of  our  order  sojourning  there,  I  opened  a  special  or  urgent 
Council  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  the  degrees  upon  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  candidates  living  there,  whereby  they  might 
petition  for  dispensation  and  commence  work  in  the  Secret 
Vault.  After  the  degrees  were  conferred,  and  consent  being 
given  by  Manistee  Council,  No.  46,  the  Petosky  Companioni 
petitioned  for  and  were  granted  a  dispensation  to  open  and  hold 
a  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  at  that  place,  to  be 
known  as  Petosky  Council,  No.  — ,  and  Illustrious  Companion 
L.  W.  Cole  was  chosen  as  its  Thrice  Illustrious  Master.  I  in- 
structed them  in  the  work,  and  from  specimens  since  brought 
up  by  them  am  satisfied  the  Ritual  will  be  faithfully  adhered  to. 

The  dispensation  fees  of  these  new  Councils  were  immedi- 
ately paid  over  to  our  Grand  Recorder  at  the  time  of  granting 
same. 

APPROVAL   OP   ACCOUNTS. 

I  have  not  been  called  upon  to  sign  but  two  orders  upon 
our  Grand  Treasurer,  one  being  for  printing  the  proceedings, 
and  the  other  for  the  jewel  voted  P.  M.  I.  G.  M.,  D.  Woodward, 

RITUAL. 

At  a  convention  held  in  New  York  a  few  years  ago  a  copoi- 
mittee  was  appointed  to  recommend  a  complete  system  of  work, 
that  the  same  might  be  uniform  throughout  the  country,  and 
on  making  their  report  it  was  adopted  and  another  committee 
appointed  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  the  same  to  the  dif- 
ferent Grand  Councils.  Learning  that  many  of  our  sister  Grand 
Bodies  were  adopting  the  convention  work,  so-called,  I  applied 
to  Illustrious  Companion  John  D.  Caldwell,  of  Cincinnati,  the 
Grand  Recorder  of  Ohio,  for  a  copy  of  that  work,  which  he 
kindly  furnished  me,  and  had  partially  examined  same  when  the 
fire  destroyed  it,  and  not  procuring  another,  can  only  say  I  am 
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of  the  opinion  that,  with  a  few  changes,  we  can  not  do  better 
than  to  continue  with  that  we  have.  Still,  it  might  be  well, 
perhaps,  for  this  Grand  Body  to  appoint  a  committee  on  the 
subject,  if  it  should  b«  thought  of  sufficient  i/nportance. 

FAVORS    RECEIVED. 

During  the  year  I  received  the  proceedings  from  a  major- 
ity of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  for  such  courtesies  I  wish  to 
tender  my  sincere  thanks,  especially  to  those  who  so  promptly 
furnish^  me  duplicates  to  replace  those  that  were  consumed. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Companions,  from  my  knowledge  of  the  wants  of  this  juris- 
diction, I  feel  that  the  constitution  should  be  so  amended  as  to 
require  the  [Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master,  or  some  proficient 
Companion  deputized  by  him,  to  visit  annually  every  subordin- 
ate Council  in  the  State.  Such  visits  should  only  be  made  by 
those  who  are  fully  acquainted  with  and  well  up  in  the  work  of 
our  Ritual.  And  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  Grand  Lecturer  to 
this  Grand  Body,  would  be  of  essential  service  to  the  craft,  and 
\irould  have  a  direct  tendency  to  awaken  a  fresh  interest  in 
Cryptic  Masonry,  and  result  in  much  good  to  our  order.  I  would 
recommend  such  a  change  as  would  provide  for  the  carrying  out 
of  these  suggestions. 

CLOSING. 

In  a  few  hoars  I  shall  lay  down  the  gavel,  that  emblem  of 
authority  which  your  kind  partiality  entrusted  to  my  care,  and 
mingle  with  you  upon  the  floor.  I  have  tried  to  do  my  duty, 
and  if  I  have  failed  or  come  short  of  what  you  expected  of  me, 
the  error  is  rather  the  fault  of  the  head  and  not  of  the  heart. 

It  has  been  said  that  no  man  is  truly  happy  until  his  pleas- 
ure grows  out  of  his  work,  as  naturally  as  does  a  color  petal  out 
of  a  flower,  and  that  work,  real,  true  work,  into  which  a  man's 
heart  and  soul  enters,  is  its  own  exceeding  great  reward.  Such, 
companions,  Masonic  work  has  been  to  me. 

Though  I  shall  soon  step  down  from  this  proud  eminence 
to  which  you  elevated  me  and  again  assume  my  place  in  the 
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ranks  as  a  private  member^  I  shall  ever  bear  with  me  an  anxioas 
solicitude  for  the  well-being  and  prosperity  of  our  noble  Rite. 

Cryptic  Masonry  can  be  painted  in  glorious  and  Oriental 
colors,  and  the  picture  to  the  imagination  will  stand  in  beanti- 
ful  repose.  However  beautiful  the  design  or  happy  the  con- 
ception, it  will  not  erect  itself.  Hard  work  is  the  condition 
whereby  we  bring  anything  to  a  consummation.  These  Cryptic 
degrees  have  all  the  conditions  of  success,  and  demand  our  en- 
tire devotion  and  energies.  So  let  us  press  forward  with  the 
good  work,  as  no  branch  of  our  ancient  institution  holds  more 
real  worth  than  that  contained  within  the  bounds  of  Council 
degrees.  Here  is  found  the  completion  of  the  ancient  mysteries, 
which  fully  demonstrate  the  advancement  of  truth.  Let  nn 
build  up  this  beautiful  fabric  by  our  sincere  devotion  to  its  in- 
terests. 

J-iet  us  instruct  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  that  he  should  be 
in  possession  of  all  the  beauties  and  knowledge  of  Masonry; 
that  the  completion  of  the  ancient  mysteries  is  only  found  in 
the  Council  degrees,  and  that  he  is  unworthy  to  become  a 
**  Knight"  till  he  finds  that  completion.  In  the  "Secret  Vault" 
alone  is  that  knowledge  obtained  that  completes  the  story  of  the 
second  temple,  and  fits  a  man  for  a  full  appreciation  of  the  Ma- 
sonic traditions.  Without  these  degrees  the  Royal  Arch  is  bat 
a  partial  history,  while,  upon  the  instructions  they  give,  the  can- 
didate treads  more  confidently  the  pathway  to  the  higher  orders. 

"  In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread  ^tili  thou  re- 
turn unto  the  ground."  Our  own  order  is  bound  by  the  same 
condition,  and  we  must  work  for  it  to  make  it  anywise  successful. 
Free  Masonry  holds  its  court  in  the  secret  recesses  of  the  human 
heart,  and,  there  established,  its  power  is  still  available  to  cheer 
and  to  bless. 

That  every  organism  must  adapt  itself  to  its  surroundings 
is  as  true  of  social  and  religious  systems  as  it  is  of  those  forms 
of  lower  life  that,  failing  in  their  adaptation,  have  turned  to 
stone,  while  ages  have  swept  by  and  left  them. 
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In  closing,  peimit  me  to  say  that  only  from  duty  to  our 
Supreme  Grand  Master  can  flow  our  duties  to  our  companions, 
for  it  is  all  His,  and  we  must  learn  what  ^^  He  would  have  us  to 
do."

To  Him  we  can  return  nothing.  In  living  for  many  we  live 
for  God,  and  they  who  serve  Him  shall  find  a  reward  worthy  of 
such  a  Master. 

If  we  are  Masons  at  heart  as  well  as  in  name,  we  have  all 
the  olden  time  necessity  for  belief  in  God,  and  no  reason  why 
our  trust  in  Him  should  be  in  the  least  abated. 

I  have  offered  you  certain  suggestions  which  I  regard  as 
being  for  the  welfare  of  our  beloved  order,  and  submit  them  to 
you  for  such  action  on  your  part  as  may  be  deemed  wise  and 
proper. 

In  leaving  you  as  your  Grand  Master,  I  feel  that  I  have 
your  fraternal  love  and  friendship,  and  it  is  my  desire  that  I 
may  be  permitted  long  to  meet  with  you  in  these  annual  assem- 
blies. 

As  the  time  approaches  for  me  to  return  to  you  the  emblem 
of  office,  the  question  arises,  who  is  to  wear  it  the  coming  year? 
In  the  honorable  and  responsible  position  to  which  you  elected 
me,  it  has  been  my  aim  to  preserve  unimpaired  the  dignity  and 
lionor  of  the  Grand  Council.  In  your  choice  for  Grand  Master, 
select  from  our  Secret  Vault  one  who  has  the  requisites  to  gov- 
ern, is  self-disciplined,  cautious  and  faithful.  Let  us  always 
choose  men  of  zeal,  energy  and  courage,  who  will  work  them- 
selves and  inspire  others  to  work.  We  must  not  let  Cryptic 
Masonry  die  out.  The  trust  is  too  sacred  for  trifling.  The 
Grand  Council  should  be  honored  and  its  interests  well  pro- 
tected, and  when  our  labors  here  are  over,  may  we  all  meet  in 
the  "  Circle  of  Perfection"  above, 
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With  God  our  helper,  and  our  watchword  '  Peace/ 
Failing  and  laboring  until  labor  oeaae, 
And  filled  is  all  the  outline  of  the  Kaster^s  plan.

COMMITTEE  ON  GENERAL  GRAND  COUNCIL. 

The  Committee  on  the  General  Grand  Council  submitted 
the  following  report,  which  was  received,  and  action  on  the 
reflolution  accompanying  the  report  laid  over  until  the  next 
annual  assembly,  and  to  be  submitted  to  the  subordinate  Coun- 
cils for  their  action: 

To  the  M.  I.  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  State  of  Michigan. 

Tour  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  M.  I.  Grand 
Master's  address  as  refers  to  the  General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  of  the  U.  S.,  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  Gkneral  Grand 
Council  was  organized  in  Detroit,  August  23,  1880,  when  a  constitution 
was  adopted,  to  become  operative  whenever  the  same  should  be  ratified 
and  accepted  by  nine  Grand  Councils.  Eighteen  Grand  Councils  have 
already  ratified  and  accepted  the  constitution,  hence  the  General  Grand 
Council  is  now  a  fixed  fact.  The  formation  of  a  General  Grand  Council 
was,  in  our  opinion,  an  absolute  necessity  to  prevent  the  total  breaking  up 
of  the  State  Grand  Councils,  and  to  preserve  the  Cryptic  Rite  from  being 
merged  into  State  Grand  Chapters  and  becoming  side  degrees  in  Masonry 
only.    By  edict  of  this  Grand  Body,  all  intercourse  with  Councils'  mem- 
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bers  who  received  the  degrees  in  Chapters  and  not  under  the  direct  sanc- 
tion of  a  State  Grand  Council,  is  interdicted  and  they  are  declared  clan- 
destine and  illegal.  The  action  of  this  Grand  Body  has  ever  been  in  the 
right  direction  on  this  question,  and^we  may  add,  without  egotism,  the, 
first  to  plant  itself  squarely  upon  the  question  of  non-intercourse  with  all 
Masons  receiving  the  Council  degrees  in,  under  or  by  authority  of  a  State 
Grand  Chapter.  Of  the  twenty -four  Grand  Councils  in  the  United  States, 
all  save  six  have  become  a  constituent  part  of  the  General  Grand  Council, 
and  some  of  these  are  taking  steps  to  come  in  under  the  provisions  of  the 
General  Grand  Council. 

For  this  Grand  Body  to  become  a  constituent  member  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  in  no  way  affects  us,  only  by  paying  the  fee  of  fifty  cents 
annually  for  each  chartered  Council  in  our  jurisdiction.  (Article  1,  Sec. 
13,  C^neral  Grand  Constitution.)  Is  this  Grand  Body  willing,  under  th«e 
circumstances,  to  pay  this  small  sum  for  the  benefit  of  the  Rite,  or  net  ?  is 
really  all  the  question  before  us. 

Our  Jurisdiction  has  not  been  troubled  with  any  dogmas  or  isms  upon 
this  subject.  The  true  light  of  Cryptic  Masonry  has  burned  brightly  upon 
our  altars,  and  the  workmen  in  the  Secret  Vault  have  worked  their  regular 
hours  unmolested  and  undisturbed.  "Peace  has  been  within  our  walls  and 
prosperity  within  our  palaces."  But  not  so  with  many  of  our  sister  Grand 
Jurisdictions  The  sound  of  the  working  tools  has  been  unheard;  the 
Bible  been  closed  upon  the  altar;  the  lights  extinguished  in  the  temple; 
and  sleepers  found  at  their  posts.  Shall  we  permit  this  state  of  things  to 
exist»  or  will  we  cast  our  influence  in  favor  of  order,  Gk)d's  first  law,  and 
assist  in  bringing  order  out  of  chaos  and  confusion ;  to  re-light  the  extin- 
guished tapers,  and  restore  Masonic  peace,  happineas  and  prosperity  among 
the  workmen  in  the  Ninth  Arch  ?  Your  committee  agree  with  the  M.  I. 
Grand  Master,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  Grand  Body  should  become 
a  constituent  part  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  and  submit  this  resolu- 
tion: 

Ruolved,  That  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of 
the  State  of  Michigan  hereby  ratifies  and  accepts  the  constitution  of  the 
General  Grand  Council;  and  the  Grand  Recorder  be  and  is  hereby 
instructed  to  notify  the  General  Grand  Recorder  of  our  action  in  the 
premises.

Also  that  a  Charter  be  granted  to  Petosky  Council,  to  bo  called  Petos- 
ky Council,  No.  52,  and  that  Levi  W.  C-ole  l)e  the  first  T.  I.  M.,  and  Joseph 
A.  C.  Bowen  lie  the  first  D.  M.,  and  John  H.  Milon  be  the  first  P.  C.  of  W.

DELINQUENT  COUNCILS. 

The   Committee   on   delinquent   Councils   submitted  their 
report  as  follows,  which  was  adopted: 

To  the  M.  I.  Qrand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  State  of  Michigan. 

We,  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  referred  that  por* 
tion  of  the  M.  I.  Qrand  Master's  address  relative  to  "delinquent  Councils,*' 
would  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  carefully  considered  thp  matter, 
and  would  recommend  that  article  6  of  the  bv-laws  of  this  Grand  Council 
be  strictly  carried  out:  viz..  "If  any  Council  under  this  jurisdiction  shall 
fail  to  assemble  and  work  for  the  space  of  twelve  months,  or  shall  fail  to 
be  represented  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Grand  Council  for  the  term  of 
two  stated  meetings  in  succession,  or  shall  fail,  for  the  same  length  of 
tioie,  to  discharge  their  dues,  every  such  delinquent  Council  shall  forfeit 
its  charter,  together  with  all  its  jewels,  furniture  and  effects  of  every  kind, 
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subject  to  the  disposal  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  shall  be  notified  thereot 
by  the  Grand  Recorder." 

We  would  furtlier  recommend  that  the  M.  I.  Grand  Master  be 
requested  to  see  that  this  by-law  be  enforced.

PRESIDENT  GARFIELD. 

The  Committee  on  the  death  of  the  late  President  of  the 
United  States,  James  A.  Garfield,  submitted  the  following 
report,  which  was  accepted  and  adopted  unanimously  by  stand- 
ing vote: 

To  the  M.  I.  Grand  -Oouncil  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  State  of  Hichjgao. 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  M.  I.  Grand 
Master's  address  as  refers  to  the  death  of  Comp.  James  A.  Garfield,  late 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  beg  leave  to  report: 

Probably  no  single  event  in  the  history  of  this  eventful  century  !i  vs 
so  thrilled  and  shocked  the  civilized  world  as  the  untimely  taking  off  of 
our  esteemed  and  lamented  Companion. 

Civilization  and  religion  itself  for  a  time  seemed  dumb  in  the  presence 
of  that  crime  that  robbed  a  free  people  of  an  honored  chief  magistnite,  a 
christian  wife  of  her  husband,  innocent  children  of  a  father  and  guide,  and 
a  widowed  mother  of  her  son  and  support.     In  the  presence  of  such  a 
crime,  the  human  mind  seemed  turned  back  upon  itself  to  ask :  is  it  possi- 
ble that  fraternities  of  men  like  Masons  have  labored  and  toiled  for  five 
thousand  years  to  disseminate  the  principles  of  love  and  toleration  among 
men,  and  that  the  Great  Preacher  himself  ushered  into  our  world  with  the 
proclamation  of  "  Peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  men,"  should  illustrate 
His  gospel  of  peace  and  love  in  His  own  life ;  and  that  after  eighteen  cen- 
turies of  Christian  influences,  moulding  and  elevating  humanity,  that  now, 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century,  a  monster  in  human  form 
should  leap  from  the  bosom  of  society,  like  a  thunder  bolt  from  a  clear  sky, 
and  startle  the  world  with  a  crime,  that  for  atrocity,  is  unparalleled  in  the 
history  of  the  race  ? 

It  is  even  so  1 

The  great  body  of  Masons  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our 
land,  have  deeply  felt  and  tenderly  expressed  their  sympathies  for  the  be 
reavod  and  stricken  family  of  our  murdered  Companion.     And  well  Uicv 
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may,  for  in  his  life  and  death,  Comp.  James  A.  Garfield  illustrates  most 
strikingly  those  qualities  of  heart  and  conduct  in  life  begotten  of  principles 
|md  teachings  of  Free  Masonry. 

His  was  a  most  symmetrical  character:  everywhere,  in  all  of  his  rela- 
tions to  humanity,  as  son  and  husband,  and  father  and  citizen,  in  civil 
and  military  life,  in  the  bonds  of  fraternal  companionship,  public  and 
private,  his  character  seemed  rounded  out  and  perfected  to  an  extent 
unequaled  by  but  few  of  his  kind. 

The  civilized  world,  the  nation,  the  family  and  the  fraternity  mourn 
his  loss. 

To  us,  as  Masons,  there  was  a  tie  beyond  our  common  humanity.  He 
was  our  Brother,  he  had  bowed  at  the  same  altar,  assumed  the  same  obli- 
gations, learned  the  same  lessons,  been  sent  out  into  the  world  on  the  same 
errand,  his  heart  had  been  stimulated  by  the  same  principles  and  inspired 
by  the  same  faith  as  our  own;  hence,  our  grief  is  a  personal  grief: 

The  name  of  James  A.  Garfield  in  the  fraternity  of  F.  &  A.  M.,  will 
long  be  as  ointment  poured  forth—precunu,  eheruhed,  honortd^**9k  name 
that  was  not  born  to  die,"  loved  in  life  and  mourned  in  death  as  few  men 
in  this  world  have  ever  been. 

To  us  is  left  the  privilege  to  cherish  his  memory,  emulate  his  virtues 
and  try  to  so  live  that  our  Companions  surviving  us  may  be  able  to  say  of 
us,  as  we  say  of  tiim,  fw  hU  eountry  and  kis  kind,  ke  did  what  he  eotUd. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  this  Council  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  widow  of  deceased. 

All  of  which  is  most  respectfully  submitted.

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CALIFORNIA— 1881. 

Twenty -tirst  annual  assembly  wjw  held  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco, 
April  14,  1881.  Coinp.  Edward  Richards  Hedges,  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 
presiding. 

Six  Councils  represented. 

M.  I,  Grand  Master  Hedges  had  visited  every  Council  but  one,  Shasta, 
that  being  so  far  away  he  was  not  able  to  visit,  but  had  received  information 
from  them  that  it  was  alive  and  active,  hiCving  conferred  the  degrees  on 
fifteen  or  more  candidates. 

Corap.  Edward  Richards  Hedires  re-elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master;  Comp. 
Thomas  Hubbard  Caswell  reelected  Grand  Recorder. 

CONNECTICUT— 1881. 

Sixty-third  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  New  Haven,  May 
9,  1881.     ('omp.  John  O.  Rowland,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Twenty-one  Councils  represented. 

Usual  routine  of  business,  showing  steady  increase  in  membership  and 
general  prosperity. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  report  at  the  next  annual  tissembly  as 
to  the  General  Grand  Council.  Comp.  William  Wallace  Lee  submitted  n 
brief  report  on  correspondence,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  our  proceed- 
ings, with  others.

INDIANA— 1881 

Twenty-sixth  annual  jisserably  was  held  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis, 
October  18,  1881.     Comp.  Edward  S.  Ross.  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Thirty-two  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short,  relating  to  his  official  acts  only. 

Comp.  William  W.  Au.stin.  chairman  Committee  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence, presented  a  full  and  interesting  report  on  correspondence,  notic- 
ing our  proceedings  critically.  We  should  like  to  quote  from  him.  but 
must  pass  with  the  rest. 

Comp.  Perry  W.  Gard,  Frankfort,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master:  Comp. 
John  M.  Brum  well,  Indianapolis,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder.  ^ 

KANSAS— 1881. 

We  received  the  proceedings  of  this  Grand  Council  for  1878,  1870  and 
1881.     No  proceedings  published  in  1880.     The  Grand  (-ouncil  ai^sembled 
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at  the  city  of  Topeka.  February  15.  1881,  at  13:45  p.  m.  Oomp.  Dwight 
Byngton,  acting  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Grand  Master. 

Seven  Councils  represented. 

At  the  afternoon  session,  M.  I.  Grand  Master  Comp.  Albert  D. 
McConaughy  having  arrived,  delivered  a  very  good  address  relating  to 
local  matters  mostly.  He  recommended  the  endorsement  of  the  General 
Grand  Ck)uncil,  which  was  done. 

Comp.  Dwight  Byngton  was  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master;  Comp.  John 
H.  Brown,  Wyandotte,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

MASSACHUSETTS— 1881. 

The  annual  assembly  was  held  in  Boston,  December  14,  1881.  Comp. 
Albert  L.  Richardson,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Sixteen  Councils  represented.*^ 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  short  address  relating  to  his  official 
acts  and  doings  only.  He  announced  the  appointment  of  M.  I.  Comp. 
Rafus  C.  Hatheway,  Grand  Master  of  Grand  Council  of  Michigan,  to  be 
their  representative  near  our  Grand  Council.  (We.  welcome  our  P.  G. 
Master  and  representative  from  Massachusetts.) 

Comp.  John  Haigh.  Somerville,  elected  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master; 
Comp.  Alfred  F.  Chapman,  Boston,  elected  Grand  liecorder. 

Comp.  J.  W.  Dadmun,  for  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence, 
acknowledged  the  receipt  of  proceedings  from  eighteen  Grand  Councils, 
and  submitted  the  following  report,  meeting  our  views.  We  give  it  in  full : 

•'  Your  Committee  on  Correspondence  respectfully  report,  that  the 
battle  has  been  fought  and  the  victory  won  — C'ryptic  Masonry  holds  the 
fort.  Eighteen  out  of  twenty-four  Grand  Councils  have  ratified  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  General  Grand  Council  and  others  are  wheeling  into  line. 

''We  shall  not  attempt  an  extended  or  a  detailed  report  this  year,  as  we 
think  it  best  to  let  the  leaven  of  truths  gently  and  effectually  work  until  it 
shall  permeate  the  whole  lump. 

'*It  is  strange  how  reason  can  be  warped  to  favor  present  schemes  or 
pre-conceived  opinions.  For  example:  The  (rcneral  Grand  Chapter  decides 
that  it  has  no  jurisdiction  over  Cryptic  Masonry;  a  constituent  Grand 
Chapter  concludes  at  once  that  therefore  it  has  jurisdiction  over  those 
degrees  and  may  proceed  to  confer  them  ad  libitum,  the  Grand  Council  of 
the  State  having  consented  thereto. 

"Another  Grand  Chapter  decides  that,  inasmuch  as  the  parent  body 
disclaims  any  control  over  the  degrees,  and  has  refused  to  authorize  its 
constituents  to  confer  them,  it  has  no  right  to  accept  the  proffered  boon, 
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and  it  notifies  the  Grand  Council  of  the  jurisdiction  accordingly.  It  does 
not  take  an  unprejudiced  mind  long  to  decide  which  of  these  two  Grand 
Chapters  has  good  common  sense  on  its  side,  or  which  has  good  Masonic 
law  and  usage  for  its  support. 

•  "But  how  can  State  Grand  ('ouncils  surrender  the  degrees  to  any  other 
body  without  violating  their  most  sacred  obligations?  We  have  never 
seen  an  intelligent  reason  given  for  such  a  breach  of  faith.  By  common 
consent  these  degrees  were  arranged  into  a  distinct  grade,  and  only  by 
common  consent  can  they  be  rightfully  surrendered  to  any  other  grade. 
But  above  all  to  see  them  conferred  wUTiouifte  or  ballot,  in  direct  contraven- 
tion of  the  fundamental  rules  of  all  the  Ordera,  is  execrable.  What  respect 
can  such  Council  Masons  have  for  their  Companions  of  other  jurisdictions 
who  have,  and  still  are,  devoting  so  much  time  and  money  to  the  support 
of  the  Cryptic  Rite. 

"We  do  not  wish  to  use  any  harsh  language,  but  we  will  say  this:  our 
respect  for  the  Order  is  greatly  strengthened  by  the  fact  that  a  large 
majority  of  Grand  Councils  are  true  and  faithful  to  their  Masonic  vows. 
Our  purpose  is  fixed,  never  to  enter  a  Council  appendant  to  a  Chapter, 
especially  when  the  degrees  are  conferred  without  fee  or  ballot — that  is  too 
cliiap  MaBonry  for  us.." 

MARYLAND— 1880. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  Baltimore,  November  10,  1880. 
Comp.  William  F.  Cochrane,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Five  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  short  address;  recommended  the  adop- 
tion of  a  resolution  approving  the  establishmg  of  a  General  Grand  Coun- 
cil, which  was  referred  to  a  Committee,  who  reported  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Maryland  hereby 
approves  of  the  formation  of  a  General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of 
the  United  States,  and  formally  ratifies  the  Provisional  Constitution  adopted  by  the 
Convention  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  held  at  Detroit,  Michigan,  August  25th,  1880. 

And  which  was  unanimously  adopted. 

A  very  excellent  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  submitted  by 
Comp.  Geo.  L.  McCahan.  He  very  ably  reviews  the  proceedings  of 
seventeen  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for  1880;  quoting  from  Grand 
Master  McCurdy's  address  liuerally  and  very  flatteringly.  His  report  is 
quite  full  and  complete,  and  we  would  like,  time  permitting,  to  quote 
freely  therefrom,  but  must  desist  —  to  commence  we  would  not  know 
where  to  stop. 

C'Omp.  George  W  Shelve,  of  Baltimore,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master; 
Comp.  George  L.  McCahan,  of  Baltimore,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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MINNESOTA— 1881. 

The  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  St.  Paul,  October  10, 
1881.     Comp.  0.  W.  Murrill,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Three  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  short  address,  giving  an  account  simply 
of  his  doings.  Comp.  Grove  B.  Cooley  submitted  the  report  on  correspon- 
dence, reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty -six  Grand  Councils— Michigan 
for  1881.  We  would  like  to  quote  from  this  report  many  of  his  appropriate 
remarks,  but  satisfy  ourselves  by  giving  in  full  his  poetic  conclusion : 

SUMMED  UP. 

Now  we  approach  our  journey's  end, 

Our  task  is  nearly  done: 
We  now  make  our  obeisance 

To  Companions  every  one. 
We  regret  the  offerings  we  bring 

Are  not  so  very  good ; 
Tet  with  materials,  time  and  pay, 

We've  done  the  best  we  could. 

The  ''Qrand  rounds"  we  have  taken. 

To  salute  the  Sentinel ;  % 

To  see  that  each  was  at  his  post, 

To  see  that  * '  All  was  well. ' '

Orand  Master  John  A.  Dolemer  presided. 
Six  Councils  represented. 
The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  short  address,  of  interest  only  in  that 

Jurisdiction. 
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The  ConBtitution  of  the  General  Grand  Council  was  ratified. 

Comp.  Wm.  H.  Mayo  submitted  a  short  report  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence, acknowledging  the  proceedings  of  twenty-one  Grand  Councils, 
Michigan  for  1881  included.  He  cIosch  as  follows:  "Prospects  for  the 
Kite  are  brighter  now  than  they  have  been  for  many  years,  and  we  believe 
it  is  because  there  is  a  common  or  supreme  central  governing  power  in  the 
General  Grand  Council,  formed  at  Detroit  last  August,  and  as  that  was  a 
most  important  and  interesting  event  to  all  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  we 
will  give  the  proceedings  of  said  convention  as  briefly  as  possible,  believing 
it  to  be  by  far  the  most  interesting  and  iuHtructive  matter  we  can  lay  be- 
fore our  readers."    And  gives  the  proceeaings  of  the  Convention  in  full 

Comp.  John  R.  Parson,  St.  Louis,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master;  Comp. 
Wm.  H.  Mayo,  St  Louis,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

MAINE—I  881. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  Portland,  May  4,  1881.  Comp.  John 
8.  Derby,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Eleven  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  short  address.  He  says  the  year  has 
been  one  of  quiet;  devoting  much  of  his  address  to  the  General  Grand 
Council,  and  says  "  Heretofore  he  had  been  opposed  to  the  creation  of  new 
bodies  and  surrendering  to  others  rights  we  are  capable  of  exercising  our- 
selves. I  believe  that  the  extraordinary  position  taken  by  many  Grand 
Bodies  justified  the  action  of  the  convention,  and  I  heartily  recommend 
that  its  constitution  be  ratified  by  you."  The  address  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  doings  of  Grand  Officers,  who  reported  the  following  reso- 
lution, which  was  adopted: 

Re90lved^  That  the  Grand  Council  of  Maine  does  hereby  accept  and  ratify  the  Con- 
stitution framed  by  the  Convention  which  met  at  Detroit,  Aufcust  28.  84,  and  2S,  1880.  as 
and  for  the  Constitution  of  the  Q«neral  Grand  Council  of  the  United  States. 

Comp.  Arlington  B.  Marston,  of  Bangor,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master; 
Comp.  Ira  Berey,  of  Portland,  re-elected  Grand  Recordor. 

NEW  JERSEY— 1881. 

The  twenty-third  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in 
the  city  of  Trenton,  January  18,  1881.  ('omp.  Archibald  J.  Wark,  M.  L 
Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Three  Councils  represented. 

The  address  is  very  short,  relating  to  local  matters  only. 

A  committee  was  appointed  to  report  on  the  expediency  of  joining  tlie 
General  Grand  Council  at  the  next  annual  assembly. 

No  report  on  Correspondence. 
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Comp.  Charles  Belcher,  Jr.,  Newark,  elected  M.  1.  Grand  Master; 
Comp.  Charles  Bechtel,  Newark,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

NEW  YORK— 1881. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  the  City  of  New  York,  September 
20,  1881.     Comp.  Charles  W,  Brown,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Twenty-six  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  has  many  good  sayings  in  relation  to  his 
doings  that  could  well  be  applied  to  all  jurisdictions. 

Comp.  Charles  G.  Hudson  submitted  his  report  on  Correspondence, 
and  as  usual  are  of  his  best — they  are  always  good. 

He  received  twenty-two  Grand  Council  proceedings,  Michigan  for  1881 
included,  and  says:  "Grand  Master  Woodward's  address  was  excellent  in 
many  things,"  and  quotes  his  introduction  as  worthy  of  repeating  and 
sharing  with  others.  He,  however,  hits  him  rather  tartly  on  his  opinion, 
as  to  the  General  Grand  Council,  and  thinks  we  are  mistaken  in  our  action 
in  not  ratifying  the  General  Grand  Council,  and  hopes  we  will  see  our  mis- 
take and  wheel  into  line  next  year. 

Comp.  John  J.  Martin,  of  Albany,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master;  Comp. 
Geo.  Van  Vliet,  of  New  York,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

NORTH  CAROLINA— 1881. 

The  sixteenth  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in  the 
town  of  Asheville,  June  2,  1881  Comp.  J.  I.  Macks,  D.  I.  Grand  Master, 
as  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Three  Councils  represented. 

The  D.  I.  Grand  Master  delivered  a  very  short  address,  relating  mostly 
to  the  convention  of  Grand  Councils  and  the  formation  of  the  General 
Grand  Council.     He  says: 

* '  From  information  in  the  possession  of  the  Grand  Recorder,  we  learn 
that  a  General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  for  the  United 
States  was  formed  at  Detroit,  Michigan,  on  or  about  the  25th  of  August, 
1880,  and  that  since  that  time  a  number  of  Grand  Councils  have,  at  their 
respective  annual  assemblies,  ratified  the  constitution  of  the  same  and 
become  constituent  parts  of  this  new  organization. 

"From  the  manner  in  which  this  General  Grand  Council  was  called 
into  existence— it  being  the  offspring  of  a  few  Royal  and  Select  Masters, 
who  without  any  previous  notice,  to  our  or  any  other  Grand  Council  of 
their  intentions,  and  for  these  reasons,  I  would  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following: 
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Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Council  of  North  Oarolina  most  fraternally  decline  to 
become  a  constituent  part  of  the  Qeneral  Qrand  Council  of  the  United  States. 

Which  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  annual  assembly  (1879)  to  take  IdIo 
consideration  the  propriety  of  dissolving  the  Grand  Council,  prepared  a 
very  elaborate  report  to  present  at  its  annual,  18S0,  but  no  meeting  hAug 
held  in  1880,  the  report  was  presented  in  1881,  and  a  supplementary  report 
says:  "In  view  of  the  action  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  they  deem  it 
inexpedient  to  submit  a  plan  for  the  consolidation  of  the  two  systems." 
They  also  say:  "Information  has  been  received  that  a  General  Grand 
Council  had  been  formed  and  that  a  number  of  Grand  Councils  had 
adopted  the  constitution  and  entered  into  the  organization,"  and  close 
their  report,  saying:  "  Your  committee  do  not  recommend  such  jwtion  on 
the  part  of  this  Grand  Council,  in  view  of  the  adoption  to-day  of  the 
recommendation  of  the  Deputy  Grand  Master,  presiding,  adverse  to  it. 
The  committee  are  pleased  to  report  indicationH  of  increased  prosperity  of 
the  Cryptic  rite  in  this  jurisdiction,  as  new  Councils  are  organizing  and 
efforts  are  to  be  made  to  resuscitate  others  now  dormant." 

Charters  were  granted  for  two  Councils. 

Comp.  J.  1.  Macks,  of  Wilmington,  was  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master; 
Comp.  Donald  W.  Bain,  of  Raleigh,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

ONTARIO— 1878,  1879,  1880. 

The  proceedings  of  three  assemblies  of  this  Grand  Council  is  received 
under  one  cover.  The  eighth  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Hamilton,  August  15,  1878.  Comp.  David  McLellan,  M.  I.  Grand  Master, 
presiding. 

Eight  Councils  represented. 

1879. 

The  ninth  annual  assembly  was  held  at  the  city  of  Gueiph,  August  IS. 

1879.  Comp.  David  McLellan,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Nine  Councils  represented. 

The  address  was  short,  relating  to  local  matters,  and  closing,  says: 
*•  The  year  which  now  closes  has  been  one  of  great  harmony  and  concord, 
which  in  itself  is  a  matter  for  congratulation." 

Comp.  J.  G.  Burns,  of  Toronto,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master;  Comp. 
Daniel  Spry,  of  Barrie,  elected  Grand  Recorder. 

1880. 
The  tenth  annual  assembly  was  held  at  the  City  of  Gueiph.  July  15, 

1880.  Comp.  Joshua  G.  Burns,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Eleven  Councils  represented.

Grand  Master  Brown  delivered  a  very  valuable  and  inslructive  address. 
We  would  like  to  report  it  in  full,  but  must  be  content  with  a  few  clippings 
as  follows: 

"Ten  eventful  years  belong  to  our  annuals,  to  which  we  may  recur 
with  some  satisfaction.  Their  fruits  have  been  garnered  by  us  and  arc  a 
rich  heritage;  let  us  labor  diligently  to  preserve  and  increase  them.  Our 
course  has  been  progressive,  our  numbers  liave  multiplied,  our  light,  once 
feeble,  ascends  with  the  steady  glow  of  assured  permanency." 

"I  i-ecommend  the  Grand  Council  to  cancel  the  warrants  of  all  Coun- 
cils in  arrear  and  that  will  not  make  an  effort  to  put  themselves  in  good 
standing;  better  it  is  to  lop  off  the  withered  branches  which  are  unfruitful 
than  to  burden  ourselves  with  weights  to  retard  our  progress." 

We  think  the  Grand  faster  has  struck  the  key  note,  one  we  heartily 
approve.     In  closing,  he  says : 

"The  past  and  present  method  of  doing  business  must  cease.  Officers 
elected  to  positions  should  feel  that  their  duties  do  not  begin  and  end  when 
they  have  been  installed  to  office  ;md  obtained  the  Masonic  rank  which 
they  have  desired.  Let  us  couple  with  a  desire  for  office,  ability  and 
energy  to  work  for  Masonry,  and  let  us  exert  our  influence  to  place  the 
Cryptic  Degrees  in  their  proper  position." 

Comp.  James  B.  Dixon  presented  the  report  on  Foreign  Correspon- 
dence, reviewing  the  proceedings  of  seventeen  Grand  Councils.  Michigan 
not  received ;  we  know  not  why ;  they  were  mailed  to  the  Grand  Recor- 
der regularly.  In  his  conclusion,  his  opinion  of  the  Mississippi  plan,  so 
fully  agrees  w^ith  our  own,  we  give  it  in  full: 

**This  completes  the  review  of  the  proceedings  that  have  come  to 
hand  since  we  published  our  last  report;  we  have  to  again  express  our 
regret  that  it  has  been  impossible  to  furnish  a  report  since  1877,  but  the 
Companions  may  expect  them  regularly  every  year  from  this  time  forth. 
Every  one  of  the  reports  dwells  more  or  less  on  the  so-called  Mississippi 
plan,  and  naturally  we  feel  like  giving  our  opinion  on  it.  We  think  it  is 
a  very  great  mistake  for  any  Grand  Council  to  take  any  such  action,  as  we 
hold  that  it  is  just  as  much  of  a  crime  against  the  law  of  Masonry  for  a 
Grand  Council  to  voluntarily  surrender  its  existence,  as  it  is  a.i>:ainst  the 
law  of  all  civilized  countries  for  a  man  to  cut  his  throat.  Then,  again,  it 
must  necessarily  lead  to  very  great  confusion,  from  the  fact  that  several  of 
the  Grand  Councils  have  said  that  no  Companion  receiving  the  degrees  in 
a  Chapter  shall  be  received  as  a  visitor  or  acknowledged  as  a  member  of  the 
Order.  This  action  will  doubtless- be  taken  by  all  who  are  determined  to 
remain  firm  in  their  Grand  Council  connection. "  The  Royal  and  Select 
Masters,  therefore,  of  the  few  jurisdictions  which  have  turned  over  the 
degrees  to  Chapters  will  tind  themselves  outside  of  the  Order  altogether, 
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except  in  the  few  localities  which  have  adopted  thi»  plan.  The  next  step 
will  probably  l)e  for  Grand  Councils  to  give  charters  to  those  who  desire 
to  work  the  degrees  as  independent  Councils  where  no  regular  Grand 
Council  exists,  the  result  being  confusion  worse  confounded.  It  would  be 
far  better  for  a  Grand  Council  that  finds  it  impossible  to  live  without  drag- 
ging out  a  miserable  existence,  to  die  nobly  contending  against  adverse 
circumstances,  than  to  basely  surrender  that  sacred  birthright  which  has 
been  hande<l  down  to  them  by  men  who  w^ould  have  scorned  to  think  of 
such  a  thing  for  a  moment." 

Comp.  Joshua  G.  Burns,  of  Toronto,  re-elected  M.  I.  Grand  MasttT: 
Comp.  Daniel  Spry,  of  Barrie,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

PENNSYLVANIA— 18  8 1 . 

Thirty- fifth  annual  assembly  was  held  at  Altoona,  February  16,  1881. 
Comp.  William  J.  Fordney.  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Nine  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short,  showing  perfect  harmony  and 
healthy  progress. 

Comp.  Charles  E.  Meyer,  for  the  ('ommittee  on  Correspondence,  made 
no  review  of  proceedings  of  Grand  Councils,  but  gives  the  proceedings  of 
the  general  convention  at  Detroit  and  constitution  of  the  Creneral  Grand 
Council,  and  concluding,  says: 

"Your  committee   have  carefully  examined  the  entire  proceedings, 
and  are  in  harmony  with  the  views  expressed  by  the  representatives  from 
Alabama,   Connecticut,   California,   Florida.   GJeorgia,    Indiana,    Kansas, 
Louisiana,  Maine,  Massachusetts.  Minnesota.  Michigan,  New  Hampshire. 
New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee  and  Vermont, 
the  convention  being  composed  of  Craftsmen  active  in  every  department 
of  Masonry,  and  whose  experience    is  valuable.     If  these  Companions 
desire  to  form  a  National  Grand  Council  w^e  cordially  wish  them  God 
speed,  but  we  cannot  recommend  to  this  Grand  Council  .the  acknowledg- 
ment of  any  body  superior  to  it,  and  to  which  it  would  be  bound  to  give 
allegiance  and  pay  tribute  to.     Again,  for  this  Grand  Council  to  become  a 
part  of  the  National  Body,  it  would  require  an  amendment  to  our  conBtitu.- 
tion.     Under  the  circumstances  we  would  offer  the  following: 

Reitolved,  That  the  Qrand  Council  of  Pennsylvania  most  fraternally  decline  to 
become  a  member  of  the  Gteueral  Grand  (Council  of  the  United  States,  and  in  Uius 
declining,  wish  the  Companions  composing  it  all  prosperity  and  harmony,  and  that 
their  fondest  hopes  may  be  fully  realized. 

Comp.  (Tcorge  C.  Johnson,  of  Alleghany  City,  elected  M.  P.  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  Charles  E.  Meyer,  of  Philadelphia,  re-elected  R.  P.  Grand 
recorder. 
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TENNESSEE -1879,  1880. 

We  have  the  proceedinn^  of  this  Grand  Council  for  two  yeara  under 
one  cover.  The  thirtieth  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Nash- 
ville, November  12,  1879.  Comp.  Benjamin  B.  Harris,  M.  I.  Grand  Mas- 
ter, presiding. 

Twelve  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  favors  consolidation  with  the 
Chapters.  The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  the  address  was 
referred,  made  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

" The  suggestions  of  the  address  under  'Masonic  material,' have  our 
hearty  approval,  but  we  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  those  in  regard  to 
the  consolidation  of  Cryptic  and  Capitular  Masonry.  Already  a  number  of 
Grand  Councils  have  prepared  able  and  exhaustive  memorials  to  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Chapter,  which  meets  next  August,  to  make  provision  for 
these  degrees.  We,  therefore,  deem  any  action  in  this  direction  by  this 
Grand  Council  as  unnecessary,  if  not  premature.  We  would  wait  and  see 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  before  taking 
action  upon  a  matter  so  important.  We  are  not  yet  prepared  to  recom- 
mend the  investiture  of  these  degrees  upon  Capitular  Masonry  otherwise 
than  in  the  manner  they  were  given  to  us." 

Comp.  George  U.  Mofgan,  of  Gainsboro,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master; 
Comp.  John  PYizzell,  Nashville,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

1880. 

The  thirty-first  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Nashville, 
November  11,  1880.  Comp.  David  J.  Pierce,  I.  D.  Grand  Master,  pre- 
siding. 

Thirteen  Councils  represented. 

Grand  Master  George  H.  Morgan's  address  was  read.  It  was  brief, 
referring  to  home  matters  only.  No  report  on  correspondence.  The 
General  Grand  Council  was  endorsed,  and  it  agreed  by  vote  to  become  a 
constituent  member  of  the  same. 

Comp.  Edward  Burney,  of  Nashville,  was  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master; 
Comp.  John  Frizzell,  of  Nashville,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

VERMONT— 1881. 

The  twenty-eighth  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  City  of  Burlington, 
June  14,  1881.  Comp.  Albert  Conklin  Hubbell,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  pre- 
siding. 

Eighteen  Councils  represented. 

Grand  Master  Hubbell  delivered  a  very  excellent  address,  we  copy 
bis  opening: 
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"III.  Companions: — Time,  the  cea.seles3  stream,  has  rolled  another 
year  along  its  rushing,  endless  tide.  Another  year  with  all  its  interest,  ail 
its  evil  and  good,  has  departed  and  the  record  thereof  is  with  the  recording 
angel..  But  as  life  hastens  on,  and  its  great  worlc  is  not  done,  we  cast  our 
eyes  towards  the  future,  and  realize  that  there  is  something  to  he  done 
besides  being  glad  or  sad.  We  live  to  do,  and  there  will  be  joys  to  sweeten 
our  labor,  and  God's  grace  to  cheer  us  in  the  sadness  that  comes  betimes 
to  us  all.  Thus  day  by  day  the  hours  of  our  lives,  those  messengers  of 
God,  meet  us  on  our  way,  and  we  accept  mutely  the  gifts  they  bring,  and 
let  them  go  with  scarcely  a  look  into  their  faces  as  they  pass,  except  the 
few  that  bring  us  great  and  special  gifts,  or  keen,  deep  disappointment, 
and  these  photograph  themselves  upon  our  memory  in  lines  of  light,  or  it 
may  be  fire. 

"As  the  opening  chord  defines  the  character,  and  holds  within  it  the 
elements  of  the  music  that  follows,  let  the  key  note  which  we  strike  to. 
day  be  one  of  sincere  praise  and  thanksgiving,  as  those  chords  that  vibrate 
in  the  sweetest  harmony  are  swept  over  by  the  memory  of  God's  great 
goodness  to  us  since  last  we  met  in  Grand  Assembly;  and  yet  I  would  not 
be  unmindful  of  the  shadowed  homes,  of  the  weary  hours  of  pain  and 
suffering,  and  deep  affliction  through  which  some  of  us  have  passed.  God 
knows  best.  Some  with  plaintive  tongues  must  walk  in  lowly  vales  of 
life's  weary  way;  others  in  loftier  hymns  sing  of  nothing  but  joy  as  they 
tread  the  mountain  tops  of  life,  but  they  all  unite  without  discord  or  jar  as 
the  ascending  anthem  of  loving  and  believing  hearts  finds  its  way  into  the 
chorus  of  the  redeemed  heavens.  It  is  with  such  thou>]^hts  as  these.  Illus- 
trious Companions,  that  I  take  up  the  record  of  our  illustrious  dead." 

He  very  feelingly  refers  to  the  decease  of  a  number  of  Companions, 
among  which  is  Past  Grand  Treasurer,  Leverett  Brush  Englesby,  who  died 
February  27,  1881.  Also  Past  M  P.  Grand  Master,  Squire  Marcy,  who 
died  January  23,  1881,  aged  78  years.  Memorial  pages  were  set  apart  in 
the  proceedings  to  each  of  the  deceased,  also  one  to  the  memory  of  twelve 
other  Companions.  And  closing,  he  says:  For  six  successive  years  he 
has  had  thai  position,  for  which  tokens  of  their  love  and  esteem  he  w^ill 
carry  with  hini  to  life's  latest  hour,  and  (vsks  that  some  other  companion  be 
elected  to  fill  his  place. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  Grand 
Master's  address  relating  to  the  General  Grand  Council,  submitted  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  unanimousl}'^  adopted : 

Resolved.  That  the  Grand  Councilor  V^erinout  hereby  ratifies  the  Constitution  of 
the  Oeueral  Grand  ('ouncil  o  the  United  States,  and  declai-es  it8  alle^ance  to  the 
National  Body,  which  we  trust  will  be  useful  in  tiiaint-aining  and  perpetuating  the 
Cryptic  Rite. 
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Comp.  W.  H.  S.  Whitcomb  submitted  the  report  on  Foreign  Corres- 
pondence, reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-six  Council k,  in  liis  usual 
fraternal  manner,  Michigan  mentioned  for  1881.  We  give  his  conclusion 
in  fail: 

"Dear  companions,  we  close  another  review,  with  the  hope  that  you 
will  kindly  and  generously  bear  its  imperfections,  and  forgive  anything  you 
may  consider  in  the  leaHt  unkind.  The  reviewer  cannot  form  an  opinion, 
or  comment  on  the  opinion  of  another  without  in  some  degree  touching 
the  feelings  of  the  reader,  B-;ar  in  mind  that  what  is  here  written  is  written 
in  the  hope  that  it  may  enlighten,  inform,  or  guide  the  opinions  of  Ver. 
mont's  Council  Masons,  and  not  in  the  least 'provoke  ill  will  or  unkind 
feelings.  Laboring  for  many  years  for  the  upbuilding  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
in  Vermont,  perhaps  we  have  come  to  thirk  of  it  in  the  light  of  an  abused 
and  neglected  Rite,  and  feel  such  an  interest  in  it  that  perhaps  this  review 
may  convey  more  impatience  than  is  really  felt.  Companions,  know  this. 
that  the  promotion  of  the  Rite  is  the  object  at  heart,  and  trust  to  the 
future  to  prove  it,  if  you  have  any  doubts  to-day.  Everything  looks 
encouraging." 

Speed  the  worker!  Cheer  him  on. 

If  you  cannot  by  his  side 
Bear  your  burden,  cheer  him  on ! 

His  work,  well  done,  will  abide. 

Cheer  the  worker.    Do  not  frown 

If  his  work  accomplished  shows 
His  zeal  and  skill.    His  renown 

Will  help  us  all.    No  one  knows. 

How  the  worker,  in  his  mind, 

(Not  for  power,  or  for  pelf). 
Sought  the  good  of  all  mankind, 

Never  thinking  of  himself. 

C*omp.  Rev.  Frederick  Shubael  Fisher,  of  Vergennes,  was  elected  M, 
I.  Grand  Master;  Comp.  Arihur  Edward  Bosworth,  of  Springfield, 
re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

MISSISSIPPI. 

We  have  nothing  directly  from  this  jurisdiction,  but  believing  the 
Companions  would  like  something  of  their  doings,  copy  Comp.  Charles  G. 
Hudson's  rej)ort,  of  New  York,  in  full,  trusting  he  will  excuse  our  audacity: 

"We  have  before  us  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missis- 
sippi for  1881,  for  which  Companion  Pinckard,  of  Louisiana,  has  our  thanks. 
We  believe  you -will  be  glad  to  hear  a  few  extracts  from  these  proceedings, 
and  especially  from  the  address  of  the  G.  H.  P.,  Companion  Speed. 

A  large  part  of  that  address  is  occupied  by  the  Cryptic  degrees  and  the 
action  of  the  G.  G.  Chapter.     It  reviews  the  memorial  whicii  we  sent  to 
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Detroit,  and  which  was  adopted  by  the  convention,  in  a  very  severe  manneT. 
Companion  Speed  reviews,  at  a  length  which  we  cannot  quote,  the  sub- 
ject of  the  right  of  the  G.  G.  C.  to  assume  control  of  the  Cryptic  degrees. 
He  freely  acknowledges  that,  whatever  may  be  the  difference  of  opinion 
as  to  the  status  of  the  G.  G.  C.  with  reference  to  these  degrees  previous  to 
1853,  it  did  then  abandon  all  right  to  control  them.  He  says:  "1  do  not, 
"however,  believe  that  there  is  now,  or  that  there  ever  has  been  any  legal 
"impediment  to  a  resumption  of  jurisdiction  over  these  degrees." 
A  little  farther  on: 

"In  the  present  state  of  feeling  upon  the  subject,  I  am  clearly  of  the 
"opinion  that  it  was  inexpedient  for.  the  G.  G.  C.  to  have  taken  any 
"action  i^pon  the  subject  of  these  degrees,  aud  thereby  to  have  widened 
"the  breach  between  those  who  favor  and  those  who  oppose  *our  plan.'    If 
"in  time  our  opponents  shall  permit  reason  to  resume  its  sway,  and  agree 
"  to  discuss  the  measure  with  us  and  others  concurring  with  us,  in  a  calm 
"and  dignified  manner,  such  as  becomes  Masons  and  the  gravity  of  Ihe 
"subject,  dispensing  with  the  use  of  all  harsh  terms  aud  words,  and  for- 
' '  bearing  to  pronounce  anathemas  against  us,  such  as  in  older  and  ruder 
"  times  were  fulminated  against  heretics,  then  the  subject  may  be  rei»mned  in 
"  the  G.  G.  C;  and  if  it  shall  be  made  to  appear  that  there  is  any  real  objec- 
"tion  to  the  adoption  of  the  degrees  by  the  Chapter,  then  we  may,  without 
"  endangering  our  own  dignity,  agree  to  retrace  our  own  steps,  but  unUl 
' '  that  time  comes,  I  suggest  that  we  continue  to  work  the  Cryptic  degrees 
"regardless  of  all  outside  opposition,  or  the  maledictions  of  those  who 
"would  drag  the  discussion  of  a  purely  Masonic  question  down  to  the 
"level  of  an  argument  suited  only  to  the  purlieus  of  a  police  court. 

"I  would  here  gladly  dismiss  the  subject,  but  for  the  fact  that  during 
"the  session  of  the  G.  G.  C,  there  was  presented  a  document,  which  in 
"the  language  of  the  G.  H.  P.  of  Iowa,  'contained  some  of  the  most 
"unmasonic,  discourteous  and  invidious  reflections  I  ever  saw  for  a 
'  *  Masonic  publication. ' 

"Even  now,  after  the  lapse  of  some  months,  I  cannot,  without  feel- 
"ings  of  the  most  intense  indignation,  recall  the  unnecessarily  harah, 
"  ungentlemanly ,  and  unmasonic  tone  which  pervaded  and  permeated  what 
"purported  to  be  a  memorial,  addressed  by  one  grave  and  dignified  Masonic 
**body  to  another,  which  has  not  inaptly  been  termed  the  'Senate  of 
*  *  American  Masonry. ' " 

He  then  discusses  the  memorial  at  length,  quoting  from  it,  and  using 
such  grave  and  courteous  terms  as  some  of  the  following: 

"The  idea  is  purely  gratuitous." 

Again,  "As  ignoscible  a  conclusion  as  ever  was  reached." 

Again,  "The  memorialistK  having  tired  with  arguing  their  case,  now 
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retire  behind  the  scenes,  from  which  they  quickly  emerge  in  the  character 
of  a  fish  woman,  and  resort  to  the  usual  weapon  of  that  class." 

Other  quotations  hereafter  will  show  the  animus  of  this  address,  and 
how  clearly  it  shows  the  weakneSvS  of  his  case  by  resorting  to  what  he  con- 
demns, and  using  the  last  resort  of  men  worsted  in  argument,  billingsgate 
and  harsh  words.  It  seems  to  us  that  Companion  Speed  feels  he  is  play- 
ing a  losing  game.  By  the  amount  of  his  fluttering,  he  must  be  sorely 
wounded. 

From  the  quotations  above,  after  he  frankly  confesses  that  the  G.  G. 
Chapter  has  relinquished  all  claim  to  the  Cryptic  degrees,  we  fail  to  see 
how  there  can  bo  no  legal  impediment  to  its  resuming  the  degrees.  On 
the  other  hand  it  is  impossible.  Every  State  has  its  Grand  Council  now. 
If  the  G.  G.  C.  ever  had  the  title  and  control,  which  we  will  not  discuHs, 
that  title  and  control  has  forever  passed,  and  can  never  be  resumed  as  mat- 
ters now  stand.  It  is  vested  in  other  hands.  As  soon  might  a  man  after 
he  had  deeded  all  his  right  and  title  in  a  piece  of  real  estate,  try  to  resume 
control  of  it. 

It  seems  to  us,  that  the  evident  intention  in  Mississippi  to  continue  to 
confer  the  Cryptic  degrees,  and  defend  their  course  by  saying  that  they 
have  the  power,  and  the  G.  G.  C.  is  merely  advisory,  and  a  league  or  con- 
federation between  the  Grand  Chapters,  fails  and  is  faulty.  The  simple 
and  only  answer  needed  to  this,  is  to  ask  why  they  presented  any  memo- 
rials to  the  G.  G.  C.  to  recognize  the  Cryptic  degrees.  Why  did  several 
jurisdictions  resolve  to  wait  until  after  the  Convocation  at  Detroit?  Why 
did  South  Carolina  and  others  rescind  their  action,  and  again  establish 
their  Grand  Councils? 

It  is  a  mere  quibble  to  say  that  the  G.  G.  C.  did  not  intend  to  inter- 
fere, and,  when  it  recognized  **the  four  degrees  only,"  and  thought  it 
"inexpedient"  to  take  any  action  concerning  the  Cryptic  degrees,  intended 
to  leave  it  an  open  question,  and  to  permit  the  various  Grand  Chapters  to 
do  as  they  pleased.  Any  unbiased  person  will  say  that  the  G.  G.  C.  did 
not  sanction  any  such  thing.  It  is  torturing  the  language,  and  drawing 
from  the  words  an  idea  they  were  never  intended  to  convey.  They  would 
not  labor  so  hard  to  prove  it,  if  they  really  believed  it,  or  had  any  argu- 
ments to  prove  their  assertions.  When  the  G.  G.  C.  resolves  that  it  **has 
no  jurisdiction  over  the  Degrees  of  Royal  Master  and  Select  Master,"  can 
more  than  one  construction  be  put  upon  it  ?  Does  it  not  declare  that  the 
Chapter  cannot  confer  the  Council  degrees  ?  Is  not  the  merging  of  the 
two  null  and  void  ? 

Yet  Companion  Speed  suggests  that  in  Mississippi  they  continue  to 
confer  these  degrees,  and  says  when  we  show  any  arguments,  and  they  can 
^v-ithout  endangering  their  dignity,  they  may  recede  from  their  action. 
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Does  any  one  suppose  that  they  will  listen  to  any  arguments?  No  argu- 
ment can  convince  them.  Sufficient  have  already  been  presented  in  the  put 
few  years  to  convince.    But  Mississippi  will  not  be  convinced. 

Again  we  quote  from  Ihe  review  of  the  memorial*. 

"The  first  statement  which  seems  to  call  for  notice  is  the  assertion 
"that  it  requires  the  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  Grand  Councils  of  the 
"land  to  transfer  these  Degrees  to  any  other  branch  of  Masonry.  As  wc 
"in  Mississippi  received  these  degrees  from  the  Supreme  Council  at  Char- 
* '  leston  Jong  before  any  such  thing  us  a  Qrand  Council  was  heard  of  in 
' '  this  latitude,  through  the  Grand  Council  of  PrinccH  of  Jerusalem,  by 
"whose  mandate  our  Grand  Council  was  organized  and  until  the  mania 
"for  revision  enveloped  us  in  its  toils,  worked  a  ritual  which  upon  its  title 
' '  page  bore  the  inscription : 

"  The  Masonic  Degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  as  taught  by  Illus^ 
"trious  Deputy  Inspector  General  Joseph  Meyers,  the  original  certified 
"copy  of  which  was  brought  by  him  from  Berlin,  Prussia,  and  afterwards 
"on  the  20th  day  of  February,  1788,  presented  by  him  to  the  Grand  Coun- 
"cil  of  the  Princes  of  Jerusalem,  at  Charleston,  S.  Carolina,  and  by  virtue 
"of  which  the  legitimate  degrees  have  always  been  conferred  in  all  regular 
"Councils  throughout  the  United  States." 

"  We  may  well  doubt  the  authority  of  any  Grand  Council  to  question 
"the  right  of  our  Grand  Council  to  dispose  of  them.  The  Supreme  Council 
"might,  if  it  chose,  demand  their  return  to  it,  but  surely  no  other  body  has 
"any  claim  to  them  which  is  better  than  our  own.  and  none  other  can, 
"with  the  slightest  pretence  of  authority  assume  to  dictate  to  us  the  dispo- 
"  sition  we  shall  make  of  them." 

This  argument  might  be  very  good,"  if  Mississippi  were  the  only  State 
in  which  these  degrees  were  conferred,  or  if  the  Grand  Council  of  Missis- 
sippi were  the  only  Grand  Council.  But,  as  we  said  above,  every  Slate 
merely  has  its  Grand  Council.  The  Cryptic  Rite  has  assumed  national  pro- 
portions ;  it  has  increa.sed  until  it  is  fully  recognized  as  an  integral  portion 
of  Masonry.  And  any  such  change  as  handing  its  degrees  over  to  the 
authority  of  another  and  lower  body  is  too  great  and  sweeping  a  change 
for  any  one  Grand  Council  to  dare  to  attempt.  Such  an  action  demands 
the  consent  of  all  and  a  universal  agreement.  A  simple  statement  is 
enough.  As  well  might  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York,  because  it  has 
had  the  Capitular  degrees  from  an  early  date,  arrogate  to  itself  the  power 
of  handing  them  over  to  the  Lodge.  Such  an  action  would  be  universally 
condemned,  and  all  Royal  Arch  Masons  made  by  Lodges  would  be 
declared  clandestine. 

Again  we  quote,  concerning  the  memorial : 

"  Regarding  the  endorsement  of  the  so-called  convention  of  Royal  and 
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"Select  Masters,  which  assembled  at  Detroit  and  assumed  the  grandilo- 
"quent  title  of  'i^visioual  General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Sel9Ct 
"Masters/  I  have  only  to  say  that  it  amounts  to  no  more  than  an  expres- 
''sion  of  approval  by  any  other  equal  number  of  gentlemen,  for  that  Ck)n. 
"  vention  was  a  self- constituted  body  and  hi^d  only  such  powers  as  it  chose 
*'to  arrogate  to  itself.  It  pretended  to  act  by  vi^rtue  of  authority  granted 
"to  a  body  which  met  and  fluished  the  business  which  it  was  authorized 
"to  transact  years  before." 

The  Companions  of  Mississippi  may  believe  this,  for  they  may  not  be 
any  better  posted.  But  most  of  the  Companions  know  that  the  Conven- 
tion was  a  delegated  body;  that  most  of  the  grand  Councils  were  repre- 
sented. Some  of  the  delegates  had  been  appointed  at  the  last  Annual 
Assembly.  Moreover  the  Buffalo  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  the 
eall  of  the  president,  and  that  Convention  was  delegated.  At  Detroit  no 
power  was  arrogated.  It  had  a  right  to  do  what  it  did,  and  make  the  pro- 
posal it  did.  That  proposal  of  a  National  G.  Council  could  be  accepted 
or  rejected,  and  until  nine  Grand  Councils  ratified  it,  it  was  no  power;  but 
that  it  met  the  approval  of  the  Kite  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  twice  that 
number  of  Grand  Councils  have  ratified  and  become  members  of  the  G.  CK 
Council.  As  to  the  endorsement  of  the  memorial,  it  was  a  true  endorse- 
ment of  sixteen  Grand  Councils. 

Once  more  we  will  quote  from  this  address,  and  this  quotation  shows 
how  uncertain  Companion  Speed  is  concerning  the  "  Mississippi  plan,"  and 
also  shows  how  easy  it  is  to  overlook  the  beam  in  his  own  eye  while  he 
picks  at  the  mote  in  the  eyes  of  the  memorialists.     He  says: 

"  The  organization  of  a  General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select 
"Masters  will  probably  be  effected.  From  the  temper  and  spirit  mani- 
''festcd  by  the  self-constituted  convention  which  set  it  upon  foot  it  is  fair 
"to  presume  that  it  will  be  an  aggressive  body,  and  there  is  some  reason 
"to  fear  that  it  will  attempt  an  interference  with  thone  Grand  Chapters 

•  *  which  have  &Hsumed  control  of  the  Cryptic  degrees.  Precisely  what 
"form  that  interference  will  take,  of  course  cannot  be  predicted  wiih  any 

•  •  certainty,  but  it  may  be  that  it  will  attempt  the  creation  of  Councils  to  work 
"these  degrees  in  the  States  where  the  Grand  Chapters  exercise  jurisdic- 

•  •  tion  over  them.  There  is  one  way  in  which  we  may  effectually  guard 
• '  against  any  such  attempt,  and  that  is  to  prohibit  any  Royal  Arch  Mason 
"from  engaging  in  the  work  under  penalty  of  expulsion,  and  I  recom- 

•  *  mend  that  you  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  adopting  a  regu- 
• '  lation  imposing  such  a  penalty.  We  have  no  reason  to  expect  that  the 
"General  Grand  Chapter  will  hereafter  legislate  against  the  position  we 

•  *  have  assumed,  and  indeed  we  have  ground  for  indulging  the  hope  that 
"before  it  is  again  convened  a  majority  of  the  States  will  adopt  the  *  Mis 
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"sissippi   plan,'  and   thereby   render  it   powerless    to  take  any  adverse 
••action." 

Man  is  prone  to  indulge  in  the  delusions  of  hope.  The  majority  of  the 
States  have  ratified  and  become  members  of  the  Greneral  Grand  Council. 
It  has  been  effective.  It  has  been  a  grand  success,  a  success  we  hardly 
expected;  and  eighteen  Grand  Councils  are  a  grand  majority,  which  decrees 
the  end  of  the  "Mississippi  plan,"  and  vindicates  the  "self-constituted 
body." 

Whether  the  General  Grand  Council  will  form  Councils  in  the  States 
which  have  surrendered  the  Rite,  we  cannot  say.    We  do  not  know  that 
we  w^ould  advise  it  at  present,  but  rather  wait  for  the  Companions  to  sec 
how  utterly  mistaken  was  their  action  in  uniting  with  the  Chapter.    But 
should  such  action  be  determined,  we  maintain  the  G.'.G.'.  Council  would 
have  a  perfect  right  to  organize  Councils  in  Mississippi.     All  candidates 
made  Royal  and  Select  Masteis  by  Chapters  have  been  declared  clandentine 
by  nearly  all  the  (xrand  Councils,  and  are   so  regarded  by  the  G.  ".G.*. 
Council.     There  are  no  Councils  in  those  States  which  have  abandoned  the 
Cryptic  Rite  to  the  Chapter,  and  in  all  unoccupied  territory  the  G.'.G.*. 
Council  would  be  justified  in  again  introducing  the  Rite  in  such  territory. 
Still  we  would  not  advise  it  at  present,  although  this  Companion,  who  has 
so  much  to  say  about  "bitterness,'"  and  "rancor,"  and  "unmasonic  spirit,'' 
and  "manl}'  and  dignified  spirit,"  and  "anathemas"  and  "heretics,"  with 
an  admirable  consistency,  puts  himself  upon  record  before  all  the  Masonic 
world,  for  all  time,  as  advising  expulsion  to  be  inflicted  upon  any  Royal 
Arch  Mason  who  may  differ  in  opinion  from  him,  or  desire  to  have  the 
Cryptic  Degrees  separate  from  the  Chapter  in  Mississippi.     This  recom- 
mendation speaks  for  itself,  and  needs  no  further  commentsi.    Wc  are 
sorry  it  is  so. 

We  sincerely  hope  our  Companions  in  these  jurisdictions  will  soon 
retrace  their  steps,   and  rescind  their  action.      We  commend  to  their 
thoughtful  consideration  the  example  of  South  Carolina,   from  whose 
Charleston  Mississippi  first  received  the  Cryptic  Deijrees.   For  what  benefit 
will  it  be  to  Companions  to  receive  these  degi'ecs  under  the  authority  of  the 
Chapter?    As  matters  stand  now,  in  the  vast  majority  of  the  States  they  are 
regarded  as  clandestine,  and  they  are  deprived  of  that  great  Masonic  privi- 
lege, that  of  visiting  in  other  jurisdictions,  and  can  not  even  hold  Cryptic 
intercourse  with  any  but  their  own  number.     We  hope  that  the  reaction 
will  soon  set  in  in  Mississippi,  and  she  will  set  the  example  of  returning  as 
she  sat  that  of  going  away.     We  are  informed  by  a  near  neighbor  of  Mis- 
sissippi, who  is  in  correspondence  with  several  of  her  Companions,  that 
there  are  those  in  that  State  who  denounce  these  proceedings,  and  who  are 
Past  Grand  Masters  at  that,  who  will  never  be  present  in  a  Chapter  to  con- 
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fer  the  Cryptic  Degrees,  and  some  of  whom  arc  High  Priests  of  Chapters 
and  refuse  to  confer  thesi*  degrees  In  the  Chapter.  It  is  evident  cot  near 
as  many  are  receivinif  the  Cryptic  Degrees  under  the  Chapter  as  were 
expected  and  promised  by  the  promoters  of  tliis  movement. 

May  they  soon  return,  and  no  one  will  give  them  a  more  hearty 
welcome  than  we. 

GENERAL  GRAND  COUNCIL. 

From  the  reports  of  the  proceedings  we  learn  that  eighteen  Grand 
Councils  have  ratified  the  Constitution  of  tlie  General  Grand  Council. 

Three,  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  and  Michigan,  have  appointed  com- 
mittees to  report  at  their  next  Annual  Assemblies;  and  throe,  North  Caro- 
lina, Pennsylvania,  and  Rhode  Island,  decline  to  become  constituents  of  it. 
Arkansas,  Kentucky,  and  Illinois,  who  had  taken  steps  to  "merge,"  have 
reconsidered  their  action,  and  stopped  to  reconnoitre. 

WISCONSIN. 

We  learn  from  Comp.   W.   H.   S.  Whitscomb's  report,  of  Vermont, 

which  we  quote: 

'*  Have  reorganized  under  the  old  constitution  of  1878,  with  a  mem- 
bership of  thirteen  hundred."    Their  version  of  affairs  is: 

**Wc  have  now  flfu^-two  Councils  regularly  organized  and  chartered 
by  the  Grand  Council  of  Wisconsin.  We  believe  our  companions  will 
greet  us  and  recognize  us  as  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  entitled  to  all  the 
courtesies  which  are  and  ever  should  be  extended  to  true  Masons." 

"We  rejoice  that  Wisconsin's  Grand  Council  is  once  more  m  their 
best,  and  we  extend  to  them  a  cordial  greeting  and  rejoice  in  their  pros- 
perity."

ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

At  the  annual  assembly  of  the  Gnmd  Council  of  New  York  in  1872, 
four  warrants  were  granted  companions  re.«iident  in  England  to  establish 
Councils,  which  were  duly  constituted,  and  in  July,  1878,  a  Grand  Coun- 
cil was  duly  constituted  as  the  most  Puissant  Grand  Council  of  England 
and  Wales  and  the  colonies  and  dependencies  of  the  British  Crown, 
excepting  North  America. 

We  learn  from  the  report  of  Comp.  George  W.  Cooley,  of  Minnesota, 
1880,  the  following.     We  copy  his  report  in  full : 

"We  receive  tidings  from  this  Grand  Council  by  way  of  a  letter  from 
Companion  D.  M.  Dewar,  Grand  Recorder. 

"The Grand  Council  was  held  on  Thursday,  the  26th  day  of  February, 
at  the  Masonic  Rooms,  Red  Lion  Square,  Holbom.  There  were  present 
among  other  Companions,  the  Rev.  G.  R.  Portal,  M.  P.  Grand  Master: 
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Frederick  Davison,  R.  P.  Grand  Treasurer;  Frederick  Binckea,  R.  P. 
Grand  Recorder;  H.  C.  Levander,  R.  P.  Grand  Lecturer;  Lieut.  Col.  F. 
Burdett,  T.  C.  Watts,  R.  L  D.  Grand  Master,  No.  1 ;  D.  M.  Dewar,  Recor- 
der, No.  1;  T.  Megffy,  T.  Cubitt,  I.  E.  Anderson,  R.  Loveland,  H.  R. 
Cooper  Smith,  R.  Ray,  W.  Carlton  Hale,  T.  Poore,  and  others. 

"The  minutes  of  the  previous  Grand  Council  having  been  read  and  con- 
firmed, the  Grand  Recorder  read  a  report' of  the  Board  of  General  Purpo- 
ses, congratulating  the  Grand  Council  upon  the  progress  the  Cryptic  Rite 
was  making.  It  appeared  from  the  report  that  nine  warrants  had  beeu 
granted,  and  one  hundred  and  forty  certiticates  issued  since  the  la'it  meet- 
ing of  the  Grand  Council.  The  report  particularly  mentioned  the  flourish- 
ing state  of  the  Grand  Master's  Council,  No.  1.  The  report  was  adopted. 
Several  alterations  having  been  mtide  in  the  Book  of  Constitutions,  the 
election  of  Grand  Master  resulted  in  favor  of  Companion .  the  Rev.  0.  R. 
Portal.     Companion  D.  M.  Dewar  was  appointed  R.  P.  Grand  Recorder. 

"All  business  having  l)een  satisfactorily  disposed  of,  the  Grand  Council 
was  closed  according  to  Ancient  Form,  and  the  majority  of  the  members 
adjourned  to  banquet  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant. 

"Among  other  warrants  granted  by  the  Grand  Council,  one  was  grant 
ed  for  a  Council  in  Tunis  (the  site  of  ancient  Carthage,)  and  one  at  Malta, 
and  in  l>oth  places  the  degrees  are  highly  appreciated.     In  fact  the  Grand 
Council  of  England  and  Wales  promises  to  be  one  of  the  most  flourishini; 
Grand  Councils  in  the  world." 

We  congratulate  the  companions  of  the  old  World,  upon  their  success 
and  prosperity,  and  place  the  Grand  Council  of  England  and  Wr.les  upon 
our  list  of  correspondence,  and  ask  a  reciprocal  return. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  we  congratulate  our  companions  upon  the  prospect  for 
the  prosperity  of  our  rite.  After  going  through  the  various  proceeding, 
we  are  greatly  encouraged;  the  prospect  has  not  been  so  encouraging  as  it 
is  now  for  years.  The  quaint  old  saying.  "It*s  darkest  just  before  the 
dawn."  has  proved  itself;  the  'Mississippi  plan  *  has  failed,  and  we  believe 
will  soon  be  heard  of  no  more.  There  seems  to  be  more  enthusiasm 
and  determination  to  go  to  work,  and  we  believe  that  Cryptic  Masonry  is 
now  securely  anchored,  and  in  line  where  she  rightly  belongs.  Let  her 
course  be  upward  and  onward.  The  General  Grand  Council  is  now  a  fix- 
ture, and  the  Grand  Head  of  the  Rile  in  the  United  States  and  Territories. 
Although  not  a  constituent  member,  we  wish  her  God-speed. 

Conipanions,  in  making  our  report,  we  have  endeavored  to  give  you 

the  Btatus  of  Cryptic  ;>rasonry   as  it  now  stands,   and  from  all  we  have 

gathered  we  find  much  to  encourage  us.

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M.  L  Grand  Master,  William  G.  Hudson,  then  delivered  the 
following 

ADDRESS. 

Illtjbtbiotjb  CoicPAmoNs: 

As  we  cross  the  threshold  of  another  Masonic  year,  it 
becomes  our  duty  and  privilege,  in  accordance  with  a  practice 
of  our  ancient  brethren,  to  pause  and  review,  very  briefly,  the 
work  of  the  year  just  past.  I  therefore  crave  your  indulgence 
while  I  return  to  you  an  account  of  my  doings,  performed  in 
behalf  of  our  Order,  in  the  special  department  of  the  goodly 
edifice  entrusted  to  us  for  building. 

First,  let  us  contemplate  for  a  moment  how  rapidly  we  are 
all  approaching  the  borders  of  that  land  from  whose  bourne  no 
traveler  returns.  While  we  mingle  our  tears  and  pay  our  last 
tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  him  who  has  fallen  in  the 
great  struggle  of  life;  while  God,  in  His  infinite  mercy,  has 
permitted  us  once  more  to  assemble  around  this  sacred  altar  and 
thank  Him  that  we  still  live,  death  has,  nevertheless,  invaded 
the  Secret  Vault  of  this  Grand  Council,  and  removed  one  of 
our  Companions,  as  we  trust  and  believe,  to  everlasting  life  in 
the  paradise  of  God. 

Comp.  William  V.  Griffith,  who  died  in  the  City  of  Detroit, 
April  25th,  1882,  has  stood  Sentinel  at  the  door  of  our  Secret 
Vault  for  the  last  17  years.  His  example  of  faithfulness  should 
stand  a  model  to  his  successor.  I  recommend  that  a  memorial 
page  be  iilboribed  to  his  memory  in  our  next  printed  proceed- 
ings. 

And  now.  Companions,  according  to  the  custom  which  so 
generally  prevails,  I  presume  it  will  be  expected  of  me,  at  this 
time,  to  enter  into  a  long  discourse  upon  the  beauties  and 
teachings  of  our  Grand  Institution.  This  I  do  not  purpose  to 
do,  as  they  have  all  very  recently  most  ably  been  set  forth  in 
your  hearing  by  Companions  of  ability.  I  shall,  therefore,  pro- 
ceed to  present  to  you  a  report  of  my  official  acts. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  peace  and  harmony.  Not  a 
complaint  has  been  made  to  me,  not  a  charge  preferred,  and  but 
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one  qnestion  submitted  during  the  year.  I  believe  it  to  be  a 
matter  of  congratulation  that  there  has  been  no  dispensationi) 
granted  for  new  Councils,  while  the  charters  of  several  CouncilB 
have  been  forfeited  for  failure  to  pay  proper  respect  to  this 
Grand  Council.  The  strength  of  our  Order  cjnsists,  not  in  the 
number  of  our  Councils,  but  in  the  fervency  and  zeal,  the 
purity,  intelligence  and  morality  of  their  members.  It  is  not 
without  a  feeling  of  pleasure  that  I  allude  to  a  fact,  doubt- 
less well  known  to  many  of  the  Companions  here  assembled,  I 
refer  to  the  States  of  Illinois  and  Wisconsin,  who,  since  oar  last 
assembly,  have  receded  from  their  previous  action  in  regard  to 
**  merging,"  and  have  re-organized  Grand  Councils  and  resumed 
control  of  the  R.  &  S.  M.  Degrees. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  congratulations  of  this  body 
be  sent  to  these  re-organized  Grand  Councils. 

OFFICIAL. 

On  the  12th  day  of  February  I  received  the  bond  of  the 
Grand  Treasurer,  which  I  approved  and  forwarded  to  the 
Grand  Recorder.  On  March  16th  last  it  was  my  pleasure  to 
meet  with  the  Companions  of  Petoskey  Council,  No.  62,  consti- 
tute the  same  and  install  its  officers.  On  the  17th  of  March  I 
constituted  Grand  Haven  Council,  No.  51,  and  installed  its  offi* 
cers.  I  am  sure  that  the  Cryptic  Rite,  in  such  hands  as  the 
Companions  at  Petoskey  and  Grand  Haven,  can  but  prosper* 
And  I  wish  here  to  publicly  thank  the  Companions  for  courte- 
sies extended  me. 

On  the  12th  of  April  I  received  a  petition  from  Romeo 
Council,  No.  8,  asking  permission  to  open  their  Council  at  Mt. 
Clemens,  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  the  degrees  on  a  number 
of  Companions,  Mt.  Clemens  being  in  their  jurisdiction,  and 
believing  it  to  be  for  the  good  of  the  Craft,  I  granted  their 
petition.  Oct  26th,  for  good  reasons  shown,  I  granted  a  Special 
Dispensation  to  St.  Johns  Council,  No.  28,  to  receive  the  peti- 
tions  of  three  Companions,  and  pass  the  ballot  for  their  advance- 
ment before  the  required  time.     Nov.  30th,  Monroe  Cottnoil| 
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No.  1,  Asked  permiftsion  to  hold  their  annaal  assembly  before 
the  prescribed  time.  Sufficient  and  satisfactory  reasons  being 
given,  I  granted  their  request.  On  Dec.  18th  I  gave  Ludington 
Council,  No.  48,  permission  to  hold  their  annual  assembly  one 
week  later  than  prescribed  in  their  by-laws.  During  the  year 
I  have  made  very  few  official  visits,  for  the  reason  that  I  could 
ill.  afford  to  make  many  such.  The  financial  element  of  paying 
my  own  expenses,  without  fee  or  reward,  was  too  severe  a  drain 
on  my  poorly  filled  cash  drawer.  I  believe,  however,  that  this 
Grand  Council  should  adopt  some  plan  of  official  visitation. 
Some  system  would  unquestionably  result  in  great  good  to  the 
Craft,  and  is,  in  my  opinion,  necessary.  The  visiting  officer 
should  have  his  expenses  paid  at  least,  as  it  is  far  too  much  to 
expect  any  one  to  do  more  than  lose  his  time  from  his  business. 

DELINQUENT   COUNCILS. 

At  our  last  assembly  the  M.  I.  G.  Master  was  instructed  to 
see  that  Article  six  of  the  By-Laws  of  this  Grand  Council 
be  strictly  enforced.  In  looking  over  the  reports  of  some  years 
past,  I  found  that  quite  a  number  of  Councils  had  made  no  re* 
turns  and  paid  no  dues  for  several  years,  some  of  these  delin* 
quencies  reaching  as  far  back  as  1876.  I  requested  the  Grand 
Recorder  to  have  printed  and  send  to  each  last  T.  I.  M.  and 
Recorder  oF  all  delinquent  Councils,  a  copy  of  the  By-Laws, 
together  with  the  action  of  the  Grand  Council  at  their  last 
Assembly  relating  thereto,  and  that  he  inform  me  of  the  re- 
Bults* 

In  November,  Com  p.  Noble  reported  to  me  that  he  had  not 
received  a  reply  to  any  of  his  communications.  I  thereupon 
took  the  following  action  in  the  matter: 

On  Dec.  15,  I  visited  Companions  of  Hiram  Council,  No.  14, 
arrested  their  charter,  and  have  placed  it  in  the  hands  of  the 
Grand  Recorder.  I  was  unable  to  find  the  records  of  Hiram 
Council.  Dowagiac,  No.  28,  has  made  no  returns  to  this  Grand 
Council  since  1877.  Dec.  10, 1  deputized  Comp.  H.  A.  Edwards, 
of  Niles,  to  visit  Dowagiac  and  arrest  their  charter,  which  he 
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did,  and  I  have  placed  it,  together  with  the  records  in  the  hands 
of  the  Grand  Recorder. 

Reading  Council,  No.  81,  has  paid  no  dues  since  1879.  V 
deputized  Comp.  Ira  Carpenter,  of  Hillsdale,  to  arrest  their 
charter,  which  was  done,  and  placed  with  their  records  in  the 
hands  of  the  Grand  Recorder.  Comp.  Carpenter  informs  me 
that  the  expenses  incurred  were  $5.00,  which  I  recommend  be 
paid. 

Three  Rivers  Council,  No.  7,  and  Centerville,  No.  41,  have 
paid  no  dues  and  made  no  returns  to  the  Grand  Council  since 
1879.  Dec.  15, 1  deputized  Comp.  A.  C.  French,  of  Coostan- 
tine,  to  arrest  their  charters,  which,  after  considerable  trouble, 
he  found  and  forwarded  to  me,  and  I  placed  them  in  the  hands 
.of  the  Grand  Recorder.  The  charter  of  Newaygo,  No.  47,  I 
have  not  arrested  for  the  reason  that  I  have  been  unable,  from 
pressure  of  my  own  affairs,  to  visit  them  in  person,  and  ooald 
not  find  any  Companion  in  that  vicinity  to  attend  to  the  duty 
for  me.  The  case  is  one  that  calls  as  loudly  for  discipline  as 
any.     No  report  has  been  made  and  no  dues  paid  since  1876. 

As  you  have  seen  by  the  foregoing,  I  have  arrested  the 
charters  of  five  Councils.  I  have  performed  this  duty  in  com- 
pliance with  the  order  of  this  Grand  Council.  Though  I  regret 
its  necessity,  I  have  no  doubt  it  was  necessary,  and  am  of  the 
opinion  that  in  some  instances  it  should  have  been  done  some 
years  earlier.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  this  work  will  re- 
sult in  good  to  our  order.  In  some  instances  it  will  enable  new 
and  stronger  workmen  to  remove  the  debris  and  build  goodly 
edifices.  In  others  let  us  hope  that  more  skillful,  wise  and  zeal- 
ous craftsmen  will  be  found  to  erect  enduring  walls  on  a  firm 
foundation,  still  remaining. 

And  now,  Illustrious  Companions,  as  I  return  to  you  the 
emblem  of  authority  which  you  kindly  entrusted  one  year  since 
to  my  care,  permit  me  to  thank  you  most  fervently  for  the 
high  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me,  and  for  the  kind  and 
fraternal  greetings  that  have  met  me  on  every  hand.  Comp. 
Noble,  Grand  Recorder,  I  wish  especially  to  thank  for  the  kind 
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and  efficient  aid  he  has  given  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  official 
duties.  Companions,  you  have  before  yoa  for  consideration  my 
official  acts  during  the  past  year,  and  as  I  am  not  blessed  with 
so  brilliant  an  intellect  as  many  of  my  illustrious  predecessors, 
I  trust  that  my  many  short-comings  will  be  by  you  attributed 
to  my  misconceptions  of  duty,  and  ask  at  your  hands  that  len- 
iency so  becoming  in  the  man.  and  the  mason,  which  will  enable 
you  to  award  me  the  best  of  motives,  however  imperfect  and 
faulty  my  work  may  have  been,  and  throw  around  it  the  broad 
mantle  of  Masonic  charity.

Your  Committee  on  Finance  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  ex- 
amined the  accounts  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Recorder  for  the 
past  year,  together  with  the  accompanying  vouchers,  and  find  them 
correct. 

Your  committee  find  that  the  Grand  Recorder  has  paid  over  to  the 
Grand  Treasurer  all  the  money  received  by  him.

OBITUARY. 

To  tiie  M.  I.  Qtsnd  OonncU  of  Boyal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  State  of  MicUgaii: 

Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  M.  I. 
Grand  Master's  address  as  relates  to  the  death  of  Comp.  William  V. 
Griffith,  report: 

Companion  William  Y.  Griffith  died  at  his  home  in  Detroit,  Michigan, 
April  25th,  1882,  and  was  buried  on  Jhe  27th  of  April,  1882,  by  Zion 
Lodge,  No.  1,  of  which  he  had  long  been  a  zealous  and  a  valued  member. 
At  his  funeral  the  different  Masonic  bodies  of  Detroit  were  largely  repre- 
sented, Monroe  Chapter,  No.  1,  R«  A.  M.,  appearing  in  the  pi  ocession  as  a 
distinct  body. 

Companion  Griffith  was  born  in  England,  February  26th,  1815,  in  the 
town  of  Taunton,  County  of  Somerset.  At  the  age  of  22  he  enlisted  in 
the  d2d  Regiment  of  English  Infantry,  where  he  distinguished  himself  as 
an  eminent,  faithful,  industrious  and  trustworthy  soldier. 

He  received  the  first  three  degrees  of  Masonry  in  the  Lodge  of  Union, 
Peace  and  Concord,  No.  896,  First  Royal  Regiment,  London.  Ontario,  June 
8d,  1841. 

The  degrees  of  Mark  Master  and  Past  Master  were  conferred  upon  him 
in  Chapter  Concord,  Honor  and  Fidelity,  in  Her  Majesty's  Second  Battal- 
lion  First  Roy>d  Regiment  of  Infantry,  December  29,  1841,  and  was  admit- 
ted a  mvml)er  of  Zion  Lodge,  No.  1,  Detroit,  Deceml>er  22,  1852.  ^e 
received  tlie  degree  of  M.  E.  M.  in  Monroe  Ciiapter,  No.  1,  Detroit,  Octo- 
ber 5.  1854,  and  was  made  a  R.  A.  M.  Njvembcr  24,  lc^4.  Bro.  Griffith 
received  ilie  Order  of  the  Red  Cross  May  12,  1865,  and  was  Knighted  May 
19.  1^65. 

He  was  Tyler  of  Zion  Lodge  No.  1,  Detroit,  for  about  seventeen 
years. 

He  received  the  degrees  of  R  and  S.  M.  in  Monroe  Council,  1855,  and 

Sentinel  of  the  Coimcil  for  aiiout  fifteen  year^  prior  to  his  death;  he 

altfo  at  the  time  of  his  death  Sentinel  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand 
Council  of  this  State,  and  had  been  for  many  years  Tyler  of  the  Grand 
LKXige  and  Sentinel  of  the  Grand  Commandery,  which  positions  he  ever 
bonored  by  a  conscientious  performance  of  every  duty. 
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Companion  Griffith  was  a  true  Mason,  because  he  was  a  true  man.  II 
Masonry  means  anything  it  means  the  development  of  manhood.  Bra. 
Griffith  had  been  a  soldier,  he  was  a  Mason  because  herein  he  found  fullest 
scope  for  the  expression  of  his  natural  desire  to  serve  his  fellow-men.  To 
wliatever  position  he  was  called,  whether  to  defend  his  queen,  or  with 
drawn  sword  to  guard  the  entrance  to  the  temple  in  which  he  worshipped, 
and  the  throne  before  which  as  a  true  and  upright  Mason  he  bowed  down, 
he  was  honest  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty. 

It  matters  not  to  what  post  of  duty  one  may  be  called  as  a  Mason  or  as 
a  man,  he  alone  is  worthy  of  the  highest  meed  of  praise  who  is  faithful 
even  in  that  which  is  least;  and  herein  lies  the  test  of  true  worth  whether 
one  occupy  the  highest  or  lowliest  position  in  the  gift  of  his  fellow-man. 

We  have  put  him  to  the  trial,  to  the  proof;  we  have  put  his  patience 
to  the  test,  and  we  have  found  him  noble,  found  that  he  failed  not  m  the 
harder  struggle,  failed  not  in  the  greater  trial.  There  is  many  a  life  made 
beautiful  and  noble  by  the  sacrifice  of  self  and  self-restraint,  whose  pleafr 
ure  is  to  serve,  be  that  service  only  to  stand  and  wait.  Such  lives  may  fail 
of  the  halo  of  glory  which  artists  paint  around  the  head  of  the  saint,  yet 
who  will  say  that,  in  their  ambition  to  serve,  their  lives  were  not  complete. 
No  blast  of  trumpet  nor  rustling  of  banners  herald  the  presence  of  those 
silent  protectors  of  man's  dearest  interests;  no  historian  may  record  their 
service  of  watching  for  the  highest  good  of  man;  but  who  will  say  that 
their  deeds  are  not  recorded  in  the  enduring  memories  of  those  whose  lives 
their  silent  service  has  blessed. 

Our  Companion,  whom  we  deplore,  was  a  man  of  iron  nerve,  a  man 
ever  to  the  occasion  true;  but  his  long  life  of  silent  watching  and  faithful 
service  is  over.  No  more  as  Tyler  and  watchful  Sentinel  will  he' greet  his 
brethren  with  the  challenge,  and  bend  with  listening  ear  to  catch  the  an- 
swering word ;  but  to  each  one  of  us  to  whom  his  challenge  has  so  often 
come,  will  his  faithful  life  ever  be  a  challenge  to  be  possessed  of  those 
higher  virtues  and  nobler  principles  of  manl^ood  by  which  alone  we  shall 
be  able  to  give  honest  and  satisfactory  answers  to  the  questions  required  of 
us  by  the  Grand  Sentinel  above;  by  which  alone  we  shall  gain  an  entrance 
to  that  Grand  Council  where  tlie  only  test  of  admission  is  such  a  life  as 
our  departed  Companion  lived ;  a  life  of  faithful  service  for  the  good  of 
human  kind;  where  the  magic  word,  before  which  every  door  flings  open 
wide,  is  the  motto  of  our  brother's  life,  "I  serv£. " 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  a  page  of  our  proceedings  be  set 
apart  and  dedicated  as  a  memorial  to  our  departed  brother.

ALABAMA— 1881. 

Forty-fourth  annual  assembly  convened  at  the  City  of  Montgomery, 
December  5,  1881.     William  Dwight  Waclsworth  presiding. 

Nine  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  brief  but  to  the  point.  In  opening  he 
says: 

"  Another  year  has  been  added  to  the  historical  rolls  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
'within  our  Jurisdiction,  which  has  been  the  most  important  during  the  two 
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score  and  four  years  that  tbe  zealous  companions  of  our  State  have  been 
permitted  by  an  All-wise  Being  to  assemble  annually  in  the  S.*.  V.'. 

"  That  we  have  been  blest  in  the  preservation  of  our  beautiful  Rite  is 
known  to  many,  and  in  our  devotions  to  our  Divine  Master,  let  us  remem- 
ber those  of  oiir  former  companions  who  are  still  traveling*  in  the  darkness 
of  doubt— contending  against  the  prosperity  that  we  are  now  enjoyiog— 
that  they  may  soon  see  the  light  of  truth,  and  again  mingle  with  the 
Seltcl,  and  pursue  their  regular  labors;  that  they  too  may  be  prepared  to 
receive  the  reward  proposed  to  every  Mason  who  has  faithfully  wrought 
his  task. " 

Comp.  Daniel  Sayrc  submitted  the  report  on  correspondence,  briefly 
reviewing  the  proceedings  of  seventeen  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for  1881 
included,  in  which  he  says: 

"We  regret  that  the  Grand  Council  of  Michigan  did  not  deem  it  ad- 
visable to  join  the  General  Grand  Council ;  but  it  is  a  matter  solely  at  her 
option.  We  regret  it,  not  so  much  on  her  ac(y)unt,  for  she  has  hitherto 
managed  her  affairs  with  consummate  skill,  prudence,  and  success;  but  we 
regret  it  because  her  joining  would  have  had,  as  we  think,  a  good  effect 
on  some  other  Grand  Councils;  and  might  have  had  a  tendency  to  bring 
back  even  Mississippi  herself." 

Comp.  William  Dwight  Wadsworth,  Montgomery,  re-elected  Grand 
Master. 

Comp.  Daniel  Sayre,  Montgomery,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

ARKANSAS— 1882. 

The  twentieth  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in  the 
City  of  Little  Rock,  November  25,  1882,  by  order  of  the  Grand  Master 
(there  having  been  no  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  since  1878). 

Comp.  Samuel  W.  Williams,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Five  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

We  learn  (from  the  report  on  Correspondence  of  Comp.  WilliKms,  of 
Ohio,)  that  the  Grand  Council  was  re-organized  Nov.  19,  1881,  and  Grand 
Officers  elected,  and  that  resolutions  were  adopted  informing  the  Grand 
Chapter  that  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Arkansas 
had  been  re-organized,  and  had  resumed  control  of  the  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  in  the  State,  and  requested  the  Grand  Chapter  to  relinquish  all 
authority  over  the  same,  and  the  following  resolutions  adopted: 

**  Besolved,  That  the  Most  Puissant  Grand  Master  be  requested  to  pro- 
ceed to  ascertain  which  of  the  Subordinate  Councils  were  existing,  and 
whose  charters  had  not  been  forfeited  and  revoked  at  the  time  of  the  last 
assembly  of  this  Grand  Council,  and  take  the  necessary  steps  to  re-organ- 
ize, and  go  to  work  under  their  charters. 


"  2;  That  all  Worthy  and  Select  Masters  made  in  Councils  appended 
to  the  Chapters  of  this  State  may  be  healed  in  such  constitutional  modes  as 
the  Most  Puissant  Grand  Master  may  direct;  and,  when  so  healed,  may 
apply  for  affiliation  with  such  Councils  as  they  may  select. 

**S.  That  the  Most  Puissant  Grand  Master  take  the  legal  steps  to  cut 
off  and  reycke  the  charters  of  all  Councils  that  do  not  re-organize,  go  to 
work,  and  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  in  making  re- 
turns and  paying  dues. 

"  4.  That  the  dues  of  Councils  which  were  in  arrears  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  the  plan  of  consolidation,  and  whose  charters  were  not 
forfeited  or  revoked  at  the  time,  be  remitted,  provided  they  promptly  make 
returns  and  pay  dues  for  the  ensuing  year." 

The  foregoing  resolutions  were  continued,  and  the  Grand  Master  re- 
quested to  conform  thereto. 

No  address  and  no  report  on  Correspondence. 

All  proceedings  perfecting  and  promoting  their  re-organization.  Three 
Companions  who  had  received  the  Council  Degrees  in  Councils  appendant 
to  the  Grand  Chapter,  were  introduced  and  healed  in  the  Grand  Council. 

Comp.  Samuel  W.  Williams,  Little  Hock,  re-elected  Grand  Master. 

Comp.  James  A.  Henry,  Little  Rock,  elected  Grand  Recorder. 

CALIFORNIA— 1882. 

The  Grand    Council  commenced  its  twenty-second  annual  assembly 
in  San  Francisco,  April  13,  1882. 

M.  P.  Edward  Richard  Hedges,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Seven  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  brief,  but  good.     He  says: 

"Peace  and  harmony  and  a  measurable  degree  of  prosperity  reign 
throughout  our  jurisdiction.  We  have  made  no  retrograde  movement  dur- 
ing the  year  past;  on  the  contrary  all  the  Councils  have  done  more  or  less 
work,  some  of  them  conferring  more  degrees  than  during  any  previous 
year,  and  exhibiting  a  cheering  and  hopeful  revival  of  interest.  There  seems 
to  be  nothing  to  discourage,  but  every  reason  to  anticipate  a  bright  fu- 
ture for  Cryptic  Masonry  in  our  State.  The  adoption  of  the  new  or  uni- 
form work  by  all  the  Councils  has  had  a  very  gratifying  effect;  inspir- 
tDg  the  companions  with  greater  interest  and  a  better  appreciation  of  our 
Cryptic  Rite. 

"Very  cheering  reports  come  from  other  Grand  Jurisdictions  also,  show- 
ing  that  increased  interest  is  being  manifested  among  the  several  Councils, 
and  a  greater  desire  to  penetrate  farther  into  the  secrets  of  our  Royal  V, 
The  successful  organization  of  the  General  Grand  Council  has  been  follow- 
ed by  very  beneficial  results.  The  "  Mississippi  plan,''  which  at  one  time 
seemed  about  to  engulf  us.  has  been  effectually  killed.     Some  of  the  Grand 
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Councils  even  that  had  adopted  the  plan  have  retraced  their  steps,  reorgui' 
ized,  and  become  constituents  of  the  Genial  Grand  Council.  Eighteen 
out  of  twenty-four  Grand  Councils  have  ratified  the  Constitution  of  Uie 
General  Grand  Council,  and  before  many  years,  I  think  they  will  all  wheel 
into  line.  So  it  would  seem  that  the  success  and  perpetuity  of  our  belored 
Cryptic  Rite  is  now  assured.'' 

We  also  quote  from  his  closing,  as  follows,  and  commend  his  sayings  to 
all  Subordinate  Councils  for  example: 

"Companions,  before  closing,  permit  me  to  urge  upon  your  considen- 
tion  the  importance  of  a  proper  selection  of  officers  in  the  Subordinate  Conn- 
Cils^for  upon  them,  in  a  great  measure,  depend  the  success  and  the  life 
of  the  Institution — companions  who  are  imbued  with  a  genuine  love  and  at- 
tachment for  the  Rite.  If  they  are  negligent  and  uninterested,  the  Coun- 
cils are  sure  to  decline;  but  with  earnest,  capable  and  zealous  officers  I  have 
no  fear  for  the  ultimate  success  and  permanence  of  the  Cryptic  lUte  in  Cal- 
ifornia." 

Companion  Thomas  Hubbard  Caswell  submitted  the  report  on  Cor- 
respondence, briefly  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  sixteen  Grand  Councils, 
Michigan,  1881,  included,  and  hope  we  will  unite  with  our  sisters  in  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Council. 

Companion  Caswell  in  closing  says  : 

"We  have  good  reason  to  feel  encouraged,  for  there  are  unmistakable 
evidences  of  renewed  zeal  and  returning  prosperity  all  along  the  line,  and 
the  indications  are  that  the  formation  of  the  General  Grand  Council  has 
given  Cryptic  Masonry  an  impulse  which  will  place  it  once  more  in  hon- 
orable position  among'the  Masonic  Orders  to  which  it  is  entitled." 

Reports  Of  nine  Councils  (one  in  Montana);  membership,  582. 

Comp.  John  William  Beck,  Sacramento,  elect^4  Grand  Master. 
Comp.  Thomas  Hubbard  Caswell,  San   Francisco,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

CONNECTICUT. 

The  sixty -fourth  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in 
the  City  of  Hartford,  May  8,  1882. 

Comp.  Chester  Tilden,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Nineteen  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

On  the  first  page  of  the  proceedings  is  the  portrait  of  J.  H.  Barlow. 
Looking  further  on  for  some  reference  to  him,  find  nothing  except  that  he 
is  Rt.  I  D.  Master  of  Union  Council,  No.  27.  But  by  reference  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  1874,  we  find  that  he  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council. 
We  like  the  looks  of  the  venerable  portrait. 

Grand  Master  Tilden  delivered  a  very  good  address.    He  says: 
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"The  ceaseless  wings  of  time  in  its  onward  flight  have  again  brought  us 
to  the  threshold  of  another  year.         »♦»*## 

"Companions,  here  let  us  pause,  and  think  for  a  moment  how  rapid  is 
the  flight  of  time.  Do  we  realize  that  another  year  has  passed  away  for- 
ever since  last  we  met  in  annual  assembly;  that  the  records  of  each  of  us 
for  another  year,  whether  of  neglect  or  improvement,  have  been  written  ? 
Have  we  remembered  our  solemn  obligations  towards  each  other,  and  have 
we  fulfilled  those  obligations  ?    Let  each  one  answer  for  himself. 

"Companions,  you  will  expect  me  to  communicate  some  intelligence  that 
will  cheer  you  on  your  way;  that  will  stimulate  you  to  more  active  labor  in 
the  noble  work  in  which  we  are  engaged.  What  better,  what  more  pleasing 
message  can  I  bring  you,  than  the  assurance  that  no  ill-natured  jealousies  or 
grievances  exist  among  us;  no  note  of  discord  is  heard  throughout  our  jur- 
isdiction to  mar  the  peace  of  our  fraternal  society,  and  that  union  and  har- 
mony prevail  among  our  ranks;  and  I  believe  the  returns  from  the  Subordi- 
nate Councils  will  show  a  large  inciease  of  membership." 

The  committee  upon  the  General  Grand  Council  appointed  at  the  last 
annual  assembly,  1881,  reported  adversely  to  becoming  a  member  of  Gen- 
eral Grand  Council  under  its  present  Constitution,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

Companion  William  Wallace  Lee  submitted  the  report  on  Correspond, 
ence  (brief,  but,  like  all  of  his,  concise  and  pithy),  reviewing  the  proceed- 
ings of  twenty -one  Grand  Councils,  Michigan,  for  1881,  of  the  number. 

Speaking  of  our  action  in  relation  to  the  General  Grand  Council,  says 
"we  give  the  project  the  cold  shoulder,  "and  gives  the  report  of  our  commit. 
tee  in  full.  Companion  Lee,  not  quite  so  bad;  we  only  stopped  to  "look 
before  we  leap."  He  quotes  Grand  Master  Woodward's  opening,  and  says; 
"  He  ought  to  have  gone  a  little  further  back,  and  claimed  the  Fossil 
Man  of  Men  tone  as  a  Mason ;  for  there  is  stronger  proof  that  he  was  a 
Mason  than  there  is  in  some  of  the  cases  he  mentions,  because  in  his  case, 
(the  Fossil  Man)  they  did  find  a  skull  and  eross-bimet,  that  the  jellow  had  uMd 
when  he'laid  down  there  and  died;  and  more,  too,  he  might  have  claimed  that 
the  Cardiff  Giant  was  a  Mason.  And  this  leads  to  a  suggestion.  On  West 
Rock,  near  New  Haven,  are  some  large  stones,  which  form  a  sort  of  cave, 
in  which,  tradition  says,  the  Regicides  were  wont  to  And  shelter  when  pur- 
sued by  the  officers  of  King  Charles  II.  On  the  face  of  these  rocks  are 
many  curious  inscriptions,  some  nearly  effaced  by  time  (and  more  of  them 
that  ought  to  be),  and  of  all  curves  and  lines;  more  of  them  than  you  can 
shake  a  stick  at,  and  just  as  good  for  guessing  purposes  as  those  found  on 
the  obelisk  in  Central  Park.  Now,  I  suggest  that  the  New  Haven  Masons 
set  up  a  claim  that  the  Regicides  were  Masons  (they  are  dead  and  can't  dis- 
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pute  it),  and  prove  it  by  the  inscriptions  mentioned.  That  'would  give  & 
flavor  of  antiquity  to  Masonry  in  Connecticut  that  no  State  in  this  countiy 
could  surpass ;  charge  a  fee  for  looking  at  them,  and  give  the  money  to  the 
Masonic  Charity  Foundation  Fund.  (I  charge  nothing,  however,  for  this 
Suggestion.)  You  know  I  am  au  enthusiast  upon  this  matter  of  the  aDti- 
quity  of  Masonry,  and  will  excuse  this  disgression.  The  Grand  blaster 
gave  some  half  a  dozen  dispensations  to  ignore  the  law,  and  set  aside  its 
provisions,  and  yet  we  are  told  that  upon  the  strict  enforcement  of  the  law 
depends  the  existence  of  the  institution. " 

Companion,  I  think  your  suggestion  a  good  one.  and  if  carried  out 
might  produce  a  fund  sufficient  to  found  a  hospital  for  antiquarians.  We 
find  much  in  Companion  Lee's  report  that  we  should  like  to  repeat,  but 
we  can  only  give  his  conclusion,  because  we  like  it,  and  wish  every  Com- 
panion would  read  it. 

'*  I  think  there  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  General  Grand  Council  is 
as  firmly  established  as  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  and  with  a  greater  de- 
gree of  unanimity  than  when  that  was  organized,  and  it  now  remains  fsr 
us  to  Bxj  whether  we  will  be  associated  with  it  or  not. 

"Each  succeeding  year  names  of  those  that  have  long  been  prominent 
in  our  fraternity  are  called,  and  there  is  no  response.  Familiar  forms  are 
missed,  and  voices  that  have  been  often  heard  in  Masonic  gatherings  are 
silent  forever.  Mention  has  already  been  made  of  Henry  Chickering,  of 
Massachusetts:  Michigan  mourns  for  the  loss  of  William  Brown;  New 
York,  John  Ombony;  Ohio,  George  Keifer;, Tennessee,  George  S.  Blackie; 
Vermont,  Squire  Marcy  and  Leverett  B.  Engleaby;  South  Carolina,  for 
Albert  Mackey.  but  not  South  Carolina  alone.  No  name  among  mtelligent 
Masons  in  this  country  was  more  familiarly  known  or  more  frequently 
quoted;  and  it  is  a  saddening  instance  of  Masonic  forgetfulness,  if  not  in- 
gratitude, that  in  the  Proceedings  which  I  have  of  the  nine  Grand  Councils 
that  have  held  their  annuals  since  his  death  on  the  dOth  of  June  last,  in 
only  three  is  his  name  even  mentioned.  It  is  no  invidious  distinction  to 
say,  that  among  all  our  Masonic  leaders  he  towered  above  them  all*  Not 
that  he  was  always  perfect  in  writing  or  method.  I  think,  for  one,  that  he 
wrote  too  much,  and  sometimes  printed  that  which  had  been  better  left 
out  and  taught  in  an  esoteric  manner  only.  He  had  great  faith  in  written 
law,  and  thought  it  a  sovereign  renaedy  for  all  the  differences  and  difl9cul- 
ties  that  now  and  then  appear  in  Masonry ;  and  succeeded,  as  well  as  any 
one  could,  in'adapting  the  technicalities  and  methods  of  courts  and  law- 
yers to  the  government  of  a  brotherhood  of  laborers. 

'  'But  I  do  not  mention  these  things  in  disparagement.    He  fondly  loved 
the  institution  to  which  he  gave  the  zeal  and  fervency  of  youth,  the  strength 
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and  vigor  of  stalwart  manhood,  and  the  gathered  wisdom  of  maturing 
age.  His  hatred  of  insurrection  and  rebellion  could  not  cause  him  to  for- 
get his  Masonic  yows.  Loyal  to  his  convictions,  his  country,  and  his  God, 
even  in  the  turmoil  of  war,  the  enemy  found  in  him  a  friend;  and  there  be 
some  of  our  Connecticut  Masons  who  remember  his  kindly  ministrations  to 
them  when  the  misfortunes  of  war  had  changed  their  life  from  the  camp 
to  the  prisoner's  cell.  Underneath  that  rough,  homely  countenance  beat  a 
heart  as  tender  as  a  woman's,  and  that  carried  no  malice  to  any  human 
being.  No  man  ever  gave  to  Masonry  a  more  willing  service  or  a  loftier 
devotion.    We  do  well  to  honor  the  memory  of  such  Masons. 

"In  some  of  these  Proceedings  mention  is  made  of  President  Qarfleld 
as  a  distinguished  Mason.  I  have  never  ;^et  been  able  to  learn  that  he  took 
much  interest  in  Masonry,  or  ever  held  any  office  therein  except  that  of 
Chaplain— a  modern  office  in  the  institution,  and  one  to  which  little  impor- 
tance is  attached  in  the  practical  work  of  a  Masonic  body.  Most  of  our 
public  men  give  but  little  time  to  the  Institution.  Various  causes  operate 
to  produce  this  result,  nor  do  I  know  that  we  can  expect  it  to  be  other- 
wise. It  has  seemed  to  me  that  there  was  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  some 
Masons  to  make  capital  for  the  institution  out  of  the  fact  that  the  Presi- 
dent was  a  Mason,  as  some  politicians  have  tried  to  make  capital  for  them- 
selves or  their  separate  cliques  from  the  tragic  manner  of  his  death. 
Masonry  is  no  better  or  worse  for  his  membership  than  that  of  any  other 
good  man.  Do  not  misunderstand  me,  and  say  that  this  is  the  carping  of 
a  fault  finder,  or  the  spleen  of  a  disappointed  man,  because  I  take  excep- 
tions to  what  has  been  said  and  done.  I  was  one  of  the  President's  heartiest 
supporters.  If  I  had  any  first  choice  he  was  tlie  man.  I  gave  him  one 
honest  vote,  and  a  large  amount  of  eloquence  (of  my  kind)  in  trying  to 
induce  my  fellow-men  to  do  the  same  thing,  and  mourn  sincerely  his  tra- 
gic death ;  but  I  do  not  believe  in  a  Masonic  body,  or  in  Masonic  publica- 
tioDs,  we  should  make  any  reference  to  political  questions,  or  the  strife 
of  parties  or  their  results.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  if  the  President 
had  not  been  a  Mason,  6r  had  he  not  been  President,  but  little  would  have 
been  said  about  his  death,  even  had  the  same  trac^edy  been  enacted. 

**  I  saw  in  the  Grand  Council  of  Ohio,  in  1877,  one  of  their  PastQrand 
Alasters,  hoary  and  grim;  and  saw  him  at  the  head  of  his  Commandery,  as 
'we  rode  past  the  long  line.  Ttiat  empty  sleeve  told  of  the  fierce  confiicts 
of  war;  but  when  he  died,  two  years  later,  the  name  of  General  John  M. 
Barrere,  the  hero  of  half  a  hundred  fights,  was  not  even  mentioned  out- 
side his  own  State,  and  yet  lie  had  given  years  of  loyal  and  loving  service 
to  the  Masonic  inntitution.  Perhaps  it  may  be  said  that  these  remarks  are 
out  of  place,  and  better  not  have  been  made.  It  is  a  delicate  subject,  I 
know,  and  one  that  requires  careful  handling;  but  I  am  sure  you  that  have< 
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known  me  so  long,  will  give  me  credit  for  an  honeat  purpose  in  all  tbat  I 
say  and  do  in  my  connection  with  Masonry.  I  know  well  your  wans 
bearts  and  kindly  nature." 

'*Once  beneath  our  friendly  arohes,  men  have  never  gone  astray 
For  the  lack  of  chart  or  compaaa,  or  the  knowledge  of  the  way. 
Penury  cannot  dismember;  kings  are  but  as  peasants  when 
They  step  within  the  circle  of  this  brotherhood  of  men.'* 

Comp.  Dwight  Waugh,  Stamford,  elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master.  Comp. 
Joseph  K.  Wheeler.  Hartford,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
Subordinate  Councils,  20;  members,  2,164. 

FLORIDA— 1881. 

The  twelfth  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in  the 
City  of  Pensacola,  June  8,  1881.  Comp.  George  8.  Halmark,  111.  Grand 
Master,  presiding. 

Three  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  lengthy,  and,  like  all  we  get  from  him, 
good — devoted  to  the  excellent  teachings  of  Masonry.  In  speaking  of  the 
General  Grand  Council,  he  says:  "The  work  is  completed  and  has  been 
ratified  by  the  requisite  number  of  Grand  Councils,  and  trusts  that  thej 
will  enroll  themselves  among  the  number  and  perpetuate  the  independent 
existence  of  our  loved  and  honored  Order." 

The  Committee  on  doings  of  Grand  Officers  submitted  the  following 
resolution,  which  w^as  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Council  ratifies  the  acts  of  the  Convemion 
organizing  the  General  Grand  Council  of  the  TJoited  States  of  America, 
held  at  Detroit,  Michigan,  August  28,  A.  D.  1880,  and  the  Grand  Recorder 
be  instructed  to  communicate  this  action  to  the  Grand  Recorder  of  the 
General  Grand  Council  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

No  report  on  correspondence  on  account  of  the  depleted  treasury  and 
the  draft,  by  action  of  the  Grand  Council,  to  reprint  tl.e  former  proceed- 
ings. 

Comp.  George  S.  Halmark,  of  Warrington,  re-elected  HI.  Grand 
Master.     Comp.  John  Carlovitz,  of  Milton,  re  elected  Grand  Recorder. 

Subordinate  Councils,  3;  members.  72. 

GEORGIA— 1881,  1882. 

The  thirty-eighth  annual  convocation  was  held  in  the  City  of  Macon, 
April  27,  1881.  Comp.  Charles  R.  Armstrong,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  pre- 
siding. 

Four  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  verbally  his  address,  promising  to  write  it 
put  after  adjournment.    The  Grand  Recorder  states  he  waited  twelve 
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months  for  the  address,  but  was  unable  to  get  it,  and  at  that  late  date  pub- 
lished without  it. 

The  Grand  Recorder  says  he  received  the  proceedings  of  sixteen  Grand 

Councils— Michigan,  1880— but  we  find  no  report  of  correspondence. 

Comp.  Armstrong  re-elected  Grand  Master.  Comp.  Andrew  M. 
Wolihin  re-elected  Grand  Recorder.

Grand  Council  assembled  in  the  City  of  Macon,  April  26, 1882.  Comp. 
Charles  R.  Armstrong,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presidinfi^. 

Nine  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  made  a  verbal  address,  promising  to  write  it  out 
as  he  went  home.  The  Grand  Recorder  says  ''he  has  written  several  times 
for  it,  but  after  waiting  three  months,  was  ordered  by  the  (present)  Grand 
Master,  C.  P.  Lewis,  to  publish  the  proceedings  without  it."  s. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reports  having  received  the  proceedings  from 
twenty-one  Grand  Councils — Michigan,  1881,  included — and  that  all,  ex- 
cept New  Jersey,  Rhode  Island,  Michigan,  North  Carolina  and  Pennsyl- 
vania, have  become  constituents  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  and  adds  a 
foot  note:  "  Since  the  close  of  the  Grand  Council,  I  see  the  Grand  Council 
of  Michigan  has  united  with  the  General  Grand  Council." 

A  mistake,  Comp.  Wolihin.  The  Grand  Council  of  Michigan  has  not 
yet  become  a  constituent  of  the  G.  G.  Council. 

No  report  on  correspondence. 

Comp.  Christopher  F.  Lewis,  of  Augusta,  elected  M.  L  Grand  Master. 
Comp.  Andrew  M.  Wolihin,  of  Albany,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

Nino  Councils;  212  members. 

INDIANA— 1882. 

The  twenty-seventh  annual  convocation  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  October  17.  1882.  Comp.  Perry  W.  Card,  111. 
Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Representatives  of  thirty -four  out  of  thirty  eight  Subordinate  Councils 
were  present. 

Gnmd  Master's  address  is  short,  relating  to  local  affairs.  By  resolution 
of  the  last  convocation  he  was  directed  to  arrest  the  charters  of  four  sub- 
ordinate Councils  for  delinquencies;  reports  one  paid  its  delinquency;  two 
charters  arrested ;  one  capitulating. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  address  re- 
lating to  the  arrest  of  charters,  recommend  that  the  three  charters  be  ar- 
rested, Which  was  adopted. 
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Com.  W.  W.  Austin  submitted  a  very  excellent  report  on  correspond- 
ence, reviewing  the  proceedings  of  seventeen  Grand  Councils,  including  Mich- 
igan, 1882.  He  speaks  of  Grand  Master  Hatheway  *8  address  very  generously, 
and  copies  his  closing  in  full.  In  conclusion,  thanks  the  members  of  the 
Grand  Council  for  the  kindness  with  which  they  have  received  his  annual 
reviews,  hoping  that  what  had  been  presented  of  the  condition  of  other 
Grand  Councils  might  help  to  encourage  them  in  pushing  forward  the  gnuid 
work  and  maintaining  the  high  ground  Indiana  has  held,  and  we  hope  will 
ever  continue  to  hold,  in  Cryptic  Masonry.

ILLINOIS— 1882. 

The  thirtieth  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was.held  in  the 
City  of  Chicago,  October  25,  1882.  Th.  111.  John  O'Neill,  M.  P.  Grand 
Master,  presiding. 

Twenty-two  Councils  represented. 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  a  similar  committee 
on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  R.  A.  M.,  in  relation  to  the  Rite,  re- 
ported, and  after  a  general  expression  from  those  present  it  was  voted 
"  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Council  that  it  is  expedient  to  resume 
control  of  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters. " 

The  committee  upon  the  disposition  of  the  Council  degrees  reported 
as  follows,  which  was  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Illinois: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  the  disposition 
of  the  Council  degrees,  respectfully  report  that,  after  a  full  expression  of 
opinion  among  themselves,  and  with  the  members  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Grand  R.  A.  Chapter  of  Illinois,  for  the  same  purpose,  they 
believe  that  the  interests  of  both  Capitular  and  Cryptic  Masonry  can  now 
be  best  promoted  by  the  mutual  abrogation  of  the  treaty  made  in  1877  be- 
tween the  said  two  Grand  Bodies.  They  therefore  recommend  the  follow- 
ing: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Recorder  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  m^ 
morialize  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Illinois  upon  said  subject,  and 
ask  them  to  lake  such  steps  as  they  may  find  necessary,  to  re-commit  the 
care  of  and  the  conferring  of  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  to 
the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Illinois.

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The  following  resolutions  were  also  adopted : 

Retolvtd,  That  upon  the  issuance  of  an  edict  by  the  M.  E.  Grand  High 
Priest  of  the  Grand  R.  A.  Chapter  of  Illinois,  returning  to  this  Grand 
Council  the  authoritv  conferred  in  them  to  authorize  the  conferring  of  the 
Council  degrees,  and  the  issuance  of  an  order  by  the  Most  Puissant  Grand 
Master  to  the  Subordinate  Councils  of  this  State  to  resume  work,  all  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  made  under  the  authority  heretofore  recited,  be  and  are 
hereby  declared  regular  nonaffiliated  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  entitled  to 
all  the  rights  and  benefits  of  such. 

Betolved,  That  all  Chapter  Councils  that  have  conferred  the  degrees 
upon  any  Companions,  be  requested  to  certify  over  the  seal  of  the  Chapter 
the  fact  of  the  Companion  having  received  the  Ro^al  and  Select  Masters' 
degrees  in  such  Council,  and  such  certificates  shall  be  considered  equiva- 
lent to  a  dimit,  and  be  so  accepted  by  all  Councils  of  this  Grand  Jurisdic- 
tion. 

We  also  received  the  following  circular  from  the  Grand  Recorder, 
from  which  we  see  the  Grand  Master  of  Illinois  has  resumed  the  govern- 
ment of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  his  jurisdiction : 

To  the  Thrice  Illiutrlous  Masters,  Officers  and  Companions  of  this  Jurisdiction: 

Chicago,  December  26,  1882. 
*'  Whereas,  The  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the 
State  of  Illinois,  at  its  annual  Assembly,  at  Chicago,  October  26,  A.  D. 
1882,  A.  Dep.  2882,  did  by  vote  agree,  "  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
Grand  Council  that  it  is  expedient  to  resume  control  of  the  degrees  of 
Royal  and  Select  Master,"  and, 

"  Whereas,  The  Special  Committee  appointed  at  the  session  of  the 
Grand  Council  to  confer  with  a  similar  Committee  appointed  by  the  Grand 
Chapter,  presented  the  following  Report,  which  was  adopted : 

To  the  Grand  Oouncil  R.  and  8.  M.  of  Illinois: 

Your  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  of  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  Council  Degrees,  respectfully  report  that,  after  a  full  expres- 
sion of  opinion  among  themselves,  and  with  the  members  of  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Grand  R.  A.  Chapter  of  Illinois,  for  the  same  purpose, 
they  believe  that  the  interests  of  both  Capitular  and  Cryptic  Masonry  can 
now  be  best  promoted  by  the  mutual  abrogation  of  the  Treaty  made  in 
A.  D.  1877  between  the  said  two  Grand  Bodies,  thay  therefore  recommend 
the  following: 

Besolved,  That  the  Grand  Recorder  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to 
memoralize  the  Grand  floyal  Arch  Chapter  of  Illinois  upon  said  subject, 
and  ask  them  to  take  such  steps  as  they  may  find  necessary,  to  recommit 
the  care  of  and  the  conferring  of  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master 
to  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Illinois,  and 
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"  Whereas,  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  *at  its  annual  Convocation,  held  at  Chicago,  October,  26,  A.  D. 
1882,  A.  I.  2412,  did  receive  the  following  report,  which  was  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence; 

To  the  Grand  Rojal  Arch  Chapter  of  the  State  of  Ulinoia: 

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Memorial  of  the  Grand 
Council  and  the  matter  of  the  Council  Degrees,  would  respectfully  report 
that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  same  in  counection  with  the  Ck)m- 
mittee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Council.  That  it  is  the  earnest  desire  of 
the  Grand  Council  to  again  take  charge  of  said  degrees,  and  in  furtherance 
of  that  request  and  desiring  to  comply  with  the  same,  we  would  submit 
the  following  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  this  Grand  Body,  to-wit: 

That  the  amendments  to  Sections  1  and  2,  Article  2  of  the  Constitution 
of  this  Grand  Chapter,  adopted  in  1878.  be  repealed,  and  that  tliose  as 
printed  in  the  Proceedings  of  1877  be  adopted  by  this  Grand  Chapter. 

The  effect  of  which  amendment,  when  adopted,  will  be  to  avoid  all 
reference  to  the  Council  Degrees  in  our  Constitution. 

Your  Committee  would  further  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resolved,  That  on  and  after  January  1st,  1883,  the  Chapters  of  this 
jurisdiction  cease  to  confer  the  Council  Degrees,  and  that  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil be  requested  to  take  such  action  in  reference  thereto  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  and  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  issue  his  edict  to  that  effect. 

*'  In  accordance  with  the  above,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested 
as  Most  Puissant  Grand  Master  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Illinois,  I 
do  hereby  grant  this  my  dispensation,  directing  you  to  notify  all  the  mem- 
bers, as  far  as  possible,  and  open  your  Councils  and  proceed  to  the  election 
of  Officers  for  the  ensuing  Cryptic  year;  after  the  election  of  Offlcera  you 
will  proceed  to  work,  under  your  by-laws  and  the  Laws  and  Regulations 
of  this  Grand  Council  as  formerly. 

"  You  will  notify  the  Grand  Recorder  of  the  date  of  your  election  and 
installation  of  Officers.  If  you  do  not  desire  as  a  Council  to  comply  with 
this  order,  you  will  notify  the  Grand  Recorder  of  your  non-compliance, 
which  will  save  him  time,  labor  and  expense  in  sending  further  communi- 
cations. 

"Hoping  that  the  members  of  your  Council  will  proceed  zealously  to 
work  for  the  preservation  of  these  beautiful  and  interesting  degrees,  so 
that  at  the  annual  assembly  in  October  next,  e  may  show  by  full  and 
complete  returns,  that  we  are  active,  alive,  and   vigorous,  and  that  the 
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number   received  into   the  Secret  Vault  this  year  is  secoDd  to  no  other 
Jurisdiction  in  the  United  States,  is  my  earnest  and  sincere  desire.

The  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in  the  City  of 
Topeka,  February  14,  1882. 

The  proceedings  will  not  be  published  this  year. 

Comp.  Andrew  M.  Callaham,  Topelta,  elected  M.  1.  Grand  Master. 

Comp.  John  H.  Brown,  Wyandotte,  elected  Grand  Recorder. 

LOUISIANA— 1882. 

The  twenty -seventh  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was 
hetd  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  February  16,  1882. 

Comp.  George  J.  Pinckard,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Four  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

Grand  Master's  address  is  good;  he  is  a  zealous  worker  in  the  Cryp- 
tic Rit«. 

In  his  opening,  he  says:  "It  is  with  feelings  of  unmixed  pleasure 
I  greet  you  on  this  our  twenty -seventh  annual  assembly,  for  we  meet 
under  circumstances  of  a  much  more  encouraging  and  re-assuring  nature 
than  for  many  years  past."  In  conclusion,  he  says:  (the  six  years  he  had 
presided  over  the  Grand  Council)  "During  the  greater  portion  of  this 
time  a  depressing  influence  held  sway.  I  have  often  almost  despaired  of 
the  Kite.  Grand  Council  after  Grand  Council  followed  in  swift  succession 
the  example  set  by  the  Mississippi  Council,  for  which  there  was  never  the 
slightest  reason." 

But  the  tide  has  turned;  the  battle  fought,  the  victory  won.  Hence- 
forth,'  the  "merger^  becomes  an  historical  phase  in  the  record  of  the 
Cryptic  Rite." 

He  declined  a  re-election. 

Comp.  Alfred  Shaw,  New  Orleans,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 

Comp.  Richard  Lambert  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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MARYLAND— 1881. 

The  eighth  annual  assembly  was  held  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  No- 
vember 9,  1881. 

Comp.  George  W.  Sheine,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Five  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  says,  '*  While  sister  jurisdictions  are  mourning  the 
loss  of  valueil  and  beloved  Companions  of  the  order,  we  find  our  numbers 
are  complete."     No  question?  had  been  submitted  for  his  decision. 

"While  Cryptic  Masonry  in  the  State  during  the  past  year  has  not 
made  rapid  strides  forward,  we  certainly  have  not  retrograded.  We  have 
worked  harmoniously  in  the  S.  Y.,  and  while  the  success  attained  may  not 
have  been  ns  great  as  we  had  wished,  yet  I  feel  assured,  now  that  the  ques- 
tion of  the  life  of  our  Cryptic  Rite  is  settled,  and  I  hope  finally,  we  may 
feel  encouraged  to  look  for  renewed  life  and  activity  among  the  Compan- 
ions of  our  several  Councils." 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted. 

Resolved,  That  non-affiliated  Cryptic  Masons  of  this  jurisdiction  in 
affiliating  with  the  Subordinate  Councils,  be  required  to  assume  the  0  B. 
according  to  the  revised  work,  as  also  that  of  allegiance  to  the  G.  G.  Coun- 
cil of  the  United  States. 

The  Grand  Recorder,  Companion  George  L.  MoCahan,  submitted  a 
very  excellent  report  on  Correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of 
twenty  two  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for  1881,  briefly  noticed.  He  says, 
in  speaking  of  our  action  in  refusing  to  become  constituents  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  : 

"Having  been  out  and  out  opposers  of  the  'Mississippi  plan,' which 
is  now  a  dead  issue,  we  now  find  ourselves  in  opposition  to  the  '  Michigan 
plan,*  and  we  trust  the  expression,  'for  the  present  at  least,*  will  become 
a  reality,  and  that  18b8  will  find  Michigan  a  constituent  of  the  G.  G. 
body.'* 

We  copy  his  conclusion  in  full,  because  we  like  it,  and  meets  our 
views  fully : 

"We  close  our  review  with  a  feeling  of  satisfaction  that  the  present  con- 
dition of  the  Cryptic  Rite  is  more  than  satisfactory  and  much  surpasses  the 
expectation  of  the  most  sanguine;  whilst  there  is  no  solid  basis  for  enthusi- 
asm, there  is,  except  in  a  very  few  jurisdictions,  a  feeling  of  courage  and 
hopefulness  which  has  displaced  the  former  doubt,  vascillation  and  des- 
pondency, which  existed  more  or  less  in  every  State  jurisdiction.  The 
prompt  and  general  ratification  of  the  work  of  the  Detroit  Convention 
having  established  the  G.  G.  Council,  order  is  thereby  brought  out  of 
chaos,  and  the  watcliword  "all  is  well"  is  reverberated  throughout  the 
land.    As  to  the  future,  much,  if  not  all,   depends  on  the  legislation  of 
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the  G.  G.  Council  in  1883.  If  broad  and  liberal— and  we  haye  no  reason 
to  think  it  will  not  be  so — the  permanent  existence  and  influence  of  the 
Rite  will  be  assured.  The  prodi^U  must  be  welcomed ;  the  term  clandes- 
tine as  applied  to  the  past  must  be  made  void  and  inapplicable.  In  fact  the 
work  so  happily  begun  must  be  completed,  and  no  wiser  course  need  be 
suggested  than  is  recorded  in  the  early  history  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
England. 

"  As  to  those  Grand  Chapter  reporters  who  have  wasted  so  much  of  their 
time  and  talent  in  the  discussion  of  the  Cryptic  Rite,  and  so  much  of  the 
means  of  their  Grand  bodies  in  publishing  their  effusions,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
they  will  find  a  new  field  in  which  to  exercise  their  benevolence  or — dry 
up. 

Comp.  Thomas  J.  Shryock,  Baltimore,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 

Comp.  George  L.  McCahan,  Baltimore,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

Councils,  5;  membership,  244. 

MINNESOTA. 

The  thirteenth  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in  the 
City  of  St.  Paul,  October  9,  1883.  Comp.  Grove  B.  Cooley,  M.  I.  Grand 
Master,  presiding. 

Four  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  address  is  brief,  but  business.    Of  his  official  acts  he  says: 

**  I  have  but  very  little  to  report  in  regard  to  my  official  acts  during 
the  year.  There  has  been  no  question  of  Masonic  law  submitted  to  me  for 
decision,  and  no  grievance  that  has  come  to  my  knowledge.  All  is  peace 
and  harmony.  My  correspondence  has  been  quite  extensive.  I  have  been 
persistent  in  trying  to  gather  all  the  information  possible  in  regard  to 
Cryptic  Masonry,  in  every  foreign  as  well  as  in  my  own  jurisdiction." 

We  find  from  his  extensive  correspondence  very  much  that  we  shall 
take  the  liberty,  as  heretofore,  of  copying,  trusting  Comp.  Cooley  will  par- 
don us  for  taking  the  privilege. 

He  granted  dispensations  to  form  Subordinate  Councils  at  Fergus  Falls 
and  Austin. 

In  conclusion,  he  says:  **  Companions,  we  have  great  reason  to  con- 
gratulate ourselves  upon  the  success  of  our  efforts  in  the  cause  of  Cryptic 
Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction.  All  the  obstructions  that  for  a  while  seemed 
to  impede  its  progress  have  been  removed,  and  there  is  now  a  steady  in- 
crease in  membership  as  well  as  in  interest/' 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  from  Comp.  Grove  B.  Cooley,  M.  I, 
Qrand  Master— as  usual,  poetical,  humorous  and  good,  through  and 
through.    In  opening,  he  says  he  received  the  proceedings  (or  communi- 
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cations)  from  all  the  Grand  Councils  except  Vermont,  notielDg  thirty 
Grand  Councils.  Of  Michigan,  1882,  he  says  Grand  Master  Hatheway's 
address  sliows  the  office  of  Grand  Master  of  Michigan  is  no  sinecure ;  and 
copies  from  bis  report  of  jurisprudence  the  questions  and  answers  received 
and  disposed  of  by  him  during  the  year.  Making  no  comments,  we  con- 
clude he  coincides  with  our  G.  M.  He  says  we  have  got  the  Past  Grand 
Master's  jewel  mania  heavy;  notes  one  to  P.  G.  M.  Woodward  in  1881,  and 
at  this  assembly  one  to  P.  G.  M.  Hatheway.  "  Thinks  it  a  good  thing  to 
appreciate  worth,"  but  says,  "go  slow;  don't  use  partiality."  Now,  com- 
panion, ain't  this  rather  Cool-ey?  Is  it  contagious?  It  must  be.  I  see 
from  your  report,  July  31,  1882,  Past  Grand  Master  George  W.  Cooley  was 
presented  a  Past  Illustrious  Grand  Master's  jewel. 

Of  our  report,  he  says:  ''There  is  not  enough  of  it,"  and  that  we 
copied  his  report  of  the  Grand  Council  of  England  and  Wales  and  credited 
it  to  George  W.  Cooley.  We  beg  pardon,  companion;  will  lay  it  to  the 
printer  and  try  to  do  better  hereafter. 

Comp.  Grove  B.  Cooley,  of  Minneapolis,  re-elected  M.  I.  Grand 
Master.  Comp.  William  Cheney,  of  Minneapolis,  re-elected  Grand  Re- 
corder. 

Councils,  5;  membership,  864;  dues,  $169. 

MISSOURI. 

The  seventeenth  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  assembled  in 
the  City  of  St.  Louis.  May  5,  1882.  M.  111.  Grand  Master  John  R.  Parson 
presiding. 

Six  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  very  brief  and  of  local  importance  only. 
Of  his  official  acts,  he  constituted  one  Council,  chartered  at  the  last  annual 
session,  and  visited  two  others,  and  appointed  our  M.  I.  Past  Grand  Master 
William  G.  Hudson  representative  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Missouri  near 
the  Grand  Council  of  Michigan,  which  was  approved  of  by  our  Grand 
Council . 

He  recommended  the  following  to  the  Grand  Council:  "A  number 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  one  of  our  towns  are  very  desirous  of  organiz- 
ing a  Council,  but  there  is  but  one  member  of  the  Order  anywhere  near 
them.     As  this  is  likely  to  occur  in  other  places,  I  would  recommend  that 

*  the  Grand  Master  be  invested  with  authority  to  confer  the  degrees  on  a 
sufficient  number  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  organize  a  Council  where  no 

•  Council  exists." 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Address,  which  reported  as  follows: 
"We  disapprove  the  recommendation  'that  the  Grand  Master  be  in- 
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vested  with  authority  to  confer  the  degrees  on  a  sufficient  number  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  to  organize  a  Council  where  no  Council  exists/.  It  is  not  a 
prerogative  of  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  to  make  Select  Masters 
'at  sight,'  and  we  are  opposed  to  having  such  power  given  him  by  the 
Grand  Council,  as  establishing  a  dangerous  precedent,  contrary  to  the  an- 
cient usages." 

The  report  was  adopted. 

We  cannot  agree  with  the  Committee.  It  is  an  old  and  ancient  usage,  a 
prerogative  often  exercised  by  Grand  Masters  for  the  benefit  of  the  Order. 

Comp.  William  H.  Mayo  submitted Ja  brief  review  of  eighteen  Grand 
Councils,  including  Michigan,  for  1883.    In  opening,  he  says: 

"  The  pamphlets  that  we  allude  to  in  the  foregoing  are  very  creditable 
indeed.  Some  of  them  are  quite  large  and  full  of  interesting  matter. 
Annual  addresses  are  in  many  States  well  prepared  documents,  shewing 
that  many  Masonic  master  minds  are  taking  an  interest  in  tlie  Rite  ^  hich 
is  now  marching  with  rapid  strides  up  the  hill  of  prosperity,  and  the  dark 
and  ominous  clouds  that  hovered  so  threateningly  over  the  Cryptic  world 
for  several  years  have  all  been  dispersed  and  driven  out  of  sight.  No 
sleeping  sentinel  now  endangers  our  secrecy  and  security.  All  is  bright; 
the  sound  of  the  Craftsman's  trowel  is  heard  on  all  sides;  all  over  the 
land  good,  sound  material  is  being  worked  into  and  through  the  S.  Y. 
Grand  Recorders  are  giving  us  their  printed  Proceedings  in  better  shape 
and  more  systematically  arranged,  so  that  we  can  learn  a  little  about 
what  our  sister  jurisdictions  are  doing.  Oh,  for  a  Cruft,  a  Berry,  a  Drum- 
mond  or  some  other  "  statistical  fiend  "  to  stir  them  all  up,  so  that  we  could 
present  a  thoroughly  compiled  table  of  Cryptic  Masonry.  We  have  looked 
in  vain  for  several  years  for  such  a  table  and  have  not  found  it." 

All  right,  Companion  Mayo,  keep  the  ball  rolling  and  we  will  get  stat- 
istics. 

Comp.  William  B.  Wilson,  Cape  Girardin,  elected  M.  I.  G.  Master. 
Comp.  William  H.  Mayo,  St.  Louis,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
Councils,  8;  passed  the  circle,  26;  members,  804. 

, MAINE— 1882. 

Twenty-eighth  annual  assembly  held  at  Portland,  May  3,  1882,  Comp. 
Arlington  B.  Marston,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Eight  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short,  relating  to  home  affairs  only. 

He  says:  "For  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction  the  year  has  been 
one  of  unbroken  quiet.  Not  a  single  question  has  been  submitted  to  me 
during  the  year. " 
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Comp.  Josiah  H.  Drummond  submitted  the  report  on  Corre8poiiden(;e, 
briefly  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-one  Grand  Councils -oar's  for 
1883  included.    In  opening,  he  says; 

"  Some  discussion  has  arisen  in  reference  to  the  position  taken  by  the 
Qoneral  Grand  Council  in  relation  to  those  who  receive  the  degrees  in  Chap- 
ters or  in  "  Councils  appurtenant  to  Chapters."  It  seems  to  be  understood 
that  the  declaration,  that  no  Companions  can  be  recognized  as  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  who  have  not  received  the  degrees  in  a  regular  Council,  was 
first  adopted  by  the  General  Grand  Council,  and  that  previously  to  its  or- 
ganization, Companions  receiving  the  degrees  in  Chapters  were  quite  gen- 
erally recognized ;  and  that  this  was  done  in  view  of  the  adoption,  m  some 
jurisdictions,  of  the  ''Mississippi  Plan." 

"The  statement  that  up  to  the  time  of  the  attempt  in  Mississippi  to 
transfer  the*  degrees  to  the  Chapters,  those  receiving  the  degrees  in  Chap- 
ters were  not  recognized,  haa  been  challenged  as  incorrect.  We  propose, 
therefore,  to  examine  the  grounds  upon  which  that  statement  was  based. 

"In  the  Convention  in  New  York,  in  1872,  the  following  resolution 

was  introduced : 

*'Be8olv€d,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  tlie  Cryptic 
degrees  should  be  unrler  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  Grand  Councils,  and 
that  no  one  should  be  recognized  as  a  regular  Companion  of  the  Rite  who 
has  not  received  the  degrees  under  Huch  jurisdiction." 

"It  was  quite  fully  discussed,  as  there  were  some  then  present  who 
had  received  the  degrees  under  the  authority  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
the  A.  4&  A.  Rite,  or  in  Councils  chartered^by  such  authority. 

' '  The  resolution  was  then  referred  to  a  special  committee,  who  reported 
a  new  draft  thereof  the  next  day,  which,  after  full  discussion,  was  unani- 
mously adopted  in  the  following  terms: 

"  WKereaa,  in  some  jurisdictions  the  question  has  been  mooted  of  sur- 
rendering the  degrees  to  the  Chapters,  and 

*' Whereas,  there  are  many  Companions,  who  have  received  the  degrees 
in  Chapters,  or  from  Sovereign  Inspectors  of  the  A.  <&  A.  Rite,  therefore, 

'* Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Convention  that  the  Cryptic  de- 
grees should  be  under  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  Grand  Councils,  and 
that  no  one  should  be  recognized  as  a  Companion  of  this  Rite  who  has  not 
received  the  degrees  in  a  lawfully  constituted  Council,  or  by  authority  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  the  A.  &  A.  l!lite  previous  to  this  date,  or  been 
lawfully  healed." 

And  here  gives  the  actions  of  the  several  Grand  Councils  to  the  time 
and  says: 

"The  result  of  this  examination  is  that  the  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  a  National  Convention,  in  which  fourteen  Grand  Councils  were 
represented  by  duly  accredited  delegates,  and  two  others  by  Companions 
admitted  to  participate  in  its  action;  that  it  was  allowed  to  stand  without 
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objection  by  a  National  Convention  in  tho  following  year,  in  which  seven 
additional  Grand  Councils  were  represented;  that  it  was  published  and  sent 
to  all  the  existing  Grand  Councils;  that  it  was  formally  approved  by  very 
many  of  them,  and  that  no  Grand  Council  or  Companion,  throughout  the 
country  objected  to  it  or  dissented  from  it,  so  far  as  the  published  proceed- 
ings show. 

"More  than  that,  a  careful  examination  of  the  Proceedings  of  all  the 
Grand  Councils,  from  1872  to  a  time  subsequent  to  the  "merger"  in  Mis- 
si^ippi,  fails  to  show  a  decision  by  any  Grand  Council  or  Grand  Master  in 
opposition  to  the  resolution  a^lopted  by  the  Convention. 

"The  General  Grand  Council,  in  promulgating  this  doctrine  was  merely 
announcing  the  law  as  already  settled;  and  we  must  repeat  the  language  of 
our  former  report,  and  call  upon  those  challenging  its  correctness  to  point 
out  any  instance  in  which,  since  1872,  a  Grand  Council  or  Grand  Master 
has  recognized  as  a  regular  Royal  and  Select  Master  a  Companion  who  re- 
ceived those  degrees  in  a  Chapter." 

And  then  gives  briefly  the  condition  of  the  several  Grand  Councils 
from  the  proceedings  received,  and  closing  says: 

"  We  have  still  to  report  general  improvement  and  increasing  prosper- 
ity throughout  the  country." 

Comp.  Arlington  B.  Marston,  Bangor,  reelected  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 

Comp.  Ira  Berry,  Portland,  for  the  twenty-seventh  time,  re  elected 
Qrand  Recorder. 

NEW  JERSEY— 1882. 

The  twenty-fourth  annual  assembly  was  held  at  Trenton,  January  17, 
1882.     Comp.  Charles  Belcher,  Jr.,  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 
Four  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 
The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  wholly  of  a  local  character. 

Comp.  Charles  Bechtel  submitted  a  brief  report  on  Correspondence, 
reviewing  the  proceedings  of  eighteen  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for  1881, 
included.  Closing,  he  says:  "  Wo  have  been  compelled  to  omit  mention 
of  many  matters  of  interest  to  the  Craft  in  this  jurisdiction,  being  unwill- 
ing to  entail  expense  this  Grand  Council  is  not  able  to  bear  We  are 
aware  that  committees  in  other  jurisdictions  have  not  the  fear  of  the 
printer's  d — 1  before  them,  and  consequently  treat  their  Grand  bodies  to 
dissertations  upon  every  subject  within  and  without  the  body^of  Masonry. 
Your  committee  have  refrained  from  enlarging  this  time,  but  won't  promise 
to  continue  on  thib  line." 

Comp.  John  M.  Knapp,  Hackensack,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 

Comp.  Charles  Bechtel,  Trenton,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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NORTH  CAROLINA— 1882. 

The  Grand  Council  held  its  seventeenth  annual  assembly  in  the  city  of 
Wilmington,  May  81,  1882.  Comp.  J.  J.  Macks,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  pre- 
siding. 

Three  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  says,  in  his  address,  his  official  acts  had  been  very 
few.  He  signed  a  charter  for  one  Council;  had  been  applied  to  to  appoint 
a  representative  near  the  Grand  Council  of  Vermont,  and  regretted  he  coald 
not  do  so,  the  Grand  Council  of  North  Carolina  not  recognizing  the  repre- 
sentative system,  and  trusted  the  Grand  Council  would  see  fit  to  adopt  the 
system  this  session.  He  acknowledged  the  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of 
twenty  Grand  Councils,  our's  for  1881  and  1882,  included.  Comp.  Macks 
is  evidently  a  zealous  and  live  worker;  says  it  was  his  intention  to  visit  the 
dififerent  Councils  throughout  the  State,  but  was  unable  to  do  so,  and  trusted 
that  all  would  redouble  their  exertions  and  make  Cryptic  Masonry  in  North 
Carolina  a  complete  success. 

Success  attend  you,  Companion  Macks. 

The  Committee  on  the  Grand  Master's  address  recommend  that  action 
be  taken  looking  to  the  establishment  of  fraternal  relations  with  other 
Grand  Councils  in  America,  by  adopting  the  representative  system,  which 
Was  adopted.  Also  recommended  that  the  Grand  Council  become  a  con- 
stitutent  member,  and  acknowledge  allegiance  to  the  General  Grand  Coun- 
cil, which  the  Grand  Council  refused  to  concur  in. 

P.  G.  M.,  John  Nichols,  Introduced  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  appear  before  the  Grand 
Chapter,  at  its  next  annual  convocation,  and  request  the  appointment  of  a 
similar  committee  on  the  part  of  that  body,  with  a  view  to  a  joint  confer- 
CDce  looking  to  the  consolidation  of  the  CJapituIar  and  Cryptic  systems  in 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

Which  was  laid  over  until  the  next  annual  assembly. 

We  trust  North  Carolina  will  not  at  this  late  date  commit  suicide  or 
Mississippi-ide.  If  they  cannot  adopt  the  General  Grand  Council  system, 
they  can  stand  on  their  own  bottom.

NEW  HAMPSHIRE— 1882. 

The  twenty-first  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in 
the  City  of  Concord,  May  15,  1882.  Comp.  Edward  H.  Carrier,  M.  I. 
Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Seven  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 
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•  The  Grand  Master's  address  shows  he  is  the  right  man  in  the  right 
place.  If  there  were  more  of  such,  we  would  see  fewer  weak  and  sickly 
Councils,  both  Grand  and  Subordinate.  He  visited  every  Subordinate 
Coimcil  in  the  State  except  two.  He  reports  the  death  of  the  Grand 
Chaplain.  He  says:  "  Our  venerable  Grand  Chaplain,  Rev.  James  Adams, 
is  no  more.  His  chair  is  vacant.  His  voice  is  hushed  in  the  solemn  silence 
of  death.*'  He  died  Dec.  10,  1881,  aged  73  years.  A  memorial  page  is 
set  apart  in  the  proceedings  to  his  memory.  His  official  acts  very  few. 
No  questions  presented  for  adjustment;  no  decisions  called  for:  no  contro- 
versy arisen.  He  says:  "For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  New  Hampshire,  we  have  a  report  on  Correspondence  with  our 
Bister  States.  We  are  twenty -one  years  old  to-day— we  are  of  age— and 
the  time  has  arrived  when  we  will  be  expected  to  care  for  ourselves,  and 
do  something  towards  extending  words  of  cheer  and  encouragement  to  the 
younger  members  of  our  great  family.  We  can  at  last  lift  up  our  heads 
among  those  Councils  who  have  so  many  times  said  in  reviews  of  our  di- 
minutive proceedings,  *  Only  this  and  nothing  more  from  New  Hampshire  ' 
The  result  of  the  reporter's  labor  enhances  the  value  of  proceedings  a 
hundred  fold;  it  is  a  very  interesting  and  valuable  addition,  imparting  much 
information  and  instruction,  and  should  be  read  by  every  companion. 
While  the  giatuitous  performance  of  this  duty  is  perhaps  to  be  com- 
mended, yet  it  is  an  arduous  task,  and  necessitates  the  devotion  of  much 
time  and  labor.  Time  is  money,  and  if  propei^  recompense  is  made  the 
committee,  they  will  be  encouraged,  and  the  Grand  Council  have  a  right 
to  expect  a  fair  report  every  year." 

He  adds,  many  good  things  we  would  like  to  copy,  but  time  and  space 
do  not  permit,  but  cannot  avoid  copying  the  following.  Every  word  suits 
us  and  we  endorse  it  in  full.    He  says: 

"I  believe  that  Councils  greatly  err  in  not  requiring  the  better  judg- 
ment of  the  members  to  scrutinize  carefully  those  whom  they  propose  to 
advance  and  reward,  instead  of  electing  to  positions  of  honor  and  trust 
officers  who  not  only  never  knew  the  work  but  never  intended  learning  the 
same.  A  curious  estimate  some  officers  place  upon  the  binding  effect  of 
their  solemn  obligations.  They  should  feel  that  their  duties  do  not  begin 
and  end  when  they  have  been  installed  into  office,  and  obtained  the  Masonic 
rank  which  they  have  desired." 

Comp.  George  P.  Cleaves,  Grand  Recorder,  submitted  a  good  report 
on  Correspondence  (the  first  produced  since  the  organization  of  the  Grand 
Council),  courteously  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-one  Grand 
Councils — Michigan,  for  1881,  of  the  number.  He  quotes  from  Grand  Mas- 
ter Woodward's  address,  and  says  he  is  evidently  a  believer  in  the  anti- 
quity of  Freemasonry,  that  portion  to  which  our  Brother  Lee,  of  Connect!- 
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cut,  so  critically  alludes.  Doesn't  say  oue  word  about  Moses  or  Aaron,  or 
Cain,  not  even  Tubal;  but  copies  the  repo.rt  of  our  Committee  on  Genenl 
Grand  Council  in  full. 

We  welcome  Companion  Cleaves  into  the  reportorial  brotherhood,  and 
hope  we  may  hear  from  him  again  next  year.

OHIO— 1882. 

The  fifty-second  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  at 
Newark,  September  20,  1882.  Comp.  Jos.  M  Goodspeed,  M.  L  Grand 
Master,  presiding. 

Forty-five  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address— two  pages  only  of  his  oflScial  doings.  He 
granted  a  dispensation  to  form  one  Council ;  reported  nine  Councils  dead 
and  recommended  that  their  charters  be  arrested. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  made  a  report,  which  was  adoptei 
We  copy  in  full  and  believe  it  to  be  just  and  right: 

"  Your  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurisprudence,  to  whom  was  submitted 
for  consideration  the  following  question,  namely:  A  Companion  received 
the  Royal  and  Select  Masonic  Degrees  in  a  Council  in  Kentucky;  after- 
wards the  Council  and  Chapter  Degrees  of  that  State  were  consolidated. 
At  the  time  of  the  consolidation  the  Companion  was  absent  from  Ken- 
tucky. He  received  a  dimit  from  the  Chapter  of  which  he  was  a  member, 
certifying  that  he  had  received  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master. 
Can  he,  on  application,  be  received  as  a  member  of  a  Subordinate  Council 
of  this  jurisdiction?  Respectfully  report  that,  according  to  the  statement 
contained  in  the  question,  the  Companion  received  the  Cryptic  Degrees  in 
a  Council  duly  constituted  under  the  jurisdiction  of  a  Grand  Council.  It 
does  not  appear  that  in  any  way  he  has  forfeited  his  Masonic  standing. 
The  fact  that  since  he  received  the  degrees  the  Chapter  and  Council  have 
consolidated,  and  that  since  that  time  the  Cryptic  degrees  in  that  jurisdic- 
tion have  been  conferred  in  the  Chapter  should  in  no  way  deprive  the 
members  of  their  rights;  and  the  fact  that  his  dimit  comes  from  the 
Chapter  which  is  now  in  possession  of  its  records  is  only  a  matter  of 
evidence,  and  a  proper  certificate  from  the  custodian  of  the  records  is  Ant- 
ficicni,  and  that  there  is  no  legal  bar  to  his  afiSliation  in  a  Council  in 
Ohio." 

Comp.  S.  Stacker  Williams  submitted  the  report  on  foreign  Correspon- 
dence, reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-three  Grand  Councils,  Michi- 
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gan  for  1882,  included.  Like  all  his  reports,  good.  He  very  kindly  refers 
to  Grand  Master  Hathewajr's  address,  copying  a  portion  of  his  remarks 
upon  the  death  of  our  assassinated  President;  approves  of  his  decision  that 
we  cannot  entertain  a  petition  for  the  degrees  from  a  non-affiliated  Master 
and  Royal  Arch  Mason;  but  seems  to  be  somewhat  in  doubt  as  to  confer- 
ring the  degrees  at  sight,  saying:  ''  Possibly  the  end  justified  the  means." 
As  to  our  report,  bays  Ohio  was  not  included.  Why?  Because  we  re- 
ceived no  proceedings  from  Ohio  for  1881,  and  received  none  for  1882  until 
we  wrote  Grand  Recorder  Caldwell  for  a  copy.  We  think  Companion 
Recorder  mailed  us  the  usual  compliment  of  copies,  but  for  some  un- 
accountable reason  we  have  not  received  any  the  last  two  years.  In  his 
comments  upon  Comp.  Lee's  report  of  Connecticut,  he  says:  "  As  he  had 
plugged  away  so  furiously  at  some  of  the  Grand  Councils,  we  almost  feared 
to  see  his  review  of  Ohio:  but  we  were  more  frightened  than  hurt.  He  let 
us  off  with  just /our  Ums  and  five  words."  Look  out,  Comp.  Williams;  you 
may  catch  it  next.  I  see  your  Grand  Council  took  a  recess  to  visit  and  in- 
spect some  ancient  works,  built  at  an  unknown  period  of  '*  antiquity." 

Comp.  Levi  C.  Goodale,  Cincinnati,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 
Comp.  John  D.  Caldwell,  Cincinnati,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

Councils,  48;  membership,  2,405. 

PENNS  YL  VANI  A— 1 882. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Royal,  Super-Excellent  and  Select  Masters  held 
its  thirty-sixth  annual  assembly  at  Lancaster,  February  15,  1882.  M.  P. 
Grand  Master  George  C.  Johnson  presiding. 

Eight  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short— a  report  of  his  official  acts  only. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  submitted  a  very  brief  report,  ac- 
knowledging the  receipt  of  the  proceedings  of  twenty  Grand  Councils, 
Michigan  included.     We  copy  the  following  and  like  it: 

"It  caused  us  the  greatest  pleasure  to  receive  such  a  large  number  of 
proceedings,  more  particularly  as  among  the  number  were  several  w 
mourned'  as  dead,  and  we  rejoiced  to  find  that  they  were  but,  as  it  were,  in 
a  dream,  a  trance,  a  sleep  bearing  all  the  impress  of  death,  but  from  which 
there  was  a  glorious  awakening.  We  would  ask  our  Companions  to  join 
with  us  in  thanksgiving  for  the  lives  that  were  spared— California,  Missouri, 
North  Carolina  and  Wisconsin.  Thrice  welcome  again  to  our  Secret  Vault. 
Let  the  past  be  forgotten;  we  will  never  mention  it  again  to  wound  you. 
We  have  cut  off  your  names  from  our  memorial  tablet,  and  were  it  not  a 
matter  of  solemn  reverence  for  your  sleeping,  not  departed  sisters,  Ar- 
kansas, Illinois,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Mississippi  and  Nebraska,  we  would  raze 

the  stone  to  the  earth  and  grind  it  to  powder,  and  scatter  the  dust  to  the  four 
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winds  of  heaven,  so  there  might  not  remain  among  men  or  Masons  the 
least  trace  to  point  to  the  fact  of  the  f aiming  or  dying  by  ihe  wayside 
when  there  was  so  much  work  to  be  done.  Sisters,  let  us  a^^  grasp 
your  hands  in  life,  let  the  sound  of  your  trowels  once  again  reach  us  in  the 
vaults  of  our  Cryptic  Sanctum  Sanctorum." 

"The  formation  of  the  General  Grand  Council  has  resulted  io  much 
good ;  it  is  binding  or  bringing  together  more  closely  the  Grand  Coancils 
of  this  country. .  Our  views  on  joining  the  General  Grand  Council  have 
not  changed  in  the  slightest — our  feelings  and  love  is  as  warm  as  when 
we  wrote  our  last  report.  We  then  recommended  this  Grand  Council  not 
to  become  a  part  of  this  General  Grand  body  for.  reasons  we  then  ex- 
plained. We  believe  that  we  can  exert  as  much,  yea,  more  influence  with- 
out than  within  a  Grand  body,  to  join  which  we  would  have  to  surrender 
a  portion,  at  least  of  our  sovereignty." 

Companion  Charles  E.  Meyer  is  chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  we 
credit  him  the  report.

The  Grand  Council  held  the  twenty -second  annual  assembly  in  the 
City  of  Providence,  March  13,  1882. 

The  Grand  Council  decided  not  to  become  a  constituent  of  the  General 
Grand  Council. 

It  was  decided  not  to  publish  the  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Council 
this  year. 

Companion  Edwin  Baker,  Providence,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 

Companion  William  R.  Green,  Providence,  elected  Grand  Recorder. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA— 1881-1882 

Are  enclosed  under  one  cover. 

The  Grand  Council  met  in  annual  assembly  in  the  City  of  Charleston, 
February  16,  1881. 

Companion  W.  H  D.  Gaillard,  M.  I.  Grand  Master. 

At  the  annual  assembly,  1880,  the  Grand  Council  decided  to  remand 
the  control  of  the  Council  degrees  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  directed  the 
Grand  Master  to  surrender  the  control  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  the  Most 
Illustrious  Grand  Master  formally  announced  the  Gtund  Council  of  Rojal 
and  Select  Masters  of  South  Carolina  finally  dissolved. 
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The  Grand  Master  in  his  address,  1881,  says: 

"CoHPANioNS — When  we  last  parted  it  was  at  the  obsequies  of  our 
Grand  Council,  as  we  then  formally  dissolved,  and  supposed  that  the 
Grand  Council  of  South  Carolina  had  ceased  to  exist,  having  agreed  to  re- 
mand the  control  of  the  Council  Degrees  to  the  Grand  Chapter.  Since 
that  time  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons,  at  its  twenty- 
fourth  triennial  convocation,  held  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  on  the  24th  of 
August,  1880,  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

**  Resolved,  That  the  General  Grand  Chapter  has  no  jurisdiction  over 
the  Degrees  of  Royal  Master  and  Select  Master,  and  tliat  it  is  inexpedient 
for  the  (General  Grand  Chapter  to  take  any  action  concerning  them." 

"Our  own  Grand  Chapter  of  South  Carolina  has  accordingly  this  day 
relinquished  into  the  hands  of  your  officers  the  trusts  surrendered  by  your 
direction  one  year  ago;  and  as  your  last  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master,  I 
have  re-assumed  control  of  the  Degrees  of  Royal  Master  and  Select  Master 
in  South  Carolina,  and  announce  that  the  Grand  Council  of  South  Carolina 
once  again  takes  her  place  in  the  gre;;t  sisterhood  of  Grand  Bodies.  God 
grant  that,  phoenix-like,  she  may  arise  from  her  ashes  to  put  on  new  beauty 
and  a  more  vigorous  growth  and  life. 

"I  beg  to  notify  you,  that  at  the  convention  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters 
held  in  Detroit,  Michigan,  in  August  last,  at  which  our  Companion,  C.  F. 
Jackson,  was  present  and  represented  us,  it  was  decided  to  organfze  a  Gen- 
eral Grand  Council,  and  they  did  so  organize,  and  adopted  a  constitution, 
to  go  into  effect  whenever  nine  Grand  Councils  ratified  and  accepted  the 
same.  I  am  informed  that  the  requisite  number  of  Grand  Councils  have 
done  so,  and  therefore  the  General  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Mas- 
tern  of  the  United  States  of  America  is  an  accomplished  fact.  I  would 
therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  this  Grand  Council  do  ratify  and 
accept  the  same,  and  thus  become  a  constituent  member  thereof." 

The  General  Grand  Council  was  ratified  and  accepted. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

''  Resolved,  That  such  Companions  as  may  hr.ve  received  the  R.  and  S. 
M.  Degrees  in  Chapters  be  requested  to  affiliate  by  letter  and  ballot  with 
their  nearest  Councils  and  have  the  De^ees  re-conferred,  and  that  no  fur- 
ther charge  be  made;  and  in  case  of  refusal  to  do  so,  that  no  fraternal  re- 
lations be  allowed  with  them  on  the  part  of  the  Councils. " 

1882. 

The  Grand  Council  was  held  in  the  City  of  Charleston,  February  15, 
1882,  Comp.  W.  H.  D.  Gaillard,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Eight  Councils  represented. 
The  Grand  Master's  address  is  wholly  of  local  import. 
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The  Grand  Recorder  acknowledges  the  receipt  of  the  proceedings 
of  sixteen  Grand  Councils,  but  no  report  was  made  on  Correspondence. 

Comp.  J.  E.  Braezeale,  Anderson,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master.  Comp. 
D.  D.  Moore,  of  Rock  Hill,  elected  Grand  Recorder. 

We  hope  Comp.  Grand  Recorder  Moore  will  give  us  the  full  christian 
name  of  each  officer,  also  some  statistics.  We  like  to  know  how  many 
you  have  belonging  in  the  Cryptic  family.  We  heartily  welcome  South 
Carolina  back.     ' '  Let  us  shake. " 

TENNESSEE— 1882. 

The  thirty-second  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in 
the  city  of  Nashville,  February  8,  1883.  Comp.  Ewin  Bumey,  M.  !■ 
Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Ten  Subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  good.    In  opening  he  says: 

"  Companions  of  the  Grand  Council — ihe  gavel  has  sounded,  our 
doors  closed,  and  the  hour  has  arrived  for  us  to  repair  to  our  several  sta- 
tions and  resume  our  labors.  Then  let  us  render  thanks  to  the  Supreme 
Architect  of  the  Universe  for  his  kindness  during  the  past  year,  and  invoke 
his  blessings  upon  our  labors  for  the  future. 

"  Ciyptic  Masonry  in  Tenuessee  is  becoming  more  popular  each  year. 
With  the  other  branches  of  the  fraternity,  we  went  to  the  bottom  of  the 
ladder,  but  I  am  glad  to  say  now  that  with  them  we  have  again  begun  the 
ascent,  are  gradually  rising  higher  and  higher,  and  ere  long  will  occupy 
the  proud  place  so  justly  our  due.  Our  Companions  are  becoming  more 
and  more  enlightened  each  year,  and  now  begin  to  recognize  the  fact  that 
the  Royal  Arch  Degree  is  not  complete  until  the  Royal  and  Select  Masters' 
Degrees  have  been  taken. 

' '  Some  of  our  Companions.  R.  A.  Masons,  get  impatient  to  wear  the 
gaudy  trappings  of  the  Knights  Templar,  and  upon  the  advice  of  some 
poorly  informed  Sir  Knight,  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  take  the  Council 
degrees  to  become  a  Templar,  hasten  forward  and  assume  vows  which  they 
no  more  understand  or  appreciate  than  their  ignorant  adviser. 

"  In  accepting  the  office  of  Grand  Master  -from  you  at  your  last  an- 
nual assembly,  the  prospect  was  gloomy  indeed  I  From  the  addresses  of 
the  last  two  of  my  illustrious  predecessors  I  had  only  gloomy  forebodings 
for  the  future,  and  could  hear  the  dead  limbs  of  which  our  last  Grand 
Master  spoke  falling  thick  and  fast  around  me.  Determined  to  do  all  in 
my  power  for  Cryptic  Masonry,  I  went  industriously  to  work  on  what  I 
regarded  a  Herculean  task." 

He  wrote  twenty-one  Councils  whose  charters  had  been  declared  for- 
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felted,  and,  with  one  exception,  no  answers  had  been  received,  and  that 
one  could  give  no  encouragement.  He  wrote  twenty  other  Councils  and 
received  answers  from  about  half  a  dozen,  and  all  expressed  a  desire  to 
renew  their  work.  He  made  several  official  visits  to  Councils,  and  report- 
ed  good  resulting  thcietrom.  Was  unable  to  find  a  quorum  of  the  Council 
in  the  City  of  Chattanooga  (though  it  was  on  the  occasion  of  a  banquet 
tendered  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter),  there  not  being  a 
quorum  living  in  the  city.  He  had  been  called  upon  to  make  but  one 
decision  during  the  year — the  following: 

Qttbbtion — "Is  it  necessary  to  heal  a  Companion  who  has  received 
the  Council  Degrees  in  a  Chapter,  as  they  are  conferred  in  Virginia  rnd 
other  Stales,  to  qualify  him  to  sit  in  Council  with  usf 

Answer— "No  one  can  visit  or  sit  in  a  Council  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  in  Tennessee  unless  he  hus  received  the  degrees  in  a  Council 
holding  a  warrant  or  charter  from  the  General  Grand  Council  of  the 
United  States,  or  from  some  Grand  Council  working  independently  of  any 
other  branch  of  Masonry." 

The  Grand  Master  feelingly  announces  the  death  of  111.  Deputy  Grand 
Master  Gkorge  8.  Blackie,  paying  a  glowing  tribute  to  his  memory.  Also 
reported  the  death  of  P.  I.  Deputy  Grand  Master  P.  G.  Stiver  Perkins, 
Memorial  pages  are  set  apart  to  the  memory  of  these  Illustrious  Com  pan* 
ions. 

The  Grand  Master  regretted  to  say  to  the  companions  that  he  failed  to 
find  a  Council  Monitor  to  satisfy  him. 

In  closing,  he  says:  "While  I  may  make  suggestions  and  even 
prophesy  on  this  subject,  companions,  the  result  depends  to  a  great  extent 
upon  your  endeavors.  If  you  will  take  the  proper  interest  in  your  Sub* 
ordinate  Councils  they  will  flourish;  if  neglected,  they  will  die.  Then  let 
U8  all,  here  and  now,  're-pledge  our  faith  and  renew  our  vows/  let  those 
pledges  and  vows  be  sacred,  and  when  we  return  home  let  us  assemble  our 
coDipanious  and  consult  together,  hold  our  meetings  regularly,  and  learn 
and  do  our  whole  duty,  and  when  another  year  has  passed,  and  we  assemble 
again,  let  the  account  we  render  be  such  an  one  as  will  reflect  honor  upon 
those  who  composed  the  Grand  Council  of  1882." 

We  wish  every  companion  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the 
Cryptic  world  would  read  and  profit  from  the  above.

**  We  have  tidings  from  this  Grand  Council  by  way  of  a  communica* 
tion  from  the  Illustrious  Grand  Recorder,  D.  M.  DeWar,  8,  Red  Lion 
Square,  London,  W.  C.  He  reports  that  the  Cryptic  Degrees  are  higiily 
appreciated  there. 

"The  Grand  Masters'  Council,  No.  1,  in  London,  is  very  prosperous 
and  successful,  numbering  upward  of  120  members,  all  of  first-class  posi- 
tion in  Masonry  and  society,  and  the  work  is  performed  in  the  most  correct 
and  efficient  manner,  to  the  satisfaction  and  pleasure  of  all  the  memben. 

"In  the  country  the  progress  has  been  but  slow.  There  are  ten 
Councils  at  work,  but  Comp.  DeWar  has  no  doubt  of  the  future  prosperity 
of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  England  and  Wales. 

"  They  have  representatives  in  eleven  Grand  Councils  in  the  United 
States  of  America,  all  of  which  are  represented  near  that  Grand  Coancil. 

' '  No  preceedings  have  as  yet  been  printed. 

•'  The  Rev.  G.  R.  Portal  is  M.  P.  Grand  Master. 

"Comp.  D.  M.  DeWar,  8,  Red  Lion  Square,  London,  W.  C,  is  Grand 
Recorder. "

that  he  received  them;  we  will  try  again.

"  We  receive  a  report  from  this  Grand  Council  by  the  courtesy  of  Comp. 
R.  S.  Brown,  Illustrious  Grand  Recorder,  who  by  letter  dated  August  31st. 
1882.  gives  us  a  brief  history  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Cooucil. 

"  The  Grand  Council  was  organized  December  4th,  1880. 

"  There  are  three  Subordinate  Councils,  one  at  Edinburgh,  one  at 
Aberdeen,  and  one  at  Glasgow. 

"  No  proceedings  have  yet  been  printed,  but  the  constitutions  are  in 
the  printer's  hands  and  will  soon  be  out. 

"  The  Grand  Council  is  prosperous  and  hopeful. 

"  The  present  Grand  officers  are  as  follows: 

"  Capt.  Charles  Hunter,  82<'  Most  Puissant  Grand  Master. 

"  Comp.  R.  S.  Brown,  30'  Grand  Recorder. 
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*'  The  Grand  Recorder's  address  is  No.  5,  MarchmoDt  Terrace,  Edin- 
burgh, Scotland. 

"  The  next  Qrand  Assembly  will  be  held  October  28tb,  1882/' 

V^'e  trust  Comp.  Cooley  will  pardon  us.  but  we  always  try  to  give  all 
the  information  we  can  get  to  our  companions. 

We  place  Scotland  on  our  list  of  correspondence. 

MALTA. 

The  information  we  have  in  relation  to  this  Qrand  Council  we  obtain 
from  Comp.  S.  Stacker  Williams'  report  of  Ohio.     He  says: 

**  The  Qrand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  of  England  and  Wales  hav- 
ing established  Subordinate  Councils  at  Tunis  and  Malta,  an  alliance  was 
formed,  and  these  Subordinate  Councils  were  organized  into  a  Provincial 
Grand  CtmneU,  on  the  19th  of  October,  1880.  Though  of  such  recent 
planting,  the  Councils  in  this  remote  region  begin  to  show  good  fruits. 
The  aggregate  membership  at  the  time  of  the  organization  of  the  Provin- 
cial Grand  Council  was  about  fifty.  All  funds  beyond  current  expenses 
and  dues  arc  devoted  to  aid  the  charitable  funds  of  Graft  Lodges  in  the 
district.  • 

**The  degrees  controlled  by  this  Grand  Council  are  those  of  Excellent, 
Royal,  Select  and  Super-Excellent  Master. 

The  following  is  the  organization  of  this  young  Grand  Council:

"  Resolved,  Thai  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Grand  Chapter  that  it  is  not  pro- 
per for  the  Chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  to  confer  the  degrees  of  Royal  and 
Select  Master," 

The  sober,  second  thought  will  prevail. 
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WISCONSIN. 

We  wrote  Comp.  Woodhull,  of  Milwaukee,  for  information,  but  hare 
received  no  reply.  We  learn  from  Comp.  Cooley's  report  that  the  Grand 
Council  met  in  February,  1882,  and  that  Comp.  Fred.  King.  Jr.,  of  La 
Cro88e,  is  Grand  Master,  and  Comp.  John  W.  Woodhull,  of  Milwaukee, 
Grand  Recorder,  and  that  they ''do  not  entertain  a  very  exalted  opinion 
in  regard  to  the  General  Gr&n'd  Council,  and  don't  think  they  will  take  it 


in." 


IOWA. 


From  the  same  source,  (Comp.  Cooley's  report)'we  learn :  "The  Coun- 
cil degrees  in  Iowa  are  still  resting  in  the  bosom  of  the  Chapter." 

OREGON. 

Comp.  Josiah  H.  Drummond,  G.  G.  Master  of  the  G.  G.  Council.in  iiis 
report  for  Maine,  says:  *'Two  Councils  U.  D.  have  been  organized  in 
Oregon,  and  at  last  advices  were  vigorously  at  work." 

CONCLUSION. 

Companions— In  concluding  this,  our  report,  we  have  end^vored  to 
give  you  a  summary  sufficient  to  show  the  interest  taken  in  Cryptic  Ma- 
sonry throughout  the  world.  We  believe  that  [the  organization  of  tlie 
General  Grand  Council  has  placed  Cryptic  Masonry  upon  as  firm  a  found- 
ation as  that  of  Capitular  and  Templar.  Many  of  the  Grand  Councils  had 
become  lan^niid,  whose  Sentinels  were  sleeping,  have  aroused  and  re-or- 
ganized ;  thrown  off  their  lethargy  and  gone  to  work.  Eighteen  Grand 
Councils  have  ratified  the  Constitution  and  become  constituents  of  the 
General  Grand  Council;  those  that  have  not  ratified  the  Constitution  and 
become  constituents  are  not  antagonistic  to  but  work  in  harmony  with 
them. 

From  the  proceedings  reviewed  we  are  very  much  pleased  to  notice 
the  general  prosperity  evinced  by  the  increase  of  interest  in  the  work. 
Statistics  given  in  the  several  reports  received  show  a  satiftfactory  gain  in 
membership. 

We  believe  the  outlook  for  the  Cryptic  Rite  was  never  more  flattering 
and  hopeful  throughout  the  world  than  at  the  present  time.

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The  M  I.  Grand  Master,  George  H.  Greene,  then  delivered 
the  following 

ADDRESS. 

Companions  of  the  Grand  Council  : 

The  wheels  of  time  have  rolled  back  another  year  in  the 
annals  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  and  added  another  year  to  the  scroll 
of  time,  and  to  the  history  of  our  beloved  Order.  Do  we  fully 
realize  that  we  are  one  year  nearer  ^'that  bourne  from  whence  no 
traveler  returns,"  than  when  we  last  met  as  Select  Masters  in 
annual  Assembly  ?  And  while  we  gather  here  to  review  the  pro- 
ceeding of  the  past,  and  legislate  for  the  future  advancement  and 
prosperity  of  our  Order,  let  us  each  pause  a  moment  and  review 
our  own  past  lives,  and  see  if  our  deeds  and  actions  have  been 
such  as  will  prove  that  brotherly  love  reigns  within  us,  and  that 
our  labors  have  been  such  as  will  stand  the  test  of  the  Grand 
Overseer's  square.  If  so,  then  indeed  are  we  good  Masons  and 
true  men,  worthy  the  name  we  bear  of  Select  Masters. 

Permit  me  to  congratulate  you  on  the  prosperity  of  our 
select  institution  and  the  peace  and  harmony  that  reigns  through- 
out our  jurisdic^on;  and  it  affords  me  great  pleasure,  on  the  re- 
turn of  this  our  annual  Assembly,  to  recognize  so  many  friendly 
faces,  and  grasp  the  hand  of  so  many  "  familiar  friends  "  with 
whom  I  have  met  from  time  to  time  in  this  place.  And  now  as 
we  deliberate  upon  such  questions  as  may  be  brought  before  us, 
let  us  endeavor  to  maintain  that  same  union  and  harmony  which 
has  been  so  marked  in  all  our  former  annual  deliberations,  and 
which  is  so  essentially  necessary  for  the  best  good  of  our  noble 
institution. 

OFFICIAL. 

m 

My  official  acts,  during  the  year,  have  been  as  follows: 
On  January  29th,  1883,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  I 
granted  a  special  dispensation  to  St.  Johns  Council,  No.  28,  to 
receive  the  petitions  of  four  companion  Royal  Arch  Masons, 
and  pass  the  ballot  for  their  advancement  without  the  usual  de- 
lay>  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  January  3 1st,  1883;  all  the  members

to  be  notified  of  the  meeting,  and  of  the  names  of  the  petition- 
ers to  be  balloted  for. 

Also,  on  November  3d,  1883,  to  the  same  Council  a  special 
dispensation  to  hold  a  meeting  November  6th,  1883,  for  the 
purpose  of  granting  dimits  to  two  companions,  residents  of  Bay 
City,  who  were  desirous  of  petitioning  with  others,  for  a  dispen- 
sation to  organize  a  new  Council  at  that  place. 

On  the  12th  of  November,  1883,  I  received  the  petition  of 
Charles  F.  Gibson  and  ten  other  companions.  Royal  and  Select 
•Masters,  all  residents  of  Bay  City,  accompanied  with  their 
dimits  and  the  required  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars,  for  a  dispen- 
sation to  empower  them  to  assemble  in  the  City  of  Bay  City  as 
a  legal  Council,  "to  discharge  the  duties  of  Masonry  in  a  regular 
and  constitutional  manner,  according  to  the  original  forms  of 
the  Order  and  the  regulations  of  the  Grand  Council."  This 
petition  was  duly  recommended  by  Saginaw  Council,  No.  20,  the 
nearest  Council.     Bay  City  being  a  city  of  nearly  or  quite  26,- 

000  inhabitants  and  no  other  Council  nearer  than  East  Saginaw, 

1  deemed  it  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  to  grant  their  re- 
quest, and  on  the  13th  of  November,  1883,  I  issued  a  dispensa- 
tion to  Companion  Charles  F.  Gibson  to  be  first  T.  I.  M.  ;  Com- 
panion Edgar  M.  Sharp  first  D.  M.,  and  Companion  Allen  L. 
Stewart  first  P.  C.  of  W.,  with  their  associate  companions,  to 
assemble  and  work  a  Regular  Council,  designated  as  Bay  City 
Council,  No. . 

I  am  informed  by  a  recent  letter  from  Companion  Gibson 
that  they  are  getting  along  finely;  have  exalted  six  companions, 
and  have  several  petitions  under  consideration  ;  that  the  officers 
have  taken  great  pains  to  make  themselves  proficient  in  the  work 
and  that  everything  appears  favorable  to  their  having  a  good 
working  Council.  They  will  doubtless  make  return  of  their 
proceedings  to  this  annual  Assembly  and  ask  for  a  charter,  which 
I  most  heartily  recommend  be  granted. 

OFFICIAL   VISITS. 

I  had  hoped  during  the  year  to  make  official  visits  to  as 
many  Councils  as  I  could  conveniently  reach,  but  on  account  of 
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poor  health,  I  have  been  anable  to  do  so,  except  to  that  of  my 
own  Coancil,  Lansing,  No.  29,  which  I  visited  officially  on  the 
evening  of  February  22,  and  witnessed  the  conferring  of  the 
degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  on  seven  candidates  in  a  very 
creditable  manner.  I  assure  you  that  the  work  of  this  Council 
is  in  good  hands. 

QUESTIONS. 

Since  our  last  annual  Assembly,  few  official  questions  touch- 
ing the  jurisprudence  of  the  Order  have  been  submitted,  and 
none  except  those  which  are  already  answered  in  our  constita- 
tion  and  standing  edicts,  which  is  good  evidence  that  the  com- 
panions who  have  charge  of  this  branch  of  Masonry  in  this 
State,  understand  well  the  work  and  mysteries  of  the  Secret 
Vault. 

AT   BEST. 

It  is  with  sadness  that  I  am  compelled  to^  report,  that  since 
we  last  met  around  this  sacred  altar,  the  angel  of  death  has  in- 
vaded our  Secret  Vault  and  taken  from  among  us  one  of  our  most 
esteemed  and  honored  companions.  I  allude  to  Past  Most 
Illustrious  Grand  Master  Mortimer  Mansfield,  who  died  at  his 
residence  in  the  city  of  Cold  water,  Thursday,  December  20th, 
1883. 

Companion  Mansfield  was  well  known  to  those  of  us  who 
have  attended  the  sessions  of  this  Grand  Council  in  N^ears  past. 
He  was  elected  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  Jan.  19,  1875  and 
presided  at  the  session  held  in  Detroit,  January  17th,  1876.  I 
recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  prepare  an  appro- 
priate obituary  to  be  published  in  our  proceedings,  and  that  a 
memorial  page  be  set  apart  to  his  memory. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  a  memorial  page  be  set 
apart  to  the  memory  of  the  dead  of  our  Grand  Jurisdiction,  con- 
taining their  names,  date  of  death  and  the  Councils  to  which 
they  belonged,  which  can  easily  be  compiled  from  the  returns  of 
subordinate  Councils. 
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BBPBINT   OF   PBOCBBDINGR. 

At  our  last  annual  Assembly  our  Grand  Recorder  had  pro- 
vided us  with  a  reprint  of  our  proceedings  from  th^  organization 
to  and  including  1870,  in  order  that  any  subordinate  Council, 
which  desired  to  do  so,  could  supply  themselves  with  a  complete 
set  from  the  organization,  but  in  attempting  to  make  up  sets  it 
was  found  that  we  were  entirely  out  of  1871,  and  the  Grand  Re- 
corder now  informs  me  that  up  to  1876  he  has  only  from  ten  to 
twenty  copies  of  each  year.  Each  subordinate  Council  should 
be  able  to  provide  themselves  with  a  complete  set,  bound,  if 
they  desired  to  do  so,  but  at  present  they  could  not,  neither  can 
we  furnish  to  other  Grand  Councils  all  our  proceedings  when 
called  upon  to  do  so,  therefore  I  would  recommend  that  a  re- 
print of  the  proceedings  of  1871  to  1876,  inclusive,  be  made  of  a 
sufficient  number  to  supply  what  may  be  likely  to  be  called  for. 

SISTER   GRAND   COUNCILS. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  our  relations 
with  sister  Grand  Councils  arc  of  the  most  peaceful  and  har 
monious  character.  Through  the  courtesy  of  our  Grand  Re- 
corder, Companion  Noble,  I  have  received  the  proceedings  of 
the  following  named  Sister  Grand  Councils,  the  perusal  of  which 
has  afforded  me  much  satisfaction  and  material  benefit:  Cali- 
fornia, Connecticut,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Mis- 
souri, North  Carolina,  New  Hampshire,  Pennsylvania  and  Ver- 
mont for  the  year  1883,  and  Alabama,  Massachusetts,  New 
York  and  Kentucky  for  1882.  This  last  named,  Kentucky  for 
1882,  is  the  f^rst  Grand  Assembly  since  1878,  it  having  at  that 
time  surrendered  its  jurisdiction  over  the  degrees  of  Royal  and 
Select  Master  to  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Kentucky. 
This  Assemblv  was  to  receive  back  the  trust  committed  to  the 
Grand  Chapter  at  that  time,  which  they  did,  and  Kentucky  is 
a^ain  numbered  among  our  Sister  Grand  Councils. 

Illinois  Grand  Council,  too,  on  the  27th  day  of  October, 
1882,  resumed  control  of  the  Sacred  Treasures,  which  it,  by  a 
committee,  on  the  2drd  day  of  November,  1877  committed  to 
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the  care  and  custody  of  a  foreign  body,  thereby  virtually  cloe- 
ing  the  Secret  Vault  daring  this  interim.  Her  proceedings  of 
1883  show  that  she  too  is  again  in  good  working  order.  Ken- 
tucky and  Illinois,  we  welcome  you  back  again,  and  assign  you 
a  seat  among  our  number. 

GENERAL  GRAND  COUNCIL. 

Tt  is  well  known  to  you  all  that  in  1880  the  General  Grand 
Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  U.  S.,  was  organized 
in  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  a  constitution  adopted  to  become 
operative  whenever  nine  Grand  Councils  should  ratify  and  ac- 
cept the  same.  Twice  that  number  or  more  had  ratified  it  prior 
to  its  holding  its  first  Triennial  Assembly,  which  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Denver  in  August,  1888,  the  proceedings  of  which  Ihave 
as  yet  been  unable  to  obtain. 

It  is  also  well  known  to  you  that  prior  to  its  organization, 
Cryptic  Masonry  was  fast  going  into  chaos  and  confusion;  quite 
a  number  of  Grand  Councils  had  already  adopted  the  "MisBissippi 
plan  "  and  surrendered  jurisdiction  of  these  beautiful  degree*  to 
a  foreign  body,  which  cared  little  whether  it  survived  or  per- 
ished. 

I  am  strongly  in  the  belief  that  its  organization  and  influ- 
ence has  been  the  means  of  staying  these  iniinous  proceedings  of 
merging^  which,  in  my  opinion,  is  equivalent  to  an  abandonment. 
Already  quite  a  number  of  those  Grand  Councils  which  had  wr- 
rendered  their  jurisdiction  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  their  respective  States,  have  resumed  control  and  are 
again  in  good  working  order  and  on  a  surer  foundation  than  ever 
before. 

Michigan's  Grand  Council,  in  whose  jurisdiction  this  organ- 
ization was  made,  has  not  yet  ratified  or  accepted  its  constitu- 
tion, nor  in  any  way  become  a  constituent  part  thereof.  The 
propriety  of  doing  so  was  presented  to  you  in  a  very  able  manner 
two  years  ago  in  the  Grand  Master's  address,  and  also  in  the  re- 
port of  a  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  matter  and  make 
recommendations.     Permit  me  here  to  quote  a  few  lines  from 
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the  report  of  this  oommittee.     In   speaking  of  the  dogma  of 
merging  or  closing  the  Secret  Vault,  it  says  : 

*'  Our  jurisdiction  has  not  been  troubled  with  any  dogmata 
or  issues  upon  this  subject.  The  true  light  of  Cryptic  Masonry 
has  burned  briglitiy  upon  our  altars,  and  the  workmen  in  the 
Secret  Vault  have  worked  their  regular  hours  unmolested  and 
undisturbed.  '^  Peace  has  been  within  our  walls  and  prosperity 
within  our  palaces."  But  not  so  with  many  of  our  sister  Grand 
Jurisdictions.  The  sound  of  the  working  tools  has  been  unheard; 
the  Bible  has  been  closed  upon  the  altar;  the  lights  extinguish- 
ed in. the  temple;  and  sleepers  found  at  their  posts.  Shall  we 
permit  this  state  of  .things  to  exist,  or  will  we  cast  our  influence 
in  favor  of  order,  God's  first  law,  and  assist  in  bringing  order 
out  of  chaos  and  confusion ;  to  re-light  the  extinguished  tapers, 
and  restore  Masonic  peace,  happiness  and  prosperity  among  the 
workmen  in  the  Ninth  Arch  ?  Your  committee  agree  with 
the  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  Grand 
Body  should  become  a  constitaent  part  of  the  General  Grand 
Council,  and  submit  this  resolution: 

**Ruolv€dy  That  the  Grand  Council  of  Hoyal  and  Select  Masters  of  the 
State  of  MichigaD,  hereby  ratities  and  ncceptH  the  conHtitution  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  C/Ouncil ;  and  the  Grand  Recorder  l)e  and  is  hereby  instructed 
to  notify  the  General  Grand  Recorder  of  our  action  in  the  premises." 

This  resolution  was  laid  over  one  year,  and  to  be  submitted 
to  the  subordinate  Councils  for  their  action,  and  at  our  last 
annual  Assemblv  it  was  found  that  not  a  sufficient  number  of 
Councils  had  acted  on  it  to  warrant  our  taking  any  action  and 
it  was  again  laid  over  until  this  Assembly.  It  will  doubtless 
come  before  yon  at  this  session  for  adoption  or  rejection,  and 
from  what  I  have  been  able  to  learn  of  the  results  of  its  organi- 
zation, the  order  which  is  coming  out  of  confusion,  I  can  most 
heartily  recommend  its  adoption. 

AMENDMENT. 

At  our  last  annual  Assembly  the  following  amendment  to 
the  constitution  was  submitted,  which,  under  the  rules,  was 
received  and  laid  over  until  this  session: 
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To  amend  Article  1,  Section  1  of  the  Constitution,  by  adding 
to  the  list  of  officers,  **  Grand  Lecturer.*' 

This  will  come  before  you  for  consideration  at  this  time, 
upon  which  I  am  not  prepared  to  make  any  recommendations, 
but  am  very  confident  that  in  your  wisdom  you  will  do  that 
which  is  for  .the  best  interests  of  the  craft. 

DELINQUENT   COUNCILS. 

Two  years  ago  you  instructed  the  Grand  Master  to  see  that 
article  6  of  the  by-laws  of  this  Grand  Council  be  strictly  enforc- 
ed, the  result  of  which  was  the  arrest  of  the  charters  of  five  dor- 
mant Councils.  This  loft  but  one  which  could  come  ander 
these  instructions,  of  which  M.  I.  G.  M.  William  G.  Hudson,  in 
his  address,  says:  "  The  charter  of  Newaygo,  No.  47, 1  have  not 
arrested  for  the  reason  that  I  have  been  unable,  from  pressure 
of  my  own  affairs,  to  visit  them  in  person,  and  could  not  find 
any  companion  in  that  vicinity  to  attend  to  the  duty  for  me. 
The  case  is  one  that  calls  as  loudly  for  discipline  as  any.  No 
report  has  been  made,  and  no  dues  paid  since  1876." 

Upon  examination,  I  find  that  P.  M.  I.  G.  M.  M.  Mansfield 
granted  them  a  dispensation  Aug.  4,  1875.  They  made  no  re- 
turns to  the  following  annual  Assembly  in  January,  1876,  and 
their  dispensation  was  continued  another  year.  In  Janaary? 
1877,  they  made  returns  of  their  proceedings  for  1876,  and  a 
charter  was  granted  them.  Since  that  time  nothing  has  heen 
reported  from  them. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  written  to  two  members  of  this 
Council,  one  of  whom  had  represented  it  in  this  Grand  Council 
and  the  other  had  been  its  Thrice  Illustrious  Master,  asking  them 
if  there  was  not  a  possibility  of  resurrecting  it  and  putting  it 
again  in  working  order,  but  received  no  reply  from  either. 

I  then  concluded  that  it  was  past  resurrecting  and  deputized 
111.  Companion  William  P.  Innes  to  repair  to  Newaygo  and 
arrest  their  charter,  and  secure  such  other  of  their  effects  that  he 
might  iiud  and  report  the  same  to  me. 


« 
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He  reports  that  be  found  the  charter  and  seal  stowed  awa} 
in  an  old  garret,  which  he  secured  January  1 2th,  1884,  and  has 
turned  thera  over  to  the  Grand  Recorder.  He  was  unable  to  find 
any  of  their  records  or  other  effects. 

CONCLUSION. 

Companions,  a  twelve  month  ago,  at  the  close  of  the  first 
quarter  of  a  century  of  our  existence  as  a  Grand  Council,  you 
elevated  me  to  the  head  of  the  Grand  Ninth  Arch  of  Michigan, 
the  highest  honor  in  your  power  to  confer.  I  have  endeavored 
to  discharge  the  duties  of  this  honored  position  to  the  best  of 
my  ability.  If  I  have  failed,  or  in  any  way  come  short  of  my 
duty,  I  assure  you  it  is  of  the  head  and  not  of  the  heart,  and  I 
trust  you  will  overlook  the  error,  and  cover  it  with  the  "broad 
mantle  of  Masonic  charity."  My  labor  as  your  Grand  Master 
is  nearly  completed,  and  1  am  soon  to  return  to  you  the  emblem 
of  power  which  you  have  invested  me  with,  and  in  doing  so  per- 
mit me  to  extend  to  you  my  most  sincere  thanks  for  the  high 
honor  which  you  have  conferred  on  me,  and  for  ^he  uniform 
kindness  I  have  received  from  every  hand;  and  as  I  step  again 
into  the  ranks,  rest  assured  that  I  shall  ever  remember  with 
gratitude  this  manifestation  of  your  confidence  and  esteem.

G.  Hudson,  a  suitable  jewel  on  be- 
half of  the  Grand  Council,  receiving  from  him  his  acknowledgment,  desir- 
ing me  to  tender  to  this  Grand  body  his  sincere  thanks  for  this  token  of 
their  esteem,  trusting  that  he  mii^ht  wear  it  with  pleasure  to  himself  and 
honor  to  the  ('raft. 

On  the  1st  of  December  last  I  issued  a  circular  to  the  T.  I.  Masters  of 
each  subordinate  Council,  calling  their  attention  to  the  resolution  of  tliis 
Grand  Council,  (proceedings  of  1882,  page  83)  in  relation  to  the  acceptance 
and  ratification  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  request- 
ing them  to  report  the  action  of  their  Council,  from  which  I  have  received 
eleven  reports  -  nine  in  favor,  two  against.

OBITUARY^ 

To  the  M.  I.  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the  State  of  Michigan: 

Your  commitlee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  sad  duty  of  expressing  the 
sentiments  and  feelings  of  tlie  Grand  Council  relalive  to  ihe  death  of  our 
late  Illustrious  Companion,  Mortimer  Mansfield,  respectfully  report  the 
following: 

Past  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  Mortimer  Mansfield  died  at  his  home 
in  the  (Ity  of  Coldwat(jr,  December  20,  1883,  surrounded  by  his  family 
and  a  large  circle  of  friends.     His  funeral  was  attended  with  Knightly 
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honors  on  Sunday,  Dec.  23(i.  Companiou  Mansfield  was  born  in  Barry, 
Orleans  County,  State  of  New  York,  October  28,  1826,  where  he  resided 
until  1838,  when  he  with  his  father  (Hon.  Clark  Mansfield)  moved  to 
Bridge  water,  Washtenaw  County,  Michigan,  where  he  resided  until  1850, 
when  he  removed  to  Coldwater,  Branch  ("ounty,  Michigan,  at  which  place 
he  has  since  resided.  Companion  Mansfield  received  the  degrees  of  Ancient 
Craft  Masonry  in  Tyre  Lodge,  No.  18,  of  (.old water,  Mich.,  in  1851. 
receiving  the  first  degree  July  8th,  the  second  degree  August  19th,  and  the 
third  degree  August  36th,  of  which  Lodge  he  has  ever  been  a  consistent, 
faithful  and  active  member.  At  different  times  he  tilled  important  positions 
|n  the  Lodge.  In  1851,  he  was  appointed  and  served  as  Senior  Deacon. 
In  1852,  he  was  elected  Senior  Warden,  and  in  1854,  he  was  elected  Wor- 
shipful Master,  and  served  one  year.  Companion  Mansfield  received  the 
Capitular  degrees  in  Masonry  in  Temple  Chapter,  No.  21,  of  Coldwal*r, 
Mich.,  being  exalted  to  the  Royal  Arch  on  the20ihof  April,  ia59,  of  which 
Chapter  he  was  a  zealous  and  efi^cient  member,  holding  the  office  of  Captain 
of  the  Host  for  a  number  of  years  The  degrees  of  Cryptic  Masonry  were 
conferred  on  Companion  Mansfield  in  Mount  Moriah  Council,  No.  6,  at 
Coldwater,  Michigan.  Dec.  9th,  1859.  He  was  elected  Thrice  Illustrious 
Master  of  said  Council,  Dec.  24th,  1866,  holding  the  ofiice  for  eight  consecu- 
tive years,  discharging  his  duties  with  honor  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction 
of  his  companions.  January  19th,  1875,  he  was  elected  Most  Illustrious 
Grand  Master  of  this  Grand  Council. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  Companion  Mansfield  was  an  honored 
member  of  other  Masonic  bodies,  having  received  the  orders  of  Knighthood 
in  Jacobs  Commandery,  No.  10,  K.  T.,  of  (.'old water,  Michigan,  January 
22d,  1861,  in  which  commandery  he  held  from  time  to  time  responsible 
stations,  having  been  elected  Captain  General  several  times  successively. 
The  Consistory  degrees,  up  to  and  including  the  thirty -second,  was  conferred 
on  him  in  the  City  of  Detroit,  February  22,  1871 . 

Companion  Mansfield  entered  the  army  as  first  Lieutenant  in  company 
G.,  9th  Michigan  Infantry,  October  12,  1801— was  promoted  to  the  oflice 
of  Captain,  January  7th,  1862.  He  was  taken  prisoner  at  Murfreesboro, 
Tunn.,  July  Idth,  1862,  and  remained  as  such  until  August  8th,  following, 
when  he  was  released,  after  which  he  remained  in  service  until  July  25lh. 
1865,  when  he  was  mustered  out  and  honorably  discharged. 

After  his  return  from  the  army  he  was  appointed  Revenue  Collector, 
filling  the  position  with  credit  for  years. 

In  the  death  of  our  Illustrious  Companion  Mansfield,  whose  memory 

we  revere,  and  whose  loss  we  deeply  deplore,  the  community  loses  a  highly 

esteemed  and  upright  citizen,  his  family  a  kind  husband  and  father,  and 

the  several  Masonic  orders  of  which  he  Was  an  honored  member,  a  faithful 
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brother  and  companioa.  In  his  social  relations  he  was  cheerful  and  lively, 
rendering  his  society  agreeable,  and  was  seldom  seen  without  a  smile. 
indicating  the  warm  feelings  of  a  kind  friend.  He  was  genial  and  generous 
in  every  impulse  of  his  nature,  commanding  the  respect,  love  and  esteem 
of  all  who  had  the  pleasure  of  his  acquaintance.  His  sympathies  as  well 
as  his  purse,  were  at  alt  times  ready  to  assist  in  alleviating  the  sufferiogs 
of  the  poor  and  distressed.  It  can  truly  be  said  of  him,  he  was  a  good  mao 
and  true,  strictly  adhering  to  the  principles  of  brotherly  love,  relief  and 
truth. 

His  works  on  earth  are  now  finished.  We  shall  no  more  meet  our 
companion  on  this  side  of  the  grave.  May  his  faults  and  foibles  be  for- 
gotten, his  virtues  imitated,  and  his  memory  revered  and  cherished  by  us 
all. 

Wo  recommend  that  a  memorial  page  be  suitably  inscribed  in  our  pro- 
ceedings, and  dedicated  to  his  memory.

ALABAMA— 1882. 

The  Forty-fourth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  City  of 
Montgomery,  December  6,  1882.  Grand  Master  Wm.  Dwight 
Wadsworth,  presiding.     Seven  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short.  Giving  account  of 
his  doings,  he  says: 

"  Called  upon  for  only  one  decision,  and  that  '  if  it  would  be  illegal  or 
unmasonic  to  confer  the  Council  Degrees  on  Sunday,'  I  answer,  that  after 
a  candidate  had  b^n  regularly  elected  to  receive  the  Council  Degrees,  the 
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T.  I.  M.  may  at  his  discretioD  call  a  special  Assembly  of  his  Council  to    ' 
confer  the  degrees.     Held — That  it  is  not  illegal  or  unmasonic  to  confer 
the  Council  Degrees  on  Sunday,  or  at  any  time  that  a  subordinate  Council 
may  deem  it  for  the  good  of  the  ('nift.** 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Comp.  Daniel  Sayer, 
reviewing  briefly  the  proceedings  of  twenty  Grand  Councils. 
He  speaks  very  gratify ingly  of  ours  for  1882,  and  concludes  by 
saying,  "It  is  brief  enough,  but  plenty  of  it  unless  it  were 
better."  True,  it  is  short  and  concise;  nevertheless,  it  is  good 
for  all  that. 

Comp.  William  Wallace  McCollum,  of  Selma,  elected  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  Daniel  Sayer,  Montgomery,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

CALIFORNIA— 1883. 

The  Grand  Coun^'il  commenced  its  twenty-third  annual 
Assembly  in  S.in  Francisco,  April  12,  1883.  Grand  Master 
John  William  Rock,  presiding.  Fight  subordinate  Councils 
represented. 

The  Grand  Master  submitted  an  excellent  address:  he  says, 
"  The  outlook  is  more  cheering;  the  torpid  state  which  we  have 
been  laboring  under  is  gradually  disappearing."  We  give  his 
closing jn  full:  • 

"On  reviewing  our  work  of  the  past  few  years,  possibly  it  is  better  than 
if  we  had  made  more  rapid  strides,  as  our  growth  has  been  far  more  heahhy. 
The  semi-dormant  slate  in  which  w^e  have  existed  has  given  us  time  to 
devise  means  and  view  our  proerress  in  its  proper  light. 

•'  The  question  has  been  mooted  whether  it  is  better  for  us  to  take  pass- 
age on  the  vessel  c;illed  the  "I-Am-Tliat-I-Am,"  or  continue  on  the  "Alpha 
and  Omega."  the  one  that  has  carried  most  of  us  since  our  birth.  I  say, 
by  all  means  do  not  desert  our  ship.  Stick  to  her  as  long  as  she  will 
float.  She  will  weather  the  storm  and  will  bring  us  all  safely  to  port. 
After  she  arrives,  place  her  on  the  "Druramond  Dock,"  give  her  such  over- 
hauling as  may  be  required,  fit  her  ready  for  sea,  and  I  will  venture  to  say 
we  will  have  plenty  of  applicants  that  will  be  desirous  to  embark  with  us  to 
Joppa.  Let  us  by  all  means  pereue  an  independent  course.  We  have  had 
experience  enough  to  map  out  our  own  chart  and  steer  by  it.  and  employ 
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such  skillful  pilots  as  will  guide  us  safely  to  port.  By  so  doing  we  will  not 
only  ha^e  passengers  for  the  coast  of  Joppa,  but  also  those  valiant  Knights 
who  are  desirous  of  landing  at  the  Island  of  Malta.  1  think  I  utter  the 
sentiment  of  this  Grand  body  when  I  say  that  we  should  present  to  our 
Cryptic  companions  who  will  be  with  us  during  the  coming  Triennial  Con- 
clave of  Knights  Templar,  a  crew  of  select  workmen  from  our  subordinate 
Councils  that  will  convince  them  that  we  mean  business,  and  th»t  our  inten- 
tions are  to  arouse  from  our  slumbers  and  work  diligently  and  endeavor 
hereafter  to  keep  pace  with  the  balance  of  our  fellow- workmen. 

'  'Companions,  let  us  one  and  all  put  our  shoulders  to  the  wheel  and 
assist  the  officers  we  select  as  oversjers  in  our  respective  Councils,  as  It  is  a 
well  known  fact  that  unless  we  render  them  aid  it  is  impossible  for  them  to 
push  forward  the  work.    To  have  your  Council  flourish  you  must  attend 
its  meetings,  and  I  would  recommend  that  they  be  held  at  least  twice  a 
month,  if  for  nothing  else  than  practice  and  drill  and  in  order  to  make  your- 
selves proficient  and  be  of  assistance  to  your  Illustrious  Master.    Nothing 
is  more  humiliating  to  your  officers  than  not  giving  them  your  assistance 
and  support.     It  stimulates  them  to  be  zealous  and  watchful,  and  to  have 
your  best  interests  uppermost  in  their  minds.    By  doing  this  you  will  see 
a  marked  change  in  your  Council,  the  numbers  will  increase  far  more  than 
you  expect,  and  your  secret  vaults  will  be  busy  with  the  sound  of  the  trowel 
and  working  implements  of  the  Craft,  and  your  edifice  will  attain  that  rank 
that  it  is  justly  entitled  to.    One  of  the  principal  complaints  with  a  number 
of  our  companions  who  have  received  these  degrees  is  that  we  do  not  meet 
often  enough.    A  few  of  our  subordinate  Councils  realizing  this  fact,  called 
meetings  twice  a  month  and  found  that  by  so  doing  the  work  increased  to 
such  an  extent  that  they  were  compelled  to  meet  oftener.    They  were 
astonis^hed  themselves  at  the  number  of  applicants  for  the  degrees  when  it 
became  known  that  they  were  a  live  body.    It  has  become  so  now  in  several 
of  the  Councils  that  as  soon  as  a  companion  has  been  exalted  in  the  Chapter 
he  sends  in  his  petition  for  the  Council  degrees,  which  has  been  the  means 
of  causing  a  number  of  older  members  to  do  likewise.     All  that  have  taken 
them  say  they  are  far  more  beautiful  and  instructive  than  they  expected, 
and  that  the  missing  link  which  has  lain  hidden  for  a  perioil  of  over  three 
thousand  years  is  brought  to  view  and  the  causes  fully  explaiAed  why  the 
treasures  were  thus  deposited  by  our  three  Grand  Masters,  and  the  precau- 
tionary measures  they  had  taken  in  leaving  a  clue  to  be  handed  down  to 
future  generations,  with  all  necessary  explanations.     The  thoughtful  and 
thinking  man  never  fails  to  be  deeply  impressed  by  the  sublimity  of  these 
degrees. 

"In  conclusion,  companions,  allow  me  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to 
this  Grand  Council  for  the  honor  which  it  saw  fit  to  confer  upon  me,  when 
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I  was  seven  hundred  miles  away,  by  electing  me  to  this  exalted  portion, 
and  to  all  my  oompaaions  throughout  this  jurisdiction  whenever  I  came  in 
contact  with  them,  particularly  California,  Stockton,  said  Sacramento  Comci]&\ 
and  to  the  last  named  Council  for  the  beautiful  and  costly  Most  Puissant 
Grand  Master's  jewel,  of  which  I  was  the  recipient  at  their  hands,  as  a 
token  of  esteem  and  frieudship. 

"I  now  tender  you  my  emblem  of  authority,  knowing  that  you  will 
place  it  in  the  liands  of  one  who  will  wield  it  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  and 
who  will  be  able  to  report  one  year  hence  that  our  Cryptic  Rite  is  in  a 
flourishing  condition." 

Companion  Thomas  Hubbard  Caswell  presented  the  report 
on  Correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  nineteen  Grand 
Councils,  covering  twenty -two  pages,  and  is  good.  He  devotes 
three  pages  to  us  in  the  proceedings,  quoting  from  Grand  Master 
Ruf  us  C.  Hathe way's  address  as  an  able  and  interesting  paper, 
copying  his  decision  in  full;  also  the  report  in  full  of  the  com- 
mittee on  the  General  Grand  Council.  He  gives  our  report  a 
fraternal  notice,  and  bids  us  good-by  until  another  revolution  of 
time's  cylinder  shall  bring  us  again  to  the  surface.

CONNECTICUT—]  883. 

The  sixty-fifth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  City  of 
New  Haven,  August  7th,  1883,  Companion  Dwight  Waugh,  M. 
P.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Twenty  subordinate  Councils  rep- 
lesented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  a  good  one.  He  says  he 
visited  a  greater  number  of  subordinate  Councils  than  in  any 
previous  year  during  his  connection  with  the  grand  body,  and 
says: 

"The  general  result  of  my  visitations  has  been  to  satisfy  me  that  a 
large  number  of  our  Councils  arc  growing  in  strength,  in  proficiency  in  the 
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ritual,  and  in  general  knowledge  of  all  that  pertains  to  the  Cryptic  rite,  and 
I  cannot  but  believe  that  one  of  the  principal  agencies  in  this  general 
advancement  has  been  their  frequent  visitation  by  the  Grand  Officers  .  I 
think  we  have  all  become  thoroughly  satisfied  of  its  good  effect  upon  the 
Lodges  and  Chapters  of  this  State,  and  I  have  no  doubt  an  equally  satis- 
factory result  will  be  shown,  when  the  same  system  has  been  as  thoroughly 
applied  to  our  Councils.  As  it  now  stands,  however,  our  weakest  Councils, 
those  needing  visitation,  inspection  and  instruction  the  most,  do  not  get 
visited.  The  Councils  themselves  feel  unable  or  unwilling  to  bear  tlie 
expense  of  a  visitation,  the  Grand  Officer  to  whom  they  arc  assigned,  has  a 
natural  delicacy  about  intruding  himself  upon  them,  and  especially  when 
he  is  likely  to  be  compelled  to  bear  his  own  expense,  and  the  consequence 
is  no  visitation  is  made,  and  the  Grand  Council  remains  as  ignorant  of  the 
condition  of  some  of  its  subordinates,  as  though  they  belonged  to  another 
jurisdiction.  I  know  it  has  been  urged  that  frequent  exemplification  of 
the  work  by  the  Grand  Council  would  furnish  all  the  instruction  needed, 
and.  doubtless,  as  far  as  the  matter  of  ritual  is  concerued,  they  would  be 
of  great  service.  There  arc,  however,  numerous  other  matters  of  equal 
importance  wiUi  the  ritual,  in  which  many  of  our  Councils  need  tha^ 
instruction  and  guidance,  which  can  only  l)e  given  within  their  own  walls. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  Grand  Council  must,  upon  mature  consideration, 
view  the  subject  in  the  same  light,  and  I  take  occasion  to  rci^ew  the 
recommendation  of  my  predecessor,  that  the  Grand  Council  not  only  provide 
that  €»ch  of  its  subordinates  shall  be  visited  by  some  one  of  the  first  four 
Grand  Officers  once  in  each  year,  but  also  provide  that  the  necessary 
expenses  incurred  in  such  visitations  shall  be  paid  by  this  Grand  body." 

We  fully  concur  with  Grand  Master  Waugrh,  and  think  if 
his  recommendation  was  more  generally  observed,  the  result 
would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  fraternity. 

The  report  on  correspondence  is  from  the  pen  of  the  old 
champion,  Companion  William  Wallace  Lee,  reviewing  the 
proceedings  of  twenty-two  sister  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for 
1882  and  1883  included.  His  opening  is  a  rich,  racy  mixture 
of  piety  and  poetry.  We  cannot  cut  it  up  with  any  satisfaction , 
but  copy  the  whole: 

*  •  In  coming  before  you  with  my  report  on  correspondence,  I  have  to 
make  the  old  stereotyped  complaint  that  from  several  jurisdictions  I  have 
been  unable  to  obtain  a  copy  of  their  proceedings,  although  I  have  written 
to  every  jurisdiction  from  which  I  have  no  proceedings,  where  there  is  a 
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Grand  Council  now  in  existence  in  this  country.  The  general  tone  of  those 
I  have  is  more  hopeful  and  cheery  than  it  was  a  few  years  since.  In  many 
oC  the  addresses  of  the  Grand  Masters  there  is  a  mixture  of  Masoniy,  piety, 
patriotii»m  and  business,  that  remiods  me  of  the  man  who  was  running  for 
Congress  out  west.  In  giving  something  of  his  personal  history,  lie  said: 
"  Gentlemen,  I  was  bom  at  a  very  early  age.  My  father  died  when  I  was 
young;  I  never  had  any  mother;  and  if  it  hadn't  been  for  the  goodneaa  of 
God  and  several  other  gentlemen,  I  should  have  grown  up  as  ignorant  as 
yo'u  are." 

"  I  expected  that  my  criticisms  about  the  attempt  of  some  Masons  to 
mak^  capital  for  the  institution  out  of  President  Garfield's  death 
would  arouse  some  antagonism  and  elict  some  sharp  replies.  To  my  sur- 
prise it  has  been  copied  and  cordially  commended  by  Alabama,  Indiana, 
Louisiana,  Michigan,  Minnesota  and  Ohio;  nor  does  any  other  jurisdiction 
object  to  it. 

"  Our  action,  last  year,  in  adopting  the  report  of  Companion  Tweedy 
and  myself,  upon  the  matter  of  uniting  with  the  General  Grand  Council, 
has  evoked  some  sharp  criticism,  wherein  I  am  accused  of  inconsistency 
in  having,  as  an  individual,  expressed  an  opinion  in  favor  of  uniting  with 
that  body,  and  as  a  committee  reporting  against  it.  To  this  I  propose  to 
reply  farther  on  in  this  report.  Some  of  the  supporters  of  the  General  Grand 
Council  champion  it  with  abundant  zeal  and  in  a  somewhat  pugoacioiu 
manner.  It  is  always  well  to  keep  cool  in  discussing  matters  of  difference, 
for  it  is  sometimes  as  true  in  Masonry  as  it  is  in  religion: 

"  The  truth's  worst  foe  is  he  who  claims 

To  act  as  6od*s  avenger, 

And  deems,  beyond  his  sentiy  beat, 

The  crystal  walls  in  dangler; 

Who  sets  for  heresy  his  traps 

Of  verbal  quiric  and  quibble, 

And  weeds  the  garden  of  the  Lord, 

m 

With  Satan's  borrowed  dibble.** 

''Whatever  action  has  been  had  by  us  has  been  after  calm  thought 
and  deliberation,  and  iu  all  that  has  been  said  by  us,  or  by  myself  as  your 
representative,  there  has  not  been  one  word  used  that  we  need  to  recall  or 
apologize  for.  We  have  mannged  to  keep  cool  and  follow  the  advice  of 
our  first  Grand  Master,  as  found  in  the  book  of  the  Law.     Proverbs  xvii. 

14. 

"The  principal  topic  of  discussion,  and  which  arouses  the  greatest 
ire,  is  the  status  of  Cryptic  Masons  in  those  States  where  they  have  merged 
or  consolidated  with  the  Chapters,  and  whether  they  are  regular  or  incga- 
lar.    Well,  this  question  of  regularity  has  bothered  a  great  many  people  ia 
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tlie  history  of  the  human  race.  It  has  troubled  sects,  parties,  churches, 
poliiiciaDS  aod  communities.  It  pestered  the  disciples  ef  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
eighteen  hundred  years  ago,  and  they  went  to  him  with  their  complaints, 
but  they  got  small  comfort,  as  any  one  can  see  by  reading  Lulco  iz.  49-50. 
It  troubled  the  Pharisees,  too,  and  they  cast  one  poor  fellow  out  because  he 
had  been  healed  of  blindness  in  an  irregular  way,  as  told  in  John  iz.  I 
suppose  this  question  of  regularity  will  continue  to  trouble  people 
until  we  get  things  so  fixed  that  every  man  can  have  his  own  way  in 
everything;  but  long  before  that  time  arrives  it  is  safe  to  say  that  none  of 
us  will  trouble  the  world  in  which  we  now  live.  And  now,  like  the  Irish 
orator,  having  said  so  much  before  I  begin,  I  proceed  with  my  report." 

He  gives  us  a  couple  of  pages,  and  in  speaking  of  Grand 
Master  Hathe way's  addresfi(  for  1882,  says,  "it  JRath-a-way 
about  it  that  shows  that  he  is  a  live  man  and  efficient  officer," 
and,  at  the  risk  of  b^ing  tedious,  he  must  copy  a  portion  of  this 
admirable  address.  Notices  our  report,  as  being  made  up  largely 
of  extracts.  Oar  proceedings  for  1883  arfived  when  his  report 
was  nearly  completed,  and  adds:  "He  has  often  noticed  that  the 
thoughts  of  great  minds  run  nearly  in  the  same  channel."  Why 
not  extract  from  others  when  we  find  their  sentiments  corre- 
spond with  ours,  but  more  brilliant?  I  observe  he  extracts 
from  New  York  a  couple  of  pages  of  the  Grand  Master's  address 
and  Companion  Osgoodby's  report  on  c(»rrespondence,  and 
devotes  five  pages  in  digesting  it.  Companion,  keep  cool  a  little 
longer,  for  I  must  copy  your  closing  in  full— can't  extract  iL 
He  says: 

"  Thus  I  have  given  you  all  the  information  I  possess  as  to  the  status 
of  Cryptic  Masonry  at  this  time.  I  have  made  my  report  much  more 
lengthy  than  usual,  and  fancy  you  will  say  it  is  like  boarding-house  coffee, 
'  very  good  for  the  kind,  and  plenty  of  it,  unless  the  kind  is  l)etter.'  For 
•twelve  years  I  have  prepared  these  reports,  and  with  two  exceptions — and 
those  caused  by  my  absence — they  have  been  read  in  your  hearing,  explained, 
commented  upon,  approved,  and  adopted  by  you.  Whatever  merits  or  de- 
merits they  have  possessed,  I  am  responsible  for.  They  have  been  made, 
as  the  fond  mother  said  her  son  made  his  liddle,  "  all  out  of  his  own  head, 
and  he  had  wood  enough  left  to  make  another."  I  assumed  the  position 
with  reluctance,  for  the  noise  and  bustle  of  factory  life  are  not  conducive 
to  calm  thought  and  deliberation.    The  necessities  of  daily  toil  are  upon 
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me,  and  amid  the  rumbling  of  machinery,  the  hissing  of  steam,  the  calls  in 
every  direction  to  see  that  this  one  is  kept  at  work  to  advantage,  and  that 
some  '  lunkhead '  does  not  spoil  things,  one  does  not  learn  to  round  his 
periods  or  polish  his  sentences.  1  know  my  own  deficiencies  as  well  as 
any  one,  and  my  unfliness  for  this  position.  I  do  not  wish  to  occupy  it  one 
moment  longer  than  you  desire  it  or  I  can  be  of  8«  rvice  to  our  fraternity. 
This  1  can  truthfully  .say:  while  I  may  liave  seemed  at  times  irreverent, 
and  punctured  some  venerable  windbags  or  made  fun  of  some  Masonic 
'flapdoodle,'  I  have  never  knowingly  written  a  word  or  uttered  a sfnlence 
the  tendency  of  which  was  to  lower  the  standard  of  Masonry  in  the 
slightest  degree. 

*•  I  think  our  brotherhood  a  grand  institution,  every  tenet  and  teaching 
of  which  tends  to  inculcate  a  lofty  manhood,  and  have  rejoiced,  and  rejoice 
again,  that  in  my  early  manhood  my  steps  were  turned  towards  ilie  tyled 
door.  I  have  found  within  its  precincts  grand  and  true  men,  and  think  I 
have  been  made  lietter,  in  every  sense,  by  such  associations.  I  think  the 
man  who  can  pa^s  from  the  checkered  floor  through  all  our  gradations, 
until  he  has  reached  the  i»inth  Arch,  and  not  felt  the  manhood  stirred  with- 
in him,  if  he  has  not  learned  some  new  lessons  of  faith  in  God  and  fellow- 
men,  has  not  resolved  to  live  more  nobly^md  manly  than  ever  before,  has 
spent  his  time  for  naught.  He  might  l)etter  join  a  base-ball  club  or  goon 
a  fishing  excursion.  More  than  a  score  of  yea  s  have  passed  sioce  I  became 
a  member  of  this  Grand  Council,  and  I  find  myself  pushed  to  the  front  as 
one  of  its  older  members. 

"A  few  weeks  since  I  saw  in  the  daily  papers  that  one  of  the  older 
meml)er8  of  this  body,  whom  we  all  loved,  had  been  summoned  from  the 
scenes  of  earth,  and  henceforth  he  whom  we  knew  as  ,the  embodiment  of 
zeal,  modesty,  integrity,  and  steadfastness,  Oliver  P.  Jacobs,  becomes  only 
a  thing  of  memory. 

''  'And  shall  we^reet,  in  otheSRpheres, 
The  names  that  pleased  our  mortal  ears.' 

"The  men  of  Uz,  more  than  forty  centuries  ago,  nsked  the  question, 
If  a  man  die,  shall  he  liveaiiain?  I  think  this  question  is  many  times  re>. 
peated  by  those  who,  like  myself,  have  pas.sed  the  hilltop  in  life's  journey, 
whose  steps  are  towards  the  setting  sun.  Shall  we  know  each  other  there? 
Shall  the  friendships,  so  rudely  severed  here,  be  renewed  in  that  mysterious 
realm,  of  which  we  talk  so  much  and  know  so  little?'.* 

'  Thus  we  walk  amid  the  darkness,  hungering,  thirsting  for  the  light. 
Though  the  sages  tell  us  plainly,  nevermore  shall  end  the  night; 
That  the  soul  goes  sweeping  downward,  on  its  plane  of  mortal  breath, 
Till,  at  last,  it  plunges  madly  in  the  deep  abyss  of  death. 
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'*  Far  above  the  clouds  and  darkness,  lo,  the  azure  depths  expand. 
Till  we  stand  in  conscious  self-hood,  close  upon  that  border  land. 
Where  the  pulse  of  the  Eternal  throbs  upon  the  pregnant  air. 
And  we  hear  the  sounding  anthems  that  forever  echo  there. 

''  What  am  I  ?  again  I  question;  clod  of  earth  or  spark  divine? 
Death,  art  thou  indeed  my  master,  and,  at  last,  shall  I  be  thine  ^ 
Hark !  from  o'er  the  mystic  border,  I  am  God !  thus  answers  he ; 
I,  the  life!  ye  are  my  children;  I  in  you  and  you  in  me! 

"  Thus  I  walk  amid  the  darkness,  yet  by  faith  I  boldly  tread. 
Fearing  nothing,  asking  nothing,  so  that  I  am  safely  led ; 
Thou  the  life,  O  loving  Father !  I  cling  to  thee  alone, 
And  VU  trust  death's  lifting  shadows  to  revetU  the  great  unknown/' 

Twenty  Councils;  membership  2,265. 

Companion  Burton  G.  Bryan,  Waterbury,  elected  M.  P. 
Grand^ Master ;  Companion  Joseph  K.  Wheeler,  Hartford,  re- 
elected Grand  Recorder. 

GEORGIA- 1883.  • 

The  twenty-seventh  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city 
of  Atlanta,  April  25th,  1883,  Most  Illustrious  C.  F.  Lewis, 
Grand  Master,  presiding.     Nine  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  says: 

"The  present  outlook  for  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction,  at  least, 
presents  little  or  no  encouragement  for  tire  future.  An  apathy  pervades 
the  entire  jurisdiction — a  jurisdiction  that,  but  a  few  yeixrs  ago,  numbered 
her  subordinates  by  the  score,  and  they  healthful  and  prosperous,  now 
reduced  to  a  mere  handful,  and  this  handful  with  just  life  enough  left  to 
maintain  their  organization.  To  the  so-called  Mississippi  plan,  I  doubt  not, 
this  adverse  state  of  the  Rite  in  our  jurisdiction  may  be  traced,  for  while  it 
Is  true,  we  did  not  go  into  the  plan,  yet,  it  had  its  following  among  us,  and 
that  following  was  of  intluence  sufficient  to  skiike  us  from  centre  to  circum- 
ference, inllicting  upon  us  more  injury,  perhaps,  tlian  was  experiencjeU  by 
most  of  our  sister  jurisdictions,  and  the  tardiness  of  our  recovery  from  its 
effects,  may  be  owing  to  the  fact  that  some  of  its  seed  still  linger  with  us. 
Yet,  I  am  not  without  hopes,  the  cloud  that  has  been  over  and  about  us  for 
so  long,  and  even  now  darken  our  horizon,  will,  I  feel  contident,  in  the  near 
future,  i  e  riven,  and  the  sunshine  of  prosperity  again  illumine  our  pathway, 
if  we  be  but  true  to  ourselves,  few  as  we  arc,  and  move  forward,  shoulder 
to  shoulder,  in  the  work  before  us;  and  to  this  end  I  would  recommend 
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that  action  be  taken  at  this  Convocation  that  will  reach  the  caBes  of  our 
dormant  Councils,  thereby  enabling  them  to  right  up,  resume  work,  and 
their  places  again  on  ihe  roll  of  this  Grand  Council." 

The  following  question  was  propounded  to  him: 

Queslion — Can  one  who  has  received  the  degrees  of  R.  *.  M.*.  S.'.  M.*.  of 
27,  as  conferred  in  a  Chapter  of  R*.  A.*.  Masons,  be  recognized  by  Com- 
panions  of  a  Regular  Council  ? 

Answc'^No,  Sue  1 1  are  irregular,  and  must,  by  a  Regular  Cooncil,  be 
formally  healed  before  they  can  be. 

No  report  on  correspondence. 

The  Grand  Master  acknowledged  that  he  had  received  the 
proceedings  of  twonty-two  sister  Grand  Councils;  Michigan 
for  1882  of  the  number. 

Companion  C.  F.  Lewis,  Augusta,  re-elected  Most  lilustri- 
ou8  Grand  Master;  Companion  A.  M.  Wolikin,  Albany,  re- 
elected Grand  Recorder. 

ILLINOIS— 1883. 

« 

The  thirty-first  annual  Assembly  of  this  Grand  Council,  was 
held  in  the  city  of  Chicago,  October  24,  1883,  Illustrious  Com- 
panion John  O'Neill,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Twenty- 
one  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  short  address,  reviewing  hia 
labors  in  resuming  control  of  the  Grand  Council.  In  opening, 
he  says: 

"Permit  me  to  welcome  and  greet  you,  on  this  re-union  of  whai.  speak- 
ing by  the  calendar,  is,  or  Ahould  be,  our  lhirty*first  birth-day,  because  on 
the  23d  day  of  November,  one  month  after  the  twenty-fifth  annual  Assembly 
of  this  Grand  body,  which  occurred  on  the  24th  clay  of  October,  1877,  the 
committees  iippointed  by  the  Grand  Council  and  Grand  Chapter  did  mutu- 
ally agree  by  a  conjectural  virtue  of  the  power  in  them  vested,  by  an 
equally  exceptional  constitutional  enactment,  endeavor  to  legalize  the  closing 
of  the  S.  v.,  and  turning  over  the  Sacred  Treasures  to  the  care  and  custody 
of  a  foreign  body  that  had  no  interest  in  their  preservation;  reserving, 
however,  the  right  to  the  Grand  Council,  to  meet  once  a  year,  if  they  should 
think  proper,  or  if  such  a  step  should  be  deemed  necessary,  and  elect  at 
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such  Assemlily  a  guardian  of  the  S.  V.,  and  to  look  after  the  Sacred 
Treasures,  and  see  that  the  trust  conferred  was  faithfully  carried  out.  This 
precautionary  reservation  by  the  Grand  Council,  makes  this  as  mentioned 
above,  our  thirty-first  annual  Assembly.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  and  Grand  (Council,  held  on  the  25th,  26th  and  37th  days  of  October, 
1882.  The  Grand  Chapter  did,  by  resolution,  agree  to  relimjuish  the  trust 
confided  to  their  keeping,  the  same  to  take  effect  January  1st,  1888;  and 
the  Grand  Council  did,  on  the  27lh  day  of  October,  1882,  by  resolution, 
agree  to  resume  control  of  the  Sacred  Treasures,  and  open  the  S.  V.  which 
had  for  seven  years  been  closed  to  Cryptic  workmen.  What  prediction 
does  this  Divine  number  Masonic  foretell  ?  We  hope  the  success  of  Cryptic 
Masonry;  that  it  may  be  beyond  the  expectation  of  the  most  sanguine,  is 
our  dearest  w^sh. 

"  For  meD  may  come,  and  men  may  go, 
But  it  will  go  on  forever." 

"The  flight  of  time,  how  rapid!  seven  years!  and  the  hour  glass  of  time 
lia-s  been  turned  seven  times  by  the  Old  Moutr,  since  last  we  met  to  legislate 
in  our  own  right  for  the  Cryptic  craft.  How  sliort!  it  seems  but  yesterday! 
still  what  changes  have  taken  place!  How  rapidly  one  follows  the  other, 
quick,  sudden  and  transitory,  as  the  kaleidescope,  but  leaving  instructive 
lessons  for  our  consideration,  benefit  and  profit." 

Conip.  Theodore  F.  Gurney  submitted  the  report  on  cor- 
respondence, briefly  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  thirteen 
sister  Grand  Councils,  including  Michigan  for  1883. 

We  copy  his  opening  in  full: 

"('oMPANTONS:— Late  in  the  year,  Comp.  John  O'Neil,  Grand  Master, 
asked  us  to  prepare  this  report,  at  the  same  time  reminding  the;  writer  to 
be  moderate  in  disgumtion,  else  it^  publication  would  be  out  of  the  ques- 
tion. The  Grand  body  lias  been  without  resources,  of  any  importance, 
since  the  ''merging"  of  a  few  years  since,  consequently,  anything  done  to 
place  it  in  running  order  must  be  a  labor  of  love. 

"It  was  thought  by  a  large  majority  of  those  most  interested  in  the 
Cryptic  Rite  in  Illinois,  that  the  action  of  both  Coimcil  and  (-hapter,  the 
one  conferring  and  the  other  accepting  authority  to  confer  its  rituals,  was 
tlie  liest  thing  to  do  under  all  surrounding  circumstances.  We  were  of  that 
opinion,  and  assisted  in  (consummating  the  arrangement. 

"  As  some  companions  do  not  appear  to  undei-stand  the  compact  of  1H77 
ive  will  state,  briefly,  its  nature:  With  the  assent  of  Grand  Chapter,  the 
officers  of  its  constituent  bodies  were  authorized  by  Grand  Counctil  to  act 
ofllcers  of  C-ouncils.  When  degrees  were  conferred,  the  Council  was 
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regularly  u|)ened;  Init  not  in  an  instance  did  officers  of  Chapter:),  a^vsuch, 
assume  control.  In  the  meantime  the  Grand  Council  adhered  to  it«  organ- 
ization, and  han  regularly  held  its  annual  communication,  aud  transacted 
it«  routine  business. 

"The  consolidation  appeared  to  work  satisfactorily;  but.  upon  the  ori;an- 
ization  of  the  Qeneral  Grand  Council,  there  has  been  a  growing  dispositioo 
by  both  Chapter  and  Council  to  abandon  the  arrangement.  This  feeling 
took  practical  shape  in  1882.  and  whatever  is  left  for  a  perfect  sepanilioo 
will,  doubtless,  be  accomplished  at  the  coming  Convocation  of  the  Grand 
Bodies.  The  degrees  of  the  Rite  have  not  ]>een  conferred  by  ofSicm  of 
Chapters  acting  as  officers  of  Councils  since  January  last. 

*'  It  is  a  pleasure  to  say,  that,  notwithstanding  differences  of  opioioD 
have  prevailed,  there  has  never  appeared  a  disposition  to  engage  in  acrimo- 
nious contest  over  the  subject;  but  rather  a  desire  by  all  parties  to  make 
such  disposition  of  the  alliance  as  would  result  in  the  best  interests  of  all/' 

He  ^ives  our  jurisdiction  a  fraternal  notice,  and  says: 

"Quite  naturally  we  feel  an  interest  in  this  jurisdiction.  Thirty ti^rc 
years  ago,  **ligh.t"  was  there  unfolded  to  a  rather  skeptical  vision.  Wc  Iwul 
been  slightly  forninst  secret  institutions,  but  soon  changed  front,  as  the 
sequel  h&s  demonstrated. 

"The  twenty -fifth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  Detroit,  January  1>. 
Forty-one  Councils  represented.  We  could  not  have  been  convinced  except 
by  the  records  before  us,  that  there  existed  any  such  interest  in  the  Kite— 
anywhere." 

He  copies  the  report  of  our  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
upon  the  communication  from  Saginaw  Council  No.  20,  and  reso- 
lutions, and  says:  '*We  do  not  feel  worried,  for  we  are  a  sample  of 
the  original  "Hobensack."  Please  do  not  forget  this  when  we 
apply  to  a  Michigan  Council  for  visitation.  We  have  written 
our  Grand  Master  upon  this  subject.  He  is  wide  awake,  and, 
if  necessary,  will  have  an  abundance  of  healing  lotions  prepared 
for  our  October  Assembly." 

Well,  companion,  you  need  not  worry,  we  can  freely  for- 
give when  we  find  a  corresponding  disposition. 

Illustrious  Companion  George  W.  Curtis,  Washington, 
elected  MostPuissant  Grand  Master;  Companion  Gil  W.  Barnard, 
Chicago,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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INDIANA— 1883. 

The  twenty -eighth  annual  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Coun- 
cil was  held  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  October  16,  1883, 
Companion  Albert  Hay  ward,  Illustrious  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Thirty-nine  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  short,  relating  only  to 
matters  of  that  jurisdiction  and  his  official  acts.  He  arrested 
the  charter  of  one  subordinate  Council  that  had  made  no  return 
or  paid  dues  for  two  yeare. 

Companion  William  W.  Austin,  presented  a  very  interest- 
ing review  of  the  proceedings  of  twenty-two  Grand  Councils, 
each  receiving  a  full  notice,  Michigan  getting  an  ample  portion. 

In  opening,  he  poetically  says: 

'*Thi8  is  the  field  where  the  gle&ners 

Have  gleaned  since  the  days  of  yore, 
And  gleaning  after  the  gleaners, 

I  may  gather  one  sheaf  more. 

And  while  birds  fly  southward  singing 

Of  the  faded  flower  and  leaf, 
I  may  chanl  a  glad  thanksgiving 

For  another  royal  sheaf.  *^ 

And  in  conclusion,  remarks: 

"From  what  we  can  glean,  we  feel  that  the  future  outlook  for  the 
Royal  and  Select  degrees  in  this  country  is  clieering;  that  the  apathy  felt 
in  late  years  is  dying  out;  that  the  companions  are  recognizing  the  claim 
of  Oyptic  Masonry  to  be  an  independent  body,  and  that  all  that  it  needs 
Is  a  firm  reliance  on  its  rights,  and  a  faithful  effort  upon  the  part  of  the 
Craft  to  put  the  Eighth  and  Ninth  degrees  again  on  a  solid  foundation. 

'*  We  much  regret  that  the  Craft  has  not  been  furnished,  by  this  time, 
with  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Grand  Council  at  its  session  in  Denver. 
That  body  has  become  the  base  line  for  future  action,  and  its  deeds  should 
liavc  been  made  known  by  this  time.  Where  the  delay  is  we  do  not 
know ;  what  they  did  of  vital  importance,  history  has  not  told.~  They  seem 
to  have  met  and  went.  We  are  reminded  of  the  remark  of  the  preacher  at 
prayer-meeting:  'Brethren,  our  session  this  evening  will  be  short,  as  the 
Sunday-school  exhibition  of  our  churcb  will  commence  up  stairs  in  a  few 
minutes."*

Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Ken- 
tucky, then  addressed  the  Grand  Council  as  follows: 

Most  Ulustrious  Grand  Master,  and  Companions  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Kentuckj: 

Four  years  ago  this  Grand  Council,  possessing  sovereign  power,  and 
exercising  it  only  for  wise  and  beneficent  purposes,  tendered  to  the  Graud 
Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Kentucky  jurisdiction  over  the  degrees  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters,  the  same  to  be  conferred  in  Councils  opened  by  its  subordi- 
nate Chapters. 

Tlie  trust  was  accepted,  and  I  doubt  not  has  been  executed  faithfully. 
But  the  Grand  Chapter  has  determined  to  resign  jurisdiction  over  these 
degrees  into  your  hands,  and  I  and  my  associate  Grand  Officers  were 
appointed  to  make  formal  surrender  of  the  same.  The  reasons  for  this 
course  are  best  expressed  in  the  preamble  and  resolutions  adopted  by  the 
Grand  C^hapter  at  its  last  session,  held  in  the  city  of  Louisville  on  the  IStli 
of  October,  1883,  which  I  will  read: 

"  Inasmuch  as  the  Grand  (^uncil  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky  did,  on  the  24th  day  of  October,  1878,  surrender  all 
jurisdiction  over  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master,  and  this  Qraod 
Chapter,  in  the  interest  of  the  science  of  Speculative  Masonry,  did  accept 
the  trust  conferred  upon  it,  being  convinced  that  in  the  assumption  thereof 
lay  the  best  means  of  preserving  knowledge  of  almost  inestimable  value  to 
the  Craft,  because  of  the  difficulty  of  maintaining,  in  an  agricultural  section, 
Hourishing  Councils  of  the  Cryptic  rite;  and 

"Inasmuch  as  since  that  hearty  and  unanimous  action  on  the  part  of 
both  the  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Council,  complications  have  arisen 
threatening  confusion  to  the  Craft,  caused  by  ill-advised  measures  adopted 
in  the  vain  hope  of  conserving  the  interests  of  the  Rite,  by  persons  aside 
from  this  jurisdiction,  and  which  leaves  us  no  alternative  but  that  of  con* 
f erring  the  degrees  without  privileges; 

*'  Resolved,  That  this  Grand  Chapter  resigns  its  jurisdiction  over  the 
degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  into  the  hands  of  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers composing  the  last  Grand  Council  of  such,  which  met  in  the  City  of 
Louisville,  on  the  24th  day  of  October,  1878. 

"Resolved,  That  the  M.  E.  G.  II  P.  and  his  associate  Grand  officers  be 
instructed  to  fraternally  request  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Council,  last  presiding,  to  convene,  at  an  early  day,  the  officers  and 
members  composing  the  hist  Grand  Council,  for  the  purpose  of  formally 
resigning  into  their  hands  the  trust  committed  to  them. 

"Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Treasurer,  on  proper  notification  that  the 
above  action  has  been  carriijd  out,  be  instructed  to  pay  over  into  the  hands 
of  the  person  appointed  by  the  Grand  Council  to  receive  the  same,  the  sum 
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of  $45.32,  the  amount  received  from  the  Grand  Couacil  on  the  17th  day  of 
October,  1878,  together  with  any  personalty  which  may  have  likewise 
ccnied  to  this  Grand  Chapter. 

"  RuMved,  That  when  the  Grand  Council  shall  have  resumed  its  juris 
diction  over  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  the  M.  E.  G.  H.  P. 
and  Grand  Secretary  shall  notify  the  subordinate  Chapters  to  hold  all 
paraphernalia,  books,  papers  and  property  which  may  have  been  placed  in 
their  hands  by  subordinate  Councils,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Most 
Illustrious  Grand  Master,  or  any  person  whom  he  may  appoint  to  see  to 
this  matter,  and  shall  further  notify  them  to  refrain  from  the  conferring 
or  communicating  of  the  degrees  of  R  and  S.  M. 

**Be9olved,  That  in  this  action  this  Grand  Chapter  does  not  for  one 
moment  doubt  the  legality  of  the  action  of  the  two  sovereii^n  Grand  bodies 
which  resulted  in  the  intrusting  and  assumption  of  the  degrees  of  K.  and  S. 
M.,  in  the  month  of  October,  1878;  but,  on  the  contrary,  enters  its  solemn 
protest  against  the  ambitious  and  inconsiderate  measures  taken  for  the  prac- 
tical extinction  of  the  Cryptic  Rite,  or  the  denial  of  its  light  to  three- 
fourths  of  the  Royal  Craft;  and  further  places  itself  on  record  as  being 
compelled  to  this  action  only  by  the  solemn  duty,  which  it  owes  to  its 
Chapters,  to  allow  no  conflicting  element  to  disturb  their  harmony,  and 
the  equally  solemn  duty  to  refrain  from  conferring  degrees  which  will  not 
entitle  their  possessors  to  travel  and  receive  the  wages  of  fellowship  and 
universal  brotherhood. 

'* Resolved,  That  in  the  event  that  the  Grand  Council  restores  to  her 
subordinates  the^r  charters,  this  Grand  Chapter  does  affectionately  invite 
and  exhort  her  subordinates  to  strive  in  every  way  to  render  .assistance 
and  comfort  to  such  Councils,  by  opening  to  them  the  asylum  of  their 
Chapter-rooms,  and  by  lending  their  co-operation  and  affiliation  to  the 
extent  of  their  ability." 

"In  comformity  with  this  expressed  will  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  I  have 
requested  this  Grand  Council  to  convene,  and  as  Grand  High  Priest  1  do 
formally  resign  the  trust  confided  to  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1878,  and  sur- 
render to  this  Grand  C/Ouncil  the  jurisdiction  conferred  at  that  time.  The 
Grand  Secretary,  who  is  pnisent,  will  deliver  into  your  hands  the  seal  and 
other  property  of  which  he  has  been  the  custodian. 

'*In  performing  this  duty,  permit  me  to  leave  evidence  of  the  fact,  that 
in  accepting  and  executing  this  trust,  and  now  in  its  surrender,  no  other 
motive  has  animated  our  action  than  a  sincere  desire  to  ])romote  the  best 
interests  of  the  Cryptic  Rite.  Our  private  opinions  have  always  been  sub- 
ortlinate  to  the  general  harmony;  and  while,  as  Kentuckians,  we  are 
always  jealous  of  our  rights,  as  Masons  we  know  no  allegiance  excei)t  to 
the  common  good  of  a  universal  brotherhood. " 
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ACCEPTANC^E    OP   THE    TRUST    RETURNED. 

Corap.  H.  B.   Grant  then  offtred   the   following  preamble 
and  resolutions,  which  were  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  This  Qrand  Council — having  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the' 
decrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Ma*^ters  of  Kentucky,  and  the  inalienable  right, 
within  said  State,  to  constitute  Councils,  commission  any  body  of  men, 
being  also  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  to  convene  Councils  and  confer  snid 
decrees — and  revoke  such  authority. 

In  the  exercise  of  its  rights,  prerogatives  and  supreme  authority,  this 
Grand  Council  did,  on  Oct.  23d,  1878,  authorize  and  empower  the  Grand  R. 
A.  Chapter  of  Kentucky  to  supervise  the  conference  of  said  degrees,  by 
its  subordinates,  in  ( -ouncils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  whose  records. 
etc.,  were  to  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  those  of  the  Chapters. 

The  Grand  R.  A.  Chapter,  through  its  pre.sidinc:  officer  now,  in  con 
formity  with  instructions  it  gave  him,  having  formally  tendered  back  the 
trust  confided  to  it.  with  the  jurisdiction  and  supervision  over  properly 
and  interest  in  said  degrees  of  Royal  and  S<^lect  Masters;  therefore. 

1,  Resolvent,  i  hat  the  proposed  surrender  of  the  trust,  jurisdiction, 
supervision,  properly  and  intei-est  aforesaid,  now  made  by  theM.  E.  Grand 
High  Priest  of  the  Grand  R.  A.  Chapter  of  Kentucky.  \}e  received  and 
accepted,  and  the  authority  heretofore  granted  said  Grand  Chapter  and  its 
subordinates,  herein  before  referred  to.  be  hereby  annulled,  canceled,  and 
no  longer  in  force. 

3,  Resolved,  That  all  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  Kentucky 
be  requested,  hereby,  to  resume  labor,  and  are  required  to  report  without 
delay,  to  the  Grand  Recorder,  a  full  and  complete  list  of  their  officers  and 
members,  and  aunu  illy,  in  October,  to  make  returns,  etc.,  according  to  the 
laws  of  this  Grand  Council  and  the  instructions  of  its  Most  Illustriou?^ 
Grand  Master  and  Grand  Recorder. 

:j.  Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  be  so  amended,  that  until  February 
Ist,  18H8,  subordinate  C -ouncils  may  confer  the  degrees  upon  coraiwnions 
who  have,  prior  to  this  date,  been  elected  by  ('haptera  in  Kentucky  to 
receive  them,  for  a  sum  not  less]  than  one  dollar:  Provided,  Such  com- 
panions petition  ami  are  regularly  elected  as  in  other  cases. 

NUN- AFFILIATED    B.    &    S.    M. 

The  same  companion  offered  the  following,  which  was  also 
adopted: 

The  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  under  supervision  of  Chap- 
ters, having  been  dissolved  by  action  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  this  Grand 
Council, 
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Resolved,  That  Royal  and  Select  Masters  made  in  such  Councils  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  non-afflliated  Royal  and  Select  M^isters. 

PKOPOSKD    REVISION    OP   TH«    CONSTITUTION. 

Corap.  Grant  then  presented  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution,  which  were  adopted,  and  Companions  H.  B.  Grant, 
L.  D.  Croninger  and  H.  R.  French  appointed  a  committee  for 
the  purposes  named  therein: 

Inasmuch  as  the  constitution,  by-laws  and  general  regulations  of  this 
Grand  Council  are  defective,  contradictory  in  several  parts,  and  unsatisfac- 
tory— 

R€9oived,  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  revise  said  consti- 
tution, by-laws  and  general  regulations,  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of 
this  Grand  Council. 

bUPBR-BXCBLLENT   MASTER. 

Comp.  Grant  moved  that  subordinate  Councils  be  permitted 
to  confer  the  Super-Excellent  degree  as  an  honorary  degree,  if 
they  shall  so  desire.     Carried. 

The  M.  E.  Grand  High  Priest  then  issued  the  following 
proclamation :

To  the  M 06t  Excellent  High  Priests.  Kings,  Scribes  and  Companions  of  the  Subordinate 
Chapters  of  Kentucky : 

Companions— Notice  is  hereby  given,  that  the  Grand  Council  of  Ken- 
tucky has  resumed  jurisdiction  over  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters. 

You  will  therefore  refrain  from  conferring  or  communicating  the  said 
degrees,  and  hold  all  paraphernalia,  books,  papers  and  property  which  may 
have  been  placed  in  your  hands  by  subordinate  Councils,  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master. 

The  Grand  Council  by  resolution  declared  the  status  of  members  of 
subordinate  Chapters  who  received  the  Council  degrees  while  the  same 
^'erc  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  to  be  that  of  non- 
affiliated Koyal  and  Select  Masters.  I  earnestly  urge  all  such  to  immedi- 
ately affiliate  with  the  nearest  subordinate  C'ouncil,  and  I  exhort  them  and 
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the  subordinate  Chapters  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  strengthen  and  maiD- 
tain  the  subordinate  Councilfi,  and  preserve  the  beautiful  Cryptic  Rite. 

Witness  my  hand  and  seal  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  this  25th  cUy  of  No- 
vember, 1882.

Companion  Charles  Erskiu  Dunn,  Louisville,  elected  Most 
Illustrious  Grand  Master;  Companion  Lorenzo  Dow  CroniDger, 
Covington,  elected  Grand  Recorder. 

KENTUCKY— 1883. 

The  Grand  Council  met  in  annual  Assembly  in  the  city  of 
Louisville,  October  17,  ISS3.  M.  III.  Grand  Master  Charles 
Erskin  Dunn,  pre8i<ling.  Eleven  subordinate  Counciln  repre- 
sented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short,  relating  to  his  labors  in 
re-organizing  the  subordinate  Councils.    In  his  opening,  he  says: 

'*  With  pleasure  I  greet  you  on  this  our  first  annual  Assembly  around 
the  fraternal  altar  since  1878.  Let  us  with  joyful  hearts  join  in  thanks  to 
God  for  His  ever  kind  and  watchful  care  over  us,  and  ask  for  His  divine 
aid  at  this  time,  that  we  may  have  wisdom  from  on  high,  and  our  legisla- 
tion may  be  such  as  will  redound  to  His  glory  and  that  of  our  beloved 
order,  and  the  result  of  our  deliberations  may  revive  and  awake  such  inter- 
est in  the  Cryptic  Rite  as  will  strengthen  and  place  it  on  a  fixed  and  firm 
foundation  throughout  our  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

"1  need  not  tell  you  of  the  apathy  that  has  existed  for  some  time  in 
our  subordinate  Councils,  for  with  tliis  fact  you  arc  already  familiar;  but 
may  1  not  urge,  not  only  one,  but  all,  to  awaken  from  your  slumbers  and  he 
saved  from  the  penalty  of  *  sleeping  upon  your  post. ' " 

The  following  question  was  asked: 

**  Will  those  who  have  received  the  Royal  a.nd  Select  Masters'  degrees 
in  the  Chapter  have  to  be  elected  and  obligated  again  before  they  are  con- 
sidered members  of  the  Council?" 
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His  answer  was:  That  it  was  only  necessary  for  them  to 
petition  for  membership  to  become  membera  and  not  obligatory, 
as  the  Grand  Council  declared  at  its  last  Assembly  in  1882, 
those  companions  who  received  the  decrees  in  Councils  under 
authority  of  the  Grand  Chapter  to  be  non -affiliated  Royal  and 
Select  Masters. 

In  his  conclusion,  he  says: 

**  For  the  future  new  hopes  are  inspired;  then  let  us  press  forward, 
feeling  that  our  labors  shall  not  go  unrewarded.  But  we  can  not  prosper 
without  zeal  and  labor;  therefore  let  each  repair  to  tlieir  several  stations,  and 
with  energy  resume  our  labors,  that  wo  may  return  to  our  homes  with  tlie 
full  satisfaction  of  having  faithfully  discharged  our  duly  to  the  Craft." 

A  dispensation  was  granted  for  one  new  Council. 

Companion  Charles  E.  Dunn,  Louisville,  re-elected  Most 
IllustriouM  Grand  Master;  Companion  Lorenzo  Dow  Croninger, 
Covington,  re-elected  Very  Illustrious  Grand  Recorder. 

LOriSIANA— 1883. 

The  twenty-eighth  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council, 
was  held  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  February  15,  1883.  Comp. 
Alfred  Shaw,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Four  subordinate 
Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  brief;  simply  a  review  of  his 
official  acts.     Speaking  of  the  condition  of  the  Order,  he  says: 

' '  Whatever  of  dormancy  or  stagnancy  we  must  acknowledge  in  our 
subordinate  Councils  in  this  Stale,  is  owing  to  nothing  in  our  Rite  and 
its  government,  but  to  the  condition  of  the  bodies  of  the  antect;(lent  degrees 
from  which  we  must  draw  our  material.  The  past  ten  years  have  shown  but 
little  progrej^s  in  them,  but  a  retiction  is  preceptible,  which  though  it  has 
not  yet  reached  the  ('ryptlc  bodies,  wiirultimalely  do  so.  It  is  our  duty 
to  hope  and  believe." 

An  assessment  of  one  dollar  per  member  was  levied  on  the 
seven  subordinate  Councils  to  meet  expenses.  Four  Councils 
having  failed  to  make  returns  for  two  years  and  over,  their 
charters  were  declared  forfeited. 
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The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  P.  M.  I.  G.  M.  Greorge 
J.  Pinckard — and  a  good  one  it  is — reviewing  the  proceedings 
of  seventeen  Grand  Councils,  our  own  for  1882  among  the 
number,  and  the  General  Grand  Council  He  says  of  G.  M. 
Hatheway's  address,  it  is  an  excellent  one,  and  quotes  his  closing 
remarks  in  full,  tendering  the  following  tribute  to  him: 

**  We  take  the  present  opportunity  of  offering  our  heartfelt  sympathies 
to  our  111.  ('Ompanion  for  the  loss  he  sustained  at  the  hands  of  a  vile  inceD- 
diary,  applying  the  torch  to  his  home  while  away  on  Masonic  busine^,  in 
which  he  lost  everything  but  the  clothing  he  had  on,  including  his  Masonic 
notes.  We  know  by  experience  the  desolation  of  a  ruined  home  by  fire, 
the  numerous  heirlooms  and  relics  of  long  past  days  suddenly  swept  away, 
and  the  ever-recurring  poignancy  of  unavailing  regrets." 

For  our  report  he  gives  us  a  sweet  little  dose  of  "taffy." 
Thank  you,  Comp.  Pinckard.  Of  the  General  Grand  Council,  he 
says: 

"The  Provisional  General  Grand  Council  became  the  Permanent  Gen- 
eral Grand  ('ouncil  on  the  17th  February,  1881,  by  the  vote  of  Louisiana, 
being  the  ninth  Grand  Council  to  ratify  the  General  Constitution. 

"Since  its  existence  de  facto  it  has  issued  letters  of  dispensation  estab- 
lishing two  Councils  in  Oregon  and  one  in  Kentucky;  it  has  kept  the  Craft 
posted  in  regard  to  ('ryptic  matters  by  the  issue  of  circulars,  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  system  of  district  correspondence.  In  a  few  months  this 
Grand  body  will  hold  its  first  Assembly;  of  course,  much  depends  upon 
the  wisdom  manifested  by  it  on  that  occasion ;  we  have  reason  to  believe 
its  policy  will  be  conciliatory;  and  we  trust  it  will  be  so  guided  that  its 
labors  may  tend  to  foster  and  cement  the  best  interests  of  the  Itite." 

We  find  very  much  in  Companion  Pinckard's  report  we 
would  like  to  quote,  but  must  resist  the  temptation,  except  in 
fact  his  closing  remarks: 

"Nowe  prai  wee  for  ye  Kriptick  Rite 

That  it  raai  happie  hee; 
Ood  Grante  ye  utrife  mai  ri^hte  soone  ende 
Id  peace  and  harmoDie/^ 

"During  the  session  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Louisiana,  Comp.  Homer, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  and  a  member  of  this  Committee,  stated  in  Grand  Chapter,  he 
had  asked  two  or  three  prominent  members  how  they  liked  the  report  on 
correspondence  he  had  written  the  previous  year.     To  his  astonishment 
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they  replied  they  had  never  read  it;  he  concludes  that  a  report  on  corres- 
pondence is  of  Utile  value,  except  as  a  vehicle  for  conveying  the  thoughts 
and  hopes,  the  feelings  and  aspirations  of  the  writer,  to  the  jurisdictions 
beyond.  We  were  much  struck  with  his  remar^ts  at  the  time,  but  have 
amply  confirmed  them  since  by  asking  the  same  question;  not  one  we  have 
asked  has  read  his  report.  Hence  we  are  assured  of  the  pleasing  certainty 
that  what  we  have  written  vdll  not  have  to  run  a  very  severe  gauntlet,  so 
far  as  Louisiana  criticism  is  concerned. 

**We  feel,  if  we  can  only  make  peace  with  the  auditing  committee,  we 
are  all  right . 

"To  tlie  readers  beyond  our  own  jurisdiction,  however,  we  wish  to  say, 
if  we  have  spoken,  as  possibly,  somewhat  harshly  of  any  of  our  companions 
in  the  discussion  of  the  topics  that  have  come  under  consideration,  we 
desire  to  make  the  amende  honorable.  It  is  known  we^are  committed  to  the 
cause  of  the  Anti-Mbrobbs,  and  the  mergers  who  are  handicapped  with 
the  dead  weight  of  Cryptic  opinion,  so  determinedly  opposed  to  them,  have 
our  sympathies  in  the  Herculean  task  they  have  before  them.  We  only 
wish  a  tithe  of  the  energy  they  display  had  been  directed  in  the  legitimate 
channel.  We  feel  certain  that  the  Rite  would,  under  these  circumstances 
be  in  a  fiourishing  condition  to-day.  They  deserve  success;  but  success 
can  never  permanently  inure  to  doctrines  founded  on  false  principles.  We 
allude  to  the  doctrine  of  certain  parts  or  portions  of  the  Rite  taking  action* 
affecting  the  whole  body  of  the  Rite,  without  the  sanction  of  the  body  as 
a  whole. 

''We  hope  in  due  season  to  have  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  them  back  to 
the  legitimate  fold.  To  the  great  body  of  the  CYyptics  we  offer  our  con- 
gratulations; the  unity  we  have  already  attained  and  the  promises  of  tlie 
future,  repay  us  a  thousand  fold  for  the  anxiety  we  have  all  individuallj'^ 
felt.  Our  work,  however,  like  the  work  of  Uim  of  old,  is  not  yet  com- 
pleted, although  we  labor  faithfully  to  exccmte  it. 

**To  all  who  may  peruse  our  report  we  would  say,  it  has  been  written 
hurriedly  and  under  somewhat  adverse  circumstances;  we  have  not  had 
time  to  overhaul  it;  first  impressions  are  usually  somewhat  crude,  and  doubt- 
less if  we  were  to  go  over  it  there  is  much  that  would  come  out.  Such  as  it 
is,  however,  we  present  it,  and  ask  the  "corps  reporlorial"  to  criticise  us 
gently.    We  assume,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  all  responsibility." 

Companion  Alfred  Shaw,  New  Orleans,  re-elected  Most 
Illustrious  Grand  Master;  Companion  Richard  Lambert,  New 
Orleans,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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MASSACHUSETTS— 1 882. 

A  special  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Coancil  was  held  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  May  26,  1882,  for  the  purpose  of  exemplifying 
before  the  Grand  Coancll  by  Boston  Council  the  Select  and  Saper- 
Excellent  degrees,  both  of  which  being  done  in  a  correct  manner 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Grand  Council.  The  Grand  Council 
was  closed,  and,  by  invitation  of  Boston  Council,  repaired  to  the 
Banquet  Hall  where  refreshments  were  served  and  a  happy 
season  of  social  intercourse  and  speech  making  indulged  in. 

The  annual  assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  December  13,  1883  Companion  John  Haigh,

The  address  was  short  and  of  a  local  character. 

The  Grand  Master  concluding,  says: 

'*  In  conclusion,  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  general  outlook  for 
Cryptic  Masonry  in  the  Unitt^d  States  is  brighter  than  it  has  been  for  many 
years,  and  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  the  Cryptic  Rite  is  advancing, 
and  its  foundations  are  becoming  more  and  more  secure." 

No  report  on  correspondence.  Twenty-two  Councils;  mem- 
bership, 2,518. 

Companion  John  Haigh,  of  Somerville,  re-elected  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  Alfred  F.  Chapman,  of  Boston,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

MINNESOTA— 1883. 

The  fourteenth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  St. 
Paul,  October  8,  1883,  Companion  Grove  B.  Cooley,  M.  I.Grand 
Master,    presiding.      Four   subordinate    Councils    represented. 

Grand  Master's  address  is  short.     He  says: 

"I  have  but  little  to  report  in  regard  to  my  official  acts  during  the 
year.  No  question  of  Masonic  law  has  been  submitted  to  me  for  decision, 
and  no  grievance  has  come  to  my  knowledge.     All  is  peace  and  harmony. 

"My  correspondence  has  been  very  extensive.  I  have  been  in  com- 
munication with  all  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  in  the  world.  For  the  result 
of  my  eflEorts,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  Report  on  Correspondence, 
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M.  I.  Grand  Master  Grove  B.  Cooley,  submitted  the  report 
on  correspondence,  reviewing  in  his  usual  poetic  manner  the 
proceedings  of  twenty-six  Grand  bodies,  including  tlie  General 
Grand  Council,  covering  thirty-eight  pagc^,  all  good;  Michigan 
for  1883,  receiving  a  very  favorable  notice.  He  gives  us  a  wrap 
for  crediting  "George"  as  Grand  Representative  of  Michigan 
near  the  Grand  Council  of  Minnesota,  when  it  should  be  "Grove." 
Don't  lay  it  to  the  printer,  "I  acknowledge  the  corn;"  will  make 
it  correct  hereafter.  We  find  many  good  sayings  that  we  would 
like  to  quote,  but  for  want  of  time  must  forego  the  pleasure.

MAINE— 1883. 

The  twenty-ninth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  City  of 
Portland,  May  2,  1883,  Arlington  B.  Marston,  M.  I.  Grand 
Master,  presiding.     Eight  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  short  address,  reviewing  his 
official  acts  the  past  year.  He  says:  "  Not  a  breath  or  ripple  has 
disturbed  the  calm  surface  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  jurisdic- 
tion during  the  year,  and* I  might  almost  copy  the  model  reports 
of  our  venerable  Grand  Secretary  in  making  official  report. 
No  questions  of  any  importance  have  been  presented,  and  there- 
fore I  have  no  decisions  to  report." 

Comp.  Josiah  II.  Drummond  submitted  the  report  on  cor- 
respondence, reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-two  Grand 
Councils.  Michigan,  for  1883,  receiving  a  favorable  notice. 
He  resumes  his  table  of  statistics,  but  is  quite  imperfect;  for  the 
reason,  that  all  Grand  Recorders  do  not  give  a  recapitulation 
of  their  returns;  but  hopes  they  will  do  so  hereafter.  Yet, 
what  he  has  shown,  assures  us  that  in  almost  all  jurisdictions  the 
"gains"  exceed  the  "  losses."     In  conclusion,  he  says: 

'In  the  large  majority  of  the  jurisdictions,  the  Kite  has  seen  its  worst 
days.  aQd  is  now  surely  progress! nsf.  The  doubts  caused  by  the  inaugur- 
ation of  the  "Mississippi  Plan"  had  a  demoralizing  effect  in  all  jurisdictions. 
The  utter  dissipation  of  those  doubts  has  caused  a  re-action,  and  the  result 
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will  be  a  closer  bond  of  union  between  the  several  Grand  Councils,  a 
uniformity  of  polity  and  ritual,  and  the  establishment  of  the  Rite  upon  a 
foundation  that  canuot  be  ag^ain  undermined. 

"The  tofal  meinl)ership  of  the  American  Grand  Councils  must  now  be 
07ur  ^.000;  in  the  palmiest  day  of  the  Rite,  with^  Iowa,  Nebraska, 
Mississippi  and  Wisconsin  to  swell  the  number,  it  did  not  reach  30,000. 
This  fact  alone  is  conclusive  evidence  of  our  success." 

Conipanion  Marquis  F.  King,  Portland,  elected  M.  I.  Grand 
Master;  Companion  Ira  Berry,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

MISSOURI— 1883. 

The  eighteenth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of 
St.  Louis  May  2,  1880.  R.  111.  Wm.  Hall,  D.  G.  Master,  presid- 
ing.    Five  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  (Wm.  B.  Wilson)  being  unable  to  be 
present  sent  in  a  brief  address.  He  announces  the  death  of 
Companion  Thomas  M.  Wannall,  P.  D.  G.  M.,  who  for  twenty- 
five  years  had  been  an  active  and  efficient  worker  in  all  the 
Masonic  bodies.  In  conclusion,  !»e  says:  *'The  general  outlook 
of  the  Cryptic  Rite  is  favorable.  In  our  own  State,  while  we 
are  plodding  along  slowly,  we  are  doing  so  surely." 

Comp.  Wm.  II.  Mayo  (under  instructions)  submitted  a  very 
short  report  on  correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of 
fifteen  Grand  Councils — Michigan  not  mentioned,  not  having 
received  our  proceedings.  Companion,  we  mailed  three  copies 
to  vour  Grand  Reconler;  if  not  received  let  us  know  and  will 
gladly  re -mail  you  copies.     He  says: 

"  The  pamphU'ta  from  the  different  States  are  rather  an  improvement 
over  former  years.  The  proceedings  are  short  and  of  local  inierest.  There 
is  a  noticeable  want  of  statistics;  very  few  Gmnd  llecorders  give  a  table 
showing  name,  number  and  location  of  Subordinates,  with  the  work  done, 
and  showing  number  of  membership.  There  certainly  can  be  no  excuse 
for  such  an  omission,  as  it  does  not  take  much  space  or  occupy  very  much 
time  to  prepare  such  a  table,  so  one  could  tell  at  a  glance  the  size  and  con" 
dition  of  the  Rite  in  each  State." 
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And,  in  concliisiion,  remarks: 

"  We  have  obeyed  instructions  and  made  our  report  short,  but  think 
we  have  culled  from  several  jurisdictions  some  choice  selections,  by  a  care, 
ful  perusal  of  which  our  readers  may  Judge  somewhat  of  the  general  feeling 
throughout  the  United  States  towards  the  Rite,  and  the  General  Grand 
Council,  which  is  now  in  its  infancy,  but  will  convene  in  a  few  weeks. 
The  prospects  are  a  tine,  healthy,  well-developed  child  for  its  age. 

"The  general  Grand  .Council  is  a  fixed  fact  now  beyond  doubt.  To 
the  croakers  and  constitutional  growlers,  we  say  hold  your  tongues  and 
pens,  try  to  contain  yourselves  in  peace  for  a  short  time,  say  for  a  decade, 
and  let  us  see  what  will  be  the  result ;  let  the  General  Grand  Council  have 
a  chance  to  give  its  plans  a  thorough  test,  it  can  result  in  no  disaster  or  dam- 
age to  the  Rite,  and  may  result  in  good." 

Statistics — Councils,  9;  membership,  320. 

Comp.  Wm.  G.  Hall,  St.  Joseph,  elected  M.  I.  Grand 
Master;  Corap.  Wm.  H.  Mayo,  St.  Louis,  re  elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

MARYLAND— 1882. 

We  received  a  circular  saying  proceedings  would  not  be 
published  this  year.

NEW  YORK— 1882. 

The  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
September  5,  1882,  Companion  John  J.  Martin,  M.  I.  Grand 
Master,  presiding,  and  representatives  of  twenty-six  Councils. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  brief  address.  Ho  announces 
the  death  of  Comp.  John  R.  Wiltsie,  at  Poughkeepsie,  August 
18,  1882;  an  '^  upright  man  and  Mason,''  'leaving  to  his  rela- 
tives that  which  is  better  than  riches,  a  good  name."  He  says: 
an  interesting  fact  in  connection  with  Masonic  history  is,  that 
the  several  Masonic  degrees  from  E.  A.  up,  were  conferred  on 
him  by  his  son,  M.  III.   Fred.   Wiltsie,  P.  G.   Master  of  this 

Grand  Council. 
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It  is  Stated  that  the  reports  of  the  officers  appointed  to  viBit 
the  Coancils,  made  their  report,  showing  the  revival  of  two 
CouncilK  and  an  increased  interest  in  the  Cryptic  Rite  throughout 
the  State,  but  we  find  no  reports. 

Resolutions  were  adopted  appointing  committees  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  a  uniformity  of  work,  the  foundation  of  a 
Grand  Council  Library,  and  the  re*printing  of  the  early  proceed- 
ings. 

The   report  on  correspondence    was   presented   by  Comp. 
George  M.  Osgoodby,  covering   forty   pages,   closely  printed, 
composed  of  extracts  and  much  good   comment.     We  should 
like  to  quote  very  much  from  it,  but  must  desist,  because  if  we 
begin,  could  not  tell  where  to  stop.     Michigan,  for  1882,  is  fully 
noticed.      He  speaks   of  Grand  Master  Hatheway's  address  as 
a  "  most  valuable  document,^'  and  [agrees  with  him  in  his  deci' 
sions  upon  the  question  in  relation  to  non-affiliated  M.  M.  and  R. 
A.  M.,  and  of   their   receiving  the  degrees  of  R.  &  S.  M.  in 
Chapters.   He  gives  our  Committee  on  Q,  G.  C.  a  "wrap"  in  say- 
ing we  were  the  first  to  plant  ourselves  on  the  question  of  non- 
intercourse   with   R.    So  S.  M.   Masons   receiving   the  Council 
degrees   under   or   by    authority   of    a   State   Grand  Chapter. 
Think  they  have  been  taking  a  "  Rip  Van  Winkle  nap,"  and 
refers  to  Grand  Master  Utley's  address  in    1879,  saying  nine 
Grand  Councils  had  already  passed  similar  resolutions;  and  says, 
"  Take  a  back  seat  on  this  question."     We  will  do  so,  Comp. 
Osgoodby;  you  are  correct. 

Comp.  John  J.  Martin,  re-elected  M.  L  Grand  Master; 
Comp.  Geo.  Van  Vliet,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

NORTH  CAROLINA— 1883. 

The  eighteenth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Raleigh,  May  17,  1883.  Comp.  Jacob  I.  Macks,  M.  I.  Grand 
Master,  presiding.     Three  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  very  good.  He  reviews  the 
proceedings  of  sixteen  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for  1883 
included.     He  says: 
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"Since  last  we  met,  peace  and  prosperity  have  prevailed  in  our  good 
old  State,  and  nothing  has  occurred  to  mar  the  harmony  that  should  always 
exist.  My  official  acts  have  been  very  few.  Not  a  single  dispensation  or 
decision  has  been  applied  for  during  the  entire  year.  Of  course,  I  do  not 
consider  this  an  omen  of  success.  In  fact,  I  am  constrained  to  admit  that, 
unless  something  can  be  legally  done  with  the  Cryptic  degrees,  to  append 
them  to  Chapters,  or  to  amalgamate  them  with  the  Chapter  degrees,  the 
Grand  Council  will  soon  cease  to  exist.  I  regret  this  sincerely,  because  the 
work  is  beautiful,  and  if  properly  conferred,  would  make  a  deep  and  last- 
ing impression  upon  those  who  receive  them.  Besides  this,  there  is  more 
or  less  discussion  on  this  subject  among  our  sister  Grand  C-ouncils,  and  the 
general  tendency  seems  to  be  on  the  side  of  a  permanent  improvement,  and 
the  General  Grand  Council  appears  to  be  a  settled  fact." 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  annual  Assembly  to 
confer  with  the  Grand  Chapter  on  merging,  reported  that  the 
committee  had  failed  to  agree  upon  any  definite  arrangement. 
The  Orand  Council  then  ordered  that  the  Grand  Chapter  be  re- 
quested to  receive  under  its  jurisdiction  the  degrees  of  Royal 
and  Select  Master,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon.  In 
the  face  of  all  this  action,  the  Grand  Council,  looking  to  a  con- 
tinued organization  in  the  event  of  a  failure  to  effect  terms  of 
consolidation,  proceeded  to  the  election  of  Grand  Officers,  and  a 
resolution  was  adopted,  that  should  the  Grand  Council  hold  its 
annual  Assembly  for  the  year  1884,  Elizabeth  City  be  designated 
as  the  place  for  such  Assembly. 

Comp.  Jacob  I.  Macks,  Wilmington,  was  re-elected  M.  I. 
Orand  Master;  Comp.  Donald  W.  Bain,  Raleigh,  re-elected 
Grand  Recorder. 

May  30,  1883,  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and 
the  Orand  Council  met  and  agreed  upon  the  following  transfer, 
^^rhich  we  give  in  full: 
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ARRANGEMENT  OP   TRANSFER  OP  COUNCIL    DEGREES  TO 
THE  JURISDICTION  OP  GRAND  CHAPTER. 

To  all  Royal  Arch  Masons  and  Royal  and  Select  Mastera 

in  the  State  of  North  GaroUna  : 

The  joiDt  committee  appointed  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  and  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  at  their  recent 
annual  Convocation  and  Assembly  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  to  detennine  an 
arrangement  for  the  transfer  of  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  report  the  following  as  terms  of 
transfer,  which  are  in  effect  from  the  date  hereto  affixed: 

1st.  Subordinate  Councils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  siiall  cease  to 
exist  as  such,  and  tlieir  members  shall  become  members  of  the  Chapter  in 
whose  jurisdiction  they  reside 

2d.  The  charters,  records,  seals,  and  other  property  of  the  several  sub- 
ordinate ("ouncils,  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Grand  Recorder  of  the  Grand 
Council  for  preservation,  except  such  paraphernalia  as  may  be  necessary 
for  conferring  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master,  which  shall  be  trans, 
ferred  to  tlie  Chapter  within  whose  jurisdiction  each  ('ouncil  existed.  The 
same  disposition  shall  be  made  of  the  funds  of  the  several  Councils  not 
necessary  to  pay  their  existing  debts.  Annual  dues  now  owing  to  the  Grand 
Council  shall  be  paid  to  the  Grand  Recorder  and  accounted  for  by  him  as 
formerly. 

3d.  The  degrees  of  lioyal  and  Select  Master  shall  be  conferred  after  the 
degree  of  Most  Excellent  Master  and  before  that  of  Royal  Arch,  and  such 
part  of  the  ceremony  of  either  of  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Master 
as  may  be  inconsistent  with  this  arrangement  shall  be  eliminated,  and  the 
work  adopted  by  the  Grand  Council  is  hereby  modified  to  that  extent. 

4th.  All  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  have  not  received  the  degrees  of  Royal 
and  Select  Master,  who  are  members  in  good  standing  at  this  date,  of  their 
respective  Chapters,  shall  receive  the  same  without  charge.  If,  however, 
there  should  not  be  in  any  Chapter  a  sufllcicnt  number  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  to  confer  said  degrees,  a  Grand  Lecturer  or  some  other  competent 
Companion  shall,  by  reque-t  of  the  High  Priest  of  the  Chapter,  confer  or 
communicate  them  upon,  or  to,  any  number  assemltled  in  a  duly  const!* 
tuted  Royal  Arch  Chapter.  After  the  Chapter  shall  have  become  qualified  to 
confer  said  degrees,  id  no  case  shall  they  l>e  communicated,  but  shall  be 
conferred  according  to  the  work  of  the  Grand  Council. 

5th.  The  Grand  Chapter  is  hereby  requested  to  amend  its  constitution 
so  as  to  constitute  the  permanent  members  of  the  Grand  Council  permanent 
members  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
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6Ui.  A  copy  of  this  arrangemeiit,  certified  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  shall  be  transmitted  to  each  Chapter  as  an  edict,  which 
will  be  its  sufficient  authority  to  confer  the  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select 
Master. 

In  Tsstimomt  Whereof,  we  have  hereunto  afiSxed  our  oflicial  signa- 
tures this  30th  day  of  May,  188:^,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  Recorder  hath  attested  the  same.

So  the  Grand  Coancil  of  North  Carolina  has  merged,  or  she 
thinks  she  has,  but  don't  really  know.  Well,  try  it,  and  if  it 
does  not  work  to  her  liking  she  can  back  out  and  try  it  again. 
She  started  out  in  1822  and  1823,  ceased  to  exist,  (went  to  sleep) 
roased  up  in  1860,  re-organized,  but  failed  to  hold  its  annual 
Assembly  until  1866;  and  from  that  time  has  sustained  a  regular 
existence.  We  hope  she  may  see  the  error  of  her  ways,  recon- 
sider her  action  and  again  open  the  door  of  the  S.  V.  and  set 
the  craft  at  work. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE-1883. 

The  twenty-second  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council 
was  held  in  the  City  of  Concord,  May  14,  1883.  Comp.  Rens- 
sellaer  O.  Wright,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Seven  Coun- 
cils represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  brief,  relating  to  local  affairs 
only.  He  decided  that  a  Companion  Royal  and  Select  Master 
could  become  a  member  of  a  Council  and  be  eligible  to  hold 
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office  withoat  receiving  the  S.  E.  M.  degree,  but  the  Onnd 
Council  reversed  his  decision.  He  decided  also  that  the  S.  E.  M. 
degree  should  be  conferred  in  a  Council  of  Select  Masters,  or  in 
a  Council  of  S.  £.  M.  appended  to  a  Council  of  Select  Masters, 
which  the  Grand  Council  approved. 

The  report  on  correspondence  was  submitted  by  Comp. 
George  P.  Cleaves,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-one 
Grand  Councils.  Michigan  for  1882  and  1883  receiving  a  favor- 
able notice. 

Statistics — Eight  Councils;  membership,  837. 

Comp.  George  P.  Cleaves,  Concord,  elected  M.  I.  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  Frank  D.  Woodbury,  Concord,  elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

OHIO— 1883. 

The  fifty-third  annual  Assembly  of  this  Grand  Council  was 
held  in  Sandusky  City,  October  11,  1883.  Companion  LeviC. 
Goodale,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Forty-six  Councils 
represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  brief  address,  relating  to 
local  matters.  He  seemed  to  be  the  right  man  in  the  right 
place;  takes  great  interest  in  the  work  and  stimulates  many 
others  by  so  doing.  If  we  had  more  live  Grand  Masters  we 
would  not  have  to  record  so  manj  dead  limbs  hanging  around. 
We  find  the  frontispiece  of  the  proceedings  a  very  fine  portrait 
of  the  venerable  Grand  Recorder,  Comp.  John  D.  Caldwell, 
placed  there  by  the  Grand  Master  in  honor  of  the  continued 
services  rendered  the  Order  in  Ohio.  He  was  elected  a  Mason 
in  1844,  was  elected  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
1850,  and  has  served  continuously  ever  since.  Was  elected 
Grand  Recorder  of  the  Grand  Council  in  1851,  and  served  con- 
tinuously since.  He  served  nine  years  as  General  Grand  Secre- 
tary of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  t.ie  United  States,  and 
Grand  Recorder  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Knights  Templar 
for  the  same  period.     He  has  served  twenty-one  years  as  Cor- 
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responding  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio,  and  thirty. 
one  years  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge.     For  thirty- 
two  years  he  has  been  elected  Grand  Recorder  of  the  Grand 
Council,  and  has  now  been  elected  for  the  thirty-third  term,  and 
by  so  honoring  him  they  have  also  honored  themselves. 

Comp.  S.  Stacker  Williams  submitted  the  report  on. corres- 
pondence, noticing,  as  he  says,  every  Grand  Council  in  the 
world  and  reviewing  all  the  proceedings  which  could  be  pro- 
cured: a  list  of  thirty-one  Grand  Councils,  covering  thirty-seven 
pages,  including  ours  for  1883.  He  says,  from  our  report  for 
1883,  we  found  a  Grand  Council  in  Scotland,  but  does  not  know 
where  we  got  it.  Companion,  we  got  it  from  Comp.  Grove  B. 
Cooley,  of  Minnesota,  and  gave  him  due  credit  for  it.  As  you 
will  find  following,  in  same  report,  information  from  Malta, 
which  we  gave  you  credit  for. 

Comp.  Levi  C.  Goodale,  Cincinnati,  re-elected  M.  L  Grand 
Master;  Comp  John  D.  Caldwell,  Cincinnati,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder,  (the  thirty-third  term)  He  must  therefore  be  an 
active  33°. 

PENN  S  YL  V  ANIA— 1883. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Royal,  Super-Excellent  and  Select 
MasterH,  held  its  thirty-seventh  annual  Assembly  in  Titus ville, 
February  2, 1883.  Comp.  James  S.  Barber,  M.  P.  Grand  Master, 
presiding.     Eight  Councils  represented. 

Grand  Master's  address  is  brief,  relating  to  local  matters 
only.  He  notes  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  companions 
desirous  of  receiving  the  Council  degrees. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  a  verbal  re- 
port, which  was  received  and  alopted.  We  would  be  very  glad 
to  have  a  written  report,  and  hope  to  see  one  published  the 
coming  year.

Grand  Master,  presidins^.     Three  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  an  oral  address,  in  which  he 
says  the  interest  in  the  Rite  is  increasing  in  that  jurisdiction. 
A  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  whether  it  was  for  the 
interest  of  the  Grand  Council  to  become  a  member  of  the  Gene- 
ral Grand  Council,  and  report  at  the  next  annual  Assembly. 

The  Grand  Recordei*  reported  returns  of  five  subordinate 
Councils.  Number  advanced  the  past  year,  19;  died,  6;  present 
membership,  7'20;  dues,  |504  00. 

Comp.  Edwin  Baker  was  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master;  Comp. 
William  R.  Greene,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

1882. 

The  twenty-second  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council 
was  held  in  the  City  of  Providence,  March  13,  1882.  Comp. 
Edwin  Baker,  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Five  Colmcils  repre- 
sen  ted. 

Also  the  representatives  of  the  Grand  Councils  of  Alabama, 
Louisiana,  Maryland,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  New 
Jersey,  Ontario  and  Ohio. 

The  Grand  Master  (Baker)  delivered  an  oral  address,  taking 
strong  ground  against  joining  the  General  Grand  Council.  The 
committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  becoming  a 
member  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  reported  against  the 
movement.  They  say  as  the  Grand  Chapter  holds  itself  inde- 
pendent of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  they  can  see  no  reason 
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why  the  Grand  Council  cannot  do  so  without  any  detriment  to 
the  Cryptic  Rite.  But  entertaining  the  most  respectful  and  fra- 
ternal sentiments  towards  the  General  Grand  body,  offered  the 
following  resolution,  which  was  Adopted  unanimously: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Council  of  Hbode  Island  respectfully  declines 
to  become  allegiant  to  and  a  member  of  the  GenemI  Grand  Council  of  the 
United  States.

Companion  Wm.  R  Greene,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

1883. 

The  twenty -third  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Providence,  March,  12,  1883.  Companion  Edwin  Baker,  Grand 
MaAter,  presiding.  Four  Councils  represented.  Also  represen- 
tatives of  the  Grand  Councils  of  Connecticut,  Florida,  Louisiana, 
Minnesota,  New  Jersey,  New  York,  Ohio,  Vermont  and 
Michigan. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  brief.  He  says:  **The  most 
important  item  both  to  the  Grand  Council  and  to  Cryptic 
Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction  is  the  establishment  of  a  new  Coun- 
cil within  our  borders."  He  granted  a  dispensation  in  June, 
1882,  to  open  and  form  a  Council  at  Westerly.  In  referring  to 
the  General  Grand  Council,  he  says: 

"The  companions  in  other  jurisdictions  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  why 
Rhode  Island  refuses  to  join  the  General  Grand  Council,  and  their  com- 
ments are  in  some  instances  unworthy  of  them,  r.nd  are  not  calculated  to 
influence  us  to  chanp^e  our  mind  or  purix)8e. 

**The  Craft  In  Rhode  Island  are  not  in  the  main  believers  in  the  utility 
or  necessity  of  General  Grand  bo<licM,  and  having  refused  for  years  to  be- 
come a  constituent  of  the  G(^neral  Grand  Chapter,  could  not  consistently 
become  one  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  nor  would  they  be  to-day  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  the  United  States  if  the  option  was- with  them.  We 
are  opposed  to  the  Mississippi  plan  tn  toto;  arc  in  favor  of  preserving  the 
integrity  of  the  Cryptic  Rite,  and  think  we  can  do  in  this  State  as  well  with- 
out any  General  Grand  body  as  with.     The  time  may  come  when  the  Craft 
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in  Rhode  Island  may  be  more  enlightened  with  regard  to  the  utility  and 
necessity  of  General  Qrand  bodies,  until  that  time  we  hope  that  the  work 
may  prosper  and  that  we  may  be  at  peace  with  all  within  or  without  our 
borders." 

And  that  since  tlie  adoption  of  the  convention  work  for  the 
R.  and  S.  Masters'  degrees^  a  great  improvement  is  noticeable  in 
the  rendering  of  the  ritual,  and  think  it  will  be  well  to  pruoe 
and  correct  the  Super  Eicellent  Master^s  degree.  A  committee 
was  appointed  to  revise  and  correct  the  ritual  of  the  degree  as 
suggested.     A  charter  was  granted  for  the  Council  at  Westerly^ 

Councils,  6;  greeted,  25;  died,  '^;  membership,  742;  dues, 
•74.00. 

Comp.  Rev.  Wm.  N.  Ackley,  of  Warren,  was  elected  M.  I. 
Grand  Master;  Comp.  Wm.  R.  Greene,  of  Providence,  re-elected 
Grand  Recorder. 

VERMONT— 1882  and  188«. 

The  twenty-ninth  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Cvuneil 
was  held  in  the  City  of  Burlington,  June  13,  1882.  Comp.  Rev. 
Frederick  S.  Fisher,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Eighteen 
subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  delivered  a  very  excellent  address,  from 
which  we  should  like  to  quote  many  good  sayings;  bat  as  there 
are  so  many,  to  commence,  we  should  not  know  when  to  stop. 
He  devotes  considerable  space  to  the  Super-Excellent  degree, 
and  earnestly  recommends  its  adoption  by  his  Grand  Council. 
Thereupon,  permission  was  granted  to  the  subordinate  Councils 
to  confer  it  as  an  honorary  degree. 

The  report  on  correspondence  was  submitted  by  Comp.  W. 
H.  S.  Whitcomb,  briefly  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  fifteen 
Grand  Councils;  Michigan,  for  1 882,  receiving  a  favorable  notice. 

Comp.  Rev.  Frederick  Shubael  Fisher,  of  St.  Johnsbury, 
was  re-elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master;  Comp.  Eiihu  B.  Taft,  of 
Burlington,  elected  Grand  Recorder. 
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1883. 

The  thirtieth  annual  AsBembly  of  the  Grai^d  Council  was 
held  in  the  City  of  Burlington,  June  12, 1888.  Comp.  Rev.  Fred- 
erick S.  Fisher,  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Sixteen  subordinate 
Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  covers  twenty  closely  printed 
pages,  giving  a  brief  account  of  duties  performed,  and  offering 
good  cheer  and  suggestions  for  the  good  of  the  Order  and  ad- 
vancement of  the  Rite.  He  says,  ^*  I  have  nothing  to  give  you 
but  good  news.  The  glad  sounds  of  the  rebuilding  of  the 
Arches  are  heard  throughout  the  land  and  are  echoed  from 
abroad."  There  is  very  much  that  we  would  like  to  quote,  but 
should  we  commence  would  not  know  when  to  stop;  but  we 
cannot  refrain  from  quoting  the  following,  as  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  pictures  of  Cryptic  Masonry  we  have  ever  read.  He 
says: 

''Above  all  IheBe  lessons,  the  highest  that  can  be  taught  in  any  rite  or 
ritual,  is  trust  in  Qod.  And  in  no  other  degree  or  Order  of  the  Craft  can  we 
find  this  Trust  more  fully  and  plainly  taught.  Consider  the  situation  of  our 
fellow  workmen  at  the  time  our  secret  vault  was  constructed.  Rising  to  its 
completion  was  the  labor  of  many  thousand  workmen.  Crowning  tlie  Mount 
rose  the  Temple  of  Ood,  to  be  the  pride  and  splendor  of  lon^  years  to  the 
nation  of  Israel.  Adorned  with  all  the  ornaments  that  siiill  and  wealth 
could  bestow,  and  yet  concealing  in  its  secret  depths  deposits  laid  there  to 
await  the  time,  centuries  hence,  when  all  this  glory  and  beauty  should  be 
but  ruins  and  rubbish.  And  this  secret  hidden  place  was  built  in  nights  of 
darkness  and  silence,  in  trust  in  the  revealed  will  of  God  that  the  time 
would  come  when  alone  of  all  the  works  of  man's  hands  on  that  Holy 
Mount  would  remain  the  Arches  of  Trust.  Greater  obedience  is  not  taught 
in  all  our  many  degrees;  and  if  other  Companions  wear  proudly  the  words 
*  Holiness  to  the  Lord,'  unto  Royal  and  Select  Companions  belong  the 
promise  and*words  '  Trust  in  Qod.'  " 

The  thanks  of  the  Grand  Council  were  tendered  to  Most 
Illustrious  Companion  General  Charles  Roome,  of  New  York 
for  the  beautiful  and  impressive  manner  of  his  installation  of  the 
Grand  Officers  elect. 
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Com)>anion  W.  H.  S.  Whitcomb  submitted  the  report  on, 
correspoiiHence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-eight 
Gtand  Counciln^  also  the  Greneral  Grand  Council.  Michigan, 
for  1883,  is  mentioned;  in  which  he  says  no  mention  is  made  of 
Vermont,  and  ask^  if  we  have  forgotten  them.  No,  GompanioD 
Whitcomb,  we  had  not  received  your  proceedings  when  we 
made  up  our  report.

G.  Council  has  placed  Cryptic  Masonry  upon 
solid  footing.  The  statistics  given  all  tend  to  show  an  advance 
in  membership,  and  a  disposition  to  place  the  Rite  equal  to 
Capitular  or  Chivalrio  Masonry.

ADDRESS. 

Companions  of  the  Grand  Council  of  R.  &  S.  M.  op  Michigan: 

Another  year  has  been  added  to  the  scroll  of  time  since  our 
last  Convocation,  and  would  it  not  be  well  for  us,  Companions 
to  take  a  glance  back  over  the  year  just  past,  and  see  what 
account  we  could  give  of  our  stewardship,  provided  the  Great 
Reaper  had  called  for  us?  But  the  Allwise  Providence  has  seen 
fit  to  pass  most  of  us  by,  for  a  season,  and  for  this  we  should 
offer  up  our  sincere  thanks  for  His  preserving  care  over  us. 

It  is  with  profound  gratitude  that  I  see  ^  many  familiar 
faces  here  assembled,  and  to  note  the  fact  that  Father  Time  has 
dealt  so  kindly  with  us. 

Peace  and  prosperity  abounds  throughout  this  beautiful 
land  of  ours;  that  we  are  on  friendly  relations  with  all  the 
world,  and  that  our  beloved  Cryptic  Rite  does  not  slumber 
or  sleep  within  this  Grand  Jurisdiction.  And  while  doing  a 
large  amount  of  work,  we  do  no  work  but  good  work,  such  as 
will  pass  the  scrutiny  of  the  Grand  Overseer. 

I  must  also  congratulate  the  Companions  on  their  selection 
of  such  excellent  Companions  as  officers  for  the  subordinate 
Councils,  who  are  so  well  versed  in  the  law  governing  our 
Cryptic  Rite,  which  is  evinced  by  the  fact  that  during  the 
past  year  there  has  been  no  questions  submitted  to  me.  Such  a 
record  is  one  this  grand  body  should  feel  proud  of.  But,  Com- 
panions, it  is  not  strange;  cast  your  eyes  back  for  the  last 
twenty-six  years  and  see  the  eminent  Companions  who  have 
been  at  the  helm,  and  then  ask  yourselves  the  question,  how  this 
Grand  Council  could  have  been  otherwise  than  successful  ? 

OFFICIAL. 

My  official  acts  during  the  year  have  been  as  follows: 
On  January  dOth,  1884, 1  received  from  Companions  of  Bay 
City  Council,  No.  53,  R.  &  S.  M.,  a  request  to  visit  them  and 
install  their  officers,  they  having  been  granted  a  charter  at  the 
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last  convocation  of  this  Grand  Council.  On  Tuesday,  Febraary 
5tb,  I  visited  them,  and,  with  the  assistance  of  Comp.  H.  E. 
Meeker,  as  Marshal,  installed  their  officers.  And  when  I  say  to 
you  that  Companion  Charles  F.  Gibson  is  at  the  helm,  I  think 
that  is  sufficient.  The  Masonic  fraternity  of  this  State  know 
full  well  that  Masonry  does  not  suffer  or  die  in  his  hands. 

On  March  8th,  1884,  I  received  a  letter  from  P.  I.  G.  M. 
George  H.  Groene,  transmitting  a  letter  of  Corap.  £.  0.  Shaw 
(dated  January  29th,  1884),  of  Newaygo  Council,  No.  47,  sUting 
that  the  letter  of  P.  I.  G.  M.  Greene,  of  December  6th,  1883, 
had  been  mislaid  and  escaped  his  attention,  but  that  their  charter 
and  records  had  been  saved  from  the  fire,  and  that  they  hoped 
to  do  some  business  during  the  coming  year;  but  as  their  charter 
had  been  arrested  by  111.  Comp.  W.  P.  Innes,  by  authority  from 
P.  M.  I.  G.  M.  Greene,  and  is  now  in  the  custody  of  this  Grand 
Council,  I  wrote  Comp.  Shaw  to  forward  the  records  of  Newaygo 
Council  to  G.  B.  Noble,  Grand  Recorder,  at  Detroit.  I  have 
heard  nothing  from  Comp.  Shaw  in  regard  to  them  since. 

On  March  dd,  I  received  a  communication  from  Comp.  L.  W. 
Cole,  T.  I.  M.  of  Petoskey  Council,  No.  62,  R.  &  S.  M.,  asking 
permission  to  go  to  Cheboygan,  Mich.,  with  the  officers  of  his 
Council,  to  confer  the  degrees  on  several  Companions  at  that 
place,  BO  that  they  could  apply  for  dispensation  to  start  a  new 
Council  at  Cheboygan.  I  refused  to  grant  the  request,  as  I 
considered  the  degrees  of  R.  &  S.  M.  of  too  much  importance 
to  be  conferred  in  that  migratory  mannei'. 

On  the  25th  of  December,  1884, 1  received  the  petition  of 
A.  S.  Parrish  and  eight  other  Companions,  Royal  and  Select 
Masters,  all  residents  of  Muskegon,  Mich.,  accompanied  by  their 
dimits,  also  the  consent  and  recommendation  of  Grand  Haven 
Council,  No.  51.  Their  request  being  in  the  proper  form,  and 
accompanied  by  the  required  fee  of  twenty-five  dollars,  I  deemed 
it  for  the  best  interest  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  State  that 
their  request  be  granted.  Muskegon  is  one  of  the  live  cities 
which  Michigan  is  noted  for,  and  if  the  enthusiasm  displayed  in 
the  other  Masonic  bodies  is  any  criterion  to  go  by,  we  may 
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expect  to  see  a  very  lively  Council  in  Maskegon.  On  December 
27th,  1884, 1  issued  a  dispensation  to  Comp.  A.  S.  Parrish,  to  be 
first  T.  I.  M. ;  Comp.  P.  P.  Meisner,  to  be  D.  M.,  and  H.  J.  Van 
Zalinger^  P.  C.  of  W.,  and  their  associate  Companions  to  assemble 
and  work.  They  requested  their  Council  to  be  named  Muskegon 
Council,  No.  — . 

SISTER   ORAMD   JURISDICTION'S. 

It  gratifies  me,  Companions,  to  be  able  to  report  that  our 
relations  with  our  sister  Grand  Jurisdictions  are  of  the  most 
friendly  character.  Through  the  courtesy  of  Comp.  Grand 
Recorder  Noble,  I  have  received  the  proceedings  of  the  several 
sister  Grand  Councils  of  the  following  States  for  1883:  New 
York,  Massachusetts,  Alabama;  for  1883  and  1884,  South  Caro- 
lina and  Tennessee;  for  1884,  Pennsylvania,  Georgia,  New  Jer- 
sey,  Connecticut,  New  Hampshire,  California,  Ohio,  Kentucky, 
Illinois,  Indiana.  In  carefully  perusing  Ihem,  I  find  much  of 
interest,  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  if  every  R.  &  S.  M.  in 
Michigan  would  carefully  read  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand 
Council  of  Michigan,  together  with  the  reports  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Correspondence,  they  would  be  surprised  at 
the  amount  of  valuable  information  they  would  receive.  The 
proceedings  of  the  grand  bodies  are  read  too  little.  It  is  very 
seldom,  indeed,  that  any  but  the  presiding  officers  of  the  sub- 
ordinate bodies  know  or  have  any  idea  of  what  the  grand 
bodies  are  doing. 

October  3d,  I  received  from  111.  Comp.  LcGrange  Severance, 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  a 
letter  containing  several  questions.  I  have  the  pleasure  of  pre- 
senting the  same  to  this  Grand  Council  for  their  action : 

1st.  Do  you  deem  it  desirable  or  possible  to  have  the  Cryp- 
tic degrees  made  pre-requisite  to  the  Order  of  the  Temple? 

2d.  If  so,  what  is  the  best  manner  to  obtain  that  end? 

3d.  Would  making  Cryptic  Masonry  pre-requisite  to  the 
Temple  be  detrimental  to  the  latter? 
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On  Sept.  4th,  1884, 1  received  a  comtnanicatioii  from  IlL 
Comp.  Grand  Rec.  6.  B.  Noble,  enclosing  letter  from  R  L  D. 
6.  M.  Dwight  M.  Baldwin,  of  the  Grand  Goanoil  of  Minnesota, 
giving  us  official  notice  of  the  death  of  M.  I.  G.  M.  Grove  B. 
Cooley,  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Minnesota.  He  was  also  the 
representative  of  this  Grand  Council  near  the  Grand  Council 
of  Minnesota.  I  copy  the  following  from  111.  Comp.  Baldwin's 
letter: 

"  It  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  inform  your  Grand  Council  of 
the  death  of  our  M.  I.  G.  M.,  and  your  representative  near 
the  Grand  Council  of  Minnesota,  *  Judge'  Grove  B.  Cooley,  who 
died  at  his  home  in  Minneapolis,  on  Wednesday,  the  20th  ult 
The  fraternity  has  lost  one  of  its  brightest  and  best  lights.  He 
was  devotedly  attached  to  Masonry,  and  especially  the  Cryptic 
Rite.  He  was  a  man  and  a  Mason  of  the  most  noble  and  gen- 
erous impulses.  He  had  no  enemies,  but  was  honored  and  loved 
by  all.  Our  Grand  Council  has  suffered  an .  irreparable  loss.  We 
had  learned  to  look  to  him  for  instruction  and  advice  in  all 
things  pertaining  to  it.  His  death  was  untimely,  and  the 
brethren  mourn,  but  the  will  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Master  is 
accomplished.     So  mote  it  be." 

I  would  recommend  that  a  memorial  page  be  set  apart  to 
his  memory. 

GRAND    RBPBE8ENTATIVE. 

At  the  request  of  111.  Grand  Recorder  G.  B.  Noble,  I,  on 
the  17th  of  November,  1884,  commissioned  III.  Comp.  William 
'Cheney,  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Minnesota,  the  representative 
of  this  Grand  Council  near  the  Grand  Council  of  Minnesota, 
vice  M.  I.  G.  M.  Grove  B.  Cooley,  deceased.  Of  this  appoint- 
ment I  respectfully  ask  your  approval. 

CONCLUSION. 

And  now.  Companions,  allow  me  to  thank  you  for  the  high 
honor  conferred  on  me,  by  electing  me  to  the  highest  position 
in  your  gift  to  bestow;  and  I  assure  you.  Companions,  that  the 
remembrance  of  it  will  ever  be  one  of  the  brightest  pages  in 
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my  memory.  It  has  been  my  endeavor  to  fill  the  position  to  the 
best  of  my  ability.  In  whatever  I  have  come  short  of  the  stand- 
ard of  perfection  established  by  oar  honored  Rite,  I  hope  you 
will  cover  with  that  broad  mantle  of  Masonic  charity;  for  we 
know  that  man,  in  his  most  improved  state,  is  liable  to  faults, 
foibles  and  errors. 

I  have  endeavored  to  return  to  you  this  signet  of  authority 
as  unsullied  as  it  was  given  me  one  year  ago.  If  you  are  satis- 
fied, I  am  sure  I  should  be  content.  And  to  our  worthy  Comp. 
Grand  Recorder,  I  wish  to  tender  my  most  heartfelt  thanks 
for  the  many  acts  of  kindness  extended  to  me  during  the  past. 
And  I  sincerely  hope  that  we  may  all  be  spared  for  many  years, 
and  be  permitted  to  gather  together  in  annual  convocations  to 
legislate  for  the  benefit  of  our  beloved  Cryptic  Rite. 

And,  to  the  Companions  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  I  have 
nothing  but  the  kindliest  feelings  of  Masonic  love  and  esteem 
to  offer.  It  has  been  with  such  uniform  kindness  that  I  have 
always  been  treated,  that  I  can  only  say,  God  bless  and  prosper 

you  one  and  all.

The  Grand  Recorder  presented  the  following  report,  wbicH, 
on  motion,  was  accepted,  adopted  and  ordered  printed  with  the 
proceedings: 

Tb  the  M.  I.  O.  H.,  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Orand  Council  of  R.  »t  8.  M.  of  HicUgaB: 

Tour  Grand  Recorder  respectfully  presents  his  annual  report  of  the 
transactions  of  his  office  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  proceedings  of  the  last  Annual  Assembly  were,  without  delay, 
printed  and  distributed  as  usual  to  each  subordiuate  Council  and  Qrand  and 
Past  Grand  officer  of  this  jurisdiction,  and  to  sister  Grand  Councils,  and  to 
Representatives  to  sister  Grand  Councils. 

At  the  last  Annual  Assembly,  a  charter  was  granted  for  a  subordinate 
Council  at  Bay  City.  The  charter  was  properly  filled  out,  signed  and  de- 
livered to  the  officers  entitled  to  it. 

The  annual  returns  of  the  subordinate  Councils  have  been  received, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  (notwithstanding  the  universal 
depression  of  business  and  great  excitement  incident  to  the  Presidential 
election)  they  show  a  very  fair  state  of  prosperity  of  the  Rite  throughout 
this  jurisdiction. 
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Ab  directed  by  resolution  of  the  Grand  Council,  I  procured  and  prts- 
eented  P.  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  Gkorge  H.  Greene,  a  suitable  jewel  on  behalf 
of  this  Grand  Council.  Acknowledging  receipt  thereof,  he  says:  "I 
desire,  through  you,  to  extend  to  the  Companions  of  the  Grand  Council  my 
grateful  thanks  for  this  rich  token,  so  beautiful  in  design.  I  shall  ever 
endeavor  that  my  life  shall  be  such,  though  my  days  be  few  or  many,  that 
the  Companions  may  never  have  reason  to  regret  their  action.  In  wearing 
it,  I  shall  always  be  reminded  of  the  honors  conferred,  and  the  many 
courtesies  received  at  their  hands." 

At  the  last  Annual  Assembly  I  was  instructed  to  ascertain  the  expense 
of  reprinting  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Council  from  1871  to  1878 
inclusive,  and  report  at  this  Annual  Assembly.  I  have  made  inquiries 
from  several  sources,  and  from  all  information  I  can  get,  it  will,  I  think, 
not  exceed  $260.

ALABAMA,  1883. 

The  forty-sixth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  City  of 
Montgomery,  December  3,  A.  D.  1883,  A.  L.  5883,  A.  Dep.  2883. 
Grand  Master  William  Wallace  McCollum  presiding.  Seven 
subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  brief,  but  he  speaks  encour- 
agingly of  the  prospects  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  within  that  juris* 
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diction.     We  quote  the  following,  which  we  think  will  apply  to 
other  jarisdictions  as  well  as  his  own.     He  says: 

"Our  country  during  the  past  year  has  been  rectsonably  prosperous, 
and  if  the  husbandman's  returns  have  not  been  as  large  and  exuberant  as 
he  could  denire,  at  least  the  wolf  has  been  kept  from  the  door;  and  food 
and  clothing  for  all  have  been  sufficiently  abundant.  But  Masonry  only 
flourishes  in  prosperous  times.  We  should  keep  this  great  fact  in  our 
mind  always.  When  the  fleecy  staple  is  whitening  in  our  fields;  when  the 
great  ears  of  com  are  bending  over  with  their  excess  of  grain;  when  the 
wheat,  and  the  oats,  and  the  other  great  food- crops  of  our  country,  are  full 
and  exuberant,  then  Masonry  is  in  the  ascendant;  because,  although 
Masonry  is  particularly  the  great  thing  for  the  poor,  ^et  it  only  flouriaheg 
when  times  are  rich.  Brethren,  I  repeat,  we  should  keep  this  great  fact  always 
in  our  minds,  that  so,  when  the  wolf  is  at  the  door,  when  the  keen  NortJi 
wind  is  whistling  its  melancholy  anthems  around  the  houses  of  the  poor, 
when  hunger  perishes,  and  the  faces  of  our  brethren  grow  sharp  with  fam- 
ishment, we  may  be  able  to  relieve  their  necessities,  to  bind  up  their 
wounds,  to  clothe  their  limbs,  and  bid  them  to  remember  that  there  is  One 
above,  that  is  watching  over  them  in  their  necessities;  and  whose  hands  are 
always  stretched  out  to  prevent  their  falling.  Brethren,  if  for  nothing  else, 
if  not  for  its  social  element,  if  not  for  the  delightful  intercourse  of  the  lodge- 
room,  we  should  cultivate  Masonry  for  the  great  opening  it  gives  us  to  do 
good." 

The  Committee  on  Grand  Master's  address  made  the  follow- 
ing report,  commending  it  to  the  careful  perusal  of  Companions 
everywhere,  and  which  we  also  fully  recommend: 

*' Your  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  address  of  the  M.  Ill« 
Grand  Master,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  read  the  same  with  un- 
alloyed pleasure  They  commend  its  perusal  to  the  careful  attention  of  the 
Companions  everywhere.  If  his  exertions  to  revive  the  spirit  of  the 
Cryptic  Fraternity  have  not  been  as  successful  as  he  desired,  the  fault  can- 
not be  laid  at  his  door.  But  your  Committee  are  convinced  that  the  time 
will  come,  and  not  far  hence,  when  the  love  for  our  beautiful  degrees,  the 
most  beautiful  and  impressive  in  the  catalogue,  will  revive,  and  they  will 
regain  their  early  popularity.  They  have  been  crowded  out  by  so  many 
pseudo-masonic  degrees,  that  are  at  present  attracting  public  attention,  that 
they  have  been  left  behind  in  the  general  race.  But  what  is  really  valu- 
able in  Masonry  can  never  be  permanently  lost.  And  so  your  Committee 
trust  that  the  brotherhood  in  the  State  will  never  despair,  but  while  doing 
their  whole  duty,  leave  the  result  to  Providence." 
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Th€J  report  on  Correspondence  is  from  Companion  Daniel 
Sayre,  and,  as  usual,  is  filled  with  many  quaint  gems  that  we 
should  like  to  give,  but  time  and  space  forbids.  Michigan  is 
kindly  noticed.  He  says:  *'  we  do  not  belong  to  the  G.  G. 
Council,  but  are  all  right  otherwise.'^

CANADA,  1881. 

The  eleventh  annual  Assembly  was  held  at  Hamilton,  July 
13,  1881.  M.  111.  Comp.  Joshua  G.  Burns,  presiding.  Ten 
subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  hopeful  for  the  future  in 
Canada.     In  openings  he  says: 

"  Like  our  three  first  Grand  Masters,  we  are  met  to  glean  instruction 
from  the  past,  to  scrutinize  our  present  position,  and  from  each  other  derive 
encouragement  and  vigor  for  future  action.  The  Grand  Council  being  now 
firmly  established,  its  permanency  and  durability  secured,  a  wide  field  ot 
usefulness  has  been  opened;  let  our  determination  be  to  "go  up'*  and 
possess  the  land.  Lo!  the  fields  are  white  to  harvest;  ours  be  the  workere' 
task  to  secure  the  reward  that  awaits  exertion.  I  am  glad  to  be  in  a  poai- 
tion  to  report  that  Cryptic  l^Iasonry  is  vigorous  and  healthy;  that  prosperity 
has  marked  our  progress  in  the  past  year.  The  Councils  have  been  work- 
ing actively;  some  that  have  been  dormant  are  awakening  to  new  life.  We 
want  continued  effort,  renewed  and  increasing  activity.  ♦  »  *  ♦  ♦ 
It  affords  me  a  great  amoant  of  satisfaction  to  learn  that  a  number  of 
sister  Grand  Councils  of  the  United  States  have  approved  of  the  course 
taken  by  this  Qrand  Council,  in  establishing  over  the  Dominion  the  Grand 
Council  of  Rites.  I  regret  thai  a  few  Grand  Councils  deemed  it  expedient  to 
offer  the  control  of  their  Councils,  with  the  conferring  of  degrees,  to  the 
Grand  Chapters  in  their  respective  States.  The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter 
of  the  United  States  has  declined  to  accept  tbe  responsibility.  I  think  this 
action  was  not  necessary  on  the  part  of  these  Grand  Councils.  I  believe 
after  the  years  of  commercial  depression  have  entirely  disappeared  all  our 
Grand  Bodies  will  be  lifted  into  a  condition  of  prosperity  and  success.  A 
new  era  of  progression  has  already  commenced;  this  prosperity  affects  first 
the  lower  grades  and  exten<ls  to  the  higher  orders.  The  wave  has  reached 
Craft  and  Capitular  Masonry;  our  time  has  come  and  is  coming,  and  we 
will  have  a  season  of  success  greater  than  those  of  little  faith  hnve  antici^ 
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pated;  let  our  gratitude  be  commensurate  with  the  success,  which  is  the 
only  reward  we  desire  or  look  for  our  years  of  labor  in  the  cause  of  our 
beloved  Order."

CANADA,  1882. 

The  twelfth  annual  Assembly  was  held  at  London,  July  14, 
1882.  M.  111.  Grand  Master  Joshua  G.  Burns  presiding. 
Twelve  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master,  in  his  address,  says: 

"  I  cannot  say  there  is  much  room  for  loud  congratulation.  However, 
I  have  no  fears  for  the  future  of  the  Rite  in  the  Dominion,  if  but  ordinary 
interest  is  taken  in  the  working  of  the  degrees.*' 

He  also  says: 

*'  Cryptic  Masonry,  if  properly  understood,  and  appreciated  in  all  that 
true  Masonry  consists  of,  is  second  to  none.  Its  ritual  has  no  peer  in  our 
language;  its  work,  if  studied,  is  perfection,  and  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is 
not  complete  without  the  degrees  we  confer.  For  here  alone  is  the  missing 
link  supplied." 

M.  111.  Comp.  J.  Ross  Robertson,  of  Toronto,  elected  M.  III. 
Grand  Master;  M.  111.  Comp.  Daniel  Spry,  of  Barrie,  re-elected 
Grand  Recorder. 


CANADA,  1883. 

Tiie  thirteenth  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was 
iield  at  Ottawa,  July  12,  1883.  M.  III.  Grand  Master  J.  Ros.s 
Robertson  presiding.  Fifteen  subordinate  Councils  repre- 
sented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  shows  that  he  is  hopeful 
of  the  future  of  the  Rite  in  Canada,  but  he  places  facts  before 
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the  Companions  that  they  may  not  feel  unduly  encouraged  or 
lax  in  their  labors.     He  says: 

"I  find  on  looking  over  various  addresses  delivered  in  past  years  by 
my  predecessors,  that  a  vein  of  what  may  almost  be  called  extravagant 
hopefulness  runs  through  them.    Hopefulness  which  I  am  sorry  to  say  has 
not  been  realized.    No  careful  observer  of  the  condition  of  the  Cryptic  Rite 
in  Canada,  can  have  failed  to  observe  that  the  progress  it  has  made,  is  not 
at  all  in  proportion  to  the  claims  which  this  Rite  has  on  the  Craft,  or  to  the 
merits  of  the  principles  which  it  upholds.     While  other  branches  of  the 
Order  are  steadily  marching  forward.   Cryptic  Masonry  appears  to  Ug 
behind.     A  frank  explanation  of  the  actual  state  of  affairs  will,  although 
not  80  agreeable  to  members,  yet  be  more  beneficial  to  the  Rite,  and,  per- 
haps be  the  means  of  enabling  us  to  discover  the  weak  points,  and,  may  be. 
apply  the  remedy.    Hose-colored  statements  sound  well  to  the  ears  of  the 
listener,  and  look  well  to  the  eye  of  the  reader,  but  it  is  an  injustice  for  the 
members  of  the  Rite  to  deceive  themselves,  and  it  would  be  a  still  greater 
injustice  for  me,  as  the  chief  officer  of  the  Body,  to  allow  this  pleasant 
dream  to  continue  undisturbed.    Let  us  be  just.    Some  of  our  CouDcils  are 
in  good  working  order,  and  their  members  are  slowly  increasing;  others  are 
in  a  state  of  lethargy,  and  are  not  making  any  progress,  while  a  few  are 
practically  dormant.     I  confess  that  I  am  at  a  loss  to  comprehend  the 
causes  which  have  led  to  this  result,  and  yet,  from  general  inquiries  made, 
I  fancy  that  the  impetus  which  has  been  given  to  benefit  Orders,  and  to 
the  higher  Rites  in  Masonry,  in  which  direction  the  tide  of  Masonic  feeling 
is  flowing,  partly  explains  the  lack  of  interest  shown  in  a  Rite  that  certainly 
stands  without  a  rival  in  the  field  of  Masonry.     I  am  afraid  that  some  of 
the  fault  lies  at  the  door  of  the  Inspectors-Qeneral  of  the  various  divisions, 
who  appear  to  have  discharged  their  duties  in  a  manner  which  would  indi- 
cate that  while  content  to  receive  the  rank  and  honor  at  the  hands  of  their 
Companions,  they  have  looked  upon  their  office  as  a  sinecure,  the  duties 
of  which  need  uot  necessarily  be  discharged.    There  is  no  justification  for 
this,  and  I  trust  that  in  future  the  office  will  not  be  offered  to  any  Com- 
panion  who  is  not  prepared  to  conscientiously  fulfil  its  duties.    While  in 
the  foregoing  I  have  looked  rather  on  the  dark  than  on  the  bright  side  of 
the  picture,  I  still  have  faith  in  the  success  of  our  Rite,  and  feel  conscioos 
that  renewed  and  well  applied  energy  and  care  will  in  a  very  short  time 
produce  the  most  beneficial  results.    He  is  a  poor  physician  who  only  points 
out  the  evils  without  giving  a  remedy,  and  I  should  have  hesitated  to  pomt 
out  the  defects  had  I  not  been  prepared  to  at  least  recommend  measures 
which  should  be  adopted  in  removing  them.   In  the  first  place,  I  think  that 
an  officer  of  the  Grand  Council  should  be  specially  detailed  to  at  once  vi^^iJ 
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ail  Councils,  examine  the  state  of  each  Council,  and  report  to  the  Grand 
Master,  and  if  it  appears  that  the  Council  so  reported  on  is  in  a  state  of 
torpor,  or  actually  dormant,  that  either  means  be  taken  to  give  it  new  life 
or  withdraw  the  warrant  and  have  it  transferred  to  another  district  or 
returned  to  the  proper  officer  of  the  Grand  Council.    There  should  be  no 
drones  in  the  hive  of  Cryptic  Masonry.    Better  have  a  dozen  working 
Councils  than  fifty  in  a  state  of  coma.    In  the  second  place,  greater  care 
should  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of  Inspectors-General.    Only  those  who 
can  give  a  positive  pledge  that  they  will  faithfully  perform  their  duties, 
should  be  installed.  In  the  third  place,  an  effort  should  be  made  to  put  the 
Cryptic  Rite  before  our  Royal  Arch  Companions  in  the  proper  light.     It  is 
the  copingstone  of  Capitular  Masonry,  and  the  key-stone  is  not  firmly  set 
unless  it  has  been  placed  in  its  position  by  the  bands  of  a  Cryptic  Mason. 
Lastly,  I  recommend  that  the  Grand  Council  meet  every  year  in  the  City 
of  Toronto.    I  am  not  an  advocate  of  centralization  in  all  things,  although 
I  think  that  Masonry  would  be  more  generally  prosperous  if  it  revolved 
round  a  pivotal  point,  but  I  am  fully  satisfied,  not  only  from  my  own 
observation,  but  from  conversation  with  leading  members  of  the  Rite,  that 
the  present  system  of  following  Grand  Lodge,   Grand  Chapter  and  the 
Great  Priory  in  their  perambulations  from  place  to  place,  is  not  beneficial 
to  the  Grand  CouncU.    Our  attendance  at  Grand  Council  is  not  increasing^ 
in  fact  it  has  rather  diminished,  and  there  is  not  the  interest  taken  in  our 
annual  meetings  that  there  was  when  we  in  the  olden  times  met  annually 
in  the  Provincial  Metropolis.     I  have  sometimes  thought  that  if  the  pro- 
posal made  years  ago  in  the  United  States,  of  making  Cryptic  Masonry  a 
pre-requisite  to  Knights  Templarism  were  carried  out,  it  might  bear  good 
fruit,  but  while  the  rule  would  no  doubt  work  well  in  the  United  States, 
where  Knights  Templarism  flourishes  so  luxuriously,  the  result  would  be 
different  here,  where  that  branch  is  not  so  extensive  or  so  full  of  vigor. 
I  commend  these  remarks  to  the  careful  consideration  of  all  who  have  the 
interest  of  the  Rite  at  heart,  and  who  desire  to  see  it  take  the  position  to 
which  it  has  a  just  claim." 

M.  111.  J.  G.  Burns  gave  notice  that  he  would  at  the  next 
annual  Assembly  move  that  the  degree  of  Red  Cross  be  stricken 
from  the  list  of  degrees  conferred  by  the  authority  of  the  Grand 
Coancil.  • 

A  step  in  the  right  direction.  We  cannot  see  what 
possible  analogy  can  exist  between  the  Red  Cross  degree  and 
the  Cryptic  degrees.

CANADA,  1884. 

We  learn  that  the  annual  Assembly  was  held  at  Toronto, 
July  10,  1884.  The  proceedings  are  not  published.  The  annual 
Assembly  is  changed  from  July  to  January.  M.  111.  Grand 
Master  J.  Ross  Robertson,  and  M.  III.  Companion  Joshua  6. 
Burns,  of  Toronto,  were  both  re-elected. 

CALIFORNIA,  1884. 

The  twenty-fourth  annual  Assembly  was  held  at  San 
Francisco,  April  10,  1884.  M.  P.  Grand  Master  Daniel  Potter 
Bystle  presiding.     Eight  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short,  relating  to  his  official 
acts.  He  says  the  returns  show  an  increased  activity  throughout 
the  jurisdiction.     Peace  and  prosperity  prevail. 

The  Grand  Recorder  in  his  annual  report  says:  ''It  is 
gratifying  to  report  Cryptic  Masonry  more  prosperous  in  this 
jurisdiction  than  for  many  years  preceding,  showing  a  net  in- 
crease of  membership  of  77  for  the  year.     Receipts,  $388. 

Companion  Thomas  Hubbard  Caswell  presented  the  report 
on  Correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty  sister 
Grand  Councils — Michigan  for  1883  and  1884;  giving  us  a  very 
flattering  notice.  In  his  notice  for  1884,  he  gives  us  only 
twenty-seven  subordinate  Councils  represented.  (Companion, 
we  will  lay  it  to  the  printer,  because  our  proceedings  show  we 
had  forty-two  of  the  forty-three  subordinates  of  our  jurisdic- 
tion represented.     A  typographical  error  doubtless). 

He  quotes  from  M.  111.  Grand  Master  George  H.  Greene's 
address,  in  relation  to  our  action  to  ratify  and  accept  the  Con- 
stitution  of  the  General  Grand  Council:  and  says  he  was  much 
surprised  to  find  the  resolution  to  ratify  submitted  in  1882  was,  on 
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motion  of  P.  M.  III.  Grand  Master  Ruf as  C.  Hatheway,  indefinite- 
ly postponed.  He  trusts  Com  p.  Hatheway  wili  live  long  enough 
to  see  the  error  of  his  ways,  and  that  the  Grand  Council  of 
Michigan  will  exist  long  enough  to  learn  better  than  to  be 
guided  by  false  prophets;  and  will  yet  cut  loose  from  the 
teachings  of  a  leader,  who  evidently  Hath-a-way  of  his  own,  and 
join  the  fraternal  band.     In  conclusion,  he  says: 

'*Our  task  is  done.  We  have  selected  from  the  reports  of  our  sister 
Grand  Councils  such  items  as  we  believe  would  be  interesting  to  tbe  com- 
panions of  California,  and  made  such  comments  upon  them  as  we  deem 
pertinent.  In  surveying^  the  field  of  Cryptic  Masonry  we  find  much  to  en- 
courage and  enthuse  its  votaries,  and  very  little  to  dishearten.  We  mourn 
the  loss  of  North  Carolina,  who  succumbed  to  a  severe  attack  of  Mississippi 
fever;  but  most  of  those  attacked  with  it  have  fully  recovered,  and  are  now 
cither  in  robust  health  or  rapidly  convalescing.  A  little  patience,  energy 
and  enthusiasm,  and  the  Cryptic  Rite  will  be  all  right,**

GEORGIA,  1884. 

The  forty-first  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  City  of 
Macon,  April  30,  1884.  M.  111.  Grand  Master,  C.  F.  Lewis;  pre- 
siding.    Nine  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  much  more  cheerful 
than  it  was  a  year  ago.     He  says: 

"  It  affords  me  no  small  degree  of  satisfaction  to  say  the  present  out- 
look for  the  Rite  in  this  jurisdiction  is  much  more  favorable  than  when  I 
addressed  you  a  twelvemonth  ago.  The  apathy  of  the  past  few  years  has 
been  gradually  giving  way  to  the  well-directed  efforts  of  a  few  of  the  true 
and  tried  Companions  who  have  never  faltered  in  their  devotion  to  the 
Rite,  or  grown  weary  of  interest  in  the  good  work  of  invigorating,  with 
new  life  and  courage,  the  desponding;  and  while  these  efforts  have  not 
been  crowned  with  the  success  deserved,  or  we  could  have  wished  for,  yet 
we  feel  encouraged,  the  tide,  Jis  we  liclieve,  having  turned.     Much  more 
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caO)  yea,  will  be  done,  if  we  but  take  the  flood  in  continuing  thesa  efforts. 
Ere  another  year  comes  upon  us  ihA  proud  satisfaction  will  be  ours  of 
knowing  there's  life  in  the  old  land  yet,  and  our  beloved  Rite,  in  its  indi. 
viduality,  stands  upon  a  firm  foundation,  with  the  happy  cheer  of  the  olden 
time  for  a  future  bright  and  prosperous.  With  this  prospect  before  us, 
Companions,  coming  as  you  do,  in  your  representative  capacity  fresh  from 
your  respective  Councils,  you  are,  I  doubt  not.  well  informed  of  their 
immediate  wants,  and  are  fully  prepared  with  timely  advice  and  counsel, 
one  with  the  other,  to  take  into  consideration  these  wants  as  a  whole,  and 
by  an  interchange  of  views  and  opinions  as  to  such  local  causes  as  go  to 
prevent  the  successful  workings  of  your  several  Councils,  you  may,  by  this 
unity  of  action,  be  enabled  to  shape  the  deliberations  of  this  Convocation 
for  good  that  will  widen  and  deepen  till  its  influence  is  made  manifest  in 
giving  a  new  interest  as  well  as  renewed  strength  and  usefulness  to  the  Rite 
throughout  the  entire  jurisdiction." 

No  questions  had  been  sabmitted,  thereiore  had  no  deci- 
sions to  report.  He  says:  ''This,  I  think,  augurs  well,  and 
shows  the  wisdom  of  the  Companions  of  the  8abordinate 
Conncils  in  the  selection  of  their  oflSoers,  *  *  ♦  and 
gives  evidence  that  the  Councils  are  in  the  hands  of  competent 
and  well  informed  officers;  for,  in  my  opinion,  it  only  requirt'S 
a  live  corps  of  oflicers  and  two  or  three  earnest  Companions, 
imbued  with  the  same  spirit,  to  keep  up  and  continue  the  inter- 
est in  our  subordinate  Councils,  to  make  for  the  Rite  that  posi- 
tion its  beauties  and  importance  justly  entitle  it  to.''  He  had 
received,  through  the  Grand  Recorder,  the  proceedings  of 
eighteen  sister  Orand  Councils,  and  gives  a  short  synopsis  of 
them — ours  for  1883  included.  Received  our  proceedings  for 
1884,  but  not  in  time  for  review. 

Steps  were  taken  to  have  the  proceedings  of  their  Grand 
Council  printed  from  1871  to  1879  inclusive,  they  never  having 
been  printed.

ILLINOIS,  1884. 

The  thirty-second  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  City 
of  Chicago,  October  29,  1884.  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  George 
W.  Curtis,  presiding.  Twenty-one  subordinate  Councils  re* 
presented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  was  short,  chiefly  devoted 
to  local  matters.  He  announced  the  death  of  III.  Comp.  John 
P.  Ferns,  Grand  Steward  of  the  Grand  Council,  who  died  March 
6,  1884,  having  been  forty  years  in  active  service  in  every  avenue 
of  the  Masonic  vinevard. 

Companion  Theodore  T.  Gurney  presented  the  report  on 
Correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-one  sister 
Grand  Councils  and  the  General  Grand  Council.  In  opening, 
he  says;  "My  report,  herewith,  is  necessarily  brief.  The 
finances  of  the  Grand  Body  will  not  permit  a  review  that  em- 
braces nought  but  the  principal  transactions  of  sister  jurisdic- 
tions. As  a  rule,  the  Cryptic  Craft  is  working  harmoniously,  and 
our  former  conclusions  as  to  the  necessity  of  apeparate,  indepen- 
dent existence,  is  growing  in  favor  in  the  minds  of  Masons 
giving  it  critical  attention." 

Michigan  for  1884  fraternally  noticed.  In  speaking  of 
G.  Master  Greene's  recommend:ition.  that  we  accept  and  ratify 
the  General  Grand  Council,  being  indefinitely  postponed,  says: 
'^  We  had  supposed  that  our  sister  jurisdiction  was  excessively 
devoted  to  the  General  Grand  Body.  It  is  our  opinion  that  no 
harm  would  come  of  such  union."    Not  so,  Companion. 

He  gives  Companion  H.  Shaw  Noble's  name  as  Grand  Re- 
corder; ail  error.  Companion  Gurney,  he  is  the  Oraitd  TVeas- 
urer. 

III.  Companion  Harvey  E.  Huston,  Monticello,  elected  Most 
Puissant  Grand  Master;  111.  Companion  Gill.  W.  Barnard, 
Chicago,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

Subordinate  Councils,  26;  membership,   1,295, 
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INDIANA,  1884 

The  twenty-ninth  annaal  Convocation  was  held  in  the  City 
of  Indianapolis,  Oct.  21,  1884.  Companion  LaGrange  Sever- 
ance, 111.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Thirty-six  of  the  thirty- 
nine  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  brief,  relating  to  local  mat- 
ters mostly.  He  announces  the  death  of  two  venerable  compan- 
ions in  a  very  feeling  and  affectionate  manner.  111.  Companion 
Thomas  R.  Austin,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  died  Feb.  5, 1884,  in 
the  74th  year  of  his  age.  Was  made  a  Master  Mason  in  1853, 
and  had  conferred  the  Master's  degree  upon  611  members,  and 
says,  *'  it  is  safe  to  say  that  no  one  has  conferred  the  degrees  a 
greater  number  of  times,  and  all  those  who  have  seen  him  in  the 
East  well  know  that  his  work  was  always  impressive." 

He  granted  a  dispensation  for  a  Council  at  Columbia  City, 
which  was  concurred  in  and  a  charter  granted  by  the  Grand 
Council.  He  devotes  a  large  portion  of  his  address  to  the  "  pre- 
requisite "  question ;  and,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  feel, 
ing  among  the  prominent  members  of  the  different  Grand  Coun- 
cils, asked  the  following  questions  of  many  of  the  Grand  Masters 
throughout  the  United  States: 

1.  Do  you  think  it  possible  or  advisable  to  have  the  Coun- 
cil degrees  made  pre-requisite  to  the  Order  of  the  Temple  ? 

2.  If  so,  what  is  the  best  plan  to  pursue  to  bring  about  that 
end? 

8.  Would  the  making  the  Cryptic  degrees  pre-requisite  to 
the  Temple,  be  detrimental  to  the  latter? 

He  deemed  it  worth  trying,  and  askeS  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  consider  the  propriety  of  adopting  the  same- 
The  matter  was  accordingly  referred  to  a  committee.  Upon  the 
whole,  they  deemed  it  desirable;  yet,  in  view  of  the  several 
attempts  that  have  heretofore  been  made  to  accomplish  the 
object,   and* the    refusal   of    the  Grand    Encampment  of   the 
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United  States  to  acqaiesce  therein,  they  believed  it  inex- 
pedient at  that  time  to  take  any  farther  steps,  iivhich  was 
concurred  in. 

Companion  William  W.  Austin  submitted  the  report  on 
correspondence,  which,  as  always,  is  replete  with  good  things 
and  full  of  interest.  He  reviews  the  proceedings  of  twenty-one 
sister  Grand  Councils — Michigan  for  1884  included. 

He  says  in  reference  to  our  action  in  indefinitely  postpon- 
ing the  resolution  of  becoming  a  constituent  of  the  General 
Grand  Council:  "It  is  hoped  that  after  a  year's  reflection  on 
this  important  question,  the  next  annual  Assembly  will  take  it 
up,  and,  marching  to  the  step  of  the  union,  will  enter  and  take 
a  front  seat,  being  assured  of  a  hearty  welcome,  and  a  feeling 
that  they  are  entitled  to  insert  on  their  banner,  mens  conscia 
recti:' 

In  conclusion,  he  says:  "In  concluding  another  annual 
review,  after  having  endeavored  to  the  best  of  our  ability  to 
mirror  to  our  companions  in  Indiana  the  lights  and  shadows  of 
the  situation  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  we  feel  justified  in  saying 
that  the  prospect  for  the  Royal  and  Select  Master's  degrees  is 
highly  encouraging.  We,  for  one,  are  willing  to  bide  our  time 
when  this  noble  Order  will  take  its  former  stand,  and  again 
engage  the  attention  of  the  bright  and  shining  lights  among  its 
members. 

The  lessons  of  disinterested  loyalty  and  of  justice  tempered 
with  mercy,  as  taught  in  the  crypt,  are  as  beautiful  and  worthy 
the  attention  of  the  Craft  as  any  of  the  lessons  taught  in  the 
other  Orders.  "Cryptic  Masonry,  if  properly  understood  and 
appreciated  in  all  that*  true  Masonry  consists,  is  second  to 
none.  Its  ritual  has  no  peer  in  our  language;  its  work,  if 
Htudied,  is  perfection,  and  Royal  Arch  Masonry  without  it  is  not 
complete.*' 

III.  Companion  Hezekiah  R.  Marlatt,  of  Richmond,  elected 
III.  Grand  Master;    111.  Comp.  John  M.  Bramwell,  of  Indian- 
apolis, re-elected  Grand  Recorder.

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KENTUCKY,  1884. 

The  Grand  Council  met  in  Louisville,  October  23,  1884, 
Comp.  Charles  Erskine  Dunn,  M.  III.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Eleven  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  very  brief,  relating  only  to 
his  official  acts.  In  opening,  he  says:  "I  regret  that  I  cannot 
give  you  as  cheering  a  report  of  the  prosperity  and  success  of 
the  subordinate  Councils  as  I  would  like;  still,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, we  have  every  reason  to  be  encouraged.  Let  \u 
persevere  in  the  good  cause,  and  with  earnest,  vigorous  work  on 
the  part  of  all,  I  feel  confident  the  harvest  will  come  in  good 
time.  Some  of  our  subordinate  Councils  have  been  very  pros- 
perous, and  if  we  can  by  some  means  cause  the  others  to  arouse 
themselves  iind  put  their  hearts  in  the  work,  we  can  make  our 
Grand  Council  vigorous  and  strong." 

Charters  were  granted  for  two  new  subordinate  Councils. 

The  report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Comp.  H.  B.  Grant, 
who  reviews  the  proceedings  of  twenty-three  sister  Grand 
Councils — ours  for  1884  included.     In  his  opening,  he  says: 

' '  The  writer  was  not  apprised  of  his  appoiDtment  as  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  until  after  the  Grand  Council  had 
adjourned.  Now  that  his  Companions  on  the  committee  seem  disposed  to 
look  to  him  for  a  report,  he  has  sharpened  his  pencils,  feels  embarrassed, 
makes  a  respectful  bow,  trusts  that  the  Grand  Council  will  not  find  him 
asleep  on  his  post,  presses  his  hat  down  firmly,  and  murmurs  a  seductive 
ditty  from  Holmes: 

"■ '  When  your  old  castor  on  your  hoad  you  clap. 
Go  off,  youVe  mounted  your  percussion  cap.* 

"And  he  goes  I 

"If,  in  our  zeal,  we  should  now  and  then  be  too  emphatic,  we  beg  to 
assure  our  brethren  that  we  harbor  no  malice,  but  entertain  the  kindest 
feelings  for  all. 

"If  we  should  appear  too  earnest  in  discussion,  or  fail  in  the mateter 
ill  tuodo  that  distinguishes  some  of  our  Companions,  pray  do  not  judge  lu 
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by  the  rough  exterior,  but  believe  that  it  only  conceals  a  heart  full  of  love 
for  the  brethren  and  the  sublime  teachings  of  our  fraternity." 

In  reference  to  the  General  Grand  Council,  he  says: 

"  The  QenercU  Grand  Council  of  Koyal  and  Select  Masters  of 

the  United  States  of  America.'*'* 

' '  The  above  in  the  constitulional  title  of  a  body  of  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  that  held  its  'First  Triennial  Assembly'  at  Denver,  August  14, 
1883,  '  pursuant  to  a  call  made  by  the  Most  Puissant  General  Grand  Master. ' 
Sixteen  State  Grand  Councils  were  represented. 

' '  If  the  length  or  weight  of  a  name  can  kill,  this  young  '  Masonic* 
body  may  have  cause  to  exercise  the  greatest  care  for  its  health.  The  pro- 
visional meeting,  or  convention,  that  labored  and  brought  forth  the  young 
giant  was  held  at  Detroit,  August,  1880." 

He  18  evidently  not  very  favorably  impressed  with  the 
General  Grand  C(»uncil,  or  the  necessity  of  such  a  body,  and 
criticises  the  action  of  M.  P.  G.  G.  M.  Comp.  Josiah  H.  Drummond, 
in  granting  authority  to  a  Companion  to  assemble  five  Royal  and 
Select  Master:*,  and  confer  the  degrees  on  not  exceeding  nine,  in 
order  to  aid  in  forming  a  Council  U.  D.,  and  calls  it  ''  Military 
Necessity  vs.  Mississippi  Plan,"  and  says: 

"However  desirable  it  may  have  been,  we  are  unable  to  understand 
how  a  R.  &  S  M.  could  countenance  or  participate  in  such  a  Council.  We 
turn  to  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Grand  Council  for  light,  and  find 
that  a  Council  ^nhall  consist  of  the  following  officers  (nine  of  them  named) 
and  as  many  other  members  as  may  be  convenient. " 

"  So  the  new  G.  G.  C.  commenced  by  condemning  the  '  Mississippi 
plan  '  and  adopting  a  military-necessity  plan  (which  knows  no  law),  setting 
aside  its  own  constitution,  made  in  conformity  with  the  law  universal, 
because  '  it  seemed  to  be  very  highly  desirable. '  Yet  to  recognixe  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  made  in  '  Councils  appurtenant  to  the  Chapter,'  though 
under  authority  of  a  Supreme  State  Grand  Council,  must  never  be  done 
because  'it  is  a  matter  of  principle '  that  probably  did  not  seem  ' very 
highly  desirable'  to  those  who  were  opposed  to  it,  and  who  might  never- 
theless favor  the  mUUary-iiectimly  idea." 

In  the  matter  of  Kentucky  becoming  a  constituent  of  the 
General  Grand  Council,  he  says: 

' '  The  Grand  Council  of  Kentucky  adheres  to  her  opinion  that  she  was 
right  in  her  position,  but  for  the  sake  of  peace  and  good  fellowship  has 
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formally  abandoned  her  chosen  plan .  She  has  too  much  fail  h  in  the  Masonic 
fairness  of  her  Companions  of  other  jurisdictions  to  believe  that  they  will 
now  insist  that  she  shall  stultify  herself  by  declaring  her  own  acts  illegal, 
and  that  Companions  made  R.  SlS.  M.  by  her  authority,  are  clandestiDe! 
Such  a  course  would,  we  fear,  work  mischief. 

"If  the  Grand  Council  of  Kentucky  is  not  competent  to  determine 
who,  in  its  jurisdiction,  are  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  *it  never  possessed 
such  power,  and  the  '  sovereignty  *  of  Grand  Councils  is  a  myth. 

"If  Grand  Councils  desire  to  form  and  adhere  to  a  General  Grand 
Council,  Kentucky  has  no  wish  to  hinder,  but  bids  them  Chd  tpeed.  She  is 
not  prepared  Ut  take  that  step,  deeming  it  inexpedient,  and  for  her  unwise." 

And  olosing,  says:  ''We  have  opposed  the  General  Grand 
Council,  believing  it  to  be  unnecessary — a  burden  and  a  blunder. 
There  are  too  many  'Masonic'  appurtenances  now." 

Comp.  Hiram  Bassett,  of  Millersburg,  eteoted  M.  III.  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  Lorenzo  Dow  Croninger,  of  Covington,  re-elected 
Grand  Recorder. 

KANSAS,  1882,   1883  and  1884. 

1882. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  at  Topeka,  February  Uih, 
1H82.  Comp.  Dwight  Byington,  M.  ill.  Grand  Master,  presid- 
ing.    Seven  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  very  brief,  relating  to  his 
official  acts.  He  granted  a  dispensation  for  one  sabordinate 
Council,  at  Fredonia. 

P.  M.  111.  G.  M.  A.  J.  Utley,  of  Michigan,  was  present,  and 
was  received  with  the  honors  due  his  official  rank. 

Comp.  Edwin  D.  Iliilyer,  Grand  Representative  of  the 
Grand  ('ouncil  of  Michigan,  presented  his  credentials,  which 
were  received  and  acknowledged,  and  he  invited  to  a  seat  on 
the  dais. 

No  report  on  correspondence. 

111.  Comp.  Andrew  M,  Callahan,  of  Topeka,  elocte*!  M.  HI. 
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Grand  Master ;    Comp.   John   H.  Brown,  of   Wyandotte,  re- 
elected^ Grand  Recorder. 

1883. 

The  thirteenth  annual  ABsembly  met  in  the  City  of  Topeka 
February  20th,  1883.  111.  Comp.  Andrew  M.  Callahan,  M.  111. 
Grand  Master,  presiding.  Six  subordinate  Councils  were  repre- 
sented. 

The  address  was  very  brief,  covering  one  page  of  the  pro- 
ceedings. He  granted  a  dispensation  to  form  a  Council  at 
Newton. 

No  report  on  correspondence. 

Comp.  Robert  E.  Farrington,  of  Emporia,  elected  M.  III. 
Orand  Master;  Comp.  John  H.  Brown,  Wyandotte,  re-elected 
Grand  Recorder. 

1884. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  t)ie  City  of  Lawrence, 
Februaiy  19, 1884.  Comp.  Robert  E.  Farrington,  M.  111.  Grand 
Master,  presiding.     Eight  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short,  relating  to  local 
affairs.  He  says:  *^It  affords  me  pleas  ire  to  state  that  undis- 
turbed peace  and  harmony  prevail  throughout  our  jurisdiction, 
and  the  Councils  of  Kansas  are — generally  speaking — in  a 
healthy  and  prosperous  condition.  Nearly  ali  of  them  have 
done  more  or  less  work  during  the  year,  and  are  apparently 
becoming  more  interested  in  the  maintaining  and  building  up 
of  our  Order." 

He  granted  a  dispensation  to  form  a  Council  at  Minneap- 
olis, Ottawa  county. 

The  Grand  Recorder  reported  that  it  had  been  the  custom 
of  the  Grand  Council  to  print  their  transactions  at  the  end  of 
every  third  year — it  was  necessary  to  make  provision  to  do  so.

LOUISIANA,  1884. 

The  twenty-ninth  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Coancil, 
assembled  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  February  14,  1884. 
Comp.  Alfred  Shaw,  M.  111.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  short.  He  says  he  sees 
nothing  discouraging  in  the  condition  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in 
Louisana.  He  patiently  awaits  a  revival  and  increase  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  in  that  jurisdiction. 

Comp.  Geo.  J.  Pinckard,  for  Committee  on  Correspondence, 
says:  "The  small  number  of  proceedings  of  sister  jurisdictions 
that  have  reached  us  during  the  3'ear,  does  not  warrant  ns 
in  publishing  a  review,  but  think  we  can  promise  in  advance 
a  full  review  next  year." 

We  hope  we  may  hear  from  Comp.  Pinckard;  he  always 
gives  us  a  good  one.

The    thirtieth    annual     Assembly  of    the    Grand  Council 

assembled  in  Portland.  May  7th,  1884.  Companion  Marquis  F. 

King,  M.  III.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Ten  subordinate  Coun- 
cils represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  quite  brief,  relating  to  his 
ofticial   acts.     In  his  closing,  he  says;     "I  desire  to  say  that 
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whatever  errors  or  incoDgruities  there  may  be  in  the  Masonry 
known  as  the  American  system,  and  I  do  not  deny  that  there 
are  many,  they  cannot,  in  my  opinion,  be  corrected  by  transfer- 
ring  whole  degrees  from  one  body  to  another,  or  by  entirely 
abandoning  an  integral  part.  I  should  rejoice  to  see  a  commis- 
sion, competent  and  faithful,  revise  and  prepare,  in  a  series  of 
degrees,  that  which  is  moral,  religious  and  philosophical  in 
Masonry,  preserving  with  care  the  landmarks,  legends  and  tra- 
ditions, and  discarding  that  which  is  known  to  be  inconsistent 
with  historical  facts  or  admitted  truths,  together  with  all  useless 
repetition  and  meaningless  superfluities.  This  is  a  condition 
only  to  be  hoped  for.  Until  this  comes,  let  us  with  one  mind 
give  our  attention  to  the  Masonry  that  has  come  to  us  from  the 
fathers,  and  teach  our  children  as  it  has  been  taught  us,  bearing 
in  mind  'Hhat  what  there  is  that  is  truly  valuable  in  Masonry  can 
never  be  lost." 

We  heartily  concur  in  the  above,  believing  it  would  check  the 
brainless  infusions  of  many  self-styled  Masonic  law-givers,  who 
are  ever  ready  to  palm  off  some  addition  to  a  degree  that  will 
greatly  add  to  the  effect  and  sound  pretty. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  recognizing  the  Grand  Council  of 
Scotland,  and  that  the  M.  I.  G.  M.  request  an  exchange  of  re- 
presentatives and  fraternal  correspondence  with  that  Grand  body. 

Comp.  Josiah  H.  Drummond  submitted  the  report  on  cor- 
respondence reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-four  Grand 
bodies — Michigan  for  1884  included.  A  brief  abstract  of  the 
matters  of  interest  in  the  proceedings  reviewed,  relieved  from 
dryness  by  the  interesting  opinions  and  comments  which  we 
always  get  from  Comp.  Drummond's  review,  we  should  like  to 
copy  much  from  them  but  must  cut  short. 

Comp.  Horace  H.  Burbank,  of  Saco,  elected  H«  I^^-  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  Ira  Berry,  of  Portland,  re  elected  G.  Recorder. 
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MASSACHUSET^rS,  1888. 

The  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  Boston,  December  12, 
1883.  Comp.  John  Haigh,  M.  111.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 
Fifteen  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  address  is  very  brief.  He  says  during  the  past  year 
he  had  been  called  upon  for  very  few  decisions,  none  of  saffi- 
cient  importance  to  report. 

He  attended  the  Triennial  Assembly  of  the  General  Grand 
Council  at  Denver,  and  thinks  the  formation  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  has  more  than  justified  the  expectations  of  its 
advocates,  and  has  given  new  life  to  the  Cryptic  Rile  all  over 
the  land.

The  fifteenth  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was 
held  in  the  City  of  St.  Paul,  October  18,  1884.  Comp.  Dwight 
M.  Baldwin,  R.  I.  Deputy  Grand  Master  presiding.  Six  sub- 
ordinate Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  opens  as  follows: 

"  Companions  of  the  Grand  Council — With  our  Triangle 
broken,  and  our  hearts  full  of  sorrow,  we  have  met  to-day  oo 
the  occasion  of  our  fifteenth  annual  Grand  Assembly.  It 
becomes  my  sad  duty  to  formally  announce  to  you  the  untimely 
death  of  our  late  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master,  Judge  Grove 
B.  Cooley,  who  died  at  his  home  in  Minneapolis,  on  the  20th  of 
August,  1884.  He  was  born  at  Attica,  N.  Y.,  December  10, 
1827.  It  is  the  first  time  since  the  organization  of  this  Grand 
body  that  we  have  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  death  of  onr 
Grand  Master  while  holding  that  office.     His  obsequies  were 
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conducted  by  his  companions  and  brethren  with  the  honors  that 
were  justly  his  due,  and  in  a  manner  evincive  of  their  esteem 
and  sorrow.  By  his  death  we  have  suffered  an  irreparable  loss. 
We  all  know  how  earnestly  and  faithfully  he  has  labored  for 
the  prosperity  of  the  Cryptic  Rite,  and  especially  for  this  Grand 
Council  and  its  constituents.  With  him  it  was  a  labor  of  love, 
and  his  works  are  before  us  and  the  Masonic  world." 

And  follows  with  a  report  of  official  acts  of  local  interest 
only. 

The  Grand  Master  was  authorized  to  restore  the  charter  to 
a  suspended  Council  when  a  sufficient  number  of  the  former 
members  applied  for  a  revival.  Also,  the  granting  of  a  charter 
to  a  Council,  IT.  D.,  was  left  to  his  discretion. 

Companion  George  W.  Cooley  submitted  the  report  on 
correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  fifteen  sister 
Qrand  Councils,  ours  for  1884  included,  in  which  he  quotes 
Grand  Master  Greene's  address  fully  relative  to  the  General 
Orand  Council.  Also  the  resolution  submitted  at  the  annual 
Assembly  in  1882,  to  ratify  and  accept,  which,  on  motion,  was 
taken  from  the  table  and  indefinitely  postponed. 

He  then  proceeds:  "  That  settles  Michigan,  for  the  present, 
so  far  as  the  General  Grand  Council  is  concerned.  Detroit  was 
the  birthplace  of  the  G.  G.  C,  and  if  we  could  have  foreseen  this 
we  would  have  had  the  child  born  at  home.  But  the  Detroit 
Companions  treated  us  royally  in  1880,  and  we  can  only  think 
of  them  in  the  most  fraternal  manner.  An  incident  occurred 
there  at  that  time  which,  for  its  novelty,  requires  notice.  An 
exemplification  of  the  work  was  had  at  their  hall,  in  which  the 
entire  work  was  done  by  Grand  Masters  of  the  different  States. 
Send  out  some  more  circulars,  Comfianions  of  Michigan,  and  get 
a  full  expression  from  your  subordinate  Councils,  so  as  to  be 
ready  to  meet  with  us  in  Washington  in  1886." 

We  hardly  think,  Companion,  we  will  get  votes  sufficient  to 
^ve  us  a  seat  in  the  Grand  Council  at  Washington.  He  gives 
as  a  fraternal  greeting  upon  our  report;  clipping,  he  says,  from 
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our  pages,  news  he  had  not  been  able  to  obtain,  and  woald  like 
to  steal  more. 

Thanks,  Companion  Cooley,  we  are  fully  compensated  if 
you  find  one  paragraph  worthy  of  being  repeated. 

Six  Councils — membership,  402. 

Companion  Dwight  M.  Baldwin,  of  Red  Wing,  elected  M. 
I.  Grand  Master;  Companion  William  Cheney,  Minneapolifs  re- 
elected Grand  Recorder. 


NEW  HAMPSHIRE,  1884. 

The  twenty-third  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Coancil 
was  held  in  the  City  of  Concord,  May  19,  1884.  Comp.  George 
P.  Cleaves,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Nine  subordinate 
Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  principally  of  local  interest. 
He  refers  in  fitting  language  to  the  decease  of  two  Past  Grand 
Masters  during  1883. 

John  Robert  Holbrook,  P.  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  died  at 
Portsmouth,  October  2, 1883.  He  was  Master  of  the  Lodge  two 
years,  High  Priest  of  the  Chapter  five  years.  Master  of  the 
Council  seven  years,  and  Commander  of  the  Commandery  tvo 
years.  In  the  Grand  bodies  he  was  Grand  Master  of  Masons  two 
years,  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  one  year.  Grand 
Master  of  the  Gran^  Council  two  years,  and  Grand  Commander 
of  the  Grand  Commandery  one  year.  In  all  these  poritions  he 
brought  that  industry  that  he  applied  to  his  business,  and  served 
the  fraternity  to  their  entire  satisfaction.  Truly  he  was  honored 
by  the  fraternity,  to  which  he  was  also  an  honor. 

Companion  Rensselaer  Osbom  Wright,  Past  M.  I.  Grand 
Master,  died  at  Plymouth,  October  24, 1888.  "  He  was  my  imme- 
diate predecessor  in  this  office,  and  of  his  interest  in  and  zeal  for 
the  Cryptic  Rite  you  are  all  familiar.  He  was  a  man  of  Christian 
character,  amiable  disposition,  and  beloved  by  all  those  who 
knew  his  real  worth." 
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Memorial  pages  are  set  apart  to  their  memory. 

The  Grand  Master  being  unable  to  visit  personally  each  of 
the  Councils,  appointed  the  D.  6.  Master  and  G.  P.  C.  of  Work 
to  visit  those  he  was  unable  to  reach,  a  system,  we  think,  that 
would  be  of  great  benefit  to  all  Grand  Councils,  if  adopted. 
One  Council  he  visited,  he  says,  labors  under  the  disadvantage 
of  having  a  membership  widely  scattered,  many  of  them  living 
a  distance  of  seventy  miles,  two  of  the  candidates  of  the  even- 
ing having  come  that  distance;  the  T.  I.  Master  of  the  Council 
living  eight  miles  from  the  place  of  meeting;  notwithstanding 
which  the  attendance  was  fair  and  the  work  well  done.  One 
Council  was  resuscitated,  and  the  Councils  throughout  the 
jurisdiction  exhibit  a  fair  degree  of  activity  and  prosperity. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Correspondence  was  submitted  by 
Comp.  George  P.  Cleaves,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty- 
five  sister  jurisdictions,  including  Michigan  for  1884.  He  quotes 
Grand  Master  Greene's  remarks  on  the  General  Grand  Council 
in  full,  and  says:  "Notwithstanding  which,  the  Grand  Council 
voted  to  indefinitely  postpone  the  resolution  to  ratify  and  accept 
the  constitution.''  This  is  not  strange.  Companion;  we  are  not 
all  of  one  mind,  and  the  majority  rules. 

Nine  Councils;  membership,  881. 

Comp.  John  Gillis,  of  Manchester,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Mas- 
ter; Comp.  P.  M.  I.  G.  M.  George  P.  Cleaves,  elected  Grand 
Recorder. 


NEW  YORK,  1884. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
September  9th,  1884.  M.  111.  Companion  Thomas  Gliddon, 
Grand  Master,  presiding.  Twenty-three  subordinate  Councils 
represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  was  principally  of  local  inter- 
e8t.  He  visited  many  of  the  Councils  in  his  jurisdiction,  and 
aflfligned  to  his  associate  Grand  Ofiioers  those  he  was  unable  to 
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visit.  He  was  sorely  afflicted  upon  the  question  of  the  daty  of 
Councils  conferring  the  degree  of  Super  Excellent  Master;  and 
acknowledges  that  he  is  unable  to  give  any  satisfactory  reason 
for  discarding  from,  or  incorporating  this  particular  degree  into 
our  Cryptic  system.  He  then  quotes  the  action  of  the  Grand 
Council  in  1880,  giving  any  subordinate  Council  the  power  to 
confer  the  S.  E.  M.  degree  upon  any  R.  and  S.  M.;  which  was 
referred  to  a  Committee,  who  reported  that,  in  their  opinion,  it 
was  not  a  regular  degree  and  could  be  conferred  on  any  Com- 
panion whenever  requested.  We  think  the  way  for  New  York 
is  to  submit  the  question  to  the  General  Grand  Council,  being 
subordinate  thereto.  We,  of  Michigan,  allow  the  privilege  to 
our  subordinates  to  confer  the  degree,  exercising  the  sa- 
preme  control  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  our  jurisdiction.  The 
question  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution  and 
By-Laws,  who  recommended  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand 
Council  be  amended  so  as  to  recognize  that  degree  as  appendant 
to  the  R.  and  S.  Master's  degree,  and  recommends  the  subordi- 
date  Councils  to  work  it  in  full  as  frequently  as  may  be  con- 
venient, which  was  adopted. 

In  conclusion;  he  says: 

"Companions— The  record  of  the  work  of  the  year  is  before  you. 
Perhaps  but  few  of  us  have  accomplished  as  much  as  we  ardently  desired, 
and  it  ma}'  bj  thai  wu  have  met  with  serious  discouragements  in  the  duty 
of  dissemiuaiing  the  dociriDesof  Cryptic  Masonry,  but  we  should  never  for- 
get that  in  a  righteous  cause  well-directed  effort  requires  no  feeble  energy. 
Situated  a^  wo  are  ii  the*  framework  of  the  grand  Afasonic  institution,  to  our 
h'lnds  has  been  committed  the  especial  privilege  of  keeping  the  flame  in  fall 
combustion.  Car.'lessuess,  lukewarmness,  or  indifference  on  our  part,  and 
the  fire  will  be  quenched,  perhaps  not  to  be  rekindled  in  our  day.  Of  course, 
we  all  realize  that  it  is  no  trifling  duty  lo  which  we  have  legitimately 
falbn  heirs.  Tlie  best  we  have  received  from  our  predecessors,  we  are 
bound  by  the  most  sacred  obligations  to  transmit  to  our  successors  unim- 
paired, or  else  be  judged  as  being  unworthy  of  the  honors  that  have  been 
showered  upon  us  by  a  confiding  companionship.  Look  over  the  bordera. 
and  you  will  discover  that  our  neighbors  in  Ohio,  Michigan,  Pennsylvania, 
and  Massachusetts  have  steadily  kept  the  lights  burning  in  the  secret 
recesses  of  their  S..  V. '.     With  indomitable  courage  and  unwavering  devo- 
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lion  the  work  has  progressed  in  most  of  the  Councils  in  those  States.  This 
certainly  ought  to  be  an  incentive  to  more  energy  and  labor  in  our  own 
more  extended  jurisdiction." 

Comp.  George  M.  Osgood  by  submitted  the  report  on  For- 
eign Correspondeuce.  In  opening,  he  says:  ^'We  have  been 
soissoring  around  among  the  proceedings  of  such  sister  Grand 
bodies  of  the  different  jurisdictions  in  our  own  and  other  lands 
as  have  come  to  our  hands.  Where  we  have  been  unable  to  use 
oar  scissors,  we  have  sought  the  best  sources  of  information  that 
it  has  been  in  our  power  to  obtain,  and  we  herewith  present  to 
you  the  result  of  our  researches  in  the  Crypt." 

*   He  ^^  scissored  "  through  some  forty-one,  and  has  given  us 
one  of  the  best  reports  we  have  yet  received,  and  from  which* 
we  find  information  relative  to  the  Rite  that  we  shall  take  the 
opportunity  to  copy,  trusting  Com{)anion  Osgoodby  will  not 
accuse  us  of  plagiarism. 

First,  we  find  news  from  Arkansas.  He  says  the  proceed- 
ings are  published  in  connection  with  the  Grand  Chapter  pro- 
ceedings of  the  State. 

^'  The  annual  Assembly  was  held  at  Little  Rock,  November 
30,  188S.  M.  III.  Samuel  W.  Williams  presided.  Six  Councils 
represented,  one  more  than  in  1682.  Action  was  taken  to  re-or- 
ganize Councils,  and  to  heal  such  Companions  as  had  had  the 
Cryptic  degrees  conferred  upon  them  in  Chapters." 

M.  III.  George  Thornburg,  G.  M. ;  R.  111.  James  A.  Henry, 
Grand  Recorder,  both  of  Little  Rock. 

FLORIDA. 

We  also  learn  that  the  fifteenth  annual  Assembly  of  Florida 
was  held  at  Pensacola,  June  18,  1884,  with  a  full  representation 
of  all  the  Councils,  even  to  Monroe  Council,  No.  8,  of  Key 
West,  being  represented.  M.  I.  George  S.  Hallmark,  Grand 
Master,  presided,  and  delivered  an  address  that  has  the  snap 
and  ring  of  one  who  realizes  the  duties  and  obligations  imposed, 
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more  partioalarly  by  the  higher  degrees  of  Masonry.  Comp. 
Osgoodby  says  he  can  hardly  refrain  from  giving  it  entire, 
(quoting  some  four  pages),  from  which  we  take  the  following: 

"The  flight  of  time,  the  march  of  events,  with  the  sacred  memories 
they  enshrine,  have  added  another  year  to  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of 
our  lives,  which  we  may  venture  to  hope  have  been  well  and  truly  fulfilled. 
As  we  once  more  meet  together  in  solemn  conclave  this  day  to  transact  the 
business  of  our  Order,  and  to  review  the  history  of  our  Masonic  career  for 
the  past  year,  it  behooves  us  to  consider  how  we  may  *  best  work  and  best 
agree '  in  promoting  the  interests  of  our  time-honored  and  venerated  Insti- 
tution for  the  future.  To  our  hands,  through  the  lapse  of  ages,  has  beeo 
the  sacred  trust  of  guarding  and  preserving  the  Mystic  traditions  of  our 
Order,  and  '  woe  worth  the  day '  that  beholds  our  magnificent  TemplS  in 
^ruins,  and  its  shattered  wrecks  and  mournful  monument  of  our  indifference 
and  neglect.  We  have  seen  it  like  the  ark  of  revelation,  floating  proudly 
above  the  floods  of  time  and  the  desolations  and  ruins  of  earth,  and  bearing 
in  its  sacred  archives  the  germ  seeds  of  the  world's  future  moral  life,  and  the 
treasured  emblems  of  light  and  truth  to  its  coming  generations;  and  it  is 
ours  to  watch  its  progress,  and  to  waft  it  onward  in  its  blessed  mission  of 
love  and  charity  to  the  children  of  men,  far  down  the  ages  to  come. 

**We  are  here  to-day,  my  brethren,  not  only  to  exchange  fraternal 
greetings,  and  to  enjoy  tlie  pleasures  of  fraternal  intercourse  one  with  an- 
other, but  we  have  met  to  take  counsel  together  in  the  interest  of  one  of  the 
most  sacred  institutions  outside  of  the  Church  of  God — in  the  moral  history 
of  the  world— the  interests  of  Ancient  Cryptic  Masonry.     The  mission  of 
this  noble  and  almost  holy  order  is  a  sacred  one,  and  enshrines  in  itsarrJi«M)- 
logical  records  the  solenm  truths  associated  with  its  preservation  of  the 
Divine  law,  and  the  sacred  emblems  of  the  Ark  of  the  Covenant,  over 
which  was  strewn  the  dust  of  centuries,  and  where  lingered  the  mists  and 
haze  of  long-departed  years.    It  had  its  origin  amid  the  scenes  and  in  the 
days  of  the  grand  old  Temple  builders,  and  of  the  grand  old  Temple 
itself — reared  in  the  pious  offerings  and  prayers  and  labors  of  the  people  of 
God — consecrated  to  the  worship  of  the  Infinite  One,  and  the  hallowed 
Monument,  proclaiming  His  glory  throughout  all  generations.*' 

Companion  George  S.  Hallmark,  of  Warrington,  reelected 
M.  111.  Grand  Master;  Companion  John  Carlovitz,  of  Milton,  re- 
elected Grand  Recorder. 

Companion  Carlovitz,  we  would  like  to  hear  from  you 
again;  can't  you  this  year  give  us  a  report  as  of  yore? 
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IOWA. 

He  says:  ''Still  dead — playing  'tag'  in  the  bowels  of  the 
Qrand  Chapter.  The  movements  are  slow;  an  eruption  may  be 
expected  any  time,  and  resurrected,  like  Jonah  from  the  body  of 
the  whale.  Look  for  a  Orand  Council  to  spring  into  new  exist- 
ence in  Iowa." 

We  hope  your  prophecy  will  be  fulfilled. 

And  from  the  Indian  Territory,  he  says:  "  A  young  bantlin 
has  come  forth  under  dispensation  of  the  present  General  Grand 
Master  at  A-to-ka,  Choctaw  Nation,  Indian  Territory.  Its  name 
is  Ok-la-ho-ma  (red  men's)  Council,  and  T.  I.  Comp.  J.  S.  Murrow 
is  its  present  Master.  It  was  instituted  during  the  present  year, 
and  already  gives  promise  of  growing  into  a  strong  body." 

Of  Mississippi,  1884,  he  gives  a  portion  of  the  address  of 
Most  Excellent  B.  T.  Kimbrongh,  G.  H.  P.  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter, upon  the  "merger,"  who  says:  **I  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to 
dodge  or  ignore  so  important  a  question  as  that  of  the  merger 
or  consolidation  of  Cryptic  and  Capitular  Masonry.  This  is  one 
of  the  questions  that  will  not  down."  And  says,  the  "  merger  " 
did  not  bring  the  results  anticipated  for  it  by  its  advocates. 
That  all  acted  from  the  purest  of  motives,  with  one  object  in 
view — the  good  of  Masonry — is  equally  true.  And  insists  that 
it  is  their  duty  to  review  the  question,  and  do  what  is  right 
according  to  their  convictions  of  duty,  whether  that  action  be 
considered  consistent  or  inconsistent.  Refers  to  the  action  of 
the  Grand  Council  and  Grand  Chapter  since  the  "merger,"  and 
says:  "I  earnestly  believe  the  proper  course  for  this  Grand 
Chapter  to  pursue  in  the  premises  is  to  declare  that  it  has  no 
jarisdiction  over  the  Council  degrees." 

The  subject  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  who  sub- 
mitted the  following  report: 

'*  We,  the  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  relative  to  the  merger  of  Cryptic  and 
Capitular  degrees,  fraternally  submit  the  followlDg  report: 
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**  We  endorse  the  sentiments  expressed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest.  We 
believe  the  advocates  of  the  merger  were  actuated  by  the  purest  and  best 
of  motives;  that  the  merger  has  not  been  attended  with  even  temponry 
prosperity;  that  since  said  merger,  the  Chapters  in  Mississippi  h&ve  not 
increased  either  in  number,  membership  or  proficiency,  and  that  the  con- 
solidation of  said  degrees  has  not  proved  beneficial.  We  fraternally  sub- 
mit that  sufficient  trial  has  been  had,  and  that  the  Cryptic  degrees  should 
be  returned  to  the  custody  of  the  Grand  Council,  which  we  submit  is  still 
in  existence,  and  cannot  be  dissolved  save  by  the  vote  of  the  subordinate 
Councils.  We  recommend  that  whenever  five  subordinate  Cooncils  shill 
have  signified  to  the  M.  I.  Grand  Master  that  they  have  reorganized  and 
are  ready  for  work,  that  the  said  M.  I.  Grand  Master  be  requested  to 
announce  the  fact  to  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  who 
shall,  within  sixty  days  thereafter,  declare  that  the  merger  of  the  Cryptic 
and  Capitular  degrees  has  been  dissolved ;  and,  thereupon,  the  said  M.  L 
Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Council  shall  declare,  by  prociamation,  that  the 
Grand  Council  has  been  restored,  and  the  several  Chapters  in  this  Grand 
jurisdiction  sliall  be  barred  from  the  right  of  conferring  said  degrees  or 
communicating  the  substance  of  the  same,  and  that  it  shall  not  be  lawful 
for  any  Companion  to  i-eceive  them  except  within  the  body  of  a  just  and 
regularly  constituted  Council  of  R.  &  8.  Masters.*' 

After  considerable  discussion,  Comp.  Paxton  offered  the 
following  (which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1882)  as 
a  substitute  for  the  report  of  the  committee, .and  the  same  was 
adopted: 

'*  To  THE  Grakd  Chapter— The  undersigned  of  special  conunittce  to 
whom  was  referred  the  memorial  of  sundry  Companions  in  relation  to  tlie 
merger  of  Capitular  and  Cryptic  degrees,  would  respectfully  report  that, 
in  their  judgment,  no  good  reason  exists  for  disturbing  the  action  hereto- 
fore taken  by  this  grand  body." 

We  have  faith  that  the  Companions  of  Mississippi  will  yet 
see  their  error  and  retrace  their  steps,  when  we  will  all  rejoice 
in  the  reorganization  of  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  Mississippi. 
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NEW  MEXICO. 

Under  the  exclusive  juriadiotion  of  the  General  Grand 
Council,  seeking  after  light  from  the  Grand  East,  a  movement 
is  now  on  foot  for  the  organization  of  a  Council  under  dispensa- 
tion of  the  G/.G/.Master^  in  Santa  Fe. 


OREGON, 

He  says,  has  no  Grand  Council,  but  it  has  three  subordinate 
Councils,  duly  chartered  by  the  General  Grand  Council  at  its 
first  triennial 

Pioneer  Coancil,  at  McMinnville,  Yamhill  county; 
Oregon  Council,  at  Corvallis,  Benton  county;  .and 
Washington  Council,  at  Ea^t  Portland. 

These  Councils  have  all  been  regularly  instituted,  and  are 
in  a  prosperous  condition.  ' 

In  his  review  of  Michigan,  he  noticed  Grand  Master 
Greene's  remarks  upon  the  General  Grand  Council,  and  says 
of  the  action  of  the  Grand  Council  in  indefinitely  postponing 
the  resolution  to  accept  and  ratify  the  constitution  of  the  Gen- 
eral Grand  Council: 

^' Sorry  to  see  Michigan  take  a  back  seat  upon  this  subject. 
The  birthplace  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  the  jurisdiction 
which,  in  future  years,  we  predict  will  delight  in  taking  to  itself 
honors  from  such  fact,  turning  away  from  that  which  it  concedes 
was  the  only  way  to  be  taken  to  keep  the  Cryptic  Rite  from 
utter  chaos  and  ruin.  Well,  so  be  it.  New  Jersey  and  Rhode 
Lslaod,  and — the — the  Providence  plantations  all  unite  in  their 
action,  join  hands  and  swing  the  circle.  But  after  a  little  the 
cry  will  be,  "One,  two,  three,  out  goes  (sjhe."  The  G.'.G.'.C*. 
will  then  have  one  more  constituent,  and  the  two  may  again 
repeat  the  circle  and  doggerel;  but  which  one  will  be  the 
**  Titman  ?"  Not  a  wolverine — or  we  miss  our  guess."

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Comp.  Thomas  Gliddon/  of  Rochester,  re-elected  M.  HI 
Grand  Master;  Comp.  George  Van  Vliet,  New  York  City, 
re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


NEW  JERSEY,  1884. 

The  twenty-sixth  annual  Assembly  was  held  at  Trenton, 
January  15,  1884.  Companion  Jerome. B.  Borden,  presiding. 
Five  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  brief,  relating  to  local  mat- 
ters only.  He  says  matters  beyond  his  control  prevented  him 
from  visiting  the  subordinate  Councils  as  he  wished,  bat  from 
information  received,  is  enabled  to  report  that,  while  the  Rite 
is  not  flourishing  to  any. extraordinary  extent,  yet  we  may  feel 
encouraged  and  look  forward  hopefully.    In  one  locality,  he  says: 

^*It  is  well-known  to  all  111.  Companions  that  the  Frater- 
nity have  been  for  a  series  of  yearH  passing  through  a  very  de- 
pressing crisis,  in  which  all  branches  of  the  Masonic  fold  have 
suffered,  but  the  Councils  especially,  because  of  its  smaller  mem- 
bership. There  is  plenty  of  material,  but  the  uncertainty 
of  getting  a  sufficient  number  to  work  at  the  stated  Assem- 
blies, prevents  candidates  from  coming  forward.  In  view 
of  this  state  of  affairs,  I  suggest  to  this  Grand  Goancil 
whether  it  is  not  well  to  so  modify  the  workings  of  the 
Rite  that  Councils  laboring  under  such  disadvantages  may  be 
permitted  to  confer  the  degrees  with  a  less  number  than  nine, 
say  five  members,  and  then  by  communication,  until  such  time 
as  they  may  have  a  sufficient  number  of  interested  members  to 
work  them  in  full.  I  leave  this  matter  with  you,  believing  that 
it  is  better  to  keep  a  Council  alive,  even  if  it  requires  extraordi- 
nary measures  to  do  so,  trusting  that  you  will  give  it  earnest 
and  careful  consideration." 

Of  other  jurisdictions  he  says  that  he  is  much  pleased  that 
all  report  the  Cryptic  Rite  in  a  flourishing  condition. 
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Why  the  Grand  Master  shOnld  suggest  the  conferring  of 
the  degrees  when  only  five  members  are  present,  and  then  by 
communioation,  is  beyond  our  comprehension.  He  says  he  '^  was 
in  Denver  when  the  General  Grand  Council  was  in  session^  but 
did  not  attempt  to  visit,  having  no  part  or  lot  in  that  organiza- 
tion.'' And  "judging  from  some  of  the  proceedings,  the  for- 
mation of  the' General  Grand  Council  is  the  one  panacea  for  all 
the  ills  of  the  Cryptic  Rite."  . 

Perhaps  if  the*  Grand  Master  had  made  the  attempt  to  visit 
the  G.  G.  Council,  he  no  doubt  would  have  been  admitted,  and 
could  possibly  have  found  a  panacea  for  the  ills  prevailing  in  a 
portion  of  his  jurisdiction,  otherwise  they  ^re  stultifying  their 
obligations.  He  acknowledges  one  commendable  feature  in  the 
proceedings — "brevity;"  and  thinks  perhaps  New  Jersey  can 
wait  a  while  longer  and  look  for  developments. 

We  are  glad  to  find  the  committee,  to  whom  the  address 
was  referred,  which  was  adopted,  report  against  the  suggestion. 

Companion  Charles  Bechtel  submitted  the  report  on  corres- 
pondence, briefly  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  seventeen 
Grand  Councils — Michigan  for  1883  included. 

Companion  Leonard  L.  Grear,  Passaic  Ridge,  elected  M. 
liL  Grand  Master;  Companion  Charles  Bechtel,  Trenton, 
re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 


OHIO,  3884. 

The  fifty^fourth  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was 
held  at  Tiffin,  September  16,  1884.  Comp.  Levi  C.  Goodale,  M. 
111.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Fifty-three  subordinate  Councils 
represented. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  opening,  says:  "To  me  there  is  no 
more  gratifying  remembrance  of  the  labors  of  the  past  year  than 
the  earnest  co-operation  of  the  Companions  in  this  jurisdiction, 
and  I  think  I  do  not  overstate  the  fact  when  I  say  that  during 
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the  year  past  no  branch  of  Masonry  in   Ohio  exceeded  the 
Cryptic  for  intelligent  industry." 

Last  year  (1883)  he  divided  the  State  into  districts,  accord- 
ing to  instrnctions  from  the  Grand  Council,  and  appointed  a 
competent  officer  or  Companion  to  each  district,  to  promote  the 
efficiency  of  the  work,  and  adds,  **  In  most  instances  the  resalt 
of  this  districting  and  its  consequent  visitation  has  been  very 
gratifying  in  practical  results;  that  the  reports  justify  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  practice  of  visitation." 

In  reference  to  the  question  of  securing  the  recognition  of 
Templar  Masonry,  he  says: 

"  During  the  year,  the  question  of  securing  the  recognition  of  Templar 
Masons  has  been  brought  before  me.  I  certainly  desire  to  obtain  for  Glyp- 
tic Masonry  the  position  to  which  it  is  entitled  by  birthright  and  tradition, 
and  will  do  all  I  can  to  promote  any  legitimate  undertaking  looking  to  its 
early  recognition;  but  I  think  the  better  plan  for  Councils  to  pursue  to 
secure  this  recognition  is  to  be  living  bodies.  Then  Templars  will  gladly 
seek  their  companionship,  as  Cryptic  Masonry  is  to  attain  its  proper  place 
by  absorption,  and  not  by  conquest. 

"  If  Councils  ai*e  officered  by  go-easy  Companions,  who  have  neither 
time  nor  inclination  to  interest  its  members  or  widen  its  field  of  usefulness, 
no  matter  how  good  men  or  Masons  those  officers  may  be,  the  Councils 
will  not  thrive,  and  you  can  rest  assured  Templar  Masons,  having  neither 
opportunity  extended  or  incentive  given  them  to  learn  the  beautiful  lessons 
of  the  Cryptic  rite,  will  never  join  the  Council. 

*'  On  the  other  hand,  make  the  Councils  live  ones;  man  them  by  elect- 
ing energetic  officers  who  will  not  neglect  any  opportimity  to  teach  Masoos, 
and  sooner  or  later  the  Cryptic  rite  will  have  absorbed  the  Templar,  and 
made  them  advocates  for  its  recognition.  This  work  is  not  difficult,  nor 
the  time  to  accomplish  it  long.  Look  well  to  whom  you  put  into  official 
position,  and  the  realization  is  near." 

Right,  Companion,  shake;  these  are  our  sentiments  also. 

The  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  making  it  subordinate 
to  the  General  Grand  Council,  submitted  at  its  last  annual 
Assembly,  was  taken  up,  and  after  a  full  and  fair  discussion  was 
adopted — ayesy42;  nays,  2. 
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llie  Committee  on  Masonic  Jurispradence,  to  whom  was 
submitted  the  following  question:  "  A  Companion  who  received 
the  Council  degrees  from  a  Chapter  in  Texas,  holds  a  dimit  there- 
from, and  wishes  to  know  what  course  to  pursue  to  obtain 
Council  membership  in  Ohio,"  reported  as  follows:  ''  Your 
committee  are  of  opinion  that  whenever  a  Council  is  satisfied 
that  a  petitioner  for  membership  has  received  the  Council 
degrees  in  a  legal  manner,  and  holds  a  dimit  showing  him  to 
have  been  in  good  standing  in  the  body  having  jurisdiction  over 
the  Council  degrees  of  which  he  was  last  a  member,  and  by 
ballot  is  found  worthy,  he  is  entitled  to  admissio^)  into  a  Council 
in  Ohio.'' 

How  will  this  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Oeneral  Grand  Council,  of  whom  they  are  now  subjects?  (See 
proceedings  of  General  Grand  Chapter,  1883,  page  28.)  Circu- 
lar B  of  the  General  Grand  Master  says:  *'  The  General  Grand 
Council  has  determined  that  none  can  be  recognized  as  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  who  are  not  made  in  regular  Councils." 

The  Grand  Recorder,  Comp.  J.  D.  Caldwell,  feelingly 
announced  the  death  during  the  year  of  the  -first  Grand  Re- 
oordei'  and  early  Grand  Master  of  that  Grand  Council — the 
venerable  Companion,  General  Wul  J.  Reese,  of  Lancaster, 
Ohio;  also,  of  the  more  recent  Past  Grand  Master,  Joseph  R. 
Conrad,  of  Alliance,  Ohio,  whose  death  that  day  was  announced 
by  telegraph;  and,  on  his  motion,  two  chairs  on  the  dais  were 
ordered  to  be  clothed  in  mourning,  and  a  memorial  page  in  pro- 
ceedings and  an  obituary  record  of  each  to  be  prepared. 

Companion  S.  Stocker  Williams  submitted  the  report  on 
Correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-five  Grand 
Councils — Michigan  for  1884  included,  giving  us  a  fraternal 
greeting. 

Comp.  D.  P.  Chamberlain,  of  Toledo,  elected  M.  111.  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  John  D.  Caldwell,  of  Cincinnati,  re-elecled 
Grand  Recorder. 

Annual  Assembly  at  Cleveland,  September  6th,  1885. 
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PENNSYLVANIA,  1884. 

The  thirty-eighth  annual  Assembly  of  the  Royal,  Saper 
Excellent  and  Select  Masters  took  place  at  Harrisburg,  February 
20,  1884.  Comp.  Vosburg  N.  Shaffer,  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  pre- 
siding.    Eight  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  address  says:  "The  past  year 
has  been  one  of  continued  prosperity  in  Cryptic  Masonry,  and 
the  prospects  for  the  future  are  bright;  as  the  Companions  of 
the  Royal  Arch,  searching  after  further  light  and  knowledge, 
are  unerringly  guided  to  the  entrance  of  the  S.  Y.;  that  they 
may  advance  to  the  Ninth  or  Inner  Arch,  from  among  the  less 
informed  brethren,  to  the  ranks  of  those  who  have  solved  the 
greater  mysteriee." 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  presented  a  verbal 
report,  which  was  received  and  adopted.  Why  not  write  a 
report  and  give  us  some  information  of  your  doings  in  the  Key* 
stone  State? 

Sixteen  Councils;  membership,  1,406. 

Comp.  Andrew  John  KaufFman,  of  Columbia,  elected  H.P- 
Grand  Master;  Comp.  Charles  E.  Meyer,  Philadelphia,  re-elected 
Grand  Recorder. 

SOUTH  CAROLINA,  1883  and  1884. 

The  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  Columbia^  February  H) 
1888.  Companion  J.  E.  Breazeale,  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  presid- 
ing.    Four  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  brief,  relating  to  the  condi- 
tion  of  the  Rite  in  his  jurisdiction.  He  says  "  at  our  last  Assem' 
bly  it  was  ascertained  that  there  were  only  three  regular  Corni' 
oils  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  in  the  State;  that  all  bat  these 
three  have  failed  to  meet  and  reorganize  since  our  attempt  to 
consolidate  the  Council  degrees  with  those  of  the  Chapter  three 
years  ago."  Mentions  many  reasons  for  the  condition  of  Cryptic 
Masonry  there,  and  asks  the  question,  ''  What  is  the  remedy? 
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Our  Assembly  to-day  is  an  important  one,  for  on  oar  action 
here,   the  fatare  of  Cryptic  Masonry  in  this  State  depends.'* 
Steps  were  taken   to  reorganize  Councils,  and  a  general 
stirring  up  of  the  sleepy  ones  was  indicated. 

Companion  J.  E.  Breazeale,  re-elected  M.  III.  Grand  Master; 
Comp.  D.  D.  Moore,  Bock  Hill,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

1884. 

The  Grand  Council  assembled  in  Charleston,  February  12, 
1884.  Companion  J.  £.  Breaeeale,  M.  I.  G.  Master,  presiding. 
Four  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  is  very  brief.  He  says:  *^  Since  last  we 
met,  my  official  acts  have  been  few.  Cryptic  Masonry  does  not 
seem  to  flourish  in  this  State.  While  we  are  few  in  number,  I 
am  glad  to  say  that  Cryptic  Masonry  is  not  generally  on  the  de- 
cline.'' And  inclosing,  adds:  '*  Companions,  although  we  have 
now  five  subordinate  Councils  under  this  jurisdiction  who  have 
not  lost  their  charters,  I  am  induced  to  believe  that  with  us  the 
darkest  hour  is  just  before  day.  Several  Companions  have  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  re-organize  their  dormant  Councils,  and  with 
a  little  encouragement  the  number  of  Councils  in  this  State  may 
be  increased  before  our  next  Assembly.  Where  this  is  not  done, 
I  would  suggest  that  members  of  dormant  Councils  be  permitted 
to  retain  their  membership  by  paying  their  dues  to  the  Grand 
Council." 

No  report  on  correspondence. 

Comp.  A.  H.  White,  Rock  Hill,  elected  M.  III.  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  D.  D.  Moore,  Rock  Hill,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

TENNESSEE,   1883  and  1884. 

The  thirty-third  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  City  of 
Nashville,   February   1,    1883.     Comp.   Edwin  Burney,  M.  Ill 
Grand    Master,   presiding.     Nine  subordinate   Councrils  repre- 
sented. 
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The  Grand  Master's  address  is  brief,  and  principally  of 
local  interest.  Upon  the  subject  of  the  condition  of  the 
Bite,  he  says: 

"  From  reports,  the  coaditioD  of  Cryptic  Masonry  taken  all  together  is 
rather  encouraging.  While  in  some  sections  they  have  not  recovered  from 
the  lethargy  with  which  they  have  been  attacked,  in  others,  earnest,  energe- 
tic Companions  are  at  the  head  and  doing  good  work.  In  Memphis  and 
Nashville,  the  Councils  are  the  most  prosperous  of  any  of  the  bodies. 
Then,  Companions,  let  me  again  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  of  holding? 
stated  assemblies  regularly.  Practice  your  ritual,  and  no  intelligent  Com- 
panion who  learns  it  will  fail  to  become  interested.  Impress  upon  them 
the  truth  that  the  Royal  Arch  degree  is  incomplete  without  the  Royal  and 
Select  Masters'  degree.  Without  your  co- operation  the  Grand  Officers  can 
do  absolutely  nothing.  They  can  lay  out  the  most  extravagant  plans  and 
draw  the  most  beautiful  designs  upon  the  trestle  board,  but  if  the  laborers 

•  

fall  or  refuse  to  execute  them,  they  are  worthless.    Then  I  hope,  my  Com 
panions,  that  you  will  each  return  to  your  homes  with  a  determination  to 
ekindle  the  fires  on  your  Council  altars  that  have  so  long  lain  dormant." 

We  heartily  concur  in  the  above  remarks,  and  think  if 
practiced  more  would  be  of  great  service  to  the  craft. 

Nashville  Council  exemplified  the  work  of  the  Super  Excel- 
lent Master's  Degree  before  the  Grand  Council. 

No  report  on  coiTespondence. 

Comp.  Wm.  S.  Mathews,  Memphis,  elected  M.  111.  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  John  Frizelle,  Nashville,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

1884. 

The  thirty-fourtb  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  City  of 
Nashville,  January  28,  1884.  Comp.  William  S.  Mathews,  M. 
111.  Grand  Master,  presiding.  Nine  subordinate  Councils  repre- 
sented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  very  interesting,  and  gives 
the  status  of  the  Rite  in  that  jurisdiction.  We  quote  from  it 
the  following: 

"  Nearly  twenty-nine  centuries  since,  three  Masone,  each  lUustrions 
foi-mcd  a  secret  compact  in  a  sunless  crypt  arched  in  by  solid  stone,  then 
deposited  upon  the  foundation  stone  of  Truth,  the  ark  with  the  Law,  the 
heavenly  manna  that  fell  as  dew,  and  the  budding  root  of  promise;  treas- 
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ures  destmed  to.  influence  mankind  to  the  remotest  times.  These  Founders 
and  their  acts  stand  in  bold  outline  upon  the  roll  of  immortality,  for  the 
name  of  Solomon  is  synonymous  for  wisdom  and  his  sayings  are  the  in- 
tellectual treasures  of  the  world.  Hiram,  the  architect,  the  personiiicatioD 
of  integrity ,  he  lived  not  for  himself  alone  but  for  all  who  should  come 
after  him.  His  noble  testimony  to  the  truth,  sealed  with  his  blood,  has  en- 
rolled his  name  with  earth's  most  hallowed  names— King  Hiram,  the  pillar 
of  strength  and  friendship!  It  was  by  his  skill  and  energy  that  Tyre  arose 
in  grandeur,  resting  one  foot  upon  the  sea  and  the  other  on  the  land.  Her 
arms  and  fleets  sailed  far  beyond  the  blue  Mediterranean,  past  the  pillars 
of  Hercules,  even  beyond  lost  Atalantis.  Greece  was  not  thought  of; 
Homer  had  not  sung;  Rome  was  unknown;  Cyrus  nor  Alexander  had 
flashed  their  victorious  swords  over  the  nations. 

**  Our  mystic  art  first  quarried  on  the  Nile  and  blossomed  into  beauty 
and  works  of  art  that  have  defied  both  time  and  man,  as  witness  the  Pyra- 
mids, then  advanced  along  the  Tyrian  coast,  through  Gebal,  and  was- 
crowned  on  gray  old  Moriah  and  wet  with  the  dews  of  Zion. 

"It  was  at  the  Temple  that  events,  incidents  and  truths  occurred  that 
have  crystaUaed  into  the  present  degrees.  Masonry's  forms  and  traditions 
are  of  human  origin,  but  her  genius,  doctrines  and  principles  are  divine. 
Therefore,  it  is  not  strange  that  we  should  revert  continuously  to  the  tem- 
ple and  its  Crypt,  for  it  was  the  grandest  thought  of  God  ever  wrought  out 
by  human  hands.  From  there  was  issued  the  mandate  to  travel  into  for- 
eign countries  and  dispense  Masonic  light  and  knowledge.  With  the  I)ook 
of  the  Law  for  its  guide.  Truth  for  its  motto.  Masonry  has  left  its  chisel 
marks  indelibly  indented  upon  every  land  where  civilization  extends.  It 
has  survived  Temples,  empires,  names  and  deeds  thought  to  be  immortal 
that  shone  in  the  meridian  dawn,  and  which,  with  wars  and  woes,  have  all 
been  thrown  into  the  chambers  of  the  forgotten,  wrapped  with  the  mantle 
of  oblivion  and  covered  with  the  dust  of  ages.  Egyptian,  Assyrian,  Greek 
and  Roman  have  plundered  and  gathered  tribute  in  the  cradle  of  our  art, 
and  each  in  turn  have  been  plundered  and  all  have  returned  to  the  dust 
whence  they  came.  Masonry  is  the  offspring  of  Truth,  that  which  survives 
through  centuries  and  overcomes  the  hostile  intellect  of  generations.  It 
has  within  it  more  than  the  authenticity  of  vitality.  It  has  kept  pace  with 
the  marching  millions  upon  billions  that  have  journeyed  in  joy  and  in  sor- 
row out  of  mysUry  into  mystery. 

'The  founder  of  arts  and  sciences,  the  protector  of  the  widow  and 
orphan,  the  progress  of  intellect,  was  its  progress.  Thus,  we  see  what 
operative  and  speculative  Masonry  was;  for  this  we  have  given  a  retro- 
spect of  the  past  and  gathered  the  thoughts  of  many.  Should  they 
inspire  a  purer  thought  or  higher  aim  we  are  content. 
10 
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"  Although  speculative  Masonry  has  Tirtually  given  uparchiteciuie  and 
is  no  longer  the  patron  of  the  arts,  her  mission  is  the  same  as  in  the  psst, 
to  teach  her  votaries,  by  traditions,  allegories  and  secret  rites,  sublime 
Truths.  Her  work  is  the  laudable  object  of  doing  good,  teaching  jostioe, 
mercy  and  fidelity  to  the  right" 

He  attended  the  triennial  Aasembly  of  the  Qeneral  Grand 
Council,  and  says  but  little  was  accomplished.  The  session  was 
too  brief  and  hurried,  and  hopes  they  will  give  more  deliber- 
ation to  their  actions  hereafter. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  submitted  a  report  upon 
questions  referred  to  them,  as  follows: 

Question — A  B  receives  the  degrees  in  a  Council  in  Tennessee,  then 
dimits,  removes  to  Mississippi  and  becomes  a  member  of  a  Council  which 
is  subsequently  merged  into  the  Chapter: 

1.  Can  he  now  visit  a  Council  holding  allegiance  to  the  General  Grand 
Council? 

We  answer— No. 

2.  Can  he  become  a  member  of  a  Council  holding  allegiance  to  the 
Gheneral  Grand  Council? 

We  answer— Yes,  upon  proper  petition. 

3.  Must  he  be  healed? 
We  answer — Yes. 

Which  was  adopted.     We  think  the  decision  is  right. 

No  report  on  correspondence. 

Corap.  Pitkin  C.  Wright,  Nashville,  elected  M.  111.  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  John  Frizelle,  Nashville,  re-elected  Grand  Re- 
corder. 

VERMONT,  1884. 

The  thirty-first  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was 
held  in  the  City  of  Burlington,  June  10,  1884.  Comp.  Frank 
H.  Bascom,  M.  III.  Orand  Master,  presiding.  Seventeen  CoaooiiB 
represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  not  very  cheerfal.  He  Bays: 
**'  Harmony  seems  to  prevail,  and  in  some  Councils  considerable 
work  has  been  done."  He  was  unable  to  visit  as  many  Councils 
as  he  wished,  and  depended  upon  the  Recorders  of  the  different 
Councils  for  information.     Had  written  all  and  received  report* 
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from  eleven  of  nineteen  Coancils.  '^In  several  Councils  no 
work  has  been  done^  while  in  a  few  meetings  have  been  attended 
•regularly  and  much  interest  manifested."  He  thinks  the  fees  for 
the  degi^ees  are  too  low,  and  that  the  degrees  should  be  a  pre- 
requisite to  the  Order  of  Knighthood. 

Owing  to  the  state  of  the  finances,  it  was  voted  that  the 
correspondence  report  be  printed  triennially,  beginning  in  1887. 

Comp.  William  H.  8.  Whitcomb,  of  Burlington,  elected  AL 
111.  Grand  Master;  Comp.  Warren  O.  Reynolds,  of  Burlington, 
elected  Grand  Recorder. 

Eighteen  Councils;  membership,  728. 

GENERAL  GRAND  COUNCIL. 

The  first  triennial  Assemblv  of  the  General  Grand  Council 
of  the  United  States  was  held  at  the  City  of  Denver,  commenc- 
ing August  14th,  1883,  at  8  o'clock  p.  m.  Comp.  George  M. 
Osgoodby,  of  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  G.  Deputy  Grand  Master  as  M.  P. 
6.  G.  Master,  presiding.  And  representatives  from  sixteen 
Grand  Councils. 

In  the  absence  of  Most  Puissant  General  Grand  Master 
Josiah  H.  Drummond,  his  address  was  read  by  the  General 
Grand  Recorder.  He  says:  ''I  have  to  congratulate  you  upon 
the  success  we  have  attained,  which  has  demonstrated  the  wis- 
dom of  the  course  taken  at  Detroit  by  our  convention  in  1880." 
And  gives  a  concise  account  of  his  doings  from  the  organization 
of  the  G.\G. '.Council. 

Upon  the  subject  of  the  standing  of  those  Royal  and  Select 
Masters  who  have  received  the  degrees  in  a  Chapter,  or  in  a 
-Council  appurtenant  to  a  Chapter,  he  says:  ^*The  plea  has 
been  made  that '  Masonic  toleration '  requires  the  recognition  of 
these  Companions.  To  my  mind,  the  answer  to  this  plea  is 
brief  and  decisive.  The  Companions  made  in  Chapters  are 
either  regular  or  irregular.  If  they  are  regular  they  have 
the  right  to  demand  recognition;  if  they  are  irregular,  '  tolera- 
tion '  will  not  treat  them.  In  any  event,  there  is  no  call  for 
'*  Masonic  toleration.'    In  Virginia,  these  degrees  are  conferred 
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upon  Most  Excellent  Masters;  would  our  Connecticut  Compan- 
ions admit  to  their  Councils  Most  Excellent^  Royal  and  Select 
Masters,  who  are  not  Royal  Arch  Masons?  It  was  the  fortane 
(good  or  bad)  of  many  of  us  to  receive  the  degrees  in  sach  a 
manner  as  to  utterly  preclude  us  from  recognizing  those  reoeiv- 
ing  them  in  a  Chapter.  Toleration  is  a  great  virtue,  bat  not 
great  enough  to  justify  recognition  of  irregular  Masons,  or  vio- 
lation of  obligations." 

In  concluding,  he  said  he  **  had  intended  to  give  a  brief 
statement  of  the  early  history  of  these  degrees,  but  did  not 
for  want  of  space."     We  regret  he  did  not. 

Eighteen  Grand  Councils  had  ratified  the  constitution  of 
the  6.

The  M.  HI.   Grand  Master,  Greorge  H.  StepheDson,  then 
delivered  his 

ANNUAL  ADDRESS. 

Companions — The  months  have  flown  so  swiftly  unce  we 
last  met  in  this  beautiful  "  City  of  the  Straits,'*  that  it  seems  as 
but  yesterday.  Time  has  sped  so  rapidly  that,  to  many  of  us, 
this  seems  as  an  adjourned  meeting. 

Companions,  such  is  not  the  case.  This  is  the  Twenty-eighth 
Annual  Assembly  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Michigan. 
And  it  is  fitting  that  we  should  acknowledge  our  dependence  on 
Him  who  orders  all  things  wisely.  This  I  trust  we  do,  not  only 
because  it  is  custom  at  the  commencement  of  our  proceedings, 
but  from  a  feeling  of  sincere  reverence,  due  from  intelligent 
creatures  to  their  Creator. 

These  annual  Assemblies  serve  other  purposes  than  that  of 
legislation;  they  arrest  the  tumultuous  current  of  our  lives,  and 
compel  us  to  pause  a  moment  while  we  become  conscious  thst 
another  year  has  passed  and  that  we  are  one  year  nearer  the  end 
of  our  earthly  career  than  when  we  last  parted. 

Father  Time  marches  on  whether  we  wake  or  sleep,  and  it  is 
well  for  us  to  have  anniversaries  of  this  kind;  to  call  our  minds 
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from  the  daily  roatine  of  oare  or  pleasure,  to  the  contemplation 
of  oar  advancing  age  and  our  approach  to  the  silence  of  the 
tomb. 

The  ceaseless  ebb  and  flow  of  the  ocean,  the  growth  and 
development  of  the  animal  and  vegetable  kingdoms,  the  revolu- 
tions of  the  earth  itself,  all  teach  the  great  fact  that  everything 
in  nature  moves. 

Let  us  then  firmly  resolve  that  our  movement  shall  be  upward 
and  onward,  and  that  we  shall  not  be  found,  like  the  negligent 
sentry,  ^  sleeping  on  his  post." 

One  year  ago,  through  your  kindness,  I  was  elected  your 
Most  111.  Grand  Master,  and  as  all  Grand  Masters  have  done 
before  me,  I  will  now  render  an  account  of  my  stewardship. 

The  Grand  Masters  who  have  preceded  me  left  our  ship  in 
such  good  trim  that  little  remained  for  me  to  do  but  occasion- 
ally touch  the  helm.  My  labors  have  been  light  and  no  ques- 
tions of  importance  asked,  indicating  the  good  sense  shown  by 
Subordinate  Councils  in  electing  officers  so  toell  versed  in  Cryptic 
lore. 

On  the  29th  of  March  I  received  a  communication  from  Past 
111.  Grand  Master^Geo.  Hill,  at  that  time  111.  Master  of  Portland 
Council  No.  28,  setting  forth  that  Lodge,  Chapter,  and  Council 
bad  been  destroyed  by  fire,  and  that  the  Council  had  lost  every- 
thing but  the  record.  On  the  30th  of  December  I  received  a 
letter  from  Companion  T.  G.  Lee,  who  was  elected  their  Thrice 
111.  Master  at  their  last  annual  meeting,  stating  they  were  again 
in  good  quarters,  and  their  returns  would  go  forward  and  their 
Council  be  represented  at  this  session  of  the  Grand  Body.  I 
would  recommend  that  a  duplicate  Charter  be  granted  them 
free  of  charge. 

July  27 1  granted  permission  to  Zabud  Council,  No.  9,  Battle 
Creek,  to  occupy  their  new  hall. 

On  the  13th  of  October  I  received  a  communication  from  111* 
Comp.  J.  W.  Chamberlain,  our  Grand  Representative  near  the 
Grand  Council  of  Ohio,  stating  that  he  was  present  at  the  session 
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of  their  Grand  Ooanoil  held  in  the  oitj  of  Cleveland,  October 
6th  and  1th,  and  was  cordially  received  as  a  representative  of 
this  Grand  Council.  October  14th  I  granted  permission  to 
Niles  Council  No.  19,  to  occupy  their  new  hall. 

October  28th  I  received  a  communication  from  our  Grand 
Recorder  enclosing  a  circular  from  George  M.  Osgoodby,  Gen- 
eral Most  III.  Grand  Master  of  the  United  States,  stating  that 
another  link  had  been  added  to  the  chain  of  Grand  Councils, 
and  that  link  is  Oregon.  I  would  recommend  that  this  Grand 
Council  extend  the  fraternal  hand  to  our  young  sister,  and  gife 
her  a  cordial  welcome  into  the  sisterhood  of  Grand  Councils 
and  an  exchange  of  invited  representatives. 

On  the  18th  of  November  I  granted  a  dispensation  to  Moi- 
kegon  Council  No.  54,  to  receive  the  petitions  of  nine  candidates 
and  elect  the  same  at  other  than  a  regular  meeting.  I  subse- 
quently learned  that  Muskegon  Council  had  not  been  duly  con- 
stituted. On  the  22d  of  December  I  instructed  my  proxy,  Past 
111.  Grand  Master,  R.  C.  Hatheway,  to  proceed  at  his  earliest 
convenience  to  Muskegon  Council,  constitute  the  same,  install 
its  officers  and  likewise  heal  all  work  done  prior  to  its  being 
constituted.  On  the  30th  of  December,  Past  111.  Grand  Master 
Hatheway  informed  me  that  he  had  carried  out  my  wishes  in 
relation  to  Muskegon  Council,  No.  54,  and  that  he  had  duly  con- 
stituted their  Council,  installed  its  officers  and  placed  them  in 
proper  shape  for  business. 

NBWATOO   COUNCIL  NO.  47. 

In  the  session  of  1884,  Most  111.  Grand  Master  €reorge  H. 
Greene  informed  this  Grand  Body  that  through  his  deputy, 
Comp.  Wm.  P.  Innes,  he  had  caused  the  arrest  of  their  Charter, 
but  the  records  could  not  be  found. 

At  the  last  session  of  this  Grand  Body,  Most  111.  Grand  Master 
James  H.  Cummins  informed  us  that  he  had  received  a  letter 
from  Comp.  E.  O.  Shaw  (March  8th,  1884),  of  said  Newaygo 
Council,  stating  that  he  knew  of  the  whereabouts  of  the  records. 
Past  111.  Grand  Master  Cummins,  during  his  incumbency,  used 
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his  best  endeaTors  to  have  the  records  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Recorder,  bat  without  effect.  At  our  last  session  the  whole 
subject  matter  of  Newaygo  Council  was  referred  to  the  incoming 
Grand  Master,  and  the  lot  fell  upon  your  humble  servant. 

On  the  7th  of  December,  I  deputized  Past  III.  Grand  Master 
R  C.  Hatheway  to  proceed  to  the  ruins  of  NewayafO  Council, 
d^lve  among  the  rubbish  and  see  what  he  could  find.  He  sue* 
ceeded  in  finding  the  records,  and  the  same  are  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  Grand  Recorder. 

On  the  31st  of  December,!  issued  a  dispensation  to  St.  Johns 
Council,  No.  21,  to  receive  the  petitions  of  five  Companions  and 
act  upon  the  same  at  other  than  a  regular  meeting,  feeling  well 
assured  that  by  my  actions  in  regard  to  Muskegon  and  St.  Johns 
Councils,  the  interests  of  Cryptic  Masonry  would  not  suffer. 

Genesee  Council,  No.  17,  not  having  made  any  returns  to  the 
Grand  Body  since  1883,  I  deemed  it  my  duty  to  pay  them  a 
visit,  which  I  did  on  the  13th  inst.,  and  found  them  in  rather  a 
weak  state,  their  last  Thrice  111.  Master,  Recorder  and  many  of 
their  numbers  having  removed  from  their  jurisdiction.  I  found, 
however,  energy  enough  in  the  officers,  that  still  remained  to 
raise  funds  sufficient  to  liquidate  their  indebtedness  to  this  body, 
which  I  am  pleased  to  state  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Recorder,  and  it  is  their  intention  ere  long  to  ask  for  a  dispensa- 
tion to  elect  their  officers  and  place  themselves  again  in  proper 
shape  for  work. 

VISITATION   OP   COUNCILS. 

I  had  intended,  and  so  expressed  my  desire  to  the  several 
Councils  in  my  vicinity,  to  pay  them  a  visit  and  witness  their 
work,  but  they  not  having  any  means  at  their  command  I  was 
deprived  of  that  pleasure.  From  what  information  I  can 
gather,  the  Subordinate  Conncils  generally  in  this  jurisdiction 
are  in  a  healthy  state  and  prospering. 

SISTER   QBAND   JURISDICTIONS. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  our  Grand  Recorder  I  have  been 
the  recipient  of  proceedings  of  the  several  sister  Grand  Juris- 
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dictions  as  follows:  Alabama  and  Massachusetts  for  1884,  Can- 
ada for  1884-5,  Connecticut,  California,  Oeorgia,  Illinois,  Indi- 
ana, Kentucky,  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  Ohio, 
Pennsylvania  and  Vermont  for  1885,  and  from  a  review  of  these 
proceedings  I  find  that  peace  and  harmony  reigns  among  them 
and  they  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and  as  far  as  I  can 
ascertain,  our  relations  with  our  sister  Grand  Councils  are  of 
the  most  friendly  character. 

OONB   BBFOBB. 

Death,  in  his  meandering,  and  by  way  of  reminder  that  he 
is  ever  present,  has  called  three  from  this  Grand  Jurisdiction 
and  from  the  toils  and  troubles  of  this  world,  and  taken  them  to 
their  celestial  home  where  peace  forever  reigns;  the  first  to 
receive  the  fatal  mandate  was  III.  Comp.  William  Barclay,  of 
Monroe  Council,  No.  1,  Detroit,  of  which  he  was  a  charter  mem. 
ber.  He  was  also  a  Charter  Member  of  this  Grand  Council  and 
Past  Grand  Treasurer.  He  departed  this  life  January  22d,  1885, 
aged  78. 

The  second  to  receive  the  call  was  III.  Comp.  Samuel  H. 
Norton,  of  Pontiac  Council,  No.  3,  of  which  for  the  past  ten 
years  he  had  been  their  Thrice  III.  Master  and  Representative 
to  this  Grand  Body.  Although  he  never  held  an  office  in  this 
Grand  Council,  he  was  an  earnest  co-worker  with  us,  an  exem- 
plary Mason,  and  his  counsel  and  advice  will  be  sorely  missed. 
In  1880,  he  held  the  exalted  position  of  Grand  High  Priest,  and 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  April  26th,  was  Senior  Grand  Warden 
of  the  Giand  Lodge,  under  whose  auspices,  at  his  request,  he 
was  buried.  In  the  loss  of  Comp.  Norton  the  fraternity  loose 
an  ardent  advocate,  Pontiac  a  worthy  citizen,  and  society  a  trae 
gentleman.     His  age  was  59. 

On  June  5th,  111.  Comp.  Henry  P.  Seymour,  Thrice  III.  Master 
of  Manistee  Council,  No.  46,  received  the  fatal  summons  to  take 
his  departure  for  the  other  shore.  He  was  a  zealous  Mason  in 
all  its  branches,  and  a  noble  hearted  man.  In  the  loss  of  111. 
Comp.  Seymour,  the  fraternity  lost  an  ardent  advocate  and 
Manistee  one  of  her  worthy  citizens.     His  age  was  66, 
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CONCLUSION. 

CompaDions,  before  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion of  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  me  by  the  officers  and 
companions  of  this  Grand  Body,  and  especially  am  I  indebted 
to  Past  IlL  Grand  Master  R.  C.  Hatheway  and  oar  Grand 
Recorder  for  valuable  assistance  rendered  me  the  past  year  in 
the  discharge  of  my  duty.  And  in  retiring  from  this  high 
official  position,  I  assure  you  that  the  honors  I  have  received  at 
your  hands  shall  stimulate  me  to  advance  the  interests  of  Cryp- 
tic Masonry  as  the  resources  at  my  command  will  best  permit.

To  the  M.  I.  Qrand  Master.  Offloera  &q4  Members  of  the  Grand  Council: 

I  herewith  respectfully  present  the  following  rtport  of  the  transactions 
of  my  office  since  the  last  Annual  Assembly: 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  close  of  the  last  Annual  Assembly,  the 
proceedings  thereof  were  printed  and  the  usual  number  distributed  as 
follows :  One  copy  to  each  of  the  Grand  officers  and  Past  Grand  officeri, 
one  to  each  of  our  Representatives  near  Sister  Grand  Councils,  three  copies 
were  transmitted  to  each  of  the  Grand  Councils  with  which  we  are  in  com- 
munication, and  three  to  each  Subordinate  Council  of  our  jurisdiction. 

The  Charter  granted  for  a  Council  at  Muskegon  at  the  last  Annual 
Assembly  was  duly  executed  and  delivered  to  the  proper  officers  of  Muske- 
gon Council. 

I  procured  as  directed  by  the  resolution  of  the  Grand  Council  and 
presented  to  P.  M.  I.  Grand  Master,  James  H.  Cummins,  a  suitable  jewel 
on  behalf  of  this  Grand  Council.  In  acknowledging  the  receipt  thereof,  he 
says:  "Please  extend  my  thanks  to  the  companions  of  the  Cryptic  Rite 
of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  for  the  beautiful  memorial  of  their  kindness  sad 
esteem."  I  have  also,  as  instructed  at  your  last  Annual  Assembly,  procured 
the  reprint  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Council  from  1871  to  1878. 
inclusive,  enabling  us  now  to  furnish  full  copies  of  our  proceedins^s  from 
its  organization  to  the  present  time.

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REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE    ON  OBITUARY. 

The  Committee  on  Obituary  sabmitted  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted : 

DETBorr,  January  19,  1886. 
To  the  Ontnd  CounoU  of  R.  and  8.  Masters  of  the  State  of  Michigan: 

Tour  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  deceased  Companions  of 
the  Grand  Couneil  for  the  past  year,  beg  leave  to  report: 

The  flret  name  on  the  list  is  William  Barclay,  who  was  born  in  Bish, 
of  Ayrshire,  Scotland,  on  the  20th  day  of  May,  1808.  He  came  to  this 
coontry  about  the  year  1880,  and  on  May  6,  1884,  landed  in  Detroit  He 
was  made  a  Mason  in  Detroit  Lodge  December  27th,  1842,  and  receired 
the  Chapter  degrees  in  Monroe  Chapter.  No.  1,  February  9,  1848 
Receiyed  the  Council  degrees  in  Monroe  Council,  No.  1.  Was  a  charter 
member  of  this  Grand  Council,  and  took  an  active  interest  in  the  work 
and  prosperity  of  the  Council 

Companion  Barclay  was  an  earnest  man  and  an  earnest  Mason.  He 
belonged  to  the  old  school  of  hard  workers  in  the  interest  of  the  Fraternity. 
No  man  ever  heard  William  Barclay  say,  '*  I  have  done  my  share,  now  let 
some  one  else  do  his."    His  share  was  all  he  could  do. 

He  rendered  the  Craft  very  eminant  service  in  his  untiring  labor  in 
superintending  the  construction  of  the  old  Masonic  Hall  on  Jefferson 
avenue,  and  when  the  Craft  afterward,  in  their  desire  to  make  some 
acknowledgment  of  his  services,  presented  him  a  watch  as  a  token  of  their 
esteem  for  him.  While  he  accepted  the  present  gratefully,  he  was  after, 
ward  heard  to  say  that  he  almost  regretted  the  present,  as  it  took  away 
from  him  the  pleasure  of  being  able  to  say  that  he  had  done  the  work  from 
a  pure  love  of  the  Craft  and  without  fee  or  reward. 

Companion  Barclay  was  a  warm  friend — a  sturdy,  sterling  Scotch 
Mason— who  tried  to  practice  the  teachings  of  Masonry  and  illustrate  in 
his  life  the  value  of  bonds  most  dear. 

His  death  occurred  on  the  22d  of  January,  1885.  He  was  buried  in 
Elmwood  cemetery  by  Detroit  Lodge,  Ne.  2,  under  escort  of  Detroit 
Commandery  of  Knights  Templar.  Remembering  him  we  can  but  say,  ts 
one  before  has  done — 

'*  Can  storied  urn  or  animated  bust 
Back  to  its  mansion  call  the  fleeting  breath  ? 
Can  honors  void  provoke  the  silent  dead. 
Or  flattery  soothe  the  dull,  cold  ear  of  death  V* 

No!  but  memory  true  can  keep  green  the  memories  of  departed  worth, 
and  so  will  we,  his  Companions,  remember  him. 
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The  next  to  follow  to  the  silent  land  was  Companion  Samuel  H. 
Norton,  of  Pontiac  Commandery,  No.  8. 

Companion  Norton  was  bom  in  Canandaigua,  N.  Y.,  Januaxy  26, 
1825.  He  was  made  a  Mason  in  Pontiac  Lodge,  No.  21,  February  6,  1864; 
was  exalted  to  the  Royal  Arch  in  Oakland  Chapter,  No.  5,  May  10,  1864. 
Receiredthe  Council  degrees  January  5,  1885.  He  was  Master  of  his 
Lodge,  High  Priest  of  his  Chapter,  and  Thrice  Illustrious  of  his  Council, 
and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  a  past  officer  in  all  of  these  bodies.  He 
was  also  Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State,  and 
at  the  time  of  his  death  was  Senior  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Michigan. 

In  ciyil  life,  his  fellow  citizens  had  not  overlooked  his  modest  worth, 
but  had  elected  him  as  mayor  of  his  city,  which  office  he  filled  with  credi|; 
to  himself  and  satisfactorily  to  his  constituents. 

He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Christian  church,  and  a  chosen  counselor 
of  his  brethren  in  their  official  board  deliberations. 

Companion  Norton  was  a  very  quiet,  unpretending  man,  gentle  in  all 
his  ways,  yet  in  the  discharge  of  duty  he  was  a  man  of  iron  will.  His 
conscience  kept  his  principles— they  were  not  in  the  market  for  lore  or 
money. 

Among  men  there  are  meteors  that  flash,  and  shine,  and  dazzle;  there 
are  also  fixed  stars,  that  always  shine,  but  never  dazzle.     The  latter  live  in 
their  infiuence  long  after  the  former  are  forgotten.    Companion  Norton 
was  a  fixed  star  in  the  Masonic  heavens  of  Michigan. 

Companion  Norton  died  April  April  26,  1885,  at  Pontiac,  and  waa 
buried  with  full  Masonic  honors  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Michigan.  We 
can  only  say  of  him — 

'*  Friend  and  brother,  farewell ! 
Reet  weary  head. 
Lie  down  to  slumber  in  the  peaceful  tomb: 
Light  from  abore  haa  broken  thro'  ita  gloom. 
Here  in  the  place  where  onoe  thy  Sarior  lay. 
Where  He  shall  wake  thee  on  a  future  day. 
Like  a  tired  child  upon  its  mother's  breast, 
Rest,  sweetly  rest." 

The  next  to  answer  to  the  roll  call  of  death  was  Companion  Henry 
P.  Seymour,  of  Manistee  Council,  No.  46. 

Tour  Committee  has  not  been  able  to  get  the  Masonic  history  of  Com- 
panion Seymour. 

He  was  T.  I.  of  his  Council,  and  took  great  pride  in  hb  work.  He 
was  highly  esteemed  by  his  Companions  who  were  near  him.  A  compara- 
^ve  stranger,  as  he  had  removed  but  a  few  years  before  to  their  town,  he 
had  won  their  confidence  and  love. 
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By  profession  he  was  a  physician,  highly  esteemed  for  his  skill  and 
kindness  of  spirit. 

We  only  regret  that  we  have  not  the  data  for  a  more  perfect  history  of 

his  Masonic  life.

ARKANSAS— 1886. 

We  learn  from  Companion  Meyers'  report,  of  Pennsylvania, 
that  the  annual  Assembly  was  held  at  Little  Rock,  March  30, 
1886.  Companion  Samuel  W.  Williams,  M.  111.  Grand  Master, 
presiding.  Six  Councils  represented.  Companion  George  Thorn- 
burgh  elected  M.  Ul.  Grand  Master;  Companion  James  A.  Henry, 
Little  Rock,  Grand  Recorder. 

ALABAMA— 1884. 

The  fortj-seventh  annual  Assembly  was  held  at  Montgomery 
December  I,  1884.     Companion  William  Wallace  McCollumt 
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M.  I.  G.  Master,  presiding.     Five  Counciis  represented.     The 
Grand  Master's  address  covered  nearly  two  pages.     He  says: 

"  My  official  labors,  Companions,  have  not  been  heavy  during  the 
^ast  year.  This,  I  take  it,  is  a  favorable  indication— favorable  to  the 
views  that  harmony  and  quiet  are  prevailing  in  the  subordinate  Councils. 
The  Rite,  doubtless,  is  not  making  such  headway  as  we  could  dasire. 
This  Rite  is  dependent  upon  the  one  below,  and  as  Capitular  Masonry 
flourishes,  so  does  the  Cryptic  ;  and  as  Capitular  Masonry  is  now  looking 
up  in  this  jurisdiction,  let  us  hope  that  Cryptic  Masonry  will  also." 

He  noticed  the  death  of  the  Grand  Sentinel,  Companion 
James  Davidson,  and  recommended  a  suitable  tribute  to  his 
memory.  He  had  for  fifteen  years  guarded  th.e  portals  of  the 
several  Grand  bodies  of  the  State.  Companion  Daniel  Say  re 
submitted  a  two-page  review  of  the  proceedings  of  twenty 
Grand  Councils.  He  says:  "In  all  of  them  the  Cryptic  Rite  is 
more  or  less  prosperous  "    Statistics,  000. 

William  Wallace  McCoilum,  Briarfield,  re-elected  Grand 
Master. 

Daniel  Sayre,  Montgomery,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

CONNECTICUT— 1885. 

A  special  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was  held  in  the 
City  of  New  Haven,  May  11,  1886,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  for  the 
exemplification  of  the  degree  of  Super-Excellent  Master,  which 
was  conferred  upon  a  Companion  of  Council  No.  1,  by  request 
and  consent  of  said  Council,  when  the  Grand  Council  was  closed. 

The  sixty-seventh  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council 
was  held  in  the  City  of  New  Haven,  May  11,  1885,  commencing 
at  2  o'clock  p.  M.,  Comp.  Alex.  B.  Shumway,  M.  P.  Grand 
Master,  presiding. 

Nineteen  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  was  short,  relating  to  his  official 
duties.  He  says:  "  Notwithstanding  the  general  business  depres- 
sion, I  believe  the  returns  from  the  Subordinate  Councils  will 
•how  a  steady  increase  of  membership." 

The  following  question  was  submitted  to  him:     *'Can  the 
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Snper-Excellent  Master's  Degree  be  conferred  apon  a  Companion 
Select  Master,  re8iding  in  another  State,  the  Council  to  which 
he  belongs  not  conferring  that  degree?" 

He  decided  that  it  could  not,  without  permission  from  the 
Council  to  which  he  belonged.  That  was  approved  by  the 
Orand  Council. 

He  announced  the  death  of  the  Grand,  Sentinel,  Companion 
QeoTge  A.  Smith.  For  the  last  eleven  years  he  has  been  (on 
alternate  years)  Grand  Sentinel  of  the  Grand  Council. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  by  Comp.  William  Wallace 
Lee,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  nineteen  Grand  Councils — 
Michigan  for  1884  and  1885,  generously  noticed.  He  devotes 
most  of  his  fire  to  Kentucky  and  Comp.  Drummond  of  Maine. 
(Like  the  Paddy  who  bent  his  gun  so  as  to  shoot  around  the  hill, 
he  shoots  all  around,  hit  or  miss,  no  matter  what  is  in  the  way.) 
Notwithstanding,  it  contains  many  good  things  and  we  should 
like  to  quote,  but  must  refrain,  for  if  we  began  we  would  not 
know  when  to  stop. 

Statistics — Councils,  10;  membership,  2,283;  dues  paid, 
$302.10. 

Companion  Job  F.  Seaman,  East  Eillingly,  elected  M.  P. 
Orand  Master. 

Companion  Joseph  E.  Wheeler,  Hartford,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

CALIFORNIA— 1885. 

The  twenty -fifth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of 
San  Francisco,  April  30,  1880,  Franklin  H.  Day,  D.  G.  Master, 
presiding. 

Seven  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

Grand  Master  George  A.  McEenzie  being  absent,  his  address 
was  read  by  the  Grand  Recorder,  relating  only  to  his  official 
acts. 

The  Grand  Recorder  in  his  report  says:  *' Cryptic  Masonry 
is  still  prosperous  in  this  jurisdiction,  though  in  less  degree  than 
shown  at  the  last  Assembly."     Although   from  the  returns  he 
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shows  the  net  inorease  for  the  year,  60.  Receipts  from  nine 
Councils,  $443.  The  Grand  Treasurer  in  his  report  shows  a 
balance  of  $686.40  on  hand. 

Companion  Thomas  Hubbard  Caswell  presented  the  report 
on  Correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  nineteen  Grand 
Councils;  Michigan  for  1884  and  1885,  included.  In  speaking 
of  Grand  Master  Grqene's  address  of  1884,  recommending  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution  to  ratify  and  accept  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  G.  G.  Council,  he  says  he  regrets  to  say  it  was  indefi- 
nitely poHtponed,  and  he  yet  hopes  to  see  the  day  when  Michigan 
will  join  the  ipajority  of  her  sisters,  and  for  the  ''good  of  the 
Order,'*  become  a  constituent  of  the  General  Grand  Council. 
The  constitution  was  amended,  and  the  Grand  Council  will 
hereafter  meet  annually  the  day  preceding  and  same  place  of 
the  annual  meetings  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  R.  A.  M.  A 
resolution  was  submitted  and  unanimously  adopted,  appropriat- 
ing two  hundred  dollars  to  enable  the  Grand  Master  to  visit  the 
several  Counciln  of  the  jurisdiction.  A  grand  move,  and  one 
we  think  if  it  could  be  adopted  by  all  Grand  Councils,  would 
greatly  benefit  the  Rite  at  large. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  presented  the  following 
report: 

To  the  M.  p.  Onukd  Co«iicil  of  California: 

"  Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  that  this  Qrand 
Council  recognize  the  dej^ree  of  Super  Excellent  Master,  and  permit  the 
same  to  be  conferred  in  the  subordinate  Councils,  respectfully  report  that 
the  degree  of  Super  Excellent  Master  being  incorporated  in  the  constitution 
of  the  General  Grand  Council  and  conferred  by  many  of  the  Grand  Juris- 
dictions in  the  East,  and  believing  it  will  tend  to  create  an  increased  interest 
in  Crjptic  Masonry  in  our  State,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

"ResolMd,  That  the  degree  of  Super  Excellent  Master  be  recogniMd  by 
this  Grand  Jurisdiction  as  one  of  the  Council  degrees,  and  the  conferring  sf 
the  same  be  left  optional  with  the  several  Councils." 

Which  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Comp.  Franklin  Henry  Day,  San  Francisco,  elected  M.  P. 
Grand  Master. 
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Comp.  Thomas  Hubbard  Caswell,  San  Francisco,  re-elected 
Grand  Recorder. 

CANADA— 1884. 

The  fourteenth  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was 
held  in  Toronto,  July  11,  1884.  Comp.  J.  Ross  Robertson, 
M.  111.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Thirteen  subordinate  Conncils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  address  says: 

"The  year  which  has  just  clofled  has  been  one  of  actirity  in  Masonic 
circles,  and  the  Cryptic  Rite  has  not  lost,  but  I  think  rather  gained  some 
ground. 

"  The  recommendations  in  my  address  of  last  year  have  been  carried 
out,  and  I  have  endeavored  during  my  term  of  office  to  enquire  into  the 
work  of  each  Council  with  the  object  of  strengthening  their  weak  points 
and  developing  their  strong  ones..  My  examination  shows  that  the  best 
Councils  in  this  jurisdiction  are  those  of  St.  Thomas,  .Guelph,  Toronto, 
and  Maitland.  The  Orilla  Council  is,  I  am  pleased  to  state,  in  a  flourish- 
ing condition. 

"If  the  Rite  is  to  succeed,  and  be  an  ornament  and  an  adjunct  to 
Masonry,  it  behooves  each  and  every  member  to  make  an  effort  in  their 
respective  localities,  which  will  popularize  the  Rite. 

"The  proceedings  for  the  past  three  years  have^been  printed,  and  are 
now  in  your  hands.  The  new  certificates  have  been  issued,  and  nothing 
remains  to  be  done  but  for  the  members  to  fall  into  line  and  take  a  lively 
interest  in  forwarding  what  is  really  the  culminating  point  of  Capitular 
Masonry."

CANADA— 1886. 

The  fifteenth  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  was 
held  at  Hamilton  July  10,  1885,  Companion  J.  Ross  Robertson t 
M.  111.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Eight  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master  in  his  address  says: 

"A  glance  at  the  report  of  our  officers  in  the  various  districts  is 

encouraging.    We  have  many  Councils  doing  good  work.    In  Manitoba 
6 
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our  success  has  been  somewhat  impaired  by  the  recent  troubles.    Other 
districts  are  working  efficiently,  and  I  trust  will  show  next  year  a  develop- 
ment that  will  be  creditable  to  the  Rite.   And  notwithstanding  the  progress 
made,  our  Rite  dots  not  flourish  as  do  other  branches  of  Masonry.    Our 
mysteries  merit  the  fullest  meed  of  success.      Our  degrees  are  unex- 
celled in  beauty  and  sublimity.     The  key-stone  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
cannot  be  firmly  cemented  without  the  aid  of  the  Cryptic  trowel,  and  the 
testimony  of  all  who  have  joined  our  ranks  is  in  perfect  harmony  with 
the  expressions  that  I  have  uttered.    In  other  branches  we  see  the  great 
source  of  weakness  in  too  many  lodges  and  too  many  chapters.    The 
young  Hiramites,  eager  and  zealous  for  Masonic  rank,  turn  a  deaf  ear  to 
those  who,  after  years  of  work  and*  experience,  feel  that  the  undue  multi- 
plication of   lodges  leads  in  many  cases  ijo  discord  and  unrest.    Disap- 
pointed juniors,  and  yet  faithful  craftsmen,  feel  that  the  treasured  Gavel 
in  the  East  will  never  be  theirs.    Presiding  officers,  who  deserve  by  their 
true  and  faithful  work  a  two  years'  term,  are  thrust  aside.     The  craze  for 
rank  must  be  satisfied,  and  new  lodges  in  turn  are  petitioned  for  and 
organized — and  the  manufacture  of  P.  M.'s  goes  on  ad  lib.    As  in  Craft 
Masonry  so  in  Capitular.     Chapters  are  formed  with  the  best  of  intentions, 
the  brightest  of  hopes.     The  acme  of  perfection  is  promised,  but  rarely 
accomplished .    Three,  four  and  five  Chapters  are  located  where  one.  two 
or  three  would  be  ample  for  the  work,  and  consequently  enthusiasm  dulls; 
the  attendance  is  small,  a  bare  quorum  in  seven  cases  out  of  ten  is  all  thai 
can  be  secured,  and  the  work  that  should  be  prosecuted  with  vigor  is  allowed 
to  verge  into  the  sere  and  yellow.    From  other  causes  our  beloved  Rite  has 
sufl!ered.     The  land  teems  with  degrees.     I  do  not  question  for  a  moment 
the  skbsolute  right  of  every  man  to  take  as  many  degrees  as  he  may  have  a 
preference  for,  and  yet  I  am  satisfied  that  we  have  too  .many  grades,  and 
after  all  Masonry  in  its  purity  and  simplicity  is  to  be  found  in  the  Blae 
lodge.    I  express  my  views  with  the  sincerest  feelings  to  my  Masonic 
brethren  and  in  the  interest  of  our  Rite.     We  have  to  contend  with  many 
difficulties.    We  not  only  feel  that  those  who  enter  Capitular  Masonry  show 
apathy  to  the  Cryptic  Rite,  but  that  the  Benefit  organizations  have  materi- 
ally retarded  our  progress.    They  boom  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific, 
and  have  not  only  a  blighting  effect  on  our  own  but  on  the  other  branches 
of  the  Masonic  tree.     When  these  reach  their  zenith  we  shall  probably  see 
the  cloud  with  its  silver  lining.    The  darkness  of  to-day  but  hides  the  light 
beyond.    The  sun  of  Cryptic  Masonry  is  not  yet  at  high  meridian,  and 
those  of  us  who  are  spared  will  yet  see  it  illumine  the  sky  with  a  golden 
brightness  which  will  gladden  the  hearts  of  those  who,  after  years  of  labor 
in  the  secret  vault,  are  rewarded  by  that  success  so  sweet  to  all  who  have 
worked  wisely  and  well," 
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It  was  resolyed,'  that  the  control  now  had  over  conclaves  of 
Rome  and  Constantino  and  Lodges  of  Royal  Ark  Mariners,  be 
dissolved,  and  that  the  Grand  Council  hereafter  confine  itself  to 
the  Cryptic  Rite  exclusively. 

At  the  session  of  1883  the  Grand  Council  had  made  a  sur- 
render to  the  Preceptories  of  Knights  Templar  of  the  Red  Cross 
order,  and  now  having  rid  themselves  of  the  above  degree, 
their  labors  are  hereafter  to  be  applied  to  the  Cryptic  degrees. 

The  late  trouble  in  Manitoba  affected  the  progress  of  the 
order  to  a  great  extent  throughout  the  dominion. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  by  the  Grand  Council  saying: 
'^  To  the  thousands  of  our  countrymen  who  in  the  scene  of  trouble 
in  the  Northwest,  have  distinguished  themselves  in  defense  of 
the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  people  of  this  fair  land." 

Comp.  Robert  Ramsey,  Barrie,  elected  M.  III.  Grand  Master. 

Com  p.  J.  Ross  Robertson,  Toronto,  elected  Grand  Recorder. 

The  next  annual  Assembly  will  be  held  in  the  second  week 
of  July,  1886,  at  the  town  of  Windsor,  day  and  hour  to  be 
named  by  the  M.  111.  Grand  Master. 

We  have  received  since  the  annual  Assembly  of  our  Grand 
Council,  from  the  Grand  Recorder  of  the  Grand  Council  of 
Canada,  the  sad  announcement  of  the  sudden  death  of  Most

IllustriouH  Grand  Master  Robert  Ramsey,  who  died  at  Toronto, 
January  4,  1886,  of  heart  disease.

Thomas,  Ont,  becomes  Acting  Grand  Master.

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GEORGIA— 1886. 

The  Grand  Council  was  held  in  the  city  of  Atlanta,  April 
29,  1885.     Most  III.  C.  F.  Lewis,  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Nine  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  a  good  one.  We  extract  some 
of  the  choice  morsels.     He  says: 

"It  affords  me  much  pleasure  to  report  the  present  outlook  throughout 
the  jurisdiction;  shows  a  marked  improvement  in  all  that  pertains  to  the 
Rite;  and  gives  much  promise  for  the  future.  The  several  subordinate 
Councils  are  in  a  healthy  condition.  Some  of  tbem  have  done  more  or  less 
work  during  the  year,  as  the  returns  will  show,  and  I  can  but  congratulate 
you  on  the  prospect  now  before  us.  Let  us,  therefore,  Companions,  one 
and  all,  with  a  due  sense  of  our  responsibility,  continue  the  efforts  of  the 
I>ast.  More  always  remains  to  be  done.  What  has  been  accomplished 
should  count  for  little;  we  must  not  be  content  with  the  present,  but  exert 
ourselves  to  advance  still  further  in  the  scale  of  improvement.  Earnest  and 
zealous,  with  forward  as  the  watchword,  let  us  push  on  the  good  work,  and 
have  an  old  time  revival  during  the  coming  year. 

"As  I  am  now  addressing  the  Thrice  Illustrious  Masters  of  the  sub- 
ordinate Councils,  I  would,  as  far  as  in  my  feeble  way  I  can,  impress  upon 
you  the  great  importance  of  making  yourselves  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  rules  and  precepts  which  the  Ritual  teaches.  Much  of  the  character, 
respect  and  prosperity  of  your  respective  Councils  depend  upon  your  coo- 
duct  and  qualifications.  Instruct  the  membership  in  the  history  of  the 
Rite.  Set  the  example  of  promptness  in  attendance  upon  the  Convocatioiis, 
stated  or  called,  of  your  (Councils;  vary  the  routine  of  business  as  it  may 
seem  best,  to  add  interest  and  attractiveness  to  the  same;  urge  it  upon  the 
individual  members,  that  they,  too,  have  a  part  to  perform  in  the  services, 
and  not  the  least  of  that  part  is,  by  their  presence  to  aid  and  support  your 
efforts  in  making  the  Convocations  what  they  should  be— conducive  to  the 
great  interests  of  the  Rite  as  weU  as  giving  it  that  position  so  justly 
deserved." 

A  Charter  was  granted  for  a  Council  located  at  Senvia. 

The  M.  111.  Grand  Master,  C.  F.  Lewis,  presented  the  report 
on  correspondence  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-two 
Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for  1884,  of  the  number,  with  a  frs- 
ternal  remembrance.

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The  thirtieth  annaal  Conyocation  of  the  Orand  Coanril  was 
held  in  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  October  20,  1885.

Thirty* 
eight  oat  of  thirty-nine  sabordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  short,  relating  to  local 
matters  only.  A  Charter  was  granted  for  a  Council  at  Michi- 
gan City,  and  one  for  a  Council  at  Auburn. 

Companion  William  W.  Austin  furnished  the  report  on  cor- 
respondence, briefly  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  fifteen  Grand 
Councils,  in  which  Michigan  for  1885  is  kindly  noticed.

Grand  Master. 

Comp.  John  M.  Bramwell,  Indianapolis,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

The  next  annual  Assembly  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Indian* 
apolis,  October  19,  1886. 

ILLINOIS-.1886. 

The  thirty-third  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Chicago,  October  28,  1885.  Harvey  £.  Huston,  Most  Puis- 
sant Grand  Master,  presiding.  Twenty-eight  subordinate 
Councils  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  announced  the  death  of 
Past  M.  P.  Grand  Master,  Hiram  W.  Hubbard,  at  his  home  in 
Centralia,  January  20,  1885.  Also  the  death  of  Comp.  Arnold 
R.  Robinson,  for  thirty-two  years  Grand  Sentinel  of  the  Grand 
Council,  at  his  home  in  Springfield,  August  28,  1885,  in  his 
seventy-seventh  year,  full  of  years  and  usefulness.     He  says: 

"The  year  has  been  one  of  considerable  activity  in  this  Jurisdiction, 
not  80  much  in  the  way  of  up-building,  but  rather  of  clearing  away  the 
mbbish  for  the  foundation  of  the  new  structure  of  the  future.  The  first 
important  measure  after  the  close  of  the  last  annual  Assembly  was  the 
division  of  the  jurisdiction  into  districts,  and  assigning  suitable  Companions 
to  the  charge  of  the  same  for  the  more  thorough  8Ui)ervi8ion  of  the  work. 
In  a  Jurisdiction  as  large  as  Illinois,  it  is  impossible  for  the  Grand  Master 
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to  give  that  minute  superviaion  of  the  affairs  of  tlie  craft  wliicli  their 
importance  demandB,  without  assistance  from  well  qualified  deputies  in 
different  parts  of  the  State.  These  deputies  should  not  necessarily  be 
appointed  from  the  grand  officers,  but  as  a  successful  administratioa 
depends  in  a  great*  measure  on  their  skill  and  assiduity,  the  Grand  Master 
should  be  left  entirely  untrammeled  in  their  selection.  No  Companion 
should  expect  or  accept  such  an  appointment  unless  he  is  ready  and  willing 
to  devote  all  the  time  and  attention  to  his  district  that  may  be  necessary  to 
a  thorough  supervision  of  the  same. " 

A  system,  if  adopted  by  the  Grand  Masters  more  generally, 
we  think  would  produce  more  benefit  to  the  Cryptic  Rite  than 
all  the  ^harping  upon  pre-requi^ition  has  or  can  do.  We  heartily 
coincide  in  this  method.  In  reviewing  the  work  of  the  year, 
the  Grand  Master  gives  a  report  of  every  Council  in  numerical 
order  in  the  jurisdiction.  He  granted  proxies  to  Companions  in 
charge  of  the  districts  to  heal  Companions  who  have  received 
the  Cryptic  degrees  in  Chapter  Councils  prior  to  January  1, 1883, 
and  who  have  since  united  with  a  regularly  organized  Council. 
In  closing  be  says: 

• 

"  Historical  research^as  demonstrated  that  Masonry  in  the  past  has 
been  a  progressive  organization,  advancing  by  slow  and  measured  steps,  it 
is  true,  proving  all  things  and  holding  fast  to  that  which  is  good,  based 
upon  certain  fundamental  truths,  from  which  it  has  never  varied,  and  can 
never  vary  with  safety.  It  has  been  constantly  advancing  and  improving 
in  the  number  and  character  of  its  degrees,  in  its  ritual  and  in  all  the 
details  and  non-essentials  of  its  organization. 

"  This  process  must  go  on  in  the  future  as  it  has  in  the  past  Onr 
institutions  must  keep  pace  with  the  progressive  spirit  of  the  age,  or  we 
will  be  distanced  in  the  mighty  rush  of  events  in  which  we  are  itarticipat* 
ing.  We  must  eliminate  all  that  is  useless,  false  and  unworthy,  and 
assimilate  all  that  is  good,  beautiful  and  true,  and  that  tends  to  make  men 
kinder  husbands,  fathers  and  neighbors,  better  citizens  and  wiser  nilers, 
that  tends  to  lift  our  common  humanity  to  a  higher  moral  and  intellectual 
plane,  near  to  the  great  fountain  of  life  and  light,  worthy  the  companion- 
ship of  the  Grand  Artificer  of  the  Universe,  in  the  undesolving  eternal 
Council  of  the  Hereafter." 

• 

A  charter  was  granted  to  form  Councils  at  Meredosia,  Ooun- 

oil,  No.  68,  and  Carlinsville,  Councily  No.  69. 
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The  CoDStitution  of  the  Orand  Coancil  submitted  to  the 
last  annual  Assembly  was  adopted,  changing  the  titles  of  the 
officers  to  conform  to  the  titles  as  adopted  by  the  General  Grand 
Council  for  Grand  Officers  of  State  Grand  Councils  and  Assem- 
blies of  subordinate  Councils.     No  report  on  correspondence. 

Thirty -one  Chartered  Councils;  membership,  1391.

KENTUCKY— 1885. 

The  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Louisville, 
October  2 2d,  1885,  Most  111.  Grand  Master,  Hiram  Bassett, 
presiding. 

Nine  subordinate  councils  represented. 

The  Most  111.  Grand  Master  in  his  address  says: 

"I  regret  to  report  that,  so  far  as  I  am  advised,  no  Council  has  resumed 
work  since  our  last  Assembly,  nor  has  a  single  response  been  made  to  the 
circular  which  the  Grand  Recorder  issued  by  my  direction.  This  leads 
me  to  conclude  that  the  Councils  which  have  not  rehabilitated  themselves 
are,  if  not  absolutely  defunct,  in  a  slumber  so  profound  as  to  similate  a 
cadaverous  state,  and  are  beyond  the  power  of  resurrection.  I  therefore 
recommend  that  their  charters  be  declared  forfeited,  and  that  the  Grand 
Recorder  be  empowered  to  issue  certificates  of  the  fact  to  former  members 
of  such  Councils  upon  the  payment  of  a  sum  equivalent  to  the  annual  per 
capita  dues  to  this  Grand  Council  since  its  resumption  of  control,  and  a 
reasonable  fee  to  the  Grand  Recorder  for  his  services." 

Which  on  report  of  the  committee  on  Address  was  concurred 
in.  The  committee  on  Correspondence  say:  "That  they  pre- 
6<?nted  a  full  report  at  the  last  annual  Assembly,  and  not  having 
observed  anything  in  the  doings  of  other  Grand  Councils  requir- 
ing special  notice,  and  being  aware  that  the  funds  of  the  Grand 
Council  was  not  in  a  plethorical  condition,  are  of  the  opinion: 

"1.  That  for  the  present  a  report  once  in  two  years,  in  the  absence  of 
matters  of  especial  interest,  is  sufficient. 

"2.  That  when  a  report  is  made  it  is  better  to  have  it  full,  rather  than 
a  meager  statement  of  transactions  reported  in  unsatisfactory  generalities, 
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in  which  the  correctness  of  law  and  usage  different  from  onr  own  maj  be 
fully  discussed. 

' '  8.  That  the  greatest  good  in  reports  of  the  doings  of  Cryptic  Bodies, 
is  not  only  the  statement  of  the  things  done,  but  with  it  the  yiews  of  the 
committees;  thus  by  the  interchange  of  views,  a  construction  and  the  prac- 
tice thereof  may  happily  become  more  uniform  throughout  the  United 
BUtes.'* 

Therefore  we  may  conclude  we  will  have  a  report  next  year. 
We  hope  so,  for  reasons  expressed  above. 

In  relation  to  the  Oeneral  Grand  Council,  they  congratulate 
the  Grand  Council  in  having  kept  from  the  alliance  therewith, 
and  say:  ''Let  us  do  nothing  to  hinder  it,  but  keep  aloof  for  the 
present."

Eight  Councils  represented ;  eight  Past  Grand  Officers 
present. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  was  brief,  relating  to  home 
matters.  He  says:  ''  The  reports  of  our  subordinate  Councils 
show  marked  accessions  to  our  numbers,  yet  it  is  worthy  of 
notice  that  these  accessions  are  mainly  in  our  younger  Councils, 
and  the  question  arises.  Why  is  this  so  ?" 

We  presume,  upon  the  principle  that  a  new  broom  sweeps 
clean. 

No  report  on  Correspondence,  although  we  find  a  committee 
was  duly  appointed.  Why  not  give  us  a  report,  Companions? 
if  nothing  more,  the  announcement  of  the  receipt  of  proceedings 
of  sister  Grand  Councils. 
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Comp.  Samuel  Saylor  Newton,  M.  111.  Grand  Master;  Comp. 
John  H.  Brown,  Wyandotte,  Grand  Recorder. 

The  next  annual  Assembly  at  Topeka,  February  10,  1880. 

LOUISIANA— 1886. 

We  find  frem  Companion  Osgoodby's  report,  of  New  York, 
that  the  annual  Assembly  was  held  at  New  Orleans,  February 
12,  Most  111.  Alfred  Shaw,  Grand  Master,  presiding.  The 
officers  all  re-elected. 

MAINE— 1885. 

The  thirty-first  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Portland,  May  6,  1885,  Most  111.  Grand  Master  Horace  H.  Bur- 
bank,  presiding. 

Ten  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief.  He  says :  "  I 
can  report  no  special  progress  nor  activity  in  Cryptic  Masonry 
in  this  jurisdiction  during  the  year."  In  lieu  of  personal  visita- 
tion, he  deputized  well-known  Companions  to  inspect  the  work 
of  the  respective  Councils,  and  submitted  a  summary  of  the 
reports.  He  recommends  that  grand  visitations  be  made  man- 
datory, and  that  necessary  assessments  be  levied  for  the  purpose. 
One  Council,  No.  9,  surrendered  its  charter,  and  one,  No»  12, 
dormant  for  eight  years,  has  resumed  labor  and  now  is  in  a 
healthful  and  prosperous  condition. 

He  announced  the  death  of  Companion  Henry  H.  Dickey  of 
Lewiston,  Past  T.  I.  M.,  who  died  May  21,  1884. 

The  address  was  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Doings  of 
Grand  Officers,  who  considered  it  desirable  that  the  visitation 
should  be  made  by  the  Grand  Officers,  and  recommended  the 
subject  of  the  expense  thereof  in  future  years  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  which  was  adopted. 

^The  report  on  Correspondence  was  submitted  by  Comp. 
Josiah  H.  Drummond,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  nineteen 
Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for  1885,  included,  and  the  General 
Grand  Council  circular. 
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We  always  look  forward  with  much  pleasure  for  CompaDion 
Drummond's  report,  for  we  find  many  times  much  information 
we  get  from  no  other  source.  We  give  his  conclusion  in  fall, 
that  all  who  take  the  trouble  or  pleasure  to  read  the  report 
may  see  the  status  of  the  Grand  Councils  generally,  and  views 
of  our  correspondents.     He  says: 

"  While  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Councils  give  better  than  here- 
tofore the  statistics,  still  they  are  not  complete  enough  to  enable  us  to  make 
a  satisfactory  table,  especially  this  year,  when  so  many  of  the  Grand 
Councils  do  not  print  their  proceedings.  We  hope  another  year  to  return 
to  our  custom  of  giving  a  table  of  statistics. 

**  The  proceedings  received  in  almost  all  cases,  show  an  increase  of 
membership  and  a  steady  growth.  They  show  also  a  revival  of  the  conll- 
dence  in  the  future  prosperity  of  the  Rite,  which  was  badly  shaken  by  the 
attempted  introduction  of  the  **  Mississippi  Plan."  Whatever  may  be  said 
to  the  contrary,  the  organization  of  the  General  Grand  Council  has  proved 
to  be  the  pillar  of  support  of  the  Rite.  The  '  Mississippi  Plan  *  is  still 
maintained  in  Iowa,  Nebraska  and  North  Carolina,  while  Virginia,  Texsi 
and  West  Virginia  adhere  to  their  system.  We  believe  that  all  that  pre- 
vents the  return  of  the  three  first  named  to  the  Council  system,  is  the  hope 
that  in  consequence  of  the  failure  of  certain  Grand  Councils  to  become 
constituents  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  the  latter  body  will  be  dissolved 
and  the  '  Mississippi  Plan '  receive  a  new  boom.  We  verily  believe  that 
if  Connecticut,  Michigan  and  New  Jersey  should  give  in  their  adhesion, 
they  would  be  followed  by  Arkansas,  Illinois  and  Kentucky,  and  that  in  a 
very  short  time  Iowa,  Mississippi  and  Nebraska  would  have  Grand  Coun- 
cils, and  the  Rite  be  established  on  a  firmer  basis  than  ever  before." 

Statistics — Councils,  11;  admitted,  83;  members,  944. 

Comp.  Horace  H.  Burbank,  Saco,  re-elected  Most  111.  Grand 
Master. 

Comp.  Ira  Berry,  Portland,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

M  ASS  ACHUSETTS— 1 884. 

The  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Boston,  Decem- 
ber 10,  1884.     Most  111.  Grand  Master,  John  Haigh,  presiding. 

Representatives  of  fourteen  subordinate  Coanoils  present 
The  proceedings  contain  the  portrait  of  Grand  Master  Haigh. 
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The  Grand  Master's  address  was  brief,  relating  to  local  mat- 
ters. He  granted  one  dispensation  for  a  new  Council.  He  says: 
**On  May  29,  an  official  visit  was  made  to  Boston  Council, 
accompanied  by  a  large  delegation  of  the  officers  and  Past  offi- 
cers and  members  of  the  Grand  Council.  The  occasion  was 
made  doubly  interesting  by  the  presence  of  so  large  a  number 
of  candidates  (66).  The  work  of  the  Super-Excellent  Degree 
being  exemplified  in  full  form,  in  a  beautiful  and  interesting 
manner;  Carter's  Military  Band  (41  pieces)  assisting." 

He  highly  compliments  T.  111.  Master  James  K.  Odell  of 
Boston  Council,  in  his  untiring  zeal  for  the  interest  of  his  Council 
and  unparalleled  success— one  hundred  and  ten  candidates  having 
received  the  degrees  during  the  year.  In  closing  he  says:  '^To- 
day it  seems  to  me  almost  impossible  that  it  is  three  years  since 
I  was  first  honored  with  an  election  to  this  office.  In  these  three 
years  no  officer  of  this  Grand  Council  has  been  removed  by 
death.  Peace  and  harmony  have  prevailed  throughout  this 
jurisdiction." 

Comp.  John  W.  Dadmun,  of  the  Committee  on  Correspond- 
ence, says:  ''Our  Most  Illustrious  Grand  Master,  Seramus 
Bowen,  requested  us  to  write  a  short  report  this  year,  as  the 
manuscript  proceedings  were  already  in  the  hands  of  the 
printer."  He  made  the  effort,  and  brought  forth  three  pages, 
and  says:  "  We  will  therefore  call  this  an  introduction  to  a 
review,  seriatim  another  year  (D.  V.)  " 

Comp.  Seramus  Bowen,  Roxbury,  elected  Most  111.  Grand 
Master. 

Comp.  Alfred  F.  Chapman,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

MASSACHUSETTS— 1886. 

A  special  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Brockton,  March 
20,  1885,  for  the  purpose  of  constituting  Brockton  Council  and 
initiating  its  officers. 

The  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  Boston,  Decem- 
ber 9,  1885,  Most  111.  Grand  Master  Seramus  Brown,  presiding. 

Nineteen  subordinate  Councils  represented. 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  good,  and  shows  that  he 
has  not  been  "  sleeping  at  his  post; ''  is  full  of  truth  and  worthy 
of  full  attention:    He  says: 

"On  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office  one  year  ago,  I  found  that  six 
of  the  subordinate  Oounclls  were  in  arrears,  and  delinquent  in  making 
returns  to  the  Grand  Council.  After  much  more  correspondence  than 
ought  to  have  been  necessary,  I  was  able  to  get  them,  all  but  one  Council 
in  time  to  make  the  statistical  table  for  the  printed  proceedings." 

In  the  course  of  his  correspondence  he  found  that  one  CouDcil 
had  not  held  a  meeting  for  several  years,  and  that  the  T.  L  M. 
had  been  living  in  a  distant  State  for  nearly  two  years.  In  his 
endeavors  to  infuse  life  into  the  Companions,  and  getting  no 
response  from  his  communications,  he  issued  an  order  to  the 
Deputy  Master  to  call  a  special  Assembly  of  the  Ck)uncil,  sum- 
moning every  member  to  be  present,  notifying  them  that  the 
purpose  was  to  ascertain  if  they  desired  to  continue  as  a  Council 
The  result  was  an  application  for  permission  to  receive  petitions 
and  confer  the  degrees  at  the  same  Assembly,  and  for  the  Grand 
Master  to  bring  Companions  with  him  to  work  the  degrees  for 
them.  He  says:  ''  Believing  that  if  they  were  disposed  to  help 
themselves  it  would  be  wise  Cor  me  to  help  them."  He  invited 
several  Companions  to  accompany  him  and  they  gave  an  exhi- 
bition of  the  work,  after  which  officers  were  elected  and  installed, 
and  the  Council  placed  in  sound  working  condition.  The 
Council  reported  at  the  annual  Assembly  the  conferring  of  the 
degrees  upon  twelve  candidates,  a  very  creditable  showing  from 
a  Council  that  had  not  worked  a  degree  for  six  years.  He 
says: 

"Here  was  a  Council  in  an  active  Masonic  centre,  with  a  membership, 
including  a  large  number  of  good  workers,  hampered  by  officers  who  had 
become  indifferent,  and  members  who  seemed  to  think  that  some  one  else 
should  do  the  work,  and  the  result  was  nothing  done.  Believing  as  I  do, 
that  a  body  which  has  no  meetings  is  not  only  not  an  element  of  strength, 
but  a  positive  injury  to  the  Grand  Body,  I  took  the  action  as  described,  and 
the  result  has  fully  met  my  expectations." 
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A  course,  if  adopted  by  Grand  Masters  more  than  it  now 
seems  to  be,  woald  rosnlt  in  great  benefit  to  their  subordinate 
Councils. 

He  says  the  question  most  usually  asked  is:  **  What  can  we 
do  to  strengthen  the  Cryptic  Rite  ?  And  the  reason  most  fre- 
quently assigned  is:  Make  the  degrees  prerequisite  to  the 
Order  of  Knighthood!  This  Tiew  \a  plausible,  but  no  less 
erroneous."  We  think  bo  too;  let  us  stand  upon  our  dignity. 
Much  more  he  says,  but  we  must  stop  ere  we  quote  the  address 
in  full. 

Comp.  John  W.  Dadmun  presented  a  review  of  eighteen 
Grand  Council  proceedings,  Michigan  for  1885,  included.  Last 
year  he  gave  us  his  introduction  (as  he  said)  for  a  seriatim 
review  this  year,  and  he  has  given  us  a  good  one.  In  opening 
he  says: 

"  It  is  said  that '  brevity  is  the  soul  of  wit/  but  it  is  not  said  that  wit 
is  the  soul  of  brevity  ;  therefore,  we  sliall  not  claim  to  be  witty  because  of 
our  brevity  in  making  this  report. 

"  We  want  to  say  to  our  associate  '  drivers  of  the  quill/  we  must  woriE 
for  a  revival  of  Cryptic  Masonry.  We  have  Just  passed  through  a  wilder- 
ness of  discouragements,  which  came  near  scattering  us  like  sheep  without 
a  shepherd.  Let  us  go  out  after  those  that  may  have  been  left  in  the  desert, 
or  'on  the  mountain  cold,'  and  bring  them  in,  that  we  may  have  'one 
fold  and  one  shepherd.'  Unity  of  purpose  and  effort  will  accomplish 
wonders  in  the  Craft  to  which  we  belong.  Work,  work,  work,  should  be 
the  watchword." 

We  agree  with  Companion  Dadmun.  Work  is  the  way  to 
accomplish  the  result,  not  sit  down  and  whine  because  some 
other  Order  will  not  help  us.  Help  ourselves;  be  independent; 
we  can  if  we  will,  and  we  will.  In  his  notice  of  Michigan 
he  quotes  from  Grand  Master  Cummins'  address  in  relation  to 
the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Councils  and  reports  of  Corre- 
spondence being  so  little  read,  and  says  the  tone  of  the  address 
is  excellent,  and  the  kind  of  spirit  that  must  be  infused  into  all 
Grand  and  Subordinate  officers  in  every  jurisdiction.  He  says: 
The  question  of  making  the  Council  degrees  pre-reqnisite  to 
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the  Order  of  the  Temple,  was  favorably  reported  npon  by  a 
Committee,  and  adopted  by  Orand  Coancil."  A  mistake.  Com- 
panion. There  was  no  question  before  the  Grand  Council  on 
the  pre-requisite  matter.  The  report  was  from  the  Committee 
on  the  Grand  Master's  address,  in  answer  to  qaestions  received 
by  him  from  the  Grand  Master  of  Indiana.  In  speaking  of  our 
report,  he  lets  us  down  very  easy,  agreeing  with  us  very  gene- 
rally in  the  principal  question  before  the  Craft.

Master.

MINNESOTA— 1885. 

The  sixteenth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  St- 
Paul,  October  12,  1885.  Most  111.  Grand  Master,  D wight  M. 
Baldwin,  presiding.     Five  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  brief,  relating  to  local  matters 
mostly.  He  says:  "My  official  duties  have  been  exceedingly 
light/  ♦  ♦  ♦  *  *  Generally  speaking  there  has  been  no 
"boom"  in  work  in  any  Masonic  body  in  Minnesota  during  the 
year.     *     *     *     ♦     But  there  is  a  brighter  day  coming." 

Proceedings  of  a  local  character  entirely.  The  pamphlet 
has  for  its  title  page  the  portrait  of  the  first  Most  111.  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Council,  John  C.  Terry. 

Comp.  Geo.  W.  Cooley  presented  the  report  on  Correspond- 
ence. In  the  opening  he  says  he  regrets  that  he  had  not  obtained 
a  larger  number  of  reports,  and  that  a  much  more  complete 
report  might  have  been  presented  if  the  111.  Grand  Recorder 
had  been  appointed  chairman  of  the  committee.  Notwithstand- 
ing, he  has  given  us  an  excellent  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
nineteen  Sister  Grand  Councils.  Michigan,  for  1885,  receiving 
a  fraternal  notice. 

Comp.  Dwight  M.  Baldwin,  Red  Wing,  re-elected  Most  111. 
Grand  Master. 
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Comp.  Oeo.  W.  Cooley,  MioneapoliSy  elected  Grand  Recorder. 

The  next  annual  Assembly  will  be  held  at  St.  Paul,  October 
11,  1886,  at  4  o'clock  p.  m. 

NEW  HAMPSHIRE— 1886. 

The  twenty-fourth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Concord,  May  18,  1885.  Comp.  John  Gillis,  Most  111.  Grand 
Master,  presiding.     Four  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Master  is  brief;  confined  to  local 
affairs.  Returns  from  nine  Councils  show  a  healthy  increase, 
1  doing  work,  greeting  39,  during  the  year,  net  gain  17,  total 
membership,  898. 

Comp.  George  P.  Cleaves  presented  an  interesting  review  of 
the  proceedings  of  twenty  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  for  1885, 
included.  In  closing  bis  report  he  says:  "There  is  but  little 
to  be  said  in  regard  to  the  condition  of  the  Rite,  further  than  can 
be  seen  in  the  extracts  we  have  made.  It  certainly  is  in  as  good 
condition  as  one  year  ago,  and  in  many  jurisdictions  great  im- 
provement has  been  made." 

Elliott  B.  Hodge,  Plymouth,  elected  M.  111.  Grand  Master. 

George  P.  Cleaves,  Concord,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder. 

The  twenty -fifth  annual  Assembly  will  be  held  at  Concord, 
May  17,  1886,  at  4  o'clock  p.  m. 

NEW  JERSEY— 1885. 

The  twenty-seventh  annual  Assembly  was  held  at  Trenton 
January  27,  1885,  Comp.  Leonard  L.  Grear,  Most  111.  Grand 
Master,  presiding.    Five  subordinate  Councils  were  represented. 

Grand  Master  Leonard  L.  Grear,  in  his  address,  says:  <*By 
the  report  of  the  Grand  Recorder  you  will  see  that  it  has  been 
a  year  of  exceptional  prosperity  in  the  increased  number  of 
Companions  applying  for  admission  in  the  Councils  throughout 
the  State.'' 
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He  feelingly  annonnced  the  death,  by  accident,  of  Most  IlL 
Frank  A.  Fenton,  Past  Orand  Master  of  the  Grand  Coanf*.il. 
He  says: 

"  Daring  the  year  I  have  visited  nearly  all  the  Councils  in  this  juris- 
diction. The  T.  111.  Masters  of  those  I  have  not  visited  inform  me  that  the 
general  condition  of  their  Councils  is  good.  The  T.  111.  Master  of  one 
Council  was  not  courteous  enough  to  reply  to  my  letter  asking  when  it 
would  suit  his  convenience  for  me  to  make  my  official  visit  I  have  since 
learned  from  the  Recorder  that  they  have  had  no  meeting  since  my  lelter 
was  sent." 

The  Grand  Recorder  reported  that  he  had  returns  from  all 
the  subordinate  Councils  in  the  jurisdiction,  showing  an  increase 
in  membership  of  50. 

Very  appropriate  designs  for  Past  T.  III.  Masters  and  Past 
Grand  Masters'  jewels  were  presented  by  a  committee  for  that 
purpose.  A  committee  was  appointed  to  present  a  Standard 
Ritual  for  this  jurisdiction  and  report  at  the  next  annual 
Assembly. 

Comp.  Charles  Bechtel  submitted  a  brief  report  on  Corres- 
pondence, regretting  the  finances  of  the  Grand  Council  would 
not  admit  of  making  it  longer  and  more  intelligible^  reviewing 
the  proceedings  of  fourteen  Grand  Councils,  and  the  General 
Grand  Council,  Michigan  not  included  Why,  Companion 
Bechtel,  we  mailed  them  to  you;  if  not  received  let  us  know, 
and  we  will  supply  you.  We  always  have  enough  to  duplicate. 
He  says:  "  The  Cryptic  Rite  seems  to  be  flourishing,  for  which 
the  advocates  of  the  General  Grand  Council  claim  all  the  credit; 
we  will  not  dispute  that  claim,  but  assume  the  right  to  express 
our  gratification  also." 

Companion  Edward  I.  Mills,  Camden,  elected  M.  I.  Grand 
Master;  Companion  Charles  Bechtel^  Trenton,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

l^he  next  annual  Assembly  will  be  held  January  26,  1886. 
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NEW  YORK— 1885. 

The  annaal  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
September  8,  1885,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.  M.  111.  Thomas  Giiddon, 
Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Twenty-four  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  ltd  dress  is  brief,  relating  to  local  matters. 
He  resurrected  one  dormant  Council,  and  visited  others  that 
were  sleepy,  stirring  them  up,  showing  what  a  live  Grand  Mas' 
ter  can  do.     In  closing,  he  says: 

'*  Two  years  of  service  as  Grand  Master,  and  several  years  of  preced. 
ing  service  in  this  Grand  Council,  has  profoundly  impressed  me  with  the 
earnest  work  that  can  be  done  by  a  Grand  officer  in  this  jurisdiction  in  pre- 
serving the  symbols  and  ceremonies  of  Cryptic  Masonry.  We  go  into  the 
8.  '.v.*.  because  of  the  conviction  that  in  that  dark  recess  we  have  a  labor 
to  perform  that  we,  or  only  such  as  we,  can  accomplish.  Close  it,  and  it 
may  be  truly  said  that  we  have  allowed  a  light  to  be  extinguished  for  which 
it  would  be  difficult  for  us  to  give  a  reasonable  excuse.  Companions,  if  we 
continue  to  work  with  unwavering  assiduity,  the  Ninth  Arch  will  be  kept 
open  for  our  deposits,  and  we  will  be  able  to  sing,  **  Joy,  joy  to  the  world, 
the  sacred  word  is  found."  This  is  a  duty  we  owe  to  ourselves,  and  the 
ardent  disciples  of  the  symbolism  and  ceremonies  of  the  grades  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  admonish  not  to  falter  when  everything  looks  so  bright 
around  us." 

Which  we  commend  to  the  consideration  of  all  Royal  and 
Select  Masters.  Proceedings  are  of  local  interest  only.  Amend- 
ments to  the  constitution  were  adopted,  and  the  whole  printed 
in  the  pamphlet  received,  together  with  forms  and  ceremonies 
for  installation  of  officers  of  the  Grand  Council,  and  installing 
officers  of  subordinate  Councils. 

Comp.  Geo.  M.  Osgoodby  submitted  the  report,  in  which  he 
says  he  has  been  out  foraging  in  the  lines  of  friends  and  skir- 
mishing in  the  camps  of  those  he  would  gladly  hail  as  beloved 
Companions,  but  who  have  joined  themselves  unto  strange  gods 
and  idolatry  of  their  own  choosing,  which  oar  obligations  pro- 
hibit us  from  serving,  and  presents  reviews   from   thirty-six 
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bodies,  inoluding  four  subordinates  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
General  Grand  Council:  Arizona,  District  of  Columbia,  Indian 
Territory,  and  New  Mexico. 

In  our  last  report  we  found  much  information  relative  to  the 
Cryptic  Rite  that  we  copied  from  Comp.  Osgoodby,  and  we  find 
very  much  in  the  present  report  that  we  are  unable  to  get  oth- 
erwise, and  we  again  copy  largely  from  it. 

Florida,  1886 — ''The  annual  Assembly  was  held  as  usual. 
The  officers  all  re-elected.  Proceedings  will  not  be  printed  at 
present." 

Iowa,  1884 — ''Still  dead,  but  is  getting  ready  for  that  erap- 
tion.  Nothing  appears  to  be  doing  in  or  towards  the  advance- 
ment of  the  Rite.  It  is  wedded  to  the  Chapter."  We  hope 
that  eruption  when  it  comes  will  procure  a  divorce  in  full  from 
bed  and  board. 

Maryland — The  proceedings  have  not  been  printed  for  the 
past  three  years.  The  annual  Assembly  of  1884  was  held  on 
November  12th.  Three  Councils  represented.  M.  HI.  Henry 
C.  Larrabee,  elected  Grand  Master;  Comp.  G^o.  L.  McCahan, 
Baltimore,  re-elected  Grand  Recorder.  (We  wish  they  would 
give  us  a  card  list  of  their  officers  elected  yearly,  if  nothing 
more,  that  we  may  know  iB^here  and  who  to  address  for  infor- 
mation relative  to  the  Rite.) 

Mississippi — Still  adheres  to  her  "  Morgan  Plan."  We  find 
there  is  a  still  small  voice  sounding  abroad  there  that  we  hope 
will  eventually  burst  forth  in  loud  tones  and  open  the  ears  of 
the  deaf  to  the  words  of  truth  and  justice. 

Missouri — He  says:  "The  last  Assembly  was  held  May  Sd, 
1880.  M.  111.  William  H.  Dale,  Grand  Master,  and  Companion 
William  H.  Mayo,  St.  Louis,  Grand  Recorder." 

North  Carolina — Has  gone  over  to  the  bosom  of  the 
Chapter,  but  from  what  we  gather  from  Comp.  Osgoodby's 
report,  all  things  are  not  satisfactory,  but  badly  mixed,  and  we 
n^ay  look  for  something  to  turn  up  in  the  future. 
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Under  Michigan,  he  comments  upon  the  report  of  Orand 
Master  Cammins  to  permit  Petoskey  Coancil  to  go  to  Cheboy- 
gan to  confer  the  degrees  upon  Companions,  to  enable  them  to 
apply  for  a  dispensation  for  a  Coancil,  and  guesses  we  have  got 
all  the  Councils  we  can  handle  in  Michigan.  Not  by  any  means. 
Companion  Osgoodby,  we  can  handle  many  more  than  we  have, 
but  when  we  get  them  we  want  those  that  are  legitimately 
brought  into  the  fold,  and  encourage  the  proper  and  legal  con- 
ferring of  the  degrees  upon  every  Royal  Arch  Mason  that  enters 
the  S/.V.".  Migratory,  or  traveling  Lodges,  Chapters,  Councils 
or  Commanderies  are  not  permitted  in  Michigan.  A  special 
committee,  he  says,  was  appointed  upon  the  pre-requisite  ques- 
tion. Mistaken,  again.  Companion!  The  special  committee 
was  appointed  upon  a  portion  of  the  Oraud  Master's  address,  to 
whom  was  referred  three  questions  from  the  Grand  Master  of 
Indiana.  {See  Grand  Master's  address.  Proceedings  1885,  p.  13; 
also,  p.  22,  Committee's  Report.)  He  kindly  comments  upon 
our  report  and  generously  consents  to  our  copying  from  his 
reports,  whish  we  have  copiously  done  in  the  present  one. 

In  conclusion,  he  says: 

"The  Cryptic  Rite  is  firmly  fixed  upon  its  solid  foundaiions,  the  Tem- 
ple approaches  completion,  and  the  fires  are  already  lighted  upon  its  Altars, 
and  the  incense  is  ascending  upwards.  There  is  no  mistaking  the  present 
situation,  and  those  who  have  stood  aloof  should  read  the  writing  upon  the 
wall.  The  time  approaches  when  to  be  of  the  select  number  will  be  an 
honor  indeed;  and  to  be  in  the  distance  a  caviller  and  an  idle  spectator, 
unsought  in  the  selection  of  the  material  with  which  it  is  destined  to  fill 
its  proper  position  of  honor  in  the'  fraternity,  will  be  to  occupy  a  place 
amongst  the  rubbish." 

OREGON— 1886. 

An  emergent  convention  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  was 
held  at  McMinnville,  February  3,  1885,  by  authority  of  the 
General  Grand  Master  of  the  General  Grand  Council,  for  the 
purpose  of  organizing  a  Grand  Council  for  the  State  of  Oregon. 

Three  subordinate  Councils,  Pioneer,  No.  1 ;  Oregon,  No.  2 ; 
and    Washington,  No.   3,   represented.       A  constitution   was 
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adopted.  Grand  officers  elected,  and  adjourned  to  meet  again 
when  an  installing  officer  is  appointed  by  the  General  Grand 
Master.  May  11,  1885,  the  Grand  Master  elect  having  received 
the  authority  from  the  General  Grand  Master,  called  the  con- 
vention  together  and  the  Grand  officers  were  installed,  and  the 
Grand  Council  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  of  Oregon  was  pro- 
claimed legally  organized  and  officers  installed. 

Comp.  Asa  H.  Hodson,  McMinnville,  elected  M.  111.  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  Frelon  J.  Babcock,  Salem,  elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

The  Grand  Council  closed  to  meet  at  its  first  annual  Assem- 
bly at  Corvallis,  the  second  Wednesday  of  January,  1886.  We 
greet  Oregon,  and  welcome  her  into  the  family  of  Grand  Coun- 
cils. 


Since  preparing  the  above  we  have  received  the  proceedings 
of  the  first  annual  Assembly  of  the  Grand  Council  held  at  Cor- 
vallis, January  13,  1886;  too  late  for  review  at  this  time. 

Comp.  Wallace  Baldwin,  Corvallis,  elected  M.  I.  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  Frelon  J.  Babcock,  Salem,  re-elected  Grand 
Recorder. 

The  next  annual  Assembly  will  be  held  at  East  Portland,  on 
Wednesday,  January  12,  1887. 

OHIO— 1886. 

The  fifty-fifth  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Cleveland,  October  6,  1885.  Comp.  D.  P.  Chamberlain,  M.  L 
Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Fifty-three  subordinate  Councils  represented. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  short,  relating  to  his  official 
doings.     He  says: 

"Owing  to  the  uaiversal  dullness  prevailing  in  the  business  world. 
Masonry  is  more  or  less  influenced,  resulting  in  a  quiet  time,  but  it  is  not 
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neoenarily  injarious  to  the  good  of  the  Order,  giving  m»re  time  to  look 
over  the  work,  repair  the  weak  places,  and  prepare  the  workmen  for  more 
active  duties.  The  danger  is  not  in  doing  too  little  in  the  acquisition  of 
members,  but  from  the  rapid  accumulation  of  unsound  and  defective 
material." 

He  further  says: 

"  Representation  of  other  grand  bodies  in  this  Grand  Council,  by  the 
appointment  of  Companions  residing  in  this  jurisdiction  by  foreign  Grand 
bodies,  and  the  appointments  made  by  this  Grand  Body  of  Companions  to 
represent  us  in  foreign  jurisdictions,  is  a  matter  which  should,  I  think, 
receive  a  share  of  your  attention.  Companions  are  appointed  and  receive 
theix  commissions,  and  the  whole  matter  seems  to  end  there.  If  this  cus- 
tom is  one  worth  preserving,  it  should  be  put  on  a  different  footing.  There 
should  be  an  accurate  account  kept  of  these  appointments,  a  list  of  all  who 
are  so  appointed  made  each  year  and  reported  by  Grand  Recorder.  Those 
who  fan  two  years  in  succession  to  come  here  and  report  should  be  dropped 
from  the  list,  that  others  may  be  appointed  in  their  place.  I  would  recom- 
mend this  matter  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Condition  of  the  Order, 
for  them  to  report  a  plan  for  our  guidance  in  the  future. " 

Which  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  Good  of  the 
Order,  who  submitted  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

' "  Your  committee  are  in  full  accord  with  the  Grand  Master  in  request- 
ing that  the  Representatives  of  other  Grand  Councils  residmg  near  this 
Grand  Council  shall  take  an  active  interest  in  Cryptic  Work,  and  would 
recommend  that  wherever  the  Representative  of  a  sister  Grand  Council, 
accredited  to  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  omits  to  be  present,  either  in  person 
or  by  a  report  and  excuse  for  such  absence,  for  two  successive  annual 
meetings  of  this  Grand  Council,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  State  Grand 
Council  which  such  delinquent  represents  must  be  notified  by  the  Grand 
Master  that  his  Representative  is  delinquent,  and  courteously  ask  such 
Grand  Master  for  permission  to  recommend  for  his  appointment  to  that 
position  some  other  Cryptic  Mason  who  will  take  an  active  interest  in 
Cryptic  Work." 

We  are  in  full  accord  with  the  Grand  Master,  and  also  with 
the  committee.  Ohio  adopted  two  or  three  years  ago  a  plan  of 
Tisitation  by  dividing  the  State  into  districts  and  appointing  by 
the  Grand  Master  a  competent  Companion  as  his  proxy,  to  visit 
and  report  to  the  Grand  Council  the  condition  of  the  several 
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Councils  in  his  district.  The  Grand  Master  divided  the  State 
into  sixteen  districts,  no  one  having  over  five  Councils  to  visit, 
many  three  or  four.  There  were  sixteen  districts  the  past  jear, 
from  which  we  find  fifteen  full  reports,  comprising  all  bat  four 
Councils  in  the  State,  showing  the  condition  of  each  Council;  a 
plan  we  think  of  great  benefit  to  the  Councils  throughout  the 
jurisdiction. 

Companion  S.  Stacker  Williams  submitted  the  report  on 
Correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  twenty-four 
Grand  Councils,  Michigan  included,  being,  he  says,  the  fourth 
annual  report,  and  like  the  previous  ones,  is  a  good  one.  Of 
Michigan,  he  copies  the  questions  submitted  by  the  Grand 
Master  received  from  the  Grand  Master  of  Indiana  in  relation 
to  the  pre-requisite  question,  and  the  answer,  and  says:  "  We 
predict  that  this  Committee  will  not  live  to  see  such  a  step 
taken  by  the  Grand  Encampment."  We  are  very  much  of  the 
same  opinion,  and  think  it  will  much  sooner  be  accomplished  by 
following  the  course  mentioned  by  Grand  Master  Goodale,  of 
Ohio,  in  his  address  of  1884,  (that  we  copied  last  year;  see  oar 
proceedings,  1885,  p.  68.)  He  takes  exception  to  our  question 
in  the  action  of  Ohio  in  reference  to  a  Companion  from  Texas 
asking  for  membership  in  Ohio,  and  illustrates  by  taking  a  Com- 
panion receiving  them  in  a  regular  Council  in  Tennessee,  and 
remodng  to  Mississippi,  becomes  a  member,  then  dimits  and 
returns  to  Ohio,  and  asks  for  membership;  can  he  visit  a  Coun- 
cil holding  allegiance  to  the  General  Grand  Council  ?  No.  Can 
he  become  a  member?  Yes;  by  petition.  Must  be  be  healed? 
Tes.  Thinks  it  very  complimentary  to  the  Companion.  We 
still  think  we  are  right,  for  the  reason  Mississippi  is  not  a  legal 
Council  under  this  jurisdiction,  and  is  not  held  to  be  in  good 
standing  by  the  Grand  Council  throughout  the  United  States, 
neither  is  any  Council  holding  authority  from  a  Grand  Chapter. 
If  the  Companion  has  strayed  away  and  got  into  bad  company 
and  wants  to  recover  himself,  he  must  receive  the  glorious 
'*  healing"  balm  to  cleanse  himself.    In  conclusion,  he  says: 
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"  In  writing  these  reports  we  have  been  ambitious  to  review  annually 
the  proceedings  of  everf  Grand  Council  in  the  world,  and  we  flatter  our- 
selves that  we  have  come  as  near  the  accomplishment  in  this  as  any  other 
reviewer." 

We  think  be  has,  and  find  much  that  we  were  unable  to  get 
elsewhere,  and  take  the  liberty  to  oopy  from  his  report,  and 
traat  Comp.  Williams  will  excuse  us  for  so  doing.

PENNSYLVANIA— 1886. 

The  thirty-ninth  annual  Assembly  was  held  at  Lancaster, 
February,  1885.  Comp.  Andrew  J.  Eauffman,  M.  P.  Grand 
Master,  presiding. 

Eight  Councils  represented. 

Grand  Master's  address,  one  page,  is  simply  a  report  of   his 
doings.      Comp.  Charles  E.  Meyers  submitted  the  report  on 
Correspondence,  reviewing  the  proceedings  of  ten  Grand  Coun- 
cils, Michigan  of  the  number,  giving  a  fraternal  notice. 

In  reply  to  Comp.  Austin,  of  Indiana,  speaking  of  Comp. 
Meyers'  verbal  report  on  Correspondence  last  year,  says:  "When 
we  have  anything  to  say  in  writing,  we  say  it."  And  says: 
*'  Now  we  feel  so  much  pleased  with  the  progress  made  during 
the  past  year,  that  we  must  tell  it  in  writing  to  our  Companions, 
so  that  they  may  enjoy  it  with  us." 

Under  Kentucky,  he  takes  up  Comp.  Grant  on  the  subject  of 
the  Grand  Master  making  Masons  at  sight,  and  Boy  Masons, 
and  says:  "It  is  one  of  the  prerogatives  of  Grand  Masters  to 
make  Masons  at  sight,  and  youths  under  age,  Masons."  We 
have  always  held  that  an  ancient  right  of  Grand  Masters,  but 
l^ave  no  reoolleQtion  of  the  right  to  make  Masons  under  lawf u} 
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age,  or  of  its  being  exercised  in  any  jurisdiction  except  Penn- 
sylvania. Perhaps  the  question  would  arise,  what  is  the  lawful 
age?    In  conclusion,  he  says:  • 

'*  Everywhere  there  are  brighter  hopes  felt  for  the  future  of  Cryptic 
Masonry,  and  it  is  a  source  of  gratification  for  us  so  to  report.  We  have 
the  most  profound  respect  and  veneration  for  everything  that  is  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  in  such  comments  as  we  have  made  we  have  defended  its 
customs  and  usages  with  all  the  power  of  words  given  us.  We  believe  we 
are  right,  and  will  maintain  that  belief  in  that  right  with  aU  our  might.'* 

The  proceedings  contained  the  revised  constitution,  adopted 
1885,  and  is  styled  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal,  Snper-Exoellent 
and  Select  Masters  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Grand  Master's  title 
is:  " Most  Puissant  Grand  Master;"  ^' Right  Puissant  Deputy 
Grand  Master,"  etc.  Subordinate  Council  officers'  titles  are  "T. 
L  Grand  Masters  ;  "  "  Deputy  I.  Grand  Masters  ; "  "  P.  C.  of 
Work,"  etc. 

Statistics — Councils,  14  ;  membership,  1,274. 

Comp.  J.  Lilond  Lytle,  Pittsburgh,  elected  M.  P.  Grand 
Master;  Comp.  Chas.  E.  Meyers,  1717  Chestnut  St,  Philadel- 
phia, re-elected  R.  P.  Grand  Recorder. 

The  next  annual  Assembly  will  be  held  at  AUentown,  Feb- 
ruary 17,  1886. 

VERMONT— 1886. 

The  thirty-second  annual  Assembly  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Burlington,  June  0,  1885.  Comp.  William  H.  S.  Whitoomb, 
M.  T.  Grand  Master,  presiding. 

Thirteen  Councils  represented  and  representatives  of  foar- 
teen  other  Grand  Councils,  Michigan  included. 

The  Grand  Master's  address  is  very  brief,  relating  to  matters 
of  local  interest  only.    He  says: 

"The  Cryptic  Rite  in  Vermont  shows  a  steady  movement  forwud. 
It  has  never  had  the  sudden  successes  and  sad  reverses  of  other  Masonic 
bodies  in  Vermont,  but  all  the  days  of  its  years  have  been  fairly  prosper- 
ous. This  I  ascribe  in  a  large  measure  to  the  fact  that  more  than  any 
body   above   the  Blue  Lodge,   the  membership  is  peculiarly  voluntaiy; 
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they  are  uoscught,  men  whom  the  glitter  at  that  parade  of  other  organiza- 
tions have  not  been  able  to  hold,  but  whom  the  quiet  beauty  of  the 
Cryptic  Rite  has  held  steadfast." 

Orand  Master  Themas  Olidden,  of  New  York,  aooompanied 
by  Comp.  R.  G.  Christiance,  the  Grand  Representatire  of  the 
Orand  Council  of  Vermont,  near  the  Grand  Oouncil  of  New 
York,  being  announced,  were  receiyed  and  welcomed  with 
appropriate  honors. 

Under  the  head  of  committees,  we  find  Comp.  Warren  G. 
Reynolds,  chairman  of  Committee  on  Correspondence,  but  find 
no  report.  Can't  yon  give  us  something.  Companion?  Let 
us  hear  from  you  next  year. 

Comp.  William  H.  8.  Whitoomb,  Burlington,  re-elected  M.  I. 
Gh*and  Master. 

Comp.  Warren  G.  Reynolds,  Burlington,  re-elected   Grand 
Recorder. 

The  next  annual  Assembly  will  be  held  at  Burlington,  June 
8,  1886,  7:30  p.  M. 

TENNESSEE— 1 885. 

We  find  from  Companion  S.  Stacker  Williams'^  of  Ohio, 
report,  the  only  information  we  have  as  to  the  doings  of  the 
jurisdiction.    He  says: 

"  The  proceedingB  of  this  Assembly  are  not  printed,  and  our  informa- 
tion is  derived  from  a  circular  kindly  sent  us  by  the  Grand  Recorder. 
'*  The  minimum /tftft  for  the  degrees  to  be  charged  by  Subordinate  Councils 
was  increased  to  fifteen  dollars.'*  This  Grand  Council  has  for  years  in- 
dulged  a  number  of  delinquent  Subordinates.  This  year  she  declared  the 
Charters  of  ten  Councils  fatfeited.  Correct  If  they  were  dead  already, 
why  make  them  appear  alive  by  carrying  them  on  the  roll?" 

Just  so,  we  say. 

Henry  C.  Hensley,  elected  M.  I.  Grand  Master;  John  Frii- 
zelle,  elected  Orand  Recorder.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES. 

We  have  received  a  circular  from  Comp.  Charles  Fitzgerald 
Matier,  P.  D.  G.  M.  Grand  Recorder,  saying: 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Grand  Council  of  Royal  and 
Select  Masters  of  England  and  Wales  was  held  at  the  Masonic 
Hall,  8a  Red  Lion  Square,  London,  W.  C,  January  7,  1886. 
Owing  to  the  absence  of  M.  P.  Comp.  the  Rev.  Canon  Portal, 
Grand  Master,  Comp.  F.  C.  Walls,  M.  P.  D.  G.  M.  presided.  An 
election  was  held  and  Most  III.  Companion,  Rev.  Canon  G.  Ray- 
mond Portal  was  duly  re-elected  M.  P.  Grand  Master.  It  ap- 
pears that  the  Grand  Master  holds  his  office  three  years,  and 
appoints  the  Grand  officers  of  the  Grand  Council  yearly,  which 
was  done  at  this  time.  Companion  Charles  Fitzgerald  Matier, 
P.  D.  G.  M.  Grand  Recorder,  8a  Red  Lion  Square,  London,  W. 
C.     We  copy  from  the  report  received  as  follows: 

''  Grand  Council  having  been  opened,  and  the  minutes  of  the  previoufl 
meeting  read  and  confirmed,  Most  111.  Comp.  Ufe  Rev.  Canon  G.  Raymond 
Portal,  M.  A.,  the  only  nomination  for  the  office  of  M.  P.  G.  M.,  was 
declared  duly  elected,  and  was  proclaimed  and  saluted  according  to  aDciex)t 
custom. 
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"The  Council  have  great  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  Most 
IlluBtrious  Grand  Master,  the  Key.  Canon  Portal,  M.  A.,  haa  consented  to 
allow  himself  to  be  nominated  for  a  further  period  of  three  years. 

"TheD.'.G.  M.,  Comp.  T.  C.  Walls,  said  that  he  had  received  the 
commands  of  the  M.  P.  G.  M.  to  appoint  the  following  companions  and 
Grand  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  those  of  them  who  were  present 
were  invested  and  saluted  accordingly. 

"The  State  Grand  Councils  of  America  are  on  terms  of  amity  and 
concord  with  this  Grand  Council,  and  the  Most  111.  G.  M.,  Rev.  Canon 
Portal.  M.  A.,  has  accepted  the  office  of  Representative  of  the  General 
Grand  Council  of  the  United  States.  This  Grand  Council  is  at  present 
represented  near  the  following  Grand  Councils:— General  Grand  Council, 
U.  S.  A.,  Illinois,  Louisiana,  Maryland,  Missouri,  New  Jersey,  Tennessee, 
Ohio,  Kentucky,  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts,  Minnesota.  Michigan. 
New  York,  Ontario,  Pennsylvania,  Vermont,  and  Scotland,  and  the  cordial 
thanks  of  the  Grand  Council  are  due  to  these  Grand  Bodies  for  copies  of 
their  proceedings." 

CONCLUSION. 

CompanionSy  cor  labor  is  finished,  and  with  a  sigh  of  relief 
we  offer  this  our  report  for  your  approval. 

We  have  endeavored  to  review  carefully  and  fraternally 
points  which  seem  to  be  of  interest  and  benefit  to  the  Rite.

We  have  received  (since  writing  our  report)  a  circnlar  from 
Comp.  Wm.  R.  Bowen,  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapter, 
saying  that  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
was  authorized  at  the  annual  Convocation  in  December  last, 
1885,  to  release  all  authority  of  the  Grand  Chapter  over  the 
Cryptic  degrees  of  Royal  and  Select  Masters  upon  the  request 
of  any  Grand  or  Subordinate  Council;  such  release  to  include 
surrender  of  funds  and  property.  The  Grand  Council  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  of  Nebraska  having  requested  such  release, 
the  Grand  High  Priest  issued  his  proclamation,  saying: 

"  That  all  control  and  jurisdiction  over  the  Cryptic  degrees  of  Royal 
and  Select  Masters  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Nebraska,  and  its  subordinate 
Chapters,  cease  on  the  81st  day  of  March,  1886,  and  said  degrees  be  not 
thereafter  conf ered  by,  or  in  connection  with  any  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Nebraska." 

We  greet  the  Grand  Council  of  Nebraska,  and  welcome  her 
into  the  fold  of  the  Cryptic   Rite  once  more.

ANNUAL    ADDRESS. 

CoHPANiOKs  OF  THB  Grand  Council.— Sioce  last  we  met  in 
Annual  Assembly,  Time,  with  ceaseless  tread  has  traversed 
another  cycle,  and,  with  oat-stretched  hand  resting  npon  the 
dial  of  oar  lives,  silently  admonishes  as  that  we  have  advanced 
another  stride  in  oar  march  toward  eternity,  and  that  the 
moment  appointed  for  our  Twenty-Ninth  Annual  Assembly  has 
arrived.  In  welcoming  you,  one  and  all,  to  this  gathering,  it 
affords  me  great  pleasure  to  see  so  many  of  the  old  familiar 
faces  again  present,  faces  around  which  clcister  some  of  the  hap- 
piest hours  of  many  years  of  my  life.  Dear  Companions,  may 
you  all  be  spared  yet  these  many  years  to  add  to,  and  partici- 
pate in  the  pleasures  and  benefits  of  our  meetings. 

The  year  which  has  gone  by  since  we  parted,  though  fraught 
with  happiness  and  prosperity  to  many  of  us,  has  brought  trials 
and  troubles,  sickness  and  suffering  to  others.  It  has  been  pro- 
lific of  disasters  throughout  the  world — storms,  earthquakes  and 
floods  have  laid  waste  and  destroyed  in  many  places;  accidents 
by  rail  and  water  have  been  frequent  and  disastrous;  many  val- 
uable lives  have  been  lost  and  much  property  destroyed.  Let 
us,  my  Companions,  all  join  in  thanks  to  the  Supreme  Grand 
Master  above  for  his  manifold  mercies  in  exempting  ourselves 
and  our  beloved  State  from  these  disasters,  and,  while  we  extend 
our  earnest  sympathy  to  all  those  who  have  been  so  afflicted,  let 
us  implore  ''Him  who  doeth  all  things  well"  to  comfort  and 
succor  them  in  their  distress.  * 

Cryptic  Masonry  has  been  very  quiet  during  the  year,  and  the 
occasions  requiring  the  exercise  of  my  official  functions  have 
been  few  and  of  little  importance. 

May  15th  I  examined,  and,  after  makinic^  a  slight  alteration, 
approved  the  By  Laws  of  Muskegon  Council,  No.  54. 
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JURISPBUDBNCS. 

Bat  two  questions  involving  points  of  Masonic  law,  have 
been  propounded  to  me  during  the  year,  which  are  as  follows : 

Question. — Does  the  suspension  of  a  Companion  from  a 
Chapter  for  N.  P.  D.  affect  his  standing  in  a  Council  of  R.  and 
S.  M.? 

Answsb. — Yes.  The  degrees  of  R.  and  S.  M.  can  be  con- 
ferred only  upon  R.  A.  M.  in  good  standing,  hence  suspension 
from  membership  in  the  Chapter  suspends  from  the  CounciL 

QuBSTloN. — Can  a  Council  suspend,  by  motion,  a  Companion 
who  is  two  years  or  more  in  arrears,  he  having  been  several 
times  notified  of  buch  arrearage  ? 

Answer. — See  Section  7,  Article  2  of  Constitution.  It  is 
the  duty  of  the  Council  to  provide  in  their  By-Laws  for  such 
emergencies,  and  if  so  provided  for,  it  will  be  lawful  for  the 
T.  I.  M.  to  order  the  Recorder  to  enter  **  Suspended  '^  against 
the  names  of  all  such  delinquents. 

In  regard  to  the  decision  on  question  number  1,  our  Consti- 
tution contains  nothing  in  regard  to  such  occurrences,  I  there- 
fore gave  a  decision  according  to  what  I  believe  to  be  sound 
Masonic  doctrine,  and  if  the  Grand  Council  approves  my  action 
I  recommend  that  the  necessary  steps,  be  taken  at  this  meeting 
to  supply  the  want  by  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

February  11th,  I  issued  dispensation  to  P.  M.  L  G.  M.  R  C. 
Hatheway,  T.  I.  M.  of  Tyre  Council,  No.  10,  to  receive  petitions 
of  a  number  of  R  A.  M.  from  Superior  County,  act  upon  the 
same  and  confer  the  degrees  at  a  special  meeting  to  be  held  for 
that  purpose  February  12th,  release  of  jurisdiction  and  con- 
sent of  Peto»key  Council,  No.  52,  having  already  been  granted. 
The  Companions  .were  temporarily  at  Grand  Rapids  in  attend- 
ance upon  a  meeting  of  the  Consistory^  and,  as  there  is  no  Conn- 
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cil  of  R.  and  S.  M,  within  accessible  distance  of  their  home,  I 
deemed  it  for  the  welfare  of  Cryptic  Masonry  to  thus  form^the 
naclens  of  a  future  Council. 

December  10th,  I  granted  dispensation  to  Portland  Council, 
No.  23y  and  December  30th,  to  Pontiac  Council,  No.  S,  to  hold 
special  meetings,  elect  and  install  officers  for  the  ensuing  year, 
both  Councils  having  failed  to  do  so  at  the  proper  time. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  our  Grand  Recorder,  I  have  received 
reports  of  proceedings  from  sister  Grand  Councils  as  follows: 
Massachusetts,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Alabama,  Missouri,  Kansas  and 
Arkansas  for  1885.  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  New 
York,  Connecticut,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Kentucky, 
Georgia,  Illinois,  California,  and  Oregon  for  1886.  They  con- 
tain much  valuable  information,  which  can  be  made  to  render 
essential  service  to  Cryptic  Masonry,  and  I  hereby  extend  my 
thanks  for  the  courtesies  shown. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

March  20th,  I  received,  through  the  Grand  Recorder,  a 
letter  from  III.  Comp.  Christopher  Taylor,  D.  G.  M.  of  Oregon, 
acknowledging  receipt  of  his  commission  as  Representative  of 
the  Grand  Council,  of  Michigan  near  the  Grand  Council  of 
Oregon,  and  expressing  his  thanks  for  the  same. 

October  28th,  I  received  a  communication  from  III.  Comp. 
J.  W.  Chamberlain,  Representative  of  this  Grand  Coancil,  near 
the  Grand  Council  of  Ohio,  stating  he  was  present  in  that 
capacity  at  the  Annual  Assembly  held  in  Toledo,  October  7th 
and  8th,  and  was  cordially  received  as  such. 

I  am  informed  by  our  Grand  Recorder  that  some  Compan* 
ions  who  have  been  appointed  Representatives  of  sister  Grand 
Councils  near  the  Grand  Council  of  Michigan,  have  for  several 
years  ])ast  neglected  to  perform  those  duties.  This  is ''scant 
courtesy"  indeed.  It  would  seem  but  justice  to  the  Grand 
Councils  to  whom  such    representatives  are  accredited  that  a 
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change  shoald  be  made,  and  some  one  appointed  who  will  give 
the  datiefi  the  attention  they  merit.  I  recommend  the  subject 
to  yonr  consideration  and  action. 

GBAKD  COUNCIL  OF  NEBRASKA. 

The  Orand  Chapter  of  Nebraska  having,  on  March  18th,  1886, 
relinquished  all  jurisdiction  over  the  Cryptic  rite,  the  Grand 
Council  of  R.  and  S.  M.  re-assembled  and  on  the  31st  day  of 
March  assumed  exclusive  control  and  jurisdiction  over  these 
degrees  in  that  state,  and  thus  another  bright  star  is  placed  in 
the  firmament  of  Cryptic  Masonry,  and  we  are  one  step  nearer 
the  fulfillment  of  our  earnest  desire,  which  is,  to  see  these 
beautiful  and  instructive  degrees  under  the  control  of  a  Grand 
Council  in  every  state  in  the  Union.  Let  us,  with  open  arms 
and  hearts,  extend  a  cordial  and  earnest  welcome  to  this  our 
youngest  sister  Council,  and  invite  her  to  exchange  Representa- 
tives with  us,  and  while  we  are  about  it,  let  us  congratulate  the 
General  Grand  Council  upon  this  additional  tribute  to  its  powers 
of  resuscitation. 

December  27th,  I  received  a  communication  from  Comp. 
David  Strachley,  T.  I.  M.  of  Bronson  Council,  No.  40,  stating 
that  owing  to  the  ^all  membership  and  lack  of  interest  mani- 
fested by  its  members,  the  Council  had  failed  to  hold  regular 
meeting  to  elect  officers,  and  stating  further  '^  that  most  of  them 
would  rather  surrender  the  Charter  than  pay  their  dues,**  and 
he  asked  if  I  could  suggest  a  remedy.  In  reply  I  wrote  Com- 
panion Strachley  requesting  him  to  see  each  member  of  his 
Council  individually,  and  strive  to  induce  them  to  take  such 
action  as  would  repair  the  wrong  their  inaction  was  calculated 
to  infiict  upon  the  fraternity  with  which  they  have  vcluntarily 
united  and  bound  themselves  to  uphold.  Not  having  heard 
from  the  Companion  since,  I  am  unable  to  say  what  success  he 
had,  but  from  th6  fact  that  their  annual  report  and  dues  have 
been  received  by  the  Grand  Recorder,  I  think  the  prospects  are 
that  the  Council  will  be  revivified. 
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Companions,  the  time  is  at  hand  when  the  degrees  of  R.  and 
S.  M.  can  no  longer  be  looked  at  as  a  species  of  '^  side  degrees/* 
They  are  fast  taking  their  place  in  the  fabric  of  Masonic 
traditions,  to  which  their  beauty  and  inptractiveness  entitles 
them,  as  the  culmination  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 

The  Grand  Council  of  Michigan,  organized  at  Detroit  on 
January  13th,  1858,  with  a  constituency  of  three  Subordinates, 
to-day  consists  of  44  Councils,  having  a  membership  of  over 
2,100.  Grand  Councils  are  now  organized  and  working  in  29 
different  states  of  the  Union,  and  if  every  Companion  will  do 
bis  duty  there  can  be  no  question  of  our  ultimate  success. 

In  considering  the  subject  of  impediments  to  our  progress, 
and  the  best  remedies  for  them,  the  question  of  making  the 
degrees  pre-requisite  to  the  Commandery  frequently  assumes 
first  place.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  can  and  will  event- 
ually be  accomplished  through  the  influence  of  the  General 
Grand  Council.  But,  while  I  recognize  the  full  value  of  such 
action  and  will  do  anything  in  my  power  to  secure  its  accom- 
plishment, I,  at  the  same  time,  do  not  consider  it  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  us»  The  true  remedy  is  in  our  own  bands.  We,  and  we 
only,  ca{^  infuse  the  life-giving  material  into  this  organization 
which  will  make  it  perpetual.  If  the  Subordinate  Councils  will 
hold  monthly  instead  of  quarterly,  semi-annual  or  annual  meet- 
ings; if  the  officers  will  qualify  themselves  to  confer  the  degrees 
as  they  should  be  conferred,  if  they  will  adopt  such  other 
mieans  of  enjoyment  as  the  case  will  admit  of,  they  will  make 
their  meetings  both  a  pleasure  and  a  profit  to  all  participating, 
and  my  word  for  it,  they  will  have  no  more  cause  to  complain 
of  the  apathy  evinced  by  .their  members.  It  sometimes  seems 
strange  to  those  who  already  possess  the  secrets  of  the  Crypt, 
that  so  many  B.  A.  M.  neglect  to  secure  them,  but.  Compan- 
ions, don't  blame  the  Commanderies  for  it.  How  can  you 
expect  those  outside  to  take  an  interest  in  the  rite  if  you,  who 
already  possess  them,  can  hardly  get  up  enough  enthusiasm  to 
bold  a  meeting  once  or  twice  a  year  ? 
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No  R.  A.  M.  who  is  actuated  by  that  fervency  and  sea] 
which  should  influence  every  seeker  after  true  and  full  Masonic 
Light,  should  be  without  the  degrees  of  R.  and  S.  M.,  nor  will 
he  if  the  Councils  will  make  their  value  so  apparent  that  they 
will  be  sought  instead  of  shunned,  as,  without  them  he  cannot 
find  what  he  seeks. 

The  organization  of  the  General  Grand  Council  has  proved 
of  so  great  value  to  the  Rite  throuc^hout  the  whole  country,  that 
it  is  worthy  of  our  respect  and  support.  Organized  in  1880,  with 
but  three  Grand  Councils  as  its  supporters,  it  to-day  is  sup- 
ported by  21  Grand  Councils,  several  of  whom  it  has  rescued 
from  apparent  death  in  the  abyss  of  Mississippi-ism.  While 
Michigan  will,  perhaps,  derive  no  benefit  from  the  G.  G.  Coun- 
cil, yet  we  should  be  willing  to  give  our  support  and  counte- 
nance to  anything  that  will  advance  the  good  of  the  Rite  we  all 
so  love,  and  I  recommend  that  this  Grand  Council  now  take 
steps  to  become  a  constituent  part  of  the  General  Grand 
Council. 

The  question  of  Grand  Visitor,  or  Lecturer,  has  once  before 
been  brought  before  this  Grand  Council  and  decided  adversely, 
but  from  the  fact  that  so  many  Councils  are  nearly  dormant 
and  are  unable  to  do  the  work  properly,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to 
bring  the  question  before  you  once  more. 

The  Grand  Recorder  informs  me  to-day  that  but  thirty  Coun- 
cils have  reported  so  far,  and  that  ten  of  those  have  done  no 
work  during  the  year.  This  leaves  less  than  one-half  of  the 
Subordinate  Councils  in  good  working  order,  and  it  is  for  this 
Grand  Council  to  adopt  a  plan  whereby  the  idle  workmen  can 
be  set  at  work  again.  I  believe  no  plan  will  prove  more  profit- 
able than  the  appointment  of  a  Grand  Lecturer.  I  therefore 
recommend  such  action  to  your  consideration. 

In  conclusion,  my  Companions,  permit  me  to  tender  you  my 
sincere  and  earnest  thanks  for  the  many  proofs  of  esteem  and 
confidence  which  have  been  bestowed  upon  me  by  this  Grand 
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Council,  and  especially  for  the  high  honor  you  conferred  in 
electing  me  your  Grand  Master.  I  assure  you  the  remembrance 
will  ever  be  treasured  as  oue  of  the  brightest  and  happiest  of 
my  life. 

I  trust  our  business  will  be  conducted  in  that  spirit  of 
brotherly  love  and  forbearance  which  have  always  characterized 
our  meetings,  and  that  when  we  havefinished  we  may  return  to 
our  own  homes  with  the  proud  satisfaction  of  having  faithfully 
discharged  our  duty.

The  annual  Assemblies  of  a  majority 
are  held  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  consequently  we  do  not 
receive  their  proceedings  until  it  is  time  to  make  up  our  own 
report,  and  the  time  to  carefully  review  them  is  too  short  to  be 
satisfactory.  We  have  only  given  date  of  the  annual  Assembly, 
the  officers  elect,  statistics  of  auch  as  have  given  them,  and 
regret  that  many  Grand  Recorders  do  not  give  us  statistics. 
Please  give  us  a  list  of  your  Subordinates  and  the  number  of 
your  members — it  is  very  little  trouble.  Qur  examination  of 
the  different  proceedings  received  shows  a  healthy  increase 
and  growth.  Some  few  do  not  show  any  increase,  but  gains  in 
others  overbalance  losses  and  give  a  net  gain.  We  think  the 
Cfyptic  Rite  to-day  is  more  prosperous  and  rests  on  a  firmer 
basis  than  ever  before.
